The  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  met,  pursuant  to  resolution  taken  at  its  last  meeting,  in  Gen- 
eral Convention^  on  Wednesday  Evening,  September  27,  1893,  at 
7:30  o'clock,  p,  M.,  in  Zion's  Reformed  Church,  Greenville,  Mercer 
County,  Pa.,  and  was  opened  with  divine  services.  The  opening 
sermon  was,  in  the  absence  of  the  retiring  president  and  by  his 
appointment,  preached  by  the  Rev.  S.  T.  Wagner,  of  Monroe, 
Clarion  County,  Pa.,  from  the  text,  **For  their  rock  is  not  as  our 
Rock ;  even  our  enemies  themselves  being  judges."  Deut.  xxxii :  31*

ARTICLE  XII. 

STATE  OF  THE   CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reported  on  Monday 
evening  and  the  report  adopted  as  follows : 
To  the  Rev,  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :     Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 
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It  is  meet  and  right  that  we  should,  first  of  all,  acknowledge  our 
thankfulness  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  great  head  of  His  Church, 
for  the  great  goodness  He  has  shown  to  us  during  the  year  just 
passed.  The  health  of  our  pastors  and  people  has,  for  the  most 
part,  been  precious  in  His  sight.  Nearly  all  our  pastors  have  been 
enabled  to  perform  their  duties  during  the  year,  without  any  inter- 
ruption on  account  of  health.  We  are  reminded,  however,  of  the 
necessity  of  being  faithful  to  our  appointed  calling,  and  diligent  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  while  it  is  day  with  us,  and  the  night  has  not 
yet  come  wherein  we  can  no  longer  work,  from  the  fact  that  one  of 
our  number  has,  during  the  year,  been  called  upon  to  cease  from  his 
labors,  and  is  now  at  home,  at  rest  forever  with  the  Lord.  Rev.  D. 
O.  Shoemaker,  an  active  and  faithful  servant  of  the  church,  has 
been  translated  from  the  church  militant  below,  to  the  church 
triumphant  above,  there  to  receive  that  crown  of  glory  which  the 
Lord  has  promised  to  all  His  faithful  servants.  Another  of  our 
brethren  has  been  called  upon  recently  to  pass  under  the  chastening 
hand  of  the  Lord,  in  the  removal  from  his  side,  by  death,  of  a  de- 
voted and  beloved  wife.  May  the  Lord  sanctify  this  affliction,  of 
His  hand,  to  our  beloved  brother,  and  help  him  to  realize  that  these 
light  afflictions  of  His  hand,  which  are  but  for  a  moment,  are  in- 
tended to  work  out  in  us  a  far  more  exceeding  and  eternal  weight  of 
glory. 

We  glean  from  the  various  reports  that  the  work  of  our  faithful 
pastors  has  been  eminently  prospered  during  the  year.  Progress 
is  reported  in  all  lines  of  Christian  activity.  New  congregations 
have  been  organized  and  old  ones  have  been  strengthened,  or  have 
grown  more  active  in  the  work  of  the  church.  The  membership  has 
been  increased.  An  increased  number  of  children  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  Lord  in  the  Sacrament  of  Holy  Baptism ;  and  by  the 
sacred  rite  of  confirmation  have  a  greater  number  than  the  year 
previous  been  admitted  into  the  full  privileges  of  the  church.  Pas- 
toral visitation  and  catechetical  instruction,  two  most  effective  agencies 
in  Christian  nurture,  have  been  faithfully  attended  to  by  our  pastors. 
The  benevolence  of  our  people  also  is  growing;  not  so  rapidly, 
perhaps,  as  some  might  wish,  but  still  with  a  healthy,  vigorous 
growth.  Liberal  contributions  have  been  given,  as  heretofore,  to 
the  fund  for  the  endowment  of  Synod's  Chair  of  Practical  Theology 
in  the  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  so  that  now  the  full  amount  of  thirty 
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thousand  dollars  is  about  covered  by  cash  and  pledges,  and  yet  the 
other  benevolent  objects  of  the  church  have  not  suffered,  but  rather 
has  the  amount  contributed  to  these  various  benevolent  objects  been 
increased. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  two  classical  Sunday-school  Associa- 
tions have  been  organized  during  the  year,  viz:  Westmoreland 
Classis  and  Allegheny  Classis,  which,  with  the  one  organized  in  St. 
Paul's  Classis  the  year  before,  and  one  previously  existing  in  Somer- 
set Classis,  now  makes  four  of  our  Classes,  all  but  one,  organized 
for  nu)re  effective  carrying  forward  of  our  Sunday-school  work. 
The  importance  of  the  unification  of  the  Sunday-school  work  of 
our  Synody  in  order  that  our  Sunday-schools  may  be  brought  into 
full  accord  with  the  life  and  spirit  of  our  church,  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated. The  Saviour,  shortly  before  His  Ascension  to  the  right 
hand  of  the  Father,  gave  to  His  disciples  the  command,  *  *  Feed  my 
Lambs,"  and  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  as  a  church  to  see  that  our 
children,  not  only  in  the  catechetical  class,  but  also  in  the  Sunday- 
school,  be  brought  up  and  nurtured  in  that  peculiar  form  of  church 
life  which  is  our  endowment  from  the  hand  of  God  Himself. 

The  inauguration,  by  this  Synod,  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D., 
to  the  new  chair  of  Practical  Theology  in  the  Seminary  at  Lancaster, 
and  the  adoption  of  the  amended  charter,  by  which  this  Synod 
acquires  new  rights  and  privileges  in  the  government  and  control  of 
the  institutions  at  Lancaster,  marks  another  fon^^ard  movement  in 
the  history  of  the  Synod.  We  may  now  feel  that  we  have  a  College 
and  Seminary  which  belong  to  us,  at  least  in  part,  and  for  whose 
spiritual  and  material  welfare  we  are  under  obligations  to  make  pro- 
vision. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  we  note  a  growing  interest  on  the  part  of 
our  people  in  the  cause  of  missions.  The  command  of  Christ,  **  go 
ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature,**  is 
meeting  with  more  hearty  and  ready  response  in  the  hearts  of  our 
people  than  ever  before. 

Praying  that  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  may  prosper  our  work 
in  the  future,  and  make  us  ready  and  willing  to  enter  into  whatso- 
ever door  He  may  open  for  us,  this  report  is

The  Board  of  Missions  of  Pittsburgh  Synod  reported  on  Friday 
afternoon,  and  the  report  referred  to  Committee  on  Missions,  as 
follows : 

To  the  Rtv  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren. — Your  Board  of  Home  Missions  respectfully 
reports : 

That  we  have  held  three  meetings  during  the  past  year.  One  for 
organization,  at  the  close  of  your  last  meeting,  and  two  in  connec- 
tion of  your  present  meeting. 

Being  only  advisory  to  the  Board  of  General  Synod,  your  Board 
was  not  in  position  to  enable  it  to  accomplish  much  in  the  way  of 
definite  work  in  the  past  year. 

We  have,  however,  rendered  what  assistance  we  could  to  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  in  the  way  of  suggestion  and  advice  for  the  advancement 
of  the  work  of  missions  within  your  bounds.  During  the  year  two 
of  the  missions  in  this  Synod  have  become  vacant,  namely  Jeanette 
and  Turtle  Creek.  After  a  full  and  careful  consideration  of  the 
requirements  of  these  fields,  we  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that 
steps  have  been  taken  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  Superintendent 
of  Missions,  Rev.  D.  S.  Fouse,  D.  D.,  looking  to  the  appointment 
of  missionaries  to  these  places  at  an  early  day. 

The  work  among  the  Hungarians  appears  to  be  moving  forward 
with  reasonable  progress,  and,  as  far  as  we  know,  in  a  satisfactory 
manner. 

The  term  of  Rev.  D.  H.  Leader,  as  a  member  of  this  Board,  ex- 
pires with  this  meeting  of  Synod.

II, — Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  General  Synod^s  Board  of 

Home  Missions, 

The  Superintendent  of  Missions  reported  on  Friday  morning,  and 
the  report  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions,  as  follows : 
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To  the  English  Synods, 

Brethren  : — From  the  fact  that  a  full  report  was  rendered  by  the 
Board  to  the  late  General  Synod  at  Reading,  and  widely  distributed 
throughout  the  Church,  it  was  not  deemed  necessary  to  issue  a  re- 
port at  this  time  for  general  distribution,  but  only  to  present  a  gen- 
eral review  of  the  work  for  the  year  past. 

We  have  many  reasons  for  thankfulness  to  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church,  for  His  abundant  mercy  toward  us  in  the  general  mission- 
ary work  of  tlft  Church.  The  past  year  has  witnessed  the  fruit  of 
the  unification  movement,  and  it  must  be  admitted  by  all  who  have 
noticed  the  results,  that  they  have  been  all  that  the  most  hopeful 
could  have  predicted.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  but 
entered  upon  the  work  in  this  united  form,  and  there  were  then  those 
who  still  believed  that  it  would  have  been  best  to  allow  the  different 
Synods  to  carry  on  the  work  as  they  had  been  doing  for  years  before. 
But  more  than  a  year  has  elapsed  since  the  new  order  of  things  was 
inaugurated,  and  the  results  have  been  most  satisfactory.  We  can 
but  rejoice  as  we  look  back  over  the  year's  work.  Not  only  has  God 
blessed  our  labors,  but  we  may  claim,  most  justly,  for  those  under 
the  Board,  a  year*  of  faithful  and  diligent  service.  God  blesses  those 
only  in  the  labors  of  His  vineyard,  who  are  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties.  This  being  the  test,  we  may  believe  that  as  a  general 
thing  our  missionaries  have  been  faithful  to  their  trust,  as  their  labors 
abundantly  prove.  As  in  other  years,  the  Board  was  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  answer  all  the  calls  made  upon  it.  The  work  might  be  very 
greatly  extended,  had  the  Board  the  means  at  hand.  So  far  the 
Board  has  had  less  difficulty  in  getting  men  than  means.  We  deem 
it  a  hopeful  sign  for  the  Church  that  men  are  more  willing  to  offer 
themselves  for  the  Mission  work. 

Self -Supporting, 

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  determination  on  the  part  of  quite  a 
number  of  Missions  to  become  independent  of  the  Board  by  provid- 
ing for  their  own  support.  This  is  as  it  should  be,  although  with  a 
number  of  these  fields  it  was  a  severe  struggle  to  do  so.  There  is  a 
tendency  on  th^  part  of  some  fields  to  seek  aid  from  the  Board  when 
they  might  be  self-sustaining,  so  that  we  feel  the  more  like  giving 
praise  to  those  that  are  determined  to  support  themselves  and  allow 
the  Board  to  take  up  other  points.     Liberty  Center,  O.  ;   Scottdale, 
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Pa. ;  Salem,  Ore. ;  Stafford,  Ore. ;  Timberville,  Va. ;  West  Rowan, 
N.  C. ;  and  Williamsport,  Pa.,  have  passed  off  the  roll  of  the  Board 
during  the  year.  Other  fields  are  very  near  the  line  of  self-support, 
and  we  confidently  expect  them  to  become  independent  of  the  Board 
in  the  near  futute. 

New  FieLis. 

Of  these  a  larger  number  were  added  during  the  year  than  the 
number  that  became  self-supporting.  When  the  last  Annual  Report 
was  offered,  arrangements  had  been  made  for  the  enrollment  of  sev- 
eral fields.  Including  these,  the  following  is  a  list  of  those  enrolled 
during  the  year :  Athens,  Mich, ;  Massillon,  O. ;  Apollo,  Pa. ; 
Grove  City,  Pa. ;  Chicago,  111.  \  Columbus  Junction,  la.  \  Tyrone, 
Pa. ;  Harrisburg,  Pa. ;  West  Philadelphia  and  Philadelphia,  Pa. 
Of  these,  Philadelphia,  Pa. ;  Grove  City,  Pa, ;  and  Massillon,  O.,  do 
not  go  into  operation  until  October  i,  1893,  although  they  are  now 
regularly  entered  upon  the  rolls  of  the  Board.  In  addition  to  these 
new  fields  that  have  been  enrolled,  many  calls  came  to  the  Board 
asking  that  other  points  be  taken  up.  Gladly  would  the  Board  give 
heed  to  all  these  calls,  but  to  do  so  is  simply  impossible.  Youngs- 
town,  Ohio,  has  often  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Board  as  an 
important  point,  but  the  lack  of  funds  has  made  its  enrollment  im- 
possible thus  far.  It  is,  however,  next  on  the  list  for  enrollment 
among  the  large  cities. 

The  Hungarian   Work. 

At  the  date  of  writing  this  report,  the  two  missionaries,  Jurany 
and  Kovacs  only,  are  in  this  important  field.  These  good  brethren 
have  been  carrying  forward  this  work  with  much  zeal  and  success. 
The  former  has  purchased  a  lot  in  Cleveland,  and  is  going  forward 
with  the  erection  of  the  church  edifice.  During  the  year  this  brother 
organized  a  new  congregation  in  Toledo,  Ohio.  Brother  Kovacs 
has  organized  congregations  at  different  points,  and  has  been  greatly 
extending  his  work.  But  it  may  seem  strange  to  the  Synods  that  the 
third  man  has  not  been  called  into  the  field.  He  has  been  called, 
but  from  the  fact  that  some  persons  not  authorized  have  taken  it 
upon  themselves  to  correspond  with  parties  in  Hungary  with  regard 
to  an  additional  missionary,  the  work  has  been  retarded  rather  than 
otherwise.  It  may  be,  however,  that  by  the  time  this  report  reaches 
the  Synods  the  additional  missionary  will  be  in  the  field.     It  affords 
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us  pleasure  to  state  that  through  the  good  offices  of  Rev.  J.  H. 
Prugh,  D.  D.,  of  Pittsburgh,  Mr.  Hanna,  of  that  city,  has  given 
I500  toward  the  increase  of  this  good  work.  Might  not  others  do 
the  same  ? 

The  Board,  in  order  that  it  may  receive  the  support  it  deserves, 
asks  that  the  sum  of  1 2, 5 00  be  apportioned  upon  the  Synods  for  this 
work  for  the  ensuing  year,  as  follows :

With  this  sum,  it  is  believed  the  work  can  be  carried  forward 
through  the  year,  including  the  expenses  of  the  third  missionary. 

Church  Extension. 

Much  has  been  said  upon  the  importance  of  this  arm  of  the  work. 
But  its  importance  is  not  yet  fully  appreciated  by  our  Church,  much 
as  has  been  written  upon  it.  Four  funds  of  I500  each  have  been 
obtained  during  the  year  for  this  work.  These  were  special  funds. 
Other  moneys  have  been  received  from  the  apportionments.  Dur- 
ing the  year  a  church  property  was  purchased  in  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  at 
a  cost  of  14,750,  and  a  lot  in  Columbus,  O.,  at  a  cost  of  13,300. 
Several  payments  were  also  made  on  lots  purchased  during  the  pre- 
vious year.  To  accomplish  this,  the  Board  was  compelled  to  borrow 
some  funds,  so  that  the  actual  indebtedness  at  this  time  is  ^2,750. 
But  in  order  to  meet  payments  in  the  near  future,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  borrow  additional  moneys.  But  as  an  offset  to  this  debt  we 
might  state  that  very  little  of  the  apportionments  made  in  the  spring 
have  come  in  as  yet,  which  when  received  will  be  applied  on  this 
debt.  There  are  a  few  bequests  for  this  cause  which  will  be  received 
soon,  which  can  also  be  applied  to  the  liquidation  of  the  debt.  But 
the  Board  cannot  assist  any  other  fields  until  this  indebtedness  is 
canceled.  The  Synods  will  do  well  to  urge  their  membership  to  lib- 
eral giving  for  the  cause  of  Church  Extension.  There  certainly  is  no 
other  object  more  worthy,  and  none  that  will  help  so  much  tOi 
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the  Church.     This  cause  should  be  presented  to  the  people  as  especi- 
ally worthy  of  their  donations  and  bequests. 

The  Needs  of  the  Board. 

On  September  ist  Treasurer  Reber  reported  the  outlook  for  the 
October  payments  rather  discouraging.  No  less  than  ^8,500  will 
be  needed  on  October  ist  for  the  payment  of  the  missionaries. 
From  appearances  at  this  writing  that  sum  will  hardly  be  at  hand 
when  needed.  This  shortage  is  caused,  doubtless,  by  the  financial 
stringency,  and  the  fact  also  that  many  of  our  pastors  have  been 
absent  from  their  charges  during  the  greater  part  of  the  quarter. 
Some  may  blame  the  Board  for  enrolling  so  many  Missions  during 
the  year.  Could  the  Board  have  foreseen  the  financial  crash  that 
has  come  upon  the  country,  a  less  number  would  doubtless  have 
been  enrolled.  But  they  are  now  on  our  roll.  To  strike  them  off 
would  be  wrong.  The  best  we  can  do  is  to  fulfill  our  contract  with 
them.  In  order  to  do  this  it  is  necessary  for  the  Church  to  stand  by 
the  Board.  Times  are  hard,  we  are  told — true,  and  for  that  very 
reason  it  is  a  bad  time  for  the  Board  to  be  involved  in  a  debt.  The 
Board  needs  every  cent  that  has  been  promised  to  Missions,  Hun- 
garian Missions,  Church  Extension  and  Harbor  Missions.  If  the 
Church  fails  to  provide  these  funds  the  Board  must  fail  to  meet  its 
obligations.  For  the  year  commencing  April  ist,  1894,  the  Board 
must  have  at  least  ^40,000  for  Missions  direct.  There  are  those 
who  may  say  that  this  sum  is  too  large ;  that  no  such  appropriations 
should  have  been  made.  This  may  be,  but  the  subordinate  Boards 
insisted  that  their  Missions  be  enrolled,  and  the  Board  was  almost 
forced  to  enroll  them.  In  several  instances  the  intimation  came  to 
the  Board  that  if  it  did  not  enroll  certain  Missions,  funds  would  be 
withheld  and  they  would  be  supported  by  the  subordinate  Boards. 
The  Synods  will  observe  under  what  stress  the  Board  is  placed  at 
times.  It  is  always  glad  to  enroll  Missions  when  possible — and  now 
let  the  Church  stand  manfully  by  it  so  that  it  can  meet  its  obliga- 
tions. 

Funds  Needed, 

For  the  ensuing  year  the  Board  needs  the  sum  of  ^40,000  for 
Missions  direct.  When  the  Missions  are  fully  manned  that  sum  will 
be  required.  The  Executive  Committee,  at  its  meeting  in  Pittsburgh 
on  July  nth,  made  careful  estimates  of  the  sums  needed,  and  re- 
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quested  that  the  following  apportionments  be  made  for  the  year  from 
April  1, 1894,  to  April  i,  1895  :

Total 140,000 

Considering  the  increase  of  membership,  these  are  but  little  larger 
than  were  asked  of  these  Synods  in  past  years. 

In  addition  to  the  above  the  General  Board  makes  the  earnest  re- 
quest that  the  small  sum  oifive  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  for 
the  Cause  of  Church  Extension,  While  these  apportionments  may 
seem  large  in  the  aggregate,  yet  we  find  that  all  these  combined  (not 
including  Harbor  Missions),  do  not  reach  quite  thirty-one  cents  per 
member.  This  is  certainly  a  small  sum  for  a  member  of  the  church 
to  pay  toward  so  noble  a  cause  as  Home  Missions. 

Additional  Funds, 

Funds,  additional  to  the  apportionments,  have  been  gathered  dur- 
ing the  year,  generally  under  the  name  of  the  1000,  5*s  fund. 
Much  of  this  was  used  for  Church  Extension,  but  a  goodly  share  of 
it  went  for  the  regular  work.  In  this  way  was  made  up  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  apportionments.  The  same  will  be  continued  through 
the  year  to  come.  The  superintendents  will  find  much  hard  work 
before  them  in  looking  up  the  deficiencies  in  the  apportionments  and 
in  gathering  additional  funds.  This  is  seemingly  necessary  during 
the  money  stringency.  We  ask  that  the  Synods  give  all  possible  en- 
couragement to  the  gathering  of  these  additional  funds.  If  this 
matter  is  seen  to  at  the  proper  time,  the  Board  and  the  Church  will 
be  saved  the  annoyance  of  an  ugly  debt. 

Miscellaneous, 

The  Synods  will  notice  that  the  officers  of  the  Board  are  Rev.  J. 
A.  Peters,  D.  D.,  President;  Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.  D.,  Vice- 
President  ;  Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley,  Secretary  \  Elder  J.  T.  Reber,  Treas- 
urer, and  Elder  C.  M.  Boush,  Treasurer  of  the  Church  Extension 
Fund. 

We  are  glad  to  state  that  the  Missions  are  all  supplied  with 
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pastors,  with  two  exceptions,  and  these  two  have  prospects  of  getting 
pastors  at  an  early  date. 

We  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  state  that  all  our  missionaries  are 
paid  up  in  full  to  July  i,  1893. 

Special  Notice, 

The  Eastern  Synod  and  the  Potomac  Synod  are  hereby  notified 
that  the  time  for  which  Superintendent  Whitmer  was  elected  will  ex- 
pire on  December  31,  1893,  and  are  requested  to  nominate  his  suc- 
cessor according  to  the  terms  of  the  plan  of  unification.

Ill,   Communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod* s 

Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 

Under  Item  7  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  the 
following  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States, 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions begs  most  respectfully  to  call  the  attention  of  your  Reverend 
Body  to  the  grand  successes  and  encouraging  prospects,  as  also  to 
the  urgent  wants  and  embarrassing  limitations  of  foreign  work.  In 
view  of  the  very  full  presentation  of  all  these  interests  recently 
made  in  oilr  Triennial  Report  to  General  Synod,  a  copy  of  which 
has  been  sent  to  each  of  our  pastors,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to 
repeat  them  here,  but  simply  to  refer  you  to  that  report.  Since  the 
rendering  of  that  report,  our  two  schools  in  Sendai  have  been  in 
vacation,  and  no  important  intelligence  has  reached  us,  except  the 
sad  fact  of  the  critical  illness  of  our  dear  brother,  Rev.  D.  B. 
Schneder,  who  at  last  accounts  was  still  very  sick  of  typhoid  fever.' 
But  happily,  the  bel'ef  was  that  the  indications  were  favorable  to  his 
recovery.  We  are  pained  to  have  to  say  that  his  associates  in  the 
field  attribute  his  illness  largely  to  over  work.  The  Board  has 
frequently  apprised  the  Church  that  for  the  want  of  adequate  finan- 
cial means  we  were  compelled  to  expose  our  faithful  missionaries  to 
this  wrongful  exaction.  And  up  to  the  present  time  the  inadequacy 
of  our  means  has  not  been  relieved  by  a  larger  response  of  the  home 


Church.  Dear  brcthrra,  shall  we  sacrifice  the  health,  and  possibly 
the  lives,  of  our  beloved  brethren  in  Japan,  when  the  means  for  their 
relief  would  be  readily  available  if  self-denying  efTon  were  emplo}-ed 
by  those  of  us  who  are  at  home  ? 

We  would  further  bespeak  your  careful  attention,  and  earnestly 
solicit  the  necessary  responsive  action  on  your  part,  to  the  action  of 
the  late  General  Synod,  in  the  interest  of  our  Mission  work.  This 
action  was  prompted  by  a  spirit  of  profouud  gratitude  to  God,  for 
the  surprising  blessings  and  success  with  which  He  had  crowned  our 
work  in  Japan,  as  also  the  painful  conviction  that  our  Church  was 
not  responding  in  the  measure  in  which  He  had  given  her  the  ability. 
It  therefore  solemnly  resolved  that  an  advance  should  be  made  in 
the  amount  of  her  contributions,  that  she  might  do  her  part  in 
answer  to  the  leadings  of  divine  Providence.  The  resolution  fixed 
the  sum  needed  at  {35,000  per  year  for  the  next  three  years.  It 
also  indicated  the  amount  necessary  from  each  District  Synod  to 
secure  the  sum.  This  was  done  not  as  a  direct  authoritative  appor- 
tionment, but  rather  as  a  tentative  measure,  indicating  how  much 
«ach  Synod  ought  to  raise,  leaving  it  to  each  to  devise  its  own 
methods  for  securing  it.  The  distribution  of  the  sum  needed  was  as 
follows :

Observation  and 
experience  have  demonstrated  thai  our  people  are  not  as  slow  to  ail- 
vancc  in  their  benevolent  contributions  as  perhaps  some  of  our 
ministers  have  considered  them;  and  that  to  an  intelligent,  instruct- 
ive and  earnest  presentation  of  the  claims  of  Foreign  Mission  our 
people  will  respond,  in  addition  to  tbdr  other  gifts. 

We  b^  to  sorest  the  adoption  of  such  mediodt  m  wfD  briii|  the 
subject  home  to  each  and  every  crv^f-^iiiim.  iM  •onMthinj^ 
effective  be  done,  that  the  full  amotint  'Jrvij^tuicd  (or  f 
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Synod  may  be  raised.     For  the  methods  heretofore  employed  have 
shown  themselves  sadly  inadequate  to  the  necessities  of  the  case.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported  on  Monday  afternoon  and  the 
report  was  considered  by  items.  The  items  were  severally  adopted, 
and  the  report,  as  a  whole,  was  adopted  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh : 
Your  Committee  on  Missions  respectfully  offer  the  following  report : 
There  have  come  into  our  hands  the  following  papers : 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

3.  A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  Foreign  Missions. 

From  the  first  of  these  papers  we  learn  that  our  missionary  work 
has  been  in  very  successful  operation  during  the  past  year.  The 
General  Board  seems  well  satisfied  with  the  new  regime,  and,  if  the 
first  year's  working  is  a  fair  test  of  merit,  the  Church  is  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  the  consummation  of  the  unification  plan. 

During  the  year  six  of  our  Missions  have  declared  themselves  self- 
supporting,  and  the  heroism  of  thus  doing  on  the  part  of  the  mis- 
sionaries and  their  people  deserves  honorable  mention  here.  They 
are  Liberty  Center,  O. ;  Salem  and  Stafford,  Ore. ;  Timberville, 
Va. ;  West  Rowan,  N,  C. ;  and  Scottdale  and  Williamsport,  Pa. 

We  rejoice  to  note  that  the  Board,  though  somewhat  reluctant  lest 
the  corresponding  demand  upon  the  Church  should  seem  too  great, 
felt  constrained  by  their  earnest  demands  and  justified  by  signs  of 
enlarging  interest  in  the  work  of  Missions  to  place  ten  new  Missions 
on  the  roll.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  know  that  more  men  than  for- 
merly are  available  for  this  work,  and  the  want  for  missionaries  is  no 
longer  the  hindrance  to  this  branch  of  the  Church  work  that  it  once 
was. 

The  Board  asks  that  of  the  ^40,000  needed  for  the  coming  year, 
14,500  be  assumed  by  this  Synod,  and  also  that  five  cents  per  member 
additional  be  assessed  upon  the  congregations  for  Church  Extension. 
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From  the  second  of  these  papers  we  l^am  that  Pittsburgh  Synod's 
Board  has  faithfully  prosecuted  its  appointed  labors,  keeping  watch 
over  the  Missions  within  our  bounds,  and  counseling  with  the  Gen- 
eral Board  concerning  their  needs.  Also,  that  two  of  these  Missions, 
Turtle  Creek  and  Jeanette,  are  now  without  missionaries ;  but  that 
there  is  prospect  that  these  vacancies' will  soon  be  filled. 

From  both  these  papers  we  learn  that  our  Hungarian  work  is 
being  prosecuted  with  praiseworthy  diligence,  and  that  it  is  expected 
that  the  third  missionary  will  soon  be  in  the  field  to  aid  in  the 
enlarging  work. 

The  Board  asks  that  of  the  1 2, 500  needed  for  the  work  I275  shall 
be  assumed  by  this  Synod. 

From  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  we  learn  of 
the  "surprising"  success  of  our  foreign  work,  and  of  the  increas- 
ing  needs  for  more  help  in  this  part  of  the  Vineyard  of  the  Lord — 
the  very  success  of  the  work  creating  the  demand  for  more  work. 
We  learn  with  pain  of  the  stress  upon  our  brethren  there,  empha* 
sized,  now,  as  it  is,  by  the  critical  sickness  of  Brother  D.  B.  Schneder, 
of  which  the  letter  with  great  sorrow  informs  us. 

The  Board  begs  that  the  Synod  assume  ^2,600  of  the  ^35,000  so 
imperatively  needed  for  the  coming  year. 

With  reference  to  these  various  interests,  your  committee  recom- 
mends the  following  resolutions  for  your  adoption : 

Resohed  7,  That  in  grateful  return  for  the  trust  reposed  in  us  by 
our  Heavenly  Father,  in  committing  into  our  hands  such  great  work, 
we  do  here  now  consecrate  ourselves,  and  on  occasion  shall  call 
upon  our  people  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the  prompt  and  faithful 
fulfillment  of  this  trust. 

Resolved  2,  That  to  this  end,  all  our  pastors  be  directed  through 
the  Classes  to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  during  the  year  on  Home 
and  one  on  Foreign  Missions  in  each  of  their  congregations,  and 
that  with  their  consistories  and  their  Missionary  Societies  they  make 
every  possible  endeavor  to  meet  the  demands  made  upon  us  by  our 
Heavenly  Father  through  this  Snyod. 

Resolved  J  f  That  this  Synod  apportion  among  the  several  Classes 
separately  the  sum  of  14,500  for  Home  Misfions,  $2,600  for  Foreign 
Missions  and  I275  for  work  among  the  Hiiogariaiis^  and  that  it 
earnestly  entreats  the  congregations,  ttuxfOf^  fbe  Ckmf§^  to  coO' 
tribute  at  least  five  cents  per  member  to  Cbtticli 
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Resolved  4,  That  it  is  with  extreme  sorrow  that  we  learn  of  the 
critical  sickness  of  our  Missionary  Brother  Schneder  and  pray  God 
that  if  it  be  His  will  He  may  speedily  restore  him  to  his  accustomed 
health  and  strength.

Under  Item  6  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  on 
Thursday  morning,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary,  as  follows : 
To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Respected  Brethren  :  According  to  instructions  the  undersigned 
presents  to  your  honorable  body  the  following  as  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary  at.  I-Ancaster^ 
Pa.,  for  the  year  1892-93. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Seminary  in  September,  1892,  the  following 
young  men  were  admitted  as  students  into  the  Junior  Class :  Almon 
G.  Baker,  Frederick  William  Bald,  J.  Calvin  Bolger,  Harry  W. 
Bright,  Harvey  J.  Crow,  William  D.  Happel,  Theodore  F.  Hermann^ 
Hiram  J.  Hillegass,  John  C.  Horning,  Thomas  H.  Krick,  Lewis  P. 
Krome,  Elmer  E.  H.  Leinbach,  F.  J.  Emil  Muehe,  Elmer  S.  NolU 
Eugene  P.  Skyles,  Howard  H.  Spohn,  Gerny  Weber  and  Harry  W. 
Wissler ;  eighteen  in  number. 

Of  these  twelve  are  regular  College  graduates ;  seven  in  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College,  two  in  Heidelberg  University,  one  in  Calvin 
College,  one  in  Bethany  College,  and  one  in  Baltimore  City  College. 
Of  the  remainder,  two  are  graduates  of  State  Normal  Schools,  one 
from  the  Keystone  Normal  School,  who  had  not  pursued  the  full 
course  of  st«dy,  one  from  Mercersburg  College,  one  from  Palatinate 
College,  and  one  from  the  Franklin  and  Marshall  Academy  at  Lan- 
caster. 

Two  new  students  were  admitted  to  the  Middle  Class :  Mr.  James 
Riley  Bergey,  regularly  dismissed  from  the  Theological  Department 
of  Ursinus  College,  and   Mr.  Anselm  V.   Hiester,  a  graduate  of 


Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  a  student  of  Union  Seminary, 
New  York  City.  Mr.  Christopher  Noss  was  dismissed  to  Union 
Theglogical  Seminary,  with  the  intention  however  of  returning  and 
pursuing  the  studies  of  the  Senior  Year  at  Lancaster ;  and  Mr.  John 
W.  Buck,  at  the  instance  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Board,  suspended 
his  theological  studies  in  the  Seminary  for  the  present,  with  the  view 
of  pursuing  a  preparatory  course  of  studies  for  a  period  of  two  years 
in  Palatinate  College  at  Mycrstown,  Pa.  With  these  changes  the 
Middle  Class  consists  of  the  same  number  of  students  as  reported  to 
the  Synod  one  year  ago,  twenty-three  in  all. 

The  Senior  Class  was  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  one  new  mem- 
ber, Mr.  Carl  F.  Dewitz,  who  presented  a  regular  dismission  from 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin,  Ohio.  The  members  of  this 
class,  twenty-three  in  number,  having  completed  the  course  of  studies 
prescril>ed  by  the  Synod,  and  having  sustained  a  satisfactory  exami- 
nation in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  were  regularly  dis- 
missed at  the  end  of  the  Seminary  year,  and  were  awarded  the  usual 
testimonials  to  that  effect,  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  May 
last.  Their  names  are  as  follows;  Charles  C.  Clark,  Carl  F.  De- 
witz, Samuel  H.  Dietzel,  George  A.  Dreibelbies,  Lawrence  S.  Faust, 
David  H.  Fouse,  Bruce  Griffith,  ].  Philip  Harner,  David  Milton 
Jones,  David  VV.  Kerr,  Lewis  T.  Lampe,  William  Henry  Landis, 
George  E.  Limbert,  B.  Franklin  Luckenbill,  Homer  Skyles  May, 
Eugene  L.  McLean,  Benjamin  M.  Moyer,  John  N.  Naly,  Takeo 
Noya,  James  M.  Runkle,  Alfred  M,  Schaifner,  William  C.  Sykesand 
William  B.  Werner. 

Thus  there  were  sixty-four  students  connected  with  the  institution 
during  the  year  1893-93,  four  more  than  during  last  year,  and  a 
gratifying  increase  over  all  previous  years.  The  examinations,  writ- 
ten and  oral,  were  satisfactory ;  the  professors  endeavored  to  dis- 
charge their  responsible  duties  according  to  the  best  of  their 
abilities ;  and  as  it  regards  the  Christian  conduct  and  the  industry 
of  the  students  in  the  prosecution  of  their  studies,  there  is  no  room 
for  complaint.  As  reported  last  year,  they  were  active  in  Sunday- 
school  and  Mission  work,  and  the  more  advanced  students,  in 
preaching  the  gospel  in  different  places  as  supplies  for  vacant  pulpits, 
as  far  as  their  duties  in  the  Seminary  would  allow.  It  is  a  matter  of 
regret  that  several  of  the  students  were  under  the  ncccMity  of  abscnt- 
iDg  themselves  from  the  Seminary  during  part  of  their  time,  for  11m 


32 

purpose  of  supplementing  their  financial  means  by  teaching  school. 
The  church  ought  to  supply  them  with  the  means  by  which  they 
may  be  enabled  to  continue  their  studies  during  the  year  without  in- 
terruption. 

The  Board  again  recommends  that  the  services  of  the  teacher  of 
elocution,  which  have  been  as  satisfactory  during  the  last  as  during 
previous  years,  be  continued  for  another  year.  In  that  event  it  will 
be  necessary  that  arrangements  should  be  made  by  the  three  Synods 
to  pay  the  salary  of  the  teacher,  I75  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh,  I75 
by  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  and  1 100  by  the  Eastern  Synod. 

The  new  building  for  the  use  of  the  Seminary  is  in  process  of  erec- 
tion, and  when  completed  will  present  a  fine  appearance.  Provi- 
dence permitting,  it  will  be  finished,  dedicated  and  in  use  during 
the  coming  year.  The  success  of  this  movement  thus  far  has  been 
a  matter  of  surprise,  as  it.was  feared  that  the  churches  would  not  re- 
spond by  contributing  the  funds  needed  for  the  purpose.  Thus  far 
they  have  done  better  than  was  expected.  For  the  want  of  funds, 
however,  the  foundations  of  the  Library  Hall,  which  is  to  be  an 
annex  to  the  main  building,  have  not  been  laid ;  but  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  there  will  be  no  delay  in  putting  up  this  building  also. 
It  is  an  object  which  commends  itself  to  the  liberality  of  our  mem- 
bers generally,  and  more  especially  to  the  attention  of  such  as  are 
wealthy.  It  challenges  all  alike  to  come  forward  with  their  gifts  to 
assist  in  completing  the  noble  structure  whose  comer-stone  was  laid 
last  June  at  the  commencement  of  the  College. 

Following  the  example  of  the  Class  of  1892  in  establishing  a  Prize 
Essay  in  Sacred  Rhetoric,  the  Class  of  1893,  ^^^^  ^^^  approval  of 
the  Board  and  the  Faculty,  volunteered  to  create  a  fund  of  at  least 
five  hundred  dollars,  **  the  interest  of  which  to  be  awarded  to  that 
member  of  the  Middle  Class  who  upon  being  examined  before  three 
judges  shall  by  them  be  pronounced  the  best  Hebrew  Scholar  and 
Old  Testament  Exegete.*'  The  Prize  is  to  be  called  **  The  Centen- 
nial Class  Prize  in  Hebrew." 

In  conclusion,  the  Board,  which  endeavored  to  discharge  its 
duties  in  the  supervision  of  the  Seminary,  would  say,  with  some  de- 
gree of  emphasis,  that  the  increasing  prosperity  of  our  Seminary  and 
other  institutions  at  Lancaster  is  truly  a  matter  which  should  call 
forth  devout  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  in  all  our  churches  and 
among  all  our  members  for  His  blessings  upon  the  work  of  our 
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hands.  Founded  in  great  weakn^  yet  with  the  prayer  of  faith, 
they  are  becomiDg  more  prosperous  and  fruitful  with  each  re\-olving 
year.  But  with  our  increasiog  facilities  for  the  supply  of  our  vacant 
charges  and  our  enlarging  miffiionary  fields  with  ministers  of  the 
Gospel,  all  alike  should  be  encouraged  and  be  prompted  to  engage 
with  new  energy  in  the  work  of  extending  the  Kingdom  of  God 
among  men.

Rev.  A.  E.  Tnual  speared  before  the  Baud,  in  Lwhalf  of  the 
Endowment  Committee  of  Pittsburgh  Synod!,  to  Mil  attention  to  it» 
claim  for  interet  on  funds  in  tiie  bandi of  (he  Board.  A*  thtrrew»

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Board,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  furnish  the  Rev.  Truxal  a 
copy  of  the  action  of  the  Board  of  September  22,  1892,  to  present  to 
Pittsburgh  S)aiod. 

J.  W.  Bickel,  of  Norristown,  appeared  before  the  Board,  in  behalf 
of  a  committee  from  the  Eastern  Synod,  and  presented  the  amend- 
ments to  the  charter  of  the  Theological  Seminary.  The  same  was 
approved,  and  the  President  and  Secretary  directed  to  seal  the  same 
with  the  common  and  corporate  seal,  and  execute  all  necessary  in- 
struments to  secure  the  said  amendments  to  the  charter  of  this 
corporation. 

The  third  meeting  was  held  on  September  22,  1893,  in  the  First 
Reformed  Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.  The  committee  appointed  to 
have  the  amendments  to  the  charter  approved  by  the  Court  reported 
they  had  done  so,  and  received  said  approval. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  laid  before  the  Board  a  letter  from 
Mr.  John  L.  Reigel,  of  Reigelsville,  Pa.,  containing  four  notes  of 
13,920  each,  falling  due  respectively  on  the  30th  of  July,  1895, 
1896,  1897  and  1898,  without  interest,  in  all  1 15, 680,  the  interest  of 
said  fund  to  be  devoted  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Seminary" 
Building  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  Board  accepted  the  generous  gift,  and  directed  the  letter  to 
be  entered  on  the  minutes ;  and  also  the  letter  and  resolutions  passed 
by  the  Board,  a  copf  of  which  letter  was  sent  to  Mr.  Reigel.

VI L — Report  of  the  Endowment  Committee, 

On  Friday  morning,  under  Items  10  and  12  of  the  Report  of  the 
Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  the  following  report  was  presented 
and  referred  to  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary : 

To  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  Endowment  Committee  beg  leave 
to  offer  their  third  annual  report.  It  was  hoped  that  this  would  be 
their  final  report.  But  it  is  necessary  to  say  that  the  work  for  which 
this  Committee  was  raised  is  not  yet  entirely  completed. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  Synod  the  pledges  to  the  Pittsburgh 
Synod's  Professorship  Fund  amounted  to  some  $26,000,  and  the 
cash  in  hand,  including  our  credit  at  Lancaster,  to  $10,727.70. 

During  the  year  just  closing  some  30  congregations  have 
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visited,  and  additional  pledges  aggregating  about  Is^ooo  have  been 
secured.  Many  of  these  congregations  were  among  the  smallest  in 
the  Synod ;  others  had  recently  built  churches  or  parsonages,  or 
were  engaged  in  paying  church  debts.  Under  the  circumstances 
their  contributions  to  the  Seminary  Endowment  must  be  regarded 
as  very  generous,  and  in  many  cases  far  exceeded  the  estimates 
previously  formed  by  the  Committee. 

Pledges  to  the  amount  of  111,339.82  have  been  paid  in  during  the 
year.  The  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Professorship  Fund  was  also  credited, 
by  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  with  accumu- 
lated interest  in  the  hands  of  Treasurer  John  B.  Roth  to  the  amount 
of  11,487.44    The  cash  in  hand  is  now  ^23,597. 96 

The  work  of  visiting  and  canvassing  congregations  for  pledges  to 
our  Endowment  Fund  has  been  completed  in  the  three  largest 
Classes  of  the  Synod,  viz. :  Westmoreland,  Somerset  and  Clarion. 
There  are  about  a  dozen  congregations  still  to  be  visited  in  St. 
Paul's  and  Allegheny  Classes.  The  demands  of  the  pastoral  work 
in  their  own  charges,  as  well  as  in  some  cases  the  unreadiness  of 
congregations  to  make  their  contributions  to  this  cause,  and  to  some 
extent  during  the  last  two  months  the  financial  panic  through  which 
the  country  has  passed,  have  operated  to  prevent  the  Committee 
from  reporting  the  work  assigned  to  them  three  years  ago  entirely 
completed. 

Under  the  circumstances  we  suggest  to  the  Synod  to  reconstruct 
the  Committee,  two  of  the  members  having  lately  removed  from  the 
bounds  of  the  Classes,  which  they  represented,  viz.,  Rev.  J.  M. 
Evans,  from  Somerset  Classis,  and  Rev.  E.  S.  Hassler,  from  Allegheny 
Classis,  and  to  authorize  a  canvass  of  the  remaining  congregations 
without  delay.  Members  of  the  Committee,  and  the  pastors  of  the 
charges,  who,  almost  without  exception,  have  most  generously  and 
ardently  cooperated  with  the  Committee  in  securing  pledges,  should 
also  be  asked  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure  the  payment  of  over- 
due pledges  and  to  collect  the  others  as  they  come  due. 

With  regard  to  the  other  duties  with  which  the  Committee  was 
charged,  the  Professor-elect,  Rev.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D.,  was  kept  in- 
formed during  the  year  of  the  progress  of  collections.  It  did  not 
appear  advisable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  and  of  Dr. 
Rupp,  that  he  should  begin  his  work  in  the  Seminary  at  the  opening  - 
of  the  year,  which  was  the  seventh  of  September.        It  is  the 
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opinion  of  the  Committee,  however,  that  it  would  be  advisable  for 
him  to  assume  the  duties  of  his  office  about  the  first  of  January,  he 
having  generously  consented  to  do  so  as  soon  as  the  sum  of  {25,000 
is  invested  for  the  payment  of  his  salary.  In  case  Synod  should  see 
the  way  open  to  direct  such  a  step,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Commit- 
tee that  the  inauguration  ceremonies  could  properly  take  place  dur- 
ing the  present  sessions  of  Synod.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  Synod 
might  take  this  view  of  the  situation,  your  Committee  has  prepared 
a  programme  for  the  inauguration  ceremonies,  which  we  are  ready  to 
submit  to  Synod  as  soon  as  it  may  be  called  for.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  reported  and  the  report 
was  considered  by  items  on  Friday,  Saturday  and  Monday  morn- 
ings, when  Items  i,  3,  4,  5  and  7  were  adopted;  Items  2,  6  and  9 
amended  and  adopted ;  and  amount  in  Item  7  referred  to  Finance 
Committee,  and  the  report  as  amended  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  as 
follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  on  Theological 
Seminary  respectfully  offers  the  following  report : 

The  following  named  documents  have  been  referred  to  us : 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary. 

3.  The  report  of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Theological 
Seniinary  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

4.  A  communication  from  Rev.  Dr.  S.  G.  Wagner,  President  of 
the  Eastern  Synod,  in  regard  to  the  call  to  Rev.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D., 
to  a  professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary  together  with  Dr. 
Rupp's  letter  of  acceptance. 

5.  The  report  of  the  Seminary  Endowment  Committee. 

From  these  documents  we  learn  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of 
unusual  activity  and  prosperity  in  the  history  of  our  Theological 
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Seminary.  The  number  of  students  has  been  larger  than  in  any 
previous  year.  The  new  building  for  the  use  of  the  Seminary  is  in 
process  of  erection  and  when  completed  will  present  a  fine  appearance. 

The  Class  of  1893,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  and 
the  Faculty,  volunteered  to  create  a  fund  of  at  least  1500,  to  be 
known  as  "The  Centennial  Class  Prize  in  Hebrew.** 

The  work  of  the  endowment  of  a  professorship  in  our  Synod  has 
been  about  consummated  as  far  as  securing  money  and  pledges  is 
concerned.  Owing  to  the  stringency  of  the  times  and  some  other 
matters,  several  thousand  dollars  have  not  yet  been  collected,  but  we 
think  it  prudent  for  the  Synod  to  go  forward,  in  accordance  with 
the  recommendation  of  the  Endowment  Committee,  to  inaugurate 
the  professor-elect  during  this  Synod's  sessions. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  Committee  offer  the  following  resolutions 
for  adoption : 

1 .  Resolved^  That  the  Synod  joyfully  records  its  gratitude  to  the 
great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  prosperity  and  hopeful  condition 
of  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Synod  during  its  present  sessions  inaugurate 
Rev.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D.,  as  professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  that  he  begin  his  labors  in  the  Seminary 
January  i,  1894. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  inauguration  take  place  on  Saturday  im- 
mediately after  the  preparatory  service. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Seminary  Endowment  be 
requested  to  present  to  Synod  for  its  approval  the  inaugural  pro- 
gramme prepared  by  it. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Elder  C.  W.  Truxal  in  Somerset  Classis  and 
Rev.  A.  M.  Schmidt  in  Allegheny  Classis  be  appointed  to  fill  the 
vacancies  in  the  Endowment  Committee,  and  direct  that  the  canvass 
be  completed  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

6.  Whereas,  This  Synod  deems  it  necessary  to  bring  about  as 
speedily  as  possible  a  settlement  of  the  various  pledges  for  the  Theo- 
logical Professorship  Endowment  Fund  of  this  Synod. 

Resolved,  That  Elder  C.  W.  Truxal,  of  Meyersdale,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  demand  and  obtain  possession  of  the 
subscriptions,  notes,  cards  or  other  evidences  of  pledges  in  the  hands 
of  persons  that  are  neglecting  the  collection  of  them,  and  to  demand, 
receive  and  receipt  for  the  payment  of  such  and  all  other  pledges 
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handed  to  him  for  collection  and  his  receipts  for  their  payments  or 
parts  thereof  shall  be  valid  as  receipts  of  this  Synod  for  the  same. 

7.  Resohed,  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  directed  to  pay  |ioo 
toward  the  moving  expenses  of  Rev.  Dr.  Wm.  Rupp. 

8,  Resolved^  That  Synod  appropriate  I75  for  the  payment  of  the 
teacher  of  elocution ;  that  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  instructed  to 
pay  over  this  amount  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
and  that  the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary  be  respectfully  asked  to  make 
attendance  upon  the  Lectures  in  Elocution  obligatory  on  the  part  of 
the  students,  and  that  annual  examinations  in  Oratory  be  held. 

g.  Resolved^  That  Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner,  D.  A.  Souders  and  Elder 
S.  B.  Fisher  be  and  are  hereby  appointed  a  committee  to  audit  the 
financial  account  of  the  Endowment  Committee  and  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Endowment  Fund  between  this  time  and  January  i,  1894.

Publication  of  Inaugural  Exercises,

The  President  appointed,  under  second  resolution,  Rev.  J.  H.

On  Monday  afternoon,  under  Item  13  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Minutes  of  Synod,  the  Treasurer  being  absent,  the  Finance 
Committee  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted : 

Your  committee  appointed  to  see  after  the  investment  of  the  funds 
for  the  endowment  of  our  professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  offer  the  following: 

Elder  W.  R.  Barnhart  continues  to  be  Treasurer  of  this  fund  and 
has  given  security  for  the  same  by  filing  two  bonds,  one  of  $10,000 
and  one  of  $5,000,  and  has  obligated  himself  to  pay  5  per  cent* 
interest  on  these  moneys.  There  is  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  about 
{19,438.31  with  interest  calculated  .up  to  January  i,  1893.

Charter  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Charter  of  the  Theological  Sem- 
inary as  granted  in  1831,  and  amended  in  1881  and  1893,  and 
spread  upon  the  minutes  in  accordance  with  the  resolution  of  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning : 
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The  formulae  of  perusal,  examination,  allowance,  publishing, 
proof,  record,  etc.,  are  here  omitted,  but  maybe  found  in  Prothono- 
tary's  office  of  the  Court  of  Lancaster  County,  Pa. 

To  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME,  GREETING  : 

Know  ye,  that  for  the  purpose  set  forth  and  contained  in  this,  our 
act  of  association,  we,  the  subscribed  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  have  associated  ourselves  for  the  purpose  of  becom- 
ing a  corporation  and  body  politic  in  law,  for  the  objects  and  regu- 
larions,  and  conditions  following  to  wit : 

Article  i.  That  Joseph  Heister,  Sr.,  Philip  Heitshu,  Jacob  Laucks, 
George  Small,  John  Hartman,  John  Evans,  Martin  Banner,  William 
Wagner,  Samuel  Wagner,  George  Hoke,  George  King,  John  Zeller, 
William  D.  Gobrecht,  John  C.  Bucher,  John  B.  Mish,  John  W. 
Gloninger,  William  Heyser  and  Luther  Reily,  and  their  successors 
duly  elected,  and  appointed  in  manner  hereinafter  directed,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  declared,  made,  and  constituted  a  corporation  and 
body,  corporate  and  politic  in  law  and  fact,  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  "The  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,"  at  present  located  in  York,  in  the 
County  of  York,  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  and  by  the 
same  name  and  title  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  be  able  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
elsewhere,  and  to  make,  have  and  use  a  common  seal  with  such 
device  and  inscription  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  the  same  to 
break,  alter  and  renew  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law 
and  equity  to  receive,  take,  hold  and  possess  all  lands,  tenements, 
goods,  chattels,  funds,  estates  and  property  of  whatever  kind,  nature 
or  quality,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  which  heretofore,  in  any  manner 
whatsoever,  have  been  given,  granted,  received,  procured,  or  held 
by  gift,  grant,  bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  devise,  bequest 
or  otherwise,  for  the  use  of  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States,  the  ownership  whereof  shall  vest 
in  said  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  them  be  held  in  Trust  for  the  Eastern 
Synod,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac,  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  to  be  managed  by  them 
in  the  interest  of  these  three  Synods.  And  also,  that  the  said  cor- 
porations and  their  successors  shall  be  capable,  in  law  and  equity, 
to  purchase,  receive,  take,  have,  hold  and  possess  all  lands,  tene- 
ments, goods,  chattels,  funds,  estates  and  property  of  whatsoever 
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kind,  nature,  or  quality,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  by  gift,  grant, 
bargain,  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise, 
of  any  person  or  persons,  bodies,  corporate  or  politic,  capable  of 
making  the  same : 

Provided,  The  said  estate,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  does  not  yield 
an  annual  income  exceeding  twenty-thousand  dollars;  and  that  no 
misnomer  shall  defeat  or  annul  any  gift,  grant,  purchase,  bargain, 
sale,  devise  or  bequest,  contrary  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of 
the  person  or  persons,  bodies  politic  or  corporate,  making  the  same. 
Article  2,  The  said  corporation  [Board  of  Trustees]  shall  not  at 
any  time  consist  of  more  than  eighteen  members,  all  of  whom  shall 
be  laymen,  of  whom  said  Eastern  Synod  shall  elect  nine;  said  Pitts- 
burgh Synod  three;  and  said  Synod  of  the  Potomac  six,  and  the 
full  term  of  service  of  such  trustees  shall  be  six  years ;  provided,  how- 
ever^  that  of  those  first  chosen  under  this  arrangement  the  term  of 
one-third  shall  be  four  years,  and  one- third  only  two  years;  and  the 
corporation  aforesaid  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  manage  and 
dispose  of  said  lands,  tenements,  goods,  chattels,  funds,  moneys  and 
other  estates  whatsoever,  agreeably  to  the  intent  of  the  trust  com- 
mitted to  it  in  respect  to  such  property ;  but  in  case,  when  special 
instructions  for  the  management  and  disposal  thereof  shall  be  given 
by  said  three  Synods  in  writing  under  the  hands  of  their  stated 
clerks,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporation  to  act  according  to 
such  instructions,  if  they  are  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  or  to  these  Articles  of  Association — 
provided  further,  that  all  endowment  funds  given  to  the  said  Theo- 
logical Seminary  be  held  by  the  treasurer  of  this  corporation ;  but 
that  the  account  of  each  of  the  several  funds  be  kept  separate  and 
distinct  from  all  other  funds,  and  that  the  income  thereof  be  applied 
to  the  particular  purpose  for  which  it  was  created,  and  should  any 
Synod  at  any  time  withdraw  from  this  compact,  the  particular  en- 
dowment fund  or  funds  raised  by  such  withdrawing  Synod  shall  be 
returned  to  it. 

Article  J,  That  six  members  of  the  said  corporation,  whereof  the 
President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice-President,  to  be  one,  shall  be 
a  sufficient  number  to  transact  the  business  thereof,  and  to  make 
by  laws,  rules  and  regulations,  and  to  supply  the  vacancies  of  mem- 
bers of  the  corporation  occurring  during  the  recess  of  the  said 
Synod : 
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Provided,  That  previous  to  the  meeting  of  the  Board  or  corpora- 
tion for  such  purpose,  not  appointed  by  adjournment,  two  weeks* 
notice  shall  be  given  thereof  by  the  secretary  or  clerk  of  the  cor- 
poration, to  each  member  thereof,  and  the  said  corporation  shall, 
and  may  as  often  as  they  shall  see  proper,  and  according  to  the  rules 
by  them  prescribed,  choose  out  of  their  number  a  President,  who 
shall  be  authorized  to  call  special  meetings  of  the  corporation,  a 
Vice-President,  a  Treasurer  and  a  Secretary,  and  such  other  officers 
as  shall  by  them,  the  said  corporation,  be  deemed  necessary;  to  which 
officers  the  said  corporation  may  assign  such  compensation  for  their 
services,  and  such  duties  to  be  performed  by  them,  to  continue  in 
office  for  such  time,  and  to  be  succeeded  in  office  by  others,  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  the  said  corporation  shall  direct. 

Article  4.  That  the  corporation  shall  keep  regular  and  fair  entries 
of  their  proceedings,  and  a  just  account  of  their  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments in  a  book  or  books  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  shall 
once  in  a  year  exhibit  to  the  said  Synod  an  exact  statement  of  the 
accounts  and  funds  of  the  said  corporation. 

Article  5.  That  the  said  corporation,  and  their  successors,  shall  be 
and  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  make,  ordain  and  es- 
tablish by-laws  and  ordinances,  and  do  everything  incident  and  need- 
ful for  the  support  and  due  government  of  the  said  corporation,  and 
managing  the  funds  and  revenues  thereof,  provided,  the  said  by-laws 
be  not  repugnant  to  the  ordinances,  decrees,  sentences  or  resolutions 
of  the  said  Synod,  or  the  Constitution  and  by-laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, or  to  these  Articles  of  Association. 

Article  6.  That  the  said  three  Synods  shall  from  time  to  time  es- 
tablish such  professorships  and  tutorships  in  literature,  science  and 
theology  in  the  said  Seminary  as  they  shall  judge  expedient,  and 
shall  elect  the  professors  and  tutors  thereof,  appoint  their  salaries, 
prescribe  their  duties,  and  remove  them  from  their  offices  when  in 
their  judgment  the  interests  of  the  Seminary  shall  require,— /r^^^//, 
however^  that  vacancies  occurring  from  time  to  time  in  the  three 
professorships  existing  prior  to  the  year  A.  D.  1890,  shall  be  filled 
by  the  Eastern  Synod,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  other  two 
Synods,  and  professorships  endowed  since  the  year  A.  D.  1890,  by 
any  particular  Synod  shall  be  filled  by  such  Synod,  subject  in  like 
manner  to  approval  of  the  other  Synods. 

In  case  of  the  trial  and  discipline  of  professors  of  theology  as  pro- 
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vided  for  in  the  Constitution  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  the  authority  and  action  of  the  Synod  having  control  of  any 
particular  professorship  shall  be  final  as  regards  the  case  of  the  in- 
cumbent of  such  chair. 

In  case  any  Synod  or  Synods  refuse  to  approve  the  election  of  a 
professor  of  theology,  a  committee  of  conference,  consisting  of  three 
members  from  each  Synod  shall  be  appointed,  who  after  carefully 
considering  the  case  shall  report  their  recommendations  to  the 
Synods  interested  for  their  action  ;  but  no  election  of  a  professor  of 
theology  shall  be  Anal  until  the  approbation  of  all  the  Synods  con- 
trolling the  Seminary  has  been  obtained. 

Article  7.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  endow  a  scholarship 
in  the  said  Seminary,  of  a  religious  denomination  other  than  the 
said  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  the  interest  of  such 
scholarship  shall  be  always  appropriated  to  the  support  of  a  necessi- 
tous student  of  the  said  Seminary  of  such  other  denomination,  pro- 
vided any  such  student  make  application. 

Article  8.  That  the  professors  and  tutors  of  the  said  Seminary 
shall  constitute  a  faculty,  who  shall  administer  the  internal  govern- 
ment of  the  Seminary  agreeably  to  a  plan  which  the  said  Synod  shall 
approve  and  authorize,  and  may  from  time  to  time  alter  and  amend. 

Article  9.  That  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  said  Theological  Semi- 
nary shall  consist  of  twelve  ministers  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Eastern  Synod, 
two  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  four  by  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac, 
and  the  full  term  of  service  of  said  visitors  shall  be  four  years,  but  of 
those  first  chosen  by  each  Synod  under  this  arrangement,  the  term 
of  one-half  shall  be  only  two  years  and  four  members  of  said  Board 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Board 
of  Visitors  to  inspect  the  internal  state  and  government  of  the  said 
Seminary  performing  therein  only  such  specific  duties  as  said  Synod 
shall  prescribe,  and  make  report  of  their  proceedings  to  the  said 
Synod  at  stated  annual  meetings ;  and  the  said  Board  of  Visitors 
shall  have  power  to  dismiss  or  expel  such  offending  students  of  the 
said  Seminary  as  the  faculty  shall  judge  worthy  of  such  punishment, 
and  to  restore  to  their  former  standing  any  of  said  students  who  may 
appear  to  them  to  have  been  unjustly  suspended.  And  in  case  of 
the  removal  of  a  professor  or  tutor  of  the  said  Seminary  by  death, 
resignation  or  otherwise,  the  said  Board  of  Visitors  shall  have  power 
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to  supply  the  vacancy  till  the  next  meeting  of  the  said  Synod,  and  it 
shall  be  their  duty  to  meet  annually  at  the  time  and  place  which  may 
be  appointed,  for  the  public  examination  of  the  students  in  the  afore- 
said Seminary,  and  as  often  as  their  President  or  a  majority  of  them 
may  think  proper.  They  may  choose  out  oftheir  number  a  Presi- 
dent, Secretary,  and  other  officers  as  often  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient; and  may,  imder  th^' control  of  the  said  Synod,  adopt  such 
by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  as  shall  not  be 
contrary  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  or  to  the  articles  of  this 
association. 

Article  lo.  That  no  non-user  or  disuser  of  any  of  the  powers 
granted  in  and  by  this  act,  shall  incur  a  forfeiture  thereof.

INSTITUTIONS   OF   LEARNING. 

/.    Report  of  the    Board  of  Directors    of    St.   PauPs    Orphan 

Home^  Butler^  Pa, 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  reported  on 
Thursday  morning  as  follows,  and  the  report  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Institutions  of  Learning,  viz  : 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren  :  In  making  this  our  annual  report,  we  would 
first  of  all  thankfully  acknowledge  the  continued  favor  and  blessing 
of  Almighty  God,  who  by  His  spirit  has  continued  to  move  the 
hearts  of  His  people  to  provide  for  the  fatherless  little  ones,  who 
have  been  the  recipients  of  temporal  and  spiritual  blessings  in  the 
Home  at  Butler. 

Since  the  last  report  the  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  reasonably 
good,  although  it  is  with  sadness  that  we  record  the  deaths  of  two 
Chiwch  Orphans,  viz :  Blanche  Bargerstock  and  John  Wagner,  the 
former  of  diphtheria,  and  the  latter  of  typhoid  fever.  It  certainly 
speaks  well  for  those  in  charge  that  the  spread  of  these  two  highly 
contagious  diseases  was  prevented,  and  that  no  new  cases  developed. 
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In  neither  case  could  the  disease  be  traced  to  a  lack  of  sanitary  con- 
dition of  the  building  or  premises. 

The  number  of  children  cared  for  during  the  year  was  78,  of 
which  number  26  were  supported  by  the  alms  of  the  Church,  and  52 
by  parents  and  friends:  At  the  close  of  the  year,  June  14th,  65 
were  cared  for,  of  whom  23  were  Church  Orphans.  For  their  sup- 
port there  was  received,  according  to  the  Treasurer's  report,  for  the 
year  ending  June  7,  1893  •

To  care  for  the  intellectual  and  physical  wants  of  the  inmates 
there  were  employed  during  the  year  two  school  teachers  for  ten 
months,  one  at  J30  and  the  other  at  J25  per  month ;  one  person 
having  the  care  of  the  clothing  and  bedding  at  I3.00  per  week ;  one 
cook,  one  seamstress,  one  housekeeper  and  two  laundry  women,  each 
at  J3.00  per  week. 

The  intellectual  training  of  the  inmates  of  the  Home  has  received 
due  attention  under  experienced  and  successful  teachers,  with  excel- 
lent results.  The  moral  and  religious  culture  of  the  children  has 
been  faithfully  attended  to,  and  has  resulted  in  a  profession  of  faith 
in  Christ  by  those  over  fourteen  years  of  age.  The  buildings  and 
grounds  of  the  Home  are  in  good  condition,  but  we  are  sorry  to  say 
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that  the  indebtedness  of  the  Home  remains  nearly  the  same  as 
one  year  ago.  The  plan  approved  by  Synod  to  sell  part  of  the 
grounds  for  town  lots  could  not  be  carried  into  effect,  on  account  of 
no  demand  for  said  lots ;  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  an  in- 
come may  be  received  from  this  source.  It  is  hoped  that  the  chari- 
ties of  the  Church  in  behalf  of  the  Home  may  he  speedily  increased, 
for  which  purpose  we  ask  that  Synod  recommend  the  Christmas 
offerings  of  congregations  and  Sunday-schools  and  the  collections 
of  Children's  Day  services  be  devoted  to  the  support  of  ^  Paul's 
Orphan  Home. 

The  members  of  the  Board  whose  terms  expire  with  this  Synod 
are  Rev.  A.  E.  Truxal,  D.  D.,  T.  S.  Land,  H.  S.  Garner  and  M. 
E.  Lowe.  Elder  W.  E.  Schmertz  having  died,  a  vacancy  thereby 
exists  for  his  unexpired  term,  and  Elder  W.  J.  Ruch  declined  the 
election,  so  that  you  are  required  to  elect  six  persons  as  Directors. 

Commending  the  cause  of  the  fatherless  to  your  prayers  and  alms 
in  the  future,  we  respectfully  submit  this  report.

II,  Report  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions, 

^The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported  on  Friday 
afternoon,  and  the  report  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institutions  of 
Learning,  as  follows : 

We  are  glad  to  report,  as  you  will  be  glad  to  learn,  that  Clarion 
Collegiate  Institute,  at  Rimersburg,  Pa.,  has  been  in  very  successful 
operation  during  the  past  year.  The  attendance  was  unusually 
large,  there  being  present  during  the  year  between  fifty  and  sixty 
students.  The  enthusiasm  of  the  principal  communicated  itself  to 
the  pupils  and  together  they  did  a  very  successful  work. 

Moreover,  the  prospects  for  the  current  year  are  exceptionally  en- 
couraging. Hitherto,  the  school  has  been  conducted  in  connection 
with  the  public  schools  of  the  place ;  but  so  bright  is  the  present 
outlook  that  it  is  thought  best  henceforth  to  carry  on  the  work  inde- 
pendently of  any  other  interest. 

The  finances  of  the  institution  are  in  better  condition  than  ever 
before.  There  are  no  debts,  and  there  is  a  small  amount  on  hand 
as  the  nucleus  of  an  endowment. 
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We  again  recommend  the  school  to  a  renewed  interest  and  such 
liberal  patronage  as  the  growing  merits  of  the  institution  so  justly 
deserve.

III.  Report  of  Committee  on  Changes  in  the  Charters. 

On  Friday  afternoon,  under  Item  13  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Overtures,  the  following  report  was  received  and  referred 
to  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  viz. : 

To  the  ^nod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Eastern  Synod  to  act  in  conjunc- 
tion with  similar  committees  of  the  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Sjmods 
in  an  effort  to  secure  such  legal  changes  to  the  charters  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  and  of  the  Theological  Seminary  as  to  make 
the  two  last  named  Synods  joint  owners  with  the  Eastern  Synod  of 
the  above  named  institutions,  and  which  was  continued  by  the 
Synod  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  of  1892,  with  instructions  to  set  in  motion 
the  proceedings  by  which  these  changes  to  the  charters  might  be  ef- 
fected according  to  the  plan  recommended  and  adopted  by  the  three 
Synods  at  their  last  annual  meeting,  would  beg  leave  to  report  to  the 
Synods  severally  as  follows : 

1.  That  the  amendments  and  changes  to  the  charters  of  the  two 
institutions  in  question  were  decreed  by  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
of  Lancaster  county.  Pa.,  on  Saturday,  August  19,  1893,  and  that 
they  are  now  a  part  of  the  organic  law  of  the  institutions  and  the 
Church. 

2.  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Committee  these  charters  so 
amended  should  be  formally  accepted  and  adopted  by  the  three 
Synods  during  their  annual  sessions  of  1893;  ^"^  ^^  facilitate  such 
adoption  a  copy  of  the  amendments  is  hereby  submitted  to  each  of 
the  Synods.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Institutions  of  f,earning. 

The  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  reported  on  Saturday 
morning,  and  the  report  considered  by  items,  as  follows :  On  Satur- 
day the  3d  and  4th  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  on  Monday  morn- 
ing the  ist  and  2d  resolutions  and  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted, 
viz: 
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Your  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  offer  the  following 
report: 

Five  documents  were  referred  to  your  Committee  :  i .  The  report 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home ;  2.  The  re- 
port of  the  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  of  Pittsburgh  Synod ;  3. 
The  Annual  Catalogue  of  Allentown  Female  College ;  4.  The  An- 
nual Raster  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  the  Theological 
Seminary;  and  5.  A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Changes  to  the 
Charters  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  the  Theological 
Seminary. 

It  appears  from  these  documents — 

1.  That  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  has  during  the  year  enjoyed, 
under  God,  the  blessing  of  health,  prosperity  and  progress.  The 
number  of  orphans  enrolled  during  the  year  was  78,  26  of  whom 
were  supported  by  the  alms  of  the  Church. 

That  Elder  W.  E.  Schmertz,  a  member  of  the  Board,  died  during 
the  year;  that  Elder  W.  J.  Ruch  has  declined  the  election  as  a 
member  of  the  Board,  and  that  the  terms  of  the  following  members 
expire  with  this  meeting:  Revs.  A.  E.  Truxal,  D.  D.,  T.  S.  Land, 
H.  S.  Gamer ^nd  Elder  M.  E.  Lowe. 

2.  The  report  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  shows  that 
Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  has  been  in  successful  operation.  The 
attendance  has  been  unusually  large.  The  financial  condition  of  the 
Institute  is  better  than  ever  before. 

3.  The  College  for  Women,  in  Allentown,  reports  a  large  number 
of  students  and  a  remarkably  full  curriculum,  and  is  no  doubt  doing 
good  work  for  the  young  women  of  the  Church.  * 

4.  The  Register  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  Theological 
Seminary  shows  an  increase  of  1 9  students  in  College  and  Academy 
over  the  number  last  year,  and  an  increase  in  the  Seminary  of  10. 

5.  The  report  of  Committee  on  Changes  of  Charters  informs 
Synod  that  the  charters  have  been  amended,  and  communicates  to 
Synod  a  report  of  the  changes  made ;  and  requests  this  Synod  to 
accept  and  adopt  the  amended  charters. 

In  view  of  these  facts  your  Committee  recommends  the  following 
actions : 

J,  Resohedy  That  Synod  recommends  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home 
to  the  liberal  support  of  our  congregations,  and  requests  that  the 
Christmas  offerings  of  congregations  and  Sunday-schools  be  given  to 
the  Home. 
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3,  Resolved^  That  Synod  rejoices  in  the  prosperity  of  Clarion 
Collegiate  Institute,  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  at  Lancaster,  and  recommends  these  institutions  to 
the  patronage  and  liberal  support  of  the  congregations  in  our  Synod. 

J.  Resolved,  That  Pittsburgh  Synod  accepts  the  amendments  to  the 
charter  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  Theological  Seminary 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Lancaster,  and  adopt  the  amended 
charters  and  orders,  the  amended  charters  to  be  engrossed  upon  the 
Minutes  of  Synod. 

4.  Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  procure  a  copy  of  the  amended 
charters  through  the  proper  channels  for  the  purpose  of  engrossing 
them  upon  the  Minutes  of  Synod.

Charter  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  with  Amendments  in 

both  Charter  and  Supplement, 
Pennsylvania^  ss  : 

In  the  flame  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, William  Bigler,  Governor  of  said  Commonwealth^ 

To  ALL  TO  WHOM  THESE  PRESENTS  SHALL  COME   SENDS  GREETING  : 

Whereas,  An  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
entitled  *  *  An  Act  to  unite  and  consolidate  Marshall  College  now  at 
Mercersburg,  with  Franklin  College  now  at  Lancaster,  under  the 
name  of  **  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,'*  as  a  corporation,  to  be 
located  in  the  City  of  Lancaster,  or  its  immediate  vicinity,  provides 
for  incorporation  of  said  College,  and  which  Act  is  as  follows,  viz : 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania^  in  General  As- 
sembly met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same^ 
That  Franklin  College,  which  was  chartered  by  the  Representatives 
of  the  freemen  of  the  said  Commonwealth,  silting  at  Philadelphia, 
the  tenth  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven, 
and  Marshall  College  at  Mercersburg,  chartered  by  act  of  Assembly 
the  thirty- first  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-six, 
be  and  are  hereby  united  and  consolidated  into  one  institution  of 
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learning,  under  the  corporate  name,  style  and  title  of  *' Franklin 
and  Marshall  College, "  and  thus  created,  the  same  be  located  in  the 
City  of  Lancaster,  or  its  immediate  vicinity. 

Section  2.  The  said  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  so  united, 
consolidated  and  located,  shall  be  under  the  direction,  management 
and  government  of  not  less  than  forty-five  nor  more  than  sixty  trus- 
tees, of  whom  the  Governor  of  this  State  shall  ex-of!icio  be  one,  and 
two-thirds  of  which  number  of  trustees  at  least  shall  be  members  of 
the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  a  quorum  of  whom  competent  to 
transact  any  business  shall  consist  of  fifteen  members,  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  which  quorum  shall  be  members  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church,  and  to  that  end  and  purpose  William  Heyser,  John  Smith, 
Bernard  Wolff,  George  Besore,  John  Casper  Bucher,  and  John  W. 
Nevin,  of  Franklin  county ;  John  Conrad  Bucher,  George  Z.  Kunkel, 
Daniel  W.  Gross,  Rudolph  F.  Kelker,  John  F.  Mesick  and  Luther 
Riley,  of  Dauphin  county ;  David  MiddlekaufT,  of  Adams  county ; 
William  A.  Good  and  Samuel  Wagner,  of  York  county;  David 
Krause,  William  Schall  and  John  R.  Kooken,  of  Montgomery 
county ;  Julius  W.  Mann,  William  Mayburry,  Charles  H.  Bibighaus 
and  John  G.  Alburger,  of  Philadelphia ;  John  W.  Gloninger,  John 
W.  Killingerand  John  Krause,  of  Lebanon  county;  James  Buchanan, 
John  L.  Atlee,  Samuel  Bowman,  James  L.  Reynolds,  John  Reynolds, 
Emanuel  C.  Reigart,  Henry  G.  Long,  Samuel  Humes,  Benjamin 
Champneys,  B.  Keenan,  Christopher  Hager,  Daniel  Heitshue,  David 
Longenecker,  Christian  Gast,  John  Bausman,  William  Hiester,  Philip 
K.  Brenneman,  N.  A.  Keyes,  Clement  B.  Grubb  and  Joseph  Konig- 
macher,  of  Lancaster  county ;  Thomas  H.  Leinbach,  Philip  Zieber 
and  P.  Hiester,  of  Berks  county ;  Isaac  Meyers,  of  Schuylkill ; 
J.  H.  A.  Bomberger,  J.  P.  Hetrich,  of  Northampton  county ;  George 
C.  Welker,  of  Northumberland  county ;  and  William  Darlington,  of 
Chester  county,  Pennsylvania ;  ■  Jacob  Myer,  of  Virginia ;  Elias 
Heiner,  John  Rodenmayer,  Bernard  C.  Wolff,  Daniel  Zellers  and 
Geo.  Shaffer,  of  Maryland ;  and  the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania,  ex-officio,  shall  be  and  hereby  are  created  the  first 
trustees. 

Section  3.  The  trustees  above  named  and  created,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, to  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  are  hereby  established 
and  declared  to  be  one  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual 
succession  in  deed  and  in  law  under  the  said  name,  style,  and  title  of 
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**  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,*'  by  which  name  they  and  their 
successors  shall  be  capable  in  law  and  equity  to  take  for  the  use  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  any  estate  in  any  messuages,  lands, 
tenements,  and  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  moneys,  and  other 
effects,  by  gift,  bargain,  and  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  devise,  or 
bequest,  as  well  of  the  said  Franklin  College  and  the  said  Marshall 
College  at  Mercersburg,  both  being  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  alien,  transfer  and  convey,  to  said  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  such  property  as  of  all  other  persons  or  corporate  bodies, 
and  the  same  to  dispose  of  by  sale  or  otherwise,  or  to  farm,  let,  and 
put  out  on  interest,  for  the  use  of  said  Franklin  and  Marshall  College, 
in  such  manner  as  they  or  a  quorum  of  their  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
judge  most  beneficial  to  said  institution,  and  receive  the  proceeds 
and  income  thereof  for  its  proper  support ;  to  execute  all  contracts 
for  scholarships,  erected  by  Marshall  College,  unless  the  owner  or 
holder  of  any  scholarship  residing  in  Mercersburg,  on  which  a 
balance  may  remain  unpaid,  shall  object  to  paying  the  same,  and  by 
the  same  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  prosecute  and  defend,  implead 
and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  and  generally  to 
transact  all  business  concerning  the  premises  or  incidentally  necessary 
to  ensure  full  success  to  said  College ;  and  to  hold,  enjoy,  and  exer- 
cise all  such  powers,  authorities  and  jurisdictions,  as  are  customary  in 
other  like  institutions  in  this  Stale.  The  ownership  of  the  property 
of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  the  management  of  the  insti- 
tution shall  hereafter  vest  in  said  Board  of  Trustees  and  by  them  be 
held  in  trusty  for  the  Eastern  Synod,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and  the 
Synod  of  the  Potomac  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  be  carried  forward  in  the  interest  of  said  three  Synods. 

Section  4.  The  said  trustees  shall  cause  a  common  seal  to  be  made 
for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation  and  college,  with  such  devices  and 
inscriptions  thereon  as  are  suitable  for  the  same  in  their  judgment, 
by  which  all  deeds  and  other  instruments  of  writing,  diplomas,  cer- 
tificates, and  other  acts  of  said  corporation  and  college  shall  pass  and 
be  authenticated,  and  said  seal  to  break,  alter,  and  replace  at  their 
plestsure. 

Section  5.  The  first  meeting  of  said  trustees  shall  be  convened  in 
the  City  of  I^ncaster,  on  the  requisition  of  any  seven  of  their  mem- 
bers, and  notice  of  ten  days  to  each ;  and  thereafter  their  meeting 
shall  be  annual  at  each  college  conmiencement,  on  similar  notice. 
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to  be  given  by  the  President  or  Secretary,  to  transact  the  business  of 
said  corporation  and  college,  to  enact  by-laws  not  repugnant  to  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  to  appoint 
the  principal  and  professors  of  said  college,  and  determine  their 
number,  duties,  and  compensation ;  to  remove  said  functionaries  for 
incompetency,  misconduct  or  other  sufficient  cause,  to  provide  in 
conference  with  its  faculty  proper  rewards  for  merit,  and  punishments 
for  violation  of  its  rules,  regulations  and  by-laws  on  the  part  of  stu- 
dents and  subordinate  officers;  to  elect  their  President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  are  usual  in  other 
colleges ;  to  appoint  committees  for  carrying  into  execution  their  re- 
solutions, and  generally  to  do  all  other  matters  and  things  which 
though  not  here  enumerated  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  full  suc- 
cess and  well  being  of  said  institution. 

Section  6.  The  Trustees  may  adjourn  their  meetings,  and  also  may 
hold  special  meetings  whenever  the  President  and  Secretary,  and  on 
their  disagreement  or  neglect  a  majority  of  the  faculty,  shall  require 
it,  for  the  transaction  of  any  distinct  business  or  ordering  of  any  dis- 
tinct matter  concerning  said  College,  either  at  Lancaster  or  other 
conveniest  place ;  but  in  such  case  notice  of  the  business  or  matter 
to  be  done,  as  well  as  the  time  and  place  of  meeting,  shall  be  given 
ten  days  beforehand  to  each  member  of  the  Board. 

Section  7.  In  the  room  and  instead  of  Trustees  who  shall  die,  re- 
sign, or  otherwise  create  vacancies,  the  remaining  Trustees  shall  elect 
others  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  or  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  called 
for  that  purpQ3e  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  thus  perpetuate  succession 
in  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  corporation  shall  be  kept  up  and 
preserved,  with  the  powers,  rights,  immunities,  and  duties,  provided 
for  in  this  charter ;  and  if  any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
fail  to  attend  three  successive  annual  meetings  thereof,  his  seat  may 
be  vacated  by  said  Board,  if  by  them  deemed  expedient. 

Section  8,  The  Principal  of  said  College  and  its  Professors,  who 
may  from  time  to  time  be  multiplied  to  any  number,  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  instruction  in  any  of  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  and  other 
useful  learning,  or  a  majority  of  them,  for  the  time  being,  shall  con- 
stitute the  Faculty  of  the  same,  and  shall  as  such  have  power  to 
enforce  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Trustees  for  its  gov- 
ernment, and  that  of  its  students  and  subordinate  officers,  and  to 
grant  by  order  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  a  quorum 
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thereof,  such  degrees  in  the  said  arts  and  sciences  or  other  useful 
learning  to  students  of  said  College  and  others,  who  by  their  pro- 
ficiency in  learning,  or  other  distinction,  shall  be  adjudged  entitled 
to  them,  as  have  been  usually  granted  in  other  Colleges  or  universi- 
ties ^n  America  or  Europe,  and  to  grant  to  said  students  entitled 
thereto,  diplomas  or  certificates  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the 
graduation  or  other  distinction,  in  all  which  cases  the  same  shall  be 
authenticated  by  the  common  seal  of  said  corporation. 

Section  9.  There  shall  be  in  said  College  one  or  more  German 
Professorships. 

Section  ft>.  That  whenever  the  intent  in  any  gift,  grant,  devise,  or 
bequest,  to  or  from  said  corporation  to  make  the  same  shall  suffici- 
ently appear,  no  misnomer  shall  defeat  such  intent,  nor  shall  any 
omis^on  or  neglect  of  the  Trustees  to  meet  at  the  time  and  place  ap- 
pointed for  business,  affect  this  charter  or  work  its  forfeiture,  but  in 
such  case  another  meeting  may  be  called  by  any  member  of  the 
Board  giving  ten  days  notice  for  that  purpose. 

Section  ii.  The  charters  of  the  Franklin  College  and  of  Marshall 
College  aforesaid,  shall  be  and  severally  remain  in  full  force  and 
virtue  until  they  shall  severally  have  collected  all  oblig^ons  due 
them  acd  have  severally  conveyed  their  property,  real,  personal,  and 
mixed,  subject  to  the  subsequent  provisions  of  this  act,  as  far  as 
relates  to  the  real  estate  of  Marshall  College,  to  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  aforesaid,  for  the  use,  benefit,  and  behoof  of  the  said 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  and  thenceforth  the  said  charters  of 
Franklin  College  and  Marshall  College  shall  be  null  and  void. 

And  Whereas,  By  the  above  recited  act,  the  Governor  of  this 
Commonwealth^is  authorized  and  required  to  issue  his  letters  patent, 
under  the  Seal  of  the  State  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  therein 
specified. 

And  Whereas,  The  stipulations,  conditions  and  things  in  the 
said  act,  directed  to  be  performed,  have  in  all  respects  been  fully 
complied  with. 

Now  Know  Ye,  That  in  pursuance  of  power,  and  authority  to 
me  by  law  given,  I,  William  Bigler,  Governor  of  the  said  Common- 
wealth, do  by  these  presents,  which  I  have  caused  to  be  made  patent 
and  sealed  with  the  Seal  of  the  State,  establish  and  declare  the  above 
named  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  to  be  one  body  politic 
and  corporate  with  perpetual  succession  in  deed  and  in  law  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of  '*  Franklin  and  Marshall  College.*' 
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And  by  the  said  name  the  trustees  aforesaid,  and  their  successors 
in  office,  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a 
corporation,  and  the  trustees  aforesaid,  and  their  successors  and  as* 
signs  are  generally  to  be  invested  with  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  with  full  force  and  effect,  and  to  be  subject  to  ajl  the 
duties,  requisite  and  restrictions,  specified  and  enjoined  in  and  by 
the  said  act  of  the  General  Aisembly,  and  all  other  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  the  great  seal  of  the  State  at  Harrisburg, 
this  twenty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  and  of  the  Commonwealth  the 
Seventy-Seventh.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  unite  and  consolidate  Marshall  College,  now  at  Mercers- 
burg,  with  Franklin  College,  now  at  Lancaster,  under  the  name  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  as  a  corporcUion,  to  be  located  in 
the  City  of  Lancaster,  or  its  immedicUe  vicinity,  approved  the 
nineteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  fifty,  changing  the  Trustees  thereof  and  the  manner  of 
selecting  such  Trustees  and  their  terms  of  office  : 

Whereas,  The  trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  at  a 
late  meeting,  vacated  their  seats,  to  take  effect  in  July  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  unanimously  recommended  a  re- 
duction in  the  number,  as  well  as  such  other  modifications  of  their 
charter,  as  are  herein  contained,  and  requested  the  Synod  of  the 
German  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  of  North  America  to 
elect  a  Board  of  Trustees : 

And  Whereas,  Said  Synod  at  its  late  meeting  in  York,  Pennsyl- 
vania, unanimously  approved  the  changes  suggested  by  said  Board  of 
Trustees  in  the  charter  of  said  College,  and  elected  as  Trustees  the 
persons  hereinafter  named.     Therefore : 

Section  i.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly 
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met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same :  That 
the  seats  of  all  the  present  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared 
vacant  on  the  evening  of  Tuesday  of  College  commencement,  of  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  the  neve  Board  herein- 
after appointed  (and  which  was  chosen  by  the  Synod  of  the  German 
Reformed  Church)  shall  meet  and  org^ize  on  the  morning  on  Wed- 
nesday of  said  College  commencement,  in  July  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven. 

Section  2.  That  Thomas  E.  Franklin,  W.  H.  Lawall,  and  Henry 
Wirt,  are  hereby  appointed  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege, for  one  year,  from  and  after  July  first.  Anno  Domini  one  thous- 
and eight  hundred  and  sixty  seven ;  William  Mayburry,  John  L. 
Reigel,  and  A.  Herr  Smith,  for  two  years  from  that  date ;  B.  C. 
Wolff,  Joseph  Laubach,  ai\d  Benjamin  F.  Shenk,  for  three  years  from 
that  date ;  B.  Bausman,  R.  F.  Kelker,  and  James  L.  Reynolds,  for 
four  years  from  that  dale ;  John  Heilman,  H.  G.  Long,  and  C.  B. 
Grubb,  for  five  years  from  that  date ;  J.  H.  A.  Bomberger,  Jacob 
Heyser,  and  A.  L.  Hayes,  for  six  years  from  that  date ;  George  C. 
Kunkel,  G.  S.  Griffith,  and  D.  W.  Patterson,  for  seven  years  from 
that  date ;  James  Buchanan,  John  W.  Killinger,  and  John  Wiest,  for 
eight  years  from  that  date  \  Charles  Santee,  J.  L.  Atlee,  and  Jacob 
Bausman,  for  nine  years  from  that  date ;  and  C.  Hager,  D.  W.  Gross, 
and  John  Cessna,  for  ten  years  from  that  date. 

Section  3.  That  hereafter  the  Eastern  Synod  shall  elect  twelve, 
the  Pittsburgh  Synod  three  and  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  six  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  such  manner  as  said  Synods  may 
respectively  determine,  and  the  Board  shall  choose  the  remaining 
nine  members.  The  terms  of  service  of  said  trustees  shall  begin  on 
the  first  day  of  July  next  succeeding  their  election,  and  they  shall 
continue  in  office  for  the  period  of  ten  years  thereafter. 

Section  4.  The  ratio  of  members  of  said  Board  of  Trustees  who 
are  members  of  the  German  Reformed  Church,  and  the  number  of 
Trustees  required  to  constitute  a  quorum  shall  not  be  changed. 

Section  5.  No  member  of  the  College  Faculty  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees ;  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person 
delivering  lectures  to  students  on  anatomy  or  medicine;  but  only  to 
those  regularly  engaged  in  teaching. 

Section  6.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  have  power,  and  it 
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shall  be  their  duty  to  declare  vacant  the  seat  of  any  member  who 
shall  fail  to  attend  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  for  two  whole 
yearsy  without  sufficient  excuse,  to  be  judged  by  the  Board. 

Section  7.  That  the  Board  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  occur  in  their  own  body,  by  reason  of  death,  resignation, 
failure  of  Synod  to  elect,  or  otherwise ;  the  person  or  persons  so 
elected  by  the  Board,  to  continue  in  office  during  the  balance  of  the 
term  of  the  person  or  persons  in  whose  stead  he  or  they  shall  have 
been  chosen. 

Section  8.  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  Assembly  to  which  this  is 
a  supplement,  as  is  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

Report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board, 

On  Thursday  morning  the  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  was 
presented  by  its  President,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  a  special 
committee  consisting  of  Revs.  D.  W.  Kerr,  J.  N.  Naly,  L.  T. 
Lampe,  Elders  J.  H.  Twitmyer  and  John  Reiter.     It  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh, 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Sunday-school  Board  submits  the  fol- 
lowing report  of  its  work  during  the  year  ending  with  this  meeting 
of  Synod ; 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  something  has  been  done  in  the  way  of 
organization  and  preparation  for  future  work  of  the  Board.  Sunday- 
school  Associations  have  been  organized  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  in 
St.  Paul's,  Allegheny  and  Westmoreland  Classes.  In  this  work  we 
have  been  hindered  somewhat  by  the  frequent  Seminary  Endowment 
Conventions  held  during  the  year.  From  the  associations  already 
organized,  however,  we  receive  promising  reports  indicating  that 
the  objects  of  these  organizations  will  be  realized. 

During  the  year  the  second  meeting  of  the  Association  of  St. 
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Paul's  Classis  was  held  in  St.  PauFs  Church,  Meadville,  and  was 
largely  attended  by  Sunday-school  workers,  who  were  greatly  inter- 
ested in  the  meeting.  The  Association  of  Allegheny  Classis  was 
organized  during  the  year  in  the  Reformed  Church  at  Turtle 
Creek,  where  interesting  and  instructive  meetings  were  held.  The 
Association  of  Westmoreland  Classis  was  organized  only  last  week, 
in  the  Reformed  Church  at  Latrobe,  and  from  it  promising  reports 
are  received.  We  have  prepared  blank  reports  by  which  we  hope  to 
gather  useful  information  for  the  Synod  as  opportunity  allows. 
Thus  far  we  have  been  able  to  pay  all  expenses  from  collections 
taken  at  the  meeting  of  the  associations. 

The  Board  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  following 
matters  of  importance : 

1.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  object  of  these  associations  is  to 
unify  the  Sunday-school  work  of  the  Synod  and  thereby  bring  it 
more  in  line  with  the  life  and  spirit  of  the  Church,  and  inasmuch  as 
this  object  is  in  harmony  with  the  recent  action  of  General  Synod, 
we  therefore  urge  upon  the  members  of  this  Synod  to  cooperate  with 
the  Board  in  organizing  and  carrying  forward  the  work  of  Classical 
Sunday-school  Associations. 

2.  In  order  that  Sunday-school  work  may  receive  the  considera- 
tion which  its  importance  demands  and  that  the  work  of  this  Synod 
may  be  facilitated,  the  Board  recommends  the  amendment  to  the 
rules  of  order,  so  as  to  permit  the  appointment  of  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Sunday-schools 

3.  The  term  of  Rev.  E.  S.  Hassler,  the  member  of  the  Board  for 
Allegheny  Classis,  expires  with  this  meeting.

EDUCATION. 

Report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education. 

The  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  reported  on  Thursday  morn- 
ing, and  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  as 
follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren:  Thirteen  students  for  the 
ministry  have  been  under  our  care  during  the  past  year.  One  of 
these  was  received  a  year  ago,  but  as  his  conduct  was  such  as  to  re- 
quire his  repeated  suspension  from  College,  the  Board  withdrew  its 
support  and  required  him  to  refund  aid  advanced,  which  has  been 
done. 

Two,  with  permission  of  the  Classes  to  which  they  belonged,  have 
been  engaged  in  teaching  during  the  year ;  two  completed  their 
theological  studies,  viz :  Mr.  Takeo  Noya  and  John  N.  Naly,  the 
latter  of  whom  is  engaged  in  successful  missionary  work  within  the 
bounds  of  this  Synod.  With  the  exception  mentioned,  the  conduct 
of  all  has  been  commendable.  All  who  have  not  been  en/ 
teaching  have  been  in  attendance  at  our  institution  at  Lan< 
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The  term  of  Rev.  J.  F.  Snyder  as  a  member  of  this  Board  expires 
with  this  Synod,  and  that  of  Rev.  N.  H,  Skyles  is  vacant  by  reason 
his  removal  from  our  bounds.

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ARTICLE  XVIII. 

APPEALS   AND   COMPLAINTS. 

On  Thursday  morning  the  Committee  on  Overtures  reported  (Item 
3),  a  complaint  of  the  consistory  of  St.  John's  Reformed  Church, 
Johnstown,  against  a  certain  action  of  Westmoreland  Classis;  the 
same  committee  (Item  4),  and  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes 
on  Thursday  afternoon  (Item  3),  both  reported  an  appeal  of  Rev. 
W.  H.  Bates  from  a  decision  of  Westmoreland  Classis.  These 
items  together,  with  accompanying  papers,  were  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  Revs.  A.  J.  Heller,  T.  S.  Land  and  Elder  J. 
H.  Twitmyer,  which  was  instructed  to  examine  whether  in  order, 
and  if  in  order,  to  report  an  order  of  hearing  the  cases.  This  special 
committee  reported  on  Friday  morning,  and  the  report  was  adopted 
and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Pittsfiurgh  Synod, 

Your  committee  to  whom  were  referred  the  appeal  of  Rev.  W.  H. 
Bates  and  the  complaint  of  the  consistory  of  St.  John's  Reformed 
Church  of  Johnstown,  Pa.,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  care- 
fully examined  the  Minutes  of  Westmoreland  Classis  and  find  that 
the  appeal  of  Rev.  W.  H.  Bates  is  not  in  order,  for  the  reason  that 
the  action  of  Classis  in  question  is  not  subject  to  appeal  and  that 
** distinct  and  immediate  notice"  of  intention  to  appeal  was  not 
given. 

In  regard  to  the  complaint  of  the  consistory  of  St.  John's  Church 
of  Johnstown,  we  find  that  no  notice  of  intention  to  complain  was 
given,  and  that  the  reasons  of  complaint  were  not  lodged  with  the 
President  of  Classis  within  the  time  prescribed  in  Article  30  of  the 
constitution,  and  therefore  the  complaint  is  not  in  order.

ARTICLE  XIX. 

PUBLICATION. 

/.  Report  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 

United  States. 
On  Thursday  morning,  under  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures 
(Item  s),  was  presented  and   read   the  report  of  the  Publication 
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Board  with  a  memorial  from  the  Board  to  the  Synods,  all  of  which 
was  then  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  as  follows : 

To  the  Pittsburgh^  Potomac  and  Eastern  Synods  : 

Brethren  :  Your  Publication  Board  reports  that  the  publication 
interests  continue  in  a  flourishing  state,  as  attested  by  the  words  of 
commendation  received  and  by  the  steady  growth  in  their  circula- 
tion, notably  in  that  of  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger^  your  lead- 
ing and  most  effective  organ.  During  the  past  year  its  subscription 
lists,  under  new  efforts  and  attractive  offers,  have  increased  largely^ 
and  point  to  a  greater  increase  in  the  future. 

The  books  of  the  lessee  were  duly  audited.  From  these  it  ap- 
peared that  the  gross  receipts  for  the  year  1892  amounted  to  I40,- 
443.78,  as  compared  with  138,279.23  for  the  previous  year,  being 
an  increase  of  12,164.55.  Under  the  contract,  therefore,  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  received  a  contingent  from  the  lessee  of 
11,213.31  for  the  past  year.  For  the  first  time  since  the  contract 
was  made  the  gross  receipts  have  exceeded  the  basis  agreed  upon  for 
computing  the  guarantee,  and  the  treasury  is  receiving  a  correspond- 
ing benefit,  a  result  that  again  emphasizes  the  wisdom  of  your  action 
in  disposing  of  your  publication  interests  under  the  existing  lease. 

The  new  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  Mr.  James  T.  Reber,  of  Reading, 
Pa.,  reports  the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  of  July  i,  1893  :  Cash, 
13,291.53;  investments,  214,205.19.     Total,  17,496.72. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  September  6,  1893,  attention 
was  called  to  the  publication  of  books  and  papers  by  other  persons, 
which  interfere  with  the  rights  of  both  parties  to  the  contract  between 
lessor  and  lessee,  and  it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  petition  your 
bodies  to  take  cognizance  of  these  by  adopting  such  measures  of  relief 
as  your  wisdom  may  suggest.  A  separate  memorial,  prepared  by  C. 
M.  Boush,  Esq.,  of  Meadville,  Pa.,  under  authority  of  the  Board, 
embodying  these  complaints,  will  be  presented  for  your  consideration. 

The  Board,  by  the  death,  during  the  past  year,  of  Mr.  George  W. 
Hensel,  has  lost  one  of  its  most  efficient  members,  one  who  for  many 
years  took  a  deep  interest  in  its  publication  affairs.  The  office  of 
treasurer  held  by  the  late  Mr.  Hensel  has  been  filled  by  the  election 
of  Mr.  James  T.  Reber,  of  Reading,  Penna.,  to  succeed  him.  The 
vacancy  in  the  Board  caused  by  the  death  of  Mr.  Hensel  has  been 
filled  by  the  election  of  John  W.  Bickel,  Esq.,  of  Norristown,  Penna.

//.  Memorial  Accompanying  the  Report  of  Board, 

To  the  Eastern  Synods  the  Pittsburgh  Synod ^  and  the  Potomac  Synod 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  publication  interests 
owned  by  you  jointly  being  entrusted  to  our  care,  we  deem  it  our 
imperative  duty  to  report  to  you  any  and  all  matters  coming  under 
our  observation  that  in  any  way  may  effect  the  same  either  for  good 
or  evil. 

First,  We  draw  your  attention  to  the  contents  of  the  contract, 
which  the  Board  as  your  servant  and  with  your  consent  as  lessor 
made  with  Rev.  Chas.  G.  Fisher,  D.  D.,  lessee,  and  beg  leave  to 
suggest,  that  your  Reverend  Bodies  take  such  action  as  in  your 
wisdom  may  be  thought  most  effective  to  secure  the  strict  adherence 
to  the  conditions  contained  in  said  contract  to  be  observed  on  part 
of  the  three  Synods  and  their  constituencies.  This  we  find  necessary 
to  be  done,  from  a  tendency  that  has  come  under  our  observation, 
on  the  part  of  some  of  our  pastors  and  people,  to  regard  the  Reformed 
Publication  House,  at  Philadelphia,  as  a  private  enterprise,  in  the 
same  line  with  other  private  enterprises  of  members  of  the  Church. 
We  are  as  Synods  and  members  of  said  Synods  bound  by  solemn 
contract  to  the  patronage  of  our  Philadelphia  institution,  moreover 
it  is  to  the  interest  of  our  beloved  Church  as  a  whole,  that  we 
should  do  so.  We  are  in  a  fair  way,  slowly  but  surely  to  lay  the 
foundation,  and  to  gather  sufficient  means  for  the  establishment  of  an 
institution  in  the  future,  that  may  meet  our  ideas  and  wants  more 
fully,  and  command  respect  abroad. 

The  time  when  this  will  be  reached  is  determined  by  the  action  of 
our  own  pastors  and  people.     The  greater  the  patronage  of  your  own 
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institution,  at  present  under  lease,  the  greater  is  the  income  there- 
from for  the  Church,  and  the  faster  we  near  ^he  period  so  much 
desired  by  all  of  us.  We  should,  one  and  all,  zealously  guard  and 
work  for  the  interest  of  the  Church  in  that  direction,  and  not  patron- 
ize and  build  up  other  private  enterprises  to  the  detriment  of  our  own 
institution. 

We  are  credibly  informed,  that  books  owned,  issued  and  copy- 
righted by  this  Board  (the  copyright  of  28  years  being  now  expired), 
were  reprinted  with  some  annexes  by  a  private  individual,  we  leave 
it  for  the  publishers'  fraternity  to  say,  if  this  is  an  honorable  business 
transaction,  but  one  thing  is  beyond  dispute,  that  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  books  in  competition  with  those  issued  and  sold  by  the 
institution  of  the  Church,  is  not  much  to  her  interest. 

We  have  mentioned  these  few  points  that  they  may  come  to  your 

notice  and  determine  your  action,  which  we  hope  and  pray  you  may 

take  in  the  matter.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Publication, 

The  Committee  on  Publication  presented  its  report  on  Monday 
afternoon,  and  it  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  on  Publication  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following 
report : 

Two  papers  were  referred  to  us,  viz :  The  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Publication  and  a  memorial  from  the  same. 

From  the  first  we  learn  that  the  publication  interests  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition ;  that  there  has  been  during  the  year  a  steady 
increase  in  the  circulation  of  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger ; 
that  for  the  first  time,  under  the  present  arrangement,  have  the  gross 
receipts  exceeded  {40,000 ;  and  that  the  Board  calls  the  attention  of 
Synod  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  C.  M.  Boush,  Esq.,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board. 

Your  Committee  therefore  suggests  the  following  action : 
Resohedy  That  the  Synod   learns  with  pleasure  the  prosperous 
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conditioo  o^  the  paUidung  interests,  and  hopes  lor  die  continiiince 
of  tliesune. 

In  refiereiioe  to  the  complidnt  of  the  Board  that  its  rights  are  inter- 
fered widi  b J  die  pablication  of  books  and  papers  bj  outside  parties, 
we  recommend  the  following: 

Resohed,  That  although  Pittsburgh  Synod  did  not  jointly  with 
the  Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods  instruct  die  Board  of  Publkation 
to  transfer  the  publication  interests  at  Philadelphia  to  the  present 
lessee,  but  disclaimed  the  transfer  as  made,  and  sought  to  raise  legal 
obstacles  to  the  operation  of  the  lease,  the  Synod  is,  nevertheless, 
morally  bound  by  said  contract,  becanse  it  acquiesced  in  the  transac- 
tion, and  its  Board  is  the  recipient  of  the  profits  of  the  business. 

Resohed^  That  it  is  the  sense  of  the  Synod  that  the  Board  jusdy 
expects  the  patronage  of  the  three  Synods  concerned  for  the  Publica- 
cation  House  at  Philadelphia,  and  therefore  our  pastors  and  people 
are  urged  to  give  the  preference  to  its  publications. 

Resolvedy  That  Synod  regards  all  books  and  papeis,  even  after  the 
copyrights  on  them  have  expired,  as  still  in  one  sense  the  property  of 
the  Board ;  and  it  regrets  that  the  rule  of  courtesy  usually  prevailing 
between  publishers  in  matteis  of  this  kind  should  be  violated.

MINISTERIAL    NECROLOGY. 

Rev.  D,  O,  Shoemaker, 

The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Necrology,  appointed  at  last  meet- 
ing of  Synod,  and  called  up  by  Item  i  of  the  report  of  the  Committee 
of  Minutes  of  Synod,  reported  on  Thursday  afternoon  which  was 
adopted  as  a  whole  and  is  as  follows : 

To  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Necrology  presents  the  following 
as  its  report : 

During  the  past  Synodical  year,  to  one  of  our  co-laborers  in  the 
Gospel  Ministry  came  the  message,  ''  Arise  and  depart  for  this  is 
not  your  rest." 

Rev.  David  Otto  Shoemaker  was  bom  in  Friends'  Cove,  Bedford 
County,  Pa.,  March  30,  1833,  and  departed  this  life  August  25, 
1893,  aged  60  years,  4  months  and  25  days.  He  was  the  fourth 
child  of  a  family  of  14  children.  His  parents,  Elder  Philip  J.  Shoe- 
maker and  his  wife  Christina  were  devoted  members  of  the  Reformed 
Church. 

He  was  baptized  in  infancy  by  Rev.  George  Leidy  and  was  duly 
instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Reformed  Church,  at  home  and  in 
the  Catechetical  Class,  and  was  confirmed  in  his  15th  year  by  Rev. 
Matthew  Irvin. 

In  early  boyhood  he  had  a  desire  to  become  a  minister  of  the 
Gospel,  but  at  times  this  desire  would  vanish ;  finally  impelled  by  a 
sense  of  duty  he  consecrated  himself  to  the  work  of  proclaiming  the 
glad  tidings  of  salvation. 

His  early  school  advantages  were  the  public  school  and  the  Acad- 
emy at  Rainsburg,  afterwards  he  took  a  partial  course  in  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College  at  Lancaster,  Pa.  After  spending  a  period  at 
teaching  he  entered  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Mercersburg,  Pa., 
where  he  completed  his  course  in  July,  i860.  In  August  of  the 
same  year  he  was  licensed  by  Clarion  Classis  to  preach  the  Gospel, 
and  on  September  9th  was  ordained  and  installed  as  pastor  of  Fair- 
view  Charge  in  Butler  County,  Pa.  His  brother.  Rev.  J.  G.  Shoe- 
maker, took  part  in  the  service  of  ordination  and  installation. 

In  this  charge  he  closed  his  pastoral  labors  in  September,  1865, 
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and  the  same  month  entered  the  St.  Petersburg  Charge.  During  his 
pastorate  in  the  field  the  charge  was  divided,  but  he  was,  however, 
retained  as  pastor  of  the  Salem  and  Monroeville  congregations. 

In  November,  1874,  he  resigned  this  charge  to  begin  pastoral 
work  at  Shamokin,  where  he  labored  till  in  the  spring  of  1879,  when 
he  received  and  accepted  a  call  from  the  Augusta  charge,  which  he 
served  3  years  and  3  months.  His  next  field  of  labor  was  the 
Nittany  Valley  Charge  in  Centre  County.  Here  he  labored  9  years. 
On  the  first  day  of  June,  1891,  he  entered  the  Stoyestown  charge, 
Somerset  County,  Pa.  He  labored  in  this  his  last  field  under  trying 
circumstances,  suffering  much  from  bodily  affliction.  He  remained 
at  his  work  until  February  26,  1893,  when  on  his  way  to  fill  his 
second  appointment  he  was  stricken  down.  For  three  months  his  life 
was  despaired  of,  but  by  the  grace  of  God  he  was  able  to  continue 
his  labors  two  months  longer,  when  his  Master  called  him  home. 

He  was  twice  married :  First,  to  Esther  Diehl,  of  Friend's  Cove, 
Bedford  County,  who  lived  less  than  one  year  after  marriage ;  sec- 
ond, to  Elisabeth  Jordan,  of  Aaronsburg,  Centre  County,  Pa.,  by 
whom  he  had  five  children,  two  sons  and  three  daughters. 

After  a  life  of  33  years  of  incess&nt  and  self-denying  labor  in  the 
Gospel  ministry,  he  was  relieved  and  entered  upon  his  reward  in  the 
Kingdom  above.

On  Thursday  afternoon  under  Item  1 7  of  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Minutes  of  Pittsburgh  Synod,  the  Centennial  Committee 
presented  its  report,  which  was  adopted  and  the  Treasurer  of  Synod 
directed  to  pay  the  balance  due ;  it  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Committee  appointed  by  you  to  arrange 
for  a  '*  Centennial  Convention  to  be  held  at  some  central  place  on 
the  27th  day  of  April,  or  on  some  day  as  near  this  date  as  possible," 
beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report :  A  Convention  celebrating  the 
centennial  of  the  autonomy  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  was  held  in  the  City  of  Pittsburgh,  April  27th,  at  which  the 
following  programme  was  given :

Your  Committee  were  also  instructed  to  enter  into  correspondence 
with  Committees  of  other  Synods  of  the  Church,  looking  towards  a 
general  celebration  on  the  part  of  the  whole  Church.  The  result  of 
such  correspondence  led  to  the  organization  of  a  Joint  Synodical 
Committee,  composed  of  representatives  from  the  Eastern,  the  Poto- 
mac, the  Ohio  and  Pittsburgh  Synods.  Other  Synods,  both  Eng- 
lish and  German,  were  invited  to  cooperate. 

Two  sessions  were  held  by  this  Joint  Committee,  the  one  in  De- 
cember, 1892,  the  other  in  February,  1893. 

Among  the  several  actions  taken  by  this  Joint  Committee  is  the 
following : 

Resolutions 

Adopted  at  the  Joint  Meetings  of  the  Committees  of  the  Eastern, 
the  Ohio,  the  Pittsburgh  and  the  Potomac  Synods,  held  December  i, 
1892,  and  February  9,  1893,  ^^  ^^  study  of  the  First  Reformed 
Church,  Lancaster,  Pa : 

Whereas,  on  the  30th  of  April,  1893,  ^^  will  be  one  hundred 
years  since  the  Reformed  Church  of  the  United  States  became  a 
distinct  and  self-governing  organization ;  therefore, 
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Resolved^  i ,  That  we  deem  it  eminently  proper  to  celebrate  this 
event  in  our  history,  on  account  of  its  importance,  and  in  order  that 
our  people  may  have  an  opportunity  in  a  suitable  way  to  review 
gratefully  the  progress  of  the  past,  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  the 
present,  and  take  courage  for  the  work  of  the  future. 

Resolved ^  2,  That  we  recommend  that  proper  measures  be  at 
once  adopted  to  bring  this  subject  to  the  earnest  and  thoughtful 
attention  of  all  our  people;  and  that  to  this  end  the  pastors  of  our 
churches  everywhere  be  requested  to  put  forth  efforts  to  create  an 
interest  in  this  anniversary  amdng  their  people ;  and  that,  through 
the  medium  of  ouf  Church  papers,  articles  be  published  urging  the 
importance  of  its  celebration. 

Resolved^  3,  That  all  our  congregations  be  earnestly  requested  to 
celebrate  this  anniversary  in  their  respective  places  of  worship  on 
Sunday,  April  30,  1893,  as  an  important  epoch  in  the  history  of  our 
Church  in  this  country ;  and  that  where  this  is  not  possible  the  pre- 
ceding or  the  succeeding  Sunday  be  devoted  to  this  purpose  :  and, 
furthermore,  that  on  said  Sunday  of  April  30,  all  our  Sunday-schools 
be  also  requested  to  hold  appropriate  services. 

Resohedy  4,  That  all  the  Classes  be  and  hereby  are  requested  to 
set  apart  a  portion  of  time  at  their  annual  meeting  for  1893  ^^r  such 
Anniversary  Services ;  and  that  their  respective  officers  be  requested 
to  prepare  in  advance  of  such  meeting  a  programme  and  appoint 
speakers  for  the  occasion. 

Resolved^  5,  That  the  different  Synods  be  requested  at  their  next 
Annual  Sessions  to  take  note  of  this  event  in  the  way  of  summing 
up  what  has  been  done  by  their  Classes  and  congregations,  and  by 
ordering  such  further  appointment  of  services  as  they  may  deem 
proper ;  also,  that  the  several  committees  of  the  different  Synods  be 
instructed  to  prepare  a  special  service  for  said  meeting,  and  submit 
the  same  to  their  respective  Synods. 

Resolved y  6,  That  we  recommend  a  commemorative  service  dur- 
ing the  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  General  Synod  in  May,  1893,  and 
that  Rev.  Dr.  Bausman,  in  whose  church  the  Synod  will  meet,  to- 
gether with  the  other  Reformed  pastors  of  Reading,  Pa.,  prepare 
the  programme  and  make  all  necessary  arrangements  for  the  service. 

Resolvedf  7,  That  the  exercises  pertaining  to  the  Centennial  An- 
niversary, especially  those  of  the  congregations.  Classes  and  Synods, 
should  consist  of  sermons,  addresses  and  essays,  having  a  bearing 
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on  the  history,  doctrines,  cultus  and  educational  system  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  together  with  devotional  services  including  Scrip- 
ture lessons,  prayer  and  praise. 

Resohed^  8,  That  in  addition  to  the  religious  and  literary  ser- 
vices that  may  be  held  as  an  expression  of  gratitude  to  God,  the 
Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  the  whole  of  this  Centennial 
should  be  turned  to  account  for  the  benefit  of  the  benevolent  opera- 
tions of  the  Church  by  affording  to  every  one  an  opportunity  of 
making  a  special,  free-will  offering  to  the  Lord ;  and  further,  that 
each  committee  shall  make  recommendation  to  its  Classes  and  Synod 
in  regard  to  the  particular  purpose  to  which  these  contributions  shall 
be  devoted,  unless  the  Synod  has  already  designated  the  object. 

Resotved^  9,  That  inasmuch  as  there  is  a  disposition  in  different 
parts  of  the  Church  to  hold  a  popular  meeting  of  our  Church  in 
Chicago  in  connection  with  the  Religious  Congresses  of  the  World's 
Columbian  Exposition  to  be  held  there,  and  a  day  and  a  room  have 
been  assigned  to  us  for  this  purpose,  namely,  September  21st,  the 
General  Synod  be  requested  by  our  officers  to  authorize  such  a  con- 
vention, and  adopt  such  action  as  may  be  recommended  to  it  by  the 
Joint  Committee  of  the  Synods,  or  as  it  may  deem  expedient. 

Resolved,  10,  That  we  adopt  and  have  stamped  with  a  suitable 
design  and  inscription,  a  '*  Centennial  Medal,*'  to  be  sold  during 
the  year ;  and  that  the  proceeds  of  its  sale  be  devoted  to  Foreign 
Missions. 

Resolved,  1 1 ,  That  we  recommend  to  each  Committee  of  the  dif- 
ferent Synods,  that  it  make  provision  for  supplying  each  pastor  with 
suitable  envelopes  to  be  distributed  among  the  people  for  the  Centen- 
nial offerings  to  be  made  during  the  year. 

Resolved,  12,  That  the  pastors  of  the  different  congregations  be 
•requested  to  keep  a  separate  account  of  the  Centennial  offerings  of 
their  people,  and  report  the  same  to  the  treasurers  of  their  respective 
Classes ;  and  that  the  treasurers  of  Classes  be  requested  to  report 
separately  the  totals  of  the  same  to  the  treasurers  of  their  respective 
Synods,  so  that  an  account  of  these  offerings  may  appear  in  the 
printed  minutes  of  the  Synods.

The  committee  to  which  this  report  was  referred  on  Monday 
evening  presented  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted,  viz : 

To  the  Rev,  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren,  your  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their 
Widows,  would  respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined  this  paper 
and  find  the  society  to  be  in  a  healthy  and  prosperous  condition. 
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The  whole  amount  of  receipts  for  the  year  was  $10,838.59  and 
expenditures  for  support  of  annuitants  and  for  current  needs  were 
J2, 238.8 1,  and  $9,700  has  been  added  to  the  invested  funds  of 
society,  raising  that  fund  to  the  sum  of  $31,550;  twenty-nine 
widows  or  dependents  of  deceased  ministers  and  eleven  disabled 
ministers  were  given  aid  by  the  society  during  the  past  year. 

There  appears  to  be  an  increased  interest  taken  in  the  work  of  this 
society  by  pastors  and  people  throughout  the  church,  and  contribu- 
tions are  becoming  more  general  and  liberal  from  year  to  year. 

In  view  of  all  we  suggest  the  following  action : 

Resolved  ist.  That  Synod  learns  with  pleasure  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their 
Widows,  and  views  with  gratification  its  prospect  for  increased 
growth  and  greater  usefulness  in  the  important  work  it  aims  to  ac- 
complish. 

Resolved  2d,  That  we  again  commend  this  Society  to  the  prayers 
and  liberality  of  the  Church,  and  urge  upon  all  our  pastors  and 
people,  through  their  several  Classes,  the  need  of  giving  to  it  a  still 
more  liberal  support,  that  it  may  be  better  equipped  to  meet  the  de- 
mands made  upon  it  for  a  more  adequate  relief  of  the  faithful  ser- 
vants of  the  Church,  who  have  become  disabled  in  the  sacred  work 
to  which  they  consecrated  their  lives.

ARTICLE  XII.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  reported  on  Monday 
evening,  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  follows : 

To  the  Rev.  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren  :     Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church 
begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 
From  the  reports  of  the  work  of  the  Church  within  the  bounds  of 
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your  Synod,  as  they  have  come  to  us  from  the  Minutes  of  Classes  and 
our  Boards  and  Committees,  we  are  impressed,  first  of  all,  with  a 
sense  of  deep  thankfulness  to  God  for  His  wonderful  goodness  to  us 
during  the  past  year.  He  has  remembered  this  part  of  His  earthly 
Kingdom.  He  has  owned  us  as  His  workmen.  He  has  blessed  our 
efforts  in  His  service,  and  by  His  gifts  fruitfulness  has  abotmded.  The 
wave  of  depression  that  has  spread  with  blighting  power  over  this 
land,  while  it  was  felt,  of  course,  within  the  Church,  has  beat  in  vain 
against  the  fortress  of  our  refuge  and  was  ineffectual  against  the 
power  of  Christian  faith  and  life,  while  it  has  been  mighty  against 
every  other  defense  and  power,  destroying  the  walls  and  bulwarks  in 
which  men  trusted,  the  Christian  Church  has  met  it,  defied  it, 
conquered  it.  **  This  is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the  world,  even 
your  faith." 

It  has  been  a  remarkable  fact  that,  in  the  face  of  greatly  diminished 
activity  generally  throughout  our  land,  our  Church  can  report  to-day 
not  only  progress,  but  strong  healthy  growth  in  almost  every  depart- 
ment of  its  work.  There  have  been  few  years  that  have  made  a 
better  showing.  We  have  grown  in  the  number  of  ministers^  the 
number  of  congregations,  in  membership,  confirmed  and  unconfirmed, 
and  in  the  number  who  communed.  Sunday-school  work  has  been 
prosecuted  with  renewed  activity  and  gives  assurance  of  still  better 
things  to  come.  Missionary  work  has  been  aggressive  and  earnest. 
It  has  been  laying  hold  of  many  new  and  promising  fields,  and  it 
needs  only  the  response  and  cooperation  of  the  Church  to  assure  us 
rich  harvests  in  the  near  future.  The  institutions  within  our  bounds 
have  been  efficiently  managed.  They  have  been  doing  excellent 
work,  and  on  these  grounds  they  make  a  strong  appeal  to  our  more 
liberal  support.  These  growing  demands  upon  us  are  among  the 
most  encouraging  evidences  of  our  life  and  growth,  whenever  they 
cease,  whinever  they  decrease,  we  may  well  begin  to  prepare  for  the 
worst.     They  are  the  harbingers  of  death. 

In  benevolent  and  congregational  contributions  there  is  somewhat 
of  a  decrease  from  last  year's  report ;  but  notwithstanding  this  they 
have  been  most  commendable.  Comparisons  in  their  departments 
are  not  trustworthy.  They  do  not  serve  as  a  true  standard  of 
measurement.  Special  appeals  and  enterprises  sometimes  swell  them 
to  unwonted  i)roportions  which  cannot  be  set  as  a  seasonable  yearly 
obligation.  In  the  regular  channels  of  benevolence  and  contribution 
we  have  kept  pace  with  the  giving  of  other  recent  years.     We  note 
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with  pleasure,  too,  that  while  the  Church  has  broadened  its  views  in 
certain  directions,  welcoming  and  encouraging  the  cooperation  of 
women  in  missionary  activity,  laying  hold  of  the  zeal  and  energy  of 
its  young  people  and  organizing  them  for  work ;  it  has  yet  been  true 
to  the  standard  and  genius  of  the  Reformed  Church,  as  they  have 
come  down  to  us  from  the  fathers.  There  has  been  no  removing  of 
any  time  honored  and  sacred  landmark.  We  stand  where  the 
fathers  stood ;  we  honor  and  comply  with  all  the  customs  they 
reverenced,  but  our  hand  reaches  out  to  extend  a  little  broader 
welcome.  We  believe  that  all  for  which  we  hope  will  be  nearer 
realized,  because  of  the  help  and  sacrifices  of  holy  women,  the  conse- 
cration of  strong  young  manhood  and  womanhood. 

The  general  good  health  of  the  Synod  has  been  noteworthy ;  none 
of  our  ministers  have  fallen  in  the  conflict,  and  there  have  been  very 
few  interruptions  to  their  work. 

But  clouds  have  come  and  have  hovered  darkly  here  and  there. 
The  homes  of  two  of  our  ministers  were  visited  by  the  reaper  Death, 
who  carried  away  from  them  their  holiest  charm,  their  most  precious 
jewel.  From  the  ranks  have  been  taken  true  warriors,  brave  and 
loyal  to  the  last.  We  mourn  with  them  that  mourn  and  weep  with 
them  that  weep,  but  over  our  fallen  comrades  we  speak  the  message 
of  hope;  we  proclaim  liberty  to  the  captive  and  victory  for  the 
pious  dead.  **  Thanks  be  to  God  which  giveth  us  the  victory 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.** 

The  Children  of  Israel  rejoiced  in  a  new  deliverance ;  God  had 
interposed  in  their  behalf,  and  Samuel  offered  up  a  thank  offering  to 
Him.  Their  history  had  abounded  in  many  trials  and  hardships. 
Many  of  their  loved  ones  had  perished,  around  them  were  other 
enemies,  and  before  them  other  trials,  yet  Samuel  raised  up  a  stone 
and  called  it  Ebenezer,  saying,  **  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us.*' 
What  a  lesson  for  us  celebrating  at  this  time  our  twenty-fifth  anni- 
versary ;  we  look  back  over  a  season  of  our  conflicts  and  trials  and 
discouragements,  and,  yet  withall,  of  wonderful  triumph. 

Before  us  waits  the  conflict  still.  In  our  way  stand  hindrances 
and  uncertainties.  But  let  us  not  falter  nor  shrink,  let  us  set  up  our 
memorial,  writing  on  it  **  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us."  A 
thanksgiving  for  the  past,  an  inspiration  and  pledge  for  the  future. 
Let  us  move  forward  more  aggressively.  Let  us  learn  larger  faith  in 
the  power  and  promise  of  Christ.  Let  us  go  forth  bravely  bearing 
the  precious  seed,  assured  that  we  shall  return  with  joy,  bringing  our 
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sheaves  with  us.     '*  He  is  faithful  who  promised  to  whom  be  glory 
forever  and  ever."

ARTICLE  XIIL 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

/.  Report  of  tJu  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

Under  item  20  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  on 
Monday  morning,  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  was  read  and 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary,  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1 893-1 894  is  hereby  respect- 
fully submitted  to  your  honorable  body  by  the  Secretary. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Seminary  year,  in  September,  1893,  the  fol- 
lowing young  gentlemen  were  admitted  in  the  Junior  Class,  nineteen 
in  number :  Joseph  P.  Bachman,  Benoni  Bates,  William  H.  Brong, 
Joseph  W.  Buck,  William  E.  Bushong,  Moses  N.  George,  Frederick 

C.  Hullhurst,  Edward  O.  Keen,  Harry  M.  Klein,  Edward  H.  I^u- 
bach,  D.  Elmer  Master,  Frank  H.  Moycr,  Jacob  G.  Rupp,  Charles 

D.  Shaffer,  Adam  P.  Stover,  Jacob  N.  Wagenhurst,  Charles  E.  Wag- 
ner, Ernest  E.  Weaver,  David  J.  Wolf.  Of  this  number  thirteen  are 
graduates  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  one  of  Lafayette,  one 
an  ordained  minister  of  the  Church  of  God,  two  of  less  complete 
preparation,  and  one  of  Calvin  College. 

llie  Middle  Class  consists  of  the  eighteen  students  of  the  Junior 
Class  the  preceding  year,  with  the  addition  of  Henry  M.  Rank,  dis- 
missed from  Union  Seminary,  New  York,  nineteen  in  all. 

The  Senior  Class,  twenty-four  in  number,  having  completed  the 
course  of  study  prescribed  by  the  Synod,  and  having  sustained  a  satis- 
factory examination,  in  the  presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  were 
honorably  dismissed  at  the  close  of  the  year  and  were  awarded  the 
usual  l^estimonial  to  that  effect  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in 
May  last.  Their  names  are  as  follows :  Charles  F.  Althouse,  Harry 
N.  Bassler,  James  Riley  Bergy,  D.  Franklin  Boomershine,  Charles 
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\V.  Bnigh,  George  S.  Butz,  J.  Silor  Garrison,  George  Samuel  Gill, 
Loais  P.  Goerrig,  Louis  C.  Harnish,  Ellis  S.  Hay,  Anselm  V.  Hies- 
ter,  John  D.  Hunsicker,  George  Kinzo  Kaneko,  Frank  S.  Kerr, 
Thomas  H.  Leinbach,  Edwin  D.  Meixell,  Christopher  Noss,  John  W. 
Reinecke,  Charles  M.  Smith,  Kenney  Otis  Spessard,  D.  Sneider 
Stephan,  Louis  C.  Summer,  J.  Grant  Walter ;  thus  sixty-two  students 
were  in  connection  with  the  Seminary  during  the  past  year. 

The  industry  and  Christian  conduct  of  the  students,  and  their  ex- 
aminations, written  and  oral,  with  a  few  exceptions,  were  satisfactory; 
as  heretofore,  they  were  active  in  Sunday-school  and  missionary 
work  in  the  city  of  Lancaster ;  and  their  instructors,  the  professors, 
endeavored  to  discharge  their  duties  according  to  the  best  of  their 
abilities. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  of  the  New  Building  and  of  the 
Building  Committee,  Professor  Bowman  was  relieved  by  the  Faculty 
of  the  greater  part  of  his  duties  in  the  Seminary  during  the  year  in 
order  that  he  might  devote  his  time  to  soliciting  funds,  so  that  the 
New  Seminary  Building  might  be  completed  at  an  early  day  and  be 
consecrated  with  the  least  amount  of  indebtedness  resting  on  it.  In 
this  good  work  he  was  eminently  successful,  and  he  deserves  the  thanks 
of  the  Church  for  his  energetic  and  untiring  labors.  Professor 
Thomas  G.  Apple  filled  his  place  in  the  Seminary  and  taught  all  the 
classes  in  Exegesis  as  far  as  his  time  would  permit.  The  New  Build- 
ing was  consecrated  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  May  last, 
and  reflects  great  credit  on  the  Church  for  the  generosity  and  liber- 
ality of  its  meml)ers,  of  which  it  is  a  monumental  evidence. 

The  Rev.  William  Rupp,  D.  D.,  was  installed  as  Professor  of 
Practical  Theology  by  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh,  in  October,  1893, 
and  he  entered  upon  his  duties  in  the  Seminary  at  the  Christmas 
recess.  It  is  a  matter  of  gratitude  to  God  that  our  theological 
school  now  has  five  professors  in  its  service.  Dr.  Rupp  has  already 
proved  himself  to  be  a  valuable  accession  to  the  Faculty. 

We  are  happy  here  in  being  able  to  announce  that  the  Senior 
Class  of  *94  has  agreed  to  endow  an  alcove  in  the  Library  of  the 
Seminary,  to  be  known  as  the  **  Class  of  '94  Alcove."  The  interest 
of  Jio.oo  or  more  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  books,  bearing 
on  the  History,  Genius  and  Origin  of  the  Reformed  Church.  As  the 
Library  is  sadly  defective  in  the  theological  literature  of  ihe  present 
day,  we  think  that  this  example  is  highly  worthy  of  commendation 
and  imitation. 
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In  reference  to  a  petition  of  the  students,  praying  that  the  Seminary 
should  confer  the  degree  of  B.  D.  on  all  students  who  may  have 
pursued  the  prescribed  course  in  the  Seminary,  the  Board  decided 
that  the  Faculty  should  formulate  a  post-graduate  course  of  two  or 
three  years'  study  in  residence,  or  at  their  homes,  which  shall  entitle 
all  those  who  diligently  pursue  it  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Divinity,  on  condition  that  each  applicant  at  the  completion  of  such 
a  course  of  study  shall  prepare  a  Thesis  on  some  theological  topic,  to 
.  be  examined  and  approved  by  the  Faculty.  This  course  having 
been  adopted,  application  in  each  case  shall  be  made  by  this  Board 
to  the  College  Board  to  confer  the  degree.  The  adoption  of  this 
plan,  it  is  believed,  will  exert  a  happy  effect  upon  those  who  have 
passed  through  the  Seminary  course  of  study.  We  have  just  learned 
that  a  number  of  old  students  have  already  expressed  their  intention 
to  pursue  such  a  course  of  study  as  soon  as  it  is  prescribed. 

The  instruction  in  Elocution  has  been  satisfactory  and  the  Board 
again  recommends  that  the  present  arrangement  be  continued  for 
another  year.  In  that  event  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  is  hereby  asked 
to  pay  over  to  the  Tieasurer  of  the  Seminary  the  sum  of  $75.00,  the 
same  as  last  year,  as  its  part  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  thus  incurred. 

As  a  Board,  we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  our  duties  in  super- 
vising the  internal  affairs  of  our  venerable  school  of  the  Prophets,  and 
it  is  now  once  more  our  privilege  to  report  that  the  blessing  of  God 
has  rested  upon  it  from  the  beginning  up  to  the  present  time,  lor 
which  we  are  again  called  upon  to  give  thanks  to  God,  the  Giver  of 
every  good  and  perfect  gift,  ever  bearing  in  mind  that  all  our  bless- 
ings and  mercies  come  down  10  as  through  Christ,  our  Lord  and  our 
God,  who  is  the  head  of  the  Church,  which  is  His  body. 

During  the  last  year  one  of  our  Lumber,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Amos  H. 
Kremer,  passed  away  from  earlh  to  his  reward  in  the  skies.  He  be- 
came connected  with  the  Board  as  far  back  as  the  year  1843,  and 
from  1 87 1  to  1894  was  its  honored  President,  a  position  which  he 
always  filled  in  a  highly  acceptable  manner.  He  was  deeply  inter- 
ested in  the  prosperity  of  the  Seminary  during  his  long  ministry,  and 
the  presence  of  this  venerable  father  in  Israel  was  a  constant  source  of 
inspiration  and  encouragement  to  his  younger  brethren.  His  death 
was  announced  at  the  last  summer  meeting  of  the  Board  at  Lancaster, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  J.  O.  Miller,  of  York,  Pa.,  was  appointed  to  fill 
his  place  as  President.

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//.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Under  item  7  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  were  presented  and  read  the  reports  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary  and  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary, 
and  they  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary, 
as  follows : 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Enclosed  find  a  synopsis  of  the  annual  report 
of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Theological  Seminary : 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  held  two  meetings. 
The  first  meeting  was  held  May  loth,  1894,  in  the  First  Reformed 
Church,  Lancaster,  Pa.  The  following  officerk  were  elected  :  Presi- 
dent, Geo.  N.  Forney  \  Vice  President,  John  D.  Skiles  \  Secretary, 
Jeremiah  S.  Hess ;  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  the  same  place,  October  4th, 
1894. 

Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  laid  before  the  Board  a  letter  from 
Miss  Mary  Forney,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  containing  a  check  of  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  endowment  of  an  alcove  in  the  Library 
Building,  the  interest  to  be  expended  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  department  of  Archaeology. 

The  Board  accepted  the  generous  gift,  and  directed  the  letter  and 
the  reply  to  the  same  to  be  entered  on  the  Minutes. 

The  Board  is  greatly  gratified  in  being  permitted  to  report  to  the 
Synods  that  a  new  interest  has  been  awakened  in  the  Library  of 
the  Seminary  through  the  erection  of  the  Library  Building,  and  that 
two  alcoves  have  been  endowed  during  the  first  year — one  on 
Reformed  Church  History  by  the  Class  of  1894,  and  another  on 
Archaeology  by  Miss  Mary  Forney,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  to  the  memory 
of  her  father,  Jacob  Forney. 

As  the  endowment  of  the  Library  is  one  of  the  greatest  needs  of 
the  Seminary,  we  commend  the  example  of  Miss  Forney  and  the 
Class  of  1894,  with  the  hope  that,  in  the  course  of  a  few  years,  all 
the  alcoves  may  be  similarly  provided  for. 

In  reference  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 

While  the  Board  of  Trustees  join  with  the  many  friends  of  the 
Seminary  in  congratulating  the  Church  upon  the  completion  of  the 
new  Seminary  Buildings,  they  find  themselves  confronted  with  a  new 
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financial  problem,  which  demands  immediate  attention  on  the  part  of 
the  three  Synods. 

The  new  buildings  and  the  various  improvements  and  enlarged 
equipment  have  created  new  and  increased  financial  wants,  which 
cannot  he  provided  for  out  of  the  present  endowment  fund.  To 
provide  the  necessary  fuel  and  light,  and  the  salaries  of  the  Janitor 
and  Librarian,  there  will  be  required  an  additional  annual  expen- 
diture of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  and  to  meet  the  unusual 
demands  of  the  present  year,  twelve  thousand  dollars  should  be 
raised. 

As  the  Riegel  Fund  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  which  was  contri- 
btited  for  meeting  current  expenses,  will  not  mature  until  1898,  your 
Trustees  submit  the  following  recommendations  for  the  consideration 
of  the  three  Synods,  viz : 

1.  In  order  to  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  Seminary,  the 
three  Synods  are  requested  to  assume  annually  apportionments  for 
an  adequate  amount  until  sufficient  revenues  be  obtained  from  other 
sources,  and  your  Board  also  respectfully  suggest  that  the  three 
Synods  provide  such  an  increase  of  the  Endowment  Fund  that  the 
interest  accruing  from  the  same  will  meet  the  deficiency  annually 
arising. 

2.  To  meet  the  current  expenses  of  the  present  year  the  S)mods 
are  requested  to  apportion  twelve  hundred  dollars  in  the  following 
ratio,  viz : 

Eastern  Synod   J600.00 

Pittsburgh 200.00 

Potomac 400.00 

$1200.00 

3.  As  these  apportionments  are  not  likely  to  be  paid  before  the 
close  of  the  present  Seminary  year,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary 
be  authorized  to  effect  the  loan  of  all  moneys  that  may  be  required 
during  the  interval.

///.  Report  of  the  Endowment  Committee. 

On  Saturday  afternoon  the  following  report  was  presented  abd  re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary : 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

The  Endowment  Committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  re- 
port: 

The  extreme  business  and  financial  depression  prevailing  through- 
out the  country  and  affecting  especially  the  mining  and  manufacturing 
sections,  such  as  the  territory  of  this  Synod,  debarred  your  Committee 
from  pressing  the  claims  of  the  Endowment  work  upon  our  people 
during  the  last  year.  We  have  canvassed  none  of  the  congregations 
which  had  not  been  visited  before  the  meeting  of  the  Synod  a  year 
ago.  A  few  persons  only  were  asked  to  make  pledges  for  this  inter- 
est, and  these  only  within  the  last  few  weeks.  Their  efforts  met,  we 
rejoice  to  say,  with  a  liberal  response.  This  is  evidence  that  those 
not  heretofore  asked  to  support  the  movement  can  be  persuaded  to  do 
so. 

We  are  also  compelled  to  report  that  owing  to  the  stringency  of 
the  times  it  was  not  thought  advisable  to  insist  strongly,  during  the 
time  covered  by  this  report,  upon  the  collection  of  unpaid  pledges. 
No  general  and  sustained  effort  was  made  to  make  collections  on  this 
account.  Notwithstanding  this  absence  of  sustained  effort  over  1 1  f  ooo 
has  been  paid  in  since  the  last  report  was  made.  Your  Committee  is 
of  the  opinion  that  a  large  portion  of  the  outstanding  pledges  will  be 
paid  as  soon  as  times  get  a  little  better,  if  the  claims  of  this  work  are 
properly  pressed,  according  to  the  plan  Synod  has  already  adopted. 

On  the  6th  of  December,  1893,  at  a  settlement  made  by  a  com- 
mittee of  auditors  appointed  by  the  Synod,  $20,964.00  were  found 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  W.  R.  Barnhart.  Since  then  $981.50 
have  been  paid  over  to  him.  There  is  also  the  sum  of  $4,223.19  in 
the  hands  of  the  General  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary,  J.  B.  Roth. 
The  whole  sum  on  hand  for  investment  now  is  $26,168.69.  There 
are  several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  notes  and  unpaid  pledges  in 
the  hands  of  pastors  of  the  Synod  and  members  of  the  Committee. 
A  united  effort  to  collect  this  should  be  made  between  this  time  and 
January  i,  1895.  Those  uncollected  at  that  time  should  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  authorized  agent  of  the  Synod  for  collection. 

The  committee  begs  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  by  way 
of  repetition  to  the  following  points: 
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1 .  The  fund  Synod  proposed  to  raise  at  the  outstart  is  not  yet 
complete. 

2.  A  few  strong  congregations  and  a  number  of  weak  ones  have 
not  yet  been  canvassed. 

3.  There  are  several  thousand  dollars  worth  of  outstanding  sub- 
scriptions. 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Fund  appointed  by  this  Synod, 
Elder  W.  R.  Barnhart,  a  member  of  this  committee,  having  received

the  money  contributed  for  this  cause  as  it  was  paid  in  and  invested 
it  most  carefully,  making  himself  personally  responsible  for  the 
principal  together  with  5  per  cent,  interest  on  the  same,  now  respect- 
fully asks  to  be  relieved  of  this  responsibility.  In  the  opinion  of 
your  committee  this  request  should  be  granted  and  arrangements  made 
to  transfer  the  funds  on  hand  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Seminary.

IV,  Report  of  tJu  Committee  on  Auditing. 

The  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Fund  was  read 
and  adopted  on  Friday  afternoon  and  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Rev.  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  committee  to  audit  the  accounts  of  W. 
R.  Barnhart,  Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Fund,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  they  met  with  the  Treasurer  and  with  the  President  of  the 
Endowment  Committee,  December  6,  1893.  The  committee  ex- 
amined the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  compared  his  receipts  with 
the  receipts  of  the  President  of  the  Endowment  Committee  and 
computed  the  interest  on  the  several  amounts  paid  to  the  Treasurer, 
in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  bonds  given  by  W.  R. 
Barnhart. 

We  find  the  accounts  correct,  and  the  amount  of  money  on  hand 
December  6,  1893,  together  with  interest  on  the  same  to  January  i, 
1894,  to  be  ^20,844. 00.  We  find  that  in  addition  to  the  above  W. 
R.  Barnhart  holds  a  note  of  Eliza  Barnhart,  due  September  16,  1894, 
for  the  sum  of  $120.00.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary. 

The  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  reported  on  Monday 
afternoon,  and  the  report  was  considered  by  items. 

Items  I,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10  and  11  were  adopted,  and 
amount  in  items  2  and  1 1  were  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Semi- 
nary beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 

Two  papers  came  into  our  hands,  viz. :  The  annual  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  and  the  report  of  the  Endowment 
Committee  of  this  Synod. 

From  the  first  paper  we  learn  that  the  Seminary  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition.  The  new  building  is  completed,  and  is  now  occupied  by 
the  professors  and  students.  Two  alcoves  of  the  Library  have  been 
endowed  in  the  sum  of  Si, 000  each.  The  report  also  states  that  the 
sum  of  $1,200  will  be  needed  this  year  to  pay  contingent  expenses  of 
the  Seminary.     This  Synod  is  asked  to  assume  $200. 

The  Committee  has  learned,  indirectly,  that  there  are  now  sixty- 
six  students  in  the  Seminary,  a  larger  number  than  ever  before  con- 
nected with  this  institution  at  one  time. 

The  Committee  suggests  the  following  action  : 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  Synod  is  highly  gratified  to  learn  that  the 
Seminary  and  Library  buildings  are  completed,  and  rejoices  in  the 
prosperous  condition  of  the  institution. 

2.  Resolved^  That  the  sum  of  S200  be  assumed  and  apportioned 
upon  the  Classes  towards  paying  contingent  expenses  of  the  Seminary 
for  the  coming  year. 
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The  report  of  the  Endowment  Committee  states : 

3.  (fl),  That  the  fund  is  not  yet  completed,  the  sum  on  hand  for 
investment  being  126,168.19 ;  (^),  That  a  number  of  congregations 
have  not  yet  been  asked  to  contribute  to  this  object  j  (r),  lliat  there 
are  a  large  number  of  unpaid  pledges;  (//),  That  the  Treasurer  of 
the  fund  wishes  to  be  released  of  the  responsibility  of  longer  caring 
for  it.     The  following  is  suggested  for  action  : 

4.  Resohedy  That  the  Endowment  Committee  be  directed  to  can- 
vass the  congregations  not  yet  canvassed  at  as  early  a  day  as  in  their 
judgment  and  that  of  the  pastors  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  do  so. 

5.  Resolved,  That  all  pastors  in  whose  hands  there  are  unpaid 
Seminary  Endowment  pledges  be  directed  to  put  forth  the  most 
earnest  efforts  for  their  collection  between  this  date  and  the  ist  of 
January,  1895. 

6.  Resolved.  That  all  notes  and  pledges  which  are  one  year  over- 
due and  which  are  not  paid  between  now  and  January  i,  1895,  shall 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  agent  appointed  at  last  meeting  of 
Synod,  Elder  C.  W.  Truxal,  for  collection,  unless  in  the  judgment 
of  the  pastor  holding  them  such  a  course  would  be  injurious  to  the 
cause  of  Christianity  in  the  family  or  congregations  affected. 

7.  Resolved,  That  Treasurer  W.  R.  Bamhart  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pass  over  the  funds  in  his  possession  belonging  to  this 
Seminary  Professorship  to  Elder  John  B.  Roth,  the  General  Treas- 
urer of  the  Seminary,  either  in  the  form  of  cash  or  in  the  form  of 
notes  or  bonds  with  approved  security. 

8.  Resolved,  That  the  chairman  of  the  Endowment  Committee, 
together  with  Rev.  Dr.  C.  R.  Dieffenbacher  and  Elder  P.  Keil,  be 
appointed  a  committee  to  whom  these  securities  shall  be  submitted 
for  inspection.  Such  notes  and  bonds  as  are  approved  by  them  shall 
be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Treasurer  John  B.  Roth,  as  so  much 
money.  In  case  the  members  of  the  committee  shall  not  be  able  to 
satisfy  themselves  of  the  ability  to  pay  when  due  of  any  of  the  parties 
against  whom  notes  are  held.  Treasurer  W.  R.  Bamhart,  shall  be 
required  to  guarantee  the  payment  of  said  notes  before  placing  them 
in  the  hands  of  the  General  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth. 

9.  Resolved,  That  when  these  conditions  have  been  complied 
with  to  the  satisfaction  of  this  committee,  the  chairman  of  the 
Endowment  Committee  is  authorized  to  satisfy  the  bonds  which  he 
now  in  behalf  of  Synod  holds  against  Treasurer  W.  R.  Barn  hart. 

10.  Resolved,  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Synod  the  funds 
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belonging  to  this  Professorship  should  be  invested  in  this  part  of  the 
State,  if  it  is  found  practicable  to  do  so.  This  matter  is,  however, 
left  to  the  judgment  of  the  General  Treasurer  and  the  representatives 
of  this  Synod  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary. 

Addenda, — After  the  above  report  was  prepared  an  additional 
paper  was  referred  to  this  committee,  viz. :  The  Report  of  the  Board 
of  Visitors. 

II.  The  only  action  that  seems  to  be  asked  is  that  1 75  be  appro- 
priated by  this  Synod  for  the  purpose  of  having  Elocution  taught  in 
the  Seminary  and  your  committee  accordingly  so  recommend.

/.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  Pittsburg  Synod, 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  Pittsburgh  Synod  reported  on  Saturday 
morning  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions, 
as  follows: 

To  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Synod  held  two 
meetings  since  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  :  one  at  Greenville, 
October  2,  1893,  at  which  the  Board  organized  by  electing  Rev.  A. 
E.  Truxal  President,  and  Rev.  R.  C.  Bowling  Secretary ;  the  other 
during  the  present  sessions  of  Synod,  at  which  it  decided  upon  a 
report  to  Synod. 

The  Board  transacted  no  business  pertaining  to  mission  work  dur- 
ing the  year,  for  the  reason  that  there  seemed  to  be  nothing  for  it  to 
do.  The  Board  does  not  fully  understand  its  perogatives  and  duties 
and  therefore  respectfully  asks  Synod  to  define  its  relation  to  other 
bodies  and  its  duties  in  those  relations. 

1.  What  is  its  relation  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions? 

2.  What  is  its  relation  to  the  several  Classes? 

3.  What  is  its  relation  to  the  mission  work  of  the  Sunday-school 
Board  ?  Respectfully  submitted,

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//.   Communication  from  the  Executive  Committee, 

At  the  meeting  pf  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Home 
Missions  of  CJeneral  Synod  held  at  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  July  2,  1894,  the 
follomng  action  was  taken  : 

Resolved,  That  the  General  Board  of  Missions  earnestly  requests 
that  the  English  Synods  in  any  way  they  deem  best  give  the  sum  of 
15,000  for  the  erection  of  a  Chapel  for  the  English  Mission  at 
Chicago,  and  that  each  Synod  assumes  such  an  amount  of  the  sum  as 
may  be  deemed  its  full  share  of  the  $5,000;  the  Superintendent 
being  requested  to  bring  this  before  the  Synods  at  their  annual 
meeting.  D.  S.  Fouse,  Miss,  Supt. 

III.  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  General  Synod's  Board  of 

Home  Missions, 

The  Superintendent  of  missions  reported  on  Thursday  morning, 
and  the  report  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions^  as  follows : 

/.    Annual  Report  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States  From  September 
7,  i8gj,  to  September  7,  18^4, 

Brethren: — We  again  submit  to  you  for  your  consideration,  a 
report  of  the  operations  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  for  the 
past  year.  The  year  covered  by  this  report  ends  August  31,  1894, 
although  the  statistical  table  attached  to  the  end  of  this  report  con- 
tains the  results  of  the  work  only  up  to  April  i,  1894.  Last  year, 
being  the  year  of  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  and,  the  triennial 
report  to  said  Synod  being  extensively  circulated,  no  annual  report 
was  issued  for  general  circulation.  This  year,  however,  the  Board 
sends  among  the  churches  a  full  and  complete  report  of  its  operations 
during  the  past  twelve  months,  so  that  all  may  know  what  has  been 
done  for  the  extension  of  the  work,  and  also  that  the  Church  may 
fully  appreciate  the  importance  of  the  work  that  still  lies  before  her. 

We  feel  it  but  right  that  at  the  beginning  of  this  report  we  should 
acknowledge  the  goodness  and  mercy  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  in  so  signally  prospering  our  work  and  giving  us  success. 
The  year  has  been  one  of  trials  in  church  work.  There  are  at  all 
times  plenty  of  obstacles  in  the  way  when  the  servants  of  Christ 
undertake  to  extend  His  Kingdom,  but  the  year  just  past  has  been 
especially  fruitful  in  these  obstacles.     When  the  year  commenced 
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the  Board  had  as  many  missions  on  its  rolls  as  the  apportionments 
would  justify.  Many  urgent  appeals  came  before  the  Board  for  the 
establishment  of  new  missions.  A  few  additional  missions  were  en- 
rolled, while  some  already  on  the  roll  became  self-supporting. 
Then  came  the  stringent  times,  and  during  the  entire  year  there  has 
been  a  continual  struggle  to  keep  the  financial  credit  of  the  Board 
upon  a  good  basis.  Many  requests  for  the  establishment  of  new 
missions  had  to  go  unheeded,  not  but  that  the  Board  was  anxious  to 
do  additional  work,  but  because  of  the  lack  of  money.  When  we 
say  that  the  Board  could  not  answer  all  the  demands  made  upon  it, 
the  Church  must  not  suppose  that  the  work  was  in  any  way  curtailed. 
The  past  year  saw  a  larger  amount  of  money  used  in  the  Home 
Mission  work  of  the  Church  than  during  any  previous  year  of  her 
history.  That  for  which  we  should  give  special  thanks  to  God  is 
the  fact  that,  while  financial  disaster  was  a  common  thing  throughout 
the  land,  the  Board  has  been  enabled  to  pay  the  missionaries  in  full 
to  date  without  incurring  any  indebtedness.  This  is  rather  remark- 
able when  we  remember  that  our  sister  Churches  have  been  and  are 
now  heavily  involved  as  the  result  of  the  stringency  of  the  times. 
What  the  condition  of  our  treasury  will  be  at  the  end  of  the  present 
quarter  no  one  can  now  tell,  but  from  present  indications  we  may 
expect  a  considerable  deficiency.  We  have  faith  in  the  Church, 
however,  and  are  fully  persuaded  that  the  funds  will  be  on  hand  in 
due  time  with  which  to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  Board.  It  still 
remains  true,  that  while  the  work  done  was  not  less  in  any  depart- 
ment, yet  there  was  not  the  increase  made  that  would  have  been, 
had  the  times  been  more  prosperous. 

As  before  stated,  many  appeals  came  before  the  Board  for  the 
establishment  of  new  missions.  There  is  something  strange  about 
these  numerous  calls.  They  come  to  us  from  the  large  cities  as 
well  as  the  smaller  towns  and  countrv  districts.  There  was  a  lime 
when  it  was  a  question  where  we  should  go,  as  a  Church,  to  open 
up  new  missions.  There  seemingly  were  no  **  Macedonian  cries" 
coming  to  us.  Now  all  this  is  changed.  The  calls  are  more 
numerous  than  we  can  answer.  God  is  opening  up  fields  for  us  and 
presenting  opportunities  which  should  claim  the  earnest  attention  of 
the  Church.  God  never  piesents  opportunities  without  at  the  same 
time  supplyin*^  the  means  to  lay  hold  upon  them.  The  many  invit- 
ing fields  that  lie  open  before  us  should  be  an  intimation  to  us  that 
God  expects  us  to  go  in  and   possess  them.     More  liberal  means

must  be  provided  for  the  enlarged  work  which  murt  be  accomplished. 
The  extension  of  the  Church  should  be  kept  before  our  people  in 
order  that  the  means  may  be  provided  by  which  the  Board  may 
occupy  the  new  places  continually  presenting  themselves.  The  next 
decade  should  witness  a  much  greater  expansion  of  the  work  than 
the  one  just  closed.  The  opportunities  for  this  are  at  hand.  Let 
us  embrace  them  as  God  gives  us  the  means. 

The  Missions, 

At  the  end  of  this  report  will  be  found  the  statistical  table  of  the 
missions.  This  table  gives  the  statistics  of  all  the  missions  on  the 
roll  of  the  Board  on  March  31,  1894.  There  are  included  on  this 
roll  all  missions  that  have  been  accepted  by  the  Board  and  to  be  en- 
rolled up  to  October  i,  1894.  Hence  it  will  be  seen  that  those  mis- 
sions that  have  been  enrolled  since  April  i,  1894,  do  not  have  the 
statistical  column  filled  out,  but  h  was  deemed  best  to  enroll  them 
with  the  rest,  so  that  the  Synods  may  be  enabled  to  see  the  amount 
of  the  appropriations  in  full.  Including  the  Hungarian  Missions, 
the  Harbor  Mission,  and  the  three  congregations  supplied  by  Super- 
intendent Shuey,  there  have  been  during  the  year  one  hundred 
missions  on  the  roll  of  the  Board.  Counting  those  under  the  care 
of  Brother  Shuey  a  single  mission,  there  were  ninety-eight.  Of 
these  Warren,  Ohio;  Dakota  and  Damascus,  Illinois;  Burlington 
and  Concord,  North  Carolina ;  Du  Bois  and  Easton,  Pennsylvania, 
have  passed  off  the  roll,  leaving  ninety-one  under  the  care  of  the 
Board.  In  these  ninety-one  missions  there  are  one  hundred  and 
forty  congregations.  While  seven  missions  have  passed  from  the 
roll,  there  have  been  enrolled  the  following :  Notaway,  Michigan ; 
Hamilton  and  Massillon,  Ohio;  Yorkton,  Canada;  Denver,  Colo- 
rado ;  Edinburg  and  Stonington,  Illinois  ;  Everett,  Washington  ;  and 
Thomasville  and  Mt.  Pleasant,  North  Carolina.  Holton,  Kansas, 
which  has  heretofore  been  served  by  Superintendent  Shuey, 
althoguh  regularly  organized,  has  during  the  year  secured  a  pastor, 
making  in  all  eleven  additional  missions  that  have  been  entered 
upon  the  roll  of  the  Board.  Several  of  these  are  very  important 
missions  and  were  enrolled,  although  the  Board  could  hardly  see  the 
way  open,  financially,  to  do  so.  Massilon,  Ohio,  was  regarded  as 
as  a  specially  fine  opening,  and  the  marked  progress  of  the  mission 
justified  the  Board  in  its  belief.  At  Denver,  Colorado, we  have  had 
a  church  for  a  number  of  years — exclusively  German.     The  congre- 
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gation  dwindled  down  to  a  handful  of  members,  while  the  church 
property  was  being  mortgaged  to  keep  up  the  running  expenses  of 
the  congregation.  Under  this  condition  of  things  the  General 
Board  was  asked  to  take  charge  and  establish  an  English  mission. 
The  Board  had  to  assume  a  debt  of  ^2,500  to  save  the  church  prop- 
erty,  and  it  felt  that  the  mission  must  be  made  prevailingly  English 
to  succeed.  Rev.  D.  A.  Winter  was  sent  there  in  May  of  this  year 
and  reports  a  hopeful  outlook.  Hamilton,  Ohio,  was  enrolled  with 
the  express  understanding  that  the  appropriation  shall  be  reduced 
^100  annually. 

In  a  number  of  the  missions,  houses  of  worship  were  erected  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  others  are  now  engaged  in  building  chapels  or 
churches.  Several  parsonages  have  also  been  built.  The  missions 
are  as  prosperous  as  can  be  expected.  As  in  old  charges,  so  in  mis- 
sions, there  are  many  discouraging  features  connected  with  the  work. 
There  is  a  small  number  of  these  missions  which  must  ultimately  be 
turned  over  to  the  Classes  to  which  they  belong  to  be  supplied. 
Where  there  is  no  reasonable  prospect  for  a  mission  to  become  self- 
supporting  in  a  reasonable  time  the  Classes  should,  by  reconstruc- 
tion of  charges,  take  care  of  such  fields.  This  is  the  policy  of  the 
Board,  but  it  finds  it  somewhat  difficult  at  times  to  carry  it  out.  The 
missions  in  Kansas  and  Nebraska  will  be  called  upon  to  contend 
with  special  difficulties  on  account  of  the  stringency  of  the  times 
and  the  failure  of  crops.  The  great  majority  of  the  missions,  how- 
ever, are  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and  the  Church  should  give 
thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  measure  of  prosper- 
ity that  has  attended  the  work. 

The  Expenses  of  the  Year, 

The  expense  roll  of  the  Board  is  gradually  lengthening,  and  the 
amount  needed  will  increase  with  each  year.  During  the  year  past 
special  efforts  were  made  to  keep  down  the  expenses.  The  Board 
must  keep  the  expenditures  within  the  limits  of  the  apportionments 
with  a  liberal  allowance  for  delinquencies.  It  is  a  fact  that  the 
Synods  never  pay  the  apportionments  in  full.  It  seems  a  little 
strange  to  the  Board  that  the  appointments  for  Classical  and  Synod- 
ical  expenses,  also  for  Beneficiary  education,  are  paid  in  full,  and 
that  the  delinquencies  fall  so  heavily  on  missions.  Whatever  the 
cause,  the  Board  must  recognize  the  fact  and  make  allowances 
accordingly. 
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During  the  year  the  outlay  of  the  Board  reached  the  sum  ot 
136,000,  or  within  a  fraction  of  that  amount.  It  would  have  been 
more  had  it  not  been  for  the  fact  that  several  of  the  missions  requir- 
ing the  heaviest  outlay  were  vacant  during  part  of  the  year.  The 
above  sum  includes  what  was  paid  for  Hungarian  and  Harbor  Mis- 
sions. There  was  quite  a  delinquency  on  the  apportionments,  but 
this  was  made  up  by  special  contributions  and  by  what  the  Women's 
Missionary  Societies  contributed  to  the  cause.  While  the  Board  had 
to  economize  and  leave  undone  work  that  should  have  been  done, 
still  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  missionaries  were  all  paid  promptly, 
and  all  other  liabilities  met.  This  refers,  of  course,  only  to  mis- 
sions proper  and  not  to  the  Church  extension  feature  of  the  work. 

Harbor  Mission. 

This  important  work  at  the  port  of  New  York  is  under  the  care 
of  Rev.  Paul  Sommerlatte.  When  he  took  charge  of  the  mission  he 
was  an  Elder  in  the  Church,  but  he  has  lately  been  licensed  and  or- 
dained, and  is  thus  enabled  to  perform  all  ministerial  functions.  He 
devotes  all  his  time  to  the  immigrants,  excepting  on  Sunday,  when  he 
preaches  to  a  small  mission  congregation  in  the  city,  but  even  this  is 
more  or  less  connected  with  his  work  among  the  immigrants.  The 
main  features  of  the  work  are :  to  receive  the  immigrants  as  they  ar- 
rive; to  direct  them  to  homes  and  lodging  places  in  the  city,  so  as 
to  protect  them  against  the  sharpers  who  are  always  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  them ;  to  see  that  those  who  have  selected  homes  in 
different  States  are  put  on  the  proper  trains^in  short  to  help  them 
n  every  way  possible  and  give  them  all  needed  information.  As 
many  of  these  immigrants  are  members  of  the  Reformed  Church,  the 
missionary  must  see  to  it  that  they  are  reported  to  the  pastors  of  the 
Church  who  may  reside  in  or  near  the  places  where  they  propose  to 
settle.  He  must  also  look  after  the  poor  who  need  help,  and  those 
who  have  no  proper  protectors.  This  requires  much  labor  and  a 
great  amount  of  correspondence.  So  much  work  is  required  that 
the  missionary  suggests  the  need  of  an  assistant.  Efficiently  to  do 
the  work  that  should  be  done,  an  assistant  could  be  employed  to  good 
advantage,  but  the  Board,  for  various  reasons,  has  not  deemed  it 
best  to  appoint  one.  Other  Churches,  however,  have  taken  such  ac- 
action,  and  with  great  benefit  to  the  work. 

The  salary  foimerly  paid  the  missionary  was  less  than  |8oo, 
which  was  deemed  entirely  inadequate  for  one  in  his  position  in  the 
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city  of  New  York.  Other  Churches  have  been  paying  more  liberal 
salaries,  and  it  was  deemed  but  proper  that  our  Church  should  give 
better  compensation  to  her  representative  in  that  city. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  last  October  his  sal- 
ary was  made  j  1,000  per  annum,  and  that  is  the  amount  he  now  re- 
ceives. This  increased  salary  will  demand  a  correspondingly  in- 
creased liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Synods  toward  this  mission. 
The  Board  asks  of  the  Synods  that  at  their  annual  meetings  this  fall 
they  increase  somewhat  the  amounts  they  gave  prior  to  the  present 
year.  The  work  is  an  important  one,  and  the  Church  should  liber- 
ally sustain  it.  Brother  Sommerlatte  is  an  indefatigable  worker, 
and  in  every  way  seems  to  be  the  right  man  in  the  right  place,  and 
should  have  the  sympathy  and  liberal  support  of  the  whole  Church. 

The  Hungarian   Work, 

This  work  still  demands  the  care  and  sympathy  of  the  whole 
Church.  The  work  is  as  important  as  ever,  but  during  the  year 
past  did  not  make  the  progress  that  some  in  the  Church  may  have 
expected.  This  can  be  accounted  for  upon  the  ground  of  the  strin- 
gency of  the  times.  The  Hungarian  immigration  has  fallen  off  very 
decidedly  during  the  past  year,  while  not  a  few,  who  had  the  means, 
returned  to  their  native  land  again.  Among  those  who  remained 
the  destitution  was  very  great  during  part  of  the  year.  Many  of 
them,  instead  of  being  in  a  position  to  help  along  with  the  church 
work,  needed  ttie  charity  of  the  Church  at  large  to  bridge  over  the 
last  winter.  Especially  was  this  the  case  in  and  about  Pittsburgh  and 
Cleveland.  We  cannot,  therefore,  report  any  marked  gain  in  the 
membership,  but  we  are  glad  to  say  that  the  work  is  being  brought 
upon  a  better  basis.  At  first  the  work  was  somewhat  of  an  experi- 
ment, but  such  is  no  longer  the  case.  The  Board  has  the  work 
under  complete  control,  and  the  future  looks  exceedingly  hopeful. 
During  the  year  an  additional  missionary  arrived  from  Hungary  in 
the  person  of  Rev.  Frank  Ferenczi.  He  is  a  young  man,  and  when 
he  arrived  he  was  only  a  licentiate.  He  was  ordained  by  the  Alle- 
gheny Classis  and  was  placed  in  Pittsburgh  as  an  assistant  to  Brother 
Kovacs.  He  has  proven  himself,  thus  far,  a  man  of  marked  ability 
and  energy.  He  is  blessed  with  business  tact,  as  well  as  with 
preaching  talents,  and  has  placed  the  church  in  Pittsburgh  upon  a 
much  better  foundation  than  it  formerly  occupied.  He  has  ar- 
ranged his  plans  to  gradually  pay  off  the  debt  that  rests  upon  the 
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church  property,  so  as  to  make  it  the  exclusive  property  of  his 
own  people  and  congregation.  This  is  a  good  movement,  as  it  will 
teach  the  Hungarians  to  do  something  for  themselves  and  for  their 
own  church. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  January  last,  Rev. 
Kovacs  appeared  before  it,  and  asked  that  he  be  allowed  to  lead  a 
colony  of  his  countrymen  to  Assinaboia  in  Canada.  He  made  this 
plea  upon  the  ground  that  many  of  liis  countr}'men  were  farmers  in 
their  native  land  and  not  mechanics  and  tradesmen,  and  that  they 
longed  for  the  simple  country  life  to  which  they  were  accustomed  in 
Hungary.  He  claimed,  furthermore,  that  the  Canadian  authorities 
had  made  an  offer  of  two  townships  of  land  gratis,  if  such  a  colony 
were  founded.  At  first  the  Committee  was  not  so  favorably  disposed 
toward  the  project,  but  after  some  consideration  Brother  Kovacs  was 
granted  permission  to  go  and  plant  the  Church  among  his  country- 
men in  the  far  Northwest.  In  his  last  report  he  stated  that  there 
were  then  with  him  some  seventy  families,  and  that  more  were  com- 
ing soon.  The  Board  assumed  no  traveling  expenses,  either  for 
himself  or  the  people  he  took  with  him.  He  simply  receives  his 
$600  f  as  formerly,  as  salary.  It  is  hoped  that  the  good  brother  may 
be  successful  in  his  venture. 

Already  last  October  Brother  Jurany,  of  Cleveland,  notified  the 
Board  that  he  proposed  to  resign  his  position  as  missionary  among 
the  Hungarians  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  He  did  this  upon  the  ground 
that  he  is  a  German  by  birth,  and  largely  by  education,  and  that  he 
felt  that  he  could  do  more  efficient  work  among  the  Germans  than 
Hungarians.  He,  however,  promised  to  remain  at  his  post  until  the 
Board  could  find  a  successor.  A  correspondence  was  at  once  com- 
menced with  the  proper  authorities  in  Hungary,  for  a  good  man  to 
lake  the  place  of  Brother  Jurany.  But  the  Board  was  not  successful 
in  getting  the  right  man  until  lately.  Brother  Harsangye  has  been 
selected,  and  has  promised  to  come.  He  is  highly  recommended 
for  the  mission  work  by  those  who  Vnow  him.  Likely  by  the  time 
this  report  is  sent  out  into  the  Church  he  will  be  at  work  in  Cleve- 
land. Until  he  does  come  Brother  Jurany  will  occupy  the  field. 
The  stringent  times  made  it  almost  impossible  to  go  forward  with  the 
erection  of  a  chapel  for  the  Hungarian  congregation  in  Cleveland. 
Quite  lately  an  offer  has  been  made  of  a  church  property  which  is 
regarded  very  reasonable.  The  Evangelical  Association  has  a  church 
and  parsonage  in  the  Hungarian  quarter  of  the  city.     There  is  hardly 
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a  call  there  for  an  English  church.  The  church  is  a  good  one  and 
the  parsonage  has  ten  rooms  in  it.  This  property  is  offered  for 
$SfS^o,  It  is  well  located,  fronting  on  Madison  avenue.  The  Evan* 
gelical  people  offered  to  take,  as  part  pay,  the  lot  which  the  Hungar- 
ians now  own  and  for  which  they  paid  ^1,280.  This  is  a  grand 
opportunity^  but  the  extension  funds  are  not  on  hand  with  which  to 
purchase  it.  What  is  the  advice  of  the  Synods  on  this  point?  This 
whole  matter  of  gathering  funds  and  overseeing  the  erection  or  pur* 
chase  of  the  chapel  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  special  committee, 
and  the  project  will  be  carried  forward  in  a  way  deemed  best  for  the 
Hungarian  congregation  and  the  Church. 

Brother  Kovacs  going  to  Canada,  leaves  Brother  Ferenczi  with 
all  the  churches  about  Pittsburgh,  and  those  farther  east,  under 
his  care.  He  claims  that  he  has  all  that  he  can  do  with  the 
churches  in  Pittsburgh,  McKeesport,  Braddock,  Beaver  Falls  and 
others;  and  that  he  can  not  see  to  those  in  New  York,  Bridge- 
port, Bangor  and  other  points.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
by  which  the  latter  points  will  be  supplied,  but  in  the  very  near 
future  an  additional  missionary  must  be  procured  if  the  work  is 
to  be  extended  as  now  seems  necessary.  It  is  necessary  that  a 
larger  amount  of  money  be  contributed  for  this  work,  and,  as  it 
was  undertaken  by  the  direct  action  of  ihe  General  Synod,  the 
Board  feels  that  both  the  English  and  German  Synods  should  be  alike 
interested  in  this  work.  The  Board,  therefore,  asks  that  the  Synods 
apportion  the  following  sums  for  Hungarian  work,  for  the  ensuing 
year.

This  sum,  with  what  additional  will  be  contributed  by  the 
Women's  Missionary  Societies,  will  enable  the  Board  to  carry  for- 
ward the  work  successfully  for  the  present. 

Church  Extension, 

This  branch  of  the  work  continues  to  be  of  the  utmost  importance 
to  us  as  a  Church.     It  is  the  more  important  from  the  fact  that  it 
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has  been  so  long  neglected.  Now,  more  than  ever  befoiey  is  the 
Church  in  need  of  a  strong  fund  which  will  enable  her  to  engage  in 
dty  worky  and  plant  her  standards  in  the  centers  of  population.  We 
are  compelled  to  repeat  in  this  report,  what  has  often  been  repeated 
before,  that  the  Church  will  not  and  cannot  make  the  progress  she 
deserves  until  a  more  determined  effort  is  made  to  establish  a  strong 
extension  fund.  During  the  year  past  there  was  a  greater  demand 
for  these  funds  than  in  any  previous  year,  llie  income  of  the  Board 
was  quite  considerable,  but  not,  by  any  means,  sufficient  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  work.  The  following  is  the  report  of  Treasurer 
Boush.

In  the  contributions  received  are  included  the  special  funds 
given  by  different  persons,  which  have  been  noticed  in  the  period- 
icab  of  the  Church  and  need  not  be  named  here.  The  General 
Board  received  three  special  funds  of  I500  each,  and  a  fourth  is  nearly 
full. 

The  bequests  and  legacies  above  mentioned  were  not  made  for 
Church  extension  especially,  but  were  given  for  missions  in  general. 
The  Board  uses  them  in  this  work  for  the  present,  and  when  paid 
back  by  the  missions  will  be  used  as  invested  funds. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Board  was  under  the  necessity  of  bor- 
rowing $3,500  during  the  year.  Much  as  this  may  be  regretted,  there 
was  no  other  alternative,  unless  the  work  would  have  been  allowed 
to  suffer  to  such  an  extent  as  to  have  ended  in  failure  at  different 
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points.  The  Board  must  see  to  it  that  the  city  missions  are  properly 
supported  when  once  founded,  and  this  can  only  be  done  by  the  use 
of  extension  funds. 

The  Board  used  li 39735*^2  in  this  way,  and  in  addition  to  this, 
sum  the  Bi-Synodic  Board  received  four  special  funds  of  I500  each 
and  $1,100  by  contributions  from  the  churches,  making  in  all  $16,- 
835.12.     Double  this  sum  could  have  been  used  to  good  advantage. 

The  entire  indebtedness  of  the  Board  is  now  about  $7,000. 
Pressing  as  are  the  needs  of  the  Board,  the  time  has  come  when  it 
must  call  a  halt  in  the  matter  of  borrowing  money  for  this  purpose 
until  the  Church  comes  to  its  help  in  a  more  pronounced  way. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Treasurer  Boush*s  report  that  the  missions 
are  paying  the  interest  on  the  money  borrowed  from  the  Board,  and 
that  some  of  them  are  paying  back  the  money  loaned  to  them. 

The  missions  at  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  Ada  and  Lima,  Ohio,  are  paid 
in  full  and  need  no  further  aid.  Massillon  and  Chicago  have  de- 
ferred payments  that  must  be  met  ntxt  year. 

In  order  to  save  the  church  property  of  the  Denver  Mission,  the 
Board  will  be  compelled  to  effect  a  loan,  in  October  of  this  year,  of 
$2,500.  This  will  make  the  entire  indebtedness  nearly  $10,000,  less 
what  the  Church  may  contribute  from  this  time  until  October  i,  1894. 

In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  the  great  need  of 
funds  to  meet  the  liabilities  now  resting  upon  it,  the  Board  earnestly 
requests  of  the  Synods  that  they  take  such  action  as  will  bring  this 
feature  of  the  work  prominently  before  the  Church,  so  that  liberal 
contributions  may  be  given  in  aid  of  it.  The  Board  asks,  also,  that 
an  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member  be  made  for  this  good 
cause.  The  Board  feels  that  the  apportionment  for  this  work  should 
be  much  larger,  but  on  account  of  the  stringent  times  only  one  cent 
additional  over  last  year  is  asked.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Synods  will 
gladly  give  this  much  to  this  worthy  and  important  object. 

It  would  be  well  if  every  Classis  in  the  Church  could  be  induced 
to  raise  a  special  fund  of  $500  for  this  purpose.  Every  Classis  in 
the  Ohio  Synod  has  one  or  two  such  funds  to  its  credit,  with  one  ex- 
ception. Every  Synod  should  urge  upon  its  Classes  to  help  along 
the  general  work  by  contributing  liberally  to  this  worthy  object. 

TJie  Chicago  Mission, 

The  English  mission  of  Chicago  is  one  of  the  most  important  on 
the  list.     It  is  not  any  more  flourishing  than  many  others,  although 
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the  outlook  is  very  hopeful,  but  the  fact  that  Chicago  is  centrally 
located  between  the  East  and  West  makes  it  of  vast  importance  to  the 
Church.  The  fact,  also,  that  this  city  has  a  population  of  nearly  a 
million  and  a  half,  with  only  about  one-third  of  it  attending  upon  the 
means  of  grace,  makes  it  doubly  important  that  our  Church  should 
engage  in  mission  work  within  its  limits.  The  importance  of  such  a 
mission  has  long  been  acknowledged,  but  the  work  was  not  under- 
taken until  a  little  more  than  a  year  ago.  Up  to  date  the  mission 
has  made  good  progress,  the  attendance  at  the  Sunday  -services  be- 
ing good,  while  the  Sunday-school  has  grown  beyond  the  capacity  of 
the  hall  in  which  it  is  held.  The  need  of  a  chapel  has  been  felt 
from  the  organization  of  the  mission.  The  Board  deemed  it  so  im- 
portant that  a  lot  was  purchased  this  spring  on  the  comer  of  Jackson 
avenue  and  Washtena  street  for  the  sum  of  $8,775.  This  is  a  good 
location  in  a  good  part  of  the  city.  The  Board  made  a  general  ap- 
peal to  the  Church  to  help  purchase  this  lot,  but  realized  only  about 
$1,500  from  it.  One-third  of  the  lot  has  been  paid,  and  the  remain- 
der is  to  be  paid  in  four  annual  payments.  The  important  thing  is 
the  erection  of  a  cha|)el.  To  do  this  about  $6,000  are  required. 
For  the  mission  to  raise  this  sum  of  money  is  out  of  the  question. 
There  are  no  strong  Reformed  churches  in  or  near  the  city  from 
whom  much  help  can  come.  The  other  Reformed  churches  of  the 
city  have  all  they  can  do  to  meet  their  own  needs.  It  has  been  a 
question  with  the  Board  how  help  shall  be  extended  to  this  good 
cause.  Some  Eastern  brethren  suggested  the  idea  of  asking  the 
English  Synods  to  make  a  special  apportionment  in  aid  of  this 
worthy  object.  That  seemed  feasible,  and  yet  the  Board  hesitated 
to  make  this  request.  It  was,  however,  decided  by  the  Board  that 
in  the  '*  Annual  Report"  the  Synods  should  be  requested  to  provide, 
in  any  way  they  deem  best,  a  sufficient  sum  to  aggregate,  say,  $4,500. 
The  remaining  $1,500  can  be  raised  by  the  mission.  If  the  Synods 
think  that  this  sum  can  best  be  raised  by  an  agent,  then  let  them  so 
indicate;  but  if  they  think  it  best  to  apportion  the  sum  or  recom- 
mend that  it  be  raised  by  voluntary  contributions,  then  let  it  be  so 
arranged.  The  Board  begs,  most  earnestly,  of  the  Synods  that  this 
important  matter  be  taken  under  consideration  and  some  means  de- 
vised by  which  the  money  can  be  obtained.  Each  Synod  can  de- 
termine its  proportion  of  the  amount.  This  request  is  made  solely 
upon  the  ground  that  Chicago,  more  than  any  other  city  in  the  land, 
has  claims  upon  the  entire  Church,  since  in  this  mission  are  mem- 
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bers  from  every  part  of  the  Church ;  also  from  the  fact  that  little  help 
can  be  expected  locally,  except  what  the  business  men  and  citizens 
may  contribute.  Let  it  be  remembered  that  there  is  not  a  city  in  the 
land  that  needs  the  efforts  of  the  Church  more,  or  as  mucht  as 
Chicago. 

Sunday-school  Missions, 

At  the  General  Synod  at  Reading  action  was  taken  creating  the 
office  of  Sunday-school  Secretary.  This  office  was  subsequently 
filled  by  the  Sunday-school  Board,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  Rufus  W. 
Miller  to  that  position.  That  Board,  under  the  leadership  of  its  Sec- 
retary, has  taken  steps  to  engage  in  mission  work  in  the  home  field. 
The  mission  Sunday-school  holds  a  prominent  position  in  the  mission 
work  of  other  Churches,  and  there  is  no  good  reason  why  it  should 
not  hold  an  equally  important  position  in  the  Reformed  Church. 
Almost  every  successful  mission  grows  out  of  a  Sunday-school,  so  that 
it  and  the  mission  are  inseparable.  A  start  has  been  made  in  this 
good  work,  and  it  is  well  that  the  Synods  should  take  note  of  it  and 
give  it  such  help  as  is  needed.  Three  Sunday-schools  have  been 
organized,  under  the  direction  of  the  Sunday-school  Secretary,  at  New 
Kensington,  Pa.,  and  at  Youngstown  and  Warren,  Ohio.  These 
schools  are  reported  as  having  very  bright  prospects  before  them. 
There  is  a  great  work  to  be  done  in  the  large  cities  of  the  land  in  the 
way  of  gathering  the  children  into  mission  schools.  This  work  faks 
been  greatly  neglected,  even  by  the  strong  and  wealthy  churches. 
In  many  sections  of  the  large  cities,  we  are  told  by  competent 
authority,  the  majority  of  the  children  are  not  in  the  Sunday-schools. 
To  do  mission  work  successfully  in  such  communities  the  Sunday- 
school  authorities  can  do  very  much  to  open  the  way.  But  back  of 
this  Sunday-school  mission  work  must  stand  the  Mission  Board,  suffi- 
ciently well  equipped  to  take  up  the  work  where  the  Sunday-school 
must  of  necessity  leave  off.  The  Sunday-school  mission  work  and 
the  work  of  the  Board  of  Missions  are  closely  allied,  and  must  go 
hand  in  hand  so  as  to  avoid  anything  like  a  conflict.  The  Mission 
Board  is  limited  in  its  operations  by  the  men  and  means  furnished  by 
the  Church,  and  can  annually  take  up  only  a  certain  number  of  new 
fields.  It  is,  therefore,  evident  to  every  one,  that  if  the  Sunday- 
school  Board  starts  a  larger  number  of  new  enterprises  than  the 
Board  of  Missions  can  take  up  and  sustain  in  the  form  of  new  mis- 
sions, nothing  will  be  gained.  If,  however,  the  Sunday-school 
Board  will  take  up  such  towns  and  cities  as  the  Mission  Board  is  ready 
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to  enter,  and  first  establish  the  Sunday-school,  to  be  closely  followed 
by  the  Mission  Board  with  a  missionary  to  take  up  and  continue  the 
work,  then  a  great  and  lasting  work  can  be  accomplished  for  the  up- 
building of  the  Church.  It  is  comparatively  easy  to  establish  a 
Sunday-school  in  any  of  our  laiger  cities,  but  when  the  Mission 
Board  must  continue  the  work  commenced  in  the  Sunday-school,  in 
the  establishment  of  a  mission,  at  an  expense  of  from  |8oo  to  |i,ooo 
annualy  for  the  missionary,  then  the  real  difficulties  commence. 
The  Synods  should  duly  consider  this  matter,  and  the  Synodical 
Sunday-school  Boards  and  the  Synodical  Mission  Boards  should 
so  work  together  as  to  aid  the  General  Board  in  the  establishment  of 
missions  within  the  bounds  of  the  different  Synods  only  as  rapidly 
as  men  and  means  will  permit. 

The  Women's  Work. 

There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  when  the  women  did  comparatively  little  in  church 
work,  except  what  they  did  for  the  advancement  of  the  congregation 
to  which  they  belonged.  That  was  a  great  deal,  and  we  must  not 
underrate  the  work  and  influence  of  our  mothers  in  the  past  history 
of  the  Church.  We,  at  times,  hear  assertions  made,  which,  if  true, 
would  make  her  of  no  force  whatever  in  the  past  work  of  the  Church. 
This  is  all  wrong,  and  wrong  because  it  is  untrue.  But  the  women 
of  our  Church  have  come  into  enjoyment  of  privileges  and  blessings 
in  modern  Church  work,  of  which  those  of  fifty  years  ago,  knew 
comparativey  little.  They  are  laying  hold  upon  these  privileges  and 
blessings  in  a  way  that  must  tell  for  the  future  good  of  the  Church. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General 
Synod,  held  at  Reading,  Pa.,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Gener- 
al Synod,  the  Society  resolved  to  give  annually  for  the  next  three  years, 
the  sum  of  {4,000  for  the  home  work.  The  first  year  of  this  term 
is  not  up  as  yet,  as  the  apportionments  were  only  made  in  the  fall  of 
1893  and  did  not  reach  the  Classical  societies  until  the  spring  of  1894, 
so  that  we  are  not  able  to  determine  as  yet,  how  much  this  action 
will  yield  for  the  support  of  the  Board.  The  last  report  of  Treasurer 
Reber  shows,  however,  that  the  women  are  paying  into  our  treasury 
quite  liberal  sums.  Some  seem  to  think,  that  what  the  women  pay 
only  reduces  the  apportionment  by  so  much,  but  such  is  evidently 
not  the  case.  Their  contributions  are  largely  in  addition  to  the  ap- 
portionments, and,  during  the  past  year  enabled  the  Board  to  make 
up,  in  part  at  least,  the  delinquency  on  the  apportionments. 
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In  the  Eastern  Synods  they  have  been  doing  liberal  things  for  Hun- 
garian work,  and  have  promised  to  do  even  more  liberally  in  the 
future.  In  the  Western  Synods,  where  the  demands  are  so  urgent, 
they  have  been  doing  nobly.  For  instance,  the  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Societies  of  General  Synod  requested  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Societes  of  the  Synod  of  the  Interior  to  contribute  a  certain  sum 
toward  the  {4,000  pledged.  This  sum  will  be  on  hand  in  full  by  the 
lime  the  Synod  meets  in  Hiawatha,  KLansas,  in  October. 

The  women  have  also  been  helping  grandly  in  the  extension  work. 
Many  of  the  Classes  in  the  Eastern  Synods,  have  already  raised,  or 
are  now  engaged  in  raising,  special  Church-building  Funds.  The 
women  of  the  Ohio  Synod  are  now  raising  such  a  fund  of  $500,  and 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  Allegheny 
Classisit  was  resolved  to  raise  such  a  fund,  and  so  the  good  work  goes  on. 
The  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  have  been  fruitful  of  great  good. 
The  Board  can  testify  to  the  correctness  of  this  statement  and  the 
Synods  would  do  well  to  encourage  the  formation  of  Woman's  Societies. 

Where  the  general  societies  are  considered  preferable,  embracing 
men,  women  and  young  people,  let  them  be  founded  by  all  means, 
but  a  society  of  some  kind,  in  some  form,  is  a  great  help  to  awaken 
missionary  enthusiasm  in  the  Church. 

Estimates  for  the  Year, 

Elsewhere  in  this  report  is  given  a  statement  of  the  expenses  of 
the  Board  for  missions  direct  as  nearly  $36,000.  That  sum  paid 
eighty-seven  missionaries.  It  included  all  that  the  Synods  paid  and 
all  the  special  moneys  that  came  into  the  treasury. 

Beginning  with  October,  the  Board  will  have  ninety-one  missions 
on  its  roll.  Some  of  these  missions  receive  but  small  appropriations, 
as  they  are  very  near  the  line  of  self-support.  Many  of  the  newer 
missions,  however,  have  been  enrolled  within  a  few  years  past,  and, 
being  city  missions,  the  appropriations  are  quite  large. 

Including  the  cost  of  the  Hungarian  Missions,  the  Harbor  Mission, 
the  salaries  of  the  Superintendents,  and  the  running  expenses  of  the 
Board,  the  sum  required  for  the  ensuing  year  will  fall  little  short  of  J40,- 
000.  Then,  the  Synods  must  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that 
there  are  a  few  points  that  must  be  enrolled,  no  matter  how  limited 
the  funds,  upon  the  ground  that  the  work  cannot  stand  still,  but 
must  go  forward.  We  have  already  asked  for  $3,000  for  the  Hun- 
garian work  and  now  ask  for  $40,000  for  the  general  work  of  the 
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Board.  Then  the  Board  also  requests  that  the  Si»ooo  for  the  Har- 
bor missionary  be  provided  for,  as  before  stated,  and  that  it  be  in 
addition  to  these  sums.  The  Harbor  missionary  is  paid,  it  must  be 
remembered,  by  the  German  as  well  as  English  Synods.  This  will 
make  a  grand  total  of  ^44,000  for  the  year. 

Whether  right  or  wrong,  or  whether  or  not  we  like  to  admit  it, 
yet  it  is  true  that  there  is  always  a  shortage  on  the  apportionments, 
and  the  sum  asked  for  will  not  more  than  reach,  when  we  make  al- 
lowance for  the  shrinkage.  Having  provided  for  the  Hungarian  and 
Harbor  missions  we  ask  the  Synods  to  make  the  following  apportion- 
ments for  the  {40,000.

This  is  the  same  amount  that  was  apportioned  last  year,  with  a  pos- 
sibly small  increase  in  the  Hungarian  estimate.  We  would  here  again 
earnestly  beg  of  the  Synods  to  assume  fully  the  {3,000  for  the  Hun- 
garian cause,  as  there  will  certainly  be  one  or  two  additional  mission- 
aries needed,  within  a  comparatively  short  time,  in  this  department 
of  the  work.  The  Board  would  urge  the  Synods  to  take  such  action, 
if  possible,  as  to  insure  the  collection  of  the  apportionments.  The 
Board  is  severely  blamed  at  times  for  not  opening  up  missions  at, 
what  seems  to  be,  favorable  places  If  the  Board  were  to  take  up  all 
points  that  are  urged  as  important  it  would  soon  be  involved  in  a 
hopeless  debt  and  would  receive  the  severe  censure  of  the  Church. 
A  certain  sum  is  asked  for  and  accepted  by  the  Synods.  If  the  Board 
could  fully  depend  on  the  sum  thus  promised  it  would  know  just 
what  to  do.  Under  the  present  way  of  doing,  however,  it  has  no 
specified  sum  to  depend  upon  with  a  certainty.  Where  there  are 
vacant  and  delinquent  charges  it  would  be  well  for  the  Classes  to 
send  committee  s  into  them  to  collect  the  apportionments. 

The   Outlook. 

The  question  is  frequently  asked  as  to  what  the  outlook  is,  in  our 
Church,  aggressive  for  mission  work.  Those  who  ask  the  question 
seem  to  intimate,  by  the  very  way  they  make  this  inquiry,  that  there 
should  be  more  spirit  and  enthusiasm  put  into  the  work  than  for- 
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merly,  or  even  than  at  the  present  time.  It  can  hardly  be  denied 
but  that  we  lack  somewhat  in  that  enthusiasm  which  has  enabled 
other  denominations,  no  stronger  than  we,  to  do  great  things  along 
missionary  lines.  If  our  theology  is  good,  and  our  educational  system 
of  religion  what  the  age  needs,  then  there  ought  to  be  a  fiery  enthu- 
siasm among  us  to  extend  the  borders  of  the  Church,  so  as  to  give  to 
men  what  we  believe  is  needful  for  their  salvation.  We  see  this  spirit 
in  other  denominations.  For  instance,  the  Cumberland  Presbyterians, 
until  lately,  had  but  three  congregations  in  Chicago.  They  felt  that 
they  had  a  mission  there  and  ought  to  work  among  the  unsaved 
thousands  of  that  great  city.  They  organized  their  fourth  church  in 
Englewood,  in  the  south  part  of  the  city.  They  are  now  erecting  a 
church  building  at  a  cost  of  1 70,000,  most  of  which  comes  from  out- 
side of  the  city,  j 20, 000  coming  from  Ohio  alone.  This  may  be 
deemed  extravagance  by  some,  but  it  were  well  if  our  Church  had  a 
little  more  zeal  to  plant  her  standard  in  the  great  centers  of  popu- 
lation. We  need  to  emphasize  our  denominational  life  more  than 
we  have  done  in  the  past. 

To  answer  the  question  as  to  what  the  outlook  is  for  the  future,  we 
may  say: 

First.  That  as  regards  the  men  and  means  the  outlook  is  more 
hopeful  than  ever.  The  Church  is  growing  more  liberal  and  money 
comes  into  the  treasury  more  freely  than  was  formerly  the  case.  All 
the  various  forces  of  the  Church  are  at  work  for  her  extension,  which 
was  not  so  a  few  decades  ago.  For  the  home  and  foreign  work  in 
all  the  Synods,  according  to  the  latest  estimates,  there  was  expended 
last  year,  in  their  different  branches,  about  |i  10,000.  This  makes 
an  average  of  about  fifty  cents  per  member.  This  average  is  not 
large,  but  vastly  more  so  than  twenty  years  ago.  This  shows  a 
healthy  growth  and  substantial  progress  in  liberal  giving.  The 
young  men  are  also  more  willing  to  go  into  mission  fields  than  for- 
merly. All  these  things  combined  give  a  very  hopeful  outlook  for 
the  future  growth  of  the  Church. 

Second.  As  to  the  opportunities  for  the  growth  of  the  missionary 
work,  we  can  say  that  they  never  were  as  bright  as  to-day.  There 
are  numerous  points  waiting  our  coming.  In  the  East,  Baltimore, 
Philadelphia  and  other  cities  need  additional  missions,  and  already 
the  brethren  are  organizing  Sunday  schools  which,  in  the  near  future, 
will  grow  into  missions.  Beyond  the  Allegheny  mountains,  within 
the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  there  are  a  score  of  places 
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where  missions  should  be  opened.  Going  westward,  we  have 
Youngstown,  Toledo,  Indianapolis,  Omaha,  where  work  should  be 
commenced  at  once ;  while  an  additional  English  mission  should  be 
planted  in  West  Columbus  and  West  Cleveland,  Ohio.  In  addition 
to  the  cities  we  have  mentioned,  there  are  many  smaller  towns  along 
the  Mississippi  and  Missouri  where  the  Church  is  called  for.  We 
repeat  again,  that  our  opportunities  never  were  so  many,  neither  so 
hopeful.  Will  the  Church  arouse  herself  and  put  on  her  strength, 
and  go  forth  to  do  greater  battle  for  the  Lord  ? 

Conclusion. 

We  bring  our  operations  before  the  Synods  for  their  examination. 
A  full  account  is  given  of  the  work  done  during  the  past  year.  We 
can  but  wish  that  much  more  had  been  done,  since  much  more 
should  have  been  done.  The  Board,  however,  did  the  best  it  could 
with  the  means  at  hand.  Full  satisfaction  was  not  given,  perhaps,  to 
all  parts  of  the  Church,  but  this  could  hardly  be  expected.  We 
have  great  reason  to  be  encouraged,  as  a  Church,  with  the  progress 
of  the  work.  Still  greater  efforts  should  be  put  forth  for  its  exten- 
sion. With  gratitude  to  God,  and  with  a  strong  faith  in  the  greater 
success  of  the  work  in  the  future,  we  send  forth  this  report  among 

the  churches.

IV.  Communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod's 

Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

Under  item  lo  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures  the 
following  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  : 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren:  Were  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  to  present  to  your  Reverend  body  its  usual  annual  statement, 
showing  a  decline,  during  the  last  year,  in  the  fruitful  efficiency  of 
our  work  in  Japan,  it  would  be  only  what  might  be  expected  in  view 
of  the  political  and  warring  complications  in  that  country.  But  it  is 
with  thankful  hearts  that  we  /ind  ourselves  saved  from  such  a  painful 
necessity.  With  but  few  exceptions,  and  these  for  the  most  part 
readily  accounted  for,  it  is  our  happy  privilege  to  report  encouraging 
success  along  the  whole  line.  The  principal  exceptions  just  referred 
to,  as  appears  from  the  late  statistical  report,  are  the  want  of  increase 
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in  membership  and  the  falling  off  in  contributions,  in  part  of  our  field. 
This  appears  to  be  confined  to  the  remoter  points.  When  for  one 
moment  we  consider  the  condition  of  our  evangelistic  work  during  the 
last  year,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Moore's  time  engrossed  in  the  Girls*  School ; 
with  Rev.  Schneder  not  sufficiently  recovered  to  take  his  wonted  part 
in  this  work;  with  Rev.  Miller  not  sufficiently  familiar  with  the  lan- 
guage ;  with  our  out-posts  left  to  the  care  of  native  evangelists  as  yet 
with  limited  experience  in  their  work,  the  wonder  is  that  the  shortage 
is  not  much  greater.  The  decrease  in  contributions  may  be  ac- 
counted for,  at  least  in  part,  by  the  decrease  in  the  value  of  the  Jap- 
anese j^^/i,  which  is  now  worth  only  about  fifty  cents,  whereas  our  re- 
port is  in  gold.  They  may  have  contributed  nearly  as  many  yen  as 
they  did  the  year  before,  but  their  value  is  much  less  in  gold. 

A  considerable  number  of  names  have  been  erased  from  the  con- 
gregational lists,  in  consequence  of  the  alienation  of  many,  caused  by 
the  political  agitations  and  violent  opposition  of  the  BuddhL^ts.  It 
has  been  a  year  of  sifting.  But  while  the  number  of  ''Dismissals  and 
Erasures''  was  124  and  deaths  31  (the  dismissals  are  not  to  be 
counted  as  defections),  yet  the  net  increase  of  members  is  greater  this 
year  than  the  one  preceding.  The  number  received  from  other 
churches  was  but  little  over  half  what  it  was  the  year  before,  while  the 
number  of  baptisms  was  235  against  94.  The  total  membership  is 
i960  as  against  1842,  probably  by  this  time  2000.  There  were  five 
graduates  from  the  Theological  Department  of  the  Tohoku  Gakuin, 
thus  increasing  the  number  of  native  workers. 

The  necessity  of  an  early  reinforcement  of  our  workers  in  both  the 
teaching  and  evangelistic  departments  was  apparent  to  the  Board. 
The  wisdom  of  enabling  them  to  acquire  the  language  before  the 
necessity  for  their  service  became  immediately  imperative  was  also 
cltar.  When,  therefore,  the  Christian  Endeavor  Societies  of  our 
Church  proposed  to  support  a  new  missionary  to  Japan  upon  the  sole 
condition  that  he  called  the  '*C.  E.  Missionary,"  thus  providing  for 
the  support  of  one,  the  Board  felt  warranted,  besides  appointing  Rev. 
S.  S.  Snyder,  of  Columbiana,  O.,  the  ^'C.  E.  Missionary,"  to  ap- 
point a  second,  Mr.  Christopher  Noss,  of  Silver  Run,  Md.,  who, 
after  taking  a  post-graduate  course  of  one  year  in  the  University  at 
Berlin,  Germany,  will  proceed  to  his  field  of  labor  in  Japan. 

Verily  has  God  blessed  our  work.  We  look  forward  to  the  com- 
ing year  with  bright  hopes  and  expectations.  Rev.  Dr.  Moore  will 
be  released  from  the  Girl's  School  by  the  arrival  of  Miss  Zurfluh,  and 
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will  be  enabled  to  devote  himself  to  his  proper  evangelistic  work. 
Rev.  Snyder  will  lend  a  helping  hand  to  the  extent  that  his  want  of 
acquaintance  with  the  language  will  allow,  and  when,  after  another 
year,  Mr.  Christopher  Noss,  now  under  appointment,  shall  take  his 
place  in  the  field,  the  Board  anticipates  a  forward  movement  in  our 
work  such  as  it  has  not  been  in  our  power  hitherto  to  effect. 

The  question  of  the  effective  prosecution  of  our  work  awaits '.its 
solution,  not  so  much  in  Japan,  as  here  at  home.  Will  the  home 
Church  furnish  the  means  for  the  realization  of  our  hopes?  We  look 
to  you,  beloved  brethren,  for  the  answer.  For  after  all,  success 
largely  depends  upon  our  pastors. 

The  self-denial  effort  to  relieve  the  Board  of  its  embarrassing  in- 
debtedness was  but  a  partial  success,  furnishing  but  little  over  half 
the  needed  sum.  But  that  was  a  great  help.  The  measure  was  new 
to  the  Church,  and  commanded  the  cooperation  of  but  a  portion  of 
our  congregations.  In  view  of  the  pressing  necessities  now  weighing 
upon  the  Board  of  providing  comfortable  residences  for  Rev.  Dr. 
Moore  and  Rev.  Snyder,  and  in  another  year  for  Brother  Noss,  we 
most  respectfully  ask  your  reverend  body  to  designate  the  approach- 
ing Lenten  season,  or  such  other  time  as  may  be  deemed  befitting, 
as  a  time  for  special  self-denial  offerings  to  meet  the  emergency. 
We  need  at  least  some  eight  thousand  dollars  for  the  three  houses 
and  necessary  grounds,  over  and  above  the  sum  designated  by  Gen- 
eral Synod  for  current  expenses. 

We  also  respectfully  urge  your  Synod  to  take  such  action  as  will 
move  the  Church  to  respond  promptly  and  favorably  to  the  action  of 
General  Synod  in  this  sacred  interest. 

Brethren  in  the  Lord,  you  have  laid  the  Lord's  work  upon  us. 
Our  hands  are  to  the  plow,  and  we  pray  that  we  be  not  compelled  to 
turn  back  for  want  of  means.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Missions, 

The  Committee  on  Missions  reported  on  Saturday  afternoon  and 
Monday  morning,  and  the  report  was  considered  by  items.  Items 
were  all  adopted,  and  items  i,  3,  4,  5  and  6  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  and  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted,  and 
is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsbnrgh : 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  respectfully  offers  the  following  re- 
port.    There  came  into  the  Committee's  hands  the  following  papers : 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod. 

2.  A  letter  from  the  Executive  Committee  of  said  Board. 

3.  The  annual  report  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Mission  Board. 

4.  An  overture  from  the  Women's  Missionary  Society  of  Pittsburgh 
Synod. 

5.  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign 
Missions. 

It  is  cause  for  rejoicing  that  notwithstanding  the  depression  of 
business  and  scarcity  of  money  in  commercial  circles,  General  Synod's 
Home  Mission  Board  has  been  enabled,  through  the  liberality  of 
the  people,  to  gather  sufficient  funds  to  maintain  the  one  hundred

Missions  under  its  care.  The  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  the 
wise  husbanding  of  the  means  entrusted  to  its  hands,  and  for  the  ex- 
cellent managing  of  its  affairs. 

No  department  of  the  Board's  work  is  fraught  with  more  import- 
ance to  the  Reformed  Church  than  the  Missions  lately  established  in 
the  large  cities.  And  that  these  and  others  in  contemplation  may 
be  properly  sustained,  the  Board  asks  that  Pittsburgh  Synod  make 
an  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  note  the  growing  and  promising  work 
among  the  Hungarians  and  Slavs,  so  recently  begun  by  the  Re- 
formed Church  and  so  signally  blessed  of  God.  And  the  Board  asks 
of  Pittsburgh  Synod  ^450  to  aid  in  prosecuting  this  work. 

The  efforts  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  behalf  of  the  immigrants 
at  Harbor  Mission,  in  the  port  of  New  York,  appeals  to  all  of  us 
whose  ancestors,  not  many  years  ago,  found  a  new  home  in  this  land 
of  Gospel  privileges.  And  we  rejoice  that  our  beloved  Church  has 
been  enabled  to  do  so  much  for  these  our  brethren,  who  have  come 
to  us  from  the  countries  of  Europe.  For  furthering  this  work  the 
Board  asks  of  all  the  Synods  1 1,000. 

The  Board  informs  us  that  ^40,000  will  be  necessary  in  maintain- 
ing during  the  year  one  hundred  Missions,  and  Pittsburgh  Synod  is 
asked  to  assume  ^4,500  of  this  amount. 

Along  the  line  of  Church  Extension  work,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  General  Synod's  Mission  Board  asks  the  Pittsburgh 
S)Tiod,  together  with  the  other  English  Synods,  to  raise  immediately 
J5,ooo  for  a  chapel  in  Chicago. 

While  greatly  concerned  with  the  work  of  Home  Missions,  it  is 
gratifying  that  the  Church  is  impressed  with  the  truth  that  "  the 
last  great  commission  "  bears  especially  upon  our  going  with  the 
Gospel  among  the  people  of  all  other  regions  and  other  civilizations. 
And  that  the  stronger  the  Church  is  at  home  the  clearer  comes  the 
command,  **Go  ye  unto  all  the  world  and  make  disciples  of  all 
nations."  And  while  it  is  extremely  gratifying  to  see  the  interest 
which  almost  the  whole  Church  is  manifesting  in  this  blessed  work, 
it  is  especially  pleasing  to  see  the  Sunday-schools  and  Young  People's 
Societies  cultivating  the  spirit  of  missions  and  giving  so  generously 
for  the  spread  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions we  learn  that  we  have  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Empire  of 
Japan  forty-four  Christian  ministers,  native  evangelists,  teachers  and 
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assistants,  with  a  girls'  school,  a  boys'  school  and  a  theological  semi- 
nary, fifty-three  congregations  and  preaching  points,  and  a  church 
membership  of  about  two  thousand. 

It  is  cheering  to  learn  that  while  the  anti-foreign  feeling,  during 
the  past  year,  in  most  parts  of  the  empire  was  marked,  it  has  mani- 
fested itself  only  slightly  in  the  North;  and  that  the  evangelistic 
work  has  been  prosecuted  with  vigor,  and  the  work  of  the  girls' 
school  and  the  Tohoku  Gakuin  been  so  richly  blessed  of  God.  And 
that  the  Board  may  properly  continue  the  work  entrusted  to  its 
supervision,  and  which  we  as  a  Church  are  called  upon  by  God  to 
do,  the  Board  asks  that  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  assumes  the  amount 
asked  of  it  by  the  General  Superintendent  of  Missions,  viz.,  J2,6oo, 
but  also  that  the  Lenten  season,  or  some  other,  be  designated  as  a 
time  for  self-denial  for  defraying  certain  necessary  expenses  not  in- 
cluded in  the  general  apportionment. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  asks 
that  the  Classes  of  Synod  be  instructed  to  be  content  with  duplicate 
receipts  for  monies  which  the  Woman's  Societies  raise  and  which 
are  intended  to  be  credited  upon  the  Classical  Apportionment. 

The  Board  of  Missions  of  Pittsburgh  Synod  asks  that  Synod  define 
the  relation  of  said  Board  to  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  the 
General  Synod,  to  the  several  Classes  and  to  the  mission  work  of  the 
Sunday-school  Board. 

With  reference  to  these  various  interests  your  committee  recom- 
mends the  following  resolutions  for  your  adoption : 

1.  That  six  cents  per  member  be  apportioned  upon  the  several 
Classes  for  Church  Extension. 

2.  That  a  representative  of  the  mission  in  Chicago  be  hereby 
granted  permission  to  enter  the  several  charges  of  the  Synod  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  money  for  a  chapel  in  said  city. 

3.  That  I450  be  apportioned  among  the  several  Classes  for  mis- 
sionary work  among  the  Hungarians. 

4.  That  Si 50  be  apportioned  among  the  Classes  for  Harbor  Mi^ 
sions  at  the  port  of  New  York,  $50  of  which  to  be  especially  applied 
toward  defraying  the  office  expenses. 

5.  That  ^4,500  be  apportioned  among  the  several  Classes  for  the 
general  work  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of  General  Synod. 

6.  That  ^2,600  be  apportioned  among  the  Classes  for  Foreign 
Missions. 

7.  That  the  Lenten  season  be  designated  as  a  season  of  self-denial. 
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for  special  work  in  the  interest  of  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  in  the 
Empire  of  Japan,  and  the  same  be  commended  to  the  pastors  and 
congregations  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

8.  That  the  several  Classes  be  instructed  to  be  content  with 
duplicate  receipts  of  monies  raised  by  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Societies,  which  may  be  intended  to  be  applied  on  Classical  appor- 
tionments. * 

9.  That  the  action  of  the  Synod  of  '91  be  reaffirmed,  and  that 
the  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  sustains  simply  the  rela- 
tions of  an  advisory  board  to  that  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of 
the  General  Synod.  And  the  several  Classes  are  hereby  instructed 
to  act  through  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  in  all  matters  pertaining  to 
their  work.

ARTICLE  XV. 

INSTITUTIONS  OF  LEARNING. 

/.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St,  Paulas  Orphan  Home^ 

Butler,  Pa, 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  reported  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  as  follows,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  viz. : 

To  the  Rev,  Pittsburgh  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Although  the  past  year  was  one  of  unusual 
financial  depression,  we  are  thankful  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that 
we  were  able  to  close  the  year  under  more  favorable  conditions  than 
we  anticipated.  The  orphaned  and  destitute  condition  of  the  little 
ones  appealed  to  our  faith  and  love  so  forcibly  that  we  often  received 
them  under  our  sheltering  care,  when  calculating  reason  would  have 
forbidden  us  to  accept  them  ;  but  God  has  provided  that  the  table 
has  always  been  thrice  daily  spread.  True,  we  in  many  cases 
have  exercised  such  care  and  precaution  as  becomes  Christian  faith, 
and  in  so  doing  have  had  to  decline  receiving  some  whose  condition 
appealed  strongly  to  our  hearts. 

The  number  of  children  accepted  gradually  increased  during  the 
year,  so   that  in  June  the  number  had  grown  to  80,  of  whom  30 
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were  dependent  upon  the  alms  of  the  Church  for  support.  At  the 
present  time  their  class  has  gone  up  to  38,  Were  there  not  so  many 
supported  by  parents  or  friends,  in  whole  or  in  part,  we  would  not 
have  been  able  to  maintain  as  many  Church  orphans.  As  quite  a 
number  of  the  children  are  from  the  Potomac  Synod,  we  have 
thought  it  proper  to  solicit  increased  help  from  the  churches  of  that 
Synod,  fbr  which  purpose  the  Superintendent  has  been  directed  to 
visit  this  Synod  and  present  the  wants  of  our  Home,  to  the  end  that 
greater  assistance  may  be  received  from  them.  Inasmuch  as  twelve 
of  the  inmates  of  the  Home  are  from  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  the 
Board  has  instructed  the  President  and  Secretary  to  present  that 
and  other  facts  to  said  Synod,  with  a  request  for  more  generous  help 
from  them. 

Whilst  asking  the  assistance  of  our  sister  Synod,  will  it  not  be  well 
for  us  as  pastors  and  congregations  to  do  more  in  the  future,  and 
may  it  not  be  done  in  this  way,  viz. :  During  the  Christmas  festival 
our  Sunday-school  officers  or  congregations  are  accustomed  to  give 
to  the  scholars  a  so-called  treat  of  sweetmeats,  etc.,  costing  in  the  ag- 
gregate many  hundreds  of  dollars.  Now,  may  not  this  expenditure 
be  turned  in  another  direction,  in  which  more  good  will  be  done,  both 
to  the  giver  and  the  recipient  ?  Ought  not  our  Christian  children  be 
taught  to  give  instead  of  to  receive,  at  that,  your  festival  ?  If  we  would 
rear  generous  and  liberal  men  and  women,  is  it  not  our  bounden 
duty  to  teach  the  children  that  '*  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to 
receive  ?"  We  may  be  sure  that  in  their  tender  hearts  this  blessing 
will  be  more  readily  verified  than  in  adults.  We  are  confident  that 
a  change  in  this  respect  can  be  accomplished,  which  will  result  in 
blessings  upon  our  Sunday-schools  and  greatly  increased  support  to 
the  Home,  if  pastors  and  Sunday-school  officers  earnestly  strive  to 
bring  it  about.  We  ask  that  this  Synod  urgently  recommend  this 
matter  to  our  Sunday-schools. 

The  Board  has  recently  been  more  exacting  towards  those  whose 
children  are  received,  in  the  way  of  requiring  parent  or  friends  to 
aid  in  the  support  of  the  children,  or  to  such  extent  as  they  may  be 
able.  To  relieve  the  Home  and  enable  us  to  extend  its  benefits,  we 
urge  pastors  and  others  to  help  us  in  enforcing  this  policy.  The  in- 
tellectual and  Christian  training  of  the  children  received  the  care 
and  attention  bestowed  in  former  years  and  with  like  good  results, 
and  the  health  of  all  the  inmates  was  graciously  preserved.  The 
financial  condition  is  seen  in  the  Treasurer's  report,  as  follows :

IL  Report  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions, 
The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported  on  Mon- 
day afternoon,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  In 
stitutions  of  Learning,  as  follows  : 

The  Board  held  two  meetings.  The  first  at  the  close  of  the  last 
meeting  of  Synod,  when  the  Board  organized  by  electing  Rev.  J. 
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M.  Schick,  President,  and  Rev.  D.  B.  Lady,  Secretary.  The 
second  meeting  was  held  in  connection  with  this  meeting  of  Synod, 
and  inasmuch  as  Rev.  J.  M.  Schick  had  removed  from  the  bounds 
of  the  Synod,  Rev.  D.  B.  Lady  was  elected  President. 

During  the  year,  as  for  some  years  past,  but  one  institution  was 
under  the  care  of  this  Board,  viz. :  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute,  at 
Rimersburg.  This  Academy  has  been  under  the  management  of 
Prof.  S.  W.  Kerr,  who  has  proved  himself  admirably  adapted  to  his 
position.  The  last  year  was  an  unusually  prosperous  one.  Some  90 
students  were  in  attendance  at  one  time,  during  the  summer  session. 
About  25  students  were  in  attendance  during  the  winter.  This 
large  attendance  over  former  years  is  mainly  due  to  a  personal  can- 
vass from  house  to  house  by  the  principal.  The  patronage  is  almost 
entirely  local. 

The  resolutions  of  Synod  recommending  this  institution  to  the 
patronage  of  the  Church  has  not  accomplished  anything  in  the  way 
of  securing  students.  If  we  would  retain  the  present  excellent 
management,  the  Synod  must  take  more  effective  steps  to  bring  this 
school  to  the  attention  of  parents  and  guardians.  As  a  preparatory 
school,  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  affords  superior  advantages  for 
this  section  of  the  Church.  We  urge  Synod  to  take  such  steps  as 
will  lead  to  a  more  general  recognition  of  this  deserving  institution.

///.    A    Comfnunication  frovi   the  President  of  Franklin   afid 

Marshall  College, 

Under  item  16  of  the  Committee  of  Overtures  was  presented  and 
read  a  communication  from  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  and  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institutions  of 
Learning,  as  follows: 

To  the  Rev,  Pittsburgh  Synod  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Inasmuch  as  your  honorable  body  has  with 
two  other  Synods  joint  ownership  and  control  of  Franklin  and 
Marshall  College,  it  is  proper  that  you  should  receive  a  report  of  its 
condition  and  prospects. 

The  annual  register,  a  copy  of  which  is  in  your  possession,  will 
show  that  there  has  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  students 
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and  in  the  efficiency  and  general  prosperity  of  the  institution.  At 
the  last  commencement  thirty-four  young  men  were  graduated,  tHe 
largest  number  in  one  year  in  the  history  of  the  College.  This  year 
a  Freshman  Class  of  fifty-five  students  is  in  actual  attendance. 
Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  equipment  of  the 
College,  to  the"  Library  and  to  the  teaching  force.  At  the  same 
time  it  is  felt  that  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  students  calls 
loudly  for  increased  facilities  and  additional  teachers. 

Accordingly  the  President  of  the  College  urged  upon  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  at  its  last  meeting,  the  importance  of  inaugurating  a 
movement  which  shall  result  in  a  large  increase  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  and  the  material  equipment  of  the  College.  The  Board  of 
Trustees  took  favorable  action  and  appointed  a  special  committee  to 
elaborate  a  general  scheme  or  plan  by  which  this  desirable  end  may 
be  accomplished.  Confidently  trusting  that  your  honorable  body 
will  cordially  endorse  the  general  object  and  in  due  time  join  hands 

with  the  other  Synods  in  its  accomplishment,  I  am

The  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  reported  on  Monday 
morning  and  evening,  and  the  report  was  considered  by  items.  In 
the  morning  the  ist  and  2d  resolutions  were  adopted,  and  in  the 
evening  the  3d  resolution,  and  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted, 
viz. : 

Your  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  present  the  following 
report,  to  wit : 

The  following  papers  have  been  referred  to  the  committee : 

1.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home. 

2.  The  statement  of  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege, and  the  annual  register  of  the  same. 

3.  The  annual  catalogue  of  the  Woman's  College,  Frederick,  Md. 
From  these  documents  we  learn  : 

I.  That  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  in  the  past  year  has,  by  the 
favor  of  the  Father  of  the  fatherless,  been  blessed  with  health  and 
prosperity.  Notwithstanding  the  unusual  fmancial  depression  abroad 
in  the  country,  and  es{)ecially  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  the 
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number  of  children  in  the  Home  has  been  increased,  and  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  same  have  been  met  nearly  in  full,  showing 
that  this  worthy  cause  has  not  appealed  in  vain  to  the  charity  of  the 
Church ;  and  further,  that  the  management  of  the  Home  has  been 
wise  and  judicious. 

2.  The  statement  of  the  President  and  the  annual  register  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College  show  a  very  large  increase  in  the 
number  of  students,  in  fact  the  largest  accession  to  the  various  de- 
partments in  the  history  of  the  institution,  indicating  a  bright  and 
hopeful  future. 

3.  The  annual  catalogue  of  the  Woman's  College  at  Frederick, 
Md.,  reports  a  large  addition  of  pupils  and  increased  facilities  in 
the  line  of  its  work. 

In  view  of  the  above  statements,  your  committee  recommend  the 
following  action : 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  earnestly  recommends  St.  Paul's 
Orphan  Home  to  the  liberal  support  of  the  Church  and  requests  that, 
in  view  of  the  growing  needs  of  the  Home,  larger  offerings  be  given  by 
our  congregations  and  Sunday-schools  during  the  Christmas  season. 

2.  Whereas,  We  have  learned  with  pleasure  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  as  indicated  by  the  last 
annual  register  and  by  the  statement  of  the  President  of  the  College 
read  before  the  Synod,  and 

Whereas,  We  appreciate  the  fact  that  both  the  demands  of  the 
times  from  the  standpoint  of  the  best  educational  thought  and  the 
rapid  increase  of  students  involving  an  increase  of  work  in  the  Col- 
lege, call  for  large  additions  to  the  endowment  of  the  College,  so 
that  the  corps  of  Professors  may  be  enlarged  and  the  equipment  im- 
proved ;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved^  That  we  heartily  rejoice  in  the  evident  prosperity  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College;  that  we  commend  the  institution 
to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  our  people,  and  that  we  cordi- 
ally approve  of  the  proposition  to  largely  increase  the  endowment  of 
the  College,  pledging  ourselves  to  enter  at  the  proper  time  with  the 
Eastern  and  Potomac  Synods,  upon  such  a  scheme  of  work  in  that 
direction  as  may  be  deemed  feasible  and  give  promise  of  the  speedy 
accomplishment  of  the  proposed  end.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education, 

The  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  reported  on  Friday  morning, 
and  the  [report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education,  as 
follows : 

To  The  Rev,  Pittsburgh  Synod, 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren  :  During  the  past  year  ten  stu- 
dents for  the  ministry  have  been  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  eight 
of  whom  were  pursuing  their  studies  in  the  Theological  Seminary 
and  College  at  I^ncaster,  Pa.  Two  were  permitted  to  temporarily 
remit  their  studies  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient  by  the  Board;  hence 
but  eight  received  financial  aid.  Two,  viz.,  J.  Grant  Walter  and  C. 
W.  Brugh,  completed  the  Seminary  Course  and  have  been  licensed 
and  ordained  to  the  holy  ministry.  So  far  as  the  Board  has  been 
able  to  ascertain,  the  conduct  of  the  young  men  has  been  com- 
mendable. 

The  Board  expresses  the  hope  that  the  Synod  is  not  depending 
too  much  upon  this  Board  to  keep  up  the  ranks  of  the  ministry. 
Lest  there  might  be  a  disposition  to  do  this,  we  embrace  this  oppor- 
tunity to  urge  the  ministry  and  elders  of  this  Synod  to  put  forth 
greater  eiforts  to  induce  suitable  young  men  who  can  support  them- 
selves, or  be  supported  by  their  parents,  to  prepare  themselves  for 
this  holy  work. 
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The  term  of  Rev.  Prof.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D.,  a  member  of  this 
Board,  expires  at  this  Synod. 

At  the  meeting  held  recently  one  additional  student  was  received 
under  our  care  with  an  annual  appropriation  of  ^loo.

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ARTICLE  XVII. 

PUBLICATION. 

/.   Report  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  in 

the  United  States. 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  under  report  of  Committee  on  Overtures, 
item  I  was  presented  and  read,  and  the  report  of  the  Publication 
Board  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Publication,  as  follows : 

To  the  Pittsburgh,  Potomac  and  Easteryi  Synods  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  Publication  Board  is  pleased  to  report 
that  the  results  for  the  past  year  have  been  gratifying,  in  view  of  the 
wide-spread  depression  that  existed  in  all  departments  of  trade, 
which  bore  with  great  severity  upon  publication  interests  throughout 
the  whole  country.  Notwithstanding  this  fact,  the  subscription  list 
of  the  Reformed  Church  Messenger  has  increased,  and  the  other 
periodicals  with  few  exceptions  have  increased  or  maintained  their 
former  circulation. 

The  books  of  the  lessee,  which  were  duly  examined,  showed 
receipts  for  the  year,  from  all  sources,  of  135,176.39,  which,  being 
within  the  limit  of  ^40,000,  the  basis  of  the  guarantee,  entitles  the 
Board  to  receive  1 1,200  from  the  lessee.  This  sum  was  received  by 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Board,  and  is  included  in  his  report  submitted 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  September  5,  1894,  the  only 
meeting  held  during  the  year.  The  Treasurer,  James  T.  Reber, 
reported  total  funds  in  hand  $9,176.96,  of  which  $971.96  was  in 
cash  and  the  remainder  in  investments  yielding  5  per  cent,  and  6 
per  cent,  interest. 

At  its  late  meeting  the  Board  passed  resolutions  commending  to 
the  several  Synods  this  particular  interest  and  bespeaking  for  it  their 
active  cooperation  in  the  extension  of  its  field  and  in  the  increase  of 
its  patrons.  The  direct  pecuniary  benefits,  even  under  conditions 
more  or  less  adverse,  and  which,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Board,  should 
not  have  been  countenanced,  are  so  manifest  in  the  handsome  fund 
already  to  your  credit  that  this  consideration  alone  should  serve  to 
concentrate  your  individual  and  joint  support  upon  this  house,  to  the 
exclusion  of  all  others. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  of  the  Potomac  is  called  to  the  expira- 
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tion,  January  i,  1895,  of  the  term  of  G.  S.  Griffith,  and  that  of  the 
Eastern  Synod  to  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  Edward  J.  Durban.

Report  oj  the  Committee  on  Publication, 

This  committee  reported  on  Monday  afternoon,  and  the  report  was 
considered  by  items  and  the  items  severally  adopted,  and  the  report 
as  a  whole  was  adopted.

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Publication  presents  the  following  report: 
The  documents  referred  to  your  committee  are  the  annual  report  of 
the  Board  of  Publication,  a  copy  of  the  "  Woman's  Journal"  and 
several  copies  of  **  Illustrated  Portfolio  of  Reformed  Churches  of 
Western  Pennsylvania,"  published  by  Rev.  J.  N.  Naly,  of  Ap- 
ollo, Pa. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication,  we  learn  that  this 
important  branch  of  our  Church  work  has  made  encouraging  pro- 
gress. The  income  of  the  Publishing  House  has  been  about  l5,ooo 
less  than  last  year ;  but  this  falling  off  is  small,  considering  the  ex- 
traordinary stringency  in  business  during  the  past  year,  and  there- 
fore, in  view  of  all  these  circumstances,  the  past  year  has  been  one 
of  prosperity.  The  circulation  of  the  Reformed  Church  Mes- 
senger, especially,  has  steadily  increased,  and  the  other  publications 
have  held  their  own,  except  the  Reformed  Church  Quarterly. 
There  is  great  reason,  therefore,  for  encouragement  and  hope  for  the 
future  of  our  publication  interests.  Your  committee  recommends  the 
following  action : 

Resolved,  That  Synod  urges  all  the  ministers  and  people  under 
her  ecclesiastical  jurisdiction  to  give  their  patronage  to  their  own 
Publication  House  in  Philadelphia,  as  is  fair  and  due  according  to 
contract. 

Resolved,  That  we  earnestly  commend  to  our  ministers  and 
people  the  various  publications  of  the  Board,  especially  the  Re- 
formed Church  Messenger,  Reformed  Quarterly  Review  and  the 
different  Sunday-school  periodicals. 

Resolved,  That  the  Woman's  Journal  being  the  literary  organ 
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of  the  W.  M.  S.  of  G.  S.  and  the  Missionary  Guardian  be  com- 
mended to  the  favorable  consideration  and  patronage  of  our  people. 
Resolved,  That  we  commend  '*The  Illustrated  Portfolio  of  the 
Reformed  Churches  of  Western  Pennsylvania."

SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 

Report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board, 

The  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  was  presented  on  Thursday 
a.ftemoon  by  the  President,  ayd  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Com- 
xnittee  on  Sunday-schools ;  it  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  Sunday-school  Board  submits  the  follow- 
ing report  of  its  work  during  the  year  ending  with  this  meeting  of 
Synod. 

The  Board  held  three  meetings,  the  first  in  Zion's  Reformed 
Church,  Greenville,  Pa.,  at  the  close  of  last  Synod,  when  an  organi- 
zation was  effected,  by  the  election  of  Rev.  A.  M.  Keifer,  President ; 
Rev.  D.  N.  Harnish,  Secretary,  and  Elder  C.  W.  Truxal,  Treasurer. 
The  second  was  held  July  ii,  1894,  in  Grace  Reformed  Church, 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  when  the  Board  had  a  conference  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  General  Synod's  Board,  in  which  his  plans  and  purposes 
were  laid  before  this  Board.  The  third  was  held  October  i  ith,  in  the 
First  Reformed  Church,  Greensburg,  at  which  this  report  was 
adopted. 

The  work  of  this  Board  has  been  carried  forward  with  some  degree 
of  success  during  the  past  year.  The  organization  of  Classical 
Sunday-school  Associations,  which  have  been  the  most  important 
undertaking  of  the  Board,  is  now  nearly  realized.  In  each  Classis 
of  this  Synod,  except  in  that  of  Clarion,  there  is  a  flourishing  asso- 
ciation which  meets  annually. 


\ 
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The  Association  of  Westmoreland  Classis  held  its  second  annual 
convention  in  the  Second  Reformed  Church,  Greensburg,  June  27th 
and  28th ;  that  of  St.  Paul's  Classis  in  the  Reformed  Church,  Deck- 
aid,  Pa.,  September  19th  and  2cthj  that  of  Allegheny  Classis,  at 
Harmony,  Pa.,  during  the  last  week  of  October,  1893;  that  of 
Somerset  Classis,  in  the  Reformed  church  at  Berlin,  during  the  last 
week  of  August,  1894. 

For  several  reasons  we  have  not  thus  far  been  able  to  compile 
reliable  statistics  for  the  use  of  Synod.  This  part  of  the  work  is  ex- 
ceedingly difficult,  owing  partly  to  the  imperfect  condition  of  our 
organization  and  partly  to  the  lack  of  proper  attention  on  the  part 
of  pastors  and  others.  Our  work  has  also  been  hindered  somewhat 
by  the  uncertainity  connected  with  the  Sunday-school  work  of  the 
whole  Church,  brought  about  by  the  election  of  a  General  Secretary. 
This,  however,  will  no  doubt  be  settled  in  due  time. 

During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  perfect  the  organization  in 
our  Synod  and  bring  our  methods  of  gathering  statistics  to  a  system. 
To  enable  us  to  do  this  we  recommend : 

1 .  That  the  several  pastors  of  the  Synod  be  instructed  through 
the  Classes  to  report  the  condition  of  the  Sunday-schools  to  the 
Classes  at  the  annual  meeting,  using  for  the  purpose  the  blank  here- 
with submitted,  which  report  shall  be  immediately  sent  by  Classis 
to  the  Secretary  of  this  Board. 

2.  That  each  Classis  be  requested  to  appoint  a  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Sunday-schools,  to  cooperate  with  this  Board. 

3.  That  Friday  evening,  October  12th,  be  devoted  to  a  meeting 
in  the  interest  of  the  Sunday-school  work  and  that  addresses  be  de- 
livered on  the  following  subjects : 

1.  "The  Sunday-schools  in  Relation  to  Missions/'  Rev.  D.  B. 
Lady,  D.  D. 

2.  **  How  can  we  Improve  the  Singing  in  our  Sunday-schools?" 
Rev.  J.  S.  Freeman. 

3.  **  Preparation  for  Teaching  in  the  Sunday-school,"  Rev.  A.  R. 
Kremer,  D.  D. 

The  term  of  Rev.  CM.  Hartzell,  the  member  from  Westmoreland 
Classis,  expires  with  this  meeting. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  elect  a  successor  to  Rev.  J.  J.  Wag- 
oner, from  Clarion  Classis,  for  one  year.

//.   Report  of  Ike  Sunday-school  Board  of  General  Synod. 
On  Thursday  afteniooii  the  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board 
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was  presented  by  the  General  Secretary,  and  the  report  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Sunday-schools.     It  is  as  follows': 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the   United 

States  : 

Brethren  :  In  behalf  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  General 
Synod,  we  beg  leave  to  submit  a  brief  report  to  your  reverend  body. 

The  Sunday-school  Secretary,  Rev.  Rufus  W.  Miller,  entered 
upon  his  labors  January  i,  1894,  and  since  the  work  first  committed  to 
the  Board  in  1887  has  been  moving  forward  in  a  satisfactory  manner. 
It  is  cause  for  thanksgiving  to  God  to  be  able  to  state  that  pastors, 
churches  and  schools  and  the  several  Classes  have  heartily  cooper- 
ated in  the  work  as  outlined  by  the  Board.  This  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  Children's  Day  was  observed  by  nearly  all  of  our 
schools  this  year,  the  Service — **  Gather  Them  In" — issued  by  the 
Board,  being  used  by  them ;  78,000  copies  of  the  Service  were  sent 
out  and  65,000  collection  envelopes.  The  generous  offerings  of  the 
schools  have  placed  the  finances  of  the  Board  in  a  sound  condition. 
A  total  of  ^4,200  has  been  received  to  date. 

The  Board  finds  that  its  work  naturally  divides  into  four  depart- 
ments, each  and  all  of  which  directly  pertain  to  the  extension, 
efficiency  and  improvement  of  our  Sunday-schools,  viz. :  The  De- 
partment of  Statistics,  the  Department  of  Missionary  and  Sunday- 
school  Work,  the  Department  of  Instruction  and  the  Department  of 
Publication. 

As  reliable  information  is  the  basis  of  intelligent  action,  the  Gen- 
eral Board,  in  order  to  secure  full  and  complete  statistics,  has  pre- 
pared a  statistical  Sunday-school  blank,  and  it  proposes  their  volun- 
tary use  by  pastors  and  charges  until  such  time  as  General  Synod 
may  arrange  for  fuller  Sunday-school  statistics. 

Work  has  begun  in  the  organization  of  mission  Sunday-schools. 
We  are  happy  to  report  that  the  Board  has  aided  in  the  establishment 
of  ten  schools  in  the  last  eight  months,  four  of  which  were  organized 
directly  through  the  Secretary  and  the  Brotherhood  Missionary.  In 
addition  several  other  mission  schools  have  been  aided  in  various 
other  ways,  and  a  general  movement  has  been  inaugurated  to  in- 
crease our  Sunday-school  membership;  a  marked  increase  has  al- 
ready been  noticed  in  the  statistical  reports  from  the  Classes. 

The  Board  has  had  in  charge  the  preparation  and  editing  of  the 
"Lesson  Helps  *'  since  1888,  and  it  will  be  more  than  ever  the  effort 
of  the  Board  to  aid  the  schools  of  the  Church  in  the  study  of  the 
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Bible.  A  new  department  of  editorials  and  contributed  articles  has 
already  been  added  to  "The  Heidleberg  Teacher,"  and  other  im- 
provements to  our  "Lesson  Helps"  will  be  made,  so  far  as  it  is 
possible. 

The  Board  and  its  Secretary  feel  grateful  for  the  kind  codperation 
of  the  Synodical  Sunday-school  Boards,  of  the  publishers  and  of  the 
pastors  and  Sunday-school  workers  generally  in  entrance  of  the  Secre- 
tary upon  the  duties  of  his  office  and  in  the  organization  of  the  gen- 
eral work. 

We  desire  to  assure  your  reverend  body  of  our  purpose  to  carry 
forward  the  Sunday-school  work  in  harmony  with  the  polity  and  the 
recognized  ecclesiastical  authorities  of  our  Church,  and  especially 
with  due  regard  to  the  fact  that  the  pastor  of  the  congregation  is  the 
pastor  of  its  Sunday-school,  and  as  such  its  proper  head.  For  this 
reason  the  Board  also  feels  that  it  would  be  well  for  the  respective 
Classes  to  have  a  Permanent  Classical  Committee  on  Sunday-school 
Work;  through  which  the  Synodical  and  General  Sunday-school 
Boards  can  cooperate,  and  which  will  care  for  the  General  Sunday- 
school  work  of  the  Classis  as  well  as  conserve  the  rights  of  the 
Classis. 

■ 

The  outlook  is  bright.  We  confidently  expect  the  continued  co- 
operation of  the  Church,  and  believing  that  the  blessing  of  God  is 
upon  the  work,  we  are  sure  our  beloved  Reformed  Church  is  enter- 
ing upon  a  new  era  of  Sunday-school  activity. 

We  respectfully  present  for  your  favorable  consideration  the  fol- 
lowing action  of  the  General  Sunday-school  Board,  taken  at  its 
annual  meeting,  Christ's  Reformed  Church,  Altoona,  Pa.,  June  27, 
1894. 

Whereas,  The  General  Synod  authorized  the  Sunday-school 
Board  to  call  upon  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Church  to  give  a  cent 
a  Sunday-school  member,  to  support  the  General  Sunday-school 
work ; 

And  Whereas,  The  response  of  the  schools  has  permitted  the 
Board  to  enter  upon  the  work ;  and  the  united  action  of  hundreds  of 
our  schools  in  giving  their  Children's  Day  offering  to  the  General 
Sunday-school  Board  has  been  so  hearty  and  generous ;  therefore 

Resolvedy  That  all  schools  are  requested  to  make  Children's  Day 
the  time  for  the  annual  offering  for  the  support  of  the  work  of  the 
Board,  it  being  understood  that  the  cent  a  member  will  be  considered 
as  included  in  the  Children's  Day  offerings. 
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Resolved^  That  all  schools  which  do  not  give  the  Children's  Day 
ofiering  are  kindly  asked  to  contribute  a  cent  a  Sunday-school  mem- 
ber for  the  work  of  the  General  Sunday-school  Board. 

Resolved^  That  this  action  of  the  Board  be  communicated  to  the 
various  District  Synods,  and  they  are  hereby  overtured  to  request 
their  Classes  to  adopt  this  plan  of  supporting  the  general  Sunday- 
school  work.

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  re- 
port of  the  officers  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and 
their  Widows,  respectfully  report  that  we  have  examined  the  paper 
and  are  thankful  to  find  that  the  Society  is  in  a  fairly  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition  for  these  times. 

The  whole  amount  of  the  receipts  for  the  year  is  ^6, 866. 44.  Of 
this  amount  ;J4,o7o.io  have  been  paid  out  during  the  year,  leaving 
{2,796.34  in  the  Treasury.  The  number  of  the  annuitants  is  the 
same  as  last  year,  viz. :  Twenty-nine  widows  of  deceased  ministers 
and  eleven  disabled  ministers. 

A  number  of  our  ministers  have  been  enrolled  as  life  members 
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during  the  year,  and  the  interest  in  the  Society  seems  to  be  more 
general  than  formerly.  In  view  of  these  facts  we  recommend  the 
following  resolutions  for  adoption : 

1 .  Resohed^  That  this  Synod  is  pleased  to  learn  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their  Widows, 
and  with  thankfulness  to  God  looks  upon  the  prospect  for  the  in- 
creased growth  and  usefulness  of  this  noble  work  of  relief. 

2.  Resohed^  That  we  anew  commend  this  Society  to  the  prayers 
and  liberality  of  the  Church,  and  affectionately  urge  upon  all  minis- 
ters and  members  throughout  the  several  Classes  the  need  of  larger 
givings  to  this  worthy  object.

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures  from  Erie  Ciassis. 

Item  4,  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  referred  to 
a  special  committee,  consisting  of  Revs.  A.  M.  Schmidt,  J.  N.  Naly 
and  Elder  G.  F.  Weber,  reported  on  Monday  afternoon.  The  re- 
port was  considered  by  items,  ordered  printed,  and  a  committee, 
consisting  of  Revs.  A.  M.  Schmidt,  A.  J.  Heller,  D.  D.,  and  Elder 
C.  M.  Bousch,  were  appointed  to  report  at  next  annual  meeting. 
The  report  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  committee  to  whom  the  papers 
pertaining  to  the  interests  of  Calvin  College  were  referred  beg  leave 
10  report  as  follows : 

A  careful  reading  of  the  overture  from  Erie  Ciassis,  together  with 
a  memorial  from  Rev.  H.  J.  Ruetenik,  D.  D.,  the  President  of  Cal- 
vin College,  gives  us  the  following  facts. 

In  the  course  of  34  years  1 1  congregations  and  three  important 
Church  institutions  have  been  established  in  the  city  of  Cleveland. 
Of  these  three  institutions,  Calvin  College  comes  to  our  notice 
through  an  overture  from  Erie  Ciassis,  which  reads  as  follows : 

A  Resolutioji  Passed  by  Erie  Ciassis. 

Resolved^  That  Erie  Ciassis  offers  to  the  Eastern,  the  Potomac, 
the  Pittsburgh  and  the  Ohio  S>'Tiods,  equal  rights  as  property  holders 
and  equal  representation  in  the  control  of  Calvin  College,  in  such 
manner  that  they  together  shall  have  the  same  number  of  trustees  as 
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the  Classis  of  Erie,  provided  that  said  Synods  are  willing  to  con- 
tribute, or  pledge  themselves  to  contribute  at  some  future  time,  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

So  done  at  the  annual  meeting  of  said  Classis  in  May,  1894.

In  explanation  of  this  overture  the  following  facts  are  given :  Cal- 
vin College  was  chartered  in  1883  on  the  German -English  plan. 
Because  of  this  fact  the  majority  of  the  German  ministers  and  con- 
gregations have  withdrawn  their  patronage  from  the  College,  thus 
crippling  the  institution  and  embarrassing  it  financially.  The  con- 
tinuous transition  from  German  to  English  going  forward  in  the 
German  congregations  demands  a  ministry  that  can  serve  acceptably 
in  the  two  languages.  This  need  Calvin  College  aims  to  supply. 
The  institution  is  located  in  the  very  heart  and  centre  of  the  German 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  if  properly  sustained  will  form 
an  important  link  in  welding  together  our  German  and  English 
churches.  The  resources  of  the  College  are  at  present  very  limited, 
but  the  institution  is,  by  no  means,  hopelessly  embarrassed. 

The  expenses  of  the  scholastic  year  1893-94  amounted  to  ^2,- 
712.00.  The  receipts  for  the  same  period  were:  Tuition  and  con- 
tingent fees,  {645.00;  aid  from  German  Synods,  $1,824.00;  en- 
dowment, {158.00.  Total,  {2,627.00,  a  deficit  of  only  {85.00. 
The  amount  received  and  expended  for  beneficiary  education, 
{1,167.00,  is  not  included  in  the  above  statement. 

The  assets  and  liabilities  are  (a)  The  College  Campus  with  Build- 
ings. Campus  fronts  on  Pearl  street  1 80  feet,  on  Trowbridge  avenue 
200  feet,  on  Scranton  avenue  140  feet.  A  building  lot  was  cut  off 
from  the  original  campus  in  1872  for  the  publication  house.  This 
has  been  purchased  since  by  the  President  of  the  College,  Dr.  Rue- 
tenik,  for  {5,000.00,  and  with  this  property  the  grounds  form  a 
rectangle.  The  present  market  value  of  the  property  is  about 
{15,000.00. 

(b)  The  College  Endowment, — The  Endowment  consists  of  a 
house  on  Peach  street,  now  renting  for  {96.00  j^er  year ;  the  Zim- 
merman Fund,  {250.00;  the  Haberstick  Fund,  {350.00,  and  the 
Caroline  Adams  Fund,  {1,000.00.  The  College  owes  a  funded  debt 
of  {5,125.00  and  a  floating  debt  of  {650.00. 

The  liabilities  of  the  College  are  no  more  nor  less  than  they  were 
in  1888,  when  the  present  administration  was   inaugurated.     The 
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assets  are  13,000.00  larger  by  endowment,  together  with  the  in- 
creased value  of  the  property. 

Believing  that  the  opportunity  presented  is  one  that  merits  the 
earnest  support  and  confidence  of  the  English  Synods,  your  Com- 
mittee most  respectfully  recommends  the  following : 

1.  That  the  overture  from  Erie  Classis  to  this  Synod,  giving 
"equal  right  as  property  holders  and  equal  representation  in  the 
control  of  Calvin  College,"  be  accepted  by  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

2.  That  Pittsburgh  Synod  pledge  herself  to  raise  at  some  future 
time  her  full  share  of  the  ;? 20,000  asked  by  Erie  Classis  from  the 
four  English  Synods  thus  overtured. 

3.  That  this  Synod  elect  two  representatives  or  commissioners, 
who  shall  meet  with  representatives  from  Erie  Classis,  to  confer  in 
regard  to  the  future  welfare  and  policy  of  Calvin  College,  who  shall 
be  empowered  also  to  petition  the  Assembly  of  Ohio  for  such 
changes  in  the  charter  of  Calvin  College  as  will  secure  to  this  Synod, 
as  well  as  other  English  Synods,  equal  rights  with  Erie  Classis  in 
the  government  and  control  of  Calvin  College.

God 
has  indeed  blessed  the  evangelical  labors  of  His  servants  in  the 
upbuilding  of  His  people  in  their  most  holy  faith,  and  in  the  in- 
gathering of  precious  souls  into  His  earthly  kingdom.  Many 
and  varied  are  the  experiences  of  the  sowers  of  the  precious  seed. 
Though  they  often  labor  amid  fears  and  sore  discouragement,  yet 
most  blessed  are  their  joys  and  experiences  !  Though  they  do 
**  sow  in  tears,"  they  still  **reap  in  joy.**  In  the  natural  world 
it  requires  shade  as  well  as  sunshine  to  ripen  the  fruits  of  the 
earth  ;  so  in  the  order  of  divine  grace,  it  often  requires  the  frowns 
of  God's  Providence  to  bring  into  full  and  blessed  fruitage,  the 
plants  of  God*s  grace. 
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The  work  of  the  past  year  causes  the  heart  to  fill  with  grati- 
tude to  the  great  spiritual  head  of  the  Church,  and  the  lips  to 
say :  **  Bless  the  Lord  O,  my  soul ;  and  all  that  is  within  me, 
bless  His  holy  name.**  Looking  back  over  the. past  year  we  are 
encouraged,  and  looking  forward  into  the  future-  we  are  hopeful, 
realizing  most  fully  that  it  is  meet,  right  and  our  bounden  duty 
at  all  times  to  give  thanks  to  the  Triune  God. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  satisfaction,  as  well  as  gratitude,  to  know, 
that  despite  the  stagnation  of  business  throughout  our  land,  and 
the  inactivity  in  the  industrial  world  in  general,  the  progress  of 
the  Church  is  manifest  and  her  growth  is  strong  and  healthy  ; 
evidencing  the  utterance  of  our  Divine  Master  :  * '  My  kingdom  is 
not  of  this  world.*' 

The  work  of  the  holy  ministery  has  been  prosecuted  with  but 
little  interruption.  The  Word  has  been  faithfully  preached,  and 
the  sacraments  have  been  administered  in  the  sanctuary  and  in 
the  sick  chamber.  The  baptism  of  children  and  adults,  the  regu- 
lar and  systematic  instruction  of  the  young  and  the  confirmation 
of  the  baptized,  have  been  faithfully  attended  to.  May  God  keep 
them  as  His  own  dear  children,  and  growing  in  grace  day  by  day, 
may  they  be  **  faithful  to  the  end,  and  receive  the  crown  of  life." 

We  cannot  help  but  rejoice  the  zeal  and  heathful  activity  evi- 
denced in  all  the  departments  of  church  work.  Our  efforts  to 
spread  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  have  hot  only  been  earnest,  but 
fruitful  as  well.  We  are  thankful,  too,  to  note,  while  greater  de- 
mands are  being  made  on  the  liberality  of  our  people,  the  response 
is  generally  proportionate  to  the  demands  made.  These  many 
appeals  that  come  to  us  from  far  and  near,  are  bright  and  en- 
couraging features  in  the  general  work  and  outlook  for  the  future 
of  our  beloved  Zion.  The  present  visit  of  our  foreign  mission- 
aries from  Japan  is  giving  to  our  foreign  mission  work  a  zeal 
and  an  inspiration  that  was  not  only  much  needed  and  to  be 
hoped  for,  but  one  which  should  fill  our  hearts  with  thankfulness 
to  Almighty  God  for  a  new  baptism  in  this  very  important  branch 
of  church  work.  It  is  a  commendable  fact,  too,  that  during  the 
past  year  the  consecrated  women  of  our  beloved  Zion  com- 
pleted the  work  of  organizing  a  Classical  Missionary  Society  in 
every  Classis  in  our  Synod.  With  the  prospect  and  help  of  such 
eflScient  auxilliaries,  we  take  new  courage,  and  go  forward  **  and 
in  the  name  of  our  God  we  will  set  up  our  banners.*' 

The  prosecution  of  our  Sunday-school  work  has  been  attended 
with  encouraging  results.  Our  institutions  of  learning  give  us 
evidences  of  efficient  work  being  done.  It  is,  however,  a  source 
of  deep  regret  that  the  endowment  of  our  Pittsburgh  professorship 
in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster  has  not  yet  been  com- 
pleted. But  we  earnestly  hope  that  the  work  will  be  vigorously 
pushed  to  its  completion  before  the  end  of  another  year. 

The  general  health  of  our  people  has  been  good,  but  there  are 
those  to  whose  lips  has  been  pressed  the  cup  of  sorrow  and  afliic- 
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tion.  One  of  our  ministerial  brethren,  Rev.  James  Grant,  who 
met  with  us  in  annual  session  one  year  ago,  is  not  with  us  now, 
nor  will  he  ever  meet  us  on  earth  again.  He  has  been  summoned 
to  his  final  reward.  Though  for  some  years  he  was  not  engaged 
in  the  active  ministry  we  miss  him.  May  his  reward  be  **  the 
crown  of  life.*'  Only  a  short  time^after  his  departure  his  wife,  the 
faithful  partner  of  his  joys  and  sorrows,  was  also  called  up  higher. 
In  humble  reverence  we  can  still  say  :  **  But  thanks  be  to  God, 
which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ." 
Thus,  too,  are  we  reminded  that  one  of  these  enjoyable  Synodical 
meetings  will  be  our  last,  and  the  Master  of  the  vineyard  will  call 
upon  us  to  give  an  account  of  our  Stewardship.  We  deeply  sym- 
pathize with  those  of  our  ministerial  brethren  whose  homes  have 
been  saddened  by  the  departure  of  those  so  near  and  dear  to  them. 
We  offer  them  the  consolations  of  that  same  blessed  gospel  they 
so  often  offer  to  others  ;  assuring  them:  **  Weeping  may  endure 
for  a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in  the  morning." 
•  Death  has  not  left  unscathed  the  homes  of  our  laity.  The  babe 
in  tender  infancy  ;  the  young  man  and  the  young  woman  in  the 
vigor  and  strength  of  manhood  and  womanhood  ;  the  middle-aged 
and  the  hoary  headed  have  fallen  in  life's  stern  conflict,  and 
while  we  mourn  not  as  those  who  have  no  hope,  and  as  we  fil 
up  the  ranks  from  which  have  been  taken  Christian  warriors,  tried, 
true  and  loyal  to  the  end.  we  continue  to  warn  the  careless,  ad- 
monish the  indifferent  and  cheer  the  faint  and  fallen,  and  proclaim 
for  all  the  pious  dead,  life  and  immortality. 

Brethren ;  the  past  is  rich  in  achievements  and  encouragements, 
and  ought  to  be  an  inspiration  for  us  in  the  future.  In  the  light 
of  our  dear  Saviour's  promise,  **  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  even 
to  the  end  of  the  world,"  let  us  labor,  pray  and  wait,  assured  that 
if  we  are  faithful,  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  will  give  the  in- 
crease. In  this  spirit  let  us  return  to  our  respective  fields  of  labor, 
thanking  God  for  His  many  favors  and  blessings  in  the  past,  and 
relying  on  His  sure  word  of  promise  for  the  future.

ARTICLE  XIII. 

THEOLOGICAL  SEMINAR7. 
I.  Report  of  the  Board  of  ViBitom. 
The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  was  read  on  Thursday 
and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary.    The 
report  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh: 

Dear  Brethren:  The  undersigned  hereby  presents  to  your 
honorable  body  the  following  as  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Theological  ^minary  for  the  year  1 894-1 895: 
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The  following  young  gentlemen  were  admitted  to  the  Junior 
Class  in  September,  1894:  John  Franklin  Bair,  John  Love 
Bamhart,  Theodore  P.  Bollinger,  William  H.  Brong,  Charles  A. 
Bushong,  Preston  A.  DeLong,  Thomas  Wilson  Dickert,  Mont- 
gomery M.  Fryer,  William  Glass  Gerhard,  Daniel  G.  Glass, 
Urban  C.  E.  Gutelius,  Wilson  S.  Hartzel,  Mabry  L.  Herbein, 
Theodore  C.  Hesson,  R.  Raymond  Jones,  Clement  D.  Kressley,  K. 
Douglas  Lantz,  John  A.  Lenzinger,  R.  Franklin  Main,  James  M. 
Mullan,  Albert  F.  Nace,  Curtin  L.  Oswald,  Carl  Whitmer 
Plank,  Amos  Oliver  Reiter,  James  Rauch  Stein,  Martin  Weid- 
man  Schweitzer,  and  Adolphus  Walker — twenty-seven  in  num- 
ber. Of  these  eighteen  were  graduates  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  two  of  Calvin  College,  Cleveland,  O.;  three  came  from 
normal  schools,  of  whom  two  are  graduates,  and  one,  Curtin  L. 
Oswald,  an  ordained  minister  in  the  United  Evangelical  Church, 
who  had  received  a  preliminary  training  in  the  Schuylkill  Semi- 
nary. Mr.  Brong  was  readmitted  to  the  Junior  Class,  having 
been  prevented  from  pursuing  his  studies  by  ill  health  during  the 
previous  year. 

The  Middle  Class  consists  of  the  students  admitted  to  the 
Junior  Class  one  year  ago. 

The  members  of  the  Senior  Class  were  as  follows:  Amos  G. 
Baker,  Frederick  WMlliam  Bald,  Harry  W  Bright,  Harvey  J. 
Crow,  William  D.  Happel,  Theodore  F.Hermann,  Hiram  J.  Hille- 
gas,  John  C.  Homing,  Thomas  H.  Krick,  Lewis  P.  Krome, 
Elmer  E.  Leinbach,  William  A.  Mader,  F.  J.  Emil  Muehe, 
Elmer  S.  Noll,  Henry  H.  Ranck,  Eugene  P.  Skyles,  Howard  H. 
Spohn.  George  Weber  and  Harry  W.  Wissler — nineteen  in  num- 
ber. Having  completed  the  course  of  study  prescribed  by  the 
Synod,  and  having  sustained  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the 
presence  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  they  were  awarded  the  usual 
Testhnonials  at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary  in  May  last. 
The  whole  number  of  students  was  64. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Board  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing in  1894  ^^  Faculty  established  di  post-graduate  course  of  stud- 
ies, of  which  several  former  students  took  advantage,  and  a  num- 
ber of  others  expect  to  do  so  in  the  future.  It  is  still  tentative, 
and  may  receive  such  modifications  and  improvements  from  year 
to  year  as  may  be  deemed  advisable.  See  Catalogue  of  the  Semi- 
nary, I 894-1 895. 

From  the  average  grades  of  the  students,  presented  by  the  Fac- 
ulty, it  appears  that  there  were  comparatively  few  whose  standing 
was  less  than  4.5,  denoting  perfeclion.  The  Seniors  were  all 
above  4,  one  as  high  as  4.86,  and,  in  the  Middle  Class,  one  as  high 
as  4  85.  The  conduct  of  the  students,  as  it  regards  industry,  good 
order  and  Christian  morality,  was  satisfactory  and  commendable. 

During  the  year  the  instruction  in  elocution,  under  Miss  Morgan, 
was  satisfactory,  and  the  Board  recommends  to  the  three  Synods 
to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary  the  amount  hitherto 
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paid  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses,  $75  being  allotted  to  the 
Synod  of  Pittsburgh.  In  regard  to  a  female  instructor,  the  Board 
reaffirmed  its  judgment  of  the  previous  year,  that  it  would  be  pref- 
erable to  employ  a  male  teacher,  if  satisfactory  arrangements  could 
be  made. 

The  Faculty,  having  given  it  as  their  judgment  that  the  active 
membership  of  Theological  students  in  Glee  and  Athletic  Clubs  has 
interfered  with  their  studies  in  the  Seminary,  the  Board  referred 
the  matter  to  a  committee,  whose  report  instructing  the  Faculty 
not  to  allow  students  hereafter  to  connect  themselves  with  such 
dubs  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board.  According  to  the 
report,  the  Board  does  not  condemn  or  discountenance  the  legiti- 
mate exercises  of  the  gymnasium,  or  the  healthful  athletics  of  the 
open  field.  On  the  contrary,  it  recognizes  their  advantage  in  the 
way  of  physical  culture,  in  the  promotion  of  a  sound  mind  in  a 
sound  body.  The  members  of  the  Board,  therefore,  approve  of 
the  home  club  and  the  home  team,  and  are  disposed  to  encourage 
all  judicious  exercise  among  the  students  themselves.  Nor  do 
they  wish  to  restrict  the  students  of  the  Seminary  from  partici- 
pating with  undergraduates  of  the  College  in  the  functions  of  the 
clubs  refefred  to,  in  so  far  as  they  may  be  limited  in  their  perform- 
ance to  the  home  field. 

*  *  But  in  view  of  the  waste  of  precious  time  and  of  the  consequent 
neglect  of  the  solemn  work  of  preparation  for  the  Gospel  minis- 
try, and  in  view  of  the  sad  dissipation  of  energies  which  should 
be  consecrated  to  the  upbuilding  of  that  religious  character  so 
essential  to  a  successful  minister,  which  necessarily  follow  from 
prolonged  absence  from  the  Seminary,  in  the  acceptance  bf  chal- 
lenges from  distant  clubs,  the  Board  enjoined  it  upon  the  Faculty 
to  forbid,  without  qualification  or  exception,  the  students  from 
either  accompanying  the  Glee  Club  to  give  concerts  abroad,  or  to 
join  in  contests  with  either  baseball  or  football  teams,  which  may 
necessitate  their  absence  from  the  institution.  The  Board,  more- 
over, wished  to  place  upon  record  its  unqualified  disapproval  of 
the  practice  of  betting,  and  the  increasing  tendency  to  magnify 
financial  gains  accruing  from  guarantees  and  gate  receipts,  to- 
gether with  other  demoralizing  influences  inseparable  from  modem 
inter-collegiate-athletics  ;  and  adjudges  them  as  altogether  un- 
becoming the  authorities  and  students  of  any  Christian  institution. ' ' 

As  a  Board  we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  our  duty  in  super- 
vising the  internal  affairs  of  our  school  of  the  prophets  during  the 
year,  and  it  is  now  our  privilege  once  more  to  report  that  the 
blessing  of  Almighty  God  has  continued  to  rest  upon  it  as  in 
times  past.  The  number  of  candidates  for  the  ministry  has  been 
increasing  from  year  to  year  ;  the  corps  of  instructors  has  been 
enlarged  ;  and  the  new  building  for  the  use  of  the  Seminary,  with 
the  spacious  grounds  around,  now  very  much  beautified,  is  all 
that  could  be  desired,  presenting  an  attractive  and  interesting 
appearance.      For  all  this,  we  as  a  Church,  are  called  upon  to 
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give  thanks  to  God,  who,  through  his  only  begotten  Son  our  Lord« 
and  Savior,  is  the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift.

II.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Under  items  9  and  10  of  the  Committee  on  Overtures,  on  Sat- 
urday morning,  were  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Seminary  and  a  synopsis  of  the  Treasurer's  report,  together 
with  a  request  of  the  President  of  the  Board,  which  were  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary,  as  follows  : 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States: 

Dear  Brethren  :  During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees held  two  meetings.  The  first  meeting  was  held  May  9th, 
1895,  in  the  Seminary  Building,  Lancaster,  Pa.  The  following 
officers  were  elected  :  President,  Geo.  N.  Forney  ;  Vice-Presi- 
dent, John  D.  Skiles ;  Secretary,  Jeremiah  S.  Hess ;  Treasurer, 
John  B.  Roth.  Rev.  J.  C.  Bowman,  D.  D.,  laid  before  the  Board 
a  letter  from  Mrs.  Louisa  F.  Wirt,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  containing 
a  check  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  endowment  of -an  alcove 
in  the  Library  Building,  the  interest  to  be  expended  for  the  de- 
partment of  New  Testament  Introduction  and  Exegesis.  The 
fund  was  contributed  in  loving  memory  of  her  deceased  husband, 
Henry  Wirt,  and  is  to  be  named  "Henry  Wirt  Alcove.** 

The  Board  accepted  the  gift,  and  directed  the  letter  and  the  re- 
ply to  the  same  to  be  entered  on  the  minutes. 

At  the  request  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Seminary,  the  Board 
authorized  the  payment  of  the  following  salaries  :  Librarian, 
$120  per  annum  ;  assistant  Librarian,  $30  per  annum,  and  Custo- 
dian of  the  Reading  Room,  $30  per  annum,  so  soon  as  funds  come 
into  his  hands  for  the  payment  of  the  running  expenses  of  the 
Seminary. 

The  Building  Committee  Theological  Seminary  reported  that 
they  had  entered  into  negotiations  for  the  purchase  of  the  WolflF 
property,  adjoining  the  Seminary  grounds,  for  the  sum  of  $5,500, 
on  which  is  erected  a  two-and-a-half-story  brick  dwelling  house, 
containing  ten  rooms,  a  part  of  which  is  to  be  used  by  the  janitor, 
the  Building  Committee  agreeing  to  assume  the  responsibility  of 
collecting  the  sum  of  $2,000 — by  a  canvass  of  the  pastoral  charges 
and  asking  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  provide  for  the  balance 
I  $3,500)  in  accordance  with  their  best  judgment. 

The  Board  approved  of  the  purchase  of  the  Wolff  property. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  the  same  place,  Octobers,  1895. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  J.  H.  Stein  was  elected  Secretary 
pro  tern. 
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The  Treasurer  presented  his  annual  report.  Enclosed  find  a 
synopsis  of  the  report. 

President  George  N.  Forney  reported  favorably  progress  in  look- 
ing up  the  condition  of  the  Kansas  investments. 

A  communication  from  the  Professor  of  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary having  been  received,  the  following  action  was  taken  : 

Whereas,  a  letter  has  been  presented  to  our  Board  from  Drs. 
Gast,  Rupp  and  Bowman,  asking  that  there  be  granted  to  the 
Eastern,  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac  Synods  the  privilege  of  building 
homes  for  their  respective  professors. 

Resolved^  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  commend  the  request,  and 
ask  the  three  Synods  to  grant  the  privilege. 

A  communication  from  Dr.  J.  C.  Bowman  having  been  read, 
the  following  action  was  taken  : 

Whereas,  Dr.  J.  C.  Bowman  has  applied  to  Board  of  Trus- 
tees for  the  privilege  of  having  a  suitable  home  built  on  the 
Seminary  grounds  for  the  use  of  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor. 

Resolved,  that  the  Synods  be  requested  to  grant  the  privilege. 

The  Trustees  further  recommend  :  f  i)  That  a  building  com- 
mittee be  raised,  which  shall  be  composed  of  six  members,  who 
shall  chose  the  site  (with  the  approval  of  the  Trustees),  secure  the 
design  and  superintend  the  construction  of  the  proposed  build- 
ing ;  that  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  appoint  one  member  of  the  com- 
mittee, the  Eastern  Synod  two  members,  and  the  Potomac  Synod 
three.  (2)  That  should  there  be  any  excess  of  funds  resulting 
from  the  canvass  for  the  Seminary  Buildings,  the  same  be  placed 
in  the  hands  of  the  building  committee,  to  be  applied  to  the  pro- 
fessor's house. 

The  following  action  was  taken  relative  to  the  Wolff  property  : 

Resolved,  That  the  purchase  of  the  Wolff  property  be  confirmed 
by  the  Board,  and  that  the  several  Synods  approve  the  action  of 
the  Board  and  make  provision  for  the  payment  of  said  property.

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 

1.  No  new  subscriptions  toward  the  increase  of  the  Endow- 
ment Fund  were  secured  during  the  year. 

2.  The  sum  of  $1216.50  on  former  pledges  was  collected  since 
the  last  meeting  of  Synod. 

3.  The  whole    sum   on    hand   for  investment  at  present    is 

$27,385-50. 

4.  As  financial  prosperity  seems  to  be  slowly  returning,  and  the 
effects  of  the  late  panic  are  being  overcome,  the  committee  hopes 
to  be  able  to  complete  the  canvass  of  the  Synod  and  to  secure  the 
full  endowment  of  Synod's  Professorship  in  the  Seminary  in  the 
near  future.

V. — The  Report  of  the  Zindowment  Collector. 
The  report  was  read  on  Friday  afternoon  and  tabled,  and  on 
Saturday   morning    referred   to  the   Committee  on  Theological 
Seminary  and  is  as  follows  : 
To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh: 

Dear  Brethren:  In  accordance  with  a  resolution  passed  by 
your  honorable  body  while  in  session  at  Greensburg,  Pa.,  in  1894 
(Article  13th,  Page  29). 

Your  committee  wrote  to  the  different  Classical  Treasurers,  in- 
quiring what  amounts  the  different  charges  were  in  arrears, 
vras  necessary  in  order  that  your  committee  could  act  ini 
gently.     In  other  words,  it  is  impossible  for  any  one  to 
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any  moneys  until  he  knows  who  the  debtors  are.  Strange  as  it 
may  seem,  your  committee  experienced  considerable  difficulty  in 
obtaining  the  information  necessary  to  go  ahead.  St.  Paul  and 
Allegheny  Classes  never  furnished  it  at  all.  Clarion,  Westmore- 
land and  Somerset  Classes  finally  furnished  the  desired  informa- 
tion. Then  the  committee  wrote  to  the  pastors  whose  charges 
were  in  arrears,  urging  them,  if  at  all  possible,  to  collect  the  out- 
standing pledges,  and  thereby  save  the  expense  of  sending  a  col- 
lector in  the  field. 

But  the  matter  was  treated  lightly,  and  a  collector  in  the  per- 
son of  Mr.  O.  A.  Reiter  was  sent  out  with  instructions  to  collect 
in  cash,  as  much  as  possible ;  and  of  persons  not  having  the  cash, 
he  should  take  a  note  due  in  thirty,  sixty  or  ninety  days,  as 
would  best  suit  the  debtor;  and  the  cards  of  those  refusing  to  do 
either  were  to  be  collected  from  the  pastors,  and  turned  over  to 
your  committee.  This  your  committee  thought  was  necessary  in 
order  that  a  final  settlement  could  be  made.  The  collector  in 
some  instances  experienced  some  difficulty  in  obtaining  the  cards. 
Some,  he  could  not  get  at  all.  This,  however,  did  not  discourage 
him,  being  possessed  of  a  high  sense  of  right,  and  knowing  that 
this  money  ought  to  be  paid  in  the  treasury  and  that  the  proceeds 
belonged  to  Rev.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D.  He  pressed  forward  and  did 
what  he  could.  He  canvassed  Somerset,  Westmoreland  and,  I  be- 
lieve,  a  small  portion  of  Allegheny  and  Clarion  Classes. 

The  Pastors  in  the  district  of  St.  Paul's  Classis,  which  seemed 
most  in  arrears,  notified  the  collector,  **  O.  A.  Reiter,**  that  they 
could  collect  what  was  back ;  hence  he  did  not  visit  their  charges. 
Another  difficulty  your  committee  met  with  was  in  Westmore- 
land Classis.  The  pastor,  whose  people  were  most  in  arrears,  re- 
fused to  turn  the  cards  over  to  your  committee,  as  Synod  requested. 
Notwithstanding  the  many  hindrances  thrown  in  the  way,  the 
committee  efforts  were  not  altogether  in  vain,  which  will  be  seen 
by  the  following  statement :

The  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  reported  on 
Monday  afternoon.  The  report  was  considered  item  by  item. 
Items  I  to  6  and  10  to  16  were  severally  adopted.  Item  7  was 
amended  and  adopted,  amount  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee. 
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Items  8  and  9  were  also  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee. And  the  report  as  amended  was  adopted  as  a  whole  and 
is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Syiiod  of  Pitis burgh  : 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  begs  leave  to  submit 
the  following  report: 
The  following  papers  were  referred  to  us: 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

2.  Synopsis  of  the  audited  report  of  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

4.  Report  of  the  Endowment  Committee. 

5.  Report  of  the  Collector  of  Endowment  Moneys. 

6.  A  letter  from  J.  H.  Stein,  Secretary  pro  tern  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  miniltes  of  the  meeting 
of  October  8,  1895. 

7.  G.  N.  Forney,  President  of  the  Board,  supplementing  its 
report  by  asking  this  Synod  to  assume  $200  of  the  $1200  needed 
for  current  expenses. 

We  propose  the  following  for  adoption: 

1.  That  these  papers  be  printed  in  our  minutes  as  usual,  ex- 
cepting those  of  items  6  and  7,  these  being  largely  duplicates  of 
some  oif  the  other  papers. 

2.  That  we  rejoice  with  devout  gratitude  to  God  for  the  pros- 
perity and  eflficiency  of  the  Seminary. 

3.  That  we  approve  the  proposition  to  give  the  Synods  the 
privilege  of  building  dwelling  houses  for  their  professors  on 
ground  owned  by  the  Seminary. 

4.  That  we  approve  of  the  appointment  of  a  Building  Commit- 
tee of  six  as  recommended  by  the  Board  to  select  a  site,  superin- 
tend the  erection  of  a  professor's  house  for  the  Potomac  Synod, 
and  that  we  hereby  appoint  Mr.  B.  Wolf,  Jr.,  as  a  member  of  the 
committee  from  the  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

5.  That  the  matter  of  using  any  surplus  fund  that  VL\^y  be  on 
hand  after  the  completion  of  the  Seminary  Building  be  left  to  the 
discretion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

6.  That  the  purchase  of  the  Wolf  property  be  approved  and 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorized  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  same  according  to  their  best  judgment. 

7.  That  Synod  appropriate  $75  for  the  payment  of  a  teacher  in 
Elocution. 

8.  That  Synod  assumes  $100  of  current  expenses  of  the  Semi- 
nary for  the  present  year. 

9.  That  Synod  instructs  the  Treasurer  to  pay  $100,  on  Prof. 
Wm.  Rupp,  D.  D.,  toward  meeting  his  current  expenses. 

10.  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  Synod  that  the  professors  of 
the  Seminar>^  ought  to  receive  equal  salaries. 

11.  That  this  judgment  be  communicated  to  the  other  Synods 
interested  in  the  Seminary. 
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12.  That  the  resignation  of  C.  W.  Truxal  as  collector  of  En- 
dowment moneys  be  reluctantly  accepted. 

13.  That  the  collector  evidently  misunderstood  the  action  of 
Synod  last  year,  which  gave  pastors  a  certain  amount  of  discre- 
tion in  the  matter  of  passing  unpaid  cards  into  the  hands  of  the 
collector. 

14.  That  the  matter  of  completing  the  collection  of  unpaid 
pledges  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Endow- 
ment Committee,  Rev.  D.  B.  Lady. 

15.  That  the  Endowment  Committee  be  continued,  with  instruc- 
tions to  finish  the  work  of  canvassing  as  soon  as  possible. 

16.  That  the  people  of  our  Synod  be  respectfully  and  earnestly 
urged  to  pay  their  pledges  in  full,  without  further  delay,  so  that 
our  professor  need  not  suffer  from  want  of  adequate  support.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 
1.  Report  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Mlsaions. 

Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  reported  ou  Thursday 
afternoon.  The  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tees on  Missions  and  Nominations,  and  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Dbar  Brethren  :  Your  Board  held  two  meetings  during  the 
year;  the  first  at  Greensburg,  on  October  15,  1895,  at  which 
meeting  it  organized  by  electing  Rev.  D.  A.  Souders,  President, 
and  Rev.  Robt.  Bowling,  Secretary ;  the  other  meeting  was  held 
at  Butler,  Pa.,  October  9,  1895. 

There  was  no  business  of  special  importance  transacted  at  the 
first  meeting,  except  the  passing  of  a  resolution  instructing  our 
Secretary  to  notify  the  General  Synod  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
action  of  this  Synod  defining  the  relation  of  our  Board  to  Gen- 
eral Synod  Board  with  reference  to  the  locating  of  missionaries 
within  our  bounds. 
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Being  simply  an  Advisory  Board,  there  was  little  for  us  to  do 
during  the  year. 

The  President  of  your  Board  was  invited  to  attend  the  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  General  Synod  Board,  in  Pitts- 
burgh, last  February,  and  met  with  them  at  that  time. 

All  the  missions  within  our  bounds  report  prosperity  and  pro- 
gress. Duboise  was  made  self-supporting  by  reconstruction  of 
charge.  Apollo  looks  forward  to  self-support  in  the  near  future. 
Its  pastor  says  this  could  be  done  at  once  if  the  debt  were  re- 
moved. 

Turtle  Creek  purchased  two  lots  and  will  build  as  soon  as  the 
present  property  can  be  sold. 

Jeannette  reports  75  accessions  and  a  reduction  in  the  appro- 
priation of  $175. 

New  Kensington  now  has  the  service  of  a  pastor  and  reports 
encouraging  prospects.  Three  lots  have  been  secured  and  efforts 
are  now  being  made  for  the  erection  of  a  chapel. 

Two  missions  were  vacant  at  some  time  during  the  year,  Johns- 
town and  McKeesport.  Johnstown  was,  after  some  delay,  sup- 
plied with  a  pastor  approved  by  your  Board,  and  McKeesport  is 
served  by  an  efficient  missionary,  appointed  without  the  know- 
ledge of  our  Board. 

We  have  no  information  about  the  Hungarian  work.  It  will  be 
reported  by  the  General  Board. 

The  members  of  your  Board  have  made  inquiry  concerning  new 
points  for  missions  within  our  bounds,  from  which  we  learn  that 
Allegheny,  Erie  and  Wall  claim  attention. 

Allegheny  still  has  a  large  unevangelized  population  which 
offers  an  open  field  for  our  endeavors.  There  are  Reformed  families 
there  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  mission.  A  Sunday-school  was 
conducted  for  some  time  under  the  auspices  of  Grace  Reformed 
Church,  but  has  again  been  abandoned. 

Erie,  a  city  of  more  than  40,000,  has  a  large  German  popula- 
tion, among  whom  there  are  some  Reformed  families  from  other 
parts  of  the  Church.     A  mission  in  Erie  promises  good  results. 

Wall  is  an  important  point.  The  town  is  growing  and  surround- 
ing towns  furnish  material  for  a  mission.  There  is  no  German 
church  near  Wall,  and  if  a  missionary  were  placed  at  Wall  who 
can  use  the  English  and  German  language  many  of  the  Germans 
may  be  gathered  in.  We  learn  that  a  lot  at  Wall  Urba  has  been 
offered  us. 

Your  Board  feel  that  much  good  could  be  done  for  our  Church, 
if  members  of  the  Board  were  to  visit  and  canvass  new  territory, 
and  also  visit  congregations  to  encourage  the  missions,  but  as  no 
provision  is  made  for  the  payment  of  expenses  your  Board  does 
not  feel  free  to  enter  upon  this  work.  So  far  your  Board  has  in- 
curred no  expense  except  $1.75  expended  in  the  work  in  connec- 
tion with  Johnstown  Mission. 
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The  term  of  Rev.  A.  E.  Truxal,  D.  D.,  as  a  member  of  this 
Soard,  expires  this  year.

H.  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home 

Miasione. 

The  Superintendent  presented  on  Thursday  morning  a  copy  of 
the  Report  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Missions,  as 
follows : 

The  AtiTiiiai  Report  of  the  Oeneral  Board  of  MlaaionH  from  April,  1894, 

to  April,  1895. 

To  the  English  Classes  and  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States : 

Brethren  :  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  General  Board  of 
Missions,  heretofore,  to  prepare  its' annual  report  in  time  for  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  Synods.  The  report  was  usually  dated  on 
September  ist,  and  made  its  first  appearance  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Synods  and  asked  for  official  notice  and  action  before  these 
bodies.  It  has  been  felt,  however,  that  in  this  way  the  work  of 
the  Board  does  not  come  before  the  people  in  the  general  way 
that  its  importance  merits.  Our  people  should  be  well  ac- 
quainted with  the  needs  and  work  of  the  Board.  The  elders  of 
the  Church  especially  should  be  well  informed  on  the  work  of  the 
Home  Board;  and  for  this  reason  it  was  deemed  best  to  issue  the 
annual  report  on  April  ist  of  each  year,  and  so  have  it  ready  for 
distribution  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Classes.  Accordingly 
the  report  has  been  prepared  and  appears  before  you,  brethren  of 
the  Classes  and  Synods  for  your  official  action.  The  Board  is 
aware  of  the  fact  that  the  Classes  must  take  action  upon  that 
which  comes  down  to  them  from  the  Synods;  and  therefore  in 
this  report  the  Board  calls  the  attention  of  the  Classes  to  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Synods,  and  lays  before  them  such  information  as 
should  be  furnished  the  Church.  This  report,  coming  out  so 
early  in  the  year,  must  of  necessity  cover  some  ground  that  was 
covered  by  last  year's  report,  but  this  will  be  avoided  after  the 
present  year. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  prosperity  so  far  as  the  missions 
themselves  are  concerned.  For  this  we  should  acknowledge  the 
goodness  and  mercy  of  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church.  Financi- 
ally the  year  has  been  a  hard  one,  but  no  year  did  the  missions 
make  greater  progress  than  during  the  past  one.  Some  of  the 
missions  have  a  decidedly  better  outlook  now  than  a  year  ago, 
while  nearly  all  have  been  making  commendable  progress.  To 
keep  the  financial  credit  of  the  Board  on  a  good  basis  has  taxed 
the  energy  of  every  member,  and  we  are  pained  to  say  that  at  the 
time  of  making  out  this  report  the  Board  is  financially  in  a  worse 
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condition  than  for  years.  It  is  true  also,  that  the  continual  strain 
to  which  the  Board  has  been  subject  during  the  year  cannot  long^ 
continue  without  great  harm  to  the  work.  The  Treasurer  reports 
that  he  is  more  than  a  quarter  short  in  his  payments,  and  that 
time  and  again  he  was  compelled  to  advance  money  in  order  to 
pay  the  salaries  of  the  missionaries.  On  April  ist  we  should  have 
at  least  $8,000  in  the  treasury  with  which  to  pay  the  missionaries 
for  the  quarter  ending  March  31st,  1895  ;  but  instead,  we  owe  the 
Treasurer  a  small  sum  on  the  quarter  ending  December  31st,  1894. 
It  is  true  that  during  the  ensuing  quarter,  when  all  the  Classes 
meet;  a  large  sum  of  money  will  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  but 
that  sum  will  be  required  to  pay  the  amount  due  on  April  ist, 
1895.  That  will  give  us  an  empty  treasury  with  which  to  carry 
on  the  work  during  the  dull  summer  months.  It  is  well  that  the 
Classes  at  their  ensuing  meetings  take  this  matter  into  serious 
consideration  and  determine  what  shall  be  done.  Brethren,  the 
work  is  yours,  and  it  is  for  you  to  say  what  progress  the  work 
shall  make  in  this  country.  Notwithstanding  these  adverse  con- 
ditions, many  appeals  have  been  coming  to  the  Board  asking  that 
new  work  be  undertaken.  New  fields  are  opening  up  for  the 
Church  to  enter.  The  Master  is  calling  upon  us  to  go  into  his 
harvest  field.  A  rich  reward  awaits  usMf  we  but  heed  the  call  and 
provide  the  means  by  which  the  work  can  be  carried  forward. 

The  Appofrtionmenti. 

Last  year  the  Board  asked  of  the  Synods  that  the  sum  of  $40,- 
000  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  for  missions  proper,  $3,000 
for  the  Hungarian  work  and  $1,000  for  the  Harbor  missions  at 
the  port  of  New  York.      The  Harbor  mission  apportionment  was, 
however,  provided  for  by  the  General  Synod  at  Reading,  and  falls 
with  equal  weight    upon  English    and  German    Synods.      The 
Synods  at  their  meetings  last  fall  assumed  these  amounts  and  the 
Classes  at  their  meetings  this  spring  will  be  expected  to  apix>r- 
tion  them  upon  the  charges.      The  Board  wishes  it  to  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  at  no  time  was  there  a  request  made  for 
any  funds  over  and  above  the  apportionments.     The  Board,   in 
all  its  appropriations,   remained  within  the  scope  of  the  appK>r- 
^   tionments,  and,  indeed,  always  allowed  a  large  margin  for  any  pos- 
sible  delinquencies.     Notwithstanding  this  careful  management 
on  the  part  of  the  Board,  the  Church  still  failed  to  pay  so  much 
of    the    apportionments    as    was     needed.       The  delinquencies 
amounted  to  $10,000  during   the  past    year,  being   nearly  one- 
fourth  of  the  whole  sum  asked  of  the  Synods.     It  would  be  well 
if  the  Classes  would  take  into  consideration,  at  their  annual  meet- 
ings, the  extremely  small  average  per  member  required  to  pay 
the    missionary    apportionments.      It    runs   from  a  little  above 
eighiecji  cents  in   the  Eastern   Synod   to  fifty-three   cents  in  the 
Synod  of  the  Interior.     Certainly  there  should  be  no  difiiculty  in 
raising  so  small  an  average  for  a  work  so  important. 
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Then,  the  Board  wishes  the  Church  to  take  notice  of  the  fact, 
also,  that  for  two  years  the  sums  asked  of  the  Synods  have  been 
just  the  same.  While  this  work  should  have  been  greatly  in- 
creased, .and  might  have  been  increased  to  the  great  advantage  of 
the  Church,  yet  it  was  not  deemed  best  to  ask  for  larger  sums 
because  of  the  stringency  of  the  times.  The  same  amount  will 
be  asked  of  the  Synods  for  next  year,  although  the  membership 
of  the  Church  has  been  increased.  The  Board  now  asks  the  Classes 
that  the  most  strenuous  efforts  be  put  forth  to  collect  the  appor- 
tionments. The  missions  were  invariably  established  at  the 
earnest  solicitation  of  the  Classes  and  Synods,  with  the  tacit 
understanding  that  the  Synods  would  stand  by  the  Board  and  fur- 
nish the  means  to  carry  forward  the  missions  which  they  requested 
should  be  established.  The  Board  has  a  right  to  expect  that 
these  promises  be  kept. 

The  Board  would  also  suggest  that,  in  cases  where  charges  are 
vacant  a  committee  of  Classis  be  sent  into  them  to  assist  in  gather- 
ing the  apportionments.  This  is  now  done  by  some  Classes  with 
g^ood  results. 

The  BfiflflioiiB. 

Never  before  were  our  missions  more  prosperous.  Financially 
they  have  had  a  struggle;  but  when  the  statistical  table  at  the  end 
of  this  report  is  consulted  it  will  be  found  that  the  past  year  has 
been  one  of  advancement  in  all  departments  of  the  work.  Since 
April,  1894,  a  number  of  missions  have  become  self-sustaining, 
aside  from  those  so  marked,  but  as  they  were  so  designated  on  the 
statistical  table  last  September  they  need  not  be  mentioned  here. 
Although  money  was  scarce  the  Board  was  still  under  the  neces- 
sity of  enrolling  a  few  new  missions  since  the  annual  report  of  last 
year.;  Youngstown,  Ohio;  Dauphin  Street  mission,  Philadelphia, 
Pa.;  Tioga  mission,  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Harrisonburg,  Va.,  and  the 
Hungarian  mission  at  South  Norwalk,  Conn.,  have  been  enrolled. 
The  mission  at  Tyrone,  Pa.,  has  been  dropped  from  the  roll,  so 
that  there  are  on  April  ist,  1895,  ninety-five  missions  on  the  roll 
of  the  Board.  There  are  several  of  this  number  that  have  become 
self-supporting  with  April  ist,  and  quite  an  additional  number  re- 
ceive very  small  allowances  from  the  Board,  and  will  need  its  help 
but  a  short  time  longer.  Had  the  means  been  at  hand,  the  roll 
might  have  been  greatly  increased.  Missions  would  have  been 
founded  in  places  where  the  prospects  are  the  most  encouraging. 
Indeed,  new  points  have  been  pleading  for  the  establishment  of 
missions. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  we  now  have,  including  the  German,  one 
hundred  and  twenty-six  missions,  embracing  one  hundred  and 
eight}' congregations.  We  find,  then,  that  one-sixth  of  our  minis- 
ters are  missionaries  in  the  home  field,  and  one-eighth  of  our  con- 
gregations belong  to  the  mission  fields. 

The  Chicago  Church. 
In  last  year's  report  the  Board  requested  the  Synods  to  provide  a 
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sum  aggregating  $4,500  or  $5,000  for  the  erection  of  a  church  for 
the  English  mission  in  Chicago.  The  lot  was  secured  by  the 
Board  a  year  ago,  and  the  erection  of  a  modest  church  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  insure  the  success  of  the  mission.  The  S3rnods  aU 
took  favorable  action  in  the  matter.  Some  invited  the  agent  to 
come  into  the  congregations  and  collect  the  sum  to  be  raised. 
Some  authorisced  the  holding  of  collections  in  order  to  obtain  the 
money,  while  in  one  instance  the  amount  is  to  be  apportioned  upon 
the  charges  in  the  usual  way. 

It  has  since  been  ascertained  that  there  are  grave  objections  to 
an  agent  collecting  the  money,  as  some  pastors  do  not  wish  an 
agent  to  come  into  their  fields,  while  others  object  on  the  ground 
that  an  agent  cannot  visit  all  the  charges  of  a  Synod  for  a  sum  so 
small,  so  that  a  comparatively  small  number  of  the  charges  must 
pay  the  money.  It  is  the  sense  of  the  Board  that  this  mission  is 
very  important  and  should  have  the  support  of  the  entire  English 
Church  in  the  erection  of  its  building ;  and  it  is  further  the  sense 
of  the  Board  that  the  money  should  be  gotten  with  as  little  expense 
and  as  quickly  as  possible. 

The  Board,  therefore,  proposes  to  the  Classes  and  earnestly 
requests  that,  since  all  the  Synods  took  favorable  action,  the 
Classes,  at  their  annual  meetings  this  spring,  assume  such  an 
amount  as  would  fall  to  each  upon  the  basis  of  the  amount  assumed 
by  the  Synods,  and  that  they  designate  the  amount  each  pastor  is 
to  raise,  and  request  the  pastors  to  raise  the  amounts  by  collection, 
and  pay  them  to  the  Treasurers  of  the  Classes,  who  shall  forward 
them  to  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Kendig,  D.  D.,  12 19  West  Monroe  street, 
Chicago,  Ills.  Dr.  Kendig  will  receipt  for  all  money,  and  these 
receipts  can  then  be  forwarded  by  the  Treasurers  of  the  Classes  to 
the  Synod ical  Treasurers,  so  that  proper  credit  can  be  given  the 
Synods.  The  object  is  to  get  the  money  as  quickly  as  possible. 
There  is  urgent  need  that  this  church  be  built.  The  mission  has 
a  bright  future  before  it  if  the  Church  will  help  to  put  it  upon  a 
firm  basis  by  the  erection  of  this  building. 

The  Board  hopes  that  the  Classes  will  take  the  proposed  action 
and  so  carry  out  the  spirit  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Synods. 

The  Harbor  Mission. 

Of  this  kind  of  work  our  Church  has  but  one  station,  namely, 
that  at  the  port  of  New  York.  Rev.  Paul  Somerlatte  is  in  charge 
of  the  work,  and  indeed  he  has  sole  control  of  it.  The  entire 
amount  to  be  furnished  for  this  work  by  the  entire  Church  is  just 
$1,000  annually.  Whatever  additional  is  furnished  by  the  Church 
is  a  purely  voluntary  matter.  It  would  seem  that  $1,000  for 
eight  Synods  to  furnish  annually  is  a  sum  so  small  that  it  would 
be  furnished  promptly  and  freely.  The  truth  compels  us  to  say, 
however,  that  in  nineteen  months  the  entire  Church  paid  only 
$840  to  this  cause,  compelling  the  Board  to  use  funds  that  were 
intended  for  the  regular  missionary  work  to  pay  the  Harbor  Mis- 
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sionary.     The  Board  cannot  here  point  out  the  amounts  that  the 
different  Synods  owe  this  fund,  but  all  are  more  or  less  delin- 
quent.    The  Board  calls  the  attention  of  the  Classes  and  Synods 
to  the  condition  of  the  treasury  as  regards  this  mission,  with  the 
belief  that  these  bodies  need  only  know  how  the  matter  stands  in 
order  to  furnish  the  means  to  carry  it  forward.     Hereafter  the 
Board  will  use  only  such  funds  as  are  specified  for  this  work,  to 
carry  it  on.     If  the  Church  fails  to  pay  what  is  promised,  that 
will  be  taken  as  suflBcient  evidence  that  our  people  are  not  inter- 
ested in  the  Harbor  Mission  and  do  not  wish  to  support  it.     The 
Synods  should  not  apportion  such  a  small  sum  upon  the  Classes, 
but  should  combine  it  with  their  contingent  expenses  and  out  of 
these  pay  it  annually  for  the  whole  Synod.    When  it  comes  in  the 
form  of  an  apportionment  upon  the  charges  it  is  a  sum  so  small 
that  it  is  entirely  overlooked,  or  becomes  mixed  up  with  larger 
sums  for  other  purposes  and  is  never  paid  to  the  object  for  which 
it  was  intended.     Something  of  this  kind  must  have  occurtfed,  as 
the  sum  asked  for  and  promised  by  the  Synods  has  not  been  paid 
over.     For  instance,  the  entire  income  for  this  purpose  from  April, 
1894,  to  April,  1895,  was  only  $564.03.     The  Board  cannot  too 
strongly  urge  upon  the  Classes  and  Synods  to  see  that  the  small 
sums  needed  for  this  work  are  promptly  paid. 

The  Htingaiian  Work. 

Perhaps  no  department  of  the  work  has  moved  forward  with 
greater  evidences  of  prosperity  than  that  of  the  Hungarian.  From 
its  very  inception  it  has  been  a  success.  What  has  been  done 
should  encourage  the  Church  to  still  greater  efforts  among  these 
Reformed  people  who  come  to  our  shores. 

A  little  over  a  year  ago  Rev.  Ferenczi  took  charge  at  Pittsburgh. 
There  never  seemed  to  be  much  business  tact  among  the  Hunga- 
rians at  that  place  until  he  took  charge.  Since  then  matters  have 
been  placed  upon  a  better  basis,  and  the  outlook  is  decidedly  more 
cheering  than  ever  before.  At  the  last  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Kxecutive  committee,  pastor  Ferenczi,  with  his  elder,  appeared  be- 
fore the  Committee  and  paid  $150  on  their  church  debt,  with  the 
assurance  that  a  like  sum  should  be  paid  quarterly,  if  possible,  un- 
till  the  whole  is  paid.  This  is  the  kind  of  work  that  tells  on  the 
spirit  and  habits  of  the  people. 

Rev.  Kovacs  a  year  ago  went  to  Assinaboia,  Canada,  to  do  mis- 
sionary work  among  his  Hungarian  brethren.  During  the  year 
past,  according  to  his  reports,  he  has  been  doing  such  work  as  he 
deemed  neccessary  in  that  new  country.  The  members  are  some- 
what scattered  and  live  in  two  communities  adjacent  to  each 
other.  He  finds  the  work  somewhat  difficult.  Last  summer  the 
people  suffered  by  the  drouth,  while  during  the  past  winter  their 
souls  were  tried  by  the  rigors  of  a  far  northern  winter.  Still  he 
seems  hopeful  of  success.  He  now  has  seventy  families  of  his  peo- 
ple with  him,  and  has  the  promise  of  others  who  intend  to  make 
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their  home  in  this  colony.     Let  us  hope  that  he  will  make  a  suc- 
cess of  the  project. 

I>st  October  Rev.  Harsanyi  came  to  this  country  in  answer  to 
the  call  of  the  Board  and  took  charge  of  the  work  in  Cleveland, 
O.,  Rev.  Jurany  resigning  his  position  as  pastor.  Rev.  Harsanyi 
came  as  a  licentiate  and  was  ordained  by  and  enrolled  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Erie  Classis.  He  at  once  entered  upon  the  work  with 
zeal  and  has  been  busily  engaged  since.  His  reports  are  cheer- 
ing in  their  character  and  he  seems  to  delight  in  the  work  as- 
signed him  He  was  entirely  unacquainted  with  the  English 
language  when  he  arrived  in  this  country,  but  is  rapidly  acquir- 
ing it.  In  November  last  the  new  Hungarian  church  on  Hast 
Madison  Avenue,  Cleveland,  was  dedicated.  This  church  is  a 
very  comfortable  building,  of  fair  size,  costing,  including  the  lot, 
about  $3,300.  The  church  is  a  substantial  structure.  The  con- 
gregation in  Cleveland  is  doing  well ;  and  when  the  debt  of 
$1,000*  now  resting  on  the  building  is  lifted,  self-support  will 
not  be  far  distant.  Connected  with  Cleveland  are  congregations 
at  Fairport,  Toledo  and  Ashtabula  served  byBro.  Harsanyi. 

For  several  years  our  Hungarian  ministers  have  been  visiting 
points  in  the  East.  A  number  of  important  fields  have  been  at 
diflFerent  times  pointed  out  to  the  Board  for  work  among  the 
Hungarians.  Both  men  and  means  have  been  wanting.  One 
new  field  has  been  organized  within  the  last  six  months,  namely, 
South  Norwalk  and  Bridgeport,  Conn.  There  has  been  a  con- 
gregation organized  in  each  of  these  towns,  and  Gabriel  Dokus, 
a  Hungarian,  who  was  lately  ordained  to  the  gospel  ministry, 
has  been  called  to  and  commissioned  for  the  field  with  an  ap- 
propriation of  $200.  The  prospects  for  the  field  are  said  to  be 
very  good. 

We  should  have  an  increased  amount  for  this  work  next  year, 
but  under  the  present  financial  strain  the  Board  does  not  deem 
it  best  to  ask  for  more  than  last  year.  The  Synods  are  there- 
fore requested  to  assume  the  following  sums  for  this  work  at  their 
annual  meeting  this  year.

The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  entire  income  for 
Hungarian  missions  from  April  i,  1894,  to  April  i,  1895,  was 
$1,675.44,  instead  of  the  $3,000  promised. 

As  the  Hungarian  work  is  of  general  interest  throughout  the 
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ChUFCb,  we  also  ask  the  German  Synods  for  their  contributions  to 
this  good  work. 

The  EztenaiMi  Work. 
This  department  of  the  work  increases  in  importance  with  every 
additional  year.  It  is  rapidly  growing  as  the  mission  work  is 
extended.  It  is  one  side  of  the  general  missionary  work,  but  one 
of  very  great  importance.  It  may  be  very  lightly  regarded  by 
many  in  the  Church  and  utterly  neglected  by  others,  but  it  still 
remains  true  that  no  denomination  can  be  on  the  highway  to  suc- 
cess that  fails  to  lay  deep  and  strong  its  foundations  in  the  liberal 
extension  fund.  The  policy  that  the  most  progressive  denomi- 
nations of  this  country  have  been  pursuing  is  proof  of  the  fact. 
Our  Church  has  never  put  the  stress  upon  it  that  its  importance 
demands.  It  can  now  be  plainly  seen  that  the  want  of  such  a  fund 
is  crippling  our  operations  at  every  step.  The  Board  is  glad  to 
state  that  some  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year.  We  here 
give  the  report  of  "fieasurer  Boush.

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It  will  be  noticed  that  some  of  the  items  in  this  report  were  in- 
cluded in  the  report  sent  out  last  September;  but,  as  this  report  is 
to  cover  a  full  year,  all  transactions  between  April  i,  1894,  ^tnd 
April  I,  1895,  are  included.  It  is  a  plain,  unvarnished  statement 
of  the  case.  The  work  had  to  be  carried  forward,  whether  the 
funds  were  on  hand  or  not.  Some  of  our  city  missions  required 
help  or  had  to  be  abandoned.  The  same  conditions  always  exist 
if  we  establish  missions  in  the  cities.  If  we  are  content  with  do- 
ing work  only  in  the  rural  districts,  then  we  can  get  along  with 
less  means. 

The  contributions  from  all  sources  were  $4,727.24.  These,  it 
might  be  stated,  were  the  free-will  oflFerings  of  the  Church  for  this 
object. 

The  legacies  were  the  offerings  of  a  few  who  remembered  this 
good  cause  in  the  final  disposition  of  their  property,  and  are  a 
monument  to  their  name  and  memory. 

It  will  be*  noticed  that  some  of  the  missions  are  already  begin- 
ning to  pay  back  small  sums.  In  the  years  to  come  the  Board 
will  have  a  large  annual  income  from  this  source  with  which  to 
help  other  new  interests. 

Aside  from  this,  the  Board  had  to  have  additional  funds,  and  so 
$3,000  had  to  be  borrowed.  It  was  only  under  the  most  urgent 
need  that  this  was  done. 

Including  the  deferred  payments  and  the  amount  borrowed,  the 
liabilities  of  the  Board,  for  this  department  of  the  work,  are  $14,- 
837.50.  This  is  getting  to  be  a  formidable  sum  indeed.  But  the 
Board  could  not  see  its  way  out  except  by  borrowing  the  money. 
We  feel  confident,  however,  that  the  money  is  well  invested  and 
no  similar  amount  will  bear  better  interest  for  the  Church. 

A  number  .of  our  missions  are  asking  for  loans  of  $500  and 
$1,000  in  order  to  strengthen  them.  The  Board  would  gladly 
help  the  missions  in  this  way,  but  to  do  so  is  an  utter  impos- 
sibility, as  the  funds  are  lacking.  It  is  true  also  that  so  far  the 
Board  has  given  aid  only  in  the  way  of  purchasing  the  lots  and 
holding  them  as  the  property  of  the  Board,  to  be  used  by  the 
missions,  upon  whicn  to  erect  chapels  and  churches. 

The  Board  is  very  much  in  need  of  addilional  funds  for  this 
work,  and  the  Church  should  do  more  for  the  extension  cause ; 
and  yet,  as  the  times  are  hard,  it  has  been  decided  to  ask  the  same 
as  last  year,  namely,  an  average  of  six  cents  per  member.  The 
Board,  therefore,  most  earnestly  requests  the  Synods,  at  their  an- 
nual meetings  this  year,  to  apportion  upon  the  Classes  this  small 
sum  for  this  important  work. 

It  is  but  fair  to  acknowledge  the  help  of  the  women  of  the 
Church  in  this  work.  The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  the 
Ohio  Synod  has  about  finished  its  fund  of  $500. 

The  special  fund  of  $500  to  be  known  as  the  Tiffin  Classis  Ex- 
teyision  Fu7id  has  also  been  completed. 
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The  Finances. 

The  finances  of  the  Board  are  an  important  item  at  any  time, 
but  especially  at  the  present.  Not  a  little  discussion  has  been 
going  on  as  regards  the  finances  of  the  Home  Board,  the  appor- 
tionments, the  shrinkages,  the  best  plans  to  raise  money,  and  so 
on  to  the  end  of  the  chapter.  Men  diflFer  widely.  What  seems 
proper  for  one  portion  of  the  Church  may  not  quite  suit  another. 
A  few  points  must  always  be  kept  in  mind  when  the  finances  are 
discussed. 

1.  That  the  missions  were  enrolled  upon  the  recommendations 
of  the  subordinate  Boards. 

2.  That  the  Synods  pledged  the  amounts  necessary  to  sustain 
these  missions. 

3.  That  the  Board  in  enrolling  these  missions  made  allowance 
for  any  reasonable  shrinkage  that  might  occur  because  of  the 
stringency  of  the  times.  In  spite  of  this  conservative  policy  on  the 
part*of  the  Board,  there  has  beeen  more  of  a  shrinkage  than  was 
expected. 

The  amount  voted  last  year  by  the  Synods  for  missions,  includ- 
ing Hungarian  and  Harbor,  was  $44,000.  The  amount  actually 
paid  in  from  April  i,  1894,  to  April  i,  1895,  was  $35,460,  leaving 
a  shortage  of  $8,540  for  the  year.  But  Treasurer  Reber  informs  us 
that  the  shortage  of  1893  was  even  greater  than  that  of  1894, 
making  for  the  two  years  fully  $17,000.  On  April  i,  1895,  we  are 
short  fully  $9,000.  We  are  compelled  to  raise  the  money  for  the 
quarter  ending  March  31,  1895,  whereas  the  money  should  be  on 
hand  now,  to  pay  all  the  missionaries  as  soon  as  their  orders  are 
issued.  The  $35,460  received  during  the  year  does  not  represent 
the  amount  collected  by  the  Synods  on  the  apportionments,  but 
includes  all  the  additional  funds  sent  in  to  the  Treasurer,  all 
donations,  the  women's  contributions,  and  the  extra  money  col- 
lected by  the  Superintendents.  That  we  are  short  nearly  $10,000 
is  to  be  deplored.  That  the  sum  is  no  greater  should  be  a  matter 
of  hearty  thanksgiving,  when  we  consider  the  stringency  of  the 
times.  Though  the  times  are  hard,  yet  the  missionaries  must  have 
their  small  appropriations,  and  the  Board  must  depend  on  the 
Church  to  furnish  the  money.  The  Board  therefore  asks  the 
Classes  that  in  their  annual  meetings  this  spring  they  take  such 
action  as  will  insure  the  prompt  payment  of  the  amounts  appor- 
tioned upon  them  by  the  Synods. 

The  Estiinates  for  Next  Tear. 

It  is  very  evident  to  the  Board  that  during  the  next  year  no 
marked  forward  steps  can  be  taken  in  the  home  work.  The 
Board  is  very  anxious,  however,  that  no  backward  steps  should 
be  taken.  The  work  as  now  constituted  should  be  maintained, 
and,  perhaps,  a  few  additional  points  taken  up.  The  reductions 
at  the  annual  meeting  must  at  least  equal  any  amount  assumed 
for  new  work.      At  this  rate  there  will  be  needed  for  the  next 
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year  about  the  same  amount  that  was  required  for  the  present 
year.  The  Board,  therefore,  asks  of  the  Synods  the  following 
sums,  to  be  apportioned  upon  the  Classes  at  their  annual  meet* 
ings  this  fall :

with  six  cents  per  member  for  Church  extension.  This  is  an 
average  of  about  thirty-one  cents  per  member  for  the  English 
Synods,  including  all  the  departments  of  the  home  work.  This 
is  a  sum  so  small,  for  a  work  so  important,  that  no  one  can 
possibly  urge  a  valid  objection  against  it.  We  have  our  doubts 
whether  there  is  another  denomination  in  the  land  that  does  so  much 
work  with  so  little  money.  The  Board  feels  that  a  less  sum  than 
that  asked  for  would  cripple  the  work  so  seriously  as  to  do  great 
injury  to  the  cause,  and  hopes  that  the  Synods  and  Classes  will 
very  willingly  vote  the  sum  in  aid  of  this  work. 

The  Gtonnan  MiaaionB. 

It  was  suggested  by  not  a  few,  in  past  years,  that  it  would  be 
well  as  a  source  of  information,  if  in  the  annual  report  there  were 
given  a  list  of  the  German  missions.     This  year  we  endeavored  to 
comply   with   the   request    by   procuring   a   list,    with   name   of 
mission,  where   located,   membership,  the  amount  paid   by  the 
mission  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  German  Board.     This  list  is 
a  proof  that  the  German  brethren  are  pushing  the  spread  of  the 
Church  as  rapidly  as  men  and  means  permit.     They,  like  the 
English,  are  limited  in  the  means  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work 
on  a  scale  commensurate  with  its  importance.     It  will  be  seen, 
by  the  list,  that  nearly  all  their  missions  are  in  the  cities  and 
larger  towns.     There  is  much  new  territory  that  should  be  taken 
up  by  the  Germans  as  well  as  the  English.     Let  us  hope  that  the 
day  is  not  far  distant  when  in  both  languages  the  mission  work 
will  be  very  largely  increased.

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MiacellaneouB  Items. 


The  Sunday-school  Board  contemplates  the  appointment  of  a 
Sunday-school  Missionary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  enter  the  towns 
and  cities  where  Sunday-school  work  is  needed,  and  organize 
Sunday-schools,  and,  ultimately,  congregations.  The  Board  deems 
such  an  office  a  very  important  one,  and  it  is  believed  that  such  a 
missionary  can  do  a  good  work  in  building  up  the  Church  in  des- 
titute places.  But  the  operations  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  along 
missionary  lines  and  the  work  of  the  General  Board  must  not  con- 
flict. Therefore,  at  the  last  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  a  committee  was  appointed  to  meet  a  similar  committee 
from  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  these  committees  of  conference 
are  to  formulate  a  plan  by  which  the  two  boards  can  cooperate  in 
a  way  mutually  helpful  to  each  other.  The  plan  will  be  submitted 
to  the  General  Board  for  approval  at  the  annual  meeting  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 
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It  has  long  been  felt  by  the  Board  that  the  German  missions  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  should  be  under  the  German  Board,  as  the  Ger- 
man work  can  be  best  carried  forward  by  Germans.  Accordingly, 
several  years  ago  overtures  were  made  to  the  German  Board  of  the 
West  to  transfer  those  missions  to  its  care.  The  matter  was 
brought  before  said  Board  in  regular  form  by  the  General  Board, 
and  that  Board  brought  the  matter  before  the  Northwestern  and 
Central  Synods  for  final  decision  at  their  meetings  fast  year.  Their 
action  was  adverse  to  their  reception.  So  the  missions  still  continue 
under  the  General  Board  for  the  present. 

The  Board  has  been  earnestly  solicited  to  take  charge  of  a  Bohe- 
mian interest  in  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  and  organize  a  congregation 
among  the  people  of  that  nationality  in  that  city.  The  plea  is 
made  that  these  Bohemian  brethren  are  of  Reformed  stock  and 
should  be  cared  for  by  our  Church.  The  matter  came  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  last  meeting,  and  was  by  it  referred  to 
the  full  Board  meeting  April  23,  1895. 

The  matter  of  forming  German-EJnglish  missions  has  claimed 
the  attention  of  the  Board  at  different  times.  Most  urgent  appeals 
have  come  to  it  from  points  in  the  German  Classes,  but  as  only 
the  English  Synods  have  placed  their  mission  work  under  the 
care  of  the  General  Board,  the  Board  has  hesitated  to  estab- 
lish such  missions  and  have  them  form  a  part  of  German  Classes. 
This  whole  matter  must  soon  be  adjusted  in  some  way,  either  by 
the  General  Synod,  or  by  some  other  competent  authority. 

The  Condaaion. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  difficult  one  for  mission  work  from 
the  fact  that  the  Board  has  continually  been  cramped  for  want  of 
funds.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Board  hesitated  to  take  up 
new  work  that  presented  itself  to  the  extent  that  it  should  have 
done.  At  no  time  have  our  opportunities  been  greater  and  the 
outlook  more  favorable.  As  a  Church  we  should  give  thanks  for 
the  measure  of  prosperity  that  has  attained  our  missionary  efforts. 
The  Master's  blessings  have  been  upon  us.  But  have  we  as  a 
Church  been  as  faithful  as  we  should  have  been  ?  Have  we 
honored  the  Lord  with  our  substance  as  we  should  have  done  ? 
Let  us  call  upon  Him  to  bless  the  coming  year,  even  more  sig- 
nally than  the  past  year.  Let  us  expect  great  things  of  the  Lord, 
but  let  us  meet  our  responsibility  that  He  can  do  great  things 
for  us.

.  tidings.  Since  last  it  was  our  privilege  to  address  you, 
t  changes  have  transpired  in  Japan,  aflFecting  not  only  its  na- 
al  and  political  interests,  but  also  its  relation  to  the  work 
christian  Missions  within  its  bounds.  At  the  outbreak  and 
ng  the  earlier  stages  of  the  recent  war  with  China,  grave  appre- 
sions  were  entertained  as  to  the  effect  it  might  have  upon 
diffusion  of  Christianity,  but  aside  from  a  spirit  of  indiffer- 
t  to  its  solemn  claims,  caused  doubtless,  in  large  part,  by 
universal  absortion  of  interest  in  the  war  and  which  we  are 
•y  to  learn  still  prevails,  the  effects  have  proved  rather  ad- 
tageous  than  damaging.  The  simultaneous  happy  solution

«  in  authority,  and  the  underlying  spirit  of  Christian  charity 
manifested  in  the  offices  of  the  Red  Cross  Association,  all 
le  combined,  have,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  lodged  deep  in 
hearts  of  the  people,  a  holy  principle,  which  silently,  like 
"en,  is  working  a  transformation  which  in  large  part,  seems 
yet  to  be  clearly  understood  by  its  subjects.  Even  though 
spirit  of  indifference  is  still  discernable,  yet  in  strange  con- 
t,  the  attendance  upon  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  is  in- 
sing. 

he  regular  work  of  our  Mission  has  gone  forward  during  the 
year  without  interruption.  The  only  evil  effect,  we  are  in- 
led  of,  is  a  slight  decline  in  the  number  of  students  in  the 
.oku  Gakuin,  some  of  them  having  entered  the  army.  In 
Girls'  School  there  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of 
)lars.  At  the  last  commencement  six  young  men  graduated 
1  the  Theological  Department  and  are  now  going  forth  as 
agelists  ;  five  graduated  from  the  Collegiate  Department,  some, 
ot  all,  of  whom  will  enter  the  Theological  Department.  Five 
iuated  from  the  Girls'  School. 

he  death  of  Mr.  Kaneko  is  felt  to  be  a  great  loss  to  our  Tohoku 
:uin,  as  he  was  expected  to  take  the  chair  of  Old  Testament 
K)logy.  Hence  the  speedy  going  out,  this  fall,  ot  Mr.  Chris- 
ler  Noss  is  felt  to  be  the  more  urgent. 
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It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Board  that,  with  the  reinforcement  by  the 
going  out  of  Mr.  Noss,  the  teaching  force  in  our  institutions  will 
be  sufficient  for  the  present.  The  most  urgent  need  of  our  Mission 
at  this  time  is  additional  buildings.  The  Girls'  School  is  full  to 
overflowing.  More  scholars  could  be  gathered  in  had  we  room  for 
their  accommodation.  The  present  teaching  force  is  sufficient  for 
a  larger  number  of  scholars.  In  case  of  the  Tohoku  Gakuin,  our 
present  building  is  entirely  too  small.  It  has  to  serve  for  Semi- 
nary, College  and  Preparatory  Department.  We  are  short  at 
present  for  recitation  rooms  and  dormitory  facilities,  some  of  the 
dormitory  rooms  being  used  for  recitation  purposes.  The  Board 
has  felt  the  urgent  need  of  enlarged  quarters,  but  in  view  of  other 
necessities  for  which  it  felt  constrained  to  ask  enlarged  contribu- 
tions from  the  Church,  it  hesitated  for  the  time  being  to  press  a 
new  and  large  request.  It  was,  therefore,  with  pleasure  that  it 
heard  of  the  inauguration,  by  the  Classis  of  Philadelphia,  of  the 
enterprise,  with  the  aid  of  the  other  Classis  of  the  Church,  of  the 
erection  of  the  Kaneko  Memorial  building.  We  bespeak  for  this 
enterprise  the  favorable  consideration  of  those  of  our  brethren 
whom  God  has  blessed  with  means,  for  its  realization  will  go  far 
to  relieve  our  embarrassment  and  enable  a  larger  efficiency  in  our 
work. 

We  are  happy  in  being  able  to  say  that  the  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  has 
generously  assumed  the  entire  support  of  the  Girls'  School.  For 
this  very  efficient  cooperation  in  our  blessed  work  by  the  women 
of  our  Church  the  Board  is  profoundly  thankful. 

As  to  the  finances  of  the  Board,  it  is  happy  to  tender  to  the 
Church  its  hearty  thanks  for  the  favorable  response  made  to  its 
enlarged  requests.  The  oppressive  part  of  our  indebtedness  is 
paid,  for  which  we  humbly  thank  God,  and  provision  has  mean- 
while been  made  for  all  our  current  expenses.  True,  the  full 
amount  of  the  apportionment  has  not  been  paid,  but  it  has  called 
out  many  contributions  which  else,  most  likely,  would  not  have 
been  made.  The  deficiency  in  this  particular  was  compensated  for 
by  the  self-denial  effort,  which  effort,  however,  was  but  a  partial 
success  this  last  year,  in  consequence  of  a  simultaneous  special 
effi^rt  in  the  interest  of  another  branch  of  our  Church  work. 

Of  the  presence  in  this  country,  on  furlough,  of  our  beloved  Mis- 
sionar>%  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy,  it  is  hardly  needful  that  we  speak.  He 
is  laboriously  visiting  our  churches  in  furtherance  of  the  cause  to 
which  he  has  consecrated  his  life.  He  is  expected  to  be  with  you 
at  your  present  meeting,  and  we  heartily  commend  him  to  your 
most  favorable  consideration  as  an  untiring,  devoted  and  most 
faithful  missionary  of  Jesus  Christ.  He  will  speak  to  you  for  him- 
self. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  would  most  earnestly  request  your  rever- 
end body  to  repeat  the  apportionment  indicated  by  General  Synod, 
and  as  experience  has  proved  the  efficiency  and  necessity  of  the 
self-denial  effort,  to  appoint  the  coming  Lenton  season  as  a  special 
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time  for  earnest  prayer  and  self-denial  for  the  help  and  advance- 
ment of  our  blessed  work  of  Foreign  Missions.

Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Mifisionfl. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missons  reported  on  Saturday 
afternoon  and  the  report  was  considered  by  items.  The  items 
were  all  adopted.  Items  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6  were  referred  to  the 
Finance  Committee.  Item  7  was  amended  and  adopted.  The 
report  as  amended  was  adopted  as  a  whole  and  is  as  follows  : 

71?  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  begs  leave  to  report : 
A  number  of  papers  had  been  referred  to  us,  viz.  :  The  annual 
report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  Pittsburgh  Synod.  The 
annual  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions. 
A  general  statement  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  These  papers 
are  submitted  for  publication. 

We  learn  with  pleasure  of  the  general  prosperous  condition  of 
both  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  work  of  our  Church.  Suc- 
cess and  progress  has  characterized  the  experience  of  the  year. 
In  this  Synod  one  Mission  has  become  self-supporting  and  one 
new  Mission  has  had  the  service  of  a  regular  pastor  for  the  first 
time  this  year.  New  and  promising  points  might  be  taken  up 
within  our  bounds,  did  the  contributions  of  our  congregations 
warrant  such  a  course.  The  foreign  work  is  also  enlarging.  Ad- 
ditional buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  our  schools  at  Sendai 
are  needed.  And  it  is  necessary  to  do  something  in  this  direction 
before  long,  unless  we  wish  to  see  our  work  in  Japan  greatly 
hindered. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  asks  the  Church  for  the  sum  of  $44,- 
000  for  the  work  of  the  ensuing  year,  and  in  addition  for  an  appor- 
tionment of  six  cents  per  member  for  the  special  work  of  Church 
Extension. 

In  view  of  the  above  state  of  things,  we  oflFer  the  following  for 
action  : 

Resolved,  i .  That  we  commend  the  sacred  work  of  Missions  at 
home  and  abroad  anew  to  the  earnest  prayers  and  self-denying 
liberality  of  our  congregations  and  people.  We  should  never  be 
unmindful  of  the  fact  that  the  last  word  of  Christ  to  his  Church 
was  a  command  to  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature  and  make 
desciples  of  all  nations.  It  is  in  doing  His  will  that  we  come  to 
know  of  His  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  God  or  man. 

Resolved,  2,  That  $4,500  be  assumed  and  apportioned  to  the 
Classes  of  Synod  for  the  general  work  of  Home  Missions. 

Resolved,  3,  That  $450  be  assumed  and  apportioned  for  Hun- 
garian work. 
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Resolved,  4,  That  $100  be  assumed  and  apportioned  for  Harbor 
Missions. 

Resolved,  5,  That  a  sum  equal  to  6  cents  per  member  be  appor- 
tioned upon  the  Classes  for  Church  Extension. 

Resolved,  6,  That,  as  last  year,  the  sum  of  $2,600  be  apportioned 
as  a  tentative  assessment  for  Foreign  Missions  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Resolved,  7,  That  we  recommend  the  whole,  or  part  of  the  £enten 
season  as  a  suitable  time  for  self-denial  oflFerings  for  Foreign  Mis- 
sions.

INSTXTUnONS  OF  LEARNING. 

I.    Report   of   the   Boaxd   of  Direotora   of  St.   Paul's   Orphan   Homab 

Butler,  Pa. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  reported  on 
Thursday  afternoon,  as  follows,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  viz  : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Your  institution  at  Butler  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  home- 
less orphans  has  received  the  attention  of  your  Board  and  the  bless- 
ing of  God  during  the  year. 

The  average  number  of  children  under  our  care  for  the  year  end- 
ing June  I,  1895,  was  ninety,  of  which  forty-four  were  dependent 
upon  the  charities  of  the  Church  and  the  earnings  at  the  Home. 

Your  Board  has  continued  the  policy  of  receiving  a  number  of 
children  as  boarders,  charging  for  their  keeping  such  amounts  as 
friends  or  parents  are  able  or  willing  to  pay.  Should  the  objec- 
tion be  made  that  the  Home  in  this  loses,  in  a  measure,  its  charac- 
ter as  a  charitable  institution,  we  answer  that  it  has  thereby  been 
able  to  extend  its  purposes.  Our  buildings  afford  room  for  a 
larger  number  of  inmates  than  the  charities  of  the  Church  would 
support,  and  in  this  way  by  occupying  their  surplus  room  an  in- 
come is  received  which  materially  aids  in  the  support  of  quite  a 
number  of  needy  orphans  whom  we  could  otherwise  not  receive. 
Equal  care  and  privilages  are  granted  to  all  and  no  discrimination 
shown. 
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Rev.  Dr.  P.  C.  Prugh  continues  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Home,  under  whose  direction  the  Christian,  intellectual  and 
physical  training  of  the  children  has  had  due  attention.  In 
chapel  and  church  they  are  trained  to  know,  love  and  confess 
Christ ;  during  ten  months  of  the  year  their  intellectual  powers 
are  developed  and  guided  in  the  schoolroom  under  competent 
teachers,  and  the  large  and  beautiful  grounds  surrounding  the 
Home  buildings  aflford  opportunity  for  needed  physical  exercise. 
Such  health  was  enjoyed  by  the  children  that  but  one  case  re- 
quired the  attention  of  a  physician  during  the  year. 

The  Board  takes  pleasure  to  invite  the  Synod  during  its  ses- 
sions to  visit  and  inspect  the  buildings  and  grounds,  as  well  as 
the  children  who  are  inmates  of  the  Home. 

As  the  financial  condition  of  the  institution  is  of  great  interest 
to  the  Synod  we  hereby  incorporate  the  Treasurer's  report,  as 
follows :

n.  Report  of  the  TrtiBtees  of  Literary  Instltatlons. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported  on  Sat- 
urday morning,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Institutions  of  Learning,  as  follows  : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Insti- 
tutions have  care  of  but  one  school.  This  is  the  Clarion  Col- 
legiate Institute.  What  has  been  done  here  during  the  year,  and 
the  present  status,  prospectus  and  needs  of  this  institution  will 
perhaps  be  brought  before  the  Synod  best  by  submitting  the  re- 
port of  its  Trustees,  which  is  accordingly  presented  and  is  as 
follows  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  has  been  open 
and  in  operation  during  the  past  year. 

Its  success,  under  the  management  of  Prof.  S.  M.  Kerr,  was 
equal  to,  if  not  greater,  than  we  had  reason  to  expect  under  the 
circumstances.  While  Prof.  Kerr,  like  his  predecessors,  felt  dis- 
couraged by  the  evident  lack  of  interest  and  cooperation  on  the 
part  of  the  Synod,  yet  his  reasons  for  resigning  were  mainly  of  a 
personal  nature,  and  therefore  not  to  be  interpreted  as  showing 
lack  of  confidence  in  the  school. 

The  Board,  anticipating  difficulty  in  securing  a  successor,  re- 
luctantly accepted  Prof.  Kerr's  resignation.  From  the  names 
suggested  the  Board  finally  elected  a  Principal,  who  at  first  ac- 
cepted, but  later  on  declined. 

As  the  time  for  opening  the  fall  term  was  at  hand  the  Board 
almost  despaired  of  opening  the  school  before  the  holidays. 
Fortunately,  however,  an  election  was  held,  which  resulted  in  the 
choice  of  Prof.  W.  L.  Smith,  of  Middletown,  Md.,  recently  gradu- 
ated from  Franklin  and  Marshall  College. 
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Prof.  Smith  arranged  to  open  the  Institute  September  i6th. 
After  a  week's  trial  it  became  evident  that  the  attendance  would 
not  warrant  continuance.  It  was  then  deemed  best  to  devote  the 
time  from  now  on  until  after  the  holidays  in  preparing  a  catalogue 
and  in  canvassing  all  territory  within  reach,  all  looking  forward 
to  opening  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1896. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  present  failure  is  believed  to  be  due 
mainly  to  lack  of  time  for  properly  advertising  the  opening  of  the 
school. 

And  now,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  success  of  this  school  de- 
pends upon  the  encouragement  it  receives  from  its  friends,  we 
come  to  this  Synod  for  such  encouragement.  We  ask  for  no  more 
than  we  are  entitled  to  when  we  ask  our  Synod  to  take  such  action 
now  as  will  insure  us  that  you  regard  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute 
as  an  object  of  your  care,  support  and  prayers,  just  as  you  regard 
other  objects  to  which  you  are  no  more  closely  allied,  if  as  much, 
as  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute.

m.— A  Commnnication  From  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marahall 

CoUege. 

Under  item  8  of  the  Committee  of  Overtures  was  presented  and 
read  a  communication  from  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Institu- 
tions of  Learning  and  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Brethren  :  In  behalf  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  the 
following  report  of  its  present  condition  and  its  operations  during 
the  past  year  is  respectively  presented: 

The  graduating  class  consisted  of  twenty-seven  young  gentle- 
men, all  of  whom  received  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  At  the 
same  time  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts  in  course  was  con- 
ferred upon  twelve  graduates  of  the  College.  The  honorary  de- 
gree of  Doctor  of  Divinity  was  conferred  upon  the  Revs.  John  W. 
Love,  of  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  F.  R.  Schwedes,  of  Terre  Haute, 
Ind.;  Ellis  H.  Kremer,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.;  James  T.  Satchell,  of 
Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  Masayoshi  Oshikawa,  of  Sendai,  Japan.  The 
honorary  degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  was  conferred  upon  the  Hon. 
John  W.  Simonton,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

The  enrollment  of  students  during  the  past  year  was  very  large, 
numbering  171  in  the  College  alone,  distributed  as  follows  :  Grad- 
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uate  students,  two ;  Seniors,  twenty-eight ;  Juniors,  thirty-six  ; 
Sophomores,  forty- three;  Freshmen,  fifty-seven  ;  special  students, 
five.  The  number  in  actual  attendance  at  anyone  time  was  154 : 
Two  graduate  students,  twenty-seven  Seniors,  twenty-eight 
Juniors,  thirty-six  Sophomores,  fifty-seven  Freshmen  and  four 
special  students.  At  the  opening  of  the  present  year  a  large  num- 
ber of  new  students  applied  for  admission,  and  of  these  there  were 
entered  upon  the  roll  one  Junior,  eleven  ^ophomores  and  forty-one 
Freshmen.  The  number  in  actual  attendance  at  the  present  time 
is  156,  a  slight  increase  over  the  number  of  last  year. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  in  every  respect  the  work  of  the 
College  was  carried  forward  with  the  most  satisfactory  results. 
The  rapid  increase  of  the  number  of  the  students  entailed  a  great 
deal  of  additional  labor  upon  the  professors  and  instructors,  but 
it  is  believed  that  the  instruction  has  been  thorough  and  the  work 
done  successful  and  meritorious.  The  exceptionally  large  num- 
ber of  students  in  the  Sophomore  Class  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year  necessitated  the  dividing  of  this  class  into  sections, 
thus  doubling,  and  in  some  cases  trebling,  the  number  of  hours 
of  instruction.  To  meet  the  growing  wants  of  the  College  in  this 
respect  it  was  felt  that  additional  teachers  were  necessary,  and  ac- 
cordingly provision  was  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the 
employment  of  two  more  professors.  The  services  of  Profs.  C. 
Nevin  Heller  and  John  M.  Grove  have  been  secured  and  they 
have  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties;  the  former  as 
assistant  professor  of  Ancient  Languages,  and  the  latter  as  assis- 
tant professor  of  Natural  Science.  It  is  believed  that  with  the 
help  thus  afforded  the  instruction  given  in  the  different  depart- 
ments will  be  more  thorough  and  effective  during  the  coming  year 
than  ever  before*. 

The  grounds  and  buildings  have  been  materially  improved 
within  the  past  few  years.  The  trees  on  the  campus  had  grown 
to  such  an  extent  as  to  shut  out  the  light  and  kill  the  grass  in 
front  of  the  College  building.  It  was  found  necessary  to  remove 
some  of  these  trees  in  order  to  let  in  the  light,  and  there  is  now  a 
beautiful  growth  of  grass.  The  trees  themselves  are  improved  in 
their  appearance,  and  the  campus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and 
attractive  spots  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State.  Electric  light 
has  been  introduced  into  the  Chapel  and  Gymnasium,  and  the 
steam  heating  apparatus  introduced  some  time  ago  gives  very 
good  satisfaction,  so  that  the  students  and  professors  enjoy  a 
much  greater  degree  of  comfort  than  formerly. 

The  finances  of  the  College  have  been  successfully  administered, 
but  owing  to  the  increased  expenditure  foY  professors'  salaries 
and  the  improvements  in  the  buildings,  the  outlay  of  money  has 
exceeded  the  income  by  about  $2,500.  The  endowment  fund  at 
the  present  time,  striking  off  all  obligations  of  doubtful  value,  and 
not  including  the  Wilhelm  estate,  is  $169,000.  It  is  evident  that 
to  meet  the  present  demands  upon  our  financial  resources,  and  to 
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provide  adequately  for  the  wants  of  the  future,  a  large  increase 
of  the  endowment  of  the.  College  is  imperatively  necessary.  For 
this  reason  the  Board  of  Trustees  have  adopted  a  plan  for  the 
better  endowment  of  the  College,  involving  the  organization  and 
maintenance  of  a  Savings  and  Loan  Association.  The  prelimi- 
nary arrangements  are  very  nearly  completed,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  a  short  time  those  entrusted  with  its  management  will  be 
ready  to  begin  operations.  As  a  send-off  in  this  movement  the 
members  of  the  Board  \>{  Trustees  and  a  few  friends  among  them- 
selves at  the  last  commencement  raised  a  little  more  than  $25,000, 
and  made  this  amount  immediately  available  for  the  use  of  the 
College. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  College  of  which  you  have  joint 
control  with  the  two  other  Synods,  your  own  child  calls  for  assist- 
ance for  the  twofold  reason  that  the  educational  demands  of 
the  present  day  and  the  increased  number  of  students  alike  re- 
quire a  larger  Faculty  and  a  better  equipment  in  order  that  our 
system  of  education,  of  which  we  are  justly  proud,  may  be  main- 
tained in  spirit  and  improved  in  method  and  completeness,  so  as 
to  equal  in  all  respects  the  best  in  the  land.  The  very  prosperity 
of  the  College  calls  for  earnest  effort  in  its  behalf ;  the  improve- 
ment in  business  now  so  plainly  manifest  shows  that  the  oppor- 
tunity is  ripe ;  the  generous  interest  manifest  in  gifts  already 
secured  or  in  prospect  inspires  hope  and  confidence  in  ultimate 
success,  and  your  warm  affection  for  the  College  in  the  past  leads 
to  the  firm  belief  that  you  will  enter,  in  due  time,  with  ready  zeal 
into  the  work  of  caring  for  the  institution  with  whose  past  history 
you  have  been  so  closely  connected  and  upon  whose  prosperity 
the  welfare  of  the  Church  so  largely  depends.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  to  whom 
the  foregoing  reports  had  been  referred  reportedjduring  the  session 
of  Monday,  which  was  received,  considered  item  by  item,  amended 
and  adopted  as  a  whole.     The  report  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh: 

Your  committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  would  respectively 
report.     The  following  papers  were  referred  to  the  Committee: 

1.  The  Report  of  the  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home. 

2.  The  Statement  ^f  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  and  the  Annual  Register  of  the  same. 

3.  The  Report  of  the  Trustees  of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute. 
From  these  documents  we  learn  : 

I.  That  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  continues  to  do  its  blessed 
work  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  and  the  Church ;  that  the 
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« 
number  of  children  in  the  Home  has  increased,  and  also  the  con- 
tributions of  the  Church,  and  that  the  high  standing  of  the  school 
has  been  maintained. 

2.  The  statement  of  the  President  of  P.  and  M.  College  fur- 
nishes the  gratifying  information  that  the  Institution  is  steadily 
advancing  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  time  to  furnish  our 
boys  and  young  men  with  the  facilities  for  an  education  second  to 
none  in  the  land  ;  that  the  number  of  students  is  larger  than  in 
any  other  year  of  the  history  of  the  College,  requiring  the  election 
of  additional  professors  and  necessitating  the  planning  for  larger 
endowment  and  better  College  equipment. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute 
shows  that  notwithstanding  the  disappointment  incident  to  the 
resignation  of  the  successful  Principal  of  last  year,  the  friends  of 
the  institution  are  moving  forward  hopefully  and  have  elected  to 
the  Principalship  Prof.  W.  S.  Smith,  a  recent  graduate  of  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College. 

In  view  of  the  above  statements,  your  committee  recommends 
the  following  action: 

Resolved  7,  That  the  Synod  heartily  commends  St.  Paul's  Or- 
phan's Home  to  the  liberal  support  of  the  Church,  and  requests 
that  in  view  of  the  growing  needs  of  the  Home,  larger  offerings 
be  given  by  the  congregations  and  Sunday-schools,  especially  at 
the  Christmas  season. 

Resolved  2,  That  rejoicing  in  the  prosperous  condition  of  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College,  we  earnestly  commend  this  institution 
of  the  Synod  to  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  our  congrega- 
tions. And  heartily  endorsing  the  movement  to  largely  increase 
the  endowment,  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  committee  of 
five — one  from  each  Classis — to  cooperate  with  the  management 
of  the  College  in  furthering  this  work. 

Resolved  ^^  That  we  sympathize  with  Clarion  Classis  in  its 
effort  to  maintain  an  academy  and  that  a  committee  be  appointed 
to  confer  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  to  report  at  next  annual 
meeting  of  Synod.

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

The  important  work  of  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education, 
committed  to  us  received  due  care  and  attention  during  the  Syn- 
odical  year  just  closed. 

The  number  of  Students  under  our  care  has  been  less  than  for 
many  years  ;  but  six  have  received  aid  from  your  Board.  Of  these 
Eugene  P.  Skyles  completed  the  full  course  and  has  entered  the 
work  of  the  ministry  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod.  Four  re- 
main in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  and  one  in  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College.  One  C.  H.  Lefever  abandoned  his  pur- 
pose of  preparing  for  the  ministry.  His  bond  has  been  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of  collecting 
funds  advanced  him. 

At  a  meeting  held  October  lo,  1895,  Henry  H.  Wiant  was  re- 
ceived under  our  care  with  an  appropriation  to  take  effect  as 
soon  as  the  requirements  concerning  classical  recommendations 
are  complied  with.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Education  reported  during  the  ses- 
sion of  Monday  forenoon.     The  report  was  received  and  adopted 
as  a  whole,  and  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Education  would  respectfully  re- 
port that  there  were  placed  in  their  hands,  first,  a  catalogue  of 
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Allentown  College  for  Women  ;  second,  a  catalogue  of  the  Wo- 
man's College  of  Frederick ;  and,  third,  a  financial  statement  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University. 

From  the  catalogues  presented  it  appears  that  both  the  institu- 
tions referred  to  are  in  a  flourishing  condition,  and  that  the  im- 
portant interest  of  female  education  is  receiving  more  attention  in 
the  Church. 

On  this  subject  we  recommend  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved^  That  this  Synod  rejoices  in  the  prosperity  of  the  Fe- 
male Colleges  located  at  Allentown,  Pa.,  and  at  Frederick,  Md., 
and  that  we  recommend  both  of  these  institutions  to  the  liberal 
patronage  of  all  our  people,  and  especially  of  those  who  have 
daughters  to  be  educated. 

The  financial  statement  of  Wichita  University  furnishes  an  ac- 
count of  the  present  condition  of  that  institution,  with  whose  sad 
history  the  members  of  Synod  are  already  familiar.  On  this  sub- 
ject your  committee  does  not  deem  it  expedient  to  advise  any 
further  action  than  that  we  hereby  express  our  sympathy  with  our 
brethren  in  Kansas  in  view  of  their  disappointment  in  their  educa- 
tional work,  and  our  hope  that,  notwithstanding  their  present  fail- 
ure in  educational  work,  the  interests  of  the  Church  in  their 
midst  may  suffer  no  serious  detriment.

To  the  Pittsburgh,  Potomac  and  Eastern  Synods  : 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Publication  is  gratified  to  re- 
port that  with  each  succeeding  year  evidences  multiply  of  increas- 
ing interest  and  approval  in  the  existing  method  of  conducting 
the  affairs  of  your  publication  interests.  It  is  also  gratifying  to 
note  that  many  of  those  who  at  first  conscientiously  opposed  now 
join  heartily  with  those  who  advocated  the  departure  made  in  1887 
in  commending  the  present  plan  and  the  foresight  which  prompted 
it. 

The  publications  themselves  are  favorably  criticised,  as  practi- 
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cally  evidenced  in  the  increasing  number  of  patrons  and  subscrib- 
ers, especially  to  the  Messenger^  your  chief  organ.  This  particu- 
lar publication  is  held  in  high  esteem  and  justly  takes  rank  among 
the  leading  religious  journals  of  the  day. 

The  business  side  of  the  present  plan  of  conducting  your  pub- 
lications is  so  obvious  as  to  preclude  further  comment. 

These  features  would  suggest,  therefore,  that  an  interest  so 
well  established  in  favor  and  prosecuted  tmder  conditions  so  ad- 
vantageous to  the  Church  should  be  carefully  conserved  and  its 
future  usefulness  and  growth  not  impaired  by  ill-advised  changes 
or  divided  support.  Believing  this,  the  Board  bespeaks  for  ttiis 
interest  your  continued  favor  and  support. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  Philadelphia  on 
the  4th  day  of  September,  1895,  ^t  which  the  committee  for  that 
purpose  reported  that  the  books  of  the  lessee  had  been  examined 
and  the  receipts  for  the  year  found  to  be  $37,433.80,  an  increase 
of  $2,317.41  over  the  previous  year.  This  amount  being  below 
the  limit  fixed  as  the  basis  for  the  guarantee,  the  Treasurer  was 
paid  the  $1,200  bonus  as  provided  in  the  lease. 

At  this  meeting  the  Treasurer  reported  total  funds  in  hand  of 
$10,721.81,  of  which  $996.00  were  in  cash  and  $9,725.00  in  invest- 
ments yielding  from  five  to  six  per  cent,  interest. 

The  attention  of  the  respective  Synods  is  called  to  the  expira- 
tion on  January  ist,  1896,  of  the  term  of  S.  Hoeflich,  of  Potomac 
Synod,  and  B.  Wolflf,  Jr.,  of  Pittsburgh  Synod.

Report  of  the  Cknninittee  on  Pabllcatkm. 

This  committee  reported  on  Monday  afternoon,  and  the  report 
was  considered  by  items,  and  the  items  severally  adopted,  and  the 
report  as  a  whole  adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Your  Committee  on  Publication  respectfully  submits  the  follow- 
ing report.  The  documents  referred  to  this  committee  are:  **  The 
Annual  Report  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States,**  and  a  copy  of  the  Woman^ s  Journal, 

From  the  report  of  the  Publication  Board  we  gather  the  follow- 
ing cheering  facts: 

I.  That  each  succeeding  year  evidences  the  great  pecuniary 
benefit  coming  to  the  board  from  the  contract  which  now  exists 
between  it  and  the  publication  house  in  Philadelphia. 

II.  That  the  subscriptions  to  the  Messenger  are  steadily  increas- 
ing, and  is  meeting  with  increased  favor  as  the  chief  organ  of  the 
Church. 

III.  That  during  the  contract  year  just  ended  the  receipts  of 
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the  publication  house  were  $2,317  in  excess  of  the  income  of  the 
previous  year. 

IV.  That  according  to  the  contract  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
received  $1,200  bonus  provided  for  in  the  lease,  and  that  the 
Treasurer  now  holds  the  sum  of  ^10,721.81  as  the  result  of  the 
contract.  Most  of  this  money  is  invested  and  yields  an  interest 
of  5  and  6  per  cent. 

All  of  which  evidences  prosperity  and  affords  ground  for  mu- 
tual gratulation. 

Your  committee  recommends  the  following  action  : 

I.  Resolved^  That  Synod  renew  her  request  to  pastors  and  peo- 
ple for  a  more  generous  patronage  for  their  own  publication  house 
m  Philadelphia,  bearing  in  mind  that  mutual  obligations  are  made 
through  the  existing  contract. 

II.  Resolved,  That  the  various  publications  of  the  Board,  viz  : 
The  Reformed  Church  Messenger,  the  Quarterly  Review,  the  Mis- 
sianary  Guardian  and  the  several  Sunday-school  periodicals  be 
commended  to  pastors  and  people  as  worthy  of  their  fullest  patron- 
age. 

III.  Resolved,  That  Synod  appoint  a  committee  of  one  or  more 
to  confer  with  the  other  committees  of  Eastern  and  Potomac 
Synods  (if  such  committees  are  created)  in  order  that  some  definite 
plan  may  be  presented  to  the  several  Synods  interested  for  the 
management  of  the  publication  interests — after  the  expiration  of 
the  present  lease.  This  recommendation  is  made  in  order  that  the 
future  influence  and  growth  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the 
Church  **  will  not  be  impaired  by  ill-advised  changes  or  divided 
support.'* 

IV.  Resolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  Synod  the  adver- 
tisements on  the  fourth  page  of  the  Sunday-school  Quarterly  and 
The  Heidelberg  Teacher  2kX^  distracting,  hence  unsuitable  for  such 
publications  and  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  publishers  of  our  Sunday-school  literature  be 
requested  to  discontinue  using  the  afore-mentioned  page  for  mis- 
cellaneous advertisements. 

V.  Resolved,  That  the  Woman* s  Journal,  the  official  organ  of  the 
Women's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod,  be  commended  to 
the  patronage  and  favor  of  our  people.

The  report  was  adopted  and  the  committee  was  instructed  to  have 
ballots  printed  for  the  use  of  Synod,  and  the  time  for  the  election 
was  set  immediately  after  preparatory  service  on  Saturday  after- 
noon. In  addition  to  presenting  a  double  set  of  candidates  for  all 
vacancies,  the  report  is  as  follows  : 
To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh: 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  it  has  endeavored,  in 
accordance  with  its  instructions,  to  ascertain  what  vacancies,  if 
any,  have  occurred  on  the  Boards  of  Trustees  and  Visitors  to  the 
Theological  Seminary.  We  find  that  at  the  Synod  at  Greenville, 
in  1893,  ^'^  following  named  brethren  were  elected  on  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  without  designating  how

ARTICLE  XX. 

MINISTERIAL  NECROLOGY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Necrology  appointed 
at  last  meeting,  and  called  up  by  Item  i,  of  the  Committee  on 
Minutes  of  Synod,  Reported  on  Saturday  morning.  The  report 
was  adopted  as  a  whole,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  on  Minis- 
terial Necrology  would  present  the  following  report  : 

During  the  past  Synodical  year  it  has  pleased  our  Great  Head 
of  the  Church  to  remove  from  our  number  the  Rev.  James  Grant* 
Having  finished  his  work  on  earth  he  has  entered  into  that  rest 
which  remaineth  for  the  people  of  God. 
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Rev.  James  Grant  was  bom  at  Margate,  Kent  county,  England, 
August  12,  1832.  He  was  reared  in  the  Methodist  Church.  At 
the  age  of  about  20  years  he  came  to  the  United  States  and  located 
in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.  There  he  labored  at  his  trade,  cabinetmaking. 
The  earliest  record  of  his  ministry  is  a  certificate  bearing  the  date 
of  October  11,  1858,  as  a  member  of  the  Allegheny  Conference, 
United  Brethren  Church.  He  also  held  a  certificate  of  member- 
ship of  the  Methodist  Church,  Pittsburgh  Conference,  dated  Sep- 
tember 8,  1868. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  February,  1870,  Brother  Grant  made 
application  to  be  received  as  a  member  of  that  body.  He  pre- 
sented credentials  from  the  United  Brethren  Church,  was  duly 
received  and  for  a  number  of  years  labored  in  diflFerent  charges 
within  the  bounds  of  Somerset  and  Clarion  Classes,  Pittsburgh 
Synod. 

During  the  latter  years  of  his  life  he  was  without  a  charge. 
Permission  having  been  granted  to  him  by  Westmoreland  Classis 
to  engage  in  secular  work  in  whose  bounds  he  then  resided.  Bro. 
Grant  fell  asleep  in  Jesus  at  the  home  of  his  daughter,  Mrs.  J.  H. 
Cook,  near  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  on  the  12th  day  of  February  1895. 
His  mortal  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  the  German  Cemetery, 
near  the  same  city.  Bro.  Grant's  wife,  who  was  a  patient,  though 
a  great  suflFerer  for  many  years,  soon  followed  him  to  the  spirit 
world.  She  was  released  from  her  suflFerings  July  25,  1895.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  of  her  life  Mrs.  Grant  was  a  consistent  member 
of  St.  Mark's  Memorial  Reformed  Church,  East  End,  Pittsburgh. 

With  heartfelt  thanks  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  for  his 
tender  care  and  for  the  faith  of  His  servants  fallen  asleep.

Report  of  the  Sunday-Bchool  Board. 

The  report  of  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Sunday-school  Board  was  pre- 
sented during  Saturday  morning's  session.  The  report  was  re- 
ceived and  referred  to  the  Committees  on  Nominations  and  Sun- 
day schools,  and  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Dear  Brethren  : — Your  Sunday-school  Board  submits  the 
following  report  of  its  work  for  the  year  1894-95  • 

Two  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held  during  the  year, 
first,  in  the  Second  Reformed   Church,  Greensburg,  cSctobcr, 
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1 395)  when  the  Board  was  organized  by  the  election  of  A.  M. 
Keifer,  President ;  D.  N.  Hamish,  Secretary,  and  C.  M.  Hartzel, 
Treasurer.  The  second,  in  St.  Paul's  Reformed  Church,  Butler, 
October  9th,  1895,  when  reports  were  received  from  the  several 
members  of  the  Board  present. 

Firsts  we  would  express  our  gratitude  to  the  g^reat  Head  of  the 
Church  for  the  progress  this  important  branch  of  church  work 
has  made  during  the  past  synodical  year.  Conventions  were  held 
in  four  of  the  classes,  better  statistics  were  collected  than  in  former 
years,  and  **  Children's  Day"  was  generally  observed.  We  ex- 
press the  hope  that  another  year  will  bring  greater  advancement 
in  the  Sunday-school  work  throughout  our  Synod. 

Second y  according  to  the  judgment  of  this  Board  this  progress 
of  which  we  speak  ought  to  be  : — 

/.  In  the  dirediou  of  gathering  statistics  concerning  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  our  Synod,  If  this  Board  and  that  of  the  General  Synod 
are  to  do  eflFective  work  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  secure 
full  information  concerning  our  schools.  In  this  way  alone  can 
-we  learn  their  needs.  We  would  therefore  request  that  the  action 
•of  last  year's  Synod  with  reference  to  Sunday-school  statistics  be 
•carried  out  by  all  the  Classes. 

2,  In  the  direction  of  increasing  the  membeship  of  our  Sunday- 
schools.  If  the  Sunday-school  is  a  good  institution  in  the  churdi 
then  a  larger  proportion  of  both  the  baptized  and  confirmed  mem- 
bers ought  to  avail  themselves  of  its  blessings  and  privileges. 
To  bring  about  this  desirable  result  each  Classis  ought  to  make 
special  rfforts  to  increase  the  membership  of  our  Sunday-schools. 

J.  In  the  direction  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  our  Classical  Con- 
ventions,    To  bring  this  about  the  several  Classical  associations 
•ought  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  General  Synod's  Sunday- 
school  Board. 

/.  I71  the  direction  of  the  Sunday-school  Missionary  Work.  This 
work  of  the  General  Board  calls  for  our  earnest  and  prayerful 
consideration :

Dear  Brethren:  There  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  your 
committee  reports  of  General  Synod's  Sunday-school  Board,  and 
the  Board  of  Pittsburgh  Synod. 
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From  a  careful  review  of  these  reports  we  conclude  that  this  de- 
partment of  our  church  work  is  deserving  of  much  more  encour- 
agement than  it  has  received  up  to  this  time.  Both  boards  re- 
ferred to  urge  the  importance  of  correct  and  full  statistics  as  a 
necessary  means  for  the  success  of  the  Sunday-school  work. 

Item  I.  Your  committee  recommends  that  the  statistical  blank 
adopted  last  year  be  commended  to  our  Classes  and  congregations, 
and  that  all  be  urged  to  tise  the  same. 

Item  2.  Realizing  the  fact  that  the  membership  of  our  schools 
does  not  compare  favorably  with,  the  membership  of  congregations 
we  recommend  that  special  eflFort  in  the  lines  suggested  by  our 
bpards  be  put  forth  for  the  increase  of  our  Sunday-school  member- 
ship. 

Item  3.  We  recommend  that  Sunday  school  conventions  be 
held  in  all  our  Classes. 

Item  4.  We  recommend  that  greater  eflforts  be  made  in  the  di- 
rection of  enlarging  our  Sunday-school  mission  work. 

Item  5.  We  recommended  for  the  use  of  our  Sunday-schools  as 
a  help  in  the  primary  department  a  little  pamphlet,  entitled, 
••  Books  of  the  Bible*'  (Pease).

The  committee  appointed  last  annual  meeting  to  report  on  the 
overture  from  Erie  Classis  reported  on  Saturday  morning. 
The  report  was  amended  and  adopted  and  is  as  follows  : 

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  : 

Brethren  : — Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter 
of  securing  **  more  definite  and  particular  information  "  concern- 
ing Calvin  College,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  than  was  contained  in 
the  memorial  presented  to  your  Reverend  Body  at  your  last  an- 
nual meeting  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  H.  J.  Ruetenik,  begs  leave  to  report : 

That  at  a  conference  held  at  Cleveland,  Ohio,  on  the  29th  and 
30th  of  January,  1895,  between  representatives  of  your  committee 
and  representatives  of  like  committees  from  the  Eastern  and  Ohio 
Synods  on  the  one  part,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Calvin  Col- 
lege and  representatives  of  Erie  Classis  of  the  Central  Synod  on 
the  other  part — the  conference  being  called  at  the  instance  of 
Erie  Classis — the  following  facts  were  made  clear,  viz  : 

I.  That  the  statement  of  the  above-mentioned  memorial  as  to 
the  importance  of  the  work  now  being  done  by  Calvin  College  is 
substantially  correct. 

II.  That  the  thorough  and  satisfactory  nature  of  the  training 
given  at  Calvin  College  is  fully  attested  by  the  fact  that  the  seven- 
teen graduates  of  the  institution  and  the  seventeen  other  young 
men  who  partially  took  their  course  there,  and  who  all  are  now  in 
the  Ministry  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States,  uni- 
formly are  men  of  mark  and  are  preferred  to  other  men  for  re- 
sponsible positions  in  German-English  communities. 

III.  That  the  memorial  does  not  over-estimate  the  value  of  the 
property  now  held  by  Calvin  College  nor  under-estimate  the 
amount  of  its  liabilities.

ARTICLE  XII. 

STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  sub- 
mitted its  report  on  Monday  forenoon.  The  report  was  adop- 
ted, and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  respectfully  re- 
port: 

First,  that  we  acknowledge  with  devout  gratitude  the  gra- 
cious favor  of  God  which  has  attended  us  as  a  Synod  through 
another  year.  We  have  much  to  be  thankful  for  and  to  bless 
His  name. 

The  reports  from  the  several  Classes  in  summing  up  the  la- 
bors of  pastors  and  people,  speak  of  much  that  God  hath  done 
for  His  Zion  throughout  our  bounds. 

The  lives  of  all  the  pastors  have  been  spared,  and  although 
they  have  had  much  to  try  their  strength,  both  physical  and 
spiritual,  yet  they  have  been  sustained  in  their  arduous  labors 
and  in  the  midst  of  trials  by  an  all-sufficient  grace  which  has 
been  the  support  of  God's  servants  of  all  ages. 

There  are  times  of  trial  and  discouragement  that  come  to  us 
all.  Times,  when  in  the  midst  of  this  great,  busy  world,  en- 
grossed in  its  own  pursuits,  and  too  unmindful  of  the  higher 
claims  of  God's  religion,  the  servant  of  God  feels  a  depression 
of  spirits  and  a  loneliness  like  that  of  the  prophets,  or  as  was 
felt  by  the  Divine  Master  Himself  when  He  said,  "Ye  shall  be 
scattered  every  man  to  his  own  and  leave  Me  alone."  But 
these  feelings  have,  through  the  ministry  of  the  same  good  an- 
gels that  brought  cheer  and  hope  to  them,  been  duly  followed 
by  a  new  strength  and  a  feeling  that  we  are  "not  alone  because 
the  Father  is  with  us." 

At  these  annual  meetings  we  stand  on  high  places  on  the 
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line  of  the  Church's  march  toward  the  end  of  her  great  mission 
in  the  world.  We  stand  on  the  sunlighted  peaks,  from  whence 
we  may  look  into  the  valleys  below  and  see  more  clearly  that 
through  which  God  has  brought  us,  and  with  thankful  hearts 
are  constrained  to  sa^,  ''Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us." 

It  is  our  happy  privilege  to  be  able  to  report  that  there  has 
been  noticeable  progress  all  along  the  line  of  the  Church's  work 
within  our  bounds. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  our  ministers. 
These  are  all  in  one  way  or  other,  employed  in  the  Master's 
service,  and  with  but  two  or  three  exceptions,  all  are  engaged 
in  the  full  duties  of  the  pastorate. 

There  has  also  been  an  encouraging  increase  in  the  member- 
ship, in  the  number  of  students  for  the  ministry,  Sunday  School 
scholars,  and  in  the  ratio  of  attendance  upon  the  Holy  Sacra- 
ments. Hie  hand  of  death  has  also  been  less  actively  engaged 
among  our  people  than  in  some  former  years,  while  the  con- 
tributions to  the  Lord's  cause  have  been,  considering  the  strin- 
gency of  the  times,  unusually  liberal. 

The  average  g^ven  for  all  purposes,  as  far  as  reported,  ex- 
ceeds six  dollars  per  member. 

Young  People's  and  Missionary  Societies  have  been  actively 
and  efficiently  at  work  in  a  large  part  of  the  Synod  and  the 
interest  in  this  branch  of  the  work  is  growing. 

The  ornhans  in  our  excellent  Home,  at  Butler,  have  been 
cared  for  with  the  same  fidelity  and  devotion  which  have  char- 
acterized the  management  of  that  institution  in  the  past 

These  are  all  things  to  call  for  special  thankfulness  to  the 
Lord,  whose  watchful  care  and  quickening  spirit  have  brought 
them  to  pass. 

A  tone  of  general  hopefulness  for  still  greater  progress  in 
the  future  also  pervades  all  the  reports  placed  in  our  hands. 

We  devoutly  pray  that  all  may  be  more  than  realized  in  the 
coming  year. 

It  was  the  exceptional  privilege  of  the  venerable  Rev.  Benj. 
Knepper,  who  has  been  a  member  of  this  Synod  during  all 
of  its  history,  to  complete  a  full  fifty  years'  active  service  in 
the  Gospel  ministry  during  the  past  year,  and  from  which  he 
has  now  retired,  to  spend  his  remaining  pilgrimage  on  earth 
in  well-earned  rest. 

This  happy  event  was  duly  acknowledged  and  commemo- 
rated bv  the  Somerset  Classis,  in  whose  bounds  he  labored  al- 
most exclusively  durinjj^  all  of  this  long  period. 

We  deem  it  fittinpf  a  reference  should  he  made  to  this  event 
in  this  way  by  your  reverend  body,  of  which  Father  Knepper 
has  been  so  lonp^  an  honored  member,  and  that  Synod  should 
invoke  the  prayers  of  its  members  on  his  behalf,  that  the  grace 
and  peace  of  God  may  continue  to  attend  him  until  he  shall  be 
called  to  enter  into  the  full  joys  of  our  Lord. 
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And  now,  unto  Him  who  hath  washed  us  in  His  own  blood 
and  made  us  to  be  kings  and  priests  unto  our  God,  be  glory 
forever.

THEOIiOGICAL   SEMINABT. 
Iw— Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  was  read  on  Thursday, 
and  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Theological 
Seminary.    The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren: — The  undersigned  hereby  presents  to 
your  honorable  body  the  following  as  the  annual  report  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1895- 1896: 

1.  In  September,  1895,  ^^^  Seminary  began  its  work  for 
the  year  with  thanksgivings  and  rejoicings,  in  the  new  building 
erected  on  its  own  ground.  It  had  been  carried  forward  pre- 
viously for  23  years  in  inadequate  quarters  in  the  college 
building;  and  its  occupancy  of  a  new  structure  of  its  own, 
which  is  all  that  could  be  desired,  presents  a  marked  contrast, 
for  which  the  Church  at  large  should  be  truly  thankful  to  Al- 
mighty God,  who  has  thus  blessed  our  School  of  the  Prophets. 

2.  The  following  young  gentlemen  were  admitted  to  the 
Junior  Class  in  September,  1895:  Albert  Orlando  Bartholomew, 
Suton  W.  Fetterhofl,  Hugh  Kerr  Fulton,  Paul  Lambert  Ger- 
hard, Edwin  Mittman  Hartman,  George  W.  Hartman,  Thad- 
deus  G.  Helm,  Paul  S.  Leinbach,  Gustav  R.  Proctter,  Ward  W. 
Reese,  Calvin  J.  Rhen,  Morris  E.  Schadt,  Daniel  E.  Schaeflfer, 
Frederick  Curtis  Seitz,  George  C.  Shaw,  William  D.  Stoyer, 
and  Victor  J.  Lingler,  17  in  all;  of  this  number  10  were  grad- 
uates of  F.  &  M.  College;  one  of  John  Hopkins  University; 
one  of  Muhlenberg  College;  one  from  Ursinus  College;  one  of 
Thiel  College;  one  of  Calvin  College;  one  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, and  one  was  admitted  from  F.  M.  Academy.  During 
the  winter  Mr.  Shaw  was  overtaken  with  a  serious  illness,  and 
in  the  providence  of  God  was  removed  to  a  better  country.  He 
was  an  earnest  and  faithful  Christian,  a  diligent  student,  and 
one  of  the  most  proficient  in  his  class. 

3.  The  Middle  Class  consisted  of  the  persons  admitted  to 
the  Junior  Class  in  1804,  with  the  exception  of  Nace,  and 
Plank,  who  did  not  return  during  the  year;  but  two  new  stu- 
dents came  on,  took  their  places;  Conrad  A.  Houser,  a  grad- 
uate of  John  Hopkins,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  F.  McMann,  a 
minister  of  the  Baptist  Church.     Total,  29. 
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4.  The  Senior  Class  consisted  of  the  following  members: 
Joseph  P.  Bachman,  Benoni  Bates,  J.  Calvin  Bolger,  John  W. 
Buck,  William  E.  Bushong,  Moses  N.  George,  Frederick  C. 
Hiillhorst,  Edward  O.  Keen,  Harry  M.  Klein,  Edwin  H.  Lan- 
bach,  D,  Elmer  Master,  Frank  H.  Moyer,  Jacob  G.  Rupp, 
Charles  D,  Shaffer,  Adam  P.  Stover,  Jacob  N.  Wagenhurst, 
Charles  E.  Wagner,  Ernest  E.  Weaver,  and  David  J.  Wolf; 
total,  19.  Having  pursued  the  course  prescribed  in  the  Semi- 
nary, the  members  of  this  class  received  the  usual  Testiimnials 
at  the  anniversary  of  the  Seminary,  in  May.  The  number  of 
students  during  the  year  was  74;  during  the  previous  year  il 
was  68. 

5.  As  regards  the  moral  and  Christian  conduct  of  the 
students,  their  application  to  study  and  their  readiness  to  en- 
gage in  the  practical  work  of  the  Church,  there  is  nothing  to 
be  said,  "in  the  opinion  of  the  Facidty,"  but  what  is  commend- 
able. If  there  is  any  diflerence,  the  average  standing  of  the 
student  body  as  to  scholarship  and  Christian  character  was 
rather  higher  than  that  of  some  previous  years.  Their  aver- 
age grades  for  scholarship  were  encouraging. 

6.  The  instruction  in  elocution  during  the  year  has  been 
satisfactory.  According  to  the  report  of  the  Faculty,  "Miss 
Morgan  has  rendered  better  satisfaction  to  her  classes  than  any 
male  teacher  we  have  been  able  to  engage."  She,  however, 
has  declined  to  serve  during  the  coming  year,  ..nd  no  arrange- 
ment has  been  made  to  fill  her  place, 

7.  As  a  Board,  we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  our  re- 
Bponsible  duties,  and  it  is  our  privilege  once  more  to  report  that 
the  Seminar;',  under  the  divine  care,  continues  to  be  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  furnishing  more  laborers  for  the  moral 
harvests  of  the  world.  To  the  Father  in  Heaven  be  all  the 
praise.

Under  items  5,  12  and  18  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures  on  Thursday  afternoon  and  Friday  morning  were 
read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  selection  of  site  and  construction  of  building  for 
Potomac  Synod's  professor,  together  with  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  a  synopsis  of  the  Treasurer's  report, 
which  were  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  as  follows: 
To  Ike  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

Slates : 

Dear  Brethren: — Enclosed  find  a  synopsis  of  the  annual 
report  of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  "Trustees  of 
the  Theological  Seminary, 
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During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  two  special  and  two 
regular  meetings.  The  special  meetings  were  held  Nov.  19th, 
iS^S,  and  Dec.  3d,  1895,  to  take  action  in  reference  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  house  for  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor.  As  the 
Seminary  grounds  were  not  considered  suitable  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  house,  the  Building  Committee  suggested  the  pur- 
chase of  a  lot  of  ground  on  James  street,  from  Professor  Theo- 
dore Appel.     No  final  action  was  then  taken. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  on  May  14th,  1896, 
when  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  George 
N.  Forney;  Vice-President,  John  D.  Skiles;  Secretary,  Jere- 
miah S.  Hess,  and  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth.  At  this  meeting 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  purchase  the  lot  above  referred 
to,  at  $50  per  foot. 

The  regular  fall  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  Semi- 
nary building,  on  October  6th,  1896,  at  which  meeting  the 
committee,  appointed  in  May,  reported  that  in  accordance  with 
the  instruction  of  the  Board  they  had  purchased  a  lot  from 
Prof.  Theodore  Appel,  containing  a  front  of  50  feet  on  James 
street,  at  $50  per  foot  ($2,500),  whereupon  the  Board  passed 
the  following  preambles  and  resolution: 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees  found  it  necessary  to  se- 
cure additional  ground  for  the  erection  of  a  professor's  house 
at  a  cost  $2,500,  and 

Whereas,  $1,250  has  only  been  secured  for  that  purpose  by 
the  personal  subscription  of  individual  members  of  the  Board, 
and  a  further  sum  of  $1,250  will  be  needed  to  pay  for  the  prop- 
erty, therefor^j 

Resolvedj  That  the  three  Synods  be  requested  to  assume  the 
balance  (viz.,  $1,250),  and  providt  funds  for  the  payment  of 
the  same. 

In  reference  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Board: 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  its  report  of  1894,  re- 
quested the  Synods  to  provide  such  an  increase  of  the  endow- 
ment fund  that  the  interest  accruing  from  the  same  will  meet 
the  deficiency  annually  arising,  and 

Whereas,  The  Synods  were  then  requested  to  assume  an- 
nual apportionments  for  an  adequate  amount  until  sufficient  rev- 
enues be  obtained  from  other  sources,  therefore, 

Resolvedj  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to  appropriate 
$1,200  to  meet  the  annual  expenses  of  the  present  year,  in  the 
following  manner: 

Eastern  Synod  $600 

Potomac  Synod 400 

Pittsburg  Synod  200 
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The  following  minute  was.  adopted,  in  reference  to  the  death 
of  Daniel  W.  Gross,  a  former  member  of  the  Board : 

"It  has  become  the  sad  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to 
make  a  record  of  the  departure  of  one  who  was  for  a  long  time 
a  distinguished  and  influential  member  of  our  body,  Daniel 
W.  Gross,  of  Harrisburg,  Pa.  For  twenty-five  years  and  up- 
wards he  was  our  efficient  and  honored  presiding  officer.  Only 
when  the  increasing  infirmities  of  advancing  age  demanded  it, 
were  the  Eastern  ^nod  and  the  Board  willing  to  yield  to  his 
persistent  request  to  be  relieved  of  the  responsibilities  of  his 
official  trust. 

"Mr.  Gross  was  a  devoted  member  of  the  Reformed  Church, 
a  warm  and  faithful  friend  of  the  Theological  Seminary  and  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  a  wise,  steady  and  liberal  sup- 
porter of  every  measure  adopted  to  promote  the  growth  of 
these  institutions.  He  was  not  only  a  faithful  friend,  but  he 
was  no  less  a  judicious  counsellor,  whose  judgment  in  practi- 
cal affairs  commanded  the  respect  of  all  who  were  associated 
with  him. 

"Whilst  we  lament  his  departure  and  keenly  feel  the  loss 
which  this  Board  and  the  Church  militant  have  sustained,  we 
are  profoundly  grateful  to  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  the  long 
life  and  noble  services  of  such  a  man  of  faith ;  and  we  rejoice 
in  the  testimony  to  the  virtue  of  Christian  truth,  which  by  his 
fidelity  and  the  consistency  of  his  character  he  has  be- 
queathed to  us."

III.*-Report  of  the  CoB&aUttee  on  Seleotion  of  Sites. 

The  committee  appointed  to  select  a  site  and  superintend 
the  construction  of  a  building  for  the  Potomac  Synod's  pro- 
fessor in  the  Theological  Seminary,  is  composed  of  the  follow- 
ing representatives: 

Eastern  Sytwd,  John  D.  Skiles,  Jacob  B.  Fricker;  Pittsburgh 
Synod,  B.  Wolf,  jr.;  Potomac  Synod,  Geo.  N.  Forney,  S.  U. 
Hench,  J.  C.  Bowman. 

The  committee  was  organized  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Skiles 
as  president  and  Prof.  Bowman  as  secretary  and  treasurer. 

Four  meetings  were  held  jointly  by  the  committee  and  the 
Trustees  of  the  Seminary,  at  which  the  matter  of  selecting  a 
site  was  carefully  considered. 

The  committee  and  the  Board  were  unanimous  in  the  judg- 
ment that  neither  the  old  ground,  nor  that  adjoining  the  new 
buildings,  should  be  used  as  a  site  for  a  professor's  house,  un- 
less desirable  ground  in  the  neighborhood  could  not  be  se- 
cured. 

The  effort  to  secure  additional  ground  resulted  in  the  pur- 
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chase  which  has  been  reported  to  you  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees. 

Should  the  Synods  confirm  the  purchase  of  the  new  ground, 
it  is  the  purpose  of  your  committee  to  begin  the  work  of  build- 
ing as  soon  as  a  suitable  plan,  with  specifications,  can  be  se- 
cured. 

In  order  to  pay  for  the  entire  cost  of  construction,  your 
committee  recommend  the  following  plan,  viz: 

(i)  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorized  to  effect  a  loan 
by  issuing  a  mortgage  or  mortgage  bonds  for  whatever  in- 
debtedness may  not  be  provided  for  through  the  efforts  of  the 
Building  Committee. 

(2)  That  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor  pay  annually  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  total  amount  of  interest 
upon  the  loan,  until  the  indebtedness  be  removed,  or  until 
other  means  be  devised  for  the  payment  of  the  interest.

V«— Commiuiieatioii  from  the  Eastern  Synod. 

Under  item  24  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures, 
Monday,  was  read  a  communication  from  the  Eastern  Synod. 
It  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Theological 
Seminary,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  this  day  given  me  by  the 
Eastern  Synod,  now  in  session  in  Christ  Reformed  church, 
Bethlehem,  Pa.,  I  herewith  communicate  to  your  Reverend 
Body  the  following  copy  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Eastern 
Synod  on  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Theological 
Seminary  and  F.  &  M.  College: 

Resolved  I.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  are  hereby  ex- 
tended to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary 
for  their  generous  donation  toward  the  payment  of  a  lot  for 
the  erection  of  a  house  for  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor. 

Resolved,  2,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorized  by 
this  Synod  (the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synod  concurring) 
to  purchase  two  additional  lots  of  ground,  the  cost  of  each  lot 
not  to  exceed  $2,500,  the  one  lot  to  be  held  as  a  site  for  the 
house  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod's  professor,  and  the  second  lot 
as  a  site  for  the  house  of  the  third  professor  of  the  Eastern 
Synod. 

Resolved,  3.  That  the  Trustees  be  and  hereby  are  empow- 
ered to  effect  a  loan  of  $6,250  for  the  payment  of  the  $1,250 
not  provided  for  of  the  cost  of  the  lot  for  the  Potomac  Synod's 
professor's  house,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  two  lots  men- 
tioned above,  and  that  the  three  Synods  assume  and  pay 
the  interest  annually  in  the  following  order  until  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  principal :

Resolved,  4.  That  this  action  be  laid  before  the  Pittsburgh 
and  Potomac  Synods,  with  the  hope  that  they  will  give  it  their 
approval. 
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Resolved,  5.  That  this  Synod  hereby  confirms  the  purchase 
of  the  lot  selected  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  house  of 
the  professor  of  the  Potomac  Synod. 

Resolved,  6.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  be  authorized  to 
effect  a  loan  by  issuing  a  mortgage  or  mortg^e  bonds  for 
whatever  indebtedness  is  not  provided  for  through  the  efforts 
of  the  Building  Committee  in  erecting  a  house  for  the  profes- 
sor of  the  Potomac  Synod. 

Resolved,  7.  That  the  Potomac  Synod's  professor  pay  an- 
nually to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  the  total 
amount  of  interest  upon  the  loan  until  the  indebtedness  be  re- 
moved, or  until  other  means  be  devised  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest.

VI.«-Report  of  tHe  Endo'wiiieiit   Cominittee. 

On  Monday  morning  the  following  report  was  read  and  re- 
ferred to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren: — Not  much  has  been  done  in 
advancement  of  the  cause  committed  to  this  committee  since 
the  last  annual  meeting  of  your  reverend  body.  And,  as  a 
consequence,  something  still  remains  to  be  done;  and  this  in 
three  ways:  (i)  There  are  a  number  of  congregations  and  some 
whole  charges  that  have  not  been  canvassed;  (2)  There  are  at 
least  $2,500  of  unpaid  pledges,  besides  the  Byer's  note,  out- 
standing; (3)  The  amount  the  committee  was  directed  to  col- 
lect has  not  been  entirely  secured.  Only  two  congregations 
\.'ere  canvassed  during  the  year,  viz:  Grace  and  St.  Mark's, 
Pittsburgh.  A  subscription  of  $1,500  was  secured,  besides 
nearly  $500  in  cash.  A  legacy  of  $653  also  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  committee  a  short  time  ago.  Some  efforts  were 
made  to  collect  outstanding  pledges,  but  with  no  very  encour- 
aging results.  Altogether  $1,693.70  were  collected  during  the 
year.  And  the  whole  sum  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  for  in- 
vestment now  is  $29,079.20.  The  treasurer  of  the  endowment 
fund,  elected  by  your  committee  by  direction  of  Synod,  has 
passed  the  funds  held  by  him  into  the  hands  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  security  has  been  released.  As  money  comes 
in  it  is  still,  however,  passed  to  Treasurer  W.  R.  Barnhart,  who 
forwards  it  to  Treasurer  John  B.  Roth,  at  Lancaster.  Mr. 
Roth  has  continued  a  number  of  the  investments  made  by  Mr. 
Barnhart  in  this  part  of  the  State.  In  doing  this  he  has  acted 
upon  the  suggestion  of  this  Synod,  and  by  the  advice  of  W.  R. 
Barnhart  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  other 
members  of  the  Board  from  this  Synod  were  also  consulted, 
but  as  they  had  no  personal  knowledge  of  the  parties  to  whom 
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loans  were  made,  they  felt  that  they  were  not  in  a  position  to 
give  advice.  The  Synod  should  understand  that  Mr.  Bam- 
hart  was  acting  for  Mr.  Roth  in  this  case,  and  as  a  Trustee, 
and  in  no  sense  as  a  member  or  representative  of  the  Endow- 
ment Committee.  This  committee  has  never  been  charged 
with  any  responsibility  as  regards  the  investment  of  the  funds, 
We  would  suggest  the  continuation  of  the  committee  or  the 
appointment  of  a  new  committee,  which  would  probably  be 
better,  with  instruction  to  press  the  work  to  as  speedy  comple- 
tion as  possible.

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  begs 
leave  to  submit  ttie  following  report:

3.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trusteed.

one  hundred  dollars  to  our  Professor,  Dr.  Wm.  Rupp,  to  meet 
the  contingent  expenses  which  must  be  incurred  by  him. 

4.  Resolvcdy  That  this  Synod  does  not  accede  to  the  request 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  and  join  Eastern 
and  Potomac  Synods  in  assuming  our  portion  of  the  balance 
(viz.,  $1,250)  remaining  unpaid  on  Potomac  Synod's  lot. 

5.  That  respecting  the  communication  from  the  Eastern 
Synod  as  given  above,  Resolvedy  that  in  view  of  the  uncertainty 
as  to  when  this  Synod  will  be  able  to  erect  a  professor's  house, 
and  the  lack  of  any  definite  plan  existing  between  the  three 
Synods  as  to  the  erection  of  such  houses,  we  decline  to  join  in 
the  proposed  arrangement. 

6.  Resolved,  That  the  Endowment  Committee  be  continued, 
and  that  the  President  appoint  a  successor  to  Rev.  A.  M. 
Schmidt,  resigned.  The  Rev.  J.  H.  Prugh,  D.D.,  was  ap- 
pointed.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 
I.— Report  of  tlie  PittsbnrsH  Synod's  Board  of  Missions. 

The  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  reported  on  Fri- 
day forenoon.  The  report  was  received  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Missions,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Board  held  two  meetings  during 
the  year,  the  first  at  Butler,  at  the  time  of  the  last  meeting  of 
Synod,  and  the  second  at  Latrobe,  at  the  time  of  the  present 
meeting  of  Synod.  We  learn  from  information  sent  us  by 
the  missionaries  of  our  Synod  that  our  missions  enjoy  peace, 
prosperity  and  progress.  There  was,  therefore,  nothing  spec- 
ial claiming  our  attention.  There  are  several  new  mission 
points  in  our  Synod,  but  as  these  were  referred  to  General 
Synod's  Board,  either  by  members  of  Synod  or  by  action  of 
Classis  within  whose  bounds  they  are  situated,  your  Board  was 
not  called  upon  to  take  any  action. 

Among  these  Punxsutawney  has  been  made  a  mission  by  re- 
construction of  charges,  and  was,  by  the  advice  of  a  member  of 
your  body,  referred  to  the  General  Board  for  support. 

The  location  of  a  mission  at  Vandergrift  was  considered  by 
Westmoreland  Classis  and  referred  to  the  General  Board  for 
approval. 

Duquesne  was  referred  to  the  same  Board  by  the  missionary 
at  McKeesport.  As  a  Board,  we  had  no  information  concern- 
ing these  points. 

Your  Board  purpose,  during  the  coming  year,  holding  quar- 
terly meetings,  preceding  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Execu- 
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tive  Committee  of  General  Synod's  Board  ol  Missions,  of  which 
meetings  the  Stated  Clerks  of  the  several  Classes  shall  be  in- 
formed, and  it  is  requested  that  any  matters  pertaining  to  mis- 
sions within  our  bounds  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  our 
Board  at  these  meetings. 

The  term  of  Elder  J.  M.  Conroy  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
expires  at  this  meeting  of  Synod.

XI«^— -Report    of   the    Superintendent    of   tHe    General    Synod's 

Board  of  Home  Missions. 

The  report  was  received  on  Friday  morning  and  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  the  Synods: 

Brethren: — ^The  Triennial  Report  of  the  Board, to  the  Gen- 
eral Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  May  last,  brought  the  operations 
of  the  Board  to  the  notice  of  the  Church,  up  to  that  date. 
Nearly  twenty  thousand  copies  of  that  report  were  distributed 
among  the  pastors  and  members  of  the  Church.  It  has  not 
been  deemed  necessary,  therefore,  to  offer  any  very  extended 
report  to  the  Synods,  at  their  annual  meetings,  this  fall.  This 
report  is  of  a  general  character,  so  far  as  the  work  of  the  Board 
is  concerned,  but  somewhat  specific  in  calling  attention  to  the 
recommendations  and  apportionments  made  by  the  General 
Synod. 

The  work  has  moved  along  prosperously  during  the  year. 
So  far  as  the  work  done  by  missionaries  is  concerned,  no  pre- 
vious year  has  witnessed  more  faithful  service,  while  the  mis- 
sions have  not,  in  any  previous  year,  made  more  substantial 
progress. 

The  Board  has  been,  at  different  times  during  the  year,  very 
much  embarrassed  because  of  the  lack  of  funds.  This  was 
caused,  doubtless,  by  the  stringency  of  the  times.  When  the 
General  Synod  met  in  May,  the  indebtedness  of  the  Board  had 
been  entirely  met  and  about  $i,ooo  remained  in  the  treasury. 
However,  when  the  Executive  Committee  met  in  July  last, 
there  was  lacking  the  sum  of  nearly  $6,000,  and  the  Board  was 
compelled  to  borrow  $5,000.  On  September  first,  when  this 
report  was  prepared,  the  indebtedness  had  advanced  consider- 
ably beyond  the  amount  borrowed  by  the  Board.  This  may 
be  accounted  for,  not  only  because  of  the  hard  times,  but  also 
because  of  the  fact  that  during  the  summer  months  many  of 
the  pastors  are  absent  from  their  charges,  and  the  missionary 
money  is  not  punctually  collected  and  forsvarded. 

The  Board,  however,  earnestly  requests  of  the  Synods  that 
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efforts  be  put  forth  to  gather  the  apportionments  so  that  it  may 
not  be  embarrased,  and  *^ne  work  made  to  suffer  because  of  the 
lack  of  funds. 

The  funds  fell  short,  by  a  considerable  amount,  of  what  was 
voted  by  the  Synods  last  year.  This  shortage  necessitated  the 
Board  to  limit  its  operations  somewhat,  so  as  to  remain  within 
the  bounds  of  the  amount  actually  furnished. 

Notwithstanding  these  embarrassments,  the  Board  gives 
thanks  to  the  Head  of  the  Church  for  the  measure  of  success 
that  has  attended  its  operations.  The  Church  can  justly  con- 
gratulate herself  upon  the  comparatively  rapid  extension  of 
her  borders  during  these  stringent  times,  and  for  the  splendid 
outlook  for  her  future. 

At  no  time,  for  years  past,  were  the  missions  so  universally 
supplied  with  pastors  as  at  this  present  time.  This  indicates  a 
readiness  and  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  ministry  to  enter 
the  mission  fields.  The  young  men  of  the  ministry  have  been 
more  ready  to  do  missionary  work  than  formerly.  These  are 
some  of  the  encouraging  signs  of  the  work. 

THE  MISSIONS. 

On  April  I,  1896,  there  were  one  hutidred  and  one  missions 
on  the  roll  of  the  Board,  including  three  that  became  self-sus- 
taining on  that  date.  The  three  were  Ft.  Wayne,  Ind.,  and 
Altoona  and  Chambersburg,  Pa.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  in  July,  three  additional  missions  were  en- 
rolled, namely,  the  Bohemian  mission  in  Chicago,  the  German- 
English  mission  in  Canton,  Ohio,  and  an  additional  Hun- 
garian mission  to  embrace  the  cities  of  Scranton,  Wilkes-Barre 
and  Hazleton.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  Board  now  has  on 
its  roll  just  one  hundred  and  one  missions,  the  same  as  last  year. 

For  the  English  missions,  the  Board  last  year  asked,  and  the 
Synods  voted,  the  sum  of  $40,000.  The  actual  amount  needed 
to  meet  the  liabilities  of  the  Board  was  about  $38,000.  Not 
more  than  $34,000  came  to  the  Board  from  the  apportion- 
ments, but  including  what  the  women  of  the  Church  gave  for 
the  home  work  and  additional  funds  that  were  given  by  indi- 
viduals, the  sum  of  $38,000  was  received. 

There  are,  however,  many  calls  coming  to  the  Board  which 
cannot  be  answered.  Many  good  openings  present  themselves 
which,  for  the  present,  cannot  be  taken  up.  The  Board  en- 
deavors to  encourage  the  people  to  wait  until  such  time  in  the 
near  future,  when  it  may  be  enabled  to  answer  their  call.  The 
work  could  and  should  be  greatly  extended  and  the  Church 
would  do  well  to  put  forth  her  best  efforts  towards  the  expan- 
sion of  her  territory,  when  the  leadings  of  Providence  are  so 
manifestly  in  that  direction. 

The  General  Synod,  recognizing  these  numerous  calls,  made 
provision  for  the  extension  of  the  work  by  appropriating  $45,- 
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ooo  for  the  English  missions  alone.  This  is  $5,000  more  than 
had  ever  been  appopriated  for  these  missions,  and  will  enable 
the  Board  to  do  additional  work,  provided  the  money  is 
promptlv  paid  over. 

The  General  Synod  apportioned  this  sum  upon  the  Synods 
as  follows: 

Eastern  Synod  $25,400 

Potomac  Synod  9,400 

Ohio  Synod   5,500 

Pittsburgh   Synod 4fioo 

Interior  Synod  600 

Total    $45,000 

It  will  be  noticed  that  this  apportionment  is  somewhat  dif- 
erent  from  that  made  in  former  years  by  the  Board,  but  as  the 
per  capita  is  nearly  equal  throughout  the  Synods,  it  is  just  and 
right.  We  would  therefore  call  the  attention  of  the  Synods  to 
this  apportionment. 

HUNGARIAN  AND  BOHEMIAN  WORK. 

The  Hungarian  work  continues  to  prosper.  The  Hungarian 
pastors  are  an  earnest  and  faithful  set  of  missionaries.  They 
continue  to  point  out  to  the  Board,  openings  for  additionsd 
work  among  their  brethren.  There  are  now  six  of  these  mis- 
sionaries, and  a  new  field  has  been  arranged  for,  as  already 
stated,  wiLii  Scranton,  Wilkes-Barre  and  Hazleton  as  centers. 
Rev.  Alex.  Kalassay,  now  of  Mt.  Carmel,  takes  charge  of  the 
new  held.  An  additional  missionary  will  be  called  from  Hun- 
gary to  take  charge  at  Mt.  Carmel,  who  can  use  the  Slavic 
dialect  readily,  as  many  of  the  members  at  Mt.  Carmel  are 
Slavs.  Upon  the  whole,  our  Hungarian  work  has  prospered, 
and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  very  hopeful. 

As  to  the  opening  of  the  Bohemian  Mission  in  Chicago,  the 
Board  had  intended  that  this  should  take  place  about  Septem- 
ber first.  Some  of  those  at  the  head  of  this  movement,  how- 
ever, urged  upon  Rev.  Charles  V.  Molnar,  the  missionary,  to 
commence  the  work  at  an  earlier  date.  He,  therefore,  began 
his  labors  among  his  people  on  July  15th,  and  on  August  2d 
preached  his  first  sermon  in  Rev.  Heineman's  church.  At  the 
first  service  there  were  thirty-nine  Bohemians  present.  The 
services  since  that  time  have  been  even  more  largely  attended, 
and  Brother  Molnar,  while  he  thinks  the  worK  will  be  most 
arduous,  is  very  greatly  encouraged  so  far,  and  is  very  hopeful 
for  the  future. 

The  General  Synod  designated  the  sum  of  $6,000  for  the 
combined  Hungarian  and. Bohemian  work.  The  Synod  fur- 
thermore apportioned  this  amount  upon  all  the  Synods.

GERMAN   WORK. 

The  General  Synod,  in  its  wisdom,  determined  that  more 
work  should  be  done  among  the  Germans,  especially  among 
them  as  they  are  found  in  the  large  cities  of  the  land.     So  far, 
the  missions  of  the  German  Boards  are  largely  found  in  the 
large  cities.     This  is  especially  true  of  their  western  missions. 
A  very  large  proportion  of  the  German  immigrants  settle  in 
the  cities.     This  fact  makes  it  necessary  that  much  of  the  Ger- 
man mission  work  should  be  done  in  the  cities.     For  this  rea- 
son the  General  Synod  ordered  that  the  sum  of  $6,000  should 
be  apportioned  upon  the  Synods,  over  and  above  all  other  ap- 
portionments, for  the  purpose  of  city  work  among  the  Ger- 
mans, and  that  this  money  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  General  Board,  as  this  additional  work  is  to  be  carried  for- 
ward bv  the  General  Board.     This  is  not  to  interfere  in  anv 
way  with  the  work  now  being  done  by  the  Boards  of  the  Ger- 
man Svnods.     Indeed,  bv  the  discussion  on  the  floor  of  Gen- 
eral  Synod,  we  would  infer  that  it  is  to  be  done  largely  by  the 
advice  of  the  German  Boards,  they  to  point  out  the  suitable 
openings.     Every  one,  be  he  English  or  German,  must  see  the 
importance  of  this  action.     We  are  losing  much,  as  a  Church, 
by  not  caring  for  the  immigrants  who  rightfully  belong  to  our 
Church.     The  future  should  see  much  more  work  done  among 
the  Germans  than  the  past  has,  and,  if  this  is  done,  it  will 
greatly  increase  the  Church  in  our  land.     We  should  learn  a 
lesson  from  sister  denominations,  who,  while  they  have  no 
special   claims  upon  the  Germans,   are  nevertheless  putting 
forth  strong  eflForts  to  organize  missions  among  them.     This 
action  of  General   Synod  should   not  become  a  dead  letter 
among  us,  but  the  apportionment  should  be  promptly  paid  by 
all  the  Synods,  German  as  well  as  English,  and  the  money 
transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Board,  so  that  the 
work  can  be  entered  upon  with  that  life  and  enthusiasm  which 
it  deserves.     We.  therefore,  recommend  the  following  appor- 
tionment upon  the  Synods  for  this  work  in  accordance  with 
the  action  of  General  Synod :

HARBOR  MISSIONS. 

Rev.  Paul  Sommerlatte  still  continues  in  charge  of  this  im- 
portant mission.  He  regularly,  every  quarter,  renders  a  re- 
port to  the  General  Board,  from  which  we  learn  that  the  work 
is  prospering,  and  that  much  assistance  is  rendered  to  immi- 
grants that  arrive  at  the  harbor  of  New  York.  Not  only  does 
he  direct  them  to  their  future  homes  in  this  Western  land,  but 
it  frequently  devolves  upon  him  to  protect  these  people  from 
the  land-sharks  that  infest  that  port,  and  who  otherwise  would 
rob  them  of  all  their  belongings.  The  mission  itself  is  a  bless- 
ing to  the  immigrants  and  the  missionary  seems  to  be  the  right 
man  in  the  right  place.  The  General  Synod,  at  its  late  meet- 
ing, recommended  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  be  set  apart  for  this 
work  for  the  next  three  years.  This  is  $1,000  per  annum. 
This  amount  pays  the*  salary  of  the  missionary  only,  the  East- 
em  German  Synod  raising  additional  money,  for  clerk  hire, 
etc.  The  Board  recommends  the  following  apportionments 
for  this  cause  for  the  next  year:

This  gives  a  little  surplus  on  the  apportionment  to  make  up 
any  possible  deficiency  that  may  occur,  in  any  Synod.  It  is  a 
sad  commentary  upon  our  liberality  when  we  state  the  fact 
that  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1896,  not  sufficient  money 
was  received  from  the  whole  Church  to  pay  the  salary  of  the 
missionary,  and  the  Board  was  compelled  to  take  other  funds 
to  make  up  the  deficiency.  We  would  suggest  to  the  Synods 
the  propriety  of  at  once  paying  the  sums  apportioned  upon 
them  out  of  the  contingent  funds. 

The  trouble,  we  believe,  has  been  that,  as  this  apportionment 
is  so  small,  it  is  often  forgotten  and  perhaps  lost  among  the 
other  larger  apportionments. 

THE  CHICAGO  INTERESTS. 

The  Executive  Committee,  at  its  last  meeting,  authorized 
the  Superintendent  to  call  the  special  attention  of  the  Synods 
to  the  English  mission  in  Chicago.     That  mission  is  now  en- 
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gaged  in  the  erection  of  its  church  building.  Two  years  ago 
the  Synods  took  action  pledging  a  certain  amount  of  support 
to  the  erection  of  this  building,  whenever  its  erection  should 
be  undertaken. 

The  church  is  now  being  built  and  will  be  finished,  accord- 
ing to  contract,  about  the  latter  part  of  November  next.  In 
order  to  do  this,  the  Qiurch  must  furnish  the  promised  means. 

The  Board  is  very  solicitous  about  this  mission.  It  is  our 
first  effort  to  establish  an  English  mission  in  that  g^eat  city. 
On  this  account  the  Board  wishes  it  to  be  a  success  especially. 

Then,  too,  Chicago  is  somewhat  of  a  central  point  between 
the  East  and  West  for  our  Church.  The  Church  is  much 
stronger  both  east  and  west  of  Chicago,  than  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  the  city.  Several  good  ,strong  missions  in  that 
city  would  be  a  connecting  link  between  the  two  sections  of 
the  Church. 

But  the  main  reason  why  the  Church  should  be  deeply  in- 
terested in  this  mission  lies  in  the  fact  that  Chicago  is  import- 
ant missionary  ground  and  this  first  English  effort,  on  our  part, 
will  be  only  the  beginning  of  still  more  important  missionary 
operations  in  that  city  in  the  future. 

The  Board  therefore  asks  most  earnestly  of  the  Synods,  that 
they  take  such  action  as  in  their  wisdom  they  may  deem  best, 
in  order  that  the  mission  may  receive  the  money  promised  it, 
no  later  than  December  i,  1896. 

If  this  is  done,  its  success  is  almost  assured. 

CHURCH    EXTENSION. 

The  Board,  as  in  other  years,  had  much  to  do  along  the  line 
of  Church  Extension.  The  new  city  missions,  of  which  we 
have  many,  need  to  purchase  lots,  and  also  need  church  build- 
ings. Usually  the  missions  cannot  procure  these  without  help 
from  the  Church  at  large.  Without  these  necessary  things 
sucess  is  almost  impossible. 

The  Board  has  been  compelled  to  carrv  forward  the  work, 
notwithstanding  the  lack  of  means.  It  was  under  the  neces- 
sity of  borrowing  money,  and  at  the  present  time  it  is  burdened 
with  a  debt  of  $16,000  and  over.  It  was  a  question  of  borrow- 
ing this  money  or  abandoning  some  of  the  city  missions.  Pre- 
cious time  has  been  lost,  and  indeed,  money  uselessly  squan- 
dered, simply  from  the  fact  that  some  of  the  city  missions  have 
not  been  properly  equipped  with  the  necessary  means  for  their 
growth.  The  Church  must  help  the  city  missions  to  procure 
lots  and  church  buildings.  Without  these  their  growth  is  im- 
pKDSsible.  The  Board,  however,  in  ever>'  instance  arranges  for 
the  refunding  of  the  money  just  as  soon  as  the  missions  are 
able  to  do  so.  The  Board,  therefore,  eanwstly  reqxu^sts  of  the 
English  Sytwds  that  they  apportion  an  average  of  six  eeitts  per 
member  for  the  cause  of  Church  Extatsioft  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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THE  SCHWTTER  FUND. 

Tlic  Board,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Greensburg,  Pa.,  in 
April  last,  in  view  of  the  great  importance  of  tlie  extension 
work,  took  action,  asking  of  the  General  Synod  the  sum  of 
$100,000  for  the  Church  Extension  work.  This  sum  was  not 
deemed  any  loo  large  for  the  demands  of  the  work.  The  work 
is  growing  at  such  a  rapid  rate  that  a  sum  so  large  is  necessary. 

The  General  Synod  took  favorable  action  on  the  request  of 
the  Board.  The  $100,000  were  voted  unanimously.  Of  course 
the  Board  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Genera]  Synod,  does  not  give  it  the  money,  but  it  opens 
the  way  for  such  action  on  the  part  of  the  District  Synods  and 
Board,  as  to  make  the  accumulation  of  the  fund  possible. 

The  Synod  furthermore  took  action,  recommending  the  cele- 
bration of  the  one  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  Michael 
Schlatter's  missionarv  tours  in  this  country,  during  181^7.  It 
recommends  the  accumulation  of  funds  for  the  Church  Exten- 
sion work,  and  the  funds  so  gathered  shall  be  put  into  one  fund 
to  be  known  as  the  Michael  Schlatter  Church  Extension  Fund. 
In  other  words,  the  $100,000  fund  is  to  be  named  the  Michael 
Schlatter  Fund. 

The  Board  is  exceedingly  anxious  that  the  5i(X>,ooo  so 
named  shall  be  gathered  as  rapidly  as  possible.  The  time  for 
its  accumulation  is  five  years.  The  Board  requests  of  the 
Synods  that  they  take  such  action  as  in  their  wisdom  may  be 
deemed  best  for  the  accumulation  of  this  fund.  The  help  of 
the  Svnods  and  the  Classes  is  solicited  in  behalf  of  this  very 
important  department  of  missionary  work.  Today  there  is 
nothing  so  much  needed  in  our  missionary  operations  as  a 
strong  Extension  Fund. 

With  this  short  statement  of  the  Board's  work  during  the 
year:  with  the  further  statement  of  what  it  hopes  to  do  in  the 
future  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church,  and  invoking  God's 
richest  blessing  upon  all  the  operations  of  the  Church,  we  sub- 
mit this  report.

church,  and  directed  the  Superintendent  to  present  the  matter 
before  the  Synods.  The  amount  from  this  Synod  is  about 
$300.  Respectfully  submitted.

Whereas,  The  General  Synod,  at  its  meeting  in  Dayton, 
Ohio,  voted  an  appropriation  of  $ioo»ooo  for  the  extension 
work  of  the  Church,  the  same  to  be  known  as  the  Michael 
Schlatter  Memorial  Fund,  and 

Whereas,  This  matter  has  been  referred  to  this  Board  to 
devise  ways  and  means  to  establish  said  fund;  and, 

Whereas,  It  is  exceedingly  important  that  this  work  should 
be  inaugurated  as  quickly  as  possible,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  (i)  That  the  importance  of  establishing  this  fund 
at  once,  be  brought  before  the  Synods  for  immediate  favorable 
action,  and  that  the  Synods  be  requested  to  commend  this 
worthy  object  to  their  congregations,  asking  that  in  every  way 
possible,  funds  be  raised  for  this  important  work. 

Resolved,  (2)  That  the  three  Superintendents,  each  in  his 
own  territory,  make  such  arrangements  and  devise  such  plans 
as  may  seem  best,  in  order  to  reach  all  the  pastors  and  the 
charges,  and  present  to  them  the  claims  of  this  much  needed 
fund. 

Resolved,  (3)  That  the  Superintendent  be  especially  directed 
to  seek  out  persons  who  are  able  and  have  them  endow  funds 
cf  $500  or  more,  or,  where  it  can  be  done,  have  a  number  of 
persons  combine  in  the  endowment  of  such  funds. 

Resolved.  (4)  That  as  the  need  of  these  funds  is  very  urgent, 
the  Superintendents  be  directed  to  push  their  accumulation 
with  all  possible  vigor. 

The  Board  furthermore  recommends  the  following  program 
for  the  sesqui-centennial  celebration  of  Michael  Schlatter's  mis- 
sionar}'  tours,  or  such  adaptation  of  it  as  mav  be  practicable, 
during  1897,  this  program  to  be  used  in  congregational  and 
Classical  conventions:

II.  Histor}'  of  the  Reformed  Church  and  its  extension  in 
America. 

III.  Life  and  labors  of  Michael  Schlatter. 

IV.  Characteristics  of  the  Germans  and  their  relation  to 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

V.  Local  History. 

VI.  Pastoral  reminiscences. 

Vn.  The  present  condition  and  future  prospects  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  this  country. 

VIII.  The  imperative  need  of  a  large  available  Church 
Building  Fund,  with  which  to  aid  in  securing  proper  locations 
in  our  large  and  growing  cities. 


The  last  subject  should  be  followed  by  a  challenge  ior 
Church  Building  Funds,  or  generous  contributions  for  the 
object.

Under  item  11  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures, 
the  report  of  the  Board  was  read  and  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions. 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Rev.  and  Dear  Brethren: — ^The  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions would  respectfully  beg  leave  to  present  to  your  reverend 
body,  its  usual  annual  statement  of  the  condition  and  pros- 
pects of  its  work  in  the  Empire  of  Japan.  It  is  happy  in  being 
able  to  say  that  the  favorable  aspect  of  affairs  as  resulting  from 
the  late  war  with  China,  in  the  abatement  of  the  hostile  feeling 
towards  foreigners,  and  the  emergence  of  a  more  tolerant  sen- 
timent in  relation  to  Christianity,  has  grown  more  pronounced 
during  the  last  year.  The  favorable  provisions  of  the  revised 
treaties,  which,  however,  do  not  go  into  effect  until  1S99,  are 
to  a  considerable  extent  discounted,  and  missionaries  are  al- 
lowed privileges  of  travel,  etc.,  which  a  rigid  exaction  of  ex- 
isting laws  would  prohibit.  The  unswerving  patriotism  of  the 
Christian  soldiers,  the  manifold  activities  in  works  of  charity 
and  humanity  displayed  by  the  missionaries  and  native  Chris- 
tians, called  into  illustration  by  the  war,  have  served  as  a  chal- 
lenge, and  have  begotten  a  spirit  of  thoughtful  consideration 
among  the  people,  which  is  securing  a  less  prejudiced  estimate 
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of  the  claims  of  our  holy  religion.  A  change  in  this  respect 
is  discernable  among  the  middle  and  upper  classes,  and  the 
preached  Gospel  is  given  a  wider  hearing. 

On  the  other  hand,  an  evil  effect  of  the  war  and  its  excite- 
ments, was  to  divert  the  attention  of  many  professing  Chris- 
tians from  their  religion,  and  not  a  few  have  turned  aside.  So 
that  tne  churches  purging  their  rolls,  find  their  numbers  no 
greater  than  they  were  before  the  war,  while  the  accessions  of 
new  converts  have  not  materially  abated.  The  assurance  in 
the  case,  however,  is  that  the  present  membership  is  made  up 
of  tried  and  approved  material.  The  winnowing  has  conse- 
quently resulted  in  no  considerable  diminution  of  numbers. 

Our  schools  are  in  a  healthy  and  vigorous  condition.  The 
number  of  students  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin  has,  to  a  slight  de- 
gree, felt  the  effects  of  the  competition  of  the  Government 
schools  which  are  of  a  high  order.  But  the  number  of  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry  has  not  decreased,  notwithstanding  the 
yearly  outgoing  of  the  graduating  classes.  This  last  year  four 
have  graduated  from  the  Theological  Department.  The  Girls* 
School  continues  full,  and  the  number  of  scholars  might  be 
increased  had  we  the  means  and  the  room  for  them. 

In  consequence  of  the  widening  of  our  field,  and  the  import- 
ance of  keeping  in  as  close  touch  to  it  as  possible,  in  the  near 
future  our  missionary  force  will  be  distributed  among  four  sta- 
tions. Rev.  Dr.  Moore  has,  perhaps  by  this  time,  removed  to 
Tokyo,  the  southern  extremity  of  our  field.  Rev.  S.  S.  Snyder 
will  locate  in  the  Hokkaido,  the  extreme  northern  part.  Rev. 
H.  K.  Miller  will  go  to  Yamagata,  in  the  western  section, 
while  Revs.  Hoy,  Schneder  and  Noss  will  remain  in  Sendai. 

The  statistical  report  for  1895-96  exhibits  the  following: 
organized  churches,  6;  self-supporting  churches,  5;  preaching 
stations,  50;  baptisms,  197;  members,  1,935;  Sunday  Schools, 
39;  Sunday  School  scholars,  1,618;  native  ministers,  12;  un- 
ordained  preachers,  27;  contributions  for  all  purposes,  $2,- 

4707s- 

The  establishment  of  a  new  mission  in  some  other  country 
than  Japan,  as  directed  by  General  Synod,  at  its  late  meeting, 
is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Board.  Inquiries  are  being 
made  and  facts  gathered.  When  a  conclusion  has  been 
reached,  it  will  be  announced  to  the  Church. 

The  finances  of  the  Board  have,  during  the  past  year,  been 
in  a  healthy  condition.  The  receipts  have  been  adequate  to 
its  needs.  For  the  last  few  months,  however,  there  has  been  a 
falling  off,  for  the  arrest  of  which  the  Board  most  respectfully 
requests  the  prompt  action  of  your  reverend  body.  The 
amount  apportioned  by  General  Synod  is  the  same  per  annum 
as  for  the  last  three  years.  The  reason  why  the  establishment 
of  a  new  mission  did  not  require  an  enlargement  of  the  sum. 
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was  the  fact  that  the  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  has  assumed  the  entire 
support  of  the  Girls'  School.  The  amount  of  receipts  reported 
last  year,  however,  includes  what  was  paid  for  the  Girls'  School 
by  the  Woman's  Society,  so  that  the  sum  needed  for  the  com- 
ing year  will  include  an  additional  amount  sufficient  to  estab- 
lish the  new  mission,  namely,  the  full  sum  appropriated  by  the 
General  Synod.  This  sum  is  $35,000  per  year,  for  the  next 
three  years.  It  is  of  prime  importance  that  that  full  sum 
should  be  paid  into  the  treasury,  if  the  Board  would  be  enabled 
to  establish  the  new  mission. 

The  Board  would,  therefore,  urgently  request  your  reverend 
body  to  assume  the  full  amount  assigned  you  by  General 
Synod,  apportion  it  to  the  several  Classes,  and  adopt  such  ac- 
tion as  will  ensure  its  realization.

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This  will  surely  be  the  case,  if  our  pastors  and  consistories 
will  everywhere  heartily  co-operate.  To  this  end  may  we  re- 
spectfully request  your  reverend  body  to  call  attention  to  this 
important  matter  in  such  a  way  as  your  wisdom  may  suggest. 
Let  the  Reformed  Church  Tidings,  by  the  united  action  of 
our  several  Church  judicatories  and  their  chosen  representa- 
tives, be  the  medium  by  which  an  avenue  will  be  opened  be- 
tween the  Missionary  Boards  and  general  Church  work 
agencies,  and  every  family  in  every  congregation  throughout 
the  Church.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  reported  Monday 
morning  and  the  report  was  considered  by  items.  Items  i  to  6 
were  severally  adopted.  Item  7  was  amended  and  adopted. 
The  report  as  amended  was  adopted  as  a  whole,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

To  the  Rcz'crcnd  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave 
to  offer  the  following  report : 

A  number  of  papers  have  been  referred  to  us,  all  of  which 
are  hereby  submitted  for  publication  in  our  printed  minutes: 

1.  Report  of  Synod's  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  Report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

3.  A  communication  from  the  same  Board,  concerning  cer- 
tian  supposed  pledges  to  Chicago  Mission  still  unpaid. 

4.  A  communication  from  the  same  Board,  recommending 
that  Classical  conventions  be  held  in  the  interests  of  the 
Michael  Schlatter  Church  Extension  Fund;  submitting  also  a 
program  to  be  carried  out  at  such  conventions. 

5.  A  communication  from  the  same  Board,  with  reference 
to  the  deficiency  in  its  treasury. 

6.  The  report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions. 

7.  A  communication  from  the  Sunday  School  Board,  with 
reference  to  the  Reformed  Church  Tidings, 

We  rejoice  to  learn  of  the  progress  of  both  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  work  of  our  Church,  but  regret  the  fact  that 
for  the  Home  work  especially  the  contributions  do  not  keep 
pace  with  growing  demands.  Many  promising  fields  are  now 
asking  for  the  Gospel,  and  it  is  a  matter  to  be  regretted  that 
the  means  are  not  at  hand  at  the  present  time  to  take  up  the 
points  of  interest.  The  charg^e  of  the  Master  is  upon  us,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  the  increased  li])erality  of  our  people,  may  in 
the  near  future  enable  the  Board  to  enlarge  its  work.     The 
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Foreign  work  is  enlarging  and  calls  for  increased  contribu- 
tions and  more  men.  'The  harvest  truly  is  great  but  the  la- 
borers are  few."  May  the  Church  rise  to  a  realization  of  her 
responsibility,  and  open  her  hand  and  give  of  her  abundance 
to  the  furtherance  of  the  Gospel. 

We  recommend  the  following,  as  the  action  of  this  Synod: 

Resolved,  (i)  That  we  commend  the  cause  of  both  Home  and 
Foreign  Missions  anew  to  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  our 
people,  and  that  we  remember  that  it  is  not  only  a  duty  but 
a  glorious  privilege  to  engage  in  this  grand  work. 

Resolved,  (2)  That  we  call  the  attention  of  our  Board  to  the 
points  of  interest  within  the  bounds  of  this  Synod,  and  es- 
pecially to  our  interests  at  Punxsutawney,  Vandergrift,  Du- 
Quesne,  and  Homestead,  and  urge  them  to  use  their  influence 
with  General  Synod's  Board  to  secure  appropriations  for  these 
points  of  interest  in  the  near  future. 

Resolved,  (3)  That,  while  this  Synod  has  not  at  any  time 
pledged  itself  for  any  definite  amount  for  our  English  mission 
at  Chicago,  we  do  hereby  commend  this  work  to  our  people^ 
through  the  Classes,  and  recommend  that  such  charges  within 
their  bounds  as  have  not  contributed  to  this  cause  be  requested 
to  do  so. 

Resolved,  (4)  That  we  commend  the  Michael  Schlatter  Mem- 
orial Fund  to  the  liberality  of  our  people,  and  hereby  instruct 
the  Classes  to  carry  out  the  program  proposed  by  the  Greneral 
Synod's  Board,  as  far  as  possible. 

Resolved,  (5)  That  we  lament  the  fact  that  there  is  a  defi- 
ciency in  the  treasury  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, but  decline  to  take  any  action  looking  toward  the  relief 
of  said  Board,  as  this  Synod  has  paid  its  full  apportionment. 

Resolved,  (6)  That  we  commend  the  Reformed  Church  Tidings 
to  our  people,  but  earnestly  request  the  editors  of  this  publica- 
tion to  prevent  all  objectionable  illustrations  from  appearance 
in  its  columns  in  its  future. 

We  also  recommend  the  following  apportionments: 

For  Home  Missions $4)500 

For  Hungarian  Work 450 

For  Harbor  Missions 90 

Total    * .    $5,040 

We  also  recommend  the  .apportionment  of  six  cents  per 
member  for  Church  Extension. 

We  recommend  also  the  continuation  of  the  apportionment 
of  $2,600,  commonly  called  the  Tentative  Apportionment  for 
Foreign  Missions. 
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Resolved,  That  on  account  of  other  pressing  engagements, 
we  do  not  feel  ourselves  able  to  assume  the  amount  assessed 
upon  us  for  work  among  the  Germans.

INSTITUTIONS    OF   I<EARNING. 

I^-Report   of  the   Board   of  Directors   of   St.   Paul**    Orphan 

Home,  Butler,  Pa. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  PauFs  Orphan  Home  reported 
on  Thursday  morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's 
Orphan  Home  respectfully  report  the  present  condition  and 
needs  of  the  above  institution,  for  the  year  ending  June  i,  1896. 

The  management  of  the  Home,  and  the  general  policy  pur- 
sued in  conducting  it  have  continued  as  in  former  years.  Our 
purpose  has  ever  been  to  make  the  institution  a  home,  as  far  as 
it  has  been  possible  under  the  conditions  which  must  neces- 
sarily exist,  where  there  is  an  absence  of  parents,  and  children 
from  so  many  different  homes  are  brought  together.  An  ideal 
home  can  never  be  expected  under  such  circumstances.  None 
but  a  parent  can  exercise  that  love  to  children  which  is  ever 
necessary  to  constitute  the  life  and  light  of  a  true  home.  In 
its  necessary  absence  we  bring  to  the  orphans  the  love  of 
Qirist  as  possessed  by  His  Church,  and  with  it  meet  the  needs 
and  warm  the  hearts  of  the  little  ones  for  whom  Christ  died. 

He  who  feeds  the  birds  of  the  air,  has  enabled  us  to  provide 
bread  and  meat  in  due  season  for  the  inmates  of  the  Home;  no 
one  there  has  wanted  any  good  thing, — all  their  bodily  wants 
have  been  supplied.  Daily  family  prayer  and  Christian  in- 
struction, Sunday  School  and  the  regular  sen  ices  of  the  sanc- 
tuar>^  have  ministered  to  their  spiritual  nature  and  tended  to 
their  nurture  in  the  Lord.  As  a  visible  result  of  these  things, 
ten  of  the  youths  made  a  public  profession  of  faith  in  Christ. 

Intellectual  training  and  development  have  been  attende»l 
to  during  ten  months  of  the  year  in  the  two  well  conducted  and 
properly  furnished  schools,  taugrht  by  Mr.  C.  H.  Faust  and 
Miss  Anna  Kinter.  Habits  of  industry  are  formed  by  r< 
ing  the  girls  to  do  all  manner  of  work  suited  to  them 
the  Home,  and  the  boys  find  work  in  tlie  yard,  garden, 
and  printing  office. 

On  June  ist  there  were  92  children  in  the  Home,  of 
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47  were  pay  children  and  45  Church  orphans.  (Permit  us  to 
state  parenthetically,  that  at  this  time  there  are  but  27  pay  chil- 
dren and  48  Church  orphans). 

For  your  information  we  present  herewith  the  report  of  the 
Treasurer,  B.  Wolf,  jr.,  as  made  to  the  Board  at  the  June 
meeting:

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  particularly  to  the  fact 
that  the  pay  children  in  the  Home  have  greatly  decreased  in 
number,  while  there  has  been  a  corresponding  increase  of 
Church  orphans.  This  renders  it  imperative  that  our  churches 
and  Sunday  Schools  greatly  increase  their  contributions  to  the 
Home,  if  its  usefulness  is  to  continue.  We  beg  our  pastors  to 
put  forth  special  efforts  to  this  end. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  Synod  and  all  concerned,  to  the 
fact  that  application  for  admission  to  the  Home  should  be 
made  for  those  only  for  whom  homes  cannot  be  found  else- 
where. If  homes  for  orphans  can  be  found  among  friends  or 
in  their  own  community,  let  them  be  there  provided  for,  and 
the  Home  at  Butler  be  called  upon  only  as  a  last  resort.  Fur- 
ther, if  proper  persons  are  known  to  desire  a  child,  whom  thev 
will  receive  into  their  homes,  let  application  be  made  to  the 
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Superintendent  or  Board.  When  one  such  home  is  furnished 
an  inmate,  room  is  given  another  at  the  Home  in  Butler,  and 
thus  the  advantages  of  the  institution  are  enlarged. 

Because  of  unusual  expenses  in  the  way  of  necessary  re- 
pairs to  the  buildings  and  sewerage,  and  the  decrease  of  pay 
children,  if  we  would  escape  an  increased  indebtedness,  our 
income  must  be  increased  $i,ooo  by  greater  contributions  from 
our  churches  and  the  friends  of  the  Home.  Since  the  amounts 
contributed  by  many  of  our  congregations  are  trifling  when 
compared  with  their  ability,  it  is  believed  that  if  the  wants  of 
the  Home  are  properly  made  known  to  our  people,  they  will 
give  more  generously  and  our  work  be  maintained.  Indeed, 
our  aim  should  be  not  only  to  keep  out  of  further  debt, 
but  to  annually  reduce  the  present  indebtedness,  which  prac- 
tically nullifies  our  endowment.  We  beg  of  the  Synod  to  take 
such  action  as  may  prevent  the  realization  of  our  fears. 

The  terms  of  the  following  Directors  expire  with  this  Synod, 
viz:  Revs.  C  R.  DieflFenbacher  and  John  McConnel,  and  Elders 
J.  T.  Hamilton  and  P.  Keil.

H.— Report  of  tlio  Board  of  Tmstoos  of  Idtorarj  Instttutloiis. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported  on 
Friday  morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren: — Ine  only  institution  of  which  this  Board 
has  even  a  partial  oversight  at  present  is  the  Clarion  Collegiate 
Institute,  located  at  Rimersburg,  within  the  bounds  of  Clarion 
Classis. 

On  account  of  an  unavoidable  delay  in  securing  a  principal 
for  this  institution  a  year  ago,  we  were  necessitated  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  of  your  reverend  body,  to  report  that  the 
school  was  not  at  that  time  in  operation.  While  we  felt  that 
this  unfortunate  circumstance  might  be  detrimental  to  our 
cause,  the  Synod  kindly  appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with 
the  Trustees  elected  by  Clarion  Classis  and  make  proper  in- 
quiry concerning  the  school.  Said  committee  met  with  said 
Board,  and  will  likely  report  its  findings. 

It  is  now  our  pleasure  to  report  that  the  school  has  been  in 
successful  operation  since  the  first  of  January.  Prof.  W.  L. 
Smith,  a  graduate  of  the  College  at  Lancaster,  the  present 
principal,  has  shown  laudable  earnestness  and  zeal  in  further- 
ing the  work.  There  are  three  teachers  employed,  who  have 
had  in  charge  from  40  to  50  students  during  the  year. 
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The  property  is  in  good  condition,  some  repairs  having  re- 
cently been  made.  The  institution  is  out  of  debt,  with  several 
hundred  dollars  at  interest. 

The  continued  life  and  vigor  manifested,  despite  the  dis- 
couragements met  with,  serve  to  demonstrate,  we  believe,  that 
Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  has  a  work  to  do. 

The  Trustees  have  had  an  attorney  examine  the  charter, 
deeds,  etc.,  and  can  now  inform  the  Synod  that  the  property  is 
entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  properly  constituted  Trustees 
elected  by  Clarion  Classis. 

Believing  that  a  step  in  the  right  direction  has  been  taken 
by  Synod  in  appointing  a  committee  to  look  into  the  condition 
of  the  institution,  we  again  commend  to  Synod's  careful  and 
prayerful  consideration,  the  interests  of  higner  education  as 
now  carried  on  at  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute.

Under  item  4,  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  was 
presented  and  read  the  report  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege. The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

The  following  report  is  respectfully  submitted  on  behalf  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College: 

The  work  of  the  College  during  the  past  year  has  been  emi- 
nently satisfactory.  The  enrollment  of  students  was  as  fol- 
lows: Seniors,  26;  Juniors,  33;  Sophomores,  57;  Freshmen,  41 ; 
special  students,  4.    Total,  161. 

The  degree  of  A.  B.  was  conferred  upon  the  following  mem- 
bers of  the  Senior  class :  John  Knorr  Adams,  John  Light  At- 
lee,  Robert  Hood  Bowers,  William  Geiss  Cleaver,  Elmer  Les- 
lie Coblentz,  Edward  Andrew  Cremer,  John  Frank  Dechant, 
William  Smith  Fisher,  Albert  Harrison  Cinder,  George  G.

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maker.  The  degree  of  A.  M.  for  inentonous  work,  was  con- 
ferred upon  George  T.  Shower,  M.D.,  of  Woodbury,  Md.,  and 
upon  Prof.  John  M.  Grove,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.

The  enrollment  for  the  present  year  is  larger  than  last  year. 
The  number  of  new  students  is  as  follows:  Graduate  students, 
2;  Juniors,  3;  Sophomores,  4;  Freshmen,  45;  special  students, 
or  those  who  take  a  partial  course,  7.  Total,  61.  The  num- 
ber in  actual  attendance  is  as  follows:  Graduate  students,  2; 
Seniors,  31;  Juniors,  56;  Sophomores,  33;  Freshmen,  45: 
special  students,  8.    Total,  175. 

The  exceptionally  large  Junior  class  had  to  be  divided  into 
two  sections  for  class-room  instruction.  As  three  of  the 
classes  are  now  divided  into  sections,  it  will  be  readily  seen 
that  the  work  of  the  professors  has  been  materially  increased. 
Provision  has  been  made,  however,  to  carry  forward  the  in- 
struction in  all  the  departments,  and  we  anticipate  a  year  of 
successful  and  prosperous  work.  Prof.  A.  V.  Hiester,  at  the 
last  commencement,  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose 
of  accepting  an  appointment  to  a  fellowship  in  Columbia  Col- 
lege in  the  further  prosecution  of  his  studies.  In  his  place 
Prof.  Samuel  W.  Kerr  has  been  appointed,  and  he  has  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the  position 
under  auspices  which  promise  a  successful  career. 

It  is  believed  that  the  effect  of  military  instruction  and  drill 
has  been  decidedly  beneficial.  Believinj^^  that  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  secure  still  better  results  by  a  better  organization  of 
the  work  in  this  department,  the  Board  of  Trustees  resolved  to 
make  military  drill  obligatory  upon  the  members  of  the  two 
lower  classes,  excepting  such  as  should  be,  for  cause,  excused 
by  the  Faculty.  It  is  not  intended  that  students  should  be 
required,  however,  to  procure  a  full  uniform. 

The  finances  of  the  College  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  wert 
found  to  be  in  a  better  condition  than  we  ventured  to  hope  a 
year  ago.  There  was  a  deficit,  to  be  sure;  but  it  was  not  as 
large  as  was  anticipated,  in  view  of  the  additional  expense  in- 
curred by  the  employment  of  two  new  professors  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year.  The  expenses  exceeded  the  income  by 
$687.93;  but  in  this  statement  no  account  is  made  of  moneys 
pledged  to  the  Savings  and  Loan  Association,  which  it  was  un- 
derstood should  be  immediately  available  for  the  use  of  the 
College.  These,  with  accrued  interest,  when  covered  into  the 
treasury,  will  fully  make  good  the  deficit. 

During  the  last  vacation  extensive  improvements  were  made

in  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  College.  College  Avenue 
has  been  graded  by  the  city  and  cut  down  in  front  of  the  en- 
trance gate,  making  the  construction  of  a  new  entrance-way 
necessar}'.  The  fence  fronting  on  the  avenue  has  been  re- 
moved and  a  terrace  constructed.  When  this  is  sodded  and  a 
pavement  laid  it  will  constitute  a  great  improvement.  The 
College  tower  has  been  repaired;  additional  work-tables  have 
been  prepared  in  the  laboratory;  a  tank  for  water  supply  has 
been  erected;  and  baths  have  been  provided  in  the  gymnasium. 
A  new  Electric  Program  Clock,  with  dials  in  each  recitation 
room,  which  rings  the  hours  automatically,  has  been  pur- 
chased for  the  College,  and  a  new  bell  has  been  donated  by 
Mrs.  Geo.  N.  Forney,  of  Hanover,  Pa.,  in  memory  of  her  de- 
creased son,  Jacob  Wirt  Forney,  an  alumnus  of  the  College. 

These  improvements  add  greatly  to  the  working  facilities 
and  good  appearance  of  the  College  and  the  comfort  of  the 
students.  There  is,  however,  an  imperative  call  for  better  li- 
brary facilities  and  larger  laboratories.  We  hope  to  have  a 
new  library  building  in  the  near  future,  and  a  number  of  con- 
tributions toward  the  erection  of  a  new  scientific  building  have 
been  pledged.  As  the  classes  increase,  the  call  for  additional 
professors  and  enlarged  facilities  becomes  more  urgent.  It 
is  only  necessary  that  the  friends  of  the  College  should  respond 
to  this  call  and  help  to  promote  the  rising  tide  of  prosperity 
which  has  so  manifestly  begun.  With  the  prayers  and  assist- 
ance of  the  Church  in  three  Synods,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of 
the  success  of  the  movement  in  which  we  are  engaged.

2.  Tlie  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institu- 
tions. 

3.  The  report  and  catalogue  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  Col- 
lege. 

4.  The  catalogue  of  the  Woman's  College,  Frederick,  Md. 
From  these  documents  we  learn : 
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1.  That  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  has  been  doing  a  blessed- 
work  in  providing  for  the  bodily,  mental,  moral  and  spiritual 
wants  of  the  Lord's  poor,  during  the  oast  year;  also  that  there 
has  been  a  great  change  in  regard  to  the  proportion  between 
the  Church  orphans  and  pay  children  in  the  Home, 

2.  That  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  has  been  in  successful 
operation  since  the  first  of  January  of  this  year,  but  is  in  need 
of  larger  patronage. 

3.  That  F,  &  M.  College  is  steadily  advancing  in  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  students  and  in  the  efforts  of  the  Fac- 
ulty to  train  them  to  become  fitted  for  the  proper  discharge  of 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  life. 

4.  That  the  Woman's  College,  of  Frederick,  Md.,  is  in  i 
prosperous  condition,  and  offers  excellent  opportunities  for 
the  education  of  young  ladies. 

In  view  of  these  fiicts,  we  offer  the  following,  tor  Synod's 
adoption : 

1.  That  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  is  heartily  commended  tn 
the  liberal  support  of  the  Church.  To  reach  the  desired  end 
in  the  greatly  changed  condition  betft'een  the  number  of 
Church  orphans  and  pay  children,  these  means  are  proposed: 

(0)  Resolved,  That  the  urgent  needs  of  the  Home  be  regu- 
larly presented  to  our  people,  through  the  columns  of  our 
Church  papers,  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Board. 

[b)  Resolved,  That  'he  Synod  earnestly  requests  all  our  Sun- 
day Schools,  through  the  Classes,  to  take  two  (2)  or  more  of- 
ferings a  year  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home,  and 
that  these  offerings  be  taken  as  nearly  as  possible  at  the  Christ- 
mas and  Easter  festivals. 

(c)  Resolved,  That  pastors  and  people  be  requested  to  heart- 
ily encourage  the  proper  observance  of  an  Orphan  Home  Day. 

2.  That  the  Synod  make  earnest  efforts  to  increase  the  effi- 
ciency of  the  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute. 

3.  That  rejoicing  in  the  prosperous  condition  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College,  we  earnestly  commend  this  institution 
of  Synod  to  the  confidei.ce  and  patronage  of  the  Church. 

4.  That  we  recommend  the  Woman's  College,  at  Frederick, 
Md.,  to  the  liberal  patronage  of  our  people  who  are  endeavor- 
ing to  have  their  daughters  educated.

VI.— Report  of  Special  Cominittee  to  Confer  With  the  Trvstees 

of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute. 

The  committee  reported  on  Saturday  morning  and  the  con- 
sideration of  the  report  was  made  the  order  of  the  day  for  Mon- 
day afternoon,  when  the  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
annual  meeting  to  confer  with  the  Trustees  of  Clarion  Col- 
legiate Institute  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  report: 

The  committee  met  three  members  of  the  aforesaid  Board, 
-at  Butler,  Pa.,  on  the  4th  day  of  February  last,  when  the  sub- 
ject of  the  transfer  of  the  institution  to  the  Pittsburgh  Synod 
was  fully  canvassed.  The  following  facts  were  deemed  worthy 
of  notice: 

1.  The  Board  of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  posses  a  legally 
executed  deed  for  the  Campus,  with  improvements,  and  also  a 
deed  for  two  acres  of  ground  adjoining  the  Campus,  in  fee 
simple. 

2.  The  institution  is  free  from  any  encumbrance. 

3.  The  Trustees  propose  to  sell  these  properties  to  the  Pitts- 
burgh Synod,  free  of  all  encumbrances,  for  a  nominal  sum. 

4.  That  the  title  is  to  be  so  framed  as  not  to  restrict  the 
Synod  or  to  hamper  it  in  forming  or  changing  its  future  educa- 
tional policy;  that  is  to  say,  that,  if  the  Synod  should  see 
proper  to  select  some  other  place  for  the  founding  of  an 
academic  or  preparatory  school,  it  may  be  free  to  do  so. 

A  second  meeting  was  called  at  Rimcrsburg.  But  at  the  ap- 
pointed time  only  the  chairman  of  your  committee  went  to 
Rimersburg,  where  he  was  met  by  two  members  of  the  Trus- 
tees, who  showed  him  through  the  building. 

The  building  is  in  fairly  good  repair,  and  with  the  expendi- 
ture of  perhaps  $400  or  $500  could  be  put  into  excellent  condi- 
tion. 

The  school  is  located  in  the  center  of  the  town,  a  village 
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about  5CX)  inhabitants.  The  place  has  railroad  facilities.  It  is 
situated  in  a  populous  and  fertile  district  of  country,  which 
contains  also  mining  interests.  The  people  have  hitherto  been 
friendly  to  the  school  and  have  patronized  it. 

The  school  closed  at  the  time  of  our  visit  with  a  roll  of  some 
forty  students. 

Your  committee  offer  the  following  resolution  for  your  con- 
sideration, to  wit: 

Resolved,  That  the  offer  of  the  Trustees  of  Clarion  Collegiate 
Institute  to  transfer  the  said  institution  to  Pittsburgh  Synods 
free  of  all  encumbrance,  is  hereby  accepted.

I^— Report  of  tho  Board  of  Bonoficiary  Edmoation. 

The  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  reported  cmi  Friday 
morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Education,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Symod: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education 
beg  leave  to  report:  That  the  work  committed  to  our  charge 
and  care  has  received  due  attention,  and  has  been  attended  to, 
to  the  best  of  our  ability. 

The  following  students  for  the  ministry  received  aid  from 
our  Board  during  the  past  year  and  prosecuted  their  studies  to 
the  satisfaction  of  their  instructors  and  the  Board,  viz:  D.  E. 
Master,  Benoni  Bates,  A.  O.  Reiter,  G.  F.  Bair,  W.  D.  Stoyer, 
W.  S.  Fisher  and  H.  H.  Wiant.  Of  these,  Messrs.  Master  and 
Bates  completed  their  studies,  and  are  now  engaged  in  the 
active  duties  of  the  ministry.  Messrs.  Reiter  and  Bair  are 
Seniors  in  the  Seminary,  W.  T).  Stoyer,  a  Middler,  W.  S. 
Fisher  a  Junior,  and  H.  H.  Wiant  a  Junior  in  College.  All 
were  or  are  at  our  Institutions  at  Lancaster. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  I)oard  C.  II.  Faust  was  received 
under  our  care,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Consistory 
of  St.  Paul's  Reformed  church,  Hutler,  Pa.,  and  Allegheny 
Classis.  He  has  entered  the  Junior  Class  of  the  Seminary. 
Another  application  is  pending  and  will  be  favorably  acted 
upon  as  soon  as  certain  conditions  are  fulfilled.  Synod's  at- 
tention is  called  to  the  small  number  of  students  for  the  minis- 
try under  our  care.  If  the  ranks  of  the  ministry  are  to  be  filled 
and  a.ergrcssive  work  done,  a  larger  number  of  young  men 
should  be  in  the  way  of  preparation.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Education  reported  Saturday 
afternoon.  The  report  was  amended  and  adopted  and  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Education  would  respectfully 
report  that  there  was  placed  in  our  hands  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  of  this  Synod  for  the  year  end- 
ing October,  1896. 

From  this  report  we  learn  that  during  the  past  year  seven 
young  men  were  under  the  care  and  received  aid  from  the 
Board,  two  of  whom  finished  their  course  during  the  year. 
One  young  man  was  recently  received,  so  that  the  present 
number  receiving  aid  is  seven.  The  Board  calls  the  serious 
attention  of  the  Synod  to  the  small  number  of  students  for  the 
ministr\'  under  our  care  and  reminds  us  that  if  the  ranks  of  the 
ministry  is  to  be  filled  and  aggressive  work  done,  a  larger 
number  of  yoimg  men  should  be  in  the  way  of  preparation. 

We,  accordingly,  recommend  the  following  for  adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  ministers  of  this  Synod  be  earnestly 
urged,  through  the  Classes,  to  seek  out  worthy  and  talented 
young  men  in  their  charges  and  solemnly  challenge  them  to 
consider  the  needs  of  the  Church  for  more  ministers  of  the 
Gospel  and  try  to  induce  them  to  consecrate  themselves  to  the 
Gospel  ministr}'. 

Further,  we  recommend  the  amount  asked  by  the  Board,

a  plan  for  a  beneficiary  educational  endowment. 

1.  The  Endowment  shall  be  known  as  The  Ministers'  En- 
dowment Fund,  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States,  for  Beneficiary  Education. 

2.  The  said  Endowment  shall  be  created  and  perpetually  in- 
creased by  the  personal  contributions  of  the  ministers  of  Synod. 

3.  The  Endowment  shall  be  under  the  management  of  the 
Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  of  Synod,  which  shall  solicit 
contributions  thereunto  from  the  present  and  incoming  minis- 
ters of  Synod  in  perpetuity,  invest  the  fund  as  it  accumulates 
and  use  the  proceeds  of  the  investment  in  payment  of  the  an- 
nual appropriations  of  Synod  to  its  Beneficiary  Students.

Your  committee  to  whom  was  reported  the  "Plan  for  an  En- 
dowment for  Beneficiary  Education,"  offered  by  Rev.  H.  King^ 
report  that  we  recognize  the  importance  of  such  an  endow- 
ment and  the  great  good  it  would  accomplish  in  furthering  the 
cause  of  Christ,  as  well  as  the  opportunity  it  will  afford  the 
ministry  of  Synod  to  perpetuate  the  work  of  the  office  they 
now  exercise. 

But  inasmuch  as  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  of  this 
Synod  is  not  a  chartered  body  and  receives  its  funds,  not  di- 
rectly from  our  churches  or  people,  but  from  the  Treasurer  of 
Synod,  we  cannot  see  our  way  clear  to  adopt  the  details  of  the 
proposed  plan.  We,  however,  offer  the  following  for  your 
adoption : 

Resolved,  That  the  ministry  and  laity  of  this  Synod  be  rec- 
ommended to  create,  by  gift  or  bequest,  a  permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  for  the  cause  of  Beneficiary  Education. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  and  his  sucessors  in 
office,  be  and  are  hereby,  authorized  to  receive  any  funds  so 
designated,  safely  and  securely  invest  the  same  and  pay  the  an- 
nual income  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  uf 
Pittsburgh  Synod.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

I«— Annual  Report  of  the  Pnblioation  Board  of  the  Reformed 

Chnroh  in  the  United  States. 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  under  item  lo  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Overtures,  was  read  the  report  of  the  Publica- 
tion  Board.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Publication,  and  is  as  follows: 

Philadelphia,  September  29th,  1896. 
To  the  Eastern,  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods: 

Brethren: — ^The  changes  which  have  occurred  during  the 
past  year  in  connection  with  your  publication  interests  are 
more  or  less  familiar  to  you  all,  and  whilst  they  present  issues 
of  a  new  and  complicated  nature,  demanding  careful  and  in- 
telligent action,  they  nevertheless  resulted  finally  in  what  is 
believed  to  be  a  satisfactory  solution,  through  the  purchase 
and  possession  by  your  Board  of  all  the  rights  and  interests 
previously  owned  or  ceded  by  contract  to  the  late  Rev.  Chas. 
G.  Fisher,  D.D. 

On  February  25th,  1896,  the  Rev.  Chas.  G. 
lessee  and  publisher,  died.     At  his  death  the 
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such  condition  that  no  one  in  his  employ  could  intdligently 
and  successfully  conduct  it.     With  this  knowledge,  the  Board 
met  in  extra  session  on  March  19th,  1896,  to  consider  the  sit- 
uation and  adopt  measures,  if  necessary,  for  the  uninterrupted 
issue  of  the  various  periodicals.     It  was  found  that  the  widow 
of  the  lessee  had  temporarily  provided  for  the  situation  by  se- 
curing the  services  of  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser,  of  Norristown,  who 
had,  at  a  great  personal  inconvenience  and  self-sacrifice,  con- 
sented to  assist  her  in  the  capacity  of  editor  and  publisher, 
pending  the  final  action  of  the  Board  of  Publication.    At  this 
meeting  the  widow  stated  that  the  estate  of  the  late  Dr.  Fisher 
was  without  funds  or  immediate  resources  to  prosecute  the 
work,  and  she  therefore  asked  the  Board  to  advance  the  sum 
of  $2,500^  in  such  installments  as  might  be  needed,  giving 
therefor  her  notes  with  interest,  and  as  additional  security,  the 
income  which  would  be  received  by  the  publishing  house. 
She  also  asked  for  three  months'  time  in  which  to  re-organize 
or  dispose  of  her  husband's  interest  in  the  concern.       After 
carefully  investigating  the  condition  of  the  estate  and  other 
factors  bearing  upon  the  situation,  and  desiring  also  to  assist 
the  widow  in  her  distress,  the  Board  unanimously  assented  to 
the  proposition,  under  a  written  contradt  for  three  months, 
providing  therein  that  any  arrangement  entered  into  by  her 
for  sale  or  transfer  should  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board.     By  virtue  of  this  agreement,  funds  were  advanced 
and  subsequently  repaid  with  interest,  as  will  appear  in  the  re- 
port of  the  Treasurer. 

On  June  19th,  1896,  the  Board,  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Fisher, 
was  again  called  in  extra  session,  at  which  the  statement  was 
made  that  it  had  been  found  impossible  to  make  any  satisfac- 
tory disposition  of  the  business;  and  that  for  the  purpose  of 
facilitating  the  settling  of  the  estate,  Mrs.  Fisher  had,  by  order 
of  the  Orphans'  Court,  obtained  permission  to  sell  and  bid  in 
the  interests,  rights  and  merchandise  in  and  of  the  Publication 
House.  By  virtue  of  this  order,  she  had  become  the  owner 
of  all  of  said  interests  and  now  petitioned  your  Board  to  exe- 
cute to  her  a  new  lease  for  a  term  of  years,  and  to  recognise  her, 
together  with  such  parties  she  might  select  to  associate  with 
her,  as  the  lessee  and  publisher,  under  terms  similar  to  those 
previously  made  with  the  late  Dr.  Fisher.  This  proposition 
was  unanimously  declined.  Subsequently  your  Board  opened 
negotiations  with  Mrs.  Fisher  for  the  purchase  of  all  the  rights 
and  interests  acquired  by  her  through  purchase;  and,  finally 
bought  these  for  the  sum  of  $2,500,  inclusive  of  the  Almanac, 
which  was  the  exclusive  property  of  the  late  Dr.  Fisher.  By 
this  purchase,  namely,  $500  for  the  books,  sheets  and  other 
merchandise;  $1,000  for  the  Almanac:  $800  for  the  unexpired 
lease,  and  $200  for  furniture  and  fixtures,  the  Board  became 
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the  absolute  owner  of  the  entire  publication  interests,  and  will 
henceforth  issue  all  publications,  except  the  Sunday  School 
literature,  for  its  own  account. 

Soon  after  the  purchase,  the  Board  negotiated  and  con- 
cluded a  contract  with  the  Sunday  School  Board,  whereby  the 
Sunday  School  literature  was  transferred  to  that  Board,  under 
the  following  agreement:  We,  the  undersigned,  in  behalf  of 
the  Sunday  School  Board,  hereby  agree  to  pay  five  per  cent, 
annually  on  $15,000,  in  semi-annual  payments,  on  condition 
that  the  Board  of  Publication  of  the  Reformed  Church  trans- 
fers all  its  Sunday  School  publications  to  the  Sunday  School 
Board  of  the  General  Synod,  according  to  the  action  of  the 
General  Synod;  and  further,  the  Sunday  School  Board  agrees 
to  pay  one-half  of  the  expenses  for  room  rent,  business  man- 
ager and  such  other  expenses  as  are  jointly  incurred.

Philadelphia,  June  19th,  1896. 

To  provide  for  the  conduct  of  its  business,  the  Board  tem- 
porarily rented  the  back  building  of  No.  907  Arch  street,  at  the 
monthly  rental  of  $95,  and  elected  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  as  tem- 
porary editor-in-chief,  and  Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner  as  business  man- 
ager. Later,  the  Board  removed  to  the  first  and  second  floors 
front,  of  building  No.  1025  Arch  street,  negotiating  a  lease  for 
21^  months,  at  $70  per  month. 

The  Board,  at  its  regular  annual  meeting,  held  September 
i6th,  elected  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser  permanent  editor-in-chief,  at 
the  yearly  salary  of  $1,800,  and  fixed  the  salary  of  the  business 
manager  at  $1,300  per  annum,  beginning  with  October  ist, 
1896,  and  provided  for  the  manner  of  conducting  the  publica- 
tion under  the  following  resolutions  and  instructions: 

'^Whereas,  This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  each  of  its 
publications  should  present  an  harmonious  whole,  and  that  the 
expenses  for  editing  the  same  may  be  done  at  the  least  possible 
cost, 

''Resolved,  That  the  editorial  management  of  the  Messenger 
be  entirely  under  the  control  of  one  man,  the  editor-in-chief, 
and  he  be  authorized  and  empowered  to  engage  such  editorial 
assistance  as  he  deems  necessary  to  the  purpose  herein  ex- 
pressed.'* 

A  resolution  was  also  adopted,  instructing  the  business  man- 
ager to  conduct  a  cash  business  in  the  Book  Department,  and 
to  fill  no  orders  for  less  than  $1,  unless  the  cash  accompanies 
such  orders.  The  reasons  for  this  become  so  manifest,  on  re- 
flection, that  no  reasonable  obiection  can  be  urged  against  the 
plan.     Experience  shows  that  the  numerous  entries   in   the 
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books  and  the  postage  expended  in  sending  bills  for  these 
small  accounts,  consume  in  many  instances  the  whole  bill,  thus 
entailing  an  actual  loss,  which  in  the  course  of  a  year  amounts 
to  a  large  sum.  The  Book  Department  is  retained  and  con- 
ducted more  as  a  convenience  for  the  Church  than  as  a  source 
of  profit,  and  must,  therefore,  be  conducted  on  business  meth- 
ods to  make  it  self-sustaining. 

The  Board  also  decided  to  continue  the  publication  of  the 
Quarterly  Revieiv  during  1897,  and  fixed  the  subscription  price 
at  $2.00  per  annum  instead  of  $3.00,  as  heretofore.  The  Rev. 
William  Rupp,  D.D.,  was  elected  editor  of  the  publicaticm. 

You  will  note  in  the  Treasurer's  report  that  the  estate  of  Dr. 
Fisher  is  indebted  to  the  Board  in  the  sum  of  $1,850,  for  guar- 
antee under  the  lease.  In  addition  to  this  the  Board  will  have 
a  claim  for  $4,541.85  (approximately)  on  account  of  advanced 
subscriptions  collected  by  the  estate  on  the  various  periodicals. 
The  Board  resolved  to  employ  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Reed,  attorney, 
to  represent  it  in  the  collection  of  these  claims.  These  claims 
are  necessarily  tied  up  until  the  executrix  is  prepared  to  make 
distribution.  Whether  all,  or  only  part,  will  be  realized,  de- 
pends upon  her  ability  to  collect  outstanding  accounts  and  to 
dispose  favorably  of  the  other  assets  of  the  late  lessee. 

In  this  connection  we  again  earnestly  urge  the  membership 
of  the  Church,  who  are  indebted  to  the  estate  of  the  Rev.  Chas. 
G.  Fisher,  D.D.,  to  speedily  pay  their  back  obligations,  so  that 
the  estate  may  be  settled  without  delay,  and  the  widow  and 
creditors  alike  secure  that  to  which  they  are  justly  entitled. 

The  Board  has  endeavored  to  give  to  the  Synods  a  synopsis 
of  the  important  facts  which  have  occurred  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  publication  interests,  and  it  believes  that 
the  plans  already  adopted  and  those  in  contemplation,  in  the 
near  future  will  result  in  placing  this  interest  on  an  intelligent 
and  satisfactory  business  basis.  To  accomplish  this  most  ef- 
fectually, your  aid,  sympathy  and  earnest  support  are  essential, 
and  in  the  confidence  that  these  will  be  cheerfully  accorded, 
this  report  is  submitted  for  your  respectful  consideration.

SUNDAY  SCHOOLS. 
I.— Report  of  the  Sunday  Sehool  Boards. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  of  Pittsburgh  Synod  reported  on 
Friday  morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Sunday  Schools,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — Your  Sunday  School 
Board  reports  as  follows: 

Two  meetings  of  the  Board  were  held  during  the  year.  The 
first  at  Butler,  in  connection  with  the  last  annual  meeting  of 
Synod,  at  which  Rev.  A.  M.  Keifer  was  elected  president.  Rev. 
D.  N.  Hamish,  secretary,  and  Rev.  C.  M.  Hartzell,  treasurer. 
The  second  meeting  was  held  today,  at  which  this  report  was 
adopted. 

It  is  with  gratitude  that  this  Board  is  able  to  report  marked 
progress  in  the  Sunday  School  work  of  Synod. 

During  the  past  year,  for  the  first  time,  conventions  were 
held  within  the  bounds  of  all  the  Classes  of  the  Synod.  In  all 
these  conventions  much  interest  was  manifested  by  pastors 
and  people.  It  is  the  general  opinion  that  these  conventions 
are  doing  much  good  in  the  way  of  developing  new  plans  and 
better  views  on  this  work. 

The  Board  is  pleased  to  report  that  better  and  more  com- 
plete statistics  have  been  gathered  during  the  past  year  than 
any  previous  year  of  this  Board's  work.  Four  of  the  Classes 
have  sent  in  full  statistical  reports  and  only  one  of  our  Classes 
has  not  complied  with  the  instructions  of  this  Synod. 

The  Board  wishes  to  call  the  attention  of  Synod  to  the  fact 
that  our  Sunday  School  work  has  undergone  a  chane^e.  The 
plans  and  present  organized  work  of  General  Synod's  Board 
has  left  little  for  this  Board  to  do. 
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The  Classical  Sunday  School  committees  are  in  direct  com- 
munication with  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Synod's  Board, 
hence  our  Board  is  in  a  position  to  do  little.  This»  no  doubt, 
will  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Sunday  School  work. 

The  term  of  Rev.  A.  M.  Keifer  as  a  member  of  this  Board 
from  St.  Paul's  Classis,  expires  with  this  meeting.

II<-^A  Oonunvaieation  from   General  Synod's  Snndny  Soliool 

Board. 

Under  item  8,  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures, 
was  received  a  conmiunication  from  the  Sunday  School  Board 
of  General  Synod.  The  report  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Sunday  Schools,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  several  District  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States: 

Dear  Brethren: — Your  attention  to  the  general  Sunday 
School  work  will  be  called  through  the  action  of  the  General 
Synod  on  the  subject. 

rt  is  with  gratitude  to  God  that  we  record  the  fact  since  the 
meeting  of  the  General  Synod  it  has  been  possible  to  carry  out 
its  directions  with  respect  to  the  consolidation  and  unification 
of  Sunday  School  publications. 

The  Board  of  Publication  of  the  three  English  Eastern  Syn- 
ods and  the  Reformed  Publishing  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  loyal  to 
the  expressed  wish  of  the  Church,  transferred  their  respective 
interests  in  the  Sunday  School  publications  to  General  Synod's 
Sunday  School  Board.  In  each  instance  the  action  was  taken 
with  the  utmost  good  will  and  unanimity.  We  believe  every 
section  of  the  Church  will  approve  of  this  advance  step. 

The  Board,  at  a  meeting  held  Sept.  24,  1896,  at  Greensburg, 
Pa.,  carefully  considered  the  duties  of  its  enlarged  field  of 
operations. 

Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner  was  appointed  business  manager,  with 
the  Eastern  office  at  1025  Arch  street,  Philadelphia,  and  the 
Reformed  Publishing  Co.,  Dayton,  Ohio,  were  appointed  the 
Western  agents.  The  General  Secertary  continues  to  reside  at 
Reading,  Pa.,  and  a  plan  for  closer  co-operation  with  the  Ger- 
man Publishing  House,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  is  in  progress. 

The  Board  decided  to  consolidate  the  several  Sunday  School 
papers,  and  January  i,  1897,  will  issue  for  the  main  Depart- 
ment of  the  Sunday  School  Leaves  of  Light,  as  a  weekly,  with 
a  semi-monthly  and  monthly  edition. 

Sunshine  will  be  issued  weekly  for  the  Primar\'  Department 
There  will  be  added  at  the  same  time  for  the  little  children,  a 
series  of  beautifully  colored  and  finely  executed  picture  cards, 
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to  be  known  as  "Heidelberg  Lesson  Pictures/'  and  for  the 
entire  school,  Heidelberg  Picture  Roll. 

The  Board,  appreciating  the  importance  and  value  of  aid- 
ing the  teachers  of  the  children  and  youth  and  of  stimulating 
interest  in  Bible  study  and  Sunday  School  work,  proposes  to 
issue  The  Heidelberg  Teacher  as  a  monthly  instead  of  a  quar- 
terly, thus  giving  fully  one-third  additional  matter  without  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  the  subscription  price.  But  to  do  this. 
The  Teacher  must  have  a  circulation  of  10,000  copies.  The 
present  circulation  is  6,100. 

The  Board  has  decided  to  sacredly  use  all  Children's  Day 
offerings  for  Sunday  School  Mission  work,  and  the  extension 
of  Reformed  schools.  The  Department  of  Publication  will 
bear  all  expenses  of  administration,  and  will  aid  in  the  way  of 
grants  of  literature.  The  field  of  Sunday  School  Missions  is 
enlarging  and  calls  to  engage  in  the  work,  are  coming  from 
every  part  of  the  Church. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  Board  earnestly  recommends  the 
following  for  your  consideration,  and  trusts  that  through  the 
several  Classes,  pastors  and  consistories,  and  Sunday  Schools 
will  have  their  attention  called  to  the  same : 

1.  Let  every  Reformed  Sunday  School  be  requested  to  use 
the  Sunday  School  lesson  helps  and  Sunday  School  papers  pre- 
pared and  published  for  the  Church.  Denominational  loyalty, 
the  creation  and  improvement  of  a  Reformed  Church  litera- 
ture, and  the  extension  of  the  Church  alike  require  it. 

2.  Let  our  churches  and  schools  be  urged  to  pay  special  at- 
tention to  the  teaching  and  training  of  the  little  children  in  the 
Church  school,  in  connection  with  the  work  in  the  home  and 
catechetical  class.  And  to  that  end  let  the  best  aids  and  most 
approved  appliances  be  used  in  the  Primary  Department. 

3.  Let  it  be  understood  that  the  work  of  Sunday  School 
Missions  depends  for  its  support  upon  the  oflFerings  of  Chil- 
dren's Day.  The  sanction  of  the  General  Synod,  the  growing 
needs  of  our  Home  Mission  work,  the  economy  and  usefulness 
of  Sunday  School  Missions  as  a  factor  in  Church  extension, 
are  few  of  the  many  cogent  reasons  in  favor  of  larger  oflFer- 
ings from  every  school  of  the  Reformed  Church.

Under  item  14,  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures,  was  read  a  communication  from  the  American  Bible 
Society.  It  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sun- 
day Schools,  and  is  as  follows: 
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New  York,  September  30,  1896. 

To  the  i'itlsbiirgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

Stales: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren: — On  behalf  of  the  Amer- 
ican Bible  Society,  I  respectfully  ask  your  attention  to  the  fol- 
lowing statement  and  memorial : 

We  believe  the  Reformed  Church  recognizes  its  responsi- 
bility to  provide  every  person  within  the  sphere  of  its  influence 
with  the  sacred  Scriptures,  and  in  common  with  Christian  peo- 
ple of  other  names,  employs  the  agency  of  the  American  Bible 
Society,  whose  sole  object  is  to  promote  a  wider  circulation 
of  the  Scriptures  in  this  and  foreign  lands.  Although  unde- 
nominational, it  depends  upon  collections  from  the  churches 
and  gifts  from  individuals  for  the  means  with  which  to  carry 
on  its  great  work.  Never  in  the  history  of  this  Society,  which 
was  organized  in  1816,  were  there  such  opportunities  for  cir- 
culating the  Scriptures.  As  you  will  see  from  the  documents 
which  accompany  this  memorial,  our  work  extends  to  nearly 
every  land  where  American  missionaries  are  laboring,  while 
the  churches  do  not  furnish  the  means  to  enable  the  Society 
successfully  to  prosecute  its  work. 

Such  ecclesiastical  bodies  as  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  (North  and  South)  and  the  Presbyterian  Church 
(North  and  South)  have  commended  the  American  Bible  So- 
ciety to  the  generous  support  of  their  churches,  and  have  as- 
signed it  a  place  among  their  own  boards,  reporting  the  col- 
lections in  their  olilicial  minutes. 

We  respectfully  request  your  venerable  body  to  take  similar 
action,  with  the  hope  that  the  General  Synod,  when  it  con- 
venes, will  follow  the  particular  Synods  in  this  matter.

It  is  with  gratitude  that  we  record  the  progress  of  this  im- 
portant branch  of  the  Church's  work  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Synod.  We  note  in  the  report  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod's 
Board  that  Sunday  School  Conventions  were  held  for  the  first 
time  in  all  the  Classes  of  the  Synod  and  a  marked  degree  of 
Interest  manifest  in  the  same. 
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Item  I.  We  recommend  that  the  attention  of  the  Classes  be 
called  to  the  action  of  General  Synod  in  the  unification  of  our 
Sunday  School  publications  and  that  all  the  Reformed  Sun- 
day Schools  be  urged  to  use  the  Sunday  School  literature  pre- 
pared and  published  by  the  Reformed  Church  General  Synod's 
Board. 

Item  2,  Recognizing  the  growing  need  and  importance  of 
Sunday  School  Mission  work  and  that  the  offering  of  Chil- 
dren's Day  hereafter  is  to  be  entirely  devoted  to  the  same,  we 
recommend  that  even  a  more  liberal  offering  be  made  on  the 
annual  Children's  Day. 

Item  3.  We  urge  that  an  increased  attention  be  given  to  the 
work  of  the  Primary  Department  of  the  Sunday  School. 

Item  4.  We  recommend  the  American  Bible  Society  to  the 
generous  support  of  the  congregations  of  the  Synod. 

Item  5.  We  recommend  that  the  statistical  blanks  prepared 
by  General  Synod's  Board  be  used  by  all  the  Classes,  that  we 
may  have  full  and  complete  statistics.

U.— Report   of  the  Board   of  Managers   of  the   Daniel   Stala 

Memorial  Home. 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  under  item  3.  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Overtures,  was  read  a  communicaton  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Daniel  Stein  Memorial 


Home.  The  report  was  referred  to  a  special  committee,  con- 
sisting of  Revs.  Wm.  Rupp,  D.D.,  F.  Wetzel,  and  Elder  A.  H. 
List,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Rci'erend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — The  undersigned  desire 
hereby  to  call  the  attention  of  your  reverend  body  to  the  Daniel 
Stein  Memorial  Home,  located  at  Myerstown,  Pa.  As  is  gen- 
eally  known,  the  Home  is  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Linda  Kaub,  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  to  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and 
their  Widows  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 
Its  object  is  to  atiford  a  home,  food  and  clothing  for  aged  min- 
isters and  their  wives  and  the  widows  of  ministers  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  in  the  United  States,  who  may  have  been  re- 
duced to  want  or  helplessness  by  old  age  or  otherwise.  The 
property  is  valuable  and  is  in  every  respect  well  adapted  for 
the  purpose  (or  which  it  is  intended.  It  will  be  a  delightful 
home  for  such  of  the  Lord's  servants  as  may  find  themselves 
in  need  of  such  a  retreat,  after  the  trials  and  toils  of  their  active 
ministry  are  over. 

Though  the  Home  was  formally  dedicated  on  the  9th  of 
June  last,  it  has  not  yet  been  opened  tor  occupancy  for  the  rea- 
son that  the  present  Board  of  Managers  thought  it  proper  to 
submit  their  plans,  etc.,  to  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Minis- 
ters and  their  Widows  before  taking  such  a  step.  It  is  ex- 
pected, however,  that  it  will  be  in  readiness  for  the  reception 
of  inmates  soon  after  the  annua!  meeting  of  the  Societv,  which 
will  be  held  at  Altoona,  Pa.,  Oct.  13,  1896. 

Already  inquiries  have  been  made  as  to  terms  of  admission, 
etc.,  so  that  it  seems  apparent  that  there  will  be  persons  to  be 
cared  for  as  soon  as  we  shall  be  ready  to  receive  them.  For 
the  means  wherewith  to  carry  forward  the  work  we  must  look 
to  the  charitably  disposed  in  the  Church.  Several  free  will 
offerings  have  come  into  our  hands.  Some  friends  have  fur- 
nished rooms,  and  we  expect  still  others  to  do  the  same.  But 
we  will  need  a  considerably  larger  number  of  gifts  as  soon  as 
we  shall  upon  our  doors  for  the  reception  of  inmates. 

We  need  not  enlarge  on  the  sacredness  of  the  trust  which  the 
Lord  has  committed  to  our  hands.  "They  which  wait  at  the 
altar  are  partakers  of  the  altar.  Even  so  the  Lord  ordained 
that  they  which  preach  the  Gospel  should  live  by  the  Gospel." 
Should  not  they  then,  who  have  given  their  lives  to  the  preach- 
ing of  the  Gospel,  and  whom  old  age  or  misfortune  have  left 
in  want  or  helplessness,  be  tenderly  cared  for  by  the  Church? 

We  invoke  the  sympathy,  the  prayers  and  the  alms  of  your 
reverend  body  in  behalf  of  this  new  enterprise  of  the  Church, 
That  it  may  be  regularly  and  properly  brought  to  the  attention 
of  our  people,  we  respectfully  ask  you  to  commend  it  to  the 
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prayers  and  charities  of  the  Classes  and  congregations  within 
your  bounds.  We  believe  that,  as  the  Lord  has  given  this 
Home  to  the  Church,  He  will  raise  up  helpers  for  its  mainte- 
nance ;  but  we  need  your  help  and  co-operation  to  bring  it  to 
the  attention  of  His  people.     We  are  respectfully

IIX— Report  of  tl&e  Special  Contmittoe  on  Foresoins  Reports.

Your  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Daniel  Stein  Memorial  Home 
and  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of 
Ministers  and  their  Widows,  would  respectfully  offer  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

The  history  of  the  gift  of  the  Daniel  Stein  Memorial  Home 
to  the  Reformed  Church  by  Mrs.  Linda  Kaub  is  familiar  to  the 
minds  of  the  members  of  Synod,  and  your  committee,  there- 
fore, does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  enter  into  any  account  of  it. 
In  reference  to  this  matter  we  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  we  have  heard  with  profound  gratitude  of  this 
noble  benefaction,  and  that  we  heartily  commend  this  institu- 
tion to  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  our  people. 

The  report  of  the  Society  for  the  Relief  of  Ministers  and  their 
Widows  states  that  the  total  receipts  of  the  Society  during  the 
last  year  from  all  sources  was  $11,727.60.  The  amount  paid 
to  anniutants  was  $2,574.58.  The  amount  contributed  by  this 
Synod  was  $665.40.  The  amount  paid  annuitants  within  the 
Synod  was  $550.00.  We  offer  the  following  resolution  for 
adoption : 

Resolved,  That  we  again  commend  this  Society  to  the  liber- 
ality of  our  people;  and  we  recommend  to  our  pastors,  through 
the  Classes,  that  offerings  be  taken  in  all  our  congregations  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Society  on  or  about  the  first  Sunday  after 
Thanksgiving  day.

IV.— Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wioliita  University. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  Thursday  morning 
read  a  communicaton  from  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
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tees  of  Wichita  University.       The  report  was  referred  to  a 
special  committee,  consisung  of  Revs.  A.  E.  Truxal,  D.D.,  A. 
J.  Heller.  D.D.,  and  Elder  J.  E.  Kunkel.     The  comraiinication 
is  as  follows: 
To  the  Rez'ermd  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren; — Ten  years  ago  the  three  Eastern  Syn- 
ods, in  response  to  an  appeal,  agreed  to  contribute  as  follows: 
Eastern  Synod,  five  tliousand  dollars;  Potomac  Synod,  four 
thousand  dollars;  Pinsburgh  Svnod,  three  thousand  dollars, 
toward  endowing  a  Reformed  Institution  at  Wichita.  Kansas. 

This  was  raised  mainly  by  individuals  and  congregations, 
and  the  balance  by  the  various  Classes  of  your  Synods. 

The  larger  portion  of  this  endowment  fund  was  loaned  on 
real  estate,  for  which  first  mortgages  were  taken  as  securitv. 
The  income  of  this  endowment  was  used  to  pay  salaries  of 
teachers. 

Certain  individuals  at  Wichita  promised  to  raise  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars  for  a  building  fund.  After  the  contemplated 
fifteen  thousand  doliars  for  endowment  fund  had  been  raised, 
five  individuals  at  Wichita,  viz:  Henry  Schweiter.  W. 
L.  Dixon,  C.  S.  Eichholtz,  Stites  b.-others,  and  M.  L.  Hutch- 
ings,  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Wichita  University  to  raise  the  above  promised  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  by  signing  a  legal  bond  to  that  effect. 

After  the  above  guarantors  had  raised  and  paid  into  our 
treasury  $10,344.85  of  the  above  promised  $25,000  they  refused 
to  contribute  any  more  because  the  boom  in  real  estate  began 
*o  decline. 

Inasmuch  as  the  building,  for  which  we  had  contracted,  was 
;  jen  completed  at  a  cost  of  about  $21,000,  the  Board  was  con- 
strained to  borrow  $10,000  to  pay  the  liens  on  the  building. 
This  amount  was  secured  from  the  Wilhelm  estate  by  W,  H. 
Bridenbaugh,  an  attoney  of  Wichita,  and  the  Board  mortgaged 
its  building  and  grounds  for  the  above  amount.  A  year  later 
we  discovered  that  the  said  Bridenbaugh  had  obtained  as  guar- 
antors, without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of  the  Board,  for  the 
payment  of  said  mortgage  and  interest,  the  names  of  B,  Baus- 
man,  Henry  Mosser,  George  F.  Baer,  C.  U.  Heilman,  D.  H. 
Wingerd,  and  Lewis  Kraemer, 

Inasmuch  as  the  Board  could  not  obtain  the  full  amount  of 
$25,000  for  a  building  fund  as  above  guaranteed,  the  Board 
brought  suit  against  the  above  guarantors,  Schweiter,  et.  al. 
The  judgment  in  the  Common  Pleas  Court  was  adverse  to  the 
University.  The  Board  appealed  the  case  to  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  of  Kansas.  After  waiting  four  years,  the 
case  was  heard,  and  the  judgment  of  the  lower  Court  was  re- 
versed and  the  case  was  remanded  to  the  lower  Court  for  a 
new  trial. 
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In  November,  1893,  the  District  Court  of  Sedgwick  county, 
Kansas,  heard  the  case.  By  this  time  the  amount  unpaid,  $14,- 
655- 1 5»  of  the  above  $25,000  guaranteed,  with  interest,  would 
have  been  at  least  $18,000.  The  defendants  set  up  a  claim  as 
an  offset  the  20  acres  of  ground  which  C.  C.  Fees  had  donated 
to  us  as  a  campus,  as  a  part  of  the  amount  covered  by  the  bond 
given  by  them.  This  view,  no  doubt,  was  taken  by  the  jury, 
and  likely  the  further  view  that  all  contracts  made  in  boom 
days  should  be  null  and  void  whenever  there  was  a  possibility 
to  escape  their  fulfillment.  Hence  the  jury  gave  us  a  judg- 
ment for  $4,555.15,  which  was  afterwards  collected  from  a  few 
of  the  guarantors,  the  others  by  this  time  having  become  in- 
solvent 

But  the  troubles  of  the  Institution  were  not  yet  ended.  Be- 
sides losing  heavily  on  the  investment  made  at  Wichita,  by 
depreciation  of  values  and  property  and  consequent  forclosures 
of  our  mortgages  and  being  compelled  to  take  in  the  proper- 
ties mortgaged  to  us,  we  unexpectedly  awoke  to  the  fact  that 
the  State  National  bank  had  closed  its  doors  in  insolvency.  Its 
President,  L.  D.  Skinner,  was  the  treasurer  of  our  Board  and 
kept  our  funds  in  his  hands  on  deposit  in  said  bank.  He  had 
in  his  hands  $1,032,  besides  having  just  issued  a  draft  for  $1,- 
500  in  favor  of  D.  B.  Shuey,  who  had  negotiated  for  two  loans 
of  $750  each  on  two  farms  near  Emporia.  This  was  on  Satur- 
day afternoon.  Gn  the  Monday  morning  following  the  bank 
failed  to  open  its  doors  and  consequently  we  failed  to  have  the 
draft  honored  in  Kansas  City,  and  it  with  the  $1,032  was  tied 
up  in  a  suspended  bank,  from  which  we  have  as  yet  realized 
nothing. 

In  the  meantime  the  mortgage  in  he  East  given  by  the  Uni- 
versity became  due,  whereupon,  the  Board,  seeing  its  inability 
to  pay  the  same,  offered  the  building  and  grounds  of  the  Uni- 
versity to  the  guarantors  of  said  mortgage,  G.  F.  Baer,  et.  al. 
In  response  to  this  offer  we  received  the  following  communica- 
tion: 

"We  still  think  that  the  legal  and  moral  obligation  resting 
upon  the  Wichita  University  is  to  apply  every  dollar  of  prop- 
erty and  assets,  whether  you  call  it  endowment  fund  or  not,  in 
the  liquidation  of  this  debt.  After  this  is  done  it  will  be  time 
enough  to  discuss  what  further  relief  the  guarantors  should 
give  you.  For  the  present,  we  decline  as  we  have  heretofore 
declined,  to  accept  a  tender  of  the  deed  in  satisfaction  of  the 
obligations  we  have  incurred:  and  we  also  decline  to  accept 
the  payments  you  suggest  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  mortgage. 

"If  you  gentlemen  will  secure,  or  co-operate  with  us  in  s^e- 
curing  action  of  the  three  Synods,  authorizing  you  to  apply 
this  money  in  payment  of  the  debt  to  us,  whatever  balance  re- 
mains unpaid  we  will  cheerfully  cancel  and  then  you  will  own 
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the  buildings  and  grounds,  free  ficm  debt  and  subject  to  the 
uses  and  purposes  of  the  Synods  for  the  future."

In  behdlf  and  wilh  approval  of  guarantors. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  December  17th,  1895,  this 
proposition  was  fully  considered,  and  the  Board,  as  representa- 
tives of  the  Church,  and  working  for  its  interest  only,  without 
having  anything  personal  in  it,  could  see  no  other  course  be- 
fore it  than  to  accept  the  oiler.  The  following  resolutions 
were,  therefore,  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  guarantors,  through  Geo.  F.  Baer,  have  sub- 
mitted to  us  a  proposition  of  compromise  as  reported  in  their 
letter  of  November  23d,  1895,  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  accept  their  proposi- 
tion, with  the  modifications  as  embodied  in  the  following  reso- 
lutions:      On  motion. 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Wichita  University 
hereby  tender  the  guarantors  all  the  balance  of  the  money  in 
their  hands  recovered  from  the  judgment  of  Schweiler,  et.  al., 
after  the  professors  and  other  claims  against  the  University 
have  been  paid,  and  further, 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  are  ready  to  submit 
and  recommend  to  the  three  Synods  of  the  East  and  the  Synod 
of  the  Interior  the  proposition  of  turning  over  to  the  guaran- 
tors. Geo.  F,  Baer  and  others,  the  balance  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  in  our  hands,  or  as  much  of  it  as  shall  be  required  to  can- 
cel the  claim  of  said  guarantors,  and  to  transfer  to  the  said 
guarantors  said  balance  of  the  Endowment  Fund  if  the  Synods 
so  direct,  provided,  the  said  guarantors  in  consideration  of  the 
above,  release  said  mortgage  of  $10,000,  with  all  interest  on 
the  same,  and  waive  all  and  every  further  claim  against  Wichita 
University  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  same. 

The  Board  of  Wichita  University  herewith  also  submits  to 
the  Synods  the  statement  of  the  assets  of  said  Institution:

V.^-A   Conunvaioatlon   from   tl&e   Guarantors  of  a   Mortsas* 

Given  by  Wioliita  UniTersity. 

Under  item  2,  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  on 
Thursday  morning  was  read  a  communication  from  the  guar- 
antors of  a  mortgage  given  by  Wichita  University.  The  com- 
munication was  referred  to  the  special  committee  to  which  item 
I  was  referred,  as  seen  in  the  foregoing  report.  It  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

We,  the  undersigned  residents  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania 
and  guarantors  for  the  payment  of  a  certain  mortgage  given  by 
the  Wichita  University  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States,  for  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  (10,000)  dollars,  hereby  beg 
leave  to  submit  the  following  proposition  to  your  Synod,  ask- 
ing your  favorable  action,  under  the  circumstances  hereafter 
detailed,  as  you  may  deem  right  and  proper.  The  following 
statement  of  facts  will  give  you,  we  think,  the  necessary  basis 
to  take  the  action  which  we  request: 

In  February,  1890,  the  Wichita  University,  which  at  that 
time  was  seriously  embarrassed  for  the  need  of  funds  to  dis- 
charge existing  mechanics'  liens  resting  upon  their  finished 
building  at  Wichita,  Kansas,  mrough  an  attorney  at  law,  W. 
ri.  Bridenbaugh,  esq.,  who  represented  iiimself  as  attorney  for 
the  Board  of  said  University,  obtained  a  loan  of  ten  thousand 
(10.000)  dollars,  secured  by  first  mortgage  upon  real  estate 
and  the  University  building,  property  of  said  corporation ;  said 
mortgrage  being  duly  executed  by  the  University  authorities, 
payable  at  the  expiration  of  five  years  from  February  25th, 
1890.  with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  (6)  per  cent,  per 
annum. 

In  order  to  secure  the  money  required,  it  was  necessary  to 
give  the  party  who  furnished  the  money  a  personal  guaranty 
that  the  contract  as  made  would  be  fully  complied  with;  and, 
in  pursuance  thereof,  the  following  paper  was  duly  execm 
and  delivered  to  the  mortgagee: 
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Weeseas,  Charles  W.  Wilhelm,  administralor,  of  the  Cily 
of  Reading,  County  of  Berks,  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  has 
loaned  to  Wichita  University  o(  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ( 10,000)  dollars,  payable 
6ve  years  after  date,  with  the  option  of  paying  the  same  at  the 
expiration  of  three  years  after  date  of  said  loan,  with  interest 
thereon  at  the  rate  of  six  (6)  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually;  and, 

Whekeas,  The  said  loan  has  been  secured  by  a  bond  and 
mortgage,  dated  February  zsth,  1890,  and  executed  by  the 
proper  authorities  of  the  said  Wichita  University,  as  fuliy  set 
torth  by  said  mortgage  duly  recorded  in  W'iciiita,  Kansas. 

Now,  therefore,  Know  all  men  by  these  presents  that  we,  B. 
Bausman,  H.  Mosser,  George  F,  Baer,  Louis  Kraeraer,  C.  U. 
Hetlman,  and  D.  H.  Wingenl,  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
consideration  of  the  loan  upon  the  mortgage  aforesaid,  and  in 
further  consideration  of  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  each  of  us 
paid  by  the  said  Charles  W.  Wilhelm,  administrator,  receipt 
whereof  is  hereby  acknowledged,  do  hereby  guarantee  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  mortgage  and  accompanying  bond,  with  in-

And  for  the  true  performance  of  the  said  guaranty,  we,  and 

each  of  us,  do  hereby  bind  ourselves,  our,  and  each  of  our, 
heirs,  executors,  and  administrators,  to  the  extent  of  the 
amount  set  opposite  our  respective  names  as  above,  with  in- 
terest thereon,  payable  semi-annually,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  bond  and  mortgage  aforesaid,  in  case  default 
shall  he  made  at  any  time  by  the  said  Wichita  University  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

In  witness  whereof,  we  have  hereunto  set  our  respective 
hands  and  seals,  this  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1890.

The  attorney  above  mentioned,  at  the  time  of  securing  the 
loan,  represented  that,  through  securing  the  amount  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  the  University  authorities  would  be  enabled 
to  discharge  all  the  liens  upon  the  property,  and  save  a  very 
considerable  sum  of  money  by  reason  of  scaling  its  indebted- 
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ness  to  certain  parties,  through  prompt  payment,  and  also  that 
the  income  of  the  University  would,  at  the  end  of  the  first  six 
(6)  months  or  a  year  from  the  time  of  securing  the  loan,  be 
suiBcient  to  pay  the  accruing  interest  promptly,  and  practically 
secure  the  fulfillment  of  the  objects  for  which  the  University 
coporation  was  originally  begun. 

The  above  named  guarantors,  willing  to  assist  the  object  'n 
view,  gave  the  required  security,  and  thus  the  money  was  ob- 
tained and  the  matter  was  closed,  so  far  as  they  were  con- 
cerned, until  the  first  payment  of  interest  fell  due,  in  August, 
1890,  when,  as  the  University  authorities  were  unable  to  pay 
the  interest,  it  was  paid  by  the  guarantors  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  the  individual  guaranty  of  each,  and  from  that  time 
to  the  present,  owing  to  the  difficulties  under  which  the  Uni- 
versity suffered  from  time  to  time  in  its  finances,  it  has  been 
necessar>'  for  the  guarantors  to  pay  the  interest  at  each  semi- 
annual period  up  to  the  present  date. 

The  mortgage  itself  is  overdue;  and  when  payment  is  de- 
manded by  the  present  holder,  as  may  be  done  at  any  time,  it 
must  be  met,  principal  and  interest,  and  if  not  paid  by  the 
University  authorities,  must  be  paid  by  the  guarantors. 

We  are  informed  that  some  report  will  be  made  to  your  body 
by  the  University  authorities,  as  we  requested  should  be  done, 
giving  you  the  full  details  of  the  entire  transaction  up  to  the 
present  time;  and,  therefore,  it  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  go 
further  than  to  request  the  action  which  we  deem  proper  and 
right  upon  your  part  in  the  premises. 

Inasmuch  as  our  action  as  guarantors  was  necessary  to  en- 
able the  University  to  reap  the  advantages  they  desired,  and 
was,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,  a  matter  of  favor  and  not  of 
profit,  we  think  that,  having  done  all  in  our  power  to  make  the 
institution  a  success,  you,  as  the  body  which  chiefly  assisted  in 
its  original  endow^ment,  ought  to  save  us,  if  possible,  from 
pecuniary  loss,  by  reason  of  our  subsequent  assistance,  and 
devote  the  assests  which  were  orignially  intended  to  further  the 
cause  of  education  to  the  payment  of  this  debt  which  so  ma- 
terially contributed  to  preserve  the  life  of  the  institution  while 
it  lasted.  The  fact  of  its  failure  is  a  disappointment  to  us  as 
individuals  and  members  of  the  Reformed  Church ;  but  we  do 
not  think  that  any  pecuniary  loss  should  be  visited  upon  us  as 
long  as  there  is  any  property,  intended  for  the  furtherance  of 
the  original  object,  which  could  be  applied  to  the  payment  of 

the  debt. 

We,  therefore,  request  that  your  reverend  body  authorize  the 
authorities  of  the  Wichita  University  to  devote  whatever 
sonal  assets  and  securities  there  may  be  at  command 
payment  of  this  first  mortgage  debt,  with  interest,  as-tfac^ 


may  be  found  due,  in  ordti  that  we  may  be  relieved  from  the 
liability  <A  our  guaranty  as  above  set  forth.  We  suggest  that 
our  request  is  not  only  a  reasonable  and  proper  one,  but  lliat 
it  is  well  founded  in  law  and  could  be  enforced  by  legal  pro- 
cess; but  we  much  prefer  to  have  the  voluntary  action  of  your 
body  to  relieve  the  situation  than  to  enforce  our  views  by  any 
other  method.  We  shall  withhold  all  further  action  in  tli'e 
matter  until  we  receive  a  final  answer  from  your  body  at  this 
meeting.

The  committee,  to  whom  the  foregoing  repcHts  coacerning 
Wichita  University  were  referred,  report^  tm  Saturday  morn- 
ing.   The  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 
To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  Umted 

States: 

We,  the  undersigned  committee,  to  which  items  i  and  2,  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures,  were  referred,  beg  leave 
to  report  that  after  considering  the  matters  stated  in  said  items 
I  and  2,  we  believe  that  the  proper  course  to  pursue  is  to  accept 
the  proposition  of  the  guarantors  of  the  mortgage  of  ten  thou- 
sand (10,000)  dollars  against  the  Wichita  University  under 
certain  conditions,  which  we  understand  tliey  formerly  pro- 
posed, and  which  we  are  informed  by  Dr.  Shuey  they  will 
agree  to. 

To  carry  this  action  into  effect,  we  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Wichita  Univer- 
sity of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  be  allowed, 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  use  the  part  of 
the  Endowment  Fund  of  said  Institution  belonging  to,  or 
which  was  contributed  by  this,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the 
said  Church  for  the  purpose.  First:  Of  paying  the  balance  due 
the  professors  of  said  University  and  other  claims  against  the 
same,  then  to  turn  over  the  money  or  securities  of  the  said  En- 
dowment Fund  to  said  guarantors,  B.  Bausman,  H.  Mosser, 
George  F,  Baer,  Louis  Kraemer,  C.  U.  Heiiman  and  D.  H. 
Wingerd. 

Prozided,  however,  that  the  said  guarantors,  the  persons  last 
named,  do  pay  and  satisfy  the  mortgage  and  bond  heretofore 
given  by  the  Trustees  of  the  said  University  to  Charles  W. 
Wilhelm,  administrator,  dated  Feb.  25,  1890,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  which  bond  and  mortgage  the  said  persons  last  named 
are  guarantors,  so  that  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Uni- 
versity of  Wichita  shall  hold  the  grounds  and  buildings  thereon 
erected,  free  and  clear  of  the  said  bond  and  mortgage  and  free

And  Provided  also,  nevertheless,  that  this  action  is  not  to  be

ARTICLE  XII. 

STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  re- 
ported on  Friday  afternoon.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  is 
as  follows: 

To  the  Rez'erend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  offer  the  fol- 
lowing: 

First  of  all,  we  recognize  the  kind  providence  that  has 
permitted  us  to  go  forward  in  our  heavenly  calling,  and  labor 
another  year  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

The  reports  which  have  been  placed  in  our  hands  bear 
witness  to  abundant  and  faithful  labors  on  the  part  of  pastors 
and  people.  They  have  been  constantly  at  their  places,  bear- 
ing the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day,  and  sometimes  enduring 
privations  and  self-denials  for  the  Master's  sake.  The  reports 
cover  a  period  of  time  marked  by  business  depression,  and 
greatly  diminished  activity  throughout  the  land.  We  should 
not  be  surprised  to  find  the  progress  of  the  Church  less  marked 
than  in  former  years,  or  even  without  any  visible  growth. 

But  it  appears  that  the  labors  of  our  people  in  the  Lord's 
service  have  not  diminished.     The  discomforts  of  the  times 
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have  been  submissivdy  endured,  and  it  is  our  privilege  to  re- 
port progress,  which,  though  not  phenomenally  great,  is  yet 
commendable.  This  steady  growth  has  resulted  in  an  increase 
of  394  members  over  all  losses,  and  an  increase  of  $2,183  con- 
tributed for  all  purposes. 

This  shows  that  the  people  are  loyal  to  their  Church  and 
willing  to  take  part  in  the  work.  They  stand  in  kindly  relation 
to  their  pastors  and  have  the  will  to  work  when  properly  di- 
rected. 

The  reports  bring  to  us  nothing  unusual.  The  regular 
orderly  methods  have  been  pursued,  and  the  result  is  the  usual 
regular  growth.  The  ordinary  methods  of  nurturing  and  de- 
veloping religious  life  have  been  maintained.  Our  people  do 
not  rush  into  untried  paths,  but  adhere  to  the  time-honored 
customs,  which  have  the  sanction  of  Grod's  Word,  and  have 
been  proved  efficient  to  advance  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom,  in 
the  Reformed  Church.  The  Gospel  has  been  regularly  preach- 
ed; the  Sacraments  have  been  administered;  the  youth  have 
been  instructed  in  the  doctrines  of  the  Church  as  set  forth  in 
the  Heidelberg  Catechism;  pastoral  visitation  has  been  main- 
tained; Sunday-school  work  has  received  special  care  and 
shows  signs  of  growing  interest;  missionary  societies  have  con- 
tinued in  the  good  work.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  increased 
intelligent  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  members.  The 
movement  among  the  young  people  promises  still  better  things 
in  this  line  in  the  future. 

The  institutions  within  our  bounds  have  been  doing  good 
work  for  the  Church,  but  are  not  as  well  sustained  as  the 
worthiness  of  the  cause  demands.  Unless  the  orphan  cause 
challenges  greater  liberality,  our  home  at  Butler  must  become 
harassed  with  a  debt  which  will  greatly  limit  its  usefulness. 

All  the  reports  bear  expressions  of  thankfulness  for  the 
blessings  and  gifts  of  divine  grace.  The  habit  of  trust  in  God 
is  clearly  manifest  among  our  people.  We  look  hopefully  for- 
ward, trusting  in  the  faithfulness  of  God  to  keep  His  promises 
to  His  people. 

We  bespeak  for  all  our  people  in  affliction,  the  sympathy 
and  prayers  of  the  Church;  especially  do  we  remember  our 
brother,  Rev.  J.  F.  Wiant,  in  his  enforced  retirement  from  the 
active  duties  of  the  pastorate  by  reason  of  bodily  affliction. 
For  the  first  time  since  his  connection  with  this  body  do  we 
miss  his  genial  presence  at  our  sessions. 

A  few  of  our  number  have  been  called  to  their  reward,  and 
have  entered  into  rest.  We  mention  Rev.  Joseph  G.  Shoe- 
maker, the  second  president  of  this  Synod,  and  an  honored 
member  for  many  years.  He  serve<l  the  Master  as  an  earnest 
preacher  and  faithful  pastor.  For  the  last  twelve  years  he  had 
been  a  sufferer,  patiently  awaiting  his  appointed  time. 
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Rev.  H.  F.  Dieckman,  who  was  present  at  our  last  meeting 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  business  of  the  same,  was  re- 
leased from  his  labors  and  has  entered  into  the  joy  of  his  Lord. 
Having  no  assurance  of  continued  opportunities  to  do 
work  for  the  Master,  we  are  admonished  to  be  faithful,  that  we 
may  be  counted  worthy  not  only  to  suffer  with  Christ,  but  also 
to  reign  with  Him  in  glory.      Respectfully  submitted,

THEOLOOICAIi  SEMINARY. 
IwReport  of  the  Board  of  Visitors. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  was  read  Thursday 
morning,  and  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Theological  Seminary.     The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church: 

Brethren:  The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  to  your 
reverend  body  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1896- 1897. 

1.  The  institution  was  opened  Sept.  10,  1896,  and  its 
work  carried  forward  without  interruption,  save  that  one  of  the 
professors  (Dr.  Apple)  was  not  able  during  part  of  the  year  to 
meet  regularly  his  classes  on  account  of  ill  health,  but  which 
did  not  prevent  his  carrying  each  class  over  the  course  pre- 
scribed  by  the  schedule.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  at  the 
opening  of  the  present  Seminary  year,  Dr.  Apple  was  so  far 
restored  that  he  expected  to  meet  all  his  classes  regularly. 

2.  The  course  in  elocution  was  omitted,  because  of  fail- 
ure to  obtain  a  teacher.  The  Faculties  of  the  Seminary  and 
College,  assisted  by  a  member  of  the  Board,  were  requested  to 
join  in  an  effort  to  secure  a  Professor  in  Elocution. 

2  (a).  The  Board  felt  that  the  subject  of  Missions  de- 
mands more  attention  than  the  Faculty  is  able  to  give  it,  with- 
out interfering  with  their  duties  in  other  directions.  The 
professors  were  therefore  instructed  to  supplement  the  instruc- 
tion on  this  subject  by  a  course  of  lectures  on  Missions,  to  be 
delivered  by  persons  especially  interested  and  engaged  in  Mis- 
sion work.  Your  reverend  body  is  requested  to  provide  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  expense  needed  for  these  two  ob- 
jects, as  will  be  seen  by  the  resolutions  submitted  for  your 
consideration. 

3.  On  Sept.  10,  1896,  the  following  students  were  ad- 
mitted to  the  Junior  Class:  Jno.  K.  Adams,  Elmer  L.  Coblentz, 
Chas.  E.  Correl,  Jno.  F.  Dechant,  Chas.  H.  Faust,  Wm.  S. 
Fisher,  Albert  H.  Ginder,  Geo.  G.  Greenawald,  Moses  A.  Keif- 
fer,  Wm.  G.  Klein,  Chas.  H.  Knight,  Willoughby  H.  Mill- 
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bouse,  WtiK  A.  McQellan,  Robt.  F.  Reed,  Henry  N.  Smithy 
Sam'I  H.  Stein,  Nevin  L.  Weidner.  Of  these,  13  are  g^raduates 
of  F.  &  M.  College,  one  completed  the  Sophomore  year,  one 
is  a  graduate  of  the  Moravian  College,  one  was  admitted  from 
the  Normal  University,  and  one  from  F.  &  M.  Academy. 
Total,  17. 

4.  The  Middle  Class  consisted  of  the  students  who  were 
admitted  to  the  Junior  Class,  September,  '95,  with  four  excep- 
tions, Paul  L.  Gerhard,  who  accepted  an  appointment  to  the 
position  of  teacher  in  the  institutions  of  our  Church  in  Japan; 
Calvin  J.  Rhen,  who  discontinued  his  studies  for  lack  of  funds; 
Hugh  K.  Fulton,  a  Presb3rterian,  who  entered  the  class  with 
the  intention  of  continuing  one  term,  and  who  took  his  dis- 
mission to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Princeton;  and  Ward 
W.  Reese,  an  Episcopalian,  who  entered  with  the  intention  of 
continuing  to  the  end  of  the  Junior  year.  When  the  year 
closed,  he  passed  his  examinations  and  withdrew.  George  W. 
Hartman  is  pursuing  the  Seminary  course  with  the  present 
purpose  of  devoting  himself  not  to  the  ministry,  but  to  the 
profession  of  teaching.    Total,  12. 

5.  The  Senior  Class  consisted  of  the  following  students: 
J.  F.  Bair,  Jno.  L.  Bamhart,  Theo.  P.  BoUiger,  Wm.  H. 
Brong,  Chas.  A.  Bushong,  Preston  A.  Belong,  Theo.  W.  Dick- 
ert,  Montgomery  M.  Fager,  Wm.

Glass,  Urban  C.  E.  Gutelius,  Wilson  S.  Hartzell,  Conrad  A 
Hauser,  Mabry  L.  Herbein,  Theo.  C.  Hesson,  R.  Raymond 
Jones,  Clement  D.  Kressley,  E.  Douglas  Lantz,  Jno.  A.  Lut- 
zinger,  R.  Franklin  Main,  Chas.  F.  McMann^  James  M.  Mul- 
lin,  Curtin  L.  Oswald,  Amos  O.  Reiter,  Martin  W.  Schweitzer, 
James  R.  Stein,  Adolphus  Walker.  Total,  27,  These  stu- 
dents having  completed  the  full  course  of  study,  and  having 
sustained  creditable  examinations,  were  granted  the  regular 
testimonials  on  the  day  of  graduation. 

6.  The  following  ministers  of  the  Gospel  completed  a 
post-graduate  course  of  the  Seminary  agreeably  to  the  curricu- 
limi  approved  by  the  Board  of  Visitors.  Each  one  having 
pursued  the  studies  of  three  departments,  and  having  passed 
approved  examinations,  was  recommended,  through  the  Col- 
lege Faculty,  to  the  Trustees  of  F.  &  M.  College  for  the  hon- 
orary title  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity :  Rev.  C.  Clifton  Clark,  Eli- 
zabeth, N.  J.:  Rev.  Wni.  I.  Stewart,  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  Rev. 
E.  R.  Deatrick,  Woodbury,  Md.  Total,  3.  The  recommenda- 
tion was  favorably  considered  and  the  degree  was  conferred  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  at  its  annual  meeting  in  1897. 

7.  The  average  grade  of  the  students  was  high.  The 
professors  bear  testimony  to  their  faithfulness  in  study,  to  their 
good  deportment,  and  to  their  mental  and  spiritual  prepara- 
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tion  for  the  duties  of  their  calling.     The  class  graduated  in  '97 
was  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  Seminary. 

In  conclusion,  your  favorable  consideration  of  the  follow- 
ing resolution  is  respectfully  asked: 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  overture  the 
three  Synods  to  raise  for  the  Professor  in  Elocution  $300,  as 
follows:  Eastern  Synod,  $125;  Potomac  Synod,  $100;  Pitts- 
burg Synod,  $75. 

Rcsolvedy  That  the  Synods  be  requested  to  appropriate 
$150  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  a  supplemental  course  of  in- 
struction in  Missions,  as  follows:  Eastern  Synod,  $60;  Poto- 
mac Synod,  $50;  Pittsburg  Synod,  $40.

H.— Report  of  the  Board  of  Tnutees. 

Under  item  5  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures 
Thursday  afternoon  was  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visi- 
tors. The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Theological  Seminary,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Brethren:  Enclosed  find  a  synopsis  of  the  annual 
report  of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  held  two  regular  meet- 
ings. The  first  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  on  May  13th, 
1897,  when  the  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  Geo. 
N.  Forney;  Vice-President ,  John  D.  Skiles;  Secretary,  Jeremiah 
S.  Hess,  and  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth. 

At  this  meeting,  a  committee,  consisting  of  Geo.  N.  For- 
ney, J.  N.  Hensch,  J.  B.  Roth,  and  Hon.  W.  R.  Bamhart,  was 
appointed  to  confer  with  the  authorities  of  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  relative  to  the  4J  acres  of  land,  on  which  two  of 
the  Seminary  professors'  houses  stand.  The  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  De  Peyster  library  building  had  encroached  upon 
the  Seminary  ground  by  locating  part  of  the  new  building 
thereon.  This  Board,  believing  that  the  time  had  come  when 
it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  both  institutions  that  Franklin 
and  Marshall  Collegre  be  the  owner  of  that  part  of  the  grounds 
now  owned  by  the  Theological  Seminary,  granted  authority  to 
the  Building  Committee  to  proceed  with  the  work,  the  con- 
sideration therefor  to  be  determined  later.  This  matter  is  still 
in  the  hands  of  the  above-named  committee. 

Bequests  were  received  from  the  following  persons  during 
the  past  year,  viz. :  Fifty  ($50)  dollars  from  the  estate  of  Miss 
Justina  E.  Gerhard,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.;  five  hundred  ($500)  dol- 
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lars  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Catharine  Dickel,  of  Harrisburg, 
Pa.,  for  the  endowment  fund  and  three  hundred  ($300)  dollars 
from  the  estate  oi  Mrs«  James  Hay,  oi  Hummdstown,  Pa.,  to- 
wards the  Seminary  Building  Fund. 

The  Board  very  -gratefully  makes  record  of  these  bequests 
and  their  worthy  examples  are  commended  to  our  people  gen- 
erally, even  to  those  of  limited  means,  who  may  g^reatly  aid  our 
institutions  by  providing  for  their  growing  needs  by  means  of 
comparatively  small  bequests. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  October  5th,  1897.  The 
Executive  Committee  reported  that  they  had  purchased  the 
triangular  plot  from  the  Evans  estate  for  $1,600.  By  this  pur- 
chase they  straightened  our  lines  on  Pine  street  (lately  opened 
by  the  city),  and  secured  a  lot  for  the  janitor's  building,  which 
is  now  in  course  of  erection,  besides  selling  a  portion  thereof. 
The  net  cost  of  the  ground  to  the  Seminary  was  $785.75.  The 
Treasurer  also  advanced  to  the  Building  Committee  of  Synod 
$1,100.00  towards  the  erection  of  the  janitor's  building. 

The  Seminary  Building  Committee,  through  its  chairman. 
Rev.  Dr.  Bowman,  reported  that  the  Seminary  building  is 
completed  and  the  entire  cost  provided  for,  whereupon  the 
Board  passed  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  Thiat  the  thanks  of  this  Board  are  hereby  tend- 
ered to  Rev.  Dr.  J.  C.  Bowman,  chairman  of  theBuildingCom- 
mittee;  to  Rev.  C.  J.  Musser,  chairman  of  the  Canvass  Com- 
mittee, for  their  active  personal  interest,  and  to  all  the  others, 
for  their  earnest  co-operation  in  the  work. 

In  reference  to  the  current  expenses  of  the  Theological 
Seminary,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  the  Board: 

Whereas,  The  Board  of  Trustees,  in  its  report  of  1894, 
requested  the  Synods  to  provide  such  an  increase  in  the  en- 
dowment fund  that  the  interest  accruing  from  the  same  will 
meet  the  deficiency  annually  arising,  and, 

Whereas,  The  Board  has  had  extraordinary  expenses  in 
the  necessary  purchase  of  the  triangular  tract  to  straighten  our 
lines  on  Pine  street,  and  in  the  erection  of  a  janitor's  building, 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to  appro- 
priate $1,200,  to  meet  the  annual  expenses  of  the  past  year,  in 
the  following  manner: 

Eastern  Synod  $6oa 

Potomac  S^nod   400 

Pittsburg  Synod   200 

In  justice  to  all  concerned,  your  Board  heartily  approves 
the  action  of  the  Eastern  Synod  at  its  meeting  in  October, 
1896,  authorizing  the  Board  (the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh 
Synods  concurring)  to  purchase  two  additional  lots  of  ground, 
the  one  to  be  held  as  a  site  for  the  house  of  the  Pittsburgh 
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Synod's  professor,  and  the  other  lot  as  a  site  for  the  house  for 
the  third  professor  of  the  Eastern  Synod.

Under  item  10  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures, 
was  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Potomac  Synod's 
Professor's  House.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Theological  Seminary,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Eastern,  Pittsburgh^  and  Potomac  Synods: 

Rev.  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  committee,  ap- 
pointed to  secure  design,  and  superintend  construction  of  a 
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house  for  the  use  of  the  Professor  of  the  Potomac  Synod,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  they  have  erected  a  substantial  brick  house, 
suitable  for  the  purpose,  on  a  fifty-foot  lot,  purchased  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  from  Rev.  Dr.  Theodore  Appel. 

The  contract  price  of  the  building,  including  all  material 
and  labor,  was  $3,814.  Contributions  have  been  received  from 
various  sources,  amounting  to  $1,314. 

As  the  title  to  the  lot  and  house  is  vested  in  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  they  have  advanced 
$2,500,  on  which,  as  rental,  the  occupant  of  the  house  shall  pay 
5  |>er  cent,  interest,  until  provision  be  made  for  the  return  of 
the  principal  invested. 

As  the  work  entrusted  to  your  committee  has  been  com- 
pleted, they  respectfully  submit  this  as  their  final  report.

Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Endowment  Committee 
has  but  a  brief  report  to  make. 

No  charges  were  canvassed  during  the  past  year. 

The  sum  of  $924.50  was  paid  in  on  old  pledges  during  the 
year. 

The  whole  sum  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  for  invest- 
ment now  is  $30,003.70. 

As  this  committee  was  originally  appointed  to  collect  the 
sum  of  $30,000,  we  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to  your  rev- 
erend body  that  our  work  has  been  completed,  and  we  now 
with  the  greatest  cheerfulness  and  with  intense  satisfaction, 
give  up  the  field  to  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  and  other 
important  benevolent  interests. 

It  is  right  to  state  also  that  there  are  still  a  number  of  un- 
paid pledges  in  the  hands  of  pastors  and  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, as  well  as  the  Jacob  Byers  Note,  payable  at  the  decease 
of  the  drawer. 

We  suggest  that  the  committee  be  discharged,  and  that 
these  unpaid  notes  and  pledges  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  Elder 
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W.  R.  Bomhart  and  that  he  be  authorized  to  collect  as  many 
as  are  collectable  as  soon  as  possible.

2.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Seminary. 

3.  Audited  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary. 

4.  A  report  of  the  Committee  on  Potomac  Synod  s  Pro- 
fessor's House. 

5.  Report  of  the  Endowment  Committee  of  this  Synod. 
These  reports  call  for  the  following  action  by  this  Synod: 

1.  That  they  be  printed  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  this 
Synod. 

2.  That  the  appointment  of  a  Teacher  of  Elocution  be 
approved  and  seventy-five  dollars  appropriated  towards  his 
support. 

3.  That  the  two  hundred  dollars  asked  for  to  meet  the 
current  expenses,  be  assumed  on  the  condition  that  one-half  of 
this  sum  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Seminary  and  the 
other  half  to  the  incumbent  of  the  Pittsburg  Synod's  Profes- 
sorship. 

4.  That  the  plan  of  having  a  course  of  lectures  delivered 
to  the  students  during  the  year,  by  persons  engaged  in  one 
form  or  another  in  practical  mission  work,  be  approved  and  the 
forty  dollars  asked  for  be  appropriated  to  meet  the  expenses 
thus  incurred. 

5.  That  we  rejoice  in  the  completion  of  Pittsburgh 
Synod's  Professorship  in  the  Theological  Seminary;  that  the 
committee  be  discharged  and  Elder  W.  R.  Barnhart  be  ap- 
pointed and  authorized  to  collect  the  outstanding  pledges,  and 
the  pastors  of  Synod  are  earnestly  requested  to  co-operate  with 
Elder  W.  R.  Barnhart  and  to  read  this  action  from  their  pulpits 
and  strongly  urge  their  members  yet  in  arrears  to  redeem  their 
pledges  as  soon  as  possible. 

6.  That  the  thanks  of  this  Synod  are  hereby  expressed 
and  put  on  record  to  Rev.  Dr.  D.  B.  Lady  and  members  of 
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the  Endowment  Committee,  and  to  all  others  who  aided  in  the 
work,  for  the  faithfulness,  perseverance  and  energy  with  which 
they  prosecuted  this  important  cause  to  a  successful  conclu-* 
sion. 

7.  That  we  rejoice  in  the  prosperous  condition  of  the 
Seminary  and  invoke  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  institution, 
that  it  may  efficiently  f>erform  the  work  committed  to  it  by  the 
Church  of  the  Lx>rd  Jesus  Christ.

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 
I.— Report  of  the  PittsbnrsH  Synod's  Board  of  MiMlans. 

The  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions  re- 
ported Thursday  morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Rei'crend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Board  of  Missions  held  five  meetings  during  the 
year;  the  first  meeting  at  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of 
Synod  at  Latrobe,  at  which  time  the  Board  re-organized  by 
re-electing  the  officers  of  last  year.  It  was  determined  that 
the  Board  meet  quarterly,  before  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  General  Synod's  Board.  In  pursuance 
of  this  action,  the  second  meeting  was  held  in  Pittsburgh,  Jan- 
uary 19,  1897.  At  this  meeting  the  instruction  given  your 
Board  at  your  last  annual  meeting  was  carried  out ;  the  atten- 
tion of  General  Synod's  Board  was  called  to  Punxsutawney, 
Vandergrift,  Duquesne,  and  Homestead,  and  an  efiort  was 
made  to  secure  aid  for  \'andergrift  and  Punxsutawney,  but 
owing  to  lack  of  funds,  General  Synod's  Board  was  not  in  a 
situation  to  assume  anv  new  work. 

The  third  meeting  of  your  Board  was  called  in  the  inter- 
ests of  Turtle  Creek  Mission,  and  was  held  at  that  place  on 
July  16,  1897.  This  mission  erected  and  dedicated  a  fine  new 
building  during  the  year,  but  owing  to  a  heavy  debt  incurred, 
was  imf)elled  to  call  upon  your  Board  for  aid.  The  Br^ard  ar- 
ranged for  a  loan  from  Germania  Bank  of  Pittsburgh,  to  re- 
lieve the  mission  from  immediate  difficulties,  but  we  learn  that 
the  loan  has  not  yet  been  effected.  The  congregation  is  at 
this  time  nnthout  a  pastor,  but  we  are  informed  there  are  good 
prospects  of  having  the  vacancy  filled  at  an  early  date* 
new  building  is  well-located,  and  if  an  efficient  pastor 
charge,  the  prospects  for  the  future  are  good. 

The  mission  at  Punxsutawney  agreed  to  pay  $}oo  t

the  support  of  a  pastor.  On  learning,  however,  that  General 
Synod's  Board  had  appropriated  $ioo  only  for  their  support^ 
the  mission  manifested  a  great  lack  of  faith  in  the  outlook.  At 
the  last  meeting  Qarion  Classis  promised  $200  additional. 
Thus  with  $600  support,  the  mission  is  still  without  a  pastor. 

Apollo  is  in  better  condition  now  than  a  year  ago.  While 
the  finances  are  not  yet  satisfactory,  it  is  believed  they  soon  will 
be. 

Your  Board  learns  that  Westmoreland  Classis  has  been 
taking  steps  toward  establishing  a  mission  at  Vandergrift,  and 
from  them  we  learn  that  the  prospects  there  are  very  good,  and 
your  Board  will  give  them  all  encouragement. 

The  mission  at  Cumberland  has,  under  the  efficient  labors 
of  Rev.  A.  S.  Glessner,  erected  a  fine  new  church.  The  work 
is  now  prospering  under  the  newly-appointed  missionary,  Rev. 
U.  C.  E.  Gutelius.  The  missions  within  our  bounds  are  gen- 
erally in  good  condition,  but  there  is  need  of  considering  new 
fields  and  of  organizing  at  new  points,  and  for  this  purpose  we 
need  to  encourage  our  pastors  to  present  the  claims  of  Home 
Missions  and  urge  the  people  to  greater  liberality. 

The  expenses  of  the  meetings  of  your  Board  amount  to 
$19.08. 

The  term  of  Rev.  Robert  Bowling  as  a  member  of  this 
Board  expires  with  this  meeting.

H.— -Report  of  General  Synod**  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

Tlie  report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions 
was  received  on  Thursday  afternoon,  and  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Missions.     The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  English  Classes  and  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Chiireh  in 

the  United  States: 

Brethren: — Two  years  ago  the  annual  report  was  pre- 
pared in  time  for  the  annual  meeting's  of  the  Classes.  This  plan 
has  its  objections,  chiefly  upon  the  ground,  that  the  report 
comes  before  the  Classes  before  it  goes  to  the  Synods.  To 
some  this  is  a  mistake.  The  Board,  at  its  late  meeting,  had 
this  matter  under  consideration  and  the  sentiment  was  strong 
that  the  report  should  be  sent  to  the  Classes,  since  these  bodies 
are  nearest  the  people,  and  through  them,  the  mass  of  the 
membership  will  be  more  readily  reached.  Then  too,  the  ac- 
tion of  the  Synods,  at  their  last  annual  meeting  can,  in  this  way, 
be  brought  before  the  Classes,  more  readily.  We  therefore 
send  out  this  report  in  time  for  the  meetings  of  the  English 
Classes,  and  let  us  hope  that  every  Classis  will  receive  the 
copies  intended  for  it,  which,  it  seems,  was  not  the  case  when 
the  last  annual  report  was  sent  out.     One  year  ago  no  report 
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^as  issued,  but,  as  has  been  the  custom,  the  report  issued  by 
the  Board  for  the  General  Synod  was  allowed  to  take  its  place. 
The  Tri-ennial  Report  gave  a  full  resume  of  the  work  for  three 
years  past,  and  also  gave  a  forecast  of  what  the  work  in  the 
future  must  be.  The  attempt  has  been  made  to  reach  the  end 
in  view,  and  with  a  measure  of  success  too,  but  this  was  accom- 
plished by  a  hard  struggle  with  the  financial  problem.  The 
Board  and  the  Church,  both  have  reason  for  thanksgiving,  for 
the  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  the  efforts  of  the  mis- 
sionaries under  the  Board. 

THE  PAST  YEAR. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  sore  trials  and  disappoint- 
ments in  the  world  of  trade  and  business.  The  laboring  classes 
have  been  pressed  for  the  necessary  means  of  subsistence. 
Stagnation,  and  consequent  discouragement,  has  been  present 
on  all  sides  and  with  all  classes.  This  must,  of  necessity,  have 
its  influence  upon  the  Church,  and  all  her  operations.  The 
Board  found  this  to  be  so.  Never  in  its  history  was  it  so  diffi- 
cult to  procure  funds  to  carry  forward  the  work.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  missions  were  established  before  the  stringent 
times  set  in,  and  when  the  burdens  begain  to  press  heavily  on 
the  Board,  it  could  not  well  abandon  the  fields  that  were  estab- 
lished. To  abandon  some  of  the  missions,  would  have  been 
an  act  of  injustice  to  the  missionaries  called  to  these  fields,  and 
also  to  the  membership.  The  only  way  was  for  the  Board  to 
hold  faithfully  to  its  promises  and  to  struggle  along  as  best  it 
could,  hoping  the  while,  that  the  Church  will  come  to  its  relief 
by  meeting  promptly  all  its  liabilities.  The  Board  hopes  most 
fondly,  that  the  critical  period  in  the  stringent  times  has  passed, 
and  that  we  may  soon  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  period  of  pros- 
perity, financially.  When  this  much-hoped-for  time  comes,  we 
believe  there  will  be  great  things  in  store  for  us,  as  a  Church. 
We  can  then  expect  such  a  growth  in  our  mission  work,  as  our 
past  history  never  witnessed. 

THE  MISSIONS. 

There  are  at  the  present  time,  one  hundred  and  four  mis- 
sions under  the  Board,  belonging  to  the  English  Synods. 
Since  last  May,  when  the  roll  of  missions  was  presented  to  the 
General  Synod,  only  a  few  additional  missions  have  been  en- 
rolled. The  Hungarian  mission  of  South  Norwalk,  Conn., 
-was  divided  and  two  missions  formed,  to  be  known  as  South 
Norwalk  and  Bridgeport.  In  Iowa  the  congregations  at  Tip- 
ton and  Lone  Tree  were  enrolled  as  missions  with  the  express 
understanding  that  Iowa  Qassis  will  raise  a  sum  for  home  mis- 
sions over  and  above  that  called  for  by  the  General  Synod's 
apportionment,  sufficiently  large  to  carry  forward  these  two 
missions,  during  the  short  time  they  will  require  the  help  of 
the  Board.  The  congregation  at  Punxsutawney,  Pa,  was  en- 
rolled upon  the  promise  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  that 
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the  funds  to  maintain  it  will  be  promptly  furnished  by  thlat 
Synod.  These  are  the  only  missions  enrolled  during  the  past 
year,  for  the  reason  that  the  Board  did  not  have  the  funds  to 
add  additional  ones;  and  these  named,  were  enrolled  only  be- 
cause the  Board  had  the  positive  promise  of  funds  to  sustain 
them.  There  are  many  calls,  however,  for  the  establishment 
of  other  missions.  Many  doors  of  usefulness  are  open  to  the 
Board,  but  none  can  be  entered,  until  the  Church  furnishes  the 
means  for  additional  work. 

The  roll  that  now  registers  o)te  hundred  and  four  missions 
will  doubtless  be  very  much  changed  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
April.  Quite  a  few  of  the  missions  will  become  self-sustaining, 
and  others  will  be  dropped  entirely  for  good  and  sufficient  rea- 
sons; while  the  appropriations  will  likely  be  lowered  in  the 
case  of  all  that  have  been  under  the  care  of  the  Board  for  a 
longer  period  than  one  year. 

From  the  present  outlook  it  is  not  likely  that  any  new 
missions  will  be  enrolled  to  take  the  place  of  those  that  will 
disappear  from  the  roll. 

As  regards  the  work  done,  there  never  has  been  a  year  in 
the  history  of  the  Board,  when  the  missions  made  better  pro- 
gress than  during  the  year  past.  This  is  es[>ecially  true  when 
we  take  into  consideration  the  stringency  of  the  times.  These 
times  necessarily  had  their  influence  on  the  missions,  but  in 
spite  of  them,  the  missions  did  well.  The  missionaries  have 
been  most  signally  blessed  with  health  and  strength  so  as  to 
continue  their  labors.  Two,  out  of  the  large  number  under 
the  Board,  have  ceased  their  labors.  One,  Rev.  J.  W.  Alspach, 
of  Altamont,  Ills.,  was  suddenly  called  to  his  reward  in  Decem- 
ber last,  and  the  other,  Rev.  F.  J.  E.  Muehe,  of  McKeesport, 
Pa.,  was  compelled  to  close  his  labors  because  of  ill  health.  He 
is  now  in  Colorado,  where  he  hopes  to  regain  his  shattered 
health.  The  prayer  of  the  Board  is,  that  he  may  be  restored 
to  his  family  and  the  Church.  He  was  an  efficient  workman, 
and  the  Church  sustains  a  great  loss,  even  in  his  temporary 
disability. 

THE  INDEBTEDNESS. 

The  Church  has  been  reminded,  continually,  of  the  needs 
of  the  Board.  The  Officers  of  the  Board  and  the  Superinten- 
dents have  kept  this  matter  before  the  Church.  The  work 
belongs  to  the  Church  and  she  should  know  the  standing  of 
the  Board.  At  this  present  writing  the  indebtedness  amoimts 
to  fully  $20,000.  It  is,  perhaps,  unnecessary  to  attempt  an  ex- 
planation for  this  state  of  things.  The  times  have  much  to  do 
with  it.  There  is  a  depression  in  all  business  interest  which 
must  have  its  effect  upon  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church. 
This  we  must  expect.  Were  this  all,  however,  then,  the  in- 
debtedness would  not  be  as  large  as  it  is  because  the  hard 
times  have  not  impoverished  us,  as  a  Church,  to  the  extent 
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that  the  indebtedness  would  indicate.  There  is  another  cause, 
which  must  be  regarded  as  much  more  serious  and  far-reaching 
than  anything  that  can  be  charged  to  the  peculiar  times  in 
which  we  live.  It  is,  the  very  limited  interest  that  so  many  in 
the  Church  take  in  the  extension  of  our  borders  in  the  home 
land.  To  put  it  still  more  truthfully,  the  trouble  lies  largely 
with  many  of  our  ministers  who  are  not  seriously  concerned, 
as  they  should  be,  about  the  missionary  work  of  the  Church. 
There  is  a  portion  of  the  ministry  that  makes  conscientious  en- 
deavors to  raise  the  apportionments.  With  these  ministers  the 
apportionments  are  a  serious  matter  and  are  always  met. 
These  apportionments,  so  raised,  usually  net  the  Board  about 
$30,000  annually.  This  amount  is  sure  and  can  be  depended 
upon.  The  remaining  $14,000  that  should  be  raised,  should 
come  from  ministers,  under  the  apportionment  system,  who  do 
not  make  earnest  with  this  most  sacred  matter  of  raising  these 
moneys,  and  the  result  is  that  they  raise  but  little,  and  the 
Board  finds  itself  in  debt  to  the  amount  of  $20,000.  It  will  be 
noticed  that  this  indebtedness  did  not  come  upon  the  Board 
during  the  last  year  only,  but  has  been  gradually  accumulating 
for  several  years  past.  The  Board  now  submits  to  the  Classes 
and  the  Synods  this  indebtedness,  for  th'cir  consideration,  and 
we  may  add,  liquidation  also.  If  these  bodies  will  see,  that 
the  charges  under  their  care  will  pay  the  small  sums  asked  for 
by  the  Board,  the  debt  will  be  paid  and  additional  work  taken 
Up.  Who  can  remedy  this  matter  if  not  the  Classes  and  the 
Synods? 


We  hardly  dare  use  this  term,  as  it  is  offensive  to  many 
persons.  But,  brethren,  what  other  term  shall  we  use  to  give 
an  edequate  idea  of  wliat  must  be  done?  The  Board  is  under 
the  necessity  to  retrench  in  every  way  possible.  The  expenses 
of  the  Board  have  been,  in  round  numbers,  about  $41,000  dur- 
ing the  past  year,  including  salary  of  Superintendents.  It  may 
not  have  quite  reached  that  sum.  The  Church  has  actually 
paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  Home  Board,  from  April  ist,  1896, 
to  April  1st,  1897,  not  more  than  $31,000.  We  believe  that 
much  of  the  delinquency  of  this  year  will  be  made  up  in  the 
special  efforts  that  will  be  put  forth  during  the  next  two 
months,  as  the  Classes  close  up  the  work  of  the  year,  and  the 
Easter  offerings  are  ma<le.  But  this  does  not  set  aade  the 
fact  that  the  Church  has  fallen  short  of  raising  the  promised 
sum  by  at  least  $13,000,  the  sum  proni;  >  :   ..    $i(,rjoo. 

This,  with  what  was  due,  at  the  beginning'  01  liit  >car,  Uiives 
the  Board  fully  $20,000  in  debt.     Whai  shall  be  done  under 
these  circumstances?     What,  indeed,  can  bL-  done?     It  f 
reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  only  thing  to  be  done  is  to 
the     expenditures   within   the   amount    contributed   b' 
Church?    The  Gassical  and  Synodical  Boards  urged  "' 
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roUment  of  these  missions.  They  promised  to  furnish  the 
funds  to  support  them.  They  failed  to  do  so.  Retrendimem 
must  come  as  a  necessary  result.  It  may  bring  hardship  to  die 
missionaries.  It  may  result  in  some  detriment  to  the  cause, 
but  the  Board  should  not  be  made  to  bear  the  blame.  The 
policy  of  the  Board  has  been  to  conduct  the  work  upon  as  eco* 
nomical  a  basis  as  possible,  and  yet  do  justice  to  the  men  under 
its  care.  The  work  belongs  entirely  to  the  Church,  and  to  the 
Church  only  can  the  Board  look  for  the  moral  and  financial 
support  which  is  necessary  to  accomplish  the  best  results. 
When  the  Board  meets  in  annual  sessions,  the  outlook  may 
have  improved.  It  may  be  that  the  conditions  will  have 
changed  so  much  that  the  missions  can  be  retained,  that  are 
now  on  the  roll,  and  some  additional  ones  taken  up.  Taking 
the  present  expenses  of  the  Board  at  $42,000  per  annum,  and 
then  considering  the  rate  at  which  the  indet^edness  has  in- 
creased, we  find  that  the  Chtuxrh  has  fallen  short,  at  least, 
$10,000  annually.  If  this  calculation  is  correct,  there  will  have 
to  be  a  reduction  of  twenty  per  cent,  on  the  present  expenditures 
of  the  Board,  which  would  make  the  expenses  $34,000.  We 
believe  that  the  Board  will  be  compelled  to  come  to  this  basis, 
and  will  likely  reduce  the  expenditures  to  that  figure  at  the 
coming  annual  meeting.  It  is  the  correct  policy  to  place  the 
expenditures  at  about  that  sum,  and  if,  in  the  future,  additional 
work  can  be  taken  up,  it  can  very  readily  be  done.  At  another 
place  in  this  report  will  be  found  a  detailed  statement  of  the  ex- 
penditures of  the  past  year. 

HUNGARIAN,  BOHEMIAN  AND  HARBOR  MISSIONS. 

We  need  not  speak,  especially,  about  the  English  Mis- 
sions, but  it  seems  necessary  to  speak  more  particularly  of 
those  above  named.  The  Hungarian  Mission  work  has  pros- 
pered. During  the  year  two  missions  were  formed  of  what 
was  formerly  the  South  Norwalk  Mission.  We  now  have  the 
missions  of  South  Norwalk  and  Bridgeport,  both  in  Connecti- 
cut. Brother  Kalassai,  who  formerly  served  the  Mt.  Carmel 
Mission,  was  called  to  Bridgeport,  and  is  the  pastor  at  that 
place.  Both  these  congregations  have  been  engaged  in  build- 
ing houses  of  wors!hip,  and  now  have  church  homes  of  their 
own.  At  Mt.  Carmel.  the  people  demand  a  missionary  who 
can  minister  to  them  in  the  Slavic  language,  as  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  are  Slavs.  The  Board  is  now  in  cor- 
respondence with  parties  in  Hungary  with  a  view  of  procuring 
a  suitable  man  for  that  place.  At  Trenton,  N.  J.,  efforts  arc 
now  being  made  to  erect  a  house  of  worship  for  our  Hunga- 
rian congregation.  Our  interest  in  New  York  demands  a 
house  of  worship  in  order  to  insure  its  complete  success,  but 
how  to  procure  a  lot  where  property  is  so  valuable,  is  the 
question  which  the  Board  cannot  easily  solve.  In  Pittsburg, 
the  Hungarian  congregation,  under  the  leadership  of  Brother 
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Ferenczi,  is  moving  in  the  direction  of  purchasing  a  new  lot 
and  erecting  a  church  in  the  neighborhood  of  McKeesport,  in 
order  to  make  the  services  more  convenient  to  the  worshipers 
in  the  outlying  towns  about  the  city.  In  Cleveland,  the  con- 
gregation has  erected  a  parsonage  and  is  paying  it  by  the  in- 
stallment plan.  Upon  the  whole,  our  Hungarian  work  is 
prosperous,  and  the  outlook  for  it  encourag^g. 

The  Bohemian  work  in  Chicago  is  moving  along  in  a 
gradual  way.  The  missionary  claims  that  he  has  some  trouble 
with  a  few  men,  who  wish  to  control  everything,  and  when  not 
permitted  to  do  so,  are  not  willing  to  do  anything.  In  this 
respect  he  has  to  undergo  the  experience  common  to  city  mis- 
sion work.  The  mission  cannot  be  made  a  success,  however, 
until  a  lot  is  purchased,  and  a  chapel  erected  for  the  benefit  of 
the  new  movement.  The  missionary  entered  upon  his  full 
duties  only  last  July,  and  up  to  the  present  time,  the  congrega- 
tion has  not  been  formally  organized.  It  was  deemed  best, 
by  the  Board,  that  the  congregation  should  not  be  organized 
until  the  material  is  well  in  hand,  from  the  fact  that  it  often 
happens  that  persons  are  brought  into  these  organizations  who 
afterward  turn  out  to  be  disreputable  characters,  and  do  much 
harm  to  the  new  organization.  The  Church  must  prepare 
herself  to  give  $8,000,  at  least,  to  put  this  mission  properly  on 
its  feet.  We  should  certainly  have  one  vigorous  mission 
among  the  1 10,000  Bohemians  who  have  made  their  home  in 
Chicago. 

The  Harbor  Mission  is  still  doing  its  work.  Brother  Som- 
merlatte  continues  enthusiastic  in  the  work  assigned  him.  ~  He 
now  preaches  to  a  small  congregation  in  the  City  of  New  York, 
but  this  does  not  interfere,  in  any  way,  with  the  work  in  the 
Harbor  Mission.  He  has  at  diflferent  times  suggested  the 
necessity  of  having  suitable  buildings,  and  these  the  Church 
should  furnish  in  due  time,  and  no  doubt  will  do  so.  All 
these  missions  are  doing  excellent  work,  and  are  bearing  good 
fruit  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  Church.  The  work  will  become 
more  efficient  as  its  needs  become  more  apparent.  We  too 
may  rejoice  greatly  because  of  the  progress  we  have  made 
along  these  lines. 

THE  APPORTIONMENTS. 

Heretofore,  the  Board  apportioned  the  amounts  upon  the 
Synods,  which  were  deemed  just  and  equitable  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  work.  In  doing  this,  financial  ability  was  not  the 
only  thing  taken  into  consideration,  but  the  willingness,  on  the 
part  of  the  people,  to  give  to  the  extension  of  the  Church,  as 
well.  The  General  Synod,  at  its  late  meeting  in  Dayton,  took 
this  matter  entirely  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Board.  The 
Finance  Committee  of  that  Synod,  recommended  an  equal  per 
capita  apportionment  for  all  the  English  Synods.  This  is 
something  that  never  occurred  before,  but  as  the  Synod  ap- 
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proved  of  it,  the  action  must  stand.  This  considerably  in- 
creases the  apportionments  for  Home  Missions  in  the  Eastern 
and  Potomac  Synods,  while  it  lowers  the  per  capita  in  all  the 
Synods  west  of  th-e  Allegheny  Mountains.  It  remains  to  be 
seen  how  this  will  operate.  The  Board,  however,  asks  the 
Western  Synods  to  continue  the  former  apportionments.  The 
amount,  after  all,  is  small  for  each  member,  but  the  aggregate 
sum  will  help  the  Board  very  much  in  its  work.  Some  of  the 
Western  Synods,  last  fall,  assumed  the  former  apportionments. 
The  General  Synod  made  the  following  apportionments,  which 
the  Synods  apportioned  on  the  Classes  last  fall.     The  same  will 

continue  for  three  years.

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If  these  sums  are  promptly  paid,  in  the  coming  year,  the 
Board  will  be  enabled  to  meet  all  its  liabilities  and  undertake 
much  additional  work.  All  these  items  combined  will  require 
less  thaji  thirty-four  cents  per  member.  Certainly  this  sum 
should  be  raised  without  any  difficulty.  The  Board  would 
urge  strongly  upon  the  Classes  and  Synods  to  put  forth  every 
possible  efTort  to  raise  this  very  reasonable  sum,  for  this  neces- 
sary work. 

During  the  last  year,  the  Eastern,  Potomac  and  Ohio 
Synods  were  delinquent  on  the  Home  Missionary  apportion- 
ment fully  $10,000.  Only  the  Pittsburgh  and  the  Interior 
Synods  paid  their  apportionments  in  full.  The  Ohio  Synod 
fell  short,  in  only  a  comparatively  small  sum.  It  is  not  hard  to 
understand,  why  the  Board  is  so  deeply  in  debt.  Can  the 
Synods,  Classes  and  pastors  not  arrange  to  have  these  moneys 
paid  promptly?  Certainly  when  the  highest  judicatory  in  the 
Church  recommends  certain  sums  to  be  raised  for  certain  pur- 
poses, every  pastor  should  feel  it  to  be  his  duty  to  comply  with 
the  request. 

ROLL  OF  MISSIONS. 

\Vc  ^ive  here  the  roll  of  missions  as  carried  durine^  the 
year.  Heretofore  the  Board  had  published  a  large  table  of 
statistics,  which  was  quite  expensive  to  have  printed,  while  at 
the  same  time  there  was  much  of  it  that  was  of  no  general  in- 
terest to  the  Church.     This  vear,  in  the  interest  of  economy. 
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much  of  this  table  has  been  omitted,  and  only  such  statistics 
given  as  arc  believed  to  be  of  interest  to  the  whole  Church, 
This  table  shows  at  a  glance,  the  progress  each  mission  made 
during  the  year,  with  its  benevolences  and  the  amount  the  mis- 
sion is  now  paying  in  its  own  aid,  and  the  help  it  receives  from 
the  Board.  There  are  a  number  of  missions  now  on  the  roll, 
which  were  placed  there  by  regular  action,  but  which  have  not 
received  aid  at  any  time  from  the  Board.  These  are  Bethel, 
O.,  Salem,  O.,  Harrold,  Pa.,  Emporia,  Otis  and  Ransom,  Kan. 
The  latter  three  were  formerly  supplied  by  Superintendent 
Shuey.  Aside  from  Emporia  and  Bethel,  these  will  likely  all 
be  dropped  at  the  coming  annual  meeting.  Quite  a  number 
of  others  will  become  self-supporting.  Others  again  may  be 
declared  self-suppcnting,  or  dropped,  because  of  being  on  the 
roll  of  the  Board  for  many  years.  In  making  this  report,  wc 
are  sorry  to  state,  that  in  spite  of  several  notices  given  in  the 
Church  papers,  as  well  as  notice  at  the  bottom  of  the  blank  for 
the  annual  report,  some  of  the  missionaries  failed  to  send  in 
their  reports  in  time,  so  that  the  full  statistics  could  be  given. 
This  is  the  reason  for  the  blanks  that  appear  in  the  statistical 
table.    The  following  is  the  roll  as  it  now  stands : 
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On  this  roll  is  found  Rev.  Darms,  who  is  supported  in  part 
by  the  General  Board  and  in  part  by  the  German  Board  of  the 
East.  Rev.  J.  C.  Homing  is  found  in  this  list,  but  half  his 
salary  is  paid  by  the  Sunday-school  Board.  Rev.  Strassner 
and  his  congregation  have,  heretofore,  belonged  to  the  Central 
Synod,  but  his  people  have  voted  to  unite  with  the  Tuscarawas 
Classis  of  the  Ohio  Synod.  The  amounts  which  the  "Board 
appropriated"  refers  to  the  year  from  April  ist,  1896,  to  April 
1st,  1897.  What  the  Board  will  pay  for  the  year  beginning 
April  1st,  1897,  cannot  be  determined  as  yet,  as  the  Board  will 
fix  the  appropriations  at  the  approaching  annual  meeting. 
^*What  the  missions  can  pay  for  salary"  is  the  amount  which 
each  mission  considers  itself  able  to.  pay  for  the  year  from 
April,  1897,  to  April,  1898.  It  will  be  seen  that  if  all  the  mis- 
sions had  been  supplied  with  pastors,  as  they  now  appear  on 
the  roll,  the  sum  of  $46,000  would  have  been  required  to  pay 
them.  This  includes  English,  Hungarian,  Bohemian,  and 
some  German  missions,  with  the  salaries  also  of  the  Superin- 
tendents. But  the  actual  sum  required  was  about  $41,000  to 
pay  all  these  men;  and  this  out  of  the  sum  of  $48,000  which 
was  promised  the  Board.  Had  all  the  money  been  paid  that 
was  promised,  the  Board  would  now  be  out  of  debt,  and  would 
have,  at  least,  $7,000  in  its  treasury.  As  it  is,  the  Board  has 
reached  its  utmost  limits.  No  more  missions  can  be  enrolled 
for  the  present,  and  quite  a  marked  reduction  must  be  made  in 
the  appropriation,  to  the  missions  now  on  the  roll. 

It  will  be  noticed,  however,  that  for  the  ensuing  year,  the 
Classes  will  be  asked,  by  the  action  of  General  Synod,  to  ap- 
portion the  sum  of  $52,000  for  English,  Hungarian,  Bohemian 
and  Harbor  Missions.  If  this  sum  is  raised,  by  the  Church, 
the  work  can  be  very  greatly  extended.  May  the  Lord  put  it 
into  hearts  and  minds  of  our  people  to  do  liberal  things  for  this 
work. 

THE  EXTENSION  WORK. 

This  department  of  the  work  continues  to  be  of  the  utmost 
importance;  more  so,  indeed,  than  we  as  a  Church  appreciate. 
The  Board  has  been,  in  years  past,  greatly  hami>ered  in  its  op- 
erations, for  the  lack  of  extension  funds.  The  General  Synod, 
at  Dayton,  had  this  matter  under  consideration,  and  took  ac- 
tion very  favorable  to  an  increase  of  funds  for  this  work.  That 
body  passed  an  action  looking  to  the  founding  of  a  permanent 
fund  of  $100,000,  to  be  known  as  the  Michael  Schlatter  Fund. 
As  the  year  1897  is  the  Sesqui-Centennial  of  the  founding  of 
the  first  Synod  of  our  Church  in  this  country,  it  was  deemed 
important  that  this  should  be  a  year  of  special  celebrations  and 
offerings  for  the  extension  cause,  since  in  this  way  the  Church 
can,  in  the  most  appropriate  way,  set  forth  the  spirit  of  the  first 
great  missionary,  Michael  Schlatter.  The  action  provides  that 
in  five  years  from  October  ist,  1896,  the  sum  of  $100,000  shall 
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be  collected  in  the  Church  for  this  purpose.  Never  was  there 
more  important  action  taken. 

The  General  Synod  recommended,  also,  that  the  Qasses 
and  Synods  shall,  during  the  year  1897,  hold  conferences  for 
the  proper  consideration  of  the  question  of  church  extension  in 
the  home  land,  and  that  these  conferences  be  made  the  occa- 
sion for  the  gathering  of  large  funds  for  this  feature  of  the 
work.  The  Board  heartily  commends  this  action  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  the  earnest  consideration  of  the  District  Synods 
and  the  Qasses,  and  hopes  that  such  Synodical  and  Qassical 
conferences  will  be  held,  and  the  matter  of  the  much-needed 
extension  fund  duly  discussed,  and  the  proper  plans  laid  for  its 
accumulation.  The  I^Iichael  S>chlatter  Fund  of  $100,000 
should  be  raised  in  the  Church  in  the  time  specified.  Every 
effort  to  this  end  should  be  put  forth.  Only  a  fund  of  such  an 
amount  can  meet  the  denmnds  of  the  city  and  town  work  now 
undertaken  by  the  Church. 

Treasurer  Boush,  of  the  extension  department,  reports 
that  the  following  amounts  of  money  came  into  his  hsuids  from 
April  1st,  1896,  to  April  ist,  1897:

This  was  a  pretty  fair  income  for  the  year,  but  notwith- 
standing this,  the  Board  had  to  borrow  some  money  to  carry 
on  the  work.  Some  borrowed  money  was  paid,  however,  so 
that  the  indebtedness  is  not  much  larger  than  last  year.  There 
are  at  least  three  missions  that  should  be  provided  with  lots, 
and  when  these  are  provided  for,  then  the  Board  must  pay  up 
its  indebtedness,  in  large  part,  at  least,  before  any  additional 
lots  are  purchased. 

Last  year  the  Board  requested  that  the  Synods  give  it  an 
average,  per  capita,  for  this  work,  of  six  cents  per  member. 
We  believe  all  the  Englisb  Synods  voted  favorably  on  this  re- 
quest, but  we  find  that  a  number  of  the  Classes  in  the  Eastern 
portions  of  the  Church  did  not  assume  this  very  small  appor- 
tionment at  all.  The  consequence  is,  that  a  p>ortion  of  the 
English  Church  gives  absolutely  nothing  for  the  extension 
work  except  what  is  given  for  merely  local  work.  How  these 
portions  of  the  Church  can  expect  our  Zion  to  extend  her  in* 
fluence  over  the  large  extent  of  territory  open  to  her,  is  hard  to 
understand.  Instead  of  failing  to  give  anything,  the  appor- 
tionments for  this  work  should  be  gladly  raised,  especially 
when  the  sum  asked  is  so  insignificant. 

The  Board  therefore  asks  of  the  Classes  and  Synods,  that 
an  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member  be  given  the  Board 
for  this  good  and  very  important  work.      If  the  membership, 
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in  general,  will  average  six  cents,  then,  with  the  larger  dona- 
tions given  by  individuals  here  and  there,  the  work  can  be  car- 
ried forward  as  now  inaugurated,  and,  at  least,  part  of  the  in- 
debtedness cancelled  that  now  rests  on  the  Board.  The  Board 
hopes  that  every  Classis  and  Synod  will  accept  this  six  cent 
apportionment. 

CURRENT  EXPENSES. 

The  Board  esteems  it  the  proper  thing  to  do  to  give  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  its  current  expenses  for  the  year.  The 
Church  has  a  right  to  know,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Board  to 
furnish,  a  statement  of  all  the  running  expenses  of  the  Board. 
We  doubt  very  much  whether  any  Board  in  any  Church  does 
as  large  an  amount  of  business,  over  so  larg^  a  territory,  with 
as  small  an  expense  bill  as  the  Home  Board.  We  give  the 
statement  in  a  detailed  form.  To  itemize  every  expense  would 
make  a  very  long  and  tedious  report.  We  give  it  in  such  form 
as  to  easily  indicate  the  expenses  for  the  year.

These  figures  represent  postage  and  every  other  expense 
connected  with  the  meetings  of  the  Board. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  whole  expense  was  $1,422.43. 
The  expenses  of  the  Superintendents  include  traveling,  ex- 
penses on  reports,  postage  on  circulars,  booklets,  leafllets,  en- 
velopes, and  printing  of  circulars  and  other  matter.  Consider- 
ing the  immense  distances  to  be  traversed,  one  need  not  won- 
der at  the  expense  of  traveling  of  Superintendents.  Treasurer 
Boush,  who  is  also  the  attorney  of  the  Board,  up  to  January  i, 
1897,  received  only  $10  per  quarter.  For  both  these  offices 
the  Board  fixed  the  salary  at  $200  per  annum  from  January  i, 
1897.  In  an  ordinary  year,  when  there  is  much  less  printing 
done,  the  expenses  are  also  considerably  less. 

As  an  offset  to  these  expenses,  it  should  be  here  stated, 
that  the  Superintendents  collected  during  the  past  year,  from 
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delinquent  charges  and  other  sources,  a  lai^ge  stun  of  oiGndQr 
that  would  never  have  come  into  the  hands  of  the  Boal^,  but 
for  the  services  of  these  men.  Much  of  their  salary  was  also 
collected  in  this  way. 

All  the  expense  were  kept  at  as  low  a  figure  sus  possible. 
The  Board  allows  the  Secretary  $50  per  annum,  which  is 
merely  a  nominal  salary  for  the  amount  of  labor  performed. 
The  amount  of  work  now  done  runs  up  to  at  least  ,$60,000  a 
yeiar,  when  expressed  in  dollars  and  cents.  It  mtist.be  ad- 
mitted, we  think,  that  the  Board  has  kept,  its  ^penses  witiiin 
very  moderate  limits. 

It  seems  to  become  more  and  more  necessary  for  Uie  Su* 
p^rintendents  to  act  as  financial  agents  of  the  Board,  in  a<kUr 
tion  to  the  other  labors  they  must  perform.  Thid  will  add 
gr^tly  to  the  labors  of  the  office,  but  these  labors  see^  neces- 
sary, and  they  should  be  willingly  undertaken  for  the  good  of 
the  cause. 

THE  GERMAN  WORK. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  an  accotttif  l:riE 
the  operations  of  the  German  Boards.  We  have  received  froQi 
the  proper  authorities  of  these  Boards,  facts  and  statistii<^ 
which  are  of  interest  to  the  whole  Church.  It  will  be  seen  Aa^ 
during  the  past  year  a  number  of  new  missions  were  founded  m 
large  and  important  centers  of  population.  The  German^  icOil- 
tinue  to  come  to  America  in  spite  of  the  stringent  times,  and,  a3 
many  of  these  are  members  of  the  Reformed  Church,  it  be- 
comes us  to  look  after  them  and  provide  for  their  sptrittial 
welfare.  These  people  are  going  into  tfhe  vast  region  of  coun- 
try lying  to  the  Northwest,  between  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  and  Win- 
nipeg. Manitoba.  This  is  rapidly  becoming  the  great  wheat- 
producing  district,  and,  in  course  of  years,  will  number  mil- 
lions in  population.  Some  years  ago  the  General  Board  had 
calls  from  this  region  for  German  pastors,  but  it  did  not  feel 
itself  in  a  position  to  deal  with  the  question  of  German  mission 
work,  for  lack  of  men  and  means.  It  is,  therefore,  gratifying 
to  the  Church  to  know  that  the  Germans  are  grappling  with 
the  question  of  the  extension  of  the  mission  work  into  this  vast 
territory.  They  are  now  arranging  for  the  organization  of 
congregations  in  the  Winnipeg  region.  Doubtless  other  dis- 
tricts, in  the  far  Northwest,  will  receive  attention  in  due  time. 

The  German  brethren  have  also  under  consideration,  the 
renewal,  on  a  more  extensive  scale,  of  the  German  work  on  the 
Pacific  Coast.  To  this  end  they  will  ask  the  aid  of  the  General 
Board.  What  this  Board  will  be  able  to  do,  under  the  present 
financial  conditions,  must  be  determimed  at  the  annual  meeting 
on  April  27th,  1897,  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.  All  will  agree,  how- 
ever, that  the  work  should  have  all  the  encouragement  possible. 
Our  German  brethren  on  the  Pacific  Coast  sihould  not  be  left 
to  struggle  alone  and  finally  be  compelled  to  give  up  in  despair.

The  missions  at  the  foot  of  the  roll  of  the  Western  German 
Board,  have  been  lately  organized,  and  the  first  annual  report 
has  not  been  furnished,  and  therefore  the  statistics  are  incom- 
plete. The  last  ten  missions  in  the  list  belong  to  the  Eastern 
German  Synod.  It  will  be  seen  that  these  missions  are  all  in 
lai^  cities  or  flourishing  towns,  and  have  plenty  of  material 
upon  which  to  build  up  thrifty  congregations. 

The  German  Mission  Boards  are  also  doing  considerable 
work  along  the  lines  of  church  extension.  The  Board  of  the 
German  Synod  of  the  East  has  just  made  arrangements  to 
strengthen  this  arm  of  the  work,  but  has  no  fund  on  hand,  as 
yet,  with  which  to  do  aggressive  wwk.  It  is,  however,  now 
accumulating  such  a  fund. 

The  German  Bi-Synodic  Board  of  the  West  has  a  fund  oE  . 
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$24,015.61  with  which  to  carry  forward  the  extension  work. 
These  funds  are  telling  favorably  for  the  spread  of  the  Church. 
The  German  Syncxis,  like  the  English,  are  becoming  con- 
vinced that  the  mission  work  of  the  Church  cannot  be  ad- 
vanced, as  it  should  be,  without  funds  for  this  particular  de- 
partment. 

MISCELLANEOUS  MATTERS. 

The  General  Board  of  Missions  and  the  Sunday-school 
Board  still  labor  together  harmoniously.  During  the  past  year 
little  new  work  could  be  taken  up.  For  this  reason.  Brother 
J.  C.  Homing,  th«  very  efficient  Sunday-school  Missionary, 
was  employed  most  of  the  time  in  supplying  missions  already 
established.  It  was  the  intention  of  both  Boards  that  work 
should  conunence  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  by  the  organization  of  a 
Sunday-school,  of  which  Brother  Homing  should  have  charge. 
But  the  organization  of  a  Sunday-school  in  such  a  city  means 
almost  the  immediate  organization  of  a  con|fregation,  and  this 
in  turn  means  the  purchase  of  a  lot  and  building  of  a  church. 
This  latter  work  the  Board  is  not  able  to  do,  at  this  time,  so 
that  it  was  deemed  best  not  to  commence  the  work  until  the 
financial  conditions  are  more  encouraging. 

The  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  General  Synod  had 
promised  the  Board  the  annual  sum  of  $4,000  for  its  work. 
During  the  three  years  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  General 
Synod  at  Dayton,  little  more  than  half  the  sum  promised  was 
paid.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Society  at  Dayton,  the  same  sum 
was  again  promised.  If  the  Board  will  receive  this  sum,  it  will 
be  a  great  help  toward  the  extension  of  the  work.  The  Board 
hopes  that  these  societies  will  take  a  more  general  interest  in 
the  home  work. 

During  the  year,  the  Board  had  printed  and  distributed  in 
the  Church,  2,000  copies  of  a  "booklet**  on  the  "Extension 
Work  of  the  Church,"  with  the  ho|>e  that  it  may  awaken  a 
more  general  interest  in  this  department  of  the  work.  It  is 
believed  that  it  has  accomplished  some  good  already.  Then, 
too,  the  Board  sent  out  a  "leafllet"  on  the  present  condition  of 
the  Board,  with  an  appeal  for  aid  to  relieve  the  present  stress  in 
which  the  Board  finds  itself.  This,  we  know,  has  accomplished 
considerable  good,  if  we  may  judge  by  the  amount  of  money 
received  as  an  answer  thereto.  Other  circulars  and  tracts  were 
sent  out  during  the  year,  for  the  information  of  the  people,  and 
45,000  envelopes  have  been  distributed  gratis  among  the 
churches  for  the  Easter  oflfering. 

The  Board  had  published,  and  sends  out  5,000  copies  of 
this  report.  Tliese  copies  are  sufficient  to  supply  all  the  pas- 
tors, consistories,  missionary  and  endeavor  societies.  The 
Board  is  anxious  that  these  shall  have  the  reprrt,  as  they  are  the 
official  persons  and  bodies,  so  to  speak,  of  the  congregations. 
The  Board  hopes  that  they  will  be  used  to  good  effect  to  help 
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awaken  a  greater  interest  in  the  work  throughout  the  Church. 
For  the  membership  of  the  Church  in  general,  the  most  im- 
portant portions  of  this  report  will  be  published,  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  '^Reformed  Church  Tidings." 

Notwithstanding  the  stringency  of  the  times,  the  Board 
has  great  reason  for  thanksgi .  ing  for  the  progress  made  d,  rin^^ 
the  year.  Hoping  and  praying  that  this  report,  setting  forth 
the  progress  of  the  work,  may  be  read  with  interest,  and  may 
also  accomplish  much  good,  it  is  now  sent  forth  in  the  name 
of  the  Master,  whose  cause  it  represents.

m^— A  Communioatlon  from  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  of 
Gfroneral  Synod,  Conoeminc  the  Defioienoy  in  the  Treasury. 

The  communication  was  read  on  Thursday  afternoon  and 
was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions,  and  is  as 
follows : 

To  the  Rez'erend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions,  held  in  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  October  5,  1897,  the 
following  was  adopted,  to  wit: 

That  the  Board  hereby  appeals  to  the  different  English 
Synods  to  adopt  measures  to  immediately  relieve  the  Board  of 
its  pressing  financial  embarrassment,  and,  in  order  to  do  this, 
suggests  that  each  Synod  designate  a  day  on  which  a  special 
offering  shall  be  taken  in  each  of  its  congregations  for  the  pur- 
pose of  raising  $10,000  over  and  above  the  apportionment  for 
the  current  year,  to  meet  a  loan  made  at  the  meeting  in  July, 
1897,  to  pay  the  missionaries. 

That  Superintendent  D.  S.  Fouse  and  Elder  C.  M.  Boush 
be  appointed  to  lay  this  action  before  the  Pittsburg  Synod  at  its 
present  annual  meeting.

IV.—^  Communication  from  the  Secretary  of  General  Synod's 

Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

The  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions was  read  Tliursday  morning  and  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions.     The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

Reverend  and  Dear  Brethren:  In  presenting  to  your 
reverend  body  our  annual  statement  of  the  progress  and  con- 
dition of  our  Foreign  Mission  work,  we  would  be  remiss  did 


we  fail,  first  of  all  to  record  with  thankful  hearts,  the  gracious 
c»rc  and  blessing  vouchsafed  us  by  a  favoring  Providence, 

The  past  year  records  a  history  of  exceptional  embarrass- 
ments and  difficulties  in  the  v^ork  of  Christian  Missions.  With 
tht  field  never  before  so  inviting'  for  aggressive  movements, 
and  the  door  of  (^Jportunity  never  so  widely  thrown  open,  a 
fcH-ward  movement  has  been  held  in  arrest  by  a  growing  short- 
^e  of  means.  This  is  true  of  both  the  Home  and  Foreign 
work.  So  distressing  lias  the  hindrance  proved,  as  not  only  to 
forbid  advance  movement,  but  even  to  threaten  the  necessity 
of  abandoning  advantages  already  gained.  This  evil  has  been 
widely  fek  among  the  Churches,  nor  has  our  own  entirely  es- 
caped. This  is  true  especially  of  our  Home  work,  as  we  all 
sadly  know.  It  is  therefore  with  profound  gratitude  to  Got! 
that  our  Forrign  Board  is  able  to  say  that  it  finds  itself,  in  large 
partr  a'surprisug  exception  to  this  wide-spread  experience.  A 
lew  tnonths  ago  the  outlook  for  it  was  unpromising.  But  the 
good  Spirit  o(  God  moved  upon  the  hearts  of  our  people,  so 
that  our  work  is  going  uninterruptedly  forward.  This,  of 
course,  does  not  imply  that  we  have  made  any  advance  in  the 
accumulation  of  means  for  the  planting  of  a  new  Mission  in 
China.     Provision  for  that  yet  remains  to  be  made. 

The  prepress  of  evangelization  in  Japan  has  not  been,  for 
the  last  few  years,  as  marked  as  we  could  desire.  The  people 
are  absorbed  in  their  political  affairs.  Their  victory  over 
China  has  served  to  inflame  them  with  a  spirit  of  ambition  and 
ultra-nationality,  and  they  are  disinclined  to  give  heed  to  the 
interests  of  religion.  Many  who  have  professed  Christianity 
are  led  astray,  and  not  a  few  have  fallen  away.  This  will  ac- 
count for  the  fact  that,  although  accessions  by  baptism  are 
quite  encouraging,  the  number  of  active  church  members 
shows  but  little  increase. 

One  of  the  material  causes  of  this  evil  is  the  want  of  a  suf- 
ficient number  of  really  efficient  evangelists.  While  our 
Tohoku  Gakuin  is  yearly  sending  out  good  young  men,  many 
besides  have  to  be  employed  who  fail  in  efficiency.  To  dismiss 
these  last,  would  be  to  close  some  preaching  stations.  Hence 
they  are  retained  until  better  men  can  be  secured.  This  serves 
in  a  telling  manner,  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  our  Train- 
ing School. 

With  the  expansion  of  our  work,  another  want  is  making 
itself  more  keenly  felt.  These  Japanese  evangelists  are  mostly 
young  men,  but  recently  converted  from  heathenism.  They 
are  comparatively  "babes  in  Christ,"  and  it  is  not  strange  that 
they  need,  in  their  fields,  the  oversight  of  our  missionaries. 
They  should  be  frequently  visited  by  our  American  Christians. 
This  our  missionaries  do,  even  beyond  their  strength.  Only 
two  of  them,  however,  devote  their  full  time  to  evangelistic

work,  viz:  Revs.  Dr.  Moore  and  Miller.  The  rest  of  them 
are  engaged  in  teaching  in  the  school.  But  what  are  two  men 
in  a  territory  700  miles  long  by  200  wide?  This  branch  of  our 
work  will  need  to  be  reinforced  in  the  near  future.  The  ar- 
rangement by  which  it  was  expected  to  locate  our  missionaries 
at  different  points  in  our  extended  field,  has  been  but  partially 
effected.  Rev.  Dr.  Moore  has  removed  to  Tokyo,  and  is  doing 
an  admirable  work  there.  Rev.  H.  K.  Miller  still  remains  in 
Sendai,  pushing  forward  his  Miyamachi  work,  at  which  point 
he  is  erecting  a  Chapel;  and  having  been  appointed  Principal 
of  the  Evangelistic  Work,  will  travel  widely  in  the  northern 
part  of  our  field,  giving  special  attention  to  Yamagata.  Rev. 
S.  S.  Snyder  having  been  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Industrial 
Home,  cannot  as  yet  be  spared  from  Sendai. 

Our  two  Schools  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  During 
the  last  year  there  were  147  students  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin,  of 
whom  58  are  Christians,  and  21  of  them  theological  students, 
of  whom  eight  graduated.  Eleven  students  were  baptized  dur-^ 
ing  the  year.  Nearly  all  of  the  non-Christians,  are  new  stu- 
dents. The  Girls'  School  had  57  scholars  last  year,  and  is  go- 
ing prosperously  forward.  During  a  recent  violent  earth- 
quake, two  of  the  younger  scholars  were  seriously  injured,  but 
are  now  about  recovered. 

During  the  year,  two  additional  missionaries  have  been^ 
sent  to  the  field:  Mr.  Paul  L.  Gerhard  and  Miss  Lillie  M^ 
Kohrbaugh.  Mr.  Gerhard  is  unordained,  and  takes  the  chair 
of  English  Language  and  Literature  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin. 
This  chair  was  established  to  relieve  the  teachers  of  other 
branches,  and  to  afford  them  more  time  for  the  study  of  the 
Japanese  language.  Miss  Rohrbaugh  goes  into  the  Girls' 
School  as  an  additional  teacher,  as  it  is  found  that  the  labors  of 
the  other  two  ladies  were  too  great.  The  Board  was  enabled 
to  send  her  out  by  the  W.  M.  S.  G.  S.  assuming  the  cost,  as 
also  her  support. 

As  already  intimated,  the  finances  of  the  Board  are  at 
the  present  time  in  a  fairly  comfortable  condition.  We  have 
but  little  or  no  embarrassing  indebtedness.  This  condition, 
however,  can  be  maintained  only  by  a  full  payment  of  the  ap- 
portionment named  by  General  Synod.  Our  work  is  increas- 
ing every  year,  and  so,  of  course,  are  our  expenses.  Of  the 
$35,000  apportioned  by  General  Synod,  $30,000  are  estimated' 
for  the  Japan  work,  and  $5,000  for  a  new  Mission  in  China^ 
For  the  Japan  work  we  will  need  that  sum.  We  would,  there- 
fore, most  respectfully  ask  your  reverend  body  to  take  sucfr 
action  as  will  assure  for  us  your  Synod's  share  of  the  full  sumi 
You  will  please  notice  that  $30,000  for  a  membership  of  over 
^25,000  is  exceedingly  small.     Should  the  Church  furnish  the 
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Board  with  the  additional  $5,000,  it  will  hasten  to  take  steps  to 
plant  the  new  Mission.

Dear  Brethren:  In  behalf  of  the  Joint  Publishing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  and 
Sunday  School  Work,  we  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  favor- 
able action  taken  by  your  reverend  body,  respecting  Reformed 
Church  Tidings,  was  loyally  and  generally  accepted  by  our 
congregations.  The  paid  circulation  during  the  first  year  ex- 
ceeded 25,000  copies.  The  advertising  receipts  were  good, 
considering  the  fact  that  an  advertising  medium  musit  be  estab- 
lished before  it  gains  the  confidence  arnd  receives  the  patronage 
of  the  advertiser. 

Starting  without  capital  or  experience,  it  could  hardly  be 
expected  that  Tidings  would  pay  its  way  the  first  year.  But 
the  financial  statement  herewith  given  shows  that  within  the 
next  year  or  so  the  paper  can  be  made  at  least  self-supporting. 
The  money  advanced  by  the  several  Boards  has  actually  been 
earned  by  the  increased  offerings  flowing  in,  and  the  enlarged 
business  of  the  Sunday  School  Board.

VI.^ReBolntion   on  Defloienoy  In  tl&e   Treasury   of  Board   of 

Home  Missions  of  General  Synod. 

The  following  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  on 
Monday  afternoon : 

Whereas,  There  exists  a  large  deficiency  in  the  contribu- 
tions for  Home  Missions,  greatly  crippling  the  operations  of 
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the  Board,  preventing  the  establishment  of  new  missions  in 
places  where  they  are  urgently  called  for  and  causing  great 
privation  and  suffering  to  the  missionaries  in  the  field;  and» 
whereas,  this  deficiency  is  believed  to  be  due  largely  to  sec- 
tional divisions  in  certain  portions  of  the  Qiurch,  especially  in 
the  two  Eastern  Synods,  and  to  a  diversion  of  funds  which 
should  properly  go  to  the  support  of  missions  to  other  objects; 
therefore. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  hereby  expresses  its  profound 
regret  at  the  existing  condition  of  things  in  the  Church,  and 
especially  at  its  disastrous  effects  upon  the  work  of  Home 
Missions. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  respectfully  overtures  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  to  adopt  measures  by  which  every  portion  of  the 
Church  and  every  single  congregation  may  be  brought  to  con- 
tribute its  fair  share  towards  the  support  of  Home  Missions  as 
well  as  other  common  objects,  and  by  which  new  impulse  and 
life  may  be  communicated  to  the  cause  of  Home  Missions^ 
which  is  a  cause  of  most  vital  importance  to  the  Reformed 
Church  at  the  present  time. 

Vllw— Report  of  the  Standing  GomaUttee  on  MlerioMe, 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  reported  on  Mon- 
day forenoon.  The  report  was  considered  by  items.  Items  i 
to  4  were  severally  adopted.  The  sums  recommended  in  items 
5  and  6  were  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance. 
And  the  items  5  and  6  adopted  and  the  report  as  a  whcrie 
adopted.     The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Rcz'crcnd  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Missions  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report : 

The  papers  referred  to  us  are : 

1.  The  Report  of  Synod's  Board  of  Missions. 

2.  Tlie  Report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. 

3.  A  communication  from  the  same  Board  concerning 
the  deficiency  in  its  Treasury. 

4.  A  communication  from  Rev.  S.  N.  Callender,  D.D.» 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

5.  A  communication  from  the  Sunday  School  Board  re- 
specting the  Reformed  Church  Tidings. 

We  arc  glad  to  learn  that  notwithstanding  the  stringency 
of  the  times,  neither  the  Home  nor  Foreign  Mission  Work 
has  been  compelled  to  narrow  its  limits,  but  it  is  to  be  very 
much  regretted  that  the  several  Boards  have  not  been  able  to 
expand  their  work,  and  to  make  favorable  answer  to  the  many 
calls  made  upon  them  from  new  and  promising  points,  owing 
to  the  lack  of  funds.  And  it  is  a  sad  fact  that,  unless  the  Board 
of  Home  Missions  is  speedily  relieved  of  the  heavy  debt  rest- 
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ing  upon  it,  it  will  not  be  able  to  make  any  further  effort  to  en- 
large its  work,  but  may  on  the  contrary  be  compelled  to  re- 
trench to  such  an  extent  as  to  imperil  much  of  what  has  been 
hitherto  gained  at  the  cost  of  much  labor  and  no  little  sacrifice 
on  the  part  of  many.  Whilst  this  Synod  has  in  recent  years 
contributed  to  this  cause  more  than  the  amount  asked  of  it, 
there  is  still  room  for  more  liberal  contributions  to  both  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions. 

We  regret  that  nothing  could  be  done  by  our  Board  for 
the  places  of  interest  to  which  its  attention  was  called  last  year, 
namely:  Punxsutawney,  Vandergrift,  Duquesne  and  Home- 
stead. 

We  recommend  the  following  for  consideration  and  adop- 
tion: 

Resolved y  (i)  That  we  commend  the  cause  of  both  Home 
and  Foreign  Missions  to  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  our  peo- 
ple, and  urge  the  several  Classes  to  adopt  such  measures  as 
shall  bring  these  interests  home  to  their  hearts  that  all  may 
learn  the  duty  and  experience  the  blessedness  of  giving  to  the 
I-ord. 

Resolved,  (2)  That  we  again  call  the  attention  of  Synod's 
Board  to  the  points  of  interest  within  our  own  bounds. 

Resolved,  (3)  That  we  lament  the  fact  that  the  deficiency  in 
the  Treasury  of  the  General  Board  still  exists,  and  that  the  spe- 
cial effort  made  by  the  General  Sui>erintendent  last  spring, 
brought  only  partial  relief,  and  that  while  this  Synod  has 
already  done  more  than  was  required  of  it  by  the  apportion- 
ments placed  upon  it,  we  nevertheless  set  apart  the  second 
Sunday  before  Advent  to  be  sacredly  devoted  to  prayers  and 
the  giving  of  alms  for  the  relief  of  the  Board  of  Home  Mis- 
sions. 

Resolvedy  (4)  That  we  commend  the  Reformed  Church 
Tidings  to  our  people,  and  request  the  Classes  to  take  action 
by  which  a  copy  may  be  placed  in  every  family. 

(5)  We  also  recommend  the  following  apportionments: 

For  Home  Missions $4,500 

For  Hungarian  Work 450 

For  Harbor  Missions 90 

Total    $5,040 

We  also  recommend  the  apportionment  of  six  cents  per 
member  for  Church  Extension. 

We  recommend  also  the  continuation  of  the  apportion- 
ment of  $2,600,  commonly  called  the  Tentative  Apportionment 
for  Foreign  Missions. 

Resolved,  (6)  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  instructed  to 
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pay  the  expenses  of  Synod's  Board  of  Missions,  amounting  to

INSTITUTIONS  OF  I£ARNINO. 

I^— Report  of  the  Board  of  Direetors  of  St.  Paul's  Orpkame' 

Home,  Batler,  Pa.,  to  July,  1897. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  re- 
ported Friday  morning.  The  part  calling  for  the  election  of  12 
Directors  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Nominations.  The  report  proper  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as 
follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsbttrgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Board  begs  leave  to  report  as 
follows:  The  management* of  the  Home  has  been  on  the  same 
general  plan  and  policy  as  in  preceding  years,  and  the  Chris- 
tian, intellectual  and  physical  training  of  the  children  has  re- 
ceived due  attention,  with  satisfactory  results.  At  the  date  to 
which  this  report  ends,  viz:  June  i,  1897,  the  number  of 
Church  orphans  in  the  Home  is  50  (fifty),  and  27  pay  children. 
This  increased  disproportion  in  numbers  requires  an  increased 
financial  support  from  the  Church,  or  will  necessitate  a  dimin- 
ution of  the  number  of  Church  orphans. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  deficit  of  $1,000  in  the  current 
expense  of  the  Home  existed  at  the  close  of  the  year,  requiring 
a  loan,  and  hence  an  additional  indebtedness  of  that  amount, 
we  desire  Synod  lo  either  instnict  us  as  to  the  further  admis- 
sion of  destitute  orphans  until  the  number  has  decreased  to  be 
within  our  income,  or  furnish  the  means  to  avoid  additional 
indebtedness.  The  situation  is  sufficiently  grave  to  challenge 
a  deliverance  from  Synod  as  to  what  shall  be  the  future  policy 
of  the  Board.

We  respectfully  suggest  that  this  Synod  so  modify  the 
action  of  a  year  ago,  as  to  recommend  to  our  Churches  and 
Sunday  Schools,  Christmas  and  Children's  Day  as  suitable 
times  in  which  to  make  ofJerings  for  the  support  of  the  Home. 

It  has  been  discovered  that  the  charter  of  incorporation  of 
the  Home  limits  the  number  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to 
twelve  (12);  Under  some  misapprehension  of  this  fact,  the 
number  hitherto  has  been  sixteen.  The  Board  thinks  that  it 
would  be  well  at  this  time  to  conform  our  action  to  the  terms 
prescribed  by  the  charter.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
Synod  elect  twelve  Directors,  so  as  to  comply  with  the  act  of 
incorporation,  these  Directors  to  take  the  place  of  the  Board 
now  in  office. 

The  Board  takes  pleasure  in  recording  the  fact  that 
friends  and  supporters  of  the  Home  from  different  parts  of  our 
Synod,  to  the  number  of  about  4,000,  assembled  at  the  Home 
in  one  grand  social  gathering,  on  August  12th,  for  the  purpose 
of  seeing  our  Home  and  becoming  better  acquainted  with  its 
inmates  and  management.  The  Superintendent  provided  am- 
ply for  the  entertainment  of  all  at  a  moderate  and  reasonable 
expense.     The  financial  g^in  to  the  Home  treasury  was  $435. 

This  Board  requests  your  reverend  body  to  appoint  a 
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committee  of  five,  who  shall  be  authorized  to  fix  and  amiounoe 
a  certain  day  to  be  known  as  "St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  Day^** 
arrange  for  excursion  or  excursion  rates  over  the  various  rail- 
roads as  far  as  possible,  and  invite  all  friends  and  supporters  of 
the  Home  to  gather  there  on  said  day;  and  also  provide  a  pro- 
gram suitable  to  the  occasion. 

Commending  the  Home  and  all  its  inmates  to  the  Father 
of  the  fatherless  and  the  prayers  and  alms  of  His  peofde,  this 
report  is  Respectfully  submitted.

Hw— Keport  of  Board  of  Trsatoos  of  Xdtoraiy  Znstitmtloas. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported 
Saturday  morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  would  re- 
port: 

First.  The  Board  held  a  meeting  on  October  8th,  1897, 
and  was  organized  by  the  election  of  D.  H.  Leader,  President, 
and  D.  B.  Lady,  D.D.,  Ckrk. 

The  business  before  the  Board  at  this  meeting  was  report 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  C.  C.  Institute,  made  through  their 
President  This  institution  is  the  only  one  over  which  your 
Board  has  jurisdiction.  From  this  report  of  its  Trustees,  we 
learn : 

First,  That  the  school  has  prosecuted  its  work  without 
interruption  during  the  past  year,  with  Prof.  W.  L.  Smith  as 
Principal,  assisted  by  two  additional  teachers,  and  with  an  at- 
tendance of  students  varying  from  10  to  12  during  the  winter 
term,  to  50  or  60  during  the  summer  term. 

Second,  That  the  property  is  in  fairly  good  repair,  but 
with  a  few  hundred  dollars  of  an  outlay  could  be  greatly  im- 
proved. 

Third.  With  reference  to  the  proposed  transfer  of  this 
institute  to  the  entire  ownership  of  Synod — 2l  proposition  made 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  same  and  accepted  by  Synod 
one  year  ago — it  would  seem  that  said  Board  has  not  been  able 
to  carry  this  action  into  effect  and  complete  the  transfer;  nor 
does  it  appear  clear  to  the  Trustees  of  the  institute  as  to 
whether  they  shall  be  at  all  able  to  do  so.  The  cause  of  this 
has  not  been  made  clear  to  your  Board,  beyond  the  statement 
that  Qarion  Classis  had  postponed  action  on  this  matter  for 
one  year  from  its  last  annual  meeting.  We  mention  these  facts 
for  your  information,  and,  if  need  be,  further  consideration. 
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and  would  commend  anew  the  institution  to  your  care  and 

patronage.

The  report  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  was  read  on 
Thursday  morning.  It  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  tlie  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  tJie  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States: 

I  beg  leave  to  present  the  following  report  on  behalf  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College: 

The  enrollment  of  students  during  the  past  year  has  been 
as  follows:  Graduate  Students,  2;  Seniors,  31;  Juniors,  56; 
Sophomores,  33;  Freshmen,  44;  Special  Students,  12;  total, 
178.

Haas,  Harvey  W.  Metzler,  J.  Frank  Meyer,  Edward  L.  Pontz, 
and  William  F.  Ziegler,  of  the  class  of  '94. 

The  degree  of  A.M.  for  work  done  and  the  presentation 
of  a  thesis  was  conferred  upon  Eugene  H.  Bobb,  of  the  class 
of  '95. 

The  following  honorary  degrees  were  conferred :  The  de- 
gree of  D.D.  upon  the  Rev.  John  W.  Steinmetz,  of  Reading, 
Pa. ;  the  degree  of  LL.D.  upon  the  Hon.  John  D.  Livingston, 
of  Lancaster,  Pa. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity  was,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Faculty  and  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary,  conferred  upon  the  Rev.  C.  Clif 
Clark,  of  Elizabeth,  N.  J.;  the  Rev.  E.  Ranson  Deatrick, 


Woodbury,  Md.,  and  the  Rev.  William  I.  Stewart,  of  BaHi- 
more,  Md. 

The  number  of  new  students  admitted  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year  is  as  follows:  Seniors,  i;  Juniors,  4;  Sq[>ho- 
mores,  3;  Freshmen,  36;  students  taking  a  partial  course,  7; 
total,  51. 

The  financial  results  of  the  year's  operations  is  fully  as  en- 
couraging as  could  be  expected.  A  good  deal  of  damage  was 
done  to  the  College  building,  the  Observatory,  and  the  Acad- 
emy building,  by  *the  heavy  storm  last  autumn,  and  a  great 
many  trees  on  the  campus  were  blown  down  or  broken.  The 
expenses  for  necessary  repairs  were,  therefore,  heavier  than 
usual.  The  outlay  for  necessary  apparatus  and  material  in  the 
Scientific  Department  was  also  greatly  increased  on  account  of 
the  lar^e  number  of  students.  The  Committee  on  Grounds 
and  Buildings  expended  $2,858.61  in  permanent  improvements, 
which  amount  was  provided  for  by  moneys  paid  into  the  trea*> 
sury  by  the  Savings  and  Loan  Association.  Not  counting 
these  permanent  improvements,  the  expenditures  apparently 
exceeded  the  income  from  investments  and  contingent  fees  by 
$1,168.79;  but,  as  there  is  interest  due  the  Treasurer  to  the 
amount  of  $1,030,  there  was  an  actual  deficit  of  $138.79. 

The  College  received  notice  of  three  important  gifts  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  The  first  is  a  bequest  by  the  late  Daniel 
Black,  Esq.,  of  Easton,  Pa.,  in  the  form  of  a  residuary  interest 
in  his  estate  after  the  death  of  a  nephew  and  niece,  Howard  P. 
Kinzey  and  Mary  B.  Kinzey.  The  second  is  the  magnificent 
gift  of  a  new  Library  building,  to  be  called  the  Watts  de  Pey- 
ster  Library,  by  General  J.  Watts  d^t  Peyster,  of  Tivoli,  N.  Y. 
The  third  is  a  bequest  by  Mr.  Peter  Kerlin,  of  St.  Thomas,  Pa., 
of  a  portion  of  his  estate  to  constitute  the  Peter  Kerlin  Library 
Fund. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  past 
summer  in  Harbaugh  Hall  and  the  Academy  building.  The 
management  in  both  institutions  has  also  been  changed.  The 
buildings  are  in  better  condition,  the  accommodations  are 
greatly  improved,  and  a  larger  degree  of  comfort  is  therefore 
assured  to  the  students  than  ever  before.  The  Academy  has 
passed  into  new  hands;  T.  G.  Helm  and  E.  M.  Hartman,  both 
of  them  graduates  of  the  College,  thorough  scholars  and  expe- 
rienced teachers,  having  taken  charge  at  the  beginning  of  the 
present  year.  There  are  upwards  of  forty  new  students  in  at- 
tendance, and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  Academy  now 
offers  superior  advantages,  both  with  respect  to  physical  com- 
forts, thorough  instruction,  and  moral  and  religious  training. 

The  teaching  force  of  the  College  remains  substantially 
the  same  as  last  year.  The  only  exception  is  that  Prof.  C. 
Nevin  Heller  has  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  the  year  to  pro- 
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secute  graduate  studies  in  Cornell  University,  and  his  place  is 
meanwhile  filled  by  Prof.  Ambrose  Cort,  whose  scholarship 
and  success  as  a  teacher  are  favorably  known. 

The  Financial  Secretary  of  the  College,  the  Rev.  A.  M. 
Schmidt,  has  been  prosecuting  his  work  with  unwearied  in- 
dustry and  zeal.  A  great  deal  of  preparatory  work  has  been 
done,  and  some  very  good  subscriptions  have  been  taken. 
But,  because  of  the  discouraging  financial  situation,  compara- 
tively few  pastors  have  seen  their  way  clear  to  open  their 
charges  for  a  thorough  canvass.  Now,  however,  as  the  finan- 
cial outlook  is  brightening  and  the  industrial  condition  of  the 
country  improving,  it  is  hoped  that  room  will  be  made  during 
the  present  year  for  thorough  and  effective  work  in  the  field. 

The  great  need  of  the  College  now  is  a  new  Scientific 
building,  with  room  for  Laboratories,  Museums,  etc.  A  num- 
ber of  liberal-minded  gentlemen  have  subscribed  generously 
for  this  special  purpose,  and  the  enterprise  is  most  heartily 
commended  to  the  liberality  of  the  Church  and  the  friends  of 
our  institution.  The  situation  is  such  that  strenuous  efforts  to 
bring  this  undertaking  to  a  speedy  completion,  and  to  increase  . 
the  endowment  fund,  must  be  continued  during  the  coming 
year;  and  in  behalf  of  this  work  we  would  earnestly  bespeak 
your  sympathy,  your  prayers,  and  your  earnest  co-operation.

Your  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  the  following  papers  have  been  referred  to  us : 

I.  Report  of  the  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home.

VI.  A  Report  and  Catalogue  of  AUentown  College  for 
Women. 

From  these  sources  of  information  we  learn : 
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St.  That  the  work  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  has  been 
carried  forward  without  interruption  during  the  year,  and  has 
continued  to  bestow  its  blessings  upon  the  orphan  as  an  indi- 
viduaJ,  as  well  as  upon  the  Church  at  larg^e.  From  year  to 
year,  the  work  has  been  increasing  on  our  hands;  but  the  funds 
to  support  the  work  have  not  increased  in  a  corresponding  de- 
gree. During  the  year,  the  number  of  paj'-children  has  de- 
creased, while  the  number  of  Church  orphans  has  increased. 
A  debt  of  $1 ,000  has  been  incurred.  Some  special  efforts  to 
augment  the  income  have  been  made;  among  which  may  be 
mentioned  St.  Paul's  Day,  which  netted  the  Home  $435. 

2d.  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute  has  been  in  operation 
during  the  year  under  the  Principalship  of  Prof.  W.  L.  Smith. 
Some  progress  has  been  made,  yet  not  as  much  as  should  have 
been. 

3d.  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  is  manifesting  in- 
creasing enthusiasm,  strength  and  activity  in  all  departments 
of  its  work.  The  De  Peyster  Library,  together  with  several 
other  generous  though  smaller  gifts  to  the  College,  are 
sources  of  great  encouragement,  calculated  to  inspire  new  zeal 
all  along  the  line.  A  new  Scientific  building — a  design  of 
which  has  been  submitted — is  much  needed,  and  steps  are 
being  taken  toward  the  erection  of  such  a  building. 

4th.  The  Woman's  College  at  Frederick,  Md.,  is  enlarg- 
ing its  influence.  Its  flourishing  condition  challenges  the  at- 
tention of  the  Church. 

5th.  Mercersburg  College  is  also  in  a  most  excellent  con- 
dition, and,  as  an  Academy,  admits  of  but  few  superiors  among 
the  excellent  schools  of  its  class  in  this  country. 

6th.  The  Report  and  Catalogue  of  Allentown  College  for 
Women  shows  that  institution  to  be  also  in  a  most  flourishing 
condition. 

Based  upon  the  foregoing  facts,  we  oPEer  the  following  rec- 
ommendations : 

(t)  In  order  to  have  a  more  general  distribution  of  O.  H. 
envelopes.  Resolved,  That  we  instruct  the  Superiritendei>t  of  the- 
Home  to  have  prepared  and  sent,  a  sufficient  number  of  reat. 
and  appropriate  envelopes,  to  supply  all  our  chaises. 

(2)  The  success  of  St.  Paul's  Day  last  year,  encourages, 
us  to  greater  earnestness  in  this  matter  and  to  suggest  that  the 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Home  appoint  a  committee  of  five 
persons,  who  shall  have  charge  of  all  arrangements  appertain- 
ing to  the  holding  of  St.  Paul's  Day  during  the  present  Synod- 
ical  year. 

(3)  Resolved,  That  we  recommend  the  observance  of  Chil- 
dren's Day,  and  that  the  offerings  be  given  to  St.  Paul's- 
Orphan  Home ;  and  further,  that  the  Classes  be  instructed  to- 
urge  upon  all  the  charges  to  appoint  in  each  congregation,  an* 
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earnest,  consecrated  Christian  woman,  who  shall  aid  in  increas- 
ing the  offerings  to  the  Home. 

(4)  Resolved,  That  we  continue  to  show  our  interest,  as 
heretofore,  in  the  progress  of  C.  C.  I.;  and  as  far  as  possible  we 
increase  our  efforts  to  further  this  work. 

(5)  It  is  most  gratifying  to  learn  of  the  increasing  pros- 
perity of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College;  and  that  its  pros* 
perity  may  further  be  assured,  we  recommend  that  the  Finan- 
cial Agent  of  the  College  be  encouraged  to  visit  our  charges, 
and  aided  by  us  in  his  efforts  to  secure  funds  for  the  increased 
endowments  of  the  College. 

(6)  We  rejoice  heartily  in  the  prosperous  condition  of 
both  the  Woman's  College  at  Frederick,  Md.,  and  the  Allen* 
town  College  for  Women;  and  would  recommend  a  liberal 
patronage  on  the  part  of  those  who  may  have  daughters  to 
educate. 

(7)  That  we  most  cheerfully  recommend  Mercersburg 
College  to  the  attention  of  the  people  of  our  Synod,  as  well  as 
to  all  others,  desiring  for  their  sons  the  advantages  of  an  insti- 
tution of  learning,  such  as  old  time-honored  Mercersburg  now 
offers.

The  Committee  on  Increased  Endowment,  reported  on 
Thursday  afternoon.     The  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows: 
To  the  Rez'creyid  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  offer  the  following: 

Rev.  Ambrose  M.  Schmidt,  the  Financial  Agent  of  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College,  has  been  in  communication  with  the 
several  members  of  Synod's  Committee ;  he  also  visited  a  num- 
ber of  the  Classes  at  their  annual  sessions  this  spring,  and  pre- 
sented the  cause  to  these  bodies.  But,  because  of  the  financial 
depression  of  the  country,  no  general  efforts  were  put  forth  to 
secure  additions  to  the  endowment  funds. 

Your  committee  recommends,  first,  that  the  pastors  of 
Synod  be  requested,  through  their  Classes,  to  admit  the  Finan- 
cial Agent  to  their  pulpits  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the 
cause  before  the  people;  secondly,  that  each  pastor  be  re- 
quested, in  the  same  way,  to  preach  one  sermon  during  the 
year,  on  the  importance  and  needs  of  our  literary  institution  at 
Lancaster,  Pa.

The  communication  was  read  on  Friday  afternoon  and 
referred  to  a  special  committee.  The  following  is  the  com- 
munication: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

By  reason  of  the  increased  number  of  students  attending^ 
Fmnklin  and  Marshall  College,  the  present  facilities  for  work 
are  altogether  inadequate,  and  perhaps  no  department  calls, 
more  loudly  for  help  than  the  department  of  the  sciences.    A 
scientific  building  with  large  recitation  rooms,  laboratories  and 
work  tables,  is  an  imperative  necessity.     In  order  that  this* 
building  may  be  erected  very  soon,  the  three  Synods  under 
whose  control  the  College  stands,  are  respectfully  overtured 
to  take  such  action  as  will  secure  a  science  building  for  the 
College.    The  plan  proposed  is,  that  a  science  building  be- 
erected  in  three  sections,  covering  the  departments  of  Chem- 
istry, Physics  and  Natural  Sciences,  and  that  each  of  the  three 
Synods  be  requested  to  provide  one  section  of  the  building.. 
According  to  plans  deemed  adequate  to  present  and  future- 
needs,  the  central  section  of  this  building  will  be  three  stories^ 
with  basement,  the  third  story  for  the  museum  and  the  two> 
end  sections  two  stories  with  basement.    The  estimated  cost 
of  the  entire  building  is  $35,000  to  $40,000,  i.  e.,  the  central 
section  costing  $15,000  or  $18,000,  and  the  end  sections  $10,- 
000  or  $12,000  each.      The  Pittsburgh  Synod  is  respectfully 
overtured  to  provide  one  section, — say  an  end  section,  and  the 
several  Classes  within  the  bounds  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  be 
requested  to  provide  the  necessary  funds.     Individuals  might 
be  induced  to  subscribe  in  liberal  sums  so  that  the  general 
canvass  of  the  congregations  would  be  left  for  the  Endowment 
Fund  of  the  College.

Reiter  and  J.  F.  Bair,  who  having  finished  the  Seminary 
course,  are  now  in  the  active  ministry;  C.  H.  Faust  and  W.  S. 
Fisher,  now  Middlers  in  the  Seminary;  W.  D.  Stoyer,  Senior 
in  the  Seminary;  H.  H.  Wiant,  a  Senior  in  College,  and  R.  B. 
Hays,  a  Sophomore.  The  conduct  and  diligence  of  all  has 
been  commendable.  E.  E.  Emhoff,  who  is  under  our  care^ 
supports  himself  as  a  Senior  in  Union  Theological  Seminary, 
New  York.  The  Board  would  respectfully  ask  Synod  to  give 
directions  in  regard  to  this  case. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  Oct  7,  1897,  Simon  Sipple,  a 
Sophomore  at  F.  &  M.  College,  was  received  under  our  care; 
also  W.  H.  Kerschner,  a  Freshman  in  the  same  institution.  In 
all  instances  we  require  the  young  men  to  conform  to  the  rules 
of  the  Board  and  the  requirements  of  Synod.

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Education  would  respect- 
fully report  that  there  was  placed  in  our  hands  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Beneficiary  Education,  for  the  year  ending  October,. 
1897. 

From  this  report  we  learn  that  during  the  past  year  there 
were  under  the  care  of  this  Board  eight  young  men,  seven  of 
whom  received  aid;  two  of  these  have  finished  the  prescribed 
course  of  study,  and  have  entered  upon  the  active  work  of  the 
holy  ministry. 

The  report  states  that  one  of  the  beneficiaries  is  pursuing 
his  studies  in  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  of  New  York, 
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tut  received  no  aid  the  past  year,  but  inasmuch  as  he  will  com- 
plete his  Theological  course  next  spring,  we  recommend  that 
the  Board  retain  his  name  on  the  list. 

We  take  pleasure  in  mentioning  the  fact  that  two  young 
men  have  been  recently  received  and  granted  aid  by  the  Board. 
To  enable  the  Board  to  carry  forward  the  laudable  work 
entrusted  to  them,  we  recommend  that  their  request  for  the 
sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  be  granted  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Finance  for  ap|>ortionment.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

PUBI.ICATION. 

Id»A]uinal  Report  of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed 

Churoli  in  the  United  States. 

The  report  of  the  Publication  Board  was  read  on  Thurs- 
day afternoon  and  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Publication,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Eastern,  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods: 

Brethren:  The  period  embraced  in  this  report  covers 
the  initial  year  of  your  Board  in  its  management  of  the  publi- 
cation interests  for  your  sole  account  and  benefit.  Starting 
without  debt  and  unembarassed  with  accumulations  of  old 
stock  and  doubtful  assets,  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  year's  business  finds  the  house  in  this  same  enviable 
condition. 

As  stated  in  the  last  report,  the  Board  ceded  to  the  Sun- 
day-school Board  the  right  to  publish  all  literature  pertaining 
to  the  Sunday-schools,  the  consideration  being  an  annual 
royalty  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  besides  the  payment 
of  one-half  the  salary  of  the  business  manager,  one-half  the 
rent  and  other  expenses  jointly  incurred.  These  amount  an- 
nually to  about  two  thousand  dollars  for  each  party.  During 
the  past  year  another  contract  was  made  with  the  Sunday- 
school  Board,  whereby  your  Board  transferred  to  it  the  right 
to  publish  and  sell  hymn-books,  supplies  and  literature  not 
included  in  the  first  contract,  reserving,  however,  to  your 
Board,  the  Catechisms.  In  consideration  of  this  later  grant, 
you  are  to  receive  the  annual  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  five  years.  The  amount  thus  accruing  annually  from 
both  contracts  is  one  thousand  dollars  for  five  years  and  there* 
after,  continuously,  the  annual  sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars.  But  as  these  contracts  were  not  closed  until  some 
months  after  the  beginning  of  our  fiscal  year,  the  payments 
that  fell  due  up  to  June  30,  1897,  amounted  to  three  hundred 
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and  seventy-five  dollars,  which  were  promptly  paid  and  are 
included  in  the  item  of  cash  receipts.  It  is  iMt>posed  in  tfie  fu- 
ture to  have  the  royalties  paid  to  the  treasurer,  and  by  him  re- 
mitted to  the  business  manager,  should  the  business  require 
them.

In  making  this  exhibit  this  Board  kept  in  mind  the  prob- 
able depreciation  on  the  merchandise  as  well  as  the  possibility 
of  loss  on  the  outstanding  book  accounts,  and  made  corre- 
sponding allowances  for  these.  It  also  excluded  from  the  as- 
sets, the  one  thousand  dollars  paid  Mrs.  Fisher  for  the  almanac 
and  the  cost  of  all  fixtures,  furniture  and  plates.  It  is  believed, 
therefore,  that  the  assets  are  reported  at  a  minimum  cash  val- 
uation. In  judging  the  year's  results,  it  would  be  well  to  bear 
in  mind  that  the  Messenger  has  been  regularly  furnished  to 
those  subscribers  who  had  paid  their  subscriptions  to  the 
Fisher  estate.  These  amounted  during  the  year  to  $3,541.06 
for  the  Messaigery  and  $102.25  for  the  Revieiv.  These  and 
other  claims  against  said  estate  are  still  pending  in  the  Or- 
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phans'  Court,  of  Philadelphia,  and  it  is  believed  will  receive 
final  determination  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

Of  the  two  periodicals  published  by  your  Board,  we  may 
say  that  the  Review  is  at  present  self-supporting.  It  does  not, 
however,  more  than  pay  its  own  expenses.  There  is  need  of  a 
larger  subscription-list  in  order  to  allow  the  editor  to  make 
further  improvements.  It  will  be  seen  from  this,  that  the  effort 
to  increase  the  number  of  subscribers  has  been  partially  suc- 
cessful. We  feel  justified  in  saying  that  the  Review  is  excel- 
lent, and  should  have  a  larger  circle  of  readers  throughout  the 
Church.  As  new  interest  is  felt,  at  present  in  the  series  now 
edited  by  Prof.  William  Rupp,  D.D.,  we  hope  that  the  Synod 
will  heartily  recommend  this  periodical  to  our  pastors  and  peo- 
ple, and  urge  them  to  subscribe  for  it. 

The  Messenger  has  been  issued  regularly  throughout  the 
year.  It  has  not  only  been  up  to  its  usual  standard,  but  has 
shown  general  improvements  in  its  several  departments.  Few 
changes  have  been  made  during  the  year,  inasmuch  as  it  was 
necessary  to  conduct  the  paper  as  economically  as  possible,  in 
order  to  have  our  balance  on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger.  Not- 
withstanding the  fact,  that  during  the  year  there  were  quite 
a  number  of  very  serious  obstacles  in  our  way,  still  the  Mes- 
senger has  more  than  paid  its  own  expenses. 

Whilst  we  have  been  anxious  to  increase  the  number  of 
subscribers  to  the  Messenger,  we  frankly  state  that  up  to  the 
present  time,  this  has  not  been  done.  But,  on  the  other  hand, 
report  that  the  subscription-list  is  shorter  than  last  year.  The 
list,  as  it  came  into  our  hands  a  year  ago,  was  a  padded  one. 
A  large  number  of  subscribers  paid  but  $i.oo  a  year,  and  when 
one  rate  for  all  subscribers  was  fixed,  many  of  these  dropped 
out.  Many  more  had  not  paid  their  subscriptions  for  years. 
The  attorney  for  the  Fisher  estate  very  properly  set  about 
making  collections.  At  the  end  of  the  first  year  your  Board 
did  the  same.  Through  this  process,  the  list  was  further  pruned. 
The  Board  intends  to  continue  this  yearly  collection,  and  feels 
justified  in  doing  so.  Our  present  list,  though  smaller,  is  on  a 
cash  valuation,  worth  as  much,  or  even  more,  to  the  Church 
than  a  year  ago. 

During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  increase  the  number 
of  readers  of  the  Messenger,  To  do  this,  we  need  the  co- 
operation of  the  pastors  and  elders  of  the  Church.  We  are 
mindful  of  the  obstacles  yet  in  our  way;  the  plea  of  hard  times, 
other  cheaper  publications,  the  fact  that  any  Church  papier  is 
received  with  indiflPerence  by  a  large  number,  even  of  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Church,  and  that  people  must  learn  to  appreciate 
a  Church  paper.  Their  interest  increases,  with  their  interest 
in  the  Church  and  the  development  of  their  religious 
Bearing  this  in  mind,  we  again  ask  the  co-operation  of 
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pastors,  not  for  a  season  only,  but  year  in  and  year  out.  We 
bespeak  the  same  interest  and  consideration  oi  our  work,  as  is 
given  to  Missions  and  Education.

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This  report  necessarily  deals  largely  with  results.  In  con- 
sidering these,  it  is  but  just  that  due  credit  be  accorded  those 
in  the  employ  of  the  Board,  who  were  suddenly  and  without 
previous  knowledge  of  its  affairs,  called  upon  to  take  up  the 
work  and  prosecute  it  without  interruption  in  all  the  issues  of 
the  publications,  and  with  as  little  annoyance  to  its  patrons  as 
the  disorganized  condition  of  its  aflfairs  would  permit. 

The  Board  and  its  assistants  disclaim  all  responsibility  for 
any  errors  committed,  or  the  methods  pursued  in  presenting 
and  collecting  claims  due  the  Fisher  estate  by  collectors  in 
charge  of  those  accounts;  but  we  submit  that  every  one  in- 
debted to  that  estate  should  understand  after  the  report  of  last 
year,  that  all  accounts  due  the  Fisher  estate  prior  to  July  i, 
1896,  are  the  sole  property  of  that  estate,  and  that  it  is  their 
duty  to  make  a  prompt  settlement  to  the  estate ;  that  this  Board 
has  no  responsibility  whatever,  as  to  them,  or  the  measures 
used  by  the  estate  to  enforce  collection,  and  that  the  patrons  of 
the  Board  have  only  to  account  to  it  for  subscriptions  and  pur- 
chases accruing  since  July  i,  1896. 

When  your  Board  assumed  control  it  extended  to  the 
estate  the  courtesy  of  the  columns  of  the  Messenger  and  the 
use  of  its  office  force  in  directing  attention  to  the  obligations 
resting  upon  those  indebted  to  said  estate,  but  it  neither  as- 
sumed the  collections  nor  the  responsibility  for  any  communi- 
cations except  those  signed  by  the  manager.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  reported  on  Sat- 
urday afternoon.  The  report  was  considered  by  items.  The 
items  severally  and  the  report  as  a  whole  adopted.  The  report 
is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  would  respect- 
fully present  the  following  report: 

The  only  document  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  committee 
is  the  annual  report  of  the  Reformed  Church  Publication 
Board.  From  this  report  we  learn  that,  at  the  close  of  the 
first  year  of  its  operation,  the  affairs  of  the  Board  are  in  a 
sound  financial  condition. 

The  excess  of  assets  over  liabilities  amounts,  acc< 
the  figures  contained  in  the  report,  to  $1,820.12.     It 
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the  management  of  the  Board,  however,  to  add  that  these  fig- 
ures represent  the  lowest  valuation  of  assets,  and  that  in  order 
to  show  the  entire  earnings  of  the  Board  during  this  year  it 
would  be  necessary  to  include  $3,600.00  now  pending  in  litiga- 
tion with  the  Fisher  estate,  and  also  $1,000.00  paid  Mrs.  Fisher 
for  the  almanac,  etc.  The  publications  now  issued  by  the 
Board  are  all  on  a  paying  basis.  The  Board  reports  that  dur- 
ing the  year  it  made  another  contract  with  the  Sunday-school 
Board  transferring  to  the  latter  Board  the  right  of  selling  Sun- 
day-school hymn  books,  supplies  and  literature  not  included 
in  the  previous  contract. 

Your  committee  would  offer  the  following  resolutions  for 
adoption : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Synod  is  highly  gratified  at  the 
present  financial  condition  of  the  Board,  and  hereby  expresses 
its  entire  confidence  in  its  management. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  Synod  approves  of  the  contract 
made  with  the  Sunday-school  Board  for  the  publication  of 
Sunday-school  literature. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  again  commend  the  publications  of 
the  Board,  especially  the  Messenger  and  Review,  to  the  patron- 
age of  all  our  pastors  and  people;  and  that  the  Classes  be  di- 
rected to  take  measures  to  co-operate  with  the  Board  in 
placing  the  Messenger  in  every  family,  and  the  Review  in  the 
hands  of  every  pastor.

ARTICLE  XX. 

MINISTEBIAI.  NECROLOGY. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Necrology  ap- 
pointed at  last  meeting  and  called  up  by  item  i  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  reported  on  Thursday  and 
Monday  afternoons.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  fol- 
lows: 

To  the  Reverettd  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Since  the  last  meeting 
of  Synod  two  of  our  number  have  been  called  away  from  our 
midst  and  from  the  scenes  of  their  earthly  ministry  to  enter 
upon  the  rest  which  remaineth  unto  the  people  of  God. 

The  first  of  these  to  go  the  way  of  all  the  earth  was  Rev. 
J.  G.  Shoemaker,  who  departed  this  life  the  20th  of  October, 
1896,  from  his  late  home,  near  Braddock,  Pa.  This  father  in 
Israel  was  born  in  Friend's  Cove,  Bedford  county.  Pa.,  August 
15,  1828,  the  second  child  of  Elder  Philip  J.  and  Christina 
Shoemaker.  He  was  baptized  in  infancy  by  Rev.  Solomon  K. 
Dennius,  and  attended  catechetical  instruction  under  Rev. 
Matthew  Irvine,  by  whom  he  was  confirmed  Oct.  5th,  1843. 
He  studied  privately  during  his  i6th  summer  under  the  tutor- 
ship of  the  late  Hon.  John  Cessua,  after  which  he  took  a  partial 
course  in  Marshall  College,  Mercersburg,  Pa.  It  was  not  until 
the  spring  of  1854  that  the  way  opened  for  him  to  take  a  course 
in  the  Theological  Seminary,  when  he  moved  with  his  family 
to  Mercersburg,  and  the  supreme  purpose  of  his  life  began  to 
be  carried  out.  Acting  upon  the  advice  of  Dr.  SchaflF,  he  ap- 
plied to  the  Eastern  Synod  for  licensure  and  obtained  his  pa- 
pers at  the  meeting  of  that  body  in  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  the  fall 
of  1855.  March  ist,  1856,  he  entered  upon  his  first  field  of 
labor,  the  present  Curllsville  charge,  where  he  remained  18 
years,  during  which  time  he  was  instrumental  in  the  founding 
of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute,  built  two  churches  and  a  par- 
sonage, and  performed  faithfully  all  the  other  duties  of  a  pastor. 

In  January,  1874,  he  accepted  a  call  to  St.  John's  Mission, 
Reading,  Pa.  Failing  health  compelled  him  to  resign  here  in 
a  short  time,  and  he  moved  into  the  Aaronsburg  charge,  where 
he  labored  successfully  until  Nov.  i,  1877.  Then  he  accepted 
the  appointment  of  missionary  to  Empona,  Kansas,  and  served 
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as  general  missionary  throughout  the  State  for  two  years,  and 
built  the  church  at  Emporia.  His  physical  condition  again  com- 
pelled him  to  give  up  his  important  work,  and  in  the  hope  of 
regaining  his  health  he  began  the  pastoral  work  of  the  West 
Alexandria  charge  in  Ohio,  Jan.  i,  1881.  His  hopes,  however, 
were  not  realized.  As  a  last  resort,  he  moved  into  the  Red  Bank 
charge  Jan.  i,  1885,  trusting  that  the  climate  of  Clarion  county 
might  prove  beneficial.  Here  his  labors  were  suddenly  brought 
to  a  close  in  November  of  that  year  by  a  stroke  of  paralysis 
which  left  him  almost  entirely  helpless  and  a  great  sufferer  all 
the  rest  of  his  days. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  St.  Luke's  Reformed 
church,  Braddock,  Pa.,  Oct.  23,  1896.  The  sermon  was 
preached  by  Rev.A.  K.  Kline,  who  was  assisted  in  the  services 
by  Revs.  D.  A.  Souders,  J.  F.  Snyder,  J.  M.  Evans  and  J.  J. 
Wagoner.  The  last  earthly  resting-place  of  Rev.  J.  G.  Shoe- 
maker is  Monongahela  cemetery,  Braddock,  Pa. 

The  other  brother  called  to  his  heavenly  reward  within  the 
last  year  was  Rev.  Henry  Dieckman,  pastor  at  Frostburg,  Md. 
After  a  serious  illness  of  some  six  weeks'  duration,  lasting 
from  the  beginning  of  May  until  the  17th  of  June,  a  complica- 
tion of  diseases  of  the  stomach,  which  even  his  strong  consti- 
tution and  the  best  medical  skill  could  not  successfully  battle 
against,  he  fell  gently  asleep  in  Jesus,  at  the  comparatively 
early  age  of  40  years  and  8  months. 

Brother  Dieckman  was  the  son  of  the  sainted  Rev.  J.  F. 
H.  Dieckman,  and  was  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  He  entered 
the  Theological  Seminary  at  Tiffin,  Ohio,  in  the  year  1884.  Af- 
ter completing  his  studies  in  that  institution,  he  was  licensed 
and  ordained  to  the  Gospel  ministry  in  the  year  1886.  His 
first  charge  was  at  Titusville,  Pa.,  in  connection  with  the  Ger- 
man Classis  of  Western  New  York,  where  he  labored  with 
marked  zeal  and  success  for  seven  years  and  three  months. 
Jan.  1st,  1894,  he  accepted  a  call  to  Frostburg,  Md.,  within  the 
bounds  of  Somerset  Classis.  Here  he  continued  his  labors  of 
love,  faithful  to  all  his  duties  and  responsibilities,  instant  in 
season  and  out  of  season,  preaching  both  German  and  English, 
until  the  messenger  of  death  came  and  called  him  to  the 
Church  Triumphant. 

Rev.  Dieckman  was  married  to  Miss  Louisa  Klipfel,  of 
Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Dec.  28,  1886.  Two  children  blessed  this 
union.  They  are  left,  it  is  to  be  hoped,  to  be  the  joy  and  com- 
fort of  their  mother's  life,  and  to  grow  up  in  the  fear  of  God. 
and  walk  worthy  of  their  Christian  birthright  all  their  days. 

Funeral  services  were  conducted  in  the  Frostburg  church 
by  Rev.  A.  Bruchlos  in  German,  and  Revs.  D.  H.  Leader  and 
A.  S.  Glessner  in  English.  All  that  was  mortal  of  this  la- 
mented brother  was  then  taken  to  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  sadly 
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and  lovingly  laid  away  in  "God's  acre"  to  await  the  resurrec* 
tion  of  the  just. 

God  help  us  all  to  be  faithful  to  our  trust  here,  and  receive 
hereafter  the  crown  of  everlasting  life.

SUNDAY  SCHOOI.8. 
I^Report  of  PittsbursH  Synod's  Sunday  Sehool  Board. 

The  Sunday-school  Board  of  Synod  reported  on  Thurs- 
day morning.     The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Sunday-schools,  and  is  as  follows: 
To  the  Revercfid  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  The  Sunday-school 
Board  submits  the  following  report  of  its  work  for  the  year 
ending  with  this  Synod : 

During  the  year  two  meetings  were  held  by  the  Board. 
The  old  officers  were  re-elected  and  the  duties  entrusted  to  the 
Board  were  performed  to  the  best  of  its  ability.  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  now  the  Board  of  the  General  Synod  reaches 
down  directly  to  the  several  Classes  and  has  taken  upon  itself 
the  work  formerly  done  by  this  Board.  This,  no  doubt,  is 
right  and  proper.  For  this  and  other  reasons,  your  Board  has 
taken  up  no  new  work. 

For  some  years  we  have  advocated  the  holding  of  Sunday- 
school  conventions  in  each  of  our  Classes  and  the  faithful  gath- 
ering of  statistics.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  now  conven- 
tions are  held  in  all  the  Classes,  and  that  each  vear  the  statis- 
tics  are  fuller  and  of  greater  value.  We  desire  to  recommend 
in  this  report  that  the  Classes  become  more  directly  interested 
in  these  conventions  and  that  they  carry  out  the  instructions 
of  Synod  by  requiring  the  pastors  to  present  full  and  complete 
Sunday-school  statistics. 

In  this  report  we  desire  to  commend  the  work  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod's  Sunday-school  Board  and  to  ask  Synod  to  direct 
the  attention  of  the  Classes  to  the  following  recommendations 
made  by  that  Board: 

1.  Let  every  Reformed  school  be  requested  to  use  the 
Sunday-school  lesson  helps  and  Sunday-school  papers  pre- 
pared and  published  for  the  Church.  Denominational  loyalty, 
the  creation  and  improvement  of  a  Reformed  Church  litera- 
ture, and  the  extension  of  the  Church  alike  require  it. 

2.  Let  our  churches  and  schools  be  urged  to  pay  special 
attention  to  the  teaching  and  training  of  the  little  children  in 
the  Church  school,  in  connection  with  the  work  in  the  home 
and  catechetical  class.     And  to  that  end  let  the  best  aids  and 
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moft  qqiroved  apidiances  be  used  in  (he  Primary  Department. 
3.  Let  it  be  understood  that  the  work  of  Sunday-school 
Misuons  depends  for  its  support  upon  the  oflerings  of  Chii- 
dreo's  Day,  The  sanction  of  the  General  Synod,  the  growing 
needs  of  our  Home  Mis«on  work,  the  economy  and  usefulness 
of  Sunday-school  Missions  as  a  factor  in  Church  extension, 
are  few  of  the  manv  coj^ent  reasons  in  favor  of  larger  offer- 
ings from  every  schocd  of  the  Reformed  Church.

The  report  of  General  Synod's  Sunday-school  Boud  was 
read  on  Friday  morning.      The  report  was  refeired  to. the 
Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools,  and  is  as  bmoms:

States: 

Dear  Brethren:  It  is  pn^r  to  communicate  to  your 
reverend  body  certain  facts  pertaining  to  the  conditioa  and 
progress  of  the  general  Sunday-school  vrorlc 

The  blessing  and  favor  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Chui^ 
has  manifestly  been  upon  our  pastors  and  churches,  and  i^oo 
the  several  judications  of  the  Church  aild  die  General  Beard 
in  extending  and  increasing  the  usefulness  of  tlie  Snnday- 
school. 

With  grateful  recognition  of  these  manifold  blessings,  we 
should  be  constrained  to  the  exercise  of  greater  trust  and  in- 
creased activity.  During  the  year  the  Sunday-school  Statisti- 
cal form  adopted  by  General  Synod  and  approved  by  your 
body,  was  sent  to  all  our  pastors.  It  was  to  be  expected  that 
complete  answers  could  not  be  obtained  at  once.  But  it  is 
gratifying  to  report  that  there  are  evidences  of  more  accurate 
figures  than  we  have  hitherto  been  able  to  gather.  Estimating 
in  some  cases  according  to  the  membership  reported  last  year, 
we  find  that  the  total  number  of  officers  and  teachers  reported, 
is: 

Total  number  of  officerj  and  teachers 24,300 

Total  number  of  scholars   l88,5?7 

Teachers  and  scholars 212,777 

This  shows  a  gain  for  the  year  of  3,81 1  officers  and  teach- 
ers, 14413  scholars,  and  a  total  gain  of  officers,  teachers  and 
scholars  of  18,224. 

SUNDAY-SCHOOL  AND  MISSIONARY   DEPARTMENT. 

Time  and  space  permit  but  a  brief  mention  of  the  work  in 
this  department.  Scores  of  schools  have  been  aided  by  grants 
of  literature,  and  as  usual  a  grant  of  Children's  Day  Swvice* 
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has  been  made  to  all  our  schools.  The  Board  has  sustained 
schools  and  missionaries  at  Easton,  Williamsport,  Pa.,  Cleve- 
land, Ohio,  etc.  A  new  plan  of  work  which  has  greatly  com- 
mended itself  to  our  pastors  and  workers,  was  the  employment 
of  a  band  of  five  theological  students  who  labored  during  the 
summer  months  in  Eastern  Pennsylvania.  The  meetings  and 
conferences  held  by  them  have  been  fruitful  in  the  organization 
of  Teachers'  Meetings,  Normal  Classes,  Home  Departments, 
the  increase  of  members  and  of  benevolence,  etc. 

DEPARTMENT   OF   INSTRUCTION   AND    PUBLICATION. 

In  these  departments  the  Board  carries  on  its  business  at 
its  Eastern  office  by  a  co-operative  arrangement  with  the  Re- 
formed Publication  Board.  This  provides  for  an  annual  bonus 
of  $i,ooo  for  the  next  five  years,  and  thereafter  perpetually 
$750  per  annum.  And  also  the  payment  of  one-half  of  salaries, 
room  rent,  and  other  expenses,  jointly  incurred.  It  is  evident 
that  financially  this  arrangement  is  advantageous  to  both 
Boards.  It  may  be  well  to  state  that  a  careful  examination  of 
the  receipts  of  the  old  Publication  Board  in  1887,  as  well  as  the 
business  done  in  Sunday-school  publications  by  the  late  Rev. 
Chas.  Fisher,  D.D.,  shows  that  the  Publication  Board  is  receiv- 
ing more  under  the  present  arrangement  than  it  ever  received 
before  from  the  Sunday-school  publications,  and  more,  too, 
than  it  would  have  received  if  the  old  arrangement  of  separate 
and  rival  publication  houses  in  the  East  and  West  had  con- 
tinued. 

The  work  of  the  Board  in  these  departments  has  greatly 
enlarged.  The  number  of  periodicals  published  is  ten,  includ- 
ing five  lesson  helps.  Two  new  publications  were  added,  viz., 
the  Heidelberg  Picture  Cards,  and  the  Church  Festival  Helper, 
both  of  which  have  attained  a  circulation  exceeding  expecta- 
tion. There  has  been  a  gratifying  increase  in  the  circulation  of 
our  lesson  helps. 

The  Board  for  some  time  contemplated  the  enlargement 
of  our  lesson  helps  in  response  to  the  wishes  of  the  Church  and 
the  demands  of  the  market;  and  at  the  annual  meeting  held 
last  April  it  was  decided  to  make  the  changes  January  ist, 
1898.  This  action  necessitated  some  changes  in  the  editors. 
Rev.  J.  E.  Hiester,  D.D.,  who  for  ten  years  has  done  such  ex- 
cellent service  as  chief  lesson  editor,  retires.  Owing  to  his  age 
and  pastoral  duties,  Dr.  Hiester  could  not  add  to  his  editorial 
labors.  Rev.  D.  W.  Ebbert  was  elected  as  the  representative, 
originally,  of  the  Western  section  of  the  Church,  and  owing  to 
the  desire  to  have  that  section  of  the  Church  represented  in  the 
list  of  lesson  writers,  he  also  retires. 

In  the  interests  of  economy  and  efficiency  of  administra- 
tion, the  editors  of  Leaves  of  Light,  Rev.  R.  L.  Gerhart,  D.D., 
and  Mrs.  Elizabeth  T.  Flynn,  were  given  editorial  charge  o; 
Sunshine,  in  place  of  Mrs.  Margaret  H.  Fisher. 


The  Board  placed  on  record  in  its  minutes  its  appreciation 
1  the  faithful  and  efficient  labors  of  these  several  editors,  and 
in  this  public  way  calls  the  attention  of  the  Church  to  the  debt 
of  gratitude  due  to  them  for  the  many  years  of  service  rendered 
and  to  the  important  part  they  have  played  in  bringing  our 
Sunday-school  literature  to  its  present  advanced  position. 
Largely  by  their  good  work  it  is  possible  for  the  Church  to 
take  this  step  of  further  enlargement. 

The  new  lesson  editors  mil  be  Rev.  Wm.  C.  Schaeffer, 
Ph.D.,  Rev.  J.  H.  Bon*erger,  D.D.,  Rev.  Edward  Herbuck, 
D.O.,  Mrs.  Qi^arine  McCauley  Miller,  and  Miss  Rebecca  R. 
Schively. 

^^bt  P^'es  will  be  added  to  the  Advanced  Scholar's 
Quarteriy.  Tbe  International  Scholar's  Quarterly  will  be 
changed  in  form  to  correspond  with  the  Advanced  Scholar's 
Quarterly,  and  will  be  enlarged.  Tlie  Heidelberg  Teacher  will 
be  made  a  nuHithly,  with  a  reconstruction  of,  and  addition  to 
its  departments.  All  these  improvements  wi]  be  made  without 
adding  to  the  cost  <rf  subscription.  Improvements  in  Leaves  of 
Light  and  Swndiine  will  also  be  made  during  the  year. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Reformed  Publication  Board  ot 
the  Eastern  Synods,  the  Sunday-school  Board  is  enlarging  its 
business  operations  so  as  to  be  in  a  position  to  furnish  Sunday- 
school  requisites  and  to  publish  needed  hterature  for  teacher- 
training  and  the  several  departments  of  graded  Sunday- 
schools.  Hence  while  the  business  department  has  made  some 
money  during  the  year,  and  aided  the  missionary  department 
of  the  Board,  it  is  not  in  a  position  to  ilivert  its  funds,  but  must 
use  the  earnings  of  the  business  for  the  present  to  increase  its 
capital,  enlarge  its  business,  and  thus  be  of  greater  assistance 
to  the  Church. 

We,  therefore,  confidently  urge  our  Reformed  people  to 
loyally  support  the  missionary  and  publication  work  of  the 
Board,  and  we  trust  that  your  reverend  body  will  reiterate  its 
past  actions  and  recommend  to  the  several  Classes  for  their 
prayerful  consideration,  the  following: 

1,  That  the  pastors  and  consistories  exercise  careful  over- 
sight over  the  records  of  the  schools,  and  so  far  as  possible 
present  complete  and  accurate  statistics  to  the  Qasses. 

2,  That,  in  view  of  the  ui^ent  calls  for  Sunday-school 
literature  and  Sunday-school  missionaries  from  many  sections 
of  the  Church,  churches  and  schools  be  recommended  to  give 
all  the  offerings  of  Children's  Day  to  Sunday-school  Missions. 

3,  That  all  Reformed  schools  be  urged  to  use  Reformed 
Sunday-school  literature,  to  adopt  the  educational  feature  of 
the  Board's  work  for  Teacher-training,  Home  Department, 
Benevt^nce,  etc.,  and  to  purchase  their  supplies  and  literature 
from  our  own  Board  and  its  agencies,  instead  of  outside  pub- 
lishing  houses. 
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4.  That  the  Committee  on  Sunday-school  work  in  each 
Classis  be  directed  to  encourage  and  stimulate,  through  pastors 
and  consistories,  the  several  schools  to  missionary  giving,  to 
the  observance  of  Children's  Day,  Christmas,  etc.,  and  to  en- 
large their  Sunday-school  membership  as  well  as  increase  the 
efficiency  of  the  school  as  a  Bible-school  for  the  entire  mem- 
bership of  the  Church.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  reported 
Saturday  afternoon  and  Monday  morning.  The  report  was 
considered  by  items;  the  items  severally  and  the  report  as  a 
whole  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  There  were  placed  in  the  hands 
of. your  committee  the  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Sunday 
School  Board  and  that  of  the  Sunday  School  Board  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  our  Sunday  School  scholars, 
teachers  and  officers  throughout  the  whole  Church,  as  re* 
ported,  number  212,777,  a  gain,  during  the  year,  of  over  eigh- 
teen thousand.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that,  in  our  own 
Synod,  the  great  majority  of  the  schools  are  using  the  literature 
published  by  the  General  Synod's  Sunday  School  Board.  It 
is  painful,  though,  to  know  that  in  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  the 
number  of  teachers,  officers  and  scholars,  is  less,  in  proportion 
to  our  communicant  membership,  than  in  any  of  the  other 
Synods.  This  may  be  because  complete  statistics  have  not 
been  gathered. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends: 

First.  That  pastors  and  consistories  exercise  careful  over- 
sight over  the  records  of  the  schools,  and  so  far  as  possible, 
present  complete  and  accurate  statistics  to  the  Qasses. 

Second.  That  all  Reformed  Schools,  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  be  urged  to  use  Reformed  Sunday 
School  literature,  to  adopt  the  educational  features  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod's  Sunday  School  Board's  work  for  Teacher-train- 
ing, Home-department,  and  Benevolence,  and  to  purchase 
their  supplies  from  the  Board  instead  df  other  publiihing 
houses. 

Third.    That  congregations  and  schools  are  rcqi 
purchase  the  Children's  Day  Services  of  the  General 
^unday  School  Board  and  give  an  offering  each  yw 
Sunday  School  mission  work  under  the  care  of  the 
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that  conpfregatioiis  and  Sunday  Schoob  are  requested  to  gbe 
the  offering  on  Children's  Day  to  St  Paul's  Orphans'  Home. 

Fourth.  That  the  Committee  on  Sunday  School  Work  in 
each  Classis  be  directed  to  encourage  and  stimulate,  throupfa 
pastors  and  consistories  of  the  sever^  schools,  missionary  giv- 
VDS,  the  observance  of  Children's  Day  and  Christmas,  and  to 
emarge  their  Sunday  School  membership  as  well  as  increase 
the  ^ciency  of  the  school  as  a  Bible  School  for  the  entire 
membership  of  the  Church.  And  to  further  the  carrying  out 
of  the  above  resolutions,  that  our  Synodical  Sunday  School 
Board  be  hereby  instructed  to  put  itself  in  communicati<m  with 
the  several  Classical  Sunday  School  Committees.

For  1  say  unto  you,  that  except  your  righteousness  shall 
exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall 
in  no  wise  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  heaven.  Ye  have  heard 
that  it  was  said  to  them  of  old  time.  Thou  shalt  not  kill :  and 
whosoever  shall  kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment ;  but  I 
say  unto  you,  that  every  one  who  is  angry  with  his  brother 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment;  and  whosoever  shall  say 
to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  Council,  and.

STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Standiiifj  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  re- 
ported Monday.  The  report  was  adopted,  and  is  as  follows 
To  lite  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Bkethken:  Your  Committee  on 
the  State  of  the  Church  beg  leave  to  ofifer  the  following  re- 
port: 

It  is  with  a  feeling  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  God    that  we 

\  recognize  His  guiding  hand  in  the  work  of  the  Church  during 

[  the  year.     He  has,  by  His  Holy  Spirit,  been  with  our  pastors. 

encouraging  them  in  their  hours  of  despondency,  guiding  them 

'\  in  seasons  of  doubt,  and  strengthening  them  in  their  conflict 

with  the  powers  of  darkness.  To  His  name  be  all  the  praise 
for  whatever  progress  the  Church  has  made  during  the  year, 

"  The  reports  of  the  different  classes  all  bear  a  cheerful  and 

^  encouraging  tone.     While  there  is  evidence  that  the  work  has 

not  always  been  easy,  but  tliat  many  and  great  difficulties  have 
had  to  be  overcome;  while  we  are  led  to  understand  that  ser- 
vice in  the  army  of  the  Lord  has  not  been  a  Summer  encamp- 
ment for  drill,  but  an  active  campaign  against  the  powers  of 
darkness  in  which  hard  blows  have  been  received,  as  well  as 
given,  still  there  is  no  complaining.  Our  pastors,  like  good 
soldiers,  expect  hardships,  and  realize  that  they  are  part  of  the 
campaign.  Along  with  some  defeats,  they  can  also  speak  of 
victories ;  and  as  a  result  of  the  whole  year's  campaign,  we  no- 
tice a  general,  and,  as  we  believe,  a  permanent  advance  along 
the  whole  line. 

As  a  result  of  the  faithful  labor  of  the  pastors,  and  the  con- 
secrated activity  of  the  membership  of  the  Church  in  our  Syn- 
od, two  more  congregations  of  worshiping  believers  are  re- 
ported than  were  reported  one  year  ago ;  the  membership  of 
the  Church  has  been  increased  by  more  than  one  thousand 
souls,  and  the  amount  of  money  contributed  for  benevolence 
is  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  larger  than  it  was  last  year. 
While  some  may  be  dissatisfied  that  more  has  not  been  ac- 
complished, and  discontented  because  the  growth  has  not  been 
larger  than   it   was,   yet  we  realize  the  truth   that   we   can 
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not  '*by  taking  thought  add  one  cubit  unto  our  stature."  All 
genuine  growth  is  of  the  Lord,  and  the  growth  we  have  enjoy- 
ed is  certainly  sufficient  to  encourage  us  to  go  on  in  our  work 
in  trust  and  confidence  in  God,  who  alone  can  crown  our 
labors  with  success. 

The  different  classical  reports  speak  mainly  of  the  regular 
work  of  the  ministry.  The  Word  has  been  preached  in  its 
purity,  the  children  of  Christian  parents  have  been  baptized, 
the  youth  have  been  confirmed,  pastoral  visitation  has  not  been 
neglected,  and  our  people,  by  the  regular  manner  in  which  they 
for  the  most  part,  observe  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Euchar- 
ist, show  that  they  still  have  a  just  appreciation  of  the  value 
of  this  important  means  of  grace.  Other  methods  of  work 
may  be  instrumental  in  drawing  the  attention  of  men  more 
prominently  to  the  worker,  and  may,  for  the  time  being,  appear 
to  produce  greater  immediate  results,  yet  our  pastors  wisely 
insist  on  adhering  to  the  old  Reformed  and  churchly  methods 
of  doing  the  work  of  the  Lord.  The  kingdom  of  heaven 
cometh  not  by  observation,  not  by  public  parade,  and  pomp 
and  display,  but  by  the  silent  unseen  working  of  spiritual 
forces  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  the  people  of  God. 

The  reports  from  the  various  institutions  of  the  Church 
show  that  they  are,  for  the  most  part,  in  a  flourishing  condition 
Our  publication  house,  though  shorn  of  its  most  lucrative  pub- 
lications, is  in  a  much  more  promising  financial  condition  than 
it  was  some  years  ago.  While  the  Theological  Seminary  at 
Lancaster  mourns  the  loss  of  one  of  its  best  and  strongest  pro- 
fessors, in  the  death  of  the  sainted  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Apple,  it  re- 
joices in  an  increased  number  of  students  within  its  halls ;  and 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  in  the  princely  gift  of  the  Watts 
de  Peyster  library  building,  lately  erected  on  its  campus, 
has  become  equipped  with  one  of  the  essential  prerequisites  to 
the  prosecution  of  literary  work.  We  rejoice  to  learn  also  that 
Clarion  Collegiate  Institute,  the  only  Reformed  preparatory 
school  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod,  is  in  a  prosperous  con- 
dition. The  brethren  of  Clarion  Classis  are  to  be  commended 
for  their  zeal  in  maintaining  this  school  for  the  education  of 
the  young  peoplelin  their  section  of  the  Church.  The  only  in- 
stitution that  seem^  to  be  unable  to  rejoice  in  the  general 
prosperity  is  our  Orphans'  Home  at  Butler.  For  some  reason 
this  institution,  which  it  would  seem  should  claim  the  first  care 
of  a  Christian  people,  does  not  call  forth  the  sympathy  of  the 
Church  to  such  an  extent  as  to  provide  for  its  daily  wants. 
Here,  too,  the  hand  of  death  has  made  itself  felt  during  the 
year  in  the  removal  from  her  labors  of  love  on  earth  to  her  rest 
in  heaven  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Hassler  Prugh,  who  filled  so  well 
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for  the  orphaned  children  under  her  care  the  place  of  an  earth- 
I  ly  mother. 

The  removal  from  our  midst  of  those  who  had  been  fellow 
I  laborers  with  us  in  the  work  of  the  Lord  admonishes  us  that  we 

be  faithful  to  our  calling,  that  we  do  our  work  with  all  our 
might  while  it  is  called  to-day,  since  we  know  not  how  soon 
the  night  shall  come  when  we  can  no  longer  work.

THEOI^GIOAL  SEMINART. 
I. — Report  of  Uko  Board  of  Vlaltora. 

Under  Item  i  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures  was  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  to  the 
Theological  Seminary.     The  report  was  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Theological  Seminary,  and  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Brethren;  The  undersigned  respectfully  presents  to 
your  reverend  body  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  1897-1898. 

I.  The  institution  was  opened  September  gih,  1897,  and 
was  conducted  without  serious  interruption  during  the  entire 
seminary  year. 

2.  The  following  persons,  eight  of  whom  are  graduates  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  were  admitted  to  the  Junior 
Class;  J.  W.  Albertson,  J.  P.  Dieffenderfer,  A.  K.  Faust,  C. 
T.  Isenberger,  R.  M.  Kem,  I.  S.  Leiby,  C.  B-  Rebert,  J.  E. 
Sheetz,  S.  R.  Wagner,  W.  H.  Warner,  C.  E.  Zimmerman.  To- 
tal, II. 

3.  The  Middle  Class  consists  of  those  who  in  May,  1897, 
were  reported  as  members  of  the  Junior  Class,  except  that 
William  D.  Yearick  was  admitted  on '  certificate  from  the 
School  of  Theology  of  the  Moravian  Church,  and  Robert  F, 
Reed  took  his  certificate  of  dismission  to  Union  Theological 
Seminary,  New  York.     Total,  17. 

4,  At  the  end  of  their  middle  year  Edwin  M.  Hartman  and 
Thaddeus  G.  Helm,  of  the  graduating  class,  were  chosen  by 
F.  and  M.  College  to  take  charge  of  the  Academy,  At  the 
opening  of  the  current  year  Thomas  M.  Eickel,  who  graduated 
from  F.  and  M.  College  in  '95,  was  admitted  to  the  Senior 
Class  on  certificate  from  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Congregational  Church,  Hartford,  Conn. 
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The  following  are  members  of  the  Senior  Class :  A.  O. 
Bartholomew,  T.  L.  Bickel,  L.  M.  Fetterolf,  G.  W.  Hartman, 
P.  S.  Leinbach.  G.  R.  Poetter,  M.  E.  Schadt,  D.  E.  Schaeffer, 
F.  C.  Seitz,  W.  D.  Stoyer,  V.  J.  Tingler.  Total,  ii.  These 
all  passed  approved  examinations  and  were  granted  the  regu- 
lar testimonials. 

5.  Rev.  J.  V.  George,  Reading,  Pa.,  completed  the  post- 
graduate course  of  study,  and  was  recommended,  through  the 
college  faculty,  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Mar- 
shall College  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Divinity.  This  re- 
commendation was  favorably  considered  and  the  degree  con- 
ferred. 

6-  The  services  of  Claude  B.  Davis,  A.  M.,  Professor  of 
Oratory  in  the  University  of  Wooster,  Ohio,  were  se- 
cured for  the  department  of  elocution  during  the  Winter  term. 
His  method  of  instruction  was  entirely  satisfactory,  and  the 
faculty  was  authorized  to  employ  him  for  another  year. 

7.  Three  courses  of  lectures  by  others  than  Seminary  Pro- 
fessors were  arranged  by  the  faculty.  Each  course  consisted 
of  three  lectures,  which  were  delivered  by  Rev.  D.  B.  Schnie- 
der.  Rev.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  Ph.  D.,  Rev.  A.  C.  Whitmer,  Rev. 
A.  E.  Truxal,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  A.  S.  Weber.  The  board  reit- 
erated its  action  of  last  year  on  this  subject. 

8.  The  tone  of  spiritual  and  moral  life  pervading  the  body 
of  the  students,  was  good,  as  was  also  the  average  grade  of  the 
students.  No  case  of  serious  discipline  occurred.  The  grade 
of  a  few  students  was  below  good,  and  called  for  the  following 
action : 

"Resolved  that  the  faculty  be  requested  to  call  the 
attention  of  those  students  who  are  below  the  average 
grade  of  their  respective  classes  to  th§  fact,  and  urge 
them  to  renewed  application." 

9.  Rev.  Jacob  O.  Miller,  D.D.,  the  honored  and  efficient 
President  of  the  Board,  was  called  to  his  rest  on  April  i8th, 
1898,  after  a  brief  illness.  His  valuable  services  for  the  Church 
in  various  departments  of  work  are  so  well  known,  and  have 
already  received  public  recognition,  that  it  only  remains  for  us 
to  record  the  fact  of  his  departure,  our  appreciation  of  his  la- 
bors and  our  spiritual  joy  over  the  victory  of  his  faith.  Rev. 
T.  C.  Porter,  D.D.,  was  elected  to  fill  his  place. 

10.  It  becomes  our  painful  duty  to  announce  the  death  of 
Rev.  Thomas  G.  Apple,  D.D.,  L.L.D.,  which  occurred  on  Sep- 
tember 17th,  1898.  Although  the  health  of  Dr.  Apple  had 
been  impaired  several  years  ago  he  was  better  able 
to  his  seminary  duties  during  the  past  year  than  dl 
previous  one.    It  was,  however,  the  last  effort  ot 


laborious  and  successful  service ;  ;incl  sliorliy  afttr  the  opening 
of  this  Fall  term  it  became  evident  that  we  should  lose  the  la- 
bors, if  not  the  presence,  of  one  who  by  his  Christian  character 
and  friendly  disposition  h;d  won  the  confidence  and  love,  as 
by  his  profound  thought,  clear  reasoning  and  loyalty  to  trulli 
he  had  commanded  the  admiration  of  those  who  knew  him. 
The  action  of  the  board  on  the  ilcalh  of  Dr.  Apple  has  been 
published. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  vacancy  which 
exists  in  the  chair  of  Church  History  and  to  that  clause  in  the 
charter  which  gives  to  the  Eastern  Synod  the  election  of  a  suc- 
cessor, subject  to  the  approval  of  tlie  Pittsburgh  and  Potomac 
SjTiods. 

11.  At  a  special  meeting  held  September  20th  the  board 
requested  the  faculty  of  the  seminary  to  take  up  and  carry  for- 
ward Dr.  Apple's  work  in  such  way  as  they  are  iiest  able  to 
do  so,  until  his  successor  is  chosen  and  enters  upon  his  work. 

1 2.  Your  reverend  body  is  respectfully  overtured  to  vote 
to  the  Board  of  Trustees  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($125) 
dollars  to  pay  for  instruction  in  elocution,  and  sixty  ($60)  dol- 
lars to  defray  the  expense  incident  to  a  supplementary  course 
of  lectures.

Under  Item  9  of  the  report  of  tlie  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures  was  read  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary.     The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Theological  Seminary,  and  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Enclosed  find  synopsis  of  the  report 
of  John  B.  Roth,  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary. 

During  the  past  year  the  board  held  two  regular  and  one 
special  meetings. 

The  special  meeting  was  held  February  ist,  1898,  at  which 
was  received  the  proposition  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Swander,  wife  of 
Rev.  John  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  to  give  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster, 
securities  amounting  to  $12,000,  which,  however,  will  not  be 
fully  available  until  after  the  death  of  Mr,  and  Mrs.  Dr.  Swan- 
der.    The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

"Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  board  and  of  the 
Church  are  due  to  Mrs.  Barbara  Swander  and  Rev. 
John  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  for  their  noble  beneficence  to 
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tlie  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  and  that 
the  board  accept  the  same  with  heartfelt  gratitude." 

The  Treasurer  presented  his  report  on  the  Kansas  Invest- 
ments, which  were  finally  disposed  of  by  the  sale  of  the  prop- 
erties, which  the  board  had  been  obliged  to  buy.  The  action 
of  the  Committee  on  Kansas  Investments  was  approved  by  the 
board,  and  the  Treasurer  instructed  to  make  a  deduction  on 
the  endowment  fund  of  $2,826.99. 

The  regular  annual  meeting  was  held  on  May  12th,  1898, 
when  the  following  officers  were  elected :  President,  George 
N.  Forney ;  Vice-President,  John  D.  Skiles ;  Treasurer,  Jolm 
B.  Roth,  and  Secretary,  Jeremiah  S.  Hess. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  adopted: 

Whereas,  The  de  Peyster  Library  Building  is 
partly  situated  on  Seminary  ground,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  the  Theological  Seminary,  at  Lancaster,  be 
authorized  to  grant  in  fee  simple  to  the  authorities  of 
Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  fifty  feet  of  ground 
on  College  avenue  the  full  depth  of  the  lot  for  the  sum 
of  one  dollar. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  to  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Resolved,That  the  various  Synods  be  respectfully 
requested  to  take  under  consideration  the  question 
of  the  payment  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  in  their  attendance  upon  the  meet- 
ings. 

The  Fall  meeting  was  held  in  the  Seminary  building  on 
October  4th,  1898. 

Accompanying  this  paper  is  the  report  of  the  special  com- 
mittee on  the  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  board  during  the 
past  year. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to 
apportion  $1,200  towards  the  payment  of  the  current 
expenses  of  the  Seminary,  and  $900  in  payment  of  the 
extraordinary  expenses  referred  to  in  the  special  com- 
mittee's report,  in  the  following  ratio :

G.  Apple,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Professor  of  Church  History : 

Whereas,  In  the  Providence  of  God,  Rev.  Thomas 


G.  Apple,  D.D.,  has  been  removed  by  death  from  our 
Theological  Seminary,  in  which  (or  twenty-seven 
years  he  served  as  Professor  of  Church  History ; 
therefore, 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  do  hereby  sorrowfully  make  record  of  his 
decease,  and  at  the  same  time  express  our  high  appre- 
ciation of  his  many  noble  virtues  as  a  man  and  of  his 
eminent  abilities  and  incalculable  services  as  a  Chris- 
tian teacher. 

Resolved,  That,  through  our  Secretary,  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions  be  conveyed  to  the  bereaved  family, 
along  with  the  expression  of  our  heartfelt  sympathy.

IV^— Report  of  the  Colleotor  of  Endo^Brment  Pledges. 

Under  Item  12  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures 
was  read  a  report  from  Elder  W.  R.  Bamhart,  the  collector  of 
outstanding  subscriptions.  This  report  was  tabled  until  the 
report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod  re- 
ported. The  report  was  considered  under  the  latter  commit- 
tee and  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  committee  of  one  appointed  and  authorized  at  your 
last  meeting  with  the  co-operation  of  the  pastors  to  collect  the 
outstanding  pledges  given  for  Seminary  endowment,  would 
respectfully  report  that,  while  I  did  not  canvass  the  field,  which, 
with  the  prospect  of  receiving  nothing  in  return  for  the  cause, 
would  have  required  more  time  and  patience  than  I  had  at  my 
command.  I  was  always  ready  to  write  or  go  where  there  was 
any  hope  of  getting  any  of  said  fund,  and  ready  and  anxious  to 
receive  the  same.  I  hereunto  attach  the  notice  I  had  in  the 
"Messenger"  February  3rd,  1898,  in  regard  to  this  matter.  I 
have  received  no  money,  but  have  the  promise  of  several  small 
amounts  soon.  I  would  like  to  state  to  your  reverend  Synod 
that  we  need  $135.36  to  make  $30,000.  I  am  holding  and  pay- 
ing interest  on  464.64,  working  and  waiting  to  make  this 
amount  $600  to  invest,  and  the  whole  amount  $30,000.  I 
wish  your  reverend  Synod  would  make  this  amount  the  even 
$30,000,  and  exonerate  and  dismiss  all  the  back  or  outstanding 
pledges,  and  relieve  us  all  of  this  part  of  our  Church  work.  The 
amount  reported  last  year  was  incorrect.  The  chairman  made 
a  mistake  in  his  additions,  and  a  reduction  had  been  made  on 
a  certain  note  which  was  sanctioned  by  the  committee.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  29.864.64  (which  is  the  correct  amount),  we  hold 
the  Byers  note  for  $3,000.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  re- 
ported Saturday  afternoon  and  Monday  forenoon.  The  re- 
port was  considered  item  by  item.  Several  of  the  items  were 
amended,  and  the  items  severally,  and  the  report  as  a  whole, 
was  adopted.  The  sums  recommended  were  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Finance.     The  report  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Committee  on  Theological  Seminary  report  the  fol- 
lowing for  consideration : 

The  papers  referred  to  us  are : 

1.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Seminary. 

2.  Report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Seminary. 

3.  Synopsis  of  the  annual  report  of  Trustees  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary. 

4.  Report  of  the  committee  of  one  to  collect  the  outstand- 
ing pledges  to  the  Seminary  endowment  fund  of  Pittsburgh 
Synod. 

These  reports  call  for  the  following  action  by  this  Synod, 
and  we  recommend, 

1.  That  they  be  printed  in  the  minutes  of  Synod. 

2.  That  the  officers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  at  Lancaster,  be  authorized  to  grant  in  fee 
simple  to  the  authorities  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  fifty 
feet  of  ground  on  the  college  avenue  the  full  depth  of  the  lot 
for  the  sum  of  $1.00. 

3.  In  consideration  of  the  question  of  paying  the  neces- 
sary expenses  in  their  attendance  upon  the  meetings,  this  Syn- 
od deem  it  unwise  to  take  favorable  action. 

4.  That  the  request  to  Pittsburgh  Synod  to  apportion 
$350  for  the  payment  of  the  current  and  extraordinary  ex- 
penses to  the  extent  of  $150  be  granted. 

5.  (a)  That  Synod  vote  $100  to  pay  for  the  instruction  in 
elocution. 

(b)  And  that  instead  of  paying  $60  as  requested  for  a 
supplementary  course  of  lectures,  Synod  instructs  the  Treas- 
urer to  pay  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  $40,  apportioned  last  year, 
but  not  paid. 

6.  That  the  committee  of  one  appointed  by  Synod  to  col- 
lect the  unpaid  pledges  to  the  endowment  fund  be  contihued, 
with  the  substitution  of  the  name  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Souders,  in- 
stead of  W.  R.  Barnhart. 

7.  That  Synod  rejoices  in  the  continued  prosperity  and 
efficiency  of  our  Theological  Seminary,  but  deeply  mourns  the 
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death  of  its  Professor  of  Church  History,  Thomas  G.  Apple. 
D.D.,  LL.D. 

8.  That  inasmuch  as  a  vacancy  has  occurred  in  the  Pro- 
fessorship of  Church  History  in  our  Theological  Seminary, 
at  Lancaster,  which  vacancy  is  to  be  filled  by  the  Eastern 
Synod,  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Synod,  therefore,  wc 
instruct  the  officers  of  this  Synod  to  call  a  special  session  as 
soon  as  notified  o(  such  election,

ARTICLE  XIV. 

MISSIONS. 

I,— Report  of  the  Plttibcrgh  Sfnod'a  Board  of  Ulealoiu, 

The  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  reported  on 
Friday  afternoon.     The  report  was  referred  to  the  StandJnj; 
Committee  on  Missions,  and  is  as  follows: 
To  the  Rez-crcnd  f'ittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Board  of  Missions  respect- 
fully report  that  during  the  year  we  have  sent  our  executive 
committee,  or  a  representative  of  the  board  to  each  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Board  to  present  the 
interests  of  our  Synod  before  that  body.  In  this  way  we  havi' 
secured  a  more  definite  understanding  of  the  relation  between 
the  boards,  and  are  in  a  better  situation  to  present  the  claims 
of  our  Synod. 

We  call  attention  to  this  matter  in  order  that  members  of 
this  Synod  who  may  have  occasion  to  bring  any  new  work  to 
the  attention  of  the  General  Board,  will  first  confer  with  the 
board  of  this  Synod. 

Connellsville  was  recommended  to  the  General  Board  as 
the  most  urgent  point  within  our  bounds,  and  the  recommen- 
dation was  formally  acted  upon,  and  a  mission  will  be  organ-  % 
tzed  there  as  soon  as  possible.  Other  points  will  be  taken  up 
in  the  order  of  their  importance,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
your  board,  as  soon  as  the  General  Board  can  secure  the 
funds. 

Because  of  this  fact  your  board  feels  that  the  most  import- 
ant mission  work  for  our  Synod  now  is  to  awaken  a  greater  in- 
terest among  the  people  in  mission  work  in  general. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  a  commendable  beginning  has 
already  been  made  in  this  direction-  The  ministers  and  elders 
of  Pittsburgh  and  vicinity  have  organized  a  Missionary  Alii- 
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ance,  the  object  of  which  is  to  care  for  mission  interests  in  the 
immediate  vicinity,  and  to  secure  funds  for  the  establishment 
and  support  of  Sunday-school  Missions  at  new  points.  Two 
such  points,  Homestead  and  Duquesne,  are  now  receiving  the 
attention  and  support  of  this  alliance. 

We  suggest  (i)  that  similar  organizations  be  effected  in 
the  several  classes  of  Synod.  (2)  That  pastors  arrange  for 
Church  work  conventions  during  the  coming  Winter  for  the 
consideration  of  mission  subjects  aitd  (3)  that  Synod  invite 
Supt.  Fouse  of  the  General  Synod  to  help  along  this  work. 

We  regret  the  necessity  of  bringing  to  your  attention  the 
needs  of  the  mission  at  Turtle  Creek.  This  congregation  has 
erected  a  fine  church  building,  which  is  an  ornament  to  the 
town,  and  a  credit  to  the  Reformed  Church,  but  the  burden  of 
debt  is  so  heavy  that  unless  aid  be  given  from  some  source, 
the  mission  will  be  much  retarded  in  its  progress  toward  self- 
support.  In  fact  the  need  is  imperative.  The  General  Synod 
Board  of  Missions  is  not  in  a  situation  to  do  much,  and  so  the 
mission  comes  to  us,  asking  that  we  assume  a  part  of  their  bur- 
den. We  commend  this  request  to  your  careful  considera- 
tion. 

Your  board  incurred  expenses  during  the  year,  which  re- 
main unpaid  to  the  amount  of  $10,  which  we  respectfully  ask 
you  to  pay. 

The  term  of  A.  M.  Keifer,  as  a  member  of  this  board,  ex- 
pires with  the  present  meeting.

Uv— Report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Hon&e  MiMions. 

The  Superintendent  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home 
Missions,  Rev.  D.  S.  Fouse,  D.D.,  read  his  report  on  Thurs- 
day forenoon.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Missions,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  English  Synods  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  tite  United 
States: 

The  annual  report  was  published  and  sent  out  to  the  pas- 
tors in  April  last.  That  report  is  of  necessity  somewhat 
lengthy.  It  was  deemed  well,  therefore,  to  prepare  a  shorter 
report  embodying  the  main  items  of  the  annual  report.  In- 
deed, much  of  this  report  is  taken  word  for  word  from  that  re- 
port with  here  and  there  some  additions  in  order  to  bring  it 
up  to  the  present  date. 

Perhaps,  during  no  year  of  the  past  did  the  missions  and

missionaries  do  more  efficient  work.  We  can  report  an  excep- 
tionally prosperous  year  among  the  missions.  Only  one  mis- 
sionary was  taken  from  his  earthly  labors  to  his  heavenly  re- 
ward, namely,  Rev.  J.  L.  Bretz,  of  Millersburg,  Ind.  The 
health  of  all  the  missionaries,  with  this  one  exception,  was  such 
that  they  could  give  their  best  energies  to  their  work,  and  well 
did  they  perform  their  labors- 

During  the  year  the  debt  has  been  a  matter  of  embar- 
rassment to  the  board.  "  Strong  efforts  were  put  forth  to  re- 
duce the  debt  of  $22,000.  which  was  the  arrearage  on  April  ist, 

1897.  This  debt  has  been  gradually  reduced  until  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  in  July  last,  tlie  amount 
was  only  $9,000.  The  board  now  feels  confident  that  in  a  rea- 
sonable time  the  debt  will  be  entirely  cancelled.  When  paid 
the  board  will  be  enabled  to  lay  hold  on  some  of  the  many  op- 
portunities for  expansion. 

During  no  previous  year  did  so  many  missions  become 
self-supporting.  This  gives  evidence  of  the  spirit  of  self-help- 
fulness among  the  missions  and  should  be  a  strong  incentive 
to  the  Church  to  extend  help  to  mission  fields. 

The  Church  feels  like  helping  those  who  help  themselves. 
The  following  are  the  missions  that  declared  themselves  self- 
supporting  at  the  meeting  of  the  board :  Philadelphia,  Pa- 
Rev.  H.  H.  Apple,  pastor ;  Woodbury,  Md. ;  McKecsport,  Pa. ; 
Cleveland,  O. ;  Paulding,  O. ;  Astoria,  111.;  Lisbon.  la.,  and 
Liscomb.  la.  The  pastors  of  these  missions  and  their  people 
are  to  be  congratulated  by  the  Church  for  their  heroic  effort 
to  become  self-supporting  and  so  relieve  the  board  and  Church 
from  affording  any  more  help-  Three  other  missions  were  not 
enrolled  for  the  present  year,  as  the  board  felt  that  they  could 
support  themselves. 

By  the  statement  of  Tre:.surer  Reber  we  find  that  the  in- 
come of  the  board  from  April  ist,  1897,  to  April  ist,  1898,  was 
$48,006,64.  This  includes  the  money  for  English,  Hungarian, 
Bohemian,  Harbor  and  German  English  Missions.  This  sum 
includes,  of  course,  all  that  was  received  on  the  apportion- 
ments and  also  from  the  special  effort  of  last  year. 

The  last  annual  report,  which  was  prepared  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  board,  showed  a  pay-roll  of  more  than 
$44,000.  At  the  annual  meeting  reductions  were  made  amount- 
ing to  a  little  over  $3,000.  Then  one  Hungarian  mission  was 
added,  so  that  the  pay-roll  from  April  ist,  1897,  to  April  ist, 

1898,  was  $42,000,  had  all  the  missions  been  supplied  with  pas- 
tors. But  as  a  number  of  the  missions  were  without  pastors 
during  the  year,  the  actual  amount  paid  did  not  quite  reach 
$40,000.  Add  to  this  $40,000  the  debt  of  $22,000  of  a  year  ago 
and  you  have  $62,000.     From  this  take  the  $48,006.64  and  you 
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have  the  debt  of  the  board  on  April  ist,  1898,  something  over 
$13,000.  This  has  since  been  reduced  to  $9,000.  Beginning 
with  the  new  year  we  have  eighty-nine  missions  on  the  roll  of 
the  board.  One  has  been  added  since,  namely,  Connellsville, 
Pa.  The  reductions,  including  the  missions  that  became  self- 
supporting,  amount  to  $3,735.  The  pay-roll,  as  it  stands  at 
the  beginning  of  the  board  year,  without  the  incidental  ex- 
penses, amounts  to  $39,495.  This  is  considerably  less  than 
for  several  years  past. 

The  General  Synod  apportioned  $58,000  for  English, 
Hungarian,  Bohemian,  Harbor  and  German-English  missions. 
By  special  effort  $48,006.64  of  this  sum  was  raised 
during  the  last  year.  Without  any  special  effort  and  upon  the 
basis  of  the  appointments  alone  the  Church  seemingly  did  not 
raise  much  beyond  $36,000.  It  will,  therefore,  be  seen  that 
the  board  is  now  bringing  the  expenses  down  to  the  amount 
that  the  Church,  heretofore,  was  willing  to  contribute  to  the 
cause  of  Home  Missions.  But  a  sufficient  sum  must  be  raised 
in  addition  to  cancel  the  debt  of  $9,000,  while  new  work 
should  be  assumed  by  all  means.  The  board,  therefore,  urges 
the  classes  and  Synods  to  impress  upon  the  pastors  the  im- 
portance of  paying  the  missionary  apportionments  promptly.  If 
these  are  paid,  the  board  can  pay  the  debt  and  assume  some  ad- 
ditional work. 

The  Harbor  Mission  at  the  port  of  New  York,  under  the 
efficient  care  of  Brother  Sommerlatte,  is  doing  a  good  work. 

The  Bohemian  Mission,  in  Chicago,  under  Pastor  Molnar, 
is  prospering.  On  the  first  Sunday  of  August,  1897,  the  con- 
gregation was  organized  in  regular  form,  forty-seven  mem- 
bers entering  the  organization.  Other  members  have  been 
added  since  that  time.  This  congregation  is  very  much  in 
need  of  a  chapel  or  church.  The  Church  must  in  some  way 
meet  this  demand. 

The  Hungarian  work  is  prospering.  The  Hungarian 
brethren  seem  to  have  the  determination  and  liberality  which 
enables  them  to  acquire  church  property.  During  the  year 
some  changes  have  taken  place.  Rev.  Alex.  Harsanyi  left 
Cleveland,  Ohio,  and  opened  a  mission  in  Chicago,  III.,  with 
very  flattering  prospects.  Rev.  B.  Demeter  was  taken  from 
New  York  and  placed  over  the  mission  in  Cleveland,  but  has 
since  returned  to  Hungary.  Rev.  Francis  C.  Sanfordi  was 
called  from  Hungary  and  placed  over  the  mission  at  Trenton, 
N.  J.,  lately  vacated  by  Gustavus  Jurany.  Rev.  Zoltan  Kuthy 
was  transferred  from  Mt.  Carmel,  Pa.,  to  New  York  City.  By 
the  death  of  Rev.  Francis  Ferenczi,  of  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  we  have 
lost  a  faithful  servant.  Accordingly  Cleveland,  O.,  Mt.  Car- 
mel, Pa.,  and  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  are  at  present  vacant.     No  de- 
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partment  of  the  work  is  more  prosperous  tiian  the  Hungarian. 
These  people  come  nearer  helping  themselves  than  any  under 
the  board- 

The  extension  work  increases  in  importance  as  the  years 
come  and  go.  While  always  important,  it  is  more  so  now 
than  ever  before  from  the  fact  that  the  work  is  extending  and 
making  the  need  of  it  all  the  more  pressing.  The  Church  can 
look  with  satisfaction  on  what  is  being  done  in  this  department. 
From  nothing,  a  few  years  ago,  it  has  grown  to  quite  respecta- 
ble proportions.  It  has  a  still  more  extended  mission  in  our 
church.  During  the  past  year  the  usual  progress  was  made. 
Quite  a  number  of  missions  have  had  aid  extended  them.  We 
arc  glad  to  say  that  a  number  of  our  people  have  given  $500 
funds  to  this  cause.  Treasurer  Bousii  reports  the  following 
sums  to  this  cause  up  to  date :

The  disbursements  to  all  objects  amounted  to  $14,503.24, 
leaving  at  this  time  $1,000  in  the  treasury. 

The  Church  can  do  nothing  better  for  her  own  advance- 
ment than  to  strongly  support  the  extension  work.  A  great 
forward  movement  along  the  extension  lines  is  very  much 
needed  in  our  Church.  We  believe  that  the  Church  will  see 
the  need  of  such  funds  soon  and  will  furnish  them. 

The  appropriations  for  the  90  missions  on  the  roll  of  the 
board  on  October  1st,  1898,  will,  in  round  numbers,  amount  to 
$40,000.  This  includes  the  pay  of  superintendents.  As  there 
are  always  some  missions  vacant,  so  requiring  no  salary  dur- 
ing such  vacancy,  the  $40,000  will  hkely  meet  all  the  extra  ex- 
penses as  well.  If  the  apportionments  are  promptly  paid  all 
liabilities  can  be  met  and  the  indebtedness  cancelled. 

The  General  Synod  apportioned,  on  the  Synods,:  the  sum 
of  $58,000.  Of  this  the  English  Synods  are  apportioned  the 
following  sums:

This  apportionment  remains  the  same  for  three  years  from 
the  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod-  We  give  it  here  merely 
for  the  use  of  the  Synods. 

These  apportionments  are  very  moderate.  They  are  with- 
in the  reach  of  our  people,  and  it  is  hoped  that  strong  efforts 
will  be  made  to  pay  them  in  full. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  board  that  the  apportionments  may 
be  paid  in  order  that  the  debt  may  be  met  and  new  work  in- 
augurated. Under  existing  circumstances  the  board  can  only 
carry  forward  the  work  as  it  now  is,  and  must  wait  until  the 
Church  contributes  additional  funds  to  assume  additional 
work. 

It  is  a  pity  that  more  cannot  be  done,  as  many  calls  are 
coming  for  help,  and  many  opportunities  are  open  to  us,  as  a 
Church.  The  board  has,  however,  determined  upon  one 
thing,  namely,  not  to  assume  additional  work  until  the  funds 
are  in  sight  with  which  to  carry  it  forward. 

By  arrangements  with  the  Sunday-school  board  the  Sun- 
<lay-school  Missionary,  Rev.  J.  C.  Horning,  went  to  St.  Louis 
last  October  and  opened  a  Sunday-school,  and  has  been  labor- 
ing there  since.  The  understanding  between  the  boards  is 
that  he  shall  remain  there  a  year  or  two,  or  until  the  Mission 
board  is  prepared  to  place  a  missionary  at  that  place. 

For  a  more  complete  report  see  the  annual  report  which 
was  published  on  April  ist,  '98,  and  contains  a  complete  roll 
of  the  Missions  with  such  other  statistics  as  were  deemed  im- 
portant. This  annual  report  has  been  sent  to  all  the  pastors 
in  the  English  Synods  as  well  as  to  many  of  the  elders  and 
others. 

The  Board,  in  conclusion,  asks  of  the  Classes,  Synods  and 
the  entire  church  a  more  hearty  co-operation  in  the  Home 
Mission  work.  The  work  is  worthy  of  such  co-operation  and 
the  future  growth  of  the  church  must  depend  very  largely  upon 
the  efforts  we  now  put  forth  for  the  advancement  of  the  work. 
We  have  prospered  in  spite  of  hard  times.   The  blessings  of  the 


Master  have  been  upon  our' work-    May  He  continue  to  bless 
I  D.  S.  FousE,  Superintendent. 


Under  item  3  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
overtures  was  read,  the  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  tlie  United 

Stales: 

Reverekd  and  Dear  Brethren:  In  presenting  our 
annual  statement  of  the  progress  and  condition  of  our  mission- 
ary work  in  Japan,  we  find  no  special  features  to  note.  Dur- 
ing the  last  year  the  work  has  gone  successfully  forward,  with 
usual  encouraging  results.  We  have  now  some  56  points  where 
the  gospel  is  preached  with  more  or  less  success,  and  souls 
are  being  won  to  Christ.  In  all,  31  have  graduated  from  the 
Theological  Department  of  the  Tohoku  Gakuin.  Some  of 
these  are  engaged  as  personal  assistants  and  teachers  by  our 
several  missionaries ;  two  are  engaged  as  teachers  in  the  To- 
hoku Gakuin,  a  few  have  entered  upon  school  teaching,  but  the 
most  of  them  are  engaged  in  preaching  the  gospel  as  evange- 
lists. Those  who  are  not  engaged  specifically  as  evangelists, 
are  engaged  as  opportunity  is  afforded  in  some  branch  of 
Christian  work.  This  is  especially  true  of  those  who  are  help- 
ers and  teachers  of  the  several  missionaries.  Eight  graduated 
at  the  last  commencement,  of  whom  seven  have  already  en- 
tered upon  evangelistic  work,  while  one  devotes  himself  to 
teaching.  Nine  students  were  bnptized  during  the  year,  while 
others  are  restrained  from  an  open  profession  of  Christ,  by  the  , 
opposition  of  heathen  parents. 

The  visible  results  of  the  missionary  work  in  Japan  are 
materially  restrained  by  the  general  absorbing  interest  of  the 
people  in  political  and  commercial  affairs.  What,  witlj  the  near 
approach  of  the  time  when  the  revised  treaties  will  go  into  ef- 
fect, with  the  far  reaching  commercial  changes  which  that  will 
effect;  the  gravely  disturbed  condition  of  China  and  Korea; 
and  later  still,  the  radical  changes  iminent  in  the  Philippine 
Islands ;  the  people  feel  but  little  incentive  to  give  heed  to  the 
interests  of  religion.  And  yet,  withal,  the  public  prints  give 
unmistakable  evidence  that  in  the  thoughts  of  the  people, 
Christianity  is  exerting  a  leivening  power.  As  the  arts  and  of- 
fices of  Western  civilization  are  winning  acceptance,  they 
carry  with  them  the  conviction  to  the  thoughtful,  that  they  are 
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the  product  of  the  Christian  religion.  And  the  leaven  is  pro- 
ducing its  fruits  in  the  minds  of  the  better  class.  During  the 
past  year,  for  the  second  time,  an  outspoken,  active  Christian 
was  elected  Speaker  of  the  Lower  House  of  the  Imperial  Par- 
liament. 

No  new  missionaries  were  sent  out  during  the  last  year. 
This  was  not,  however,  for  the  want  of  applicants  for  appoint- 
ment. 

Rev.  D.  B.  Schneder,  after  a  mo^t  profitable  furlough  re- 
turned to  the  field.  He  landed  in  Japan  May  3d,  after  a  fav- 
orable journey,  except  that  Mrs.  Schneder  suffered  with  sea- 
sickness during  nearly  the  entire  voyage.  A  few  days  on  land, 
however,  restored  her  to  usual  health. 

Miss  Mary  C.  Hollowell,  who  had  been  sent  out  seven 
years,  will  come  home  on  furlough,  sailing  Oct.  ist.  prox. 
She  had  thought  of  coming  via  Indict  and  Europe,  thus  com- 
pleting the  circuit  of  the  world-  But  her  contemplated  ar- 
rangements failing  her,  she  will  come  via  San  Francisco. 

The  board  is  pained  to  have  to  say,  that  Rev.  Dr.  Moore 
has  for  some  time  labored  under  severely  impaired  health.  He 
has  been  interrupted  in  his  most  prosperous  labors  in  the  city 
of  Tokyo  and  vicinity,  and  has  been  spending  some  time  at  a 
health  resort  in  the  mountains  of  Japan.  His  physicians  advise 
him,  that  in  case  he  is  not  decidedly  relieved  h^  his  sojourn  in 
the  mountains,  it  will  be  necessary  for  him  to  come  to  Ameri- 
ca. The  board  is  anxiously  awaiting  further  intelligence  from 
him. 

Rev.  Hoy  experienced  a  severe  recurrence  of  his  old  ail- 
ment, the  asthma.  By  the  advice  of  his  brethren  of  the  Mis- 
sion, approved  by  the  board,  he  took  a  vacation,  and  visited 
China.  He  had  scarcely  reached  China  when  his  asthma  left 
him.  He  returned  to  Japan  greatly  relieved,  and  is  again  as 
busy  as  ever.  The  results  of  his  travels  and  observations  in 
China,  the  church  is  learning  from  his  series  of  letters  publish- 
ed in  the  church  papers.  This  series  is  not  yet  completed,  and 
whatever  else  they  may  eflfect,  one  important  result  will  accrue ; 
they  will  furnish  the  church  a  most  graphic  account  of  the  ter- 
rible condition,  appalling  miseries  and  imperative  wants  of  the 
heathen  world.  God  grant,  that  the  hearts  and  consciences  of 
his  children  in  Christian  lands,  may  be  moved  by  the  challenge, 
to  self-denial  and  speedy  effort  for  its  relief. 

The  board  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  instructions  giv- 
en by  the  last  General  Synod,  to  plant  a  new  Mission.  Its  in- 
quiries have  intensified  its  desire  to  carry  out  these  instruc- 
tions, and  the  want  of  the  necessary  means  alone  restrained  it 
from  doing  so-  The  Classes,  at  their  last  annual  meetings  were 
challenged  with  the  inquiry  whether  they  were  prepared  to  fur- 
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nish  the  addUiona!  means  for  this  new  step,  with  the  following 
result:  Of  53  Classes  replying,  the  answer  of  17  were  affirma- 
tive, with  two  of  them  qualified ;  22  were  negative,  and  14  non- 
committal or  no-action.  The  board  will  report  this  result  to 
General  Synod,  and  ask  for  further  instructions. 

The  receipts  of  our  board  show  the  apportionments  sev- 
eral thousand  dollars  short.  While  the  board,  aided  by  outside 
receipts  was  able  to  megt  current  expenses,  it  was  unable  to 
take  the  advance  steps  which  our  Japan  work  calls  for,  and  it 
was  compelled  to  move  along  at  its  old  pace.  We  would  again 
most  earnestly  bespeak  of  your  Reverend  Body  such  energet- 
ic action  as  will  secure  to  our  treasury  at  least  the  sum  desig- 
nated by  General  Synod  as  its  apportionment.

Under  item  6,  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures 
was  read,  Thursday  afternoon,  the  report  of  the  Publishing 
Committee  of  tlje  Reformed  Church  Tidings  and  the  report  of 
the  Sunday-school  Board  of  General  Synod.  The  former  was 
referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  Missions  and  is  as  fol- 
lows:

United  States: 

Dear  Brethren  :  In  behalf  of  the  joint  Publishing 
Committee  of  the  Boards  of  Home  Missions,  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, and  Sunday-school  work,  we  beg  leave  to  report  that 
the  second  year  of  the  publication  of  the  Reformed  Churcb 
Tidings  has  shown  that  there  is  a  distinctive  field  and  mission 
for  this  periodical. 

The  paid  circulation  has  exceeded  19,000  copies,  which  is 
a  falling  off  of  some  6,000  copies  from  the  first  year.  The  ad- 
vertising receipts  show  a  gain ;  and  these  were  reduced,  owing 
to  the  Spanish-American  war,  which  has  affected  general  ad- 
vertising the  last  six  months-  The  financial  statement  here- 
with given  show  that  Tidings  can  be  placed  upon  a  perma- 
nent financial  foundation.  The  report  of  the  business  man- 
ager, taken  from  the  books  under  date  of  September  22,  1898, 
is  as  follows :

During  the  year,  owing  to  the  increased  duties  of  his  po- 
sition, in  Sunday-school  work,  the  managing  editor  resigned, 
and  Rev.  C.  E.  Schaeffer  was  elected,  and  has  been  acting  as 
managing  editor  since  April  i,  1898. 

From  every  section  of  the  church,  ministers  and  church 
members  have  again  expressed  themselves  during  the  year 
as  delighted  with  the  paper,  and  have  assured  us  of  the  great 
good  it  is  doing.  We  would,  however,  remind  your  reverend 
body,  that  to  make  Tidings  self-supporting,  and  a  source  of 
profit  to  the  several  boards,  it  is  necessary  that  the  original 
plan  be  carried  out  as  far  as  possible,  namely,  a  copy  of  the 
Reformed  Church  Tidings  be  placed  in  every  family  in  every 
congregation  in  the  church. 

Our  circulation  has  been  large,  although  there  are  several 
hundred  congregations  where  Tidings  does  not  circulate.    To 
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attain  a  still  larger  circulation,  we  again  respeclfiilly  request 
your  reverend  body  to  take  such  action  as  will  cause  the 
Classes  to  call  the  attention  of  pastors  and  consistories  of  the 
various  charges  to  the  importance  of  devising  ways  and  means 
to  place  the  Reformed  Church  Tidings  into  every  family  in  the 
church.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  reported  on  Mon- 
day. The  report  was  considered  by  items.  The  items  sever- 
ally adopted,  and  the  sums  recommended  therein  referred  to 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.  The  report  was  adopt- 
ed as  a  whole,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  committee  respectfully  reports  that  the  following 
papers  have  been  placed  in  their  hands : 

1.  The  annual  report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home 
Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Home 
Missions. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

4.  The  report  of  the  Publishing  Committee  of  the  Re- 
formed Church  Tidings. 

I.  We  express  our  gratitude  to  God  for  the  large  meas- 
ure of  success  that  has  followed  the  efforts  of  General  Synod's 
Board  of  Missions  during  the  past  year,  and  give  our  confi- 
dence to  the  board  for  their  zealous  and  energetic  efforts  in 
carrying  forward  the  work  under  the  many  discouraging  cir- 
cumstances under  which  they  labor. 

We  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  their  board  to  the 
promising  territory  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  in  the  firm  belief 
that  no  section  of  our  country  offers  greater  and  speedier  re- 
sults. We  believe  that  this  Synod's  faithfulness  to  the  board 
merits  greater  attention  to  the  promising  opening  within  our 
bounds. 

2-     We  recommend  the  following  apportionments:

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Also  an  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member  for 
Church  Extension. 

3.  We  find  that  the  Mission  at  Turtle  Creek  is  deeply 
involved  in  a  church  debt,  and  it  is  very  evident  that  without 
help  the  property  cannot  be  saved  to  the  church,  (i)  We, 
therefore,  recommend,  that  this  Synod  assumes  the  interest, 
for  two  years,  of  the  $5,000  the  Mission  owes  the  Germania 
Bank,  of  Pittsburgh.  (2.)  That  the  General  Board  of  Missions 
be  requested  to  assume  for  the  same  period  of  time,  the  in- 
terest of  the  $1,600  which  it  has  already  assumed  and  in  ad- 
dition thereto  give  the  mission  an  additional  loan  of  $500. 
(3.)  That  in  view  of  this  action,  if  adopted,  the  mission  be  en- 
joined to  raise  sufficient  money  at  once  to  meet  the  note  of 
$1,000  due  in  the  bank  at  Turtle  Creek — and  that  during  these 
two  years  the  mission  puts  forth  all  possible  efforts  to  reduce 
the  indebtedness  on  the  church  property. 

4.  This  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  has  been  able  to  do 
but  Uttle  more  than  to  call  the  attention  of  General  Synod's 
Board  to  new  and  promising  mission  points  within  our  own 
bounds,  with  some  measure  of  success.  They  call  attention  to 
the  straitened  and  oppressive  financial  circumstances  of  the 
mission  at  Turtle  Creek.  We  hereby  express  our  unqualified 
disapproval  of  any  mission  involving  itself  in  oppressive  in- 
debtedness which  imperils  its  own  existence  and  the  loss  of  all 
that  our  board  may  have  expended  in  its  support ;  and  recom- 
mend that  the  Board  of  Missions  of  General  Synod,  hereafter 
exercise  some  authority  in  such  cases.  We  recommend  that 
for  this  work  $2,600  be  apportioned  tentatively  upon  the 
classes. 

5.  As  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Almighty  God  for  His  continued 
favor  toward  us  in  our  efforts  to  spread  the  Gospel  in  Japan. 
The  report  of  our  secretary  gives  a  fair  and  encouraging  view 
of  the  work.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  we  and  our  people  are  but 
playing  and  trifling  in  the  great  work  of  the  Lord,  and  that  we 
forfeit  much  grace  and  many  benedictions  by  our  unfaithful- 
ness. It  is  time  to  awaken  out  of  sleep,  for  another  fulness 
of  time  is  about  upon  us,  if  we  can  at  all  read  the  sign  of  the 
times,  as  manifested  under  the  guidance  of  His  hand. 

6.  We  rejoice  to  know  that  the  ministers  and  elders  of 
Pittsburgh  and  vicinity  have  organized  a  Missionary  Alliance, 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  new  interests  in  their  immedi- 
ate vicinity,  and  sustaining  them,  etc.  We  recommend  that 
like  organizations  be  formed,  wherever  possible,  or  that  the 
Qasses  devise  plans  to  hold  '^Church  Work  Conventions"  in 
as  many  of  their  congregations  as  possible,  and  that  Super-

intendent  Fouse  be  invited  to  assist  in  that  work  as  much  as 
possible. 

From  the  report  of  the  Publication  Committee  of  the 
Church  Tidings  we  have  a  statement  of  the  present  condition 
of  that  periodical,  which  we  again  commend  to  our  people  and 
ask  the  Classes  to  take  such  action  as  may  place  it  before  all 
ihe  members  of  our  churches.

duce the  expenses  of  its  management.— would  respectfully  re- 
port as  follows ; 

Hem  I.  Your  committee  met  representatives  of  the 
Classis  of  Somerset  and  members  of  the  Board  of  Foreign 
Missions  for  conference.  After  a  careful  consideration  of  com- 
plaints and  explanations,  we  find  that  less  money  has  been 
used  for  the  general  expenses  of  the  board  than  at  first  appears. 

Under  the  item  of  "General  Expenses."  $2,639.73.  ^^ 
covered  by  steamer  passage  and  traveling  expenses  of  mission- 
aries, Moore  and  Hoy,  together  with  ^00,  paid  towards  the 
erection  of  the  chapel  in  Japan.  The  balance,  including  sal- 
aries of  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  $900.00  paid  for  in- 
terest, brings  the  percentage  of  expenses  as  over  against  the 
receipts — down  to  10  3-4  per  cent. 

Item  3.  The  one  item  of  apparent  unnecessary  expense 
is  the  $250,  paid  annually  for  "auditing,"  to  Mr.  J.  K.  Raud- 
enbush. 

Item  3.  Because  of  these  facts  your  committee  begs  to 
suggest  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  this  Synod  to  overture 
General  Synod,  as  requested,  and  yet  suggests  the  wisdom  ol 
urging  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions  to  bring  the  expenses 
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of  the  Board  to  as  small  a  percentage  of  its  receipts,  as  wis- 
dom and  economy  would  dictate.

Iw— Report  of  the  Board   of  Direotom  of  8t«  Paul**   OrpluuBR. 

Home,  Butler,  Pa.,  to  June,  1898. 

The  Board  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  reported,  Thurs- 
day morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  We  have  nothing  different  to  report 
concerning  the  general  managenment  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home,  from  that  of  previous  years.  The  discipline  of  the 
Home  has  been  maintained,  the  children  fed  and  clothed,  the 
schools  open  for  10  months  of  the  year,  and  Christian  nurture 
and  instruction  constantly  given;  all  under  the  superinten- 
dency  of  Dr.  P.  C.  Prugh. 

Thanks  are  due  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the  constant 
blessing  and  mercy  shown  in  preserving  the  health  and  lives 
of  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  and  in  moving  the  hearts  of  His* 
people  to  the  support  of  the  orphaned  children  there  gathered.- 

At  the  date  to  which  this  report  reaches,  there  were  eighty- 
seven  children  in  the  Home,  of  whom  56  were  church  orphans, 
and  31  pay  children — eighteen  of  these  were  received  during^ 
the  year,  of  whom  two  were  returned  to  their  mothers,  and* 
four,  who  had  reached  a  proper  age,  were  placed  in  suitable 
positions  to  earn  a  livelihood  and  become  useful  in  life. 


The  domestic  work  of  the  Home  is  now  done  almost  en- 
tirely by  the  orphans ;  those  who  have  completed  the  school 
course  receive  pay,  beginning  with  a  small  amount,  which  ia 
gradually  increased. 

The  larger  boys  are  required  to  work  in  garden  and  farm. 
In  the  way  of  improvements,  a  larger  water  supply  has  been 
furnished,  by  laying  Soofeet  of  i  1-2  inch  pipe,  and  connecting 
with  the  main  of  the  Butler  Water  Co.  The  need  of  this  increas- 
ed water  supply  was  pressing-  Through  the  eiTorts  of  the  in- 
mates of  the  Home,  and  the  aid  of  friends  in  Butler,  a  much 
needed  organ  was  placed  in  the  Chapel,  and  the  proceeds  of 
an  entertainment  given  by  the  children,  under  the  instruction 
of  Miss  Kiuter,  furnished  5  dozen  church  hymnals.  A  fire  es- 
cape was  also  provided  for  the  safety  of  the  inmates. 

The  loss  caused  by  the  fire — amounting  to  $469.25,  was 
promptly  paid  by  the  insurance  companies.

The  above  report  is  absolutely  correct,  yet  it  is  due  this 
Synod  to  state  that  at  our  annual  meeting,  in  June,  there  re- 
mained bills  unpaid  to  the  amount  of  about  $400,  which  will 
be  an  additional  burden  upon  this  fiscal  year,  or  a  permanent 
debt.  Remembering  the  deficit  of  $1,000,  in  1897,  for  which 
a  loan  was  made,  the  Board  and  Synod  are  confronted  wdth  a 
very  serious  financial  question.  This  accumulation  of  debt, 
dare  not  continue.  Can  it  be  stopped?  An  affirmative  an- 
swer only  can  be  given. 

If  this  Synod  and  all  the  friends  of  the  Home  bear  the 
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orphan  on  their  hearts  to  God  in  prayer,  and  exercise  unwaver- 
ing faith  in  His  promises,  the  work  will  continue  and  enlarge. 
This  faith  will  not  cause  inaction  on  our  part,  but  will  produce 
activities,  for  the  guidance  of  which  Synod  has  given  utter- 
ance in  asking  our  people  to  make  offerings  for  this  purpose 
at  the  Christmas  festival  and  at  the  Children's  Day  service. 
All  our  Sunday-schools  or  churches,  or  nearly  all,  make  con- 
tributions at  Christmas,  but  we  regret  to  say  that  compara- 
tively few,  remembered  the  orphans  on  Children's  Day.  We 
ask  that  Synod  reiterate  the  action  of  last  year,  as  to  the  of- 
ferings of  Christmas  and  Children's  Day. 

If  our  Home  is  to  do  the  work  for  which  it  was  establish- 
ed— if  this  Synod  would  be  faithful  to  God — ^then  we  are  con- 
strained to  say  that  our  pastors,  congregations  and  Sunday- 
schools  must  do  more  in  the  future  than  has  been  done  in  the 
past.  More  interest  must  be  shown  and  larger  contributions 
made.  Could  our  membership  be  induced  to  give  25  cents  each 
annually  to  this  worthy  cause,  our  income  from  our  own  con- 
stituency would  be  more  than  doubled.  We  but  appeal  to  the 
hearts  of  our  people  and  look  up  in  faith  to  Him,  who  has 
promised  to  be  a  father  to  the  fatherless.  We  can  but  plead  for 
more  and  larger  contributions  on  Christmas  and  Children's 
Day,  and  hope  that  the  reunions  of  our  people  in  different  parts 
of  our  Synod  may  be  made  a  source  of  income  to  the  Home. 

In  this  connection  it  is  proper  to  report  that  the  Home 
treasury  received  material  aid  from  the  reunion  at  Conneaut 
Lake,  August  4,  and  Idlewild,  August  11. 

The  indebtedness  of  $11,000  has  become  such  an  incum- 
brance upon  the  Home  that  we  ask  Synod  to  consider  whether 
we  ought  not  now  devise  some  means  to  remove  the  whole 
indebtedness. 

According  to  your  instruction,  the  board  fixed  the  term  of 
office  of  the  several  members  elected  by  the  last  Synod,  as  fol- 
lows :  For  four  years — Rev.  C.  R.  Dieffenbacher,  J.  M.  Con- 
roy,  and  Rev.  C.  L.  Alspach.  For  three  years — Revs.  J.  N. 
Bauman,  A.  J.  Heller  and  J.  E.  Kunkle,  esq.  For  two  years — 
Revs.  A.  M.  Keifer,  T.  S.  Land  and  P.  Keil.  For  one  year — 
B.  Wolf,  jr.,  and  Revs.  R.  C.  Bowling  and  S.  T.  Wagner.  The 
term  of  the  last  three  end  with  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  board,  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee was  authorized  to  purchase  30  acres  of  land,  immediately 
adjoining  the  Home  property — if  deemed  advisable.  How- 
ever desirable  it  might  be  for  the  Home  to  own  more  landed 
estate,  our  financial  condition  and  meagre  income,  forbid  the 
consideration  of  this  question  at  present. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  note  the  death,  on  July  17, 
of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Prugh,  wife  of  our  superintendent.     Her 
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labor  of  love  among  the  orphans  has  ceased ;  but  her  memory 
will  be  enshrined  in  the  hearts  of  hundreds,  to  whom  she  show- 
ed a  mother's  love. 

Asking  the  earnest  and  serious  consideration,  upon  the

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported. 
Friday  forenoon.     The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Literary  Institutions,  and  is  as  follows; 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions,  would 
report  as  follows : 

The  board  held  a  meeting  on  Oct.  6th,  1898,  and  was  or- 
ganized by  the  election  of  H.  D.  Darbaker,  Pres.j  and  R.  F. 
Gass,  Clerk. 

The  report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
C.  C.  Institute,  was  the  only  matter  that  came  before  the  board 
for  consideration.  From  this  report,  the  board  learns  the  fol- 
lowing : 

r.  The  Academy  at  Rimcrsburg  is  still  under  the  care 
■of  Prof.  W.  L.  Smith,  who  is  doing  efficient  work,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  there  are  many  discouragements  to  be 
met.  During  the  Summer  term  about  40  students  were  in  at- 
tendance. 

2.  Some  improvements  were  made  on  the  building  snd 
grounds  last  year-  At  the  last  meeting  of  Classis,  a  movement 
was  set  on  foot  looking  toward  further  improvement.  The 
anticipated  improvements  when  made  will  put  the  school 
property  in  fair  condition. 

3.  We  learn  that  Clarion  Classis  failed  to  confirm  the 
action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  with  reference  to  the  proposed 
unconditional  transfer  of  the  property  to  Pittsburgh  Synod. 
The  Classis,  however,  is  willing  to  transfer  the  property  to 
Synod,  free  of  all  encumbrance,  and  has  authorized  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  said  institution  to  effect  the  same,  on  condition 
that  the  Synod  agrees  to  maintain  the  school  in  its  present  lo- 
cation. In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  your  board  does  not 
see  its  way  clear  to  recommend  any  action.

Under  item  2,  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures, 
Thursday,  was  read  the  report  of  the  President  of  Frsnklin  and 
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Marshall  College.    The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning,  and  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

The  members  of  the  graduating  class,  fifty-six  in  number, 
as  printed  in  the  catalogue,  having  completed  their  course  of 
study  and  successfully  passed  their  final  examinations,  receiv- 
ed the  degree  of  A.  B.,  from  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  following  graduates  of  the  college  received  the  de- 
gree of  A.  M.  in  course :  Rev.  George  P.  Stem,  class  of  '86, 
Edwin  M.  Hartman,  class  of  '95,  Thaddeus  G.  Helm,  class  of 
'95,  and  G-  Frank  Wetzel,  class  of  '95. 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Faculty  and  Board  of 
Visitors  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  the  degree  of  B.  D.  was 
conferred  on  the  Rev.  Jonathan  V.  George. 

The  Rev.  K.  Otis  Spessard,  after  tihe  completion  of  a 
course  of  non-resident  study,  and  approved  examinations  in 
the  same,  received  the  degree  of  Ph.D. 

The  degree  of  Ph.D.,  for  meritorious  work  and  scholastic 
attainments,  was  conferred  upon  Dr.  George  G.  Groff,  of 
Bucknell  University,  and  Prof.  Felix  Schelling,  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania. 

The  degree  of  D.D.,  was  conferred  on  the  Revs.  Jonathan 
H.  Pannebecker,  of  Columbia,  Pa.,  John  F.  De  Long,  of  Beth- 
lehem, Pa.,  and  Allen  R.  Bartholomew,  of  Pottsville,  Pa. 

The  condition  of  the  college  during  the  past  year  has  been 
eminently  satisfactory.  The  attendance  has  been  unusually 
large,  the  enrollment,  as  given  in  the  catalogue,  including  two 
graduates  and  thirteen  special  students,  being  185,  and  the 
graduating  class  numbering  56,  or  22  more  than  any  other  class 
in  the  history  of  the  college,  up  to  the  present  time.  Tlys,  of 
course,  was  exceptional,  and  the  number  this  year  will  be 
somewhat  smaller.  Fifty-one  new  students  have  been  ad- 
mitted to  the  college,  and  the  actual  attendance  since  the  be- 
ginning of  the  present  term,  is  one  hundred  and  sixty.  Two 
sad  cases  of  death  have  occurred  in  the  student  body.  Mr. 
Eugene  Bobb,  who  was  doing  graduate  work  and  rendering 
assistance  in  the  Scientific  Department,  died  of  pneumonia  on 
Friday,  May  20.  He  was  a  promising  young  man,  and  his 
death  called  forth  general  sympathy  and  sorrow  in  the  college 
community.  At  the  beginning  of  the  present  year,  Mr.  Frank 
McCullough,  a  member  of  the  Sophomore  class,  another 
bright  and  exemplary  young  man,  passed  away  from  our 
midst. 

During  the  past  year  the  Board  of  Trustees  lost  four  of 
its  members  by  death :  The  Hon.  Harrison  P.  Laird»  L.L.  D., 
of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod,  Messrs.  John.  C.  Hager,  of 
ter,  and  Charles  Santee,  of  Philadelphia,  of  the  Eastern  Sjri 
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and  the  Rev.  J.  O.  Miller,  D.D.,  of  the  Potomac  Synod.  The 
vacancies  thus  occasioned  were  filled,  according  to  the  pro- 
vision of  the  charter  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  its  late  meet- 
ing, by  the  appointment  of  John  E.  Kunkle,  Esq.,  of  Greens- 
burg;  Mr.  W.  H.  Hager,  of  Lancaster;  Mr.  W.  M.  Hardt,  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  Rev.  A.  S.  Weber,  of  Baltimore.  Since 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year  another  vacancy  has  been 
caused  by  the  death  of  Rev.  Thos.  G-  Apple,  D.D,,  LL.D., 
which  it  will  also  be  the  province  of  the  board  to  fill  in  due 
time.  The  term  of  service  of  Rev.  S.  G.  Wagner,  D.D„  Rev. 
Henry  Mosser,  D.D.,  and  John  W.  Bicke!,  Esq.,  expires  this 
year  and  it  will  devolve  upon  the  Eastern  Synod  to  elect  their 
successors. 

Profs.  A.  V.  Hiester  and  C.  Nevin  Heller,  who  had  obtained 
leave  of  absence  for  the  purpose  of  further  study  at  Columbia 
and  Cornell  Universities,  and  whose  places  had  been  mean- 
while acceptably  filled  by  Messrs.  S.  W.  Kerr  and  Ambrose 
Cort,  have  returned  to  the  college  and  entered  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  their  respective  departments.  Prof. 
Claude  B.  Davis  last  year  gave  a  very  successful  course  of  in- 
struction in  elocution  and  oratory,  and  the  college  authorities 
were  so  fortunate  as  to  secure  his  services  again  for  the  present 
year.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  all  the  departments  of 
instruction  are  filled  by  able,  experienced,  successful  teachers. 
The  college  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  completion 
of  the  new  Watts  de  Peyster  Library,  and  the  opening  of  the 
same  for  the  use  of  the  college.  .Arransjements  have  been 
made  to  have  the  library  and  reading  room  open  to  professors 
and  students  every  day  except  Sunday,  morning,  afternoon 
and  evening,  and  thus  the  facilities  afforded  by  these  accesso- 
ries to  college  work  will  be  greatly  increased  and  their  value 
enhanced.  The  college  Herbarium  and  the  Museum  of  the 
Linnaean  Society  have  been  removed  from  the  Academy  to  the 
main  College  building.  Room  has  been  made  in  this  way  for 
meeting  the  increased  needs  of  the  Academy,  and  greater  facil- 
ity is  afforded  for  the  use  of  these  valuable  adjuncts  in  the 
regular  work  of  the  college. 

The  present  healthy  and  prosperous  condition  of  the 
Academy  is  especially  noteworthy  and  is  by  no  means  the  least 
of  the  encouraging  features  which  the  college  situation  pre- 
sents. The  work  of  the  last  year  was  thoroughly  satisfactory, 
and  this  year  there  is  a  large  influx  of  new  students.  The  ex- 
cellent accommodations  and  the  thorough  instruction  are  hav- 
ing their  natural  effect,  and  the  future  of  this  institution,  botl 
in  its  own  line  of  work  and  as  a  feeder  of  the  college,  is  full  of 
promise.  There  are  now  seventy-four  or  seventy-five  students 
irt  attendance,  and  the  large  building  is  well  filled. 
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It  would  be  pleasant  if  the  finances  of  the  college  could  be 
spoken  of  with  equal  hope  and  confidence.  In  some  respects 
there  is  room  for  congratulation.  The  invested  funds  of  the 
college  have  been  increased  during  the  year  from  $170,975  to 
$174,350.  The  actual  income  and  expenditure  for  the  year 
also  present  a  more  favorable  showing  than  was  anticipated. 
There  was  a  larger  outlay  for  salaries  than  during  the  previous 
year,  and  there  were  extraordinary  expenses  connected  with 
the  removal  of  the  library  and  the  erection  of  the  de  Peyster 
statue.  A  deficit  was,  therefore  expected-  It  is  found  that 
the  expenditures  were  in  excess  of  the  receipts  by  $1,941.04, 
with  a  few  unpaid  bills  that  came  in  too  late  to  be  included.  A 
larger  deficit  was  looked  for,  and  the  outcome  affords  a  sense 
of  relief. 

But  so  far  as  the  endowment  of  the  college  is  concerned 
and  the  obtaining  of  means  for  the  prosecution  of  its  work 
on  a  scale  commensurate  with  the  opportunities  and  demands 
which  the  present  condition  of  the  college  carries  with  it,  the 
result  of  the  past  year's  labor  is  far  from  satisfactory.  It  is 
true,  the  endowment  has  been  somewhat  increased,  and  the 
subscriptions  toward  the  erection  of  the  greatly  needed  scien- 
tific building  have  been  accumulating.  But  while  the  finan- 
cial secretary  has  been  faithful,  diligent  and  persistent,  and 
has  in  many  respects  done  excellent  work,  the  result  of  his  la- 
bors, in  dollars  and  cents,  is  not  even  remotely  what  wc  had 
a  right  to  expect.  Time  and  again  the  door  was  shut  against 
him,  and  he  was  not  permitted  to  canvass  the  congregations  ol 
the  synods,  either  because  other  interests  seemed  to  preoccupy 
the  ground,  or  because  the  times  were  not  auspicious.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  state  of  things  will  not  continue.  The  college 
has  earned  for  itself  the  good  will  and  confidence  of  the  church 
and  secured  the  patronage  of  a  large  public.  But  good  will 
and  kindly  feeling  are  not  enough.  To  say :  "Go  in  peace,  be 
ye  warmed  and  filled,"  will  not  feed  the  hungry  or  clothe  the 
naked.  So  it  is  not  enough  to  say :  "The  college  oug^t  to  be 
endowed,  I  hope  you  will  succeed."  The  situation  demands 
action,  prompt,  vigorous  action.  Let  the  way  be  opened  for 
an  energetic  canvass  after  due  preparation  in  the  different 
classes  so  tliat  funds  may  be  secured,  whether  m  large  or  small 
amounts,  to  swell  the  endowment,  and  provide  for  the  pressing 
needs  of  the  hour.  Let  speedy  provision  be  nude  for  the  erec- 
tion of  the  Science  building  upon  the  coming  of  which  the  fu- 
ture prosperity  of  the  college  to  largely  depieods.  and  let  the 
endowment  grow  from  year  to  year  to  -  ■ ;  ;  ■■  '  ■  ■)  ■- 
needs  of  larger  classes  and  fuller  coo:-  '(  '•-■■:■'.;.

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's 
Orphans'  Home  we  learn  that  the  same  diligent  and  careful 
oversight  has  been  maintained  in  the  afTairs  of  the  Home  that 
has  characterized  the  management  in  past  years;  that  the 
Home  is  in  good  condition,  and  in  all  respects  suppHcs  the 
want  of  a  well-regulated  Christian  home  for  the  fatherless 
and  needy.  Attention  is  called  to  the  debt  of  $11,000  still 
resting  on  the  property  and  the  earnest  hope  is  expressed  by 
the  board  that  steps  may  be  taken  to  cancel  this  debt.  The 
financial  support  given  by  the  Church  has  been  far  from  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  pressing  needs  of  the  home,  and  the  board 
renews  its  urgent  request  for  larger  offerings. 

From  the  documents  relating  to  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College  we  learn  that  the  college  is  in  a  most  prosperous  con- 
dition, having  graduated  the  largest  class  in  its  history  at  the 
late  commencement.  The  number  of  students  on  the  roll  for 
the  past  year  was  for  the  college  proper  185,  and  for  the  Acad- 
emy 86 — a  total  of  271.  The  elegant  new  Watts  de  Peyster  li- 
brary has  been  completed  and  opened  to  the  students  and 
friends  of  the  college. 

From  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions 
we  learn  that  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute,  at  Rimersburg, 
has  continued  its  work  in  the  past  year,  though  not  under  the 
most  encouraging  circumstances.    This  school  is  again  offered 
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to  Synod  by  Clarion  Classis,  but  on  materially  different  condi- 
tions from  those  on  which  it  was  first  offered. 

In  view  of  alH  we  submit  the  following  for  adoption : 

1.  That  we  commend  anew  the  interests  of  St.  Paul's  Or- 
phans' Home  to  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  our  people,  and 
ask  that  larger  ofierings  be  given  to  this  very  deserving  and 
needy  cause.  That  the  classes  be  directed  to  bring  this  action 
to  the  attention  of  all  the  pastors  and  people  in  such  a  manner 
as  shall  bring  about  the  largest  possible  income  to  the  Home. 

2.  That  the  Qiristmas  offerings,  as  heretofore,  be  de- 
voted to  this  cause,  and  that  the  pastors  be  urged  to,  at  this  or 
some  other  suitable  time,  earnestly  present  this  cause  by  ser- 
mon or  otherwise,  to  their  people. 

3.  That  Synod  reaffirms  its  action  of  last  year,  devoting 
the  Children's  Day  offerings  to  St.  Paul's  Orphans'  Home  in 
addition  to  those  of  Christmas,  and  that  the  classes  be  urged 
to  impress  more  deeply  upon  the  Sunday-schools  and  congre- 
gations within  their  bounds  the  importance  of  carrying  out 
this  action  fully. 

4.  That  Synod  approves  of  a  plan  looking  to  the  formation 
of  a  ladies'  Auxiliary  Board  for  Uie  Home  to  be  composed  of 
three  from  each  classis,  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
regular  board,  render  such  service  in  the  interest  of  the  Home 
as  may  be  feasible. 

5.  That  Synod  has  learned  with  sqrrow  of  the  death  of 
Mrs.  Charlotte  Prugh,  wife  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Home, 
and  extends  its  sincere  sympathy  to  Dr.  Prugh  in  this  trial, 
and  would  hereby  record  its  appreciation  of  the  devotion  and 
valuable  service  rendered  by  this  good  woman  during  the  16 
years  in  which,  together  with  her  husband,  she  labored  for  the 
comfort  and  welfare  of  the  children  committed  to  the  care  of 
the  Home. 

6-  That  we  rejoice  in  the  highly  prosperous  condition  of 
F.  and  M.  College  and  Academy.  That  we  commend  this  in- 
stitution to  the  continued  patronage  of  our  people  and  the  gen- 
eral public  as  affording  the  very  best  of  facilities  for  obtaining 
a  higher  education.  That  we  appreciate  the  need  of  the  pro- 
posed new  Scientific  building,  and  sympathize  with  the  man- 
agement in  the  difficulties  that  have  thus  far  stood  in  the  way 
of  meeing  this  want,  and  trust  the  way  may  now  open  up 
without  further  delay  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  much 
desired  end. 

■J.  While  hoping  for  the  continued  and  larger  usefulness 
of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute,  owing  to  the  boidine  condi- 
tion on  which  tiie  ownership  of  ibis  institutioa  t 
Synod  by  Clarion  Classis,  Synod  rloes  not  deem  it  a 
this  time,  to  accept  the  same. 
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Synod  is  gratified  to  learn  from  the  catalogue  of  Ca- 
tawba College  that  this  institution  is  being  maintained  with 
vigor  and  success,  though  confronted  with  trials  and  difficul- 
ties, that  a  more  promising  future  has  opened  for  it,  and  com- 
mends it  to  the  confidence  and  liberality  of  all  who  may  in  any 
way  be  able  to  contribute  to  its  better  success.

I^— Report  of  the  Bssrd  o«  BemefloUwr  Ednofttion. 

The  Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  reported  Thursday 
afternoon.     The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Education,  and  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:     Your  board  respectfully  reports  that 
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during  the  past  year  they  have  endeavored  to  discharge  the 
duties  committed  to  them  according  to  their  best  ability  and 
judgment 

Due  regard  and  attention  has  been  given  to  the  rules  and 
requirements  made  by  Synod  for  our  guidance  in  conducting 
the  affairs  of  the  board,  and  as  far  as  possible  a  watchful  care 
as  to  the  conduct  and  diligence  of  the  students  has  been  exer- 
cised. We  are  glad  to  report,  that  no  complaints  can  be  made 
against  any  of  those  under  our  care. 

Ten  students  have  been  under  our  supervision  during  the 
whole  or  part  of  the  past  year,  nine  of  whom  received  financial 
assistance.  E.  E.  EmhofF  supported  himself,  and  together 
with  W.  D.  Stoyer,  completed  the  theological  course  of  study, 
and  both  are  now  engaged  in  the  active  duties  of  the  ministry. 
Two  are  seniors  in  the  seminary  and  one  a  junior;  the  others 
are  pursuing  the  classical  course.  •  The  policy  and  practice  of 
the  board  is  to  decline  pecuniary  aid  to  those  unprepared  to 
enter  college  although  in  exceptional  cases  small  appropria- 
tions have  been  made.

ARTICLE  XVII. 

PUBUOATIOH. 


Under  item  lo  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures 
was  read  the  report  of  the  Publication  Board.  It  was  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Publication,  and  is  as  follows: 
To  the  Eastern,  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh  Synods: 

Dear  Brethren':  With  the  close  of  the  second  year  of 
its  history  in  managing  the  publications  for  your  exclusive 
benefit,  the  board  is  able  to  present  some  facts  and  figures  of 
sufficient  comparative  value  to  draw  inferences  for  the  future. 
These  are  commended  to  your  scrutiny  and  deliberation. 

Under  Exhibits  A  and  B,  appended  to  this  report,  giving 
respectively  the  items  of  receipts  and  expenditures  and  the 
assets  and  liabilities,  you  will  be  able  to  note  the  scope  and  re- 
sults of  the  work  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1898. 

After  deducting  from  the  receipts  of  1897  the  $4,200  ad- 
vanced by  the  treasurer  for  working  capital,  the  cash  receipts 
for  1898  show  an  increase  of  $1,337.78  over  those  of  1897.  The 
expenditures  for  1898  as  compared  with  1897  show  a  decrease 
of  $1,305.19. 

In  arriving  at  the  assets  (Exhibit  B)  the  same  conservative 
methods  were  pursued  which  the  board  adopted  as  set  forth 
in  last  year's  report,  and  should  in  its  opinion  present  a  rea- 
sonably accurate  estimate  of  their  value.  You  will  note  in  the 
liabilities  that  unpaid  bills  constitute  an  unimportant  item,  the 
business  manager  having  adhered  strictly  to  the  instructions 
given  by  the  board  to  pay  all  bills  at  the  end  oi  each  month. 
It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  board  to  maintain  this 
method  of  conducting  the  business.  To  accomplish  this,  how- 
ever, it  is  imperative  that  the  obligations  contracted  by  its  pa- 
trons should  be  promptly  and  fully  paid,  and  to  this  end  the 
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timely  aid  and  voice  of  the  Synods  and  its  individual  members 
are  solicited. 

How  serious  this  laxity  in  payment  has  become  and  how 
it  may  menace  the  solvency  of  your  house  is  evidenced  by  the 
increasing  sums  due  for  subscriptions  to  the  "Messenger."  Af- 
ter two  years  of  publishing,  the  amount  thus  owing  is  $Si9'2-'6 
(Exhibit  B  gives  it  as  $44,34.12,  being  75  per  cent,  of  the 
amount  actually  due),  an  increase  of  $1,993.99  during  the  past 
year.  During  these  same  two  years  it  has  cost  the  board  to 
edit  and  publish  the  "Messenger"  $18^488-84,  whilst  the  total 
cash  receipts  from  that  source  for  the  same  period  have  been 
$16,900.56,  being  $1,588.28  excess  of  expenditures  over  re- 
ceipts. You  are  able  to  appreciate  therefore  the  dan|;er  to  be 
apprehended  from  the  neglect  of  its  patrons  in  meetmg  these 
debts. 

If  the  board  had  in  hand  the  $5,912.16  due  for  subscrip- 
tions, contemplated  improvements  in  the  editorial  and  pub- 
lishing departments  could  be  inaugurated,  but  until  tiiese 
debts  are  paid  all  hope  for  improvement,  enlargement  or  reduc- 
tion in  price  must  remain  in  abeyance. 

In  this  connection,  and  with  the  expectation  of  increasing 
the  subscription  list  as  well  as  facilitating  collections,  the  board 
has  engaged  the  services  of  a  general  agent,  Rev.  John  N.  ■ 
Naly,  at  a  fixed  salary  and  expenses,  who  will  visit  each  of  the 
Synods  and  systematically  labor  in  behalf  of  the  "Messenger" 
and  the  other  interests  of  the  Publication  House.  The  board 
commends  him  to  your  cordial  reception  and  favor. 

The  other  items  in  Exhibits  A  and  B  call  for  little  com- 
ment as  they  show  a  reasonably  stable  and  sound  condition, 
and  it  only  remains  to  emphasize  that  which  the  figures  clearly 
demonstrate,  namely,  success  and  prosperity  can  only  be  se- 
cured and  maintained  through  your  active  aid  and  support 
and  through  the  prompt  settlement  of  bills  due  for  subscrip- 
tions and  purchases. 

Exhibit  C  shows  the  Treasurer's  report  as  submitted  to 
the  board  at  its  last  meeting,  September  15th,  1898.  By  refer- 
ence to  his  report  for  the  previous  year  you  will  find  included 
two  notes  of  C.  G.  Fisher  aggregating  $950  and  bonus  due 
from  Fisher  estate  for  $900,  both  marked  allowed  by  the  court. 
These  claims  have  been  finally  settled  and  paid  by  the  receipt 
of  the  net  sum  of  $39145  as  shown  in  the  report,  representing 
the  pro  rata  distribution  to  the  creditors,  less  charges  for  attor- 
ney's fees  and  expenses.  The  boanl  ri-prfts  lu  rt|jurt  Its  ina- 
bility to  collect  anything  from  the  i'iilitT  estate  nii  llu-  cljiiru 
of  $3,541.06  advance  subscriptions  rccdved  by  (aid  estate  for 
the  "Messenger."  The  claim  was  <Iuly  prc^ydand  argued 
before  the  court,  but  the  jut^  ruled  in  vatt/tf^^yt^jiiK  Pub- 
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any  subscriber  who  had  paid  the  Fisher  estate  for  it,  and  hence 
there  could  be  no  claim  for  any  such  voluntary  act. 

The  board  at  its  last  meeting  passed  a  resolution  appoint- 
ing a  committee  to  present  to  your  reverend  bodies  a  state- 
ment of  the  relations  existing  between  this  and  the  Sunday- 
school  Board,  It  is  not  necessary  to  enlarge  this  report  with 
any  further  reference  to  this  subject. 

Referring  to  the  "Messenger"  in  its  editorial  department 
the  board  begs  to  quote,  with  its  endorsement,  the  report  of  the 
editor-in-chief : 

"During  the  year  dosing  with  July  i.  1898,  the  Reformed  Church 
Mesimgtr  has  been  issued  regularly  each  week.  One  year  ago  wc 
had  considerable  trouble  in  having  the  paper  issued  promptly  and 
regularly  on  Thursday.  Notwithstanding  untiring  efforts  on  our  pan 
we  failed  to  do  this,  until  we  insisted  upon  having  a  new  foreman  at 
the  printing  office.  Our  request  being  granted,  the  paper  at  once  be- 
gan to  appear  on  time,  and  has  done  50  each  week  since  then.  We 
have  succeeded  in  improving  the  appearance  of  the  paper  by  removing 
the  rules  between  the  columns  and  at  the  top  of  the  pages,  by  changing 
the  sub-heads,  and  the  genera!  arrangement  of  the  smaller  contribu- 
tions. By  the  last  improvement  considerable  space  has  been  saved, 
and  the  Messenger  during  the  last  year  has  contained  more  matter  than 
during  the  two  years  previous.  From  such  reports  as  have  come  to 
us,  we  are  glad  to  state  that  the  Messenger  has  been  growing  in  favor 
with  our  people.  During  the  coming  year  we  shall  endeavor  10  make 
the  paper  still  more  interesting.  We  expect  to  receive  more  News 
Items  and  more  original  contributions,  without  increasing  the  item  of 
expense.  The  amount  expended  for  editing  the  Messenger  during  the 
last  year  has  been  kept  within  the  limit  laid  down  by  the  Board. 

'"The  Editor  will  be  pleased  to  receive  any  suggestions  that  the 
Board  may  see  fit  to  make." 

The  attention  of  the  Synods  is  called  to  the  expiration  in 
January,  1899,  of  the  terms  of  the  following  members  of  this 
board :  G.  S.  Griffith,  Potomac  Synod,  and  E.  J.  Durban, 
Eastern  Synod.

The   Standing   Committee  on   Publication   reported  on 
Monday  afternoon.     The  report  was  adopted  and  is  as  fol- 
lows: 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Standing  Committee  on  Publication  begs  leave  to 
offer  the  following  report : 

Two  documents  were  placed  in  our  hands,  viz:  The  an- 
nual report  of  the  Reformed  Church  Publication  Board,  and 
a  statement  from  a  committee  of  the  board,  setting  forth  the  re- 
lation existing  between  the  Publication  and  Sunday-school 
Boards  in  the  practical  operation  of  the  plan  adopted  by  them 
in  June,  1896. 

From  the  report  of  the  Publication  Board  we  learn  that 
while  the  business  of  the  past  year  has  not  yielded  as  large  a 
sum  in  our  favor  as  that  of  the  previous  year  its  affairs  are  nev- 
ertheless in  a  sound  financial  condition. 

The  excess  of  assets  over  liabilities  amounts,  according  to 
the  figures  presented  in  the  report,  to  $966.77.  It  should  be 
kept  in  mind,  however,  that  the  figures  represent  the  lowest 
valuations  of  the  assets,  and  that  the  two  notes  of  C.  G.  Fisher, 
aggregating  $930,  and  bonus  due  from  the  Fisher  estate  of 
$900,  both  included  in  the  Treasurer's  report  of  last  year,  were 
finally  settled  and  paid  by  the  receipt    of   the   net    sum   of 

$391  ^S- 

The  board  did  not  succeed  in  its  efforts  to  collect  the  claim 
of  $3,541.06  advanced  subscriptions  received  by  the  Fisher  es- 
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tatc  for  the  "Messenger."     But  these   losses   cannot   occur 
again. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  board  has  not  been  able  to  re- 
duce the  business  to  a  cash  basis.  The  amount  of  $5,912.1^ 
is  due  on  subscriptions  to  the  "Messenger,"  which  is  an  in- 
crease of  nearly  $2,000  over  that  of  the  last  year.  If  this  con- 
dition should  continue,  it  would  very  seriously  embarrass  the 
work  of  the  board  and  endanger  its  solvency.  Consequently, 
we  urge  the  classes  to  use  all  proper  efforts  to  have  their  people 
co-operate  with  the  Publication  Board  in  its  endeavors  to  place 
its  business  upon  a  cash  basis. 

From  the  second  paper  we  learn  that  the  Publication 
Board  feels  that  the  relation  between  itself  and  the  publishing 
department  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  in  their  practical  op- 
erations have  not  been  entirely  satisfactory.  The  paper  pre- 
sents certain  g^evances  which  we  do  not  deem  it  necessary  or 
expedient  to  particularize. 

Your  committee,  after  hearing  the  statements  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Sunday-school  Board,  of  a  member  of  the  Publi- 
cation Board  and  of  the  Business  Manager,  are  of  the  opinion 
that  it  would  be  well  for  the  two  boards  to  meet  in  joint  con- 
ference for  the  purpose  of  canvassing  the  differences  existing 
between  them,  and  of  adjusting  them  in  an  amicable  and  satis- 
factory way,  and  we  so  recommend.

In  the  death  of  Rev.  Frank  Ferenczi,  Hungarian  mission- 
ary, at  Pittsburgh,  Allegheny  Classis,  the  Synod  and  Church 
lost  one  of  her  most  faithful  and  worthy  ministers. 

He  was  born  in  Northern  Hungary  forty-seven  years  ago, 
educated  in  Reformed  institutions  for  the  Church  ministry, 
and  licensed  in  that  country  to  preach  the  Gospel. 

About  five  years  ago,  at  the  call  of  the  Board  of  Home 
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Missions  in  the  General  Synod,  he  came  to  this  country  and 
became  a  missionary  among  the  Hungarians,  and  located  at 
Pittsburgh,  Pa.  In  Grace  Church,  that  city,  he  was  ordained 
to  the  Gospel  ministry  by  a  committee  of  Allegheny  Classis 
consisting  of  Rev.  John  H.  Prugh,  D.D.,  and  John  Kovacs. 

He  became  a  most  efficient  pastor,  a  thorough  organizer 
and  he  was  greatly  beloved  by  his  people.  His  sudden  death, 
occurring  on  June  8th,  1898,  cast  a  great  cloud  of  sorrow  over 
his  flock,  and  from  their  sad  loss  they  have  not  yet  recovered.

The  Sunday-school  Board  of  Synod  reported  Thursday 
afternoon.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee on  Sunday-schools,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Rez'erend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Your  Sunday-school 
Board  respectfully  offers  the  following  report.  A  meeting 
was  held  at  Ihe  close  of  the  last  meeting  of  Synod  at  which 
time  the  old  officers  were  re-elected  and  the  board  duly  organ- 
ized. Another  meeting  was  held  in  this  Church  on  Wednes- 
day afternoon,  October  5,  when  a  conference  was  held  with 
members  of  the  Sunday-school  committees  of  classes  and  the 
Secretary  of  General  Synod's  Board.  It  is  with  pleasure  that 
we  note  improvement  in  the  matter  of  gathering  complete  and 
correct  Sunday-school  statistics,  and  that  annual  Sunday- 
school  conventions  are  now  held  in  all  the  classes  of  Synod. 
We  heartily  commend  the  Board  of  General  Synod  and  the 
different  classical  committees  for  the  good  and  faithful  work 
they  are  doing. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  Gen- 
eral Synod  has  inaugurated  a  movement  looking  forward  to 
a  large  increase  of  membership  in  all  the  Sunday-schools  of 
the  Reformed  Church,  known  as  the  "Twentieth  Century 
Movement,"  we  hereby  express  our  unqualified  approval  of 
this  progressive  step,  and  earnestly  recommend  this  Synod  to 
urge  the  several  classes  and  through  them  the  clasical  com- 
mittees on  Sunday-schools  and  pastors  and  superintendents  to 
put  forth  their  best  efforts  to  make  possible  the  attainment 
the  high  mark  set  before  us.

H.— Report  of  General  Synod'!  Snnday  School  Board, 

Under  item  6  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Overtures 
was  read  the  report  of  General  Synod's  Sunday-school  Board. 
The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Sun- 
day-schools and  Missions,  and  is  as  follows: 

Reading,  Pa.,  September  27,  1898. 
To  the  District  Synods  of  the  Refornurd  Church  in  the  United 

States: 

Dear  Brethren:  It  is  with  thankfulness  to  God  that 
we  report  a  year  of  prosperity  in  the  general  Sunday-school 
work  of  the  church. 

As  to  statistics,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  whilst  the  reports 
for  some  classes  have  been  models  of  fulness  and  accurracy.  in 
other  classes  they  have  been  quite  imperfect.  Figures  of  last 
year  have  been  used,  and  in  one  case  the  figures  of  two  years 
ago,  as  it  was  impossible  to  obtain  reports  from  some  Classes. 
In  several  Classes,  where  a  number  of  Union  Schools  exist, 
the  Classical  Committee,  by  diligent  work,  have  been  able  to 
furnish  almost  perfect  reports.  The  defective  reports,  of  course, 
vitiate  the  whole  statistics.  This  is  to  be  kept  in  mind  in  re- 
viewing the  tabulated  results.  The  present  enrollment  is  at 
least  as  follows :  Number  of  schools,  1 566 ;  number  of  officers 
and  teachers,  24,770;  number  of  scholars,  182,134;  officers, 
teachers  and  scholars,  206,904. 

The  Sunday-school  mission  work  has  not  increased,  ex- 
cept in  aiding  a  larger  number  of  schools  with  grants  of  litera- 
ture. This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  board  is  keeping  rigid- 
ly within  its  income,  and  therefore  is  unable  to  do  all  that 
Classes  and  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  request.  The  follow- 
ing is  an  abstract  of  the  report  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Sunday- 
school  and  Missionary  Department :

Note. — ^The  above  is  the  financial  exhibit  of  the  Sunday- 
school  and  Missionary  Department,  Rev.  J.  H.  Bomberger, 
D.D.,  treasurer,  whose  funds  are  kept  separate  from  the  pub- 
lication department,  as  they  are  offerings  of  schools  for  Sun- 
day-school Missionary  work,  given  mainly,  on  Children's  Day. 

The  gain  in  circulation  of  our  Sunday-school  litera- 
ture has  been  gratifying.  The  total  circulation  of  our  peri- 
odicals, now  exceeds,  by  sixty  per  cent.,  the  combined  circu- 
lation, East  and  West,  when  the  board  began  its  publication 
operations  two  years  ago.  The  circulation  of  Lesson  Helps, 
Quarterly,  Eastern  House,  in  July,  1896,  was  86,000  copies; 
Western  House,  34,000  copies.  At  present  it  is  between  190,- 
000  and  200,000,  including  the  two  new  quarterly  publications 
of  the  board — the  Heidelberg  Picture  Cards  and  the  Church 
Festival  Helper.  It  is  pleasant  to  announce  that  a  reduction 
in  price  will  be  made  in  several  periodicals  the  first  of  the  year, 
that  the  Intermediate  Scholar's  Quarterly  will  again  be  enlarg- 
ed eight  pages,  and  a  cover  be  added,  without  increasing  the 
subscription  price,  and  that,  owing  to  the  growth  of  the  Home 
Department  Work,  a  Home  Department  Quarterly  will  be  is- 
sued. Another  new  publication  will  be  the  Heidelberg  Lesson 
Book  for  1899.  As  indicating  progress,  we  report  that  the 
Board  of  Publication  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  America  has 
arranged  to  supply  the  schools  of  that  church  with  our  Lesson 
Helps.

In  view  of  the  encotiraging  growth  in  the  Sunday-school 
membership  the  last  few  years,  and  because  of  the  continued 
need  of  systematic  effort  to  gather  in  the  large  numbers  not 
attending  any  Sunday-school  or  studying  the  Bible  regularly, 
the  board  feels  constrained  to  emphasize  the  importance  of  this 
work.  To  this  end,  it  proposes,  that  in  these  closing  years  of 
the  century,  all  our  schools  unite  in  the  "Twentieth  Century 
Movement  in  Reformed  Sunday-schools."  The  object  of  this 
movement  is  to  signalize  the  entrance  of  the  Reformed  church 
into  the  twentieth  century,  by  bringing  into  its  Sunday-schools 
100,000  new  scholars  by  April  i,  1901.  A  statement  of  the 
nature,  motives  and  methods,  animating  this  movement,  is 
presented  in  the  leaflet  accompanying  this  report.  As  this  great 
work  depends,  under  God,  for  its  success,  upon  the  earnest 
co-operation  of  the  pastors,  consistories,  Sunday-school  su- 
perintendents, teachers  and  scholars,  we  respectfully  recom- 
mend that  your  reverend  body  take  such  action  as  will  direct 
the  Classes  to  call  forth  the  activity  of  all  our  pastors  and 
churches  in  this  movement.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  reported 
Monday  evening.  The  report  was  considered  by  items.  The 
items  severally,  and  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted,  and  is 
as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren:  There  were  placed  in  the 
hands  of  your  committee,  (i)  The  report  of  General  Synod's 
Sunday-school  Board,  and  that  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of 
Pittsburgh  Synod;  and  there  were  referred  to  your  commit- 
tee, from  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Classes, 
Item  3,  Section  (a),  in  which  Westmoreland  Classis  requests 
Pittsburgh  Synod  to  overture  General  Synod  to  relieve  the 
Sunday-school  Board  of  Mission  work,  and  to  adopt  a  plan 
and  policy,  whereby  the  accumulated  profits  of  the  Sunday- 
school  Board  shall  be  appropriated  by  General  Synod  to  the 
Home  and  Foreign  mission  work,  in  such  proportion  as  Gen- 
eral Synod  shall  direct;  also.  Item  4,  Section  (a),  in  which 
Somerset  Classis  overtures  Pittsburgh  Synod  to  excuse  it  from 
complying  with  its  action  in  regard  to  giving  an  offering  each 
year  to  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  to  reconsider  its  request 
to  have  offerings  made  toward  the  support  of  the  Sunday- 
school  Board. ;  also.  Item  10,  stating  that  Somerset  Classis  did 
not  comply  during  the  past  year  with  the  same  action. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  note  a  falling  off  of  almost  6,000 
in  the  enrollment  of  scholars,  teachers  and  officers  in  our  Sun- 
day-school statistics,  due  in  great  part,  no  doubt,  to  the  failure 
of  almost  one  hundred  schools  to  send  in  their  reports.  We 
take  pleasure  in  noting  a  large  use,  among  our  Sunday-schools, 
of  the  Reformed  Lesson  Helps. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommends  to  this  body. 

First. — That  Synod  recommend  and  urge,  on  the  various 
classes,  the  carrying  out  of  the  so-called  "Twentieth  Cen- 
tury" movement,  that  through  them,  the  Classical  Commit- 
tee on  Sunday-schools,  pastors  and  superintendents,  be  urged 
to  put  forth  their  best  efforts  to  realize  the  hope  of  this  move- 
ment, and  that  Synod's  Board  be  instructed  to  co-operate. 

Second. — That  the  request  of  Westmoreland  Classis  to 
overture  General  Synod  to  relieve  the  Sunday-school  Board 
of  Sunday-school  Mission  Work,  and  to  adopt  a  plan  and 
policy,  whereby  the  accumulated  profits  of  the  Sunday-school 
Board  shall  be  appropriated  by  General  Synod  to  the  Home 
and  Foreign  mission  work,  in  such  proportion  as  General 
Synod  shall  direct,  be  not  acceded  to,  for  the  following  rea- 
sons :  This  would  involve  the  loss  to  the  cause  of  Home  Mis- 
sions of  several  thousand  dollars  a  year,  now  expended  in  Sun- 
day-schools, as  a  branch  or  part  of  Home  mission  work,  and 
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is  not  in  harmony  with  the  expressed  wish  of  the  Board  of 
Home  Missions.  The  expense  of  the  last  few  years  shows  that 
pioneer  home  missionary  work  can  be  accomplished  most  suc- 
cessfully by  persons  having  special  qualifications  for  this  work. 
The  work  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Horning,  Sunday-school  missionary, 
a  member  of  this  Synod,  is  proof  of  this  statement.  It  is  plain, 
too,  that  a  new  impulse  is  given  to  the  missionary  life  and  spirit 
of  our  scliools,  by  this  work  being  done  under  the  direction 
of  the  Sunday-school  Board. 

Third. — That  the  overture  of  Somerset  Ciassis  to  excuse 
said  ciassis  from  complying  with  Synod's  action  in  regard  to 
giving  an  offering  each  year  to  the  Sunday-school  Board,  be 
not  granted,  and  that  Synod  reiterate  its  action  of  last  year, 
requesting  Sunday-schools  to  use  the  Children's  Day  services 
of  the  General  board,  and  give  an  offering  during  each  year 
for  the  Sunday-school  mission  work.

From  the  Treasurer's  report  it  is  learned  that  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod  has  received  through  her  annuities  consid- 
erable  more  than  the  society  received  from  the  Synod's  offer- 
ings. 

In  view  of  the  urgent  appeals  from  the  society  for  the 
relief  of  those  in  need,  we  would  recommend  that  the  pastors, 
through  the  Classes,  be  urged  to  secure  within  their  charges, 
larger  contributions  for  a  cause  so  worthy. 

2d.  The  Treasurer,  in  his  report,  also  makes  special  men- 
tion of  the  Daniel  Stine  Memorial  Home,  located  at  Myers- 
town,  Pa.  Although  the  appeal  coming  from  the  Home  to  this 
Synod,  for  immediate  aid,  is  very  urging,  we  do  not,  at  pres- 
ent, see  our  way  clear  to  recommend  any  definite  action.

Your  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  a  treatise 
on  "Infant  Baptism  Normal  to  the  Gospel,"  by  Rev.  H.  King, 
beg  leave  to  report  the  following : 

We  have  carefully  scanned  the  pages  of  this  booklet  and 
find  that  its  contents  are  normal  to  its  title  and  claim.  It  is  a 
careful  and  perhaps  timely  discussion  of  a  fundamentally  im- 


portant  practice  in  the  history  o[  Ecclesiology.  Pedo-baptism 
has  been  antagonized  in  the  past,  not  only,  but  is  still  criticis- 
ed, excoriated  and  condemned  in  various  quarters  of  the 
church.  It  is  eminently  in  order,  therefore,  to  uphold  and  de- 
fend, as  Rev.  King  has  sought  to  do,  this  rite  which  is  held  so 
dear  and  sacred  by  many  Christian  denominations.  The  author 
exhibits  no  malice  towards  the  opponents  of  infant  baptism. 
Whilst  his  tract  is  thoroughly  controversial  in  its  tone,  it  is 
nevertheless,  comparatively  free  from  tingling  sarcasm  and 
rasping  acerbity.  Toleration  peeps  forth  from  its  pages,  like  a 
welcome  flower.  The  scripturalness  of  pedo-baptism  is  pre- 
sented in  a  new  and  novel  form,  which  to  our  mind  seems 
somewhat  mystical.  In  other  words,  the  argument  which  he 
has  constructed,  may  be  too  scholastic  in  its  nature,  for  the 
common  people.  However,  your  committee  feel  that  it  is  valu- 
able in  its  way,  and  entitled  to  a  cordial  reception  and  generous 
patronage.  Given  that,  and  the  success  of  its  mission  wduld 
be  assured,  and  its  author  abundantly  rewarded  for  the  labor 
expended  on  its  production.

ARTICLE  Xin. 
STATE  OF   THE  CHURCH. 


The  Standing  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  re- 
ported Monday  morning  and  the  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole 
and  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Fathkrs  and  Bretuken  :  The  Classical  Reports,  sub- 
mitted to  your  Committee,  and  from  which  we  gather  the  data 
necessary  to  the  work  assigned  us,  tell  a  most  interesting  story 
of  church  progress  tliroughout  the  Synod,  due  to  the  manifest 
presence  of  otir  Lord  and  to  the  faithfulness  and  hopefulness 
of  our  pastors  and  our  people.  And  it  is  with  profound  grati- 
tude to  Almighty  God  that  we  make  a  record  of  that  prc^jress. 

New  congregations  and  new  Sunday-schools  have  been 
organized  within  the  bounds  of  some  of  the  Classes.  New  pas- 
tors have  been  settled  in  some  fields,  and  new  missionaries  ap- 
pointed. 

All  the  Classes  seem  to  be  strongly  impressed  by  the  fact 
that  this  western  part  of  Pennsylvania  is  a  splendid  home  mis- 
sionary territory,  than  which  there  is  none  better  or  more  im- 
portant in  the  United  States.  And  the  conviction  deepens  that 
opportunity  means  responsibility. 

The  reports  show,  also,  that  while  greatly  concerned  for 
the  welfare  of  the  Kingdom,  in  this  section  of  our  home-land, 
and  while  helping  the  Church  to  get  a  still  stronger  hold  upon 
our  rapidly- growing  centres  of  population,  the  people  continue 
to  offer  their  prayers  and  their  wealth  for  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  among  heathen  nations,  and  for  the  uplift,  especially, 
of  our  bemired  brothers  in  Japan  and  China.  More  strongly 
than  ever  it  is  being  borne  in  upon  earnest  souls  that  Christ  is 
the  Saviour  of  the  whole  world,  and  Christianity  is  necessary 
to  the  grandest  social  destiny  of  every  people. 
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Right  loyally  have  all  the  Classes  supported  the  Boards 
of  the  Church,  our  publication  interests,  and  the  several  In- 
stitutions of  the  Synod.  And  especially  gratifying  is  the  fact, 
as  shown  by  the  reports,  that  more  liberally  than  in  any  other 
year  of  this  decade,  were  the  gifts  of  our  people  g^ven  for  the 
support  of  the  fatherless  children  in  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home, 
at  Butler. 

The  reports  indicate  that  through  the  discipline,  training 
and  growth  of  the  past  year,  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  is  better 
equipped  today  than  ever  before,  for  doing  the  work  entrusted 
to  her  by  the  Master. 

All  the  reports  speak  of  discouragements  and  disappoint- 
ments in  the  work  of  the  Church,  and  they  especially  call  at- 
tention to  the  spirit  of  this  age  being  such  a  foe  to  the  spiritual 
progress  of  the  Kingdom.  We  do  not  marvel  at  it.  The  wide- 
spread and  growing  interest  in  the  study  of  tjrod's  Word,  the 
devotion,  consecration  and  liberality  of  God^s  people  is  matched 
by  an  intensely  worldly,  godless  spirit.  There  is  no  light  at 
night  so  brilliant  to  dispel  the  darkness  as  the  modem  electric 
light.  And  there  is  no  shadow  so  black  as  that  cast  by  an  object 
which,  at  night,  comes  between  you  and  the  electric  light.  Side 
by  side  with  solid  goodness  there  will  always  be  seen  dense  bad- 
ness. 

But  the  secular  spirit  of  these  days  and  the  spirit  of  ease 
and  enjoyment  is  not  going  to  interfere  with  nor  stay  the  plans 
of  Divine  Providence  for  the  furtherance  of  Christ^s  Church 
and  of  His  cause  in  the  world.  The  human  soul  is  still  beating 
and  full  of  life  in  the  heart  of  the  man  whom  we  address.  And 
God's  Gospel  still  has  a  powerful  grip  upon  the  universal  hu- 
mkn  soul.  The  Gospel  now,  as  of  old,  is  the  power  to  lift  man- 
kind godward.  While  we  see  many  things  to  make  us  solici- 
tious,  we  see  nothing  to  make  us  timid  concerning  the  mighty, 
advancing  plans  of  God.  The  persecution  of  the  great  Roman 
Empire  could  not  stay  those  plans,  nor  could  a  powerful  and 
corrupt  ecclesiastical  hierarchy  thwart  them.  God's  plans  move 
— often  silently — ^but  they  always  move  forward.  They  are 
never  broken,  they  are  never  drawn  back.  And  when  walking 
and  working  with  God  His  children  are  sure  to  triumph. 

Oh,  brethren,  let  us  remember  that  our  supreme  duty  as 
church  men  is  to  make  the  complex,  complete  missionary  mo- 
tive more  and  more  clear  to  every  Christian  mind,  and  more 
thoroughly  vigorous  and  energetic  in  every  Christian  heart. 
While  everything  else  may  tarry,  this  must  never  be  postponed. 
The  Pittsburgh  Synod  is  not  to  spend  its  strength  in  picking  the 
Gospel  to  pieces,  nor  in  heresy  hunting,  nor  in  harsh,  unbroth- 
erly  criticism.  But  we  are  to  give  ourselves,  with  all  our  pow- 
ers, to  making  the  spirit  of  missions  operative  throughout  all 
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■^^O^S  and  in  all  our  hearts  till  Christ  come?^S^^

1.  Tlie  institution  was  opened  September  8lh,  1898,  when 
the  following  persons  were  adm'ilted  to  the  Junior  Class:  J.  M.

4.  Rev.  A.  C.  Snyder,  having  pursued  the  post-graduate 
course  prescribed  by  the  catalogue,  was  named  to  the  college 
faculty  with  the  recommendation  that  he  receive  the  degree  of 
B.D.  The  degree  was  conferred  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  College. 
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5-  Three  special  lectures  were  delivered  during  the  win- 
ter term  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Heller,  D.D.,  Rev.  C.  Clever,  D.D.,  and 
Rev.  C.  J.  Musser.  Missionary  day  was  observed  by  special 
services,  the  consideration  of  missionary  topics  and  a  liberal 
collection  for  missions.  Addresses  were  made  by  Rev.  G.  W. 
Stibbitz,  and  Rev.  Dr.  Burrell,  of  the  Collegiate  Reformed 
Dutch  church.  New  York. 

6.  Satisfactory  arrangements  were  made  with  Prof. 
Qaude  B.  Davis  for  the  continuance  of  his  valuable  instruction 
in  elocution  and  oratory  during  the  entire  year.  Measures 
looking  toward  the  permanent  employment  of  a  Professor  of 
Oratory  were  taken  by  the  Board,  a  committee  of  which  was 
instructed  to  act  conjointly  with  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
College.  In  this  connection  the  following  action  is  respectfully 
referred  to  the  favorable  consideration  of  your  reverend  body : 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Visitors  overtures  the  three 
Synods  to  provide  the  sum  of  $6oo  for  the  year  1899- 1900,  for 
a  teacher  of  elocution,  to  be  divided  as  follows:  Eastern

7.  Owing  to  the  decease  of  our  esteemed  Professor,  Thos. 
G.  Apple,D.D.,the  course  in  Church  History  was  provided  for  as 
follows :  Juniors,  once  a  week,  under  Dr.  Bowman ;  Middlers, 
once  a  week,  under  Dr.  Gast ;  Seniors,  twice  a  week  under  Dr. 
Rupp.  The  extxa  labors  of  these  brethren  were  gratefully  ap- 
preciated by  the  Board. 

8.  Excepting  the  sad  case  of  discipline  reported  above, 
the  students  maintained  a  good  standing  as  to  Christian  char- 
acter. However,  cases  of  absence  from  recitation  and  from 
the  religious  services  of  the  institution,  were  too  frequent,  and 
for  reasons  which  the  Board  could  not  approve.  It  therefore 
directed  the  Faculty  to  prepare  a  record  sheet  to  contain  in- 
formation concerning  the  studies  and  conduct  of  each  student 
during  the  year.  The  design  of  such  record  is  also  to  furnish 
the  Classes  with  a  more  detailed  report  than  they  now  receive 
of  the  standing  and  progress  of  the  students  under  their  care.

N.  Forney;  Vice- 
President,  John  D.  Skiles ;  Treasurer,  John  B.  Roth,  and  Sec- 
retary, Jeremiah  S.  Hess. 

llie  second  meeting  was  held  October  5th,  1899. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  recdved  one  thousand 
dollars  ($1,000)  from  Lewis  Shriver,  tobeknownastheAndrew 
Keiser  and  Catharine  W.  Shriver  Alcove  Fund. 

The  Board  was  obliged  to  incur  necessary  esqpenses  iqxm 
the  building  occupied  by  Rev.  G.  W.  Bichards,  Professor  of 
Church  History,  amounting  to  nearly  eight  hundred  dolfiln 
($800). 

Rev.  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander;  the  agent  for  the  Sarah  Ellen  and 
Nevin  Ambrose  Swander  Memorid  Fund,  reported  diat  he  hid 
twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  in  hand,  Wmdi  he  is  prepared 
to  turn  over  to  the  prc^r  authorities,  after  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  Pittsburg  Synod  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary. 

The  Board  passed  the  following  resdLution: 

Resolved,  That  the  pnqx>sition  of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Swander 
be  accepted,  and  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Pittsburgh 
Synod  and  the  Faculty  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  for  such 
action  as  may  be  required  in  the*  premises,  and  that  Rev.  Dr. 
William  Rupp  be  appointed  to  present  this  matter  to  the  bodies 
above  referred  to. 

The  Treasurer  reported  that  he  had  received  the  sum  of 
nineteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,900)  from  the  executors  of  the 
Laird  Estate. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  amount  that  may  be  as- 
sumed by  the  Synods  to  meet  the  deficiency  in  the  current  ex- 
pense account,  they  be  requested  to  make  full  provision  for  the 
payment  of  the  necessary  improvements,  recently  made  in  the 
professor's  house,  now  occupied  by  Professor  Richards  and  his 
family,  amounting  to  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800). 

The  attention  of  the  Synods  is  respectfully  called  to  the  fol- 
lowing resolutions : 

Resolved,  That  the  Synods  be  again  requested  to  apportion 
twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1,200)  toward  the  payment  of  the 
current  expenses,  and  eight  hundred  dollars  ($800)  in  pay- 
ment of  the  extraordinary  expenses  incurred  in  necessary  im- 
provements to  the  house  occupied  by  Prof.  Richards,  in  the  fol- 
lowing ratio :

Under  these  circtunstances  I  wrote  again,  request- 
ing them  to  designate  the  subscriptions  which  in  their  opinion 
can  be  collected  and  which  can  not,  and  upon  hearinsf  irom 
them  I  cancelled  all  those  which  were  declared  uncolkctiUe. 
The  amount  of  $105  was  received  during  the  year  and  is  now 
in  the  hands  of  your  representative. 

I  would  now  suggest  that  Synod  give  instruction  to  its 
representative  in  each  Qassis  to  cancel  all  outstanding  sub- 
scriptions and  close  the  accounts.

From  these  we  gather  the  following: 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  we  note  the  receipt  of

The  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  of  Missions  reporteil  Thurs- 
day morning.     The  report  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Missions  and  die  ileni  of  expense  or- 
dered paid  by  the  Treasurer.    The  report  is  as  follows : 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Bketuren  : — Your  Board  reports  as  follows  t 

A  meeting  was  held  immediately  after  the  election  during 
the  meeting  of  Synod  at  St.  Petersburg,  and  the  Board  was  re- 
organized by  the  election  of  D.  A.  Sanders  as  president,  and 
Robert  Bowling  as  secretary.  It  was  then  resolved  that  some 
member  of  this  Hoard  should  attend  all  the  meetings  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  General 
Synod,  in  order  to  present  the  interests  of  our  Synod.  In  this 
way  your  Board  avoided  tlie  necessity  and  the  expense  of  meet- 
ings during  the  year  and  secured  due  rec(^;nition  of  your  in- 
terests. 

Four  missions  were  established  within  the  bounds  of  our 
Synod  during  the  year. 

The  Mission  at  ConnellsviJle  was  organized  January  22, 
1899,  by  Westmoreland  Classis,  and  Dr.  A.  J.  Heller  was  in- 
stalled as  pastor.  He  has  been  busily  engaged  in  the  usual 
work  of  a  missionary,  and  also  in  collecting  funds  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  chapel  and  parsonage,  to  cost  together  $5,800.  The 
building  is  now  nearing  completion,  and  will  be  ready  for  ded- 
ication about  Thanksgiving.  The  lot  for  this  building  was 
purchased  by  the  General  Synod  Board  of  Missions.  The 
funds  for  the  erection  of  the  building  is  contributed  partly  by 
Westmoreland  Classis,  partly  by  members  of  the  congregation,  ■ 
and  partly  by  subscriptions  secured  by  the  pastor  from  congre- 
gations of  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

The  location  of  the  church  is  excellent,  being  in  a  part  of 
the  city  in  which  there  is  no  church  within  one-fourth  mile,  and 
with  a  population  of  about  3.000  people. 

Homestead  and  Duquesne  were  together  constituted  a 
missionary  charge,  a  congregation  was  organized  at  Home- 
stead and  another  at  Duquesne.  Rev.  J.  K.  Adams  has  been 
appointed  pastor,  and  receives  his  support  from  General  Synod 
Board  of  Missions. 

More  recently  a  congregation  has  been  organized  at  Van- 
dei^ift  by  Westmoreland  Qassis,  with  a  membership  of  54 
members.  Rev.  D.  S.  Stephan  has  been  appointed  missionary 
for  the  place  by  the  General  Board,  and  will  take  charge,  No- 
vember 15,  next.  The  support  of  the  pastor  is  provided  partly 
by  the  General  Board,  partly  by  Westmoreland  Cassis,  and  the 
balance  by  the  congregatton.   T\\t  %«\\tt?,  m^  tvow  held  in  a 
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hall,  but  a  lot  will  be  secured  and  a  building  erected  in  the  near 
future. 

The  latest  appointment  within  our  bounds  is  that  of  Rev. 
Lewis  Reiter,  as  pastor  at  Punxsutawney.  More  than  a  year 
ago  the  General  Board  appropriated  $ioo  per  annum  for  the 
support  of  a  pastor  at  this  place,  but  even  with  this  help  and 
the  amount  contributed  by  the  people  it  was  possible  to  provide 
for  a  salary  of  $600  only,  which  was  found  insufficient  and  no 
pastor  could  be  secured.  Clarion  Classis  at  its  annual  meeting 
offered  to  pay  $300  per  annum  provided  the  congregation  pays 
the  same  amount,  and  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  General  Synod  Board,  an  appropriation  of  $200 
was  added  to  this  amount,  making  a  salary  of  $800  per  an- 
num. Thus  the  mission  has  been  put  on  a  good  footing,  and 
promises  well  for  the  future. 

Two  of  our  missions  are  now  vacant, — New  Kensington 
and  Sharpsville. 

All  the  missions  are  in  a  prosperous  and  promising  condi- 
tion, and  most  of  them  will  be  prepared  to  accept  a  reduction  of 
the  appropriation  now  received  from  the  General  Synod  Board 
by  the  time  of  its  annual  meeting. 

We  rejoice  the  more  in  this  prospect  because  under  the 
present  circumstances  this  will  be  an  important  factor  in  secur- 
ing the  enrollment  of  other  mission  points  within  our  bounds 

First  among  these  points  is  Pitcaim,  where  a  congrega- 
tion of  twenty-six  members  has  been  organized  by  Allegheny 
Classis,  and  a  chapel  is  now  being  erected  under  the  direction 
of  the  Missionary  Alliance  of  Reformed  Churches  of  Pitts- 
burgh and  vicinity,  aided  by  the  earnest  efforts  of  Rev.  A.  C. 
Snyder,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  work  for  the  last  three 
months,  and  receives  his  support  from  the  Sunday  School 
Board  of  General  Synod. 

Ford  City  is  growing  rapidly,  and  challenges  our  atten- 
tion as  a  hopeful  mission  field.  For  the  present  the  Board  is 
not  asked  to  provide  any  money  for  carrying  forward  this 
work,  but  we  request  most  earnestly  that  pastors  inform  Rev. 
R.  C.  Bowling  concerning  members  of  their  charges  who  have 
located  at  this  place. 

Commendable  progress  has  been  made  in  our  Synod  in 
■developing  the  mission  spirit  and  increasing  offerings  for  this 
cause.  The  Missionary  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  Church  of 
Pittsburg  and  vicinity  holds  monthly  meetings  for  educational 
purposes  and  receives  liberal  contributions  and  subscriptions. 

Missionary  conventions  have  been  held  during  the  year  by 
the  Woman's  Classical  Missionary  Societies  of  all  the  Classes, 
*and  all  report  an  advance  upon  the  work  of  last  year.    In  ad- 
dition to  this  several  Classes  have  been  districted,  with  a  chair- 
man for  each  district,  to  hold  missionarv  and  church  work  con 
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ventions  during  the  year,  for  the  purpose  of  imparting  infor-^ 
mation  and  cultivating  interest  in  missions  and  in  progressive' 
diurch  work. 

Your  Board  incurred  expenses  during  the  year  suhouiiting' 
to  $1140. 

T^e  term  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Souders  as  a  member  of  this  Board 
expires  with  this  meeting  of  S3mod.

Under  Item  i  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
Overtures  was  presented  the  report  of  the  C^neral  S]mocFs 
Board  of  Home  Missions.  The  report  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Missions  and  is  as  follows: 

Reverend  Fathers  and  Brethren: 

In  compliance  with  custom  we  hereby  submit  a  brief  an-' 
nual  report.  As  the  Minutes  of  General  Synod;  which  ai^  also 
officially  before  you,  contain  the  Triennial  Report  6f  thiil 
Board,  in  which  the  work  is  fully  and  in  detail  set  forth  up  to 
Ma^  I,  18/^,  this  report  is  limited  to  what  has  beeii  done  and 
projected  since  that  date,  togedier  with  such  suggestions  as  the 
present  conditions  seem  to  demand. 

Re-organization  V — ^The  Board  was  re-orgattiied  oh  May 
27th,  1899,  as  follows:  Rev.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  D.D.,  pris«ident; 
Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.D.,  vice-president;  Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley, 
D.D.,  secretary;  Elder  Geo.  W.  Stein,  treasurer;  Elder  C.  M. 
Boush,  Esq.,  treasurer  of  Church  Building  Funds,  and  attor- 
ney of  the  Board. 

ExuTiVE  Committee. — The  Executive  Committee  con- 
sists of  Rev.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.  J.  Leberman,  D.D., 
Rev.  T.  J.  Barkley,  D.D.,  Rev.  J.  A.  Peters,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  J. 
H.  Sechler,  D.D. 

The  Board. — The  members  of  the  Board  have  freely  giv- 
en themselves  to  the  work  and  have  been  faithful  to  their  re- 
sponsible trusts.  To  know  the  conditions,  to  discriminate,  and 
to  systematically  arrange  for  the  vital  needs  of  the  several  mis- 
sions, demands  the  highest  and  most  consecrated  characteris- 
tics. 

Our  Superintendents. — Our  Superintendents  are  men 
of  large  experience,  good  judgment,  untiring  energy  and  con- 
secrated zeal.  They  are  acceptably  filling  delicate,  difficult,  re- 
sponsible and  wearing  positions. 

Our  Missionaries. — Our  Missionaries  are  as  a  class 
faithful  and  aggressive.  Some  of  them  are  doing  heroic  work, 
and  enduring  hardships  without  the  apparent  appreciation  of 
the  Church.  The  Lord  is  sustaining  His  servants  in  the  field. 
May  He  give  His  Church  grace  to  feel  the  inspiration  of  the 
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calls  of  His  Providence,  to  do  her  part,  in  sustaining  them  by 
prayer,  sympathy  and  money. 

Our  Missions. — Our  Missions  are  well  organized  and 
well  conducted.  There  is  just  now  an  unusual  activity  in 
church  building.  Eight  west  of  the  Alleghenies  and  one  or 
more  east  of  the  mountains,  are  erecting  houses  of  worship, 
while  others  are  improving  their  church  property.  The  aver- 
age contributions  of  our  Missions  per  member  is  above  that  of 
the  established  congregations  of  the  Church.  Our  Missions 
were  never  in  a  more  hopeful  and  prosperous  condition.  A 
grand  foundation  has  been  laid  for  the  future,  and  it  has  been 
done  in  the  face  of  many  hindrances. 

Insurance. — The  Board  has  directed  that  proper  insur- 
ance shall  be  had,  by  all  the  Missions  on  their  church  property. 

Hungarians. — The  Hungarian  work  is  advancing.  The 
Board  has  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  assure  proper  church 
relations,  and  that  only  such  methods  and  practices,  as  are  in 
full  harmony  with  the  Church  in  this  country,  shall  be  observed 
among  them. 

Rev.  Stephen  Virag  who  was  called  from  Hungary  to  be  a 
travelling  missionary  here  among  his  scattered  countrymen,  ar- 
rived, and  was  commissioned  July  22d,  1899.  The  money  for 
the  support  of  this  missionary  for  two  years,  has  been  provided 
outside  of  the  appropriations  for  our  ordinary  work. 

Hungarian  Missionaries  shall  hereafter  accept  yearly  re- 
ductions in  their  support  as  da  the  English  Missionaries. 

Bohemians. — The  Bohemian  congregation  organized  at 
Qeveland,  Ohio,  by  the  Erie  Classis  has  come  under  the  care  of 
this  Board.  A  lot  has  been  purchased,  and  a  church  is  now 
being  built,  to  cost  about  $2,500. 

The  Board  has  also  secured  a  lot  for  the  Bohemian  congre- 
gation at  Chicago,  111.,  on  which  a  church  will  soon  be  built. 

Michael  Schlatter  Memorial  Fund. — The  scheme  to 
raise  $100,000  as  a  Michael  Schlatter  Memorial  Fund  for 
church  building  purposes,  inaugurated  during  the  Sesqui-Cen- 
tennial  services,  has  resulted  in  some  Church  Building  Funds 
and  other  smaller  amounts,  which  have  been  reported  by  the 
treasurer  of  this  fund.  The  scheme  deserves  to  be  pushed  until 
the  full  amount  is  realized. 

Church  Building  Fund. — Our  Church  Building  Funds 
are  steadily  growing.  '*The  Catechumens  Fund'*  has  been 
completed.  Amount  $500.  A  new  one  has  also  been  added  to 
the  list  since  the  published  report,  namely  ''The  Martha  M. 
Simmons  Church  Building  Fund/'  Amount  $500.  Given 
September  13,  1899,  by  her  sisters,  Mrs.  Catharine  S.  Jacobs, 
Mrs.  Georgianna  A.  Simmons,  and  the  Misses  Elizabeth  G., 
Emma  B.,  and  Ella  V.  Houck,  of  Frederick,  Md. 

Here  is  a  vital  point  at  which  people  of  means  may  help

God's  cause,  and  at  the  same  time  create  an  abiding  memorial 
for  themselves,  or  some  friend,  living  or  dead,  that  will  be  a 
blessing  to  unborn  generations. 

SjJecial  attention  is  hereby  called  to  the  descriptive  list  of 
Church  Building  Funds  in  the  recent  Triennial  Report. 

Church  Extension, — The  Churdi  Extension  feature  of 
our  work  has  grown  rapidly  and  has  become  a  very  important 
factor.  Its  usefulness  is  only  limited  by  the  funds  placed  at 
our  disposal.  The  careful  study  of  the  report  of  the  treasurer 
of  this  fund,  will  reveal  an  expansion  in  this  phase  of  our  work 
that  ought  to  prove  an  inspiration. 

Manual. — A  manual  containing  the  Charter,  Rules  and 
Regulations  for  the  management  of  the  business  of  the  Board 
has  been  published.  It  also  contains  forms  for  deeds,  charters, 
bequests,  model  constitution  for  a  congregation,  together  willi 
designs  for  chapels  and  churches.  Copies  of  the  Manual  can 
be  secured  from  the  several  superintendents  of  the  Board. 

Missionary  Periodical. — The  Reformed  Church  Tidings 
has  been  published  for  the  past  three  years  at  a  considerable 
annual  loss.  Its  usefulness,  however,  justifies  its  continuance. 
It  now  appears  in  a  modified  but  improved  form  with  some 
change  in  price.  A  copy  of  this  paper  ought  to  go  into  every 
family  of  the  Church.  The  spread  of  mis.sionary  literature  is 
like  leaven  in  the  meal.  It  works  silently  but  surely  till  the 
whole  body  is  leavened. 

Finances. — At  the  meeting  of  General  Synod,  we  report- 
ed ourselves  without  debt.  Since  then,  however,  our  income 
has  not  met  our  expenses.  At  the  July  meeting  we  were  com- 
pelled to  borrow  money.  The  amount  borrowed  will  scarcely 
be  all  in  the  treasury  at  the  October  meeting,  when  we  mu^ 
have  over  $9,000  to  pay  our  missionaries  their  dues.  We  are 
again  one  quarter  in  arrears.  Shall  this  condition  of  things 
continue?  The  statement  of  this  fact  ought  to  bum  into  the 
conscience  of  every  careless  and  neglectful  church  member, 
until  they  have  been  aroused  to  duty.  Let  there  be  an  awaken- 
ing all  along  the  line. 

Forward,  the  Watchword. — The  policy  and  plans  of  the 
Board  looking  toward  enlarged  work  was  approved  by  General 
Synod,  and  we  were  authorized  to  go  forward.  As  a  Church, 
we  are  entering  a  new  era  of  missionary  activity.  We  are  be- 
ginning to  realize  that  our  responsibilities  are  greater  than  the 
taking  care  of  our  own  material.  Our  conception  is  broader 
than  that  of  our  fathers,  and  we  need  to  cultivate  a  more  lib- 
eral spirit.  We  are  planning  and  planting  for  the  future.  We 
must  use  our  men  and  means  to  the  best  advantage.  This  is 
the  problem  before  us  and  requires  prayerful  and  careful  study. 

Great  cities  are  rapidly  increasing  in  number.  Earnest 
calls  are  coming  to  us  from  many  of  these  centres,  and  if  we  as 
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a  Church  are  to  have  a  future  in  this  country  we  must  respond 
to  them. 

New  work  has  been  assumed  at  Vandergift,  Pa.,  La- 
Harpe,  Kan.,  Alliance,  O..  North-east  Baltimore,  Md.,  Bay 
City,  Mich.,  Greensboro  and  High  Point,  N.  C,  and  a  Bohe- 
mian mission  in  Cleveland,  O. 

Other  points  are  under  investigation  and  consideration; 
notably,  Allegheny  City,  Pa.,  Cleveland,  O.,  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
Omaha,  Neb.,  and  Des  Moines,  la. 

If  we  are  to  continue  to  be  a  factor  in  the  moulding  of  the 
destinies  of  the  nation  we  must  establish  our  Church  firmly  in 
these  growing  centres.  It  is  true  there  are  difficulties  in  the 
way,  but  they  are  not  insurmountable.  It  will  require  self-de- 
nial, sacrifice  and  patient  endurance  in  well  doing,  but  what 
really  good  thing  can  be  secured  in  any  direction  without  these  ? 
The  opportunity  is  at  the  door  and  it  creates  our  responsibility. 

Financial  Secretary. — The  conviction  has  been  grow- 
ing in  the  Board  that  more  help  was  needed  to  secure  the  funds 
necessary  to  carry  forward  our  increasing  work.  This  fact  was. 
communicated  to  General  Synod,  with  the  suggestion  that  the 
office  of  Financial  Secretary  be  authorized.  The  suggestion 
was  approved.  We  have  created  the  office  and  called  to  it  Rev. 
Chas.  E.  Creitz,  of  Huntington,  Pa.  He  has  accepted  our  call 
and  entered  upon  the  work  Sept.  i,  1899. 

Rev.  Creitz  speaks  acceptably  in  both  the  German  and 
English  languages,  has  had  seven  years  of  successful  pastoral 
experience,  and  has  other  special  qualifications  to  fit  him  for 
the  position.  For  the  present  his  time  will  be  given  to  the 
eastern  portion  of  the  Church.  He  is  ready  to  co-operate  with 
pastors  and  consistories  in  such  way  as  shall,  after  mutual  con- 
ference, promise  the  best  results.  He  will  aid  in  disseminating 
missionary  intelligence,  and  in  helping  to  inspire  a  new  spirit 
and  new  energy  to  develop  the  financial  possibilities  at  hand 
in  many  places.  If  you  will  give  him  your  confidence  and  co- 
operation, good  results  will  follow. 

The  Twentieth  Century  Movement. — The  Twentieth 
Century  Movement  for  Home  Missions,  as  approved  by  Gen- 
eral Synod,  is  in  process  of  inauguration.  The  Special  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  General  Synod,  to  which  the  scope  and 
details  of  the  plan  was  committed,  held  a  meeting,  is  ma- 
turing the  scheme,  and  will  in  due  time  report  to  the  Church. 
The  scheme,  in  addition  to  creating  and  circulating  special 
literature,  comprehends  a  series  of  church  work  conventions  in 
all  the  classes,  including  sermons,  addresses,  prayers  and  of- 
ferings, whereby  the  people  shall  be  encouraged  to  give  them- 
selves and  their  possessions  unreservedly  to  the  Lord  and  His 
sacred  cause.  "Facts  are  the  finger  of  God.''  To  know  the 
facts  of  modern  missions  is  the  necessary  condition  of  intelH- 
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gent  interest.  The  purpose  is  to  give  these  facts  to  the  people; 
to  show  the  way  in  which  they  can  be  brouglit  ami  kepi  before 
the  people.  If  this  is  done  we  expect  to  greatly  increase  the  in- 
terest in  tlie  work.    ■ 

IxcRCAsET)  Funds  Assumed, — General  Synod  not  only 
authorized  a  forward  movement,  but  with  faith  in  God  and  in 
the  membership  of  the  Church,  assumed  to  provide  a  decided 
increase  in  funds. 

Tlie  amount  assumed  annually  for  the  next  three  years  is 
$65,000,  to  be  applied  as  follows:  $50,000  annually  for  Eng- 
lish missions;  $8,000  for  Hung^arian  and  Bohemian  missions; 
$6,000  for  German  missions  in  large  cities,  and  $t,ioo  for  Har- 
bor missions.  The  $50,000  is  apportioned  to  the  five  Englisn 
Synods  only,  while  the  otlier  amounts  are  apportioned  alike  to 
each  of  the  eight  Synods. 

The  whole  amount  is  $7,100  more  than  was  assumed  three 
years  ago.  This  indicates  progress;  the  work  is  expanding; 
the  Church  is  growing.  These  amounts  can  he  raised,  if  we 
Jiave  the  will  to  do  so.  How  much  will  it  be  per  member.'  The 
$50,000  will  require  of  the  English  Synods  28  cents  per  mem- 
ber. The  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  work  calls  for  3J  cents 
per  member;  the  German  work  a  little  over  2  cents,  and  the 
Harbor  mission  work  about  i  cent.  This  makes  a  little  less 
than  34  cents  which,  together  with  the  6  cents  for  Church  Ex- 
tension, makes  a  total  of  not  quite  40  cents  per  member  for 
Home  Mission  work  in  all  departments.  Who  will  say  the 
amount  is  ton  large '■'  W'licro  is  the  congregation  in  which  it 
would  involve  a  hardship  to  average  this  amount?  We  can 
and  we  ought  to  contribute  much  more  than  this. 

Aggressive  Work. — If  the  Board  is  to  do  the  aggressive 
work  outlined  and  sanctioned  by  the  General  Synod,  then  the 
full  amount  assumed  must  be  accepted  by  the  several  District 
Synods  and  Classes ;  and  further,  prompt,  systematic  and  en- 
ergetic measures  must  be  introduced  to  put  the  money  into  the 
treasury  of  the  Board.  We  cannot  "make  brick  without  straw." 
It  is  bad  pdicy  and  worse  economy  to  compel  the  Board  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  to  carry  forward  the  work. 
What  is  admissible  in  an  emergency  becomes  ruinous  as  a 
practice.  The  money  paid  as  interest  would  sustain  an  efficient 
mission  at  some  vital  centre  of  population.  The  Church  can 
provide  all  the  money  assumed.  Let  us  resolve  that  by  the 
help  of  God  we  -ivill  do  it. 

Enthusiasm. — If  the  same  enthusiasm  that  pervaded 
General  Synod  can  he  evoked  in  the  District  Synods,  Qasses 
and  Church  Work  Conventions,  so  that  the  contagion  will  lay 
hold  of  our  pastors  and  people,  we  shall  have  all  the  men  and 
the  money  we  need  for  our  work.  No  more  vital  question  will 
come  before  your  Reverend  Body  than  missions.       Give  an 
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evening,  or  better  still,  a  session  to  the  consideration  of  this 
subject.  The  more  you  study  and  discuss  it  the  more  your 
souls  will  glow  with  warmth,  and  an  enthusiasm  will  be  be- 
gotten, that  will  infect  the  whole  Church,  and  produce  results, 
that  will  prove  a  blessing  to  you,  and  to  the  cause  of  missions, 
whereby  God  will  be  greatly  honored.  To  this  end  let  us  work 
and  pray.  May  the  Head  of  the  Church  bless  the  means  em- 
ployed and  hasten  the  day  of  awakened  enthusiasm,  of  conse- 
crated energy  and  of  generous  offerings.

m.— A  Comiiiiiiiioatlon  from  the  Secretary  of  General  Synod** 

Board  of  Foreig^n  Missions. 

Under  Item  14  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  Overtures  was  read  the  report  of  General  Synod's  Board 
of  Foreign  Missions.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Missions,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 

United  States: 

Rev.  and  Dear  Brethren  :  The  Board  of  Foreign  Mis- 
sions, communicating  to  your  Reverend  Body  a  statement  of 
the  condition,  successes  and  outlook  of  our  foreign  work,  feels 
that  the  fullest  and  most  satisfactory  exhibit  it  can  make,  is  to 
lay  before  you  the  report  it  made  to  the  General  Synod  at  its 
late  meeting  in  the  city  of  Tiffin,  Ohio,  last  May,  a  copy  of 
which  we  herewith  sentf  you.  That  report  contains  a  full  ex- 
hibit of  the  condition  of  our  work  in  Japan,  up,  practically,  to 
the  present  time. 

The  action  of  General  Synod  in  response  to  that  report,  is 
fully  set  forth  in  the  report  presented  to  that  body  by  its  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Missions,  embodied  in  the  published  minutes 
of  its  proceedings,  which,  doubtless,  is  in  possession  of  your 
body,  which  renders  it  unnecessary  to  repeat  it  in  this  commu- 
nication. Yielding  to  the  pressure  of  a  sentiment,  widespread 
throughout  our  Church,  that  the  time  had  come  for  an  exten- 
sion of  our  foreign  work,  the  General  Synod  directed  the  For- 
eign Board  to  plant  a  new  Mission  in  the  Empire  of  China ;  as 
also  to  reinforce  our  growing  Japan  work  by  sending  out  three 
additional  missionaries — two  men,  and  one  lady.  The  recent 
resignation  of  Miss  Mary  C.  Hollowell,  has  made  it  necessary 
to  increase  the  number  of  ladies  to  two,  instead  of  one,  as  di- 
rected by  General  Synod. 

The  Board  hastened  to  take  steps  to  carry  out  the  work 
laid  upon  it  by  General  Synod.  At  its  last  meeting  on  Septem- 
ber I2th,  ult.,  it  resolved  to  establish  a  mission,  consisting  of 
two  missionaries  in  the  Province  of  Hunan  in  China.  Yielding 
to  the  importunate  urgency  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy,  he  was  trans- 
ferred from  Japan  to  the  proposed  new  Mission  in  Chin 


then  directed  the  Secretary  to  issue  a  call  for  three  male  mis- 
sionaries for  Japan  and  Qiina,  and  two  ladies  for  the  Girls' 
School  in  Sendai.  The  call  was  accordingly  issued  in  the 
Church  Papers,  and  such  has  been  the  encouraging  response 
as  to  make  it  more  than  probable  that  the  number  desired  will 
be  appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  to  convene  Novem- 
ber 7,  prox. 

Since  the  revised  treaties  have  gone  into  effect  in  Japan, 
the  Educational  Department  of  the  Government  has  adopted 
such  regulations  for  the  management  of  Schools  as  may  seri- 
ously interfere  with  the  educational  work  of  Christian  Mis- 
sions. The  crux  of  the  matter  is,  the  prohibition  of  all  religi- 
ous teaching  and  worship  in  all  schools  enjoying  Government 
privileges.  Any  schools  imparting  religious  instructions  will 
do  so  outside  the  pale  of  the  privileges,  extended  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  those  legally  established.  Our  Mission  iias  not  yet 
informed  the  Board  how  our  schools  will  be  affected.  We  may 
lose  many  of  our  scholars.  Our  information,  as  yet.  is  from 
the  newspapers.  We,  however,  do  not  despair.  We  rely  upon 
a  power  who  holds  the  nations  in  the  hollow  of  His  hands,  and 
in  due  time  He  will  work  His  holy  will.  Meanwhile  we  press 
forward  in  faith. 

Recent  intelligence  is  to  the  effect  thai  Miss  Zurfluh  is 
suffering  with  an  attack  of  typhoid  fever.  We  cotnmend  her 
to  the  prayers  of  God's  people. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  would  ftiost  respectfully  and  im- 
portunately urge  your  Reverend  Rody  to  give  tn  'he  enlarged 
measures  and  appropriations  adopted  by  General  Synod,  your 
most  cordial  and  effective  support  and  co-operation,  that,  with 
God's  blessing  the  work  may  go  forward  without  let  or  hin- 
drance.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  reported  Monday 
morning.  The  report  was  adopted  as  a  whole  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  Your  committee  on  Mis- 
sions would  respectfully  report  that  the  following  papers  have 
been  placed  in  its  hands. 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Home  Missions. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  Pittsburgh 
Synod. 

3.  A  communication  from  Rev.  E.  R.  Eschbach,  D.D., 
President  of  the  Twentieth  Century  Movement. 

4.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

5.  Item  2  from  report  of  Minutes  of  Classes,  in  reference 
to  appointing  a  missionary  superintendent  for  Pittsburgh 
Synod. 

After  reading  the  reports  of  the  various  Boards  of  the 
Church,  and  seeing  the  advance  that  has  been  made  in  all  de- 
partments of  mission  work,  we  feel  like  bowing  in  humble  grat- 
itude to  Almighty  God  for  the  large  measure  of  blessing  which 
has  been  poured  out  upon  the  Church. 

1 .  In  spite  of  difficulties,  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  has 
gone  steadily  forward,  and  especially  at  their  late  meeting 
they  seem  to  have  been  filled  with  a  greater  spirit  of  faith  and 
confidence  in  the  people  to  respond  to  the  growing  needs  of  the 
day,  and  we  believe  they  will  not  be  disappointed. 

The  missionary  spirit  of  the  General  Synod,  which  con- 
vened in  Tiffin,  O.,  in  May,  seems  to  have  fired  the  Boards  with 
new  zeal,  and  we  heartily  give  our  confidence  to  them  for  their 
zealous  and  energetic  efforts  in  carrying  forward  the  work, 
trusting  in  God  and  our  beloved  Reformed  people. 

2.  From  the  report  of  Pittsburgh  Synod^s  Board,  we 
learn  that  promising  missions  have  been  opened  during  the 
past  year  in  Connellsville,  Duquesne,  Homestead  and  Vander- 


grift,  and  that  Pitcam  and  Ford  City  will  in  all  probability 

soon  be  carolled  upon  the  list  of  new  missions  for  Pittsburgh 
Synod. 

Surely  ive  have  reasons  for  rejoicing  that  the  Church  of 
the  martyrs  is  being  established  in  these  growing  cities,  and 
would  respectfully  urge  the  Synod's  Board  to  keep  before  the 
mind  of  the  General  Board  the  promising  territory  in  and 
around  the  great  city  of  Pittsburgh  in  the  firm  belief  thai  no 
section  of  the  Church  offers  greater  opportunity  for  large  re- 
turns than  does  this. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  has 
again  been  compelled  to  borrow  money  to  meet  its  obligations 
and  is  now  calling  for  funds,  we  urge  the  pastors,  through  the 
Classes,  to  renewed  efforts  in  awakening  the  people  under  tlieir 
care,  that  while  the  harvest  is  ready  we  may  thrust  in  and  reap : 
that  white  it  is  called  today  we  may  consecrate  not  only  our 
lives,  but  our  means  to  this  most  blessed  work. 

3.  We  heartily  commend  the  action  taken  by  General 
Synod's  committee  on  the  "Twentieth  Century  Movement,' 
and  recommend  the  appointment  of  committees  of  three  from 
Synod,  Classes  and  Consistories  to  co-operate  in  their  great 
forward  movement  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

4.  As  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions, 
our  thanks  are  due  to  Almighty  God  for  His  continued  favor 
and  blessing  upon  our  work  in  spreading  the  Gospel  in  Japan. 
Our  work  there  has  been  broadening  and  deepening  in  its  in- 
fluence, and  we  need  to  expect  every  energy  to  advance  and 
promote  the  efforts  of  our  Board  and  missionaries  in  that  far- 
away land.  We  note  with  pleasure  that  the  Foreign  Board 
also  has  taken  on  new  life  and  with  faith  in  the  people,  is 
pressing  forward  in  compliance  with  the  ringing  utterances  of 
our  late  General  Synod,  that  we  go  into  China  and  possess  the 
land  in  the  name  of  our  King  and  Master. 

Forward!  Forward!  is  the  call! 

We  urge  a  hearty  response  to  that  call,  to  accept  the  ap- 
portionment laid  upon  us  by  General  Synod  for  this  work,  to 
press  on  with  faith  in  God  and  take  possession  of  that  which 
He  is  placing  in  our  hands.  The  doors  are  open,  the  great  walls 
have  been  broken  down.  The  Macedonian  call.  "Come  over  and 
help  us,"  is  ringing  in  our  ears,  and  surely  we  will  respond 
most  heartily  to  the  command  of  our  great  Captain, 

We  learn  with  feelings  of  great  sadness  of  the  illness  of 
one  of  our  missionaries  i:i  Japan.  Miss  7urfluh.  and  commend 
her  to  the  loving  care  of  our  Heavenly  Father  and  the  prayers 
of  His  people,  that  her  life,  so  willingly  consecrated  to  the  great 
work  of  saving  souls  in  a  heathen  land,  may  be  spared  and 
made  a  blessing  to  that  end. 

5.  We  would  again   commend   the  "Reformed   Church 
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Tidings"  to  our  people,  and  ask  that  the  Classes  take  renewed 
action  in  securing  it  a  place  within  our  homes,  so  that  the 
people,  being  informed  on  the  general  workings  of  the  Church 
at  large,  may  be  influenced  to  help  forward  the  great  work  of 
Missions,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

6.  We  recommend  the  following  apportionments : 

Home  Missions $4»550 

Harbor  Missions 85 

Hungarian  and  Bohemian  Missions 600 

Foreign  Missions 2,975 

Also  an  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member  for  Churcli 
Extension. 

7.  In  regard  to  the  item  referred  to  us  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Minutes  of  Classes  we  would  say  that  while  we  believe 
a  Synodical  Missionary  to  work  within  our  bounds  would  no 
doubt  accomplish  a  good  work,  yet,  because  of  the  splendid 
work  done  by  our  Home  Board  during  the  past  year,  and  the 
added  expense  of  supporting  such  a  missionary,  we  do  not 
deem  it  advisable  to  create  such  an  office  at  this  time.

INSTITUTIONS    OF    IXARNING. 
I.— Report  of  tlie  Board  of  Trustees  of  Idterary  Institutions. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported 
Saturday  afternoon.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  would 
respectfully  report  that  the  only  item  of  business  claiming  our 
attention  was  the  report  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute.  This  institution,  as  ap- 
pears from  this  report,  is  still  in  operation,  with  Prof.  W.  L. 
Smith  at  the  head.  From  the  meager  nature  of  the  report  your 
Board  is  unable  to  state  to  your  Reverend  Body  the  exact 


status  of  this  school.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance  is 
not  stated,  nor  is  the  financial  condition  of  the  school  giveo, 
while  there  are  some  discouraging  features  of  the  woric.  It  is 
not  without  its  difficulties  also.  And  the  hope  is  expressed 
that  Providence  may  yet  open  up  a  way  ty^  which  this  instftn- 
tion  may  attain  to  greater  usefulness.

Under  Item  4  uf  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures  was  read  the  report  of  the  President  of  Franklin 
and  Marshall  College.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  and  is  as  follows:

At  the  last  annual  commencement  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts  was  conferred  upon  the  thirty-four  members  of  the

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  the  degree  of  B.D.  was  conferred  on  the  Rev,  Addi- 
son C.  Snyder. 

For  meritorious  work  in  historical  research,  the  degree  of 
Ph.D.  was  conferred  upon  J.  Watts  de  Peyster. 

The  following  received  the  honorarv  degree  of  D.D.  r  The 
Revs.  D.  B.  Schneder,  L.  Kryder  Evans',  Walter  E.  Krebs.  and 
John  P.  Stein.  . 
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The  degree  of  LL.D.  was  conferred  upon  the  Hon.  John  B. 
McPherson,  of  Harrisburg. 

The  last  college  year  was  in  all  respects  satisfactory  and 
prosperous.  The  total  enrollment,  as  was  anticipated  at  the 
beginning  of  the  last  year,  was  not  quite  as  large  as  that  of  the 
year  before,  and  yet  the  attendance  was  good  and  exhibited 
what  may  fairly  be  called  a  steady  average  increase.  The  whole 
number  on  the  roll  during  the  year,  including  two  graduates  and 
six  special  students,  was  one  hundred  and  sixty-five.  The  num- 
ber of  new  students  admitted  this  year  is  considerably  larger 
than  last  year,  consisting  of  fifty-one  Freshmen  and  specials, 
four  Sophomores  and  three  Juniors,  making  fifty-eight  new 
students  in  all. 

The  prosperous  condition  of  the  Academy,  to  which  at- 
tention was  called  in  the  last  annual  report  as  especially  note- 
worthy, continues,  and  the  attendance  in  this  department  is 
much  larger  than  ever  before.  The  Academy  opened  this  year 
with  an  actual  attendance  of  one  hundred  and  ten  (no).  The 
large  building  is  filled  to  overflowing,  and  a  few  of  the  older 
students  arc  rooming  in  private  houses.  The  teaching  force 
has  also  been  increased  and  the  outlook  is  most  hopeful  and 
encouraging. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College  was  increased  by  the  addition 
of  three  new  professors  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  year. 
Professor  Claude  B.  Davis,  who  has  been  instructor  in  Elocu- 
tion and  Oratory,  has  been  made  Professor  of  this  department, 
and  he  will  give  his  time  to  the  work  during  the  whole  year. 
Dr.  H.  S.  Wingert  has  been  appointed  Professor  of  Physical 
Culture  and  Director  of  the  Gymnasium,  and  he  will  devote 
all  his  time  to  the  work  of  this  department  during  the  year. 
Through  the  generosity  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees, the  Honorable  George  F.  Baer,  who  made  himself  respon- 
sible for  the  salary  of  the  Professor  of  Modem  Languages  for 
two  years,  the  College  has  been  put  in  a  position  to  secure  what 
has  so  long  been  needed,  a  Professor  who  will  give  all  his  time 
to  instruction  in  French  and  German.  Dr.  William  Kurrel- 
meyer,  of  Johns  Hopkins  University,  has  been  appointed  to  this 
important  position,  and  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  Pro- 
fessorship. 

In  response  to  the  requests  which  have  come  to  the  Board 
of  Trustees  from  different  quarters,  the  course  of  studies  in 
the  College  has  been  to  some  extent  modified  and  rearranged. 
The  old  course  of  study  is  maintained  as  heretofore,  allowing, 
however,  a  little  more  margin  for  elective  studies.  Analytical 
Geometry  is  made  an  elective,  and  so  is  Greek,  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  Junior  year.  Room  is  also  made  for  a  course  of 
study  in  which  Greek  may  be  begun  at  the  beginning  of  the 
Freshman  year.    This  is  especially  intended  for  those  who  are 


wcli  advanced  in  Latin,  Mathematics  and  Modern  Languages, 
but  have  no  opportunity  to  study  Greek.  In  addition  to  this,  a 
course  of  study  has  been  established  in  which  Greek  is  replaced 
by  Modern  Languages  and  a  larger  proportion  of  Science  and 
Mathematics. 

It  will  be  seen,  thus,  that  facilities  are  provided  for  effec- 
tive work  in  all  the  different  departments,  and  room  is  made 
for  the  thorough  training  of  students  who  do  not  care  to  take 
the  full  classical  course.  In  taking  this  step,  however,  it  is  not 
intended  to  lower  the  standard  of  admission.  A  full  equivalent 
of  preliminary  study  and  training  will  be  expected  of  all  ap- 
plicants, whether  they  take  the  full  classical  course  or  not. 

There  has  been  no  marked  financial  change  in  the  condi- 
tion of  the  College  during  the  past  year.  Some  of  the  invested 
funds  were  paid  back  and  had  to  be  reinvested,  entailing  a 
slight  loss  of  interest,  and,  as  during  the  previous  year,  the  ex- 
penditures exceeded  the  income.  The  deficit  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  about  three  thousand  dollars.  This  condition  of  things 
plainly  shows  the  necessity  of  increasing  the  endowment  fund. 
The  running  expenses  of  the  institution  have  been  increased 
because  of  new  buildings  and  additional  facilities  offered  to  the 
students.  Inasmuch  as  instruction  in  Elocution  is  offered  dur- 
ing the  whole  year,  the  department  of  Physical  Culture  is  bet- 
ter provided  for  than  ever  before,  and  hospital  accommodations, 
in  case  of  sickness,  are  offered  to  the  students,  it  has  been 
found  expedient  to  increase  the  College  fees  from  $15  to  $20 
per  term. 

The  great  need  of  the  institution  at  this  time  is  undoubtedly 
the  completion  of  the  projected  Science  Building.  A  year  ago 
the  Board  of  Trustees  resolved  that  the  erection  of  the  build- 
ing should  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  $20,000  had  been  pledged 
■  for  this  purpose.  At  the  late  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees it  appeared  that  this  amount  was  definitely  in  sight,  and  it 
was  accordingly  resolved  to  begin  the  erection  as  speedily  as 
possible.  The  difficulty  of  securing  suitable  plans  has  caused 
some  delay,  but  the  matter  is  now  well  in  hand,  and  it  is  ex- 
pected to  go  forward  with  the  work  as  rapidly  as  circumstances 
and  the  season  will  permit,  in  order  that  the  building  may  be 
ready  for  use  by  the  beginning  of  the  next  college  year.  It  is  of 
vital  importance,  therefore,  that  adequate  funds  for  the  erection 
of  the  building  be  speedily  provided,  and  this  enterprise  is  most 
urgently  recommended  to  the  three  Synods  for  their  hearty  co- 
operation. 

The  vacancy  caused  in  the  Board  of  Trustees  by  the  death 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  G.  Apple  has  been  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  B.  Frank  Fatackenthal,  Esq.,  of  Riegelsville,  Pa. 
The  term  of  service  of  J.  W.  Wetzel,  Esq..  C.  C.  Leader,  and 
the  Hon.  W.  U.  Hensel,  expires  during  the  present  year.    Mr. 
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Hensel  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mr.  Wetzel  by 
the  S)mod  of  the  Potomac,  and  Mr.  Leader  by  the  Elastem 
Synod.  It  will,  accordingly  devolve  upon  these  two  Synods  to 
fill  the  first  two  vacancies  by  an  election  held  during  the  present 
session.  .

OoBiatiudeatioB  from  Catawba  CUillece. 

Under  Item  i6  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Overtures  was  read  a  communication  from  Catawba  College 
which  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Institutions 
of  Learning  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren:  Catawba  College,  lo- 
cated at  Newton,  North  Carolina,  is  the  educational  institution 
of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  south.  To  it  our  Church  largely 
owes  her  existerfce  in  North  Carolina.  During  many  years  of 
discouragement  this  school  has  been  the  centre  around  which 
the  scattered  forces  of  the  Church  have  rallied.  Catawba  Col- 
lege was  chartered  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  in 
1853,  but  the  school  had  been  opened  for  the  admission  of  stu- 
dents in  the  auttunn  ofi85i.  An  endowment  of  nearly  $60,000 
was  lost  in  the  ruin  of  the  civil  war,  and  the  College  was  left 
helpless.  But  her  influence  as  a  high  school  continued,  and 
hundreds  of  young  men  and  women  received  here  preparation 
for  the  Junior  class  in  College  and  for  various  avocations  of 
usefulness  in  life.  In  1885  the  original  charter  was  resumed. 
The  first  class  was  graduated  in  1889,  and  others  have  followed 
regularly  since. 

With  limited  resources  the  College  has  done  much  for  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  South.  Nearly  all  the  ministers  in  the 
Qassis  of  North  Carolina  received  their  collegiate  training  up 
to  the  third  year  in  this  institution,  and  seven  of  them  as  well 
as  one  in  the  Classis  of  Virginia  are  full  graduates;  and  be- 
sides there  are  four  of  her  graduates  now  in  the  theological 
schools  of  the  Church.  There  are  also  several  young  men  in  the 
College  having  the  ministry  in  view.  The  late  Maj.  S.  M. 
Finger,  who  was  for  eight  years  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  in  North  Carolina,  was  educated  chiefly  in  Catawba 
College.  Hon.  Chas.  H.  Mebane,  who  now  fills  this  responsible 
office,  is  a  graduate  of  this  institution. 

The  College  has  an  endowment  fund  in  bonds  and  cash 
amounting  to  $14,000.  The  Synod  of  the  Potomac  has  pledged 
an  addition  of  $17,000.  A  friend  has  donated  property  worth 
$8,000,  and  still  another  friend  has  given  a  $500  scholarship. 

The  Trustees  of  the  College  realize  that  the  institution  at 
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this  time  faces  the  stern  necessity  of  improved  equipments  and 
additional  buildings.  These  are  absolutely  required  for  the  suc- 
cessful prosecution  of  the  work  in  the  future.  The  present 
buildings,  equipments  and  grounds,  virtually  free  from  incum- 
brance, have  been  paid  for  almost  entirely  by  the  handful  of 
Reformed  people  in  North  Carolina,  and  are  worth  $12,000. 
The  Trustees,  having  decided  to  make  the  necessary  improve- 
ments, and  believing  that  the  Reformed  Church  will  hear  an 
appeal  from  her  children  in  the  south  for  help  in  this  undertak- 
ing, most  respectfully  and  earnestly  ask  your  Reverend  Body 
to  grant  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  towards  tliis  work,  to  be 
paid  ill  sucli  annual  sums  as  the  Synod  may  designate.

1.  Report  and  oitalogue  of  Franklin  and  Manhall  Col- 
lege, the  Woman's  C^lej^  at  Frederick,  Md.;  the  Collie  for 
Women,  at  AUentown,  and  Catawba  College,  at  Newton,  N.  C, 

2.  The  reports  of  the  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  the  report  of  Trustees  of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute, 
and  a  communication  from  Trustees  of  Catawba  College. 

From  these  sources  we  learn: 

1st.  That  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  continues  to  ad- 
vance in  every  department  and  that  the  curriculum  has  been  so 
modified  as  to  provide  for  more  elective  studies  and  give  room 
for  a  more  extensive  study  of  the  Modern  Languages  and  the 
Sciences ;  also  that  the  Science  Building  is  to  be  erected  during 
the  present  year,  and  be  ready  at  the  beginning  of  the  scholastic 
year. 

2d.  The  report  of  Trustees  of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute 
is  very  brief,  but  we  learn  from  it  that  the  encouragement  and 
patronage  of  this  Synod  is  requested  by  the  Board. 

3d.  The  catalogue  of  the  Woman's  College,  and  the  ad- 
dress of  President  Apple  before  Synod,  both  show  that  prosper- 
ity and  progress  characterized  the  work  of  the  year,  and  invite 
the  patronage  of  our  people. 

4th.  Catawba  College  has  had  a  prosperous  year.  The 
number  of  students  has  increased  to  such  an  extent  as  to  call 
for  enlarged  facilities,  and  with  this  in  view  the  Trustees  ask 
this  Synod  to  appropriate  $1,500. 
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Your  committee  present  the  following  for  your  consider- 
ation: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  rejoice  in  the  prosperity  of  F.  and 
M.  Coll^;e  and  Academy,  and  that  the  Science  Buflding  is  to  be 
erected  this  year ;  and  we  recommend  that  the  classical  commit- 
tees appointed  for  the  purpose,  co-operate  with  the  Financial 
Secretar)'  in  securing,  during  this  year,  the  money  promised  by 
this  Synod. 

2.  That  we  commend  the  Woman's  College,  Frederick, 
Md.,  and  the  College  for  Women  at  Allentown,  to  the  patronage 
of  our  people. 

3.  Resolved,  That  we  are  pleased  to  learn  of  the  growth 
of  Catawba  College  and  it  was  resolved  that  this  Synod,  for 
the  present  year,  apportions  tentatively  $500  (five  hundred  dol- 
lars) for  Catawba  College,  and  that  this  amount  be  referred  to 
the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance.

Dear  Brethren  :  In  order  to  present  to  your  Reverend 
Bodies  a  full  and  clear  exhibit  of  the  condition  of  your  publica- 
tion affairs  at  the  close  of  the  third  year  of  the  present  manage- 
ment, we  submit  for  your  examination,  first  of  all,  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  and  that  of  the  Business  Man- 
ager.

J.  H.  Stein  and  H.  M.  Housekeeper,  two  members  of  the 
Board,  were  appointed  an  auditing  committee,  who  reported 
that  they  had  examitied  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  man- 
ager from  July  1st,  1898,  to  Juty  1st,  1899,  "and  found  every- 
thing correct." 

From  the  above  financial  statement  of  the  manager,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  receipts  from  the  periodicals  and  book  store 
were  $1,332.13  greater  this  year  than  last,  and  the  expenditures 
for  the  same  objects,  $98.44  less,  showing  $1,430.57  in  favor  of 
the  year  just  closed.  It  wil!  also  be  seen  that  the  assets  exceed 
the  liabilities  by  $12,165.54.  These  last  figures  show  the  net 
earnings  of  the  establishment  during  the  three  years  of  the  pres- 
ent management. 
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The  assets  we  believe  to  be  good.  The  only  items  whose 
face  value  could  not  be  converted  into  so  much  cash  money, 
are  the  sums  due  on  the  periodicals,  but  if  these  were  dis- 
counted at  50  per  cent,  there  would  still  remain  about  $9,000.00 
of  net  earnings,  an  average  of  about  $3,000.00  annually,  which 
is  the  best  showing  your  Board  has  been  able  to  make  for 
many  years  past. 

The  attention  of  the  Synod  is  called  to  the  large  sum  due 
on  subscriptions  to  the  "Messenger."  The  manager^s  ef- 
forts to  have  subscribers  pay  more  promptly  have  met  with 
only  partial  success.  We  ask  the  co-operation  of  the  pastors 
of  the  Synods  in  our  endeavors  to  remedy  this  evil. 

By  examining  the  statement  under  consideration  it  will  be 
learned  that  the  "Messenger"  again  failed  to  pay  for  itself, 
though  it  came  much  nearer  doing  so  than  last  year.  The  def- 
icit this  year  is  only  $65.65 ;  last  year  it  was  $1,294.94.  If  the 
subscriptions  were  paid  punctually  according  to  the  conditions, 
the  "Messenger^'  would  not  only  pay  all  the  expenses  incurred 
in  its  behalf,  but  also  produce  a  balance  in  its  favor  annually, 
and  thus  open  the  way  for  a  reduction  of  the  subscription 
price. 

Last  year  we  reported  to  your  bodies  that  Rev.  John  N. 
Naly  had  been  secured  as  General  Agent  for  the  Board,  who 
was  to  visit  the  Synods  and  devote  his  whole  time  to  systematic 
labors  in  the  interests  of  the  publications  of  the  Church.  Mr. 
Naly,  however,  finally  declined  to  serve.  Afterwards  Rev.  H. 
N.  Bassler  was  secured  to  act  in  the  proposed  capacity,  but  at 
the  end  of  five  months  he  resigned  the  position,  and  the  Board 
has  not  yet  been  able  to  find  any  one  else  to  take  his  place.  We 
still  are  of  the  conviction  that  such  an  agent  is  very  much 
needed,  and  we  trust  we  may  be  able  to  secure  one  in  the  near 
future. 

The  request  continues  to  be  made  in  different  sections  of 
the  Church  for  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  the  "Messenger." 
The  subscription  price  has  been  reduced  at  various  times  in 
the  past,  but  no  further  reduction  can  be  made  at  this  time, 
unless  the  general  character  and  grade  of  the  paper  be  lowered 
or  the  subscription  list  materially  increased.  We  do  not  be- 
lieve that  it  would  be  wise  to  do  the  first,  and  we  do  not  have 
any  very  great  hopes  that  the  second  will  be  accomplished 
very  soon.  But  in  our  judgment  the  Board,  the  manager,  the 
.Synods  and  the  pastors  ought  to  put  forth  united  and  per- 
sistent efforts  to  give  the  paper  a  much  wider  circulation,  and 
thus  prepare  the  way  for  a  reduction  of  the  subscription  price. 
As  a  matter  of  encouragement,  we  would  state  that  cluring  the 
months  of  July  and  August  last,  over  four  hundred  names 
were  added  to  the  subscription  list,  and  iha:  the  circulation  is 
now  several  hundred  copies  larger  than  it  was  at  any  time  in 
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the  last  two  years.  But  while  on.  this  point  we  would  add  yet, 
that  compared  with  the  prices  paid  for  family  papers  pub- 
lished by  other  Churches,  the  subscription  price  of  the  "'Mes- 
senger" is  not  too  high. 

During  the  year  your  Board  appointed  a  committee  to 
confer  with  a  commiltee  of  the  Ohio  Synod  with  reference  to 
the  advisability  of  uniting  (he  eastern  and  western  papers. 
This  committee  subsequently  reported  that  they  had  attended 
to  the  duty  assigned  them  but  that  the  conditions  were  not 
favorable  at  present  to  the  opening  of  negotiations  oil  the  sub- 
ject. Your  Board  took  the  above  action  in  obedience  to  a  reso- 
lution passed  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  at  its  last  year's  session.:. 

In  compliance  with  the  action.'^  of  the  Synods  last  year, 
the  Publication  and  Sunday-school  Boards  met  in  Philadelphia 
on  the  22d  and  23d  days  of  February.  1899,  and  appointed 
conunittees  who  should  endeavor  to  adjust  the  difficulties  be- 
tween the  two  Boards.  These  committees  met  on  the  nth  nf 
May,  and  after  much  discussion  and  deliberation  entered  inio 
an  additional  agreement  which  was  signed  by  all  the  members 
of  the  committees  and  afterwards  approved  by  the  two  Boards. 
In  this  agreement  your  Board  did  not  secure  all  they  claimed 
they  were  entitled  to,  but  it  was  the  best  to  which  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Sunday-school  Boani  felt  themselves  able  *o 
agree.  The  agreement  is  as  follows,  and  is  now  submitted  to 
your  Reverend  Bodies  for  approval. 

Agreement  made  and  concluded  this  nth  day  of  May, 
1899,  between  Conrad  Clever.  Calvin  S,  Gerhard  and  Rufus 
W.  Miller,  a  committee  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the 
Reformed  Church,  and  James  T.  Reber,  A.  E.  Truxal  and  W. 
Rush  Gillan,  a  committee  of  the  Reformed  Church  Publication 
Board.  In  order  to  adjust  the  differences  existing  between  the 
two  Boards,  it  is  hereby  agreed  that  from  and  after  the  ist 
day  of  July,  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
each  Board  shall  employ  its  own  manager.  The  Sunday-school 
Board  to  pay  the  whole  of  the  salary  of  the  bookkeeper,  being 
the  position  now  occupied  by  Mr.  Kulp.  The  bookkeeper  to 
give  two-thirds  of  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  Sunday-school 
Board,  and  one-third  to  the  work  of  the  Publication  Board. 
Each  party  to  pay  half  the  salary  of  the  stenographer  and  clerk; 
that  is  the  position  now  held  by  Miss  Harris.  Each  party  to 
pay  half  the  salary  of  the  errand  boy;  that  is  the  position  now 
occupied  by  Wm.  Brown.  The  Sunday-school  Board  to  pay 
two-thirds  of  the  rent,  and  the  Publication  Board,  the  one- 
third.  The  business  of  renting  rooms,  employing  additional 
help,  or  the  employment  of  help  to  take  the  place  of  any  joint 
help  now  employed,  shall  be  committed  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Sunday-school  Board  and  the  editor  of  the  "Messenger."  In 
case  of  any  question  arising  as  to  the  publication  or  sale  of  any 
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book  or  books,  the  matter  to  be  determined  by  the  editor  of  the 

"Messenger,"  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Sunday-school  Board.

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  September  22d, 
Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner  tendered  his  resignation  as  Business  Man- 
ager, to  take  effect  on  the  31st  day  of  October.

The  terms  of  office  of  B.  Wolf,  Jr.,  and  of  Samuel  Hoefflich 
expire  December  31st,  1899.  The  Synods  to  which  these 
brethren  belong  are  expected  to  fill  the  approaching  vacancies 
at  their  present  session. 

In  conclusion  we  would  yet  say  that  in  the  judgment  of 
your  Board,  your  publication  affairs  have  now  reached  a  safe 
and  solid  basis,  and  we  believe  that  by  proper  care  and  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  management,  and  by  the  hearty  co-op- 
eration on  the  part  of  the  Synods,  and  especially  of  the  pastors, 
the  plant  will  enter  upon  a  period  of  prosperity  and  success.

H.'^Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Publications. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Publications  reported  Satur- 
day. The  report  was  considered  by  Items.  Items  i,  and  3  to  9 
were  adopted,  and  Item  2  was  amended  and  unanimously 
adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh: 

Your  committee  on  Publications  would  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  report: 

The  only  document  placed  in  our  hands  is  the  annual  re- 
port of  the  Publication  Board  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the 
United  States.  This  report  we  have  carefully  considered. 
From  it  we  learn  that  the  publication  affairs,  in  the  support 
of  which  this  Svnod  is  united  with  the  Eastern  and  Potomac 
Synods,  "have  now  reached  a  safe  and  solid  basis."  The 
Board  reports  that  the  *' Messenger"  and  "Review"  are  just 
about  self-supporting,  and  would  be  much  more  than  self-sup- 
porting if  subscriptions  were  punctually  paid.  The  total  ex- 
cess of  assets  over  liabilities  reported  is  $12,165.54.    This  rep- 
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resents  the  earnings  of  the  Board  during  the  three  years  of 

the  present  management. 

The  Board  reports  that  it  had  a  meeting  with  the  General 
Synod's  Sunday-school  Board,  in  order  to  adjust  existing  dif- 
ficulties, and  that  the  two  Boards  entered  into  an  agreement 
which  does  not  secure  all  that  this  Board  claimed,  but  all  that 
the  Sunday-school  was  willing  to  grant.  The  Board  also  re- 
ports the  resignation  of  Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner  as  Business  Man- 
ager, to  whose  "faithful  service"  it  bears  its  testimony. 

Your  committee  suggests  the  following  resolutions  as  ex- 
pressive of  the  sense  of  this  Synod: 

Resolved,  i.  That  we  have  heard  with  great  pleasure  of 
the  present  prosperous  financial  condition  of  the  Board,  which 
we  regard  as  a  signal  evidence  of  careful  and  faithful  manage- 
ment. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  have  learned  with  much  regret  of 
the  resignation  of  Rev.  C.  R.  Ferner,  to  whose  faithful  man- 
agement the  Church  is  in  large  measure  indebted  for  the  pres- 
ent prosperous  condition  of  our  publication  affairs;  and  thai 
it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Synod  that  the  Board  erred  gready  in 
not  sustaining  its  Business  Manager  and  in  not  retaining  him 
in  his  position. 

Resolved.  3.  That  this  Synod  cannot  approve  of  the 
proposition  to  impose  upon  the  editor  of  the  "Messenger"  any 
part  of  the  duties  of  manager,  a  proposition  whtcli  we  know 
to  be  contrary  to  his  own  judgment  and  wishes,  but  that  all 
such  duties  devolve  upon  the  manager,  who  should  be  respon- 
sible for  the  proper  management  of  the  Board's  business. 

Resolved,  4.  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Synod  it  would 
be  better  for  the  Publication  and  the  Sunday-school  Board  en- 
tirely to  separate  their  business;  and  we  recommend  to  the 
Publication  Board  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  to  consider  the 
advisability  of  taking  measures  to  that  effect. 

Rcsoh-cd,  5.  That  inasmuch  as  the  book  trade  is  the 
most  profitable  branch  of  the  business  of  the  Publication  Board, 
this  Synod  deems  it  proper  to  suggest  that  the  management  of 
the  Board  should  push,  with  special  energy,  the  publication  and 
sale  of  books,  and  that  it  should  itself  be  the  judge  of  the  kind 
of  books  which  it  should  handle:  and  the  Synod  will  not  con- 
sent to  the  Board's  giving  away  this  right. 

Resolved.  6.  That  this  Synod  expects  the  Board  faith- 
fully to  guard  and  manage  the  Synorl's  property  entrusted  to 
its  care :  and  that  the  Synod  in  turn  pledges  to  the  Board  its 
earnest  co-operation  and  support. 

Resolved.  7.  That  we  again  most  earnestly  commend  to 
our  ministers  and  people  the  "Reformed  Church  Messenger," 
the  "Reformed  Church  Review,"  and  other  publications' of  the 
Board;  and  that,  through  the  Classes,  our  pastors  and  consis- 
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tories,  be  instructed  to  make  renewed  efforts,  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, to  extend  their  circulation,  and  to  secure  cash  payment 
of  subscriptions. 

Resolved,  8.  That  our  ministers  and  people  are  urged, 
through  the  Classes,  to  give  to  the  book  department  of  the 
Board  as  much  of  their  patronage  as  possible. 

Resolved,  9.  That  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  in- 
structed to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Eastern  and  Poto- 
mac Synods,  and  to  the  Publication  Board.

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  committee  to  which  was  referred  item  lO  of  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  Minutes  of  Synod,  pertaining  to  the 
apportionment  of  the  several  funds  by  the  General  Synod  to 
this  Synod,  begs  leave  to  offer  the  following  report : 

We  have  carefully  inquired  into  the  matter  and  find  that 
the  increase  in  the  several  amounts  assigned  to  this  Synod  are 
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only  slightly  in  excess  af  those  handed  down  by  the  General 
Synod  of  1896,  when  the  increase  of  our  membership  during 
the  intervening  period  is  taken  into  consideration,  and  we 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  they  be  accepted. 

The  apportionment  of  $450  for  "Work  among  the  Ger- 
mans/' however,  is  a  new  and  distinct  fund.  Pittsburgh  Synod 
appreciates  the  importance  of  prosecuting  the  work  among 
Germans  in  the  large  cities  and  towns,  and  is  not  indifferent 
to  its  maintenance ;  but  the  demands  upon  it  for  special  work 
within  its  own  territory  are  so  imperative,  that  we  cannot,  In 
justice  to  these  interests  assume  any  additional  obligations  at 
the  present  time.  Hyndman,  Homestead,  DuQuesne,  Connells- 
ville,  Vandergrift  and  other  points,  need  and  have  been  prom- 
ised prompt  help,  and  the  funds,  with  the  exception  of  a  few 
gifts  from  abroad,  must  be  provided  by  the  Qasses 
composing  this  Synod.  This  additional  support  to  the  mis- 
sions under  the  General  Board,  will  aggregsite  not  less  than 
$4,000.  It  is  with  regret,  therefore  that  we  feel  constrained 
to  decline  to  accept  the  apportionment  for  the  work  among 
Germans.

MINISTERIAL  NEGBOIiOGT. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Ministerial  Necrology,  and 
called  up  by  Item  i  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Minutes  of  Synod,  reported  Thursday  afternoon.  The  re- 
port was  adopted  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  Committee  report  as  follows : 
Only  one  brother  was  called  home  by  death  during  the 
past  synodical-  year ;  but  it  is  with  a  peculiar  sadness  that  we 
mourn  the  separation  from  us  of  one  so  young,  so  sincere  and 
so  self-sacrificing  as  Bro.  Emil  F.  J.  Muehe,  who  departed  this 
life  at  Lancaster,  Pa.,  on  February  15,  1899,  ^^  ^^^  ^8^  ^^  34 
years. 

Your  committee  has  secured  the  following  interesting 
facts  concerning  our  departed  brother.  He  was  born  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore  in  the  year  1865.  He  was  unfortunate  in 
losing  his  mother  when  quite  young,  and  for  some  time  after- 
ward roamed  about  a  great  deal,  taking  several  voyages  at  sea, 
and  then  again  as  a  w.aif  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  until  finally 
he  turned  up  in  an  industrial  home.  Here  he  attracted  the  at- 
tention of  Rev.  Dr.  Clever,  by  his  manner  during  a  public 
entertainment,  in  which  he  made  a  speech.  Some  time  after- 
ward, the  young  boy  and  his  companions  determined  to  go  to 
the  Sunday-school  of  which  Dr.  Clever  was  pastor,  but 
upon  coming  to  the  door  of  the  school  room  he  was  pushed  in, 
and  they  went  elsewhere.  This  event  marks  the  beginning  of 
Rev.  Muehe's  Christian  career.  He  was  confirmed  in  due  time 
and  became  a  member  of  the  Third  Reformed  church  of  Balti- 
more. He  learned  the  carpenter  trade,  but  soon  felt  himself 
called  to  the  Christian  ministry,  but  circumstances  hindered 
him  in  carrying  out  this  design.  After  a  number  of  years  and 
after  he  was  married,  and  two  children  were  born  into  the  fam- 
ily, he  found  the  way  clear,  and  he  went  to  Mercersburg  to  pre- 
pare for  the  Seminary.    He  entered  the  Theological  Seminary 
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of  the  Reformed  Oiurch,  at  Lancaster,  in  September,  1892. 
Here  he  supported  himself  and  family  by  working  part  of  the 
time  at  his  trade,  helping  to  build  the  new  Seminary  building. 
He  was  graduated  in  1895,  and  soon  after  was  ordained  and  in- 
stalled pastor  of  the  mission  at  McKeesport,  Pa.,  where  he 
entered  upon  his  work  with  such  zeal  that  his  constitution 
gave  way  under  the  strain  and  he  was  compelled  to  go  to  Caro- 
lina for  his  health.  He  spent  the  winter  of  '96  and  '97.  but 
failed  to  regain  his  health.  He  then  went  to  Denver,  Col..  witL 
his  family,  and  remained  there  until  the  physician  informed 
him  that  the  time  of  his  death  was  near  at  hand,  when  ?ie  came 
east  to  Lancaster  to  await  the  end,  which  came  on  February 
15,  1899.  The  facts  already  related  indicate  the  prominent 
characteristics  of  Bro.  Muehe's  life — -industry,  earnestness,  de- 
termination, Christian  faith,  zeal,  courage  and  hope.  In  all 
these  he  left  us  a  good  example.  We  mourn  our  loss,  we  cher- 
ish his  memory,  and  we  pray  the  Lord's  blessing  upon  his  sor- 
rowing wife  and  children.

Pittsburgh  Synod's  Sunday-school  Board  reported  Thurs- 
day morning.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Sunday-schools,  and  the  statistics  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church.  The  following  is  the 
report: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  Sunday-school 
Board  of  this  Synod  held  two  meetings  during  the  year.  The 
first,  at  the  close  of  the  last  annual  meeting  of  Synod  when 
the  Board  was  reorganized  hy  the  election  of  the  old  officers. 
The  second,  in  connection  with  this  meeting  of  Synod,  when 
reports  were  received  from  different  members  of  the  Board. 
From  the  reports  at  hand  we  learn  with  pleasure  that  the  Sun- 
day-school work  within  the  bounds  of  Pittsburgh  Synod,  and 
in  fact,  throughout  the  whole  Church,  is  being  carried  on  with 
considerable  zeal  and  enthusiasm;  and  is  apparently  making 
progress.  In  recent  years  the  attention  of  the  whole  Church 
has  been  called  to  this  particular  work,  and  it  is  now  receiving 
the  consideration  which  its  importance  demands,  and  which 
in  the  years  to  come,  will  produce  good  results. 

In  our  own  Synod  the  Sunday-school  work  is  better  or- 
ganized than  ever  before.    In  addition  to  the  Synodical  Board, 
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we  now  have  in  each  Qassis  a  permanent  Sunday-school  com- 
mittee. Neither  the  work  of  this  Board  nor  that  of  the  classi- 
cal committees  has  been  fully  and  clearly  defined.  This  is  be- 
ing done,  however,  as  experience  teaches  us.  Thus  far  this 
Board  has  been  content  with  doing  some  general  work,  and 
the  classical  committees  with  holding  Sunday-school  conven- 
tions and  gathering  statistics.  In  the  conventions,  the  classical 
committees  have  tried  to  give  higher  ideals,  nobler  purposes, 
and  greater  enthusiasm  to  the  Sunday-school  workers.  These 
efforts,  we  believe,  have  not  been  without  good  results.  They 
have  helped  especially  the  younger  members  of  our  churches 
to  a  deeper  love  for  the  institutions  and  literature  of  the  Re- 
formed Church.  They  have  helped  to  unite  our  people  in  ef- 
forts to  do  the  Master's  work.  During  the  past  year  they 
also  helped  to  gather  fuller  statistics  than  in  former  years  and 
thus  to  g^ve  us  a  better  basis  for  studying  the  needs  of  our 
Sunday-schools. 

The  Sunday-school  conventions  and  the  gathering  of  full 
and  complete  statistics  should  receive  the  encouragement  of 
Synod  and  all  the  Classes.  To  this  end  care  should  be  taken 
in  the  selection  of  permanent  classical  committees.  For  the 
present,  at  least,  only  ministers  or  experienced  elders  should 
be  placed  upon  these  committees.  This  seems  to  be  necessary 
in  order  to  establish  the  work  in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of 
the  Reformed  Church.  But  the  most  important  Sunday-school 
work  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod  is  not  being  done  by  this 
Board  nor  by  the  permanent  classical  committees,  but  by  the 
Sunday-school  Board  of  the  General  Synod.  This  Board  is 
now  exerting  a  great  influence  over  our  schools.  It  provides 
our  lesson  helps,  furnishes  our  libraries  and  appliances  used  in 
the  work,  and  is  now  about  to  provide  our  hymns.  For  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United 
States  it  may  be  said  our  General  Synod,  through  its  Sunday- 
school  Board,  is  enabled  to  determine  to  a  very  great  extent 
what  shall  be  read,  taught  and  sung  in  our  Sunday-schools. 
This  is  a  great  and  important  achievement,  and  one  for  which, 
under  the  present  conditions,  we  ought  to  be  thankful.  The 
responsibility  now  rests  with  the  General  Synod,  and  we  can 
confidently  look  to  her  for  the  best  that  the  best  talent  of  the 
Reformed  Church  can  produce.  But  if  in  this,  our  individual 
expectations,  are  not  realized  at  once,  we  must  have  patience. 
Time,  as  well  as  eflFort,  is  necessary  to  achieve  our  ideals.  What 
we  now  need  is  to  give  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  Gen- 
eral Synod  our  cordial  and  generous  support  as  well  as  our 
honest  criticism.

Under  Item  lo  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Overtures,  was  read  the  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Sun- 
day-school Board.  It  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Sunday-sch<.x)!s  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  District  Synods  of  the  RcfoniieJ  Church  in  the  United 
Stales: 

Dear  Brethren;  In  behalf  of  the  Smiday-school  Board 
of  the  General  Synod,  we  beg  leave  to  present  a  few  matters  of 
interest  pertaining  to  the  work  committed  to  us.  The  detailed 
report  of  the  Board's  operations,  including  a  statement  of  the 
financial  contlition,  both  of  the  Business  Department  and  of 
the  Sunday-school  Missionary  Department,  will  be  found  in 
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the  printed  report  of  the  Board  to  the  late  General  Synod,  a 
copy  of  which  accompanies  this  communication. 

.BUSINESS   DEPARTMENT. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  a  new  publication  was  is- 
sued, the  **Heidelberg  Home  Department  Quarterly."  This 
periodical  has  been  favorably  received,  and  is  gaining  an  assured 
circulation.  We  trust  in  connection  with  the  commendation  of 
General  Synod  given  to  the  Home  Department  of  the  Sunday- 
school,  your  Reverend  Body  will  take  such  action  as  will  lead 
to  the  establishment  of  a  Home  Department  in  all  the  schools 
of  the  Church.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  our  Re- 
formed Church  should  encourage  Bible  study  at  home,  thus 
assisting  parents  in  the  discharge  of  their  parental  obligations. 

With  a  view  to  more  closely  linking  the  work  of  the 
schools  with  the  home,  another  periodical  will  be  issued  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1900;  it  is  the  "Junior  Quarterly,''  intended  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  8  and  12  years.  In  addition  to 
the  exposition  of  the  Bible  Lessons  adaptedUo  younger  chil- 
dren, the  "Junior  Quarterly"  will  contain  simplified  questions 
on  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  the  Books  ot  the  Bible,  etc.  It 
is  to  be  used  as  a  supplemental  four  years'  course  of  study.  It 
is  hoped  in  this  way  to  secure  more  fully  the  co-operation  of 
parents,  and  the  religious  instruction  of  their  children. 

It  is  gratifying  to  announce  that  the  Sunday-school 
Hymnal  is  practically  completed,  and  will  be  ready  for  sale 
some  time  during  the  month  of  October.  The  introduction  of 
the  Sunday-school  Hymnal  in  our  schools  should  lead  to  a 
closer  relation  between  the  school  and  church  service,  and 
prove  to  be  an  educational  factor  of  great  value. 

THE    SUNDAY-SCHOOL    AND    MISSIONARY    WORK. 

During  the  past  summer,  the  Board  has  employed  a  larger 
number  of  men  in  doing  Sunday-school  Missionary  work,  than 
ever  before ;  the  results  of  their  work  are  most  gratifying.  But 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  the  work  accomplished  in  organizing  new 
schools,  in  establishing  new  congregation^  and  erecting  build- 
ings, will  be  hindered  because  funds  are  not  at  hand  to  prop- 
erly continue  the  work.  The  Board  has  been  compelled  to  de- 
cline requests  coming  from  several  sections  of  the  Church  for 
the  reason  that  funds  are  not  at  hand  to  go  forward.  After 
the  payment  of  salaries  and  expenses  incident  to  the  work  of 
the  last  few  months,  there  is  at  the  present  time  a  balance  of 
$700.00  in  the  treasury  of  the  Sunday-school  and  Missionary 
Department.  This  amount  is  not  sufficient  to  defray  the  cur- 
rent obligations  of  the  Missionary  Department  for  the  next 
eight  months.  It  would  greatly  help  the  work  of  the  Board 
if  pastors  and  elders  would  see  to  it  that  the  annual  offering 
of  their  schools,  made  either  on  Children's  Day  or  some  other 
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promptly  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board.  We  cookl 
then  be  in  a  position  to  know  more  fully  the  resources  at  oar 
command. 

THE  TWENTIETH  CENTURY   MOVEMENT. 

The  Twentieth  Century  Movement  has  been  heartily  im- 
proved by  the  General  Synod,  and  was  also  approved  by  your 
Reverend  Body  at  its  last  session.    Many  of  our  schools  are  ffl- 

figing  in  the  movement,  and  the  subject  is  being  discussed  in 
unday-school  Conventions.  From  reports  that  have  reached 
us,  we  learn  that  a  number  of  schools  have  made  substantial 
gains  in  their  membership,  and  that  great  blessings  have  come 
to  them  through  the  greater  activity  of  the  workers,  and  the 
larger  numbers  enrolled.  This  Twentieth  Century  Movement 
is  essentially  a  missionary  movement.  It  is  fitting,  therefore, 
to  unite  the  Twentieth  Century  Movement,  proposed  Inr  the 
Board  of  Home  Missions,  with  this  Stmday-scho(^  work.  What 
is  needed  now  is,  a  vigorous  effort  in  all  the  Oasses  by  which 
the  classical  committee  on  Sunday-school  work  will  put  them- 
selves in  touch  with  their  schools  in  the  Qassis,  and  by  which 
missionary  conventions,  institutes  and  conferences  may  be  held, 
so  as  to  arouse  the  enthusiasm  and  secure  the  interest  of  every 
pastor  and  Sunday-school  worker.  We  respectfully  surest 
the  propriety  of  directing  the  Board  or  Standing  Committee  on 
Sunday-school  work  of  your  Reverend  Body,  to  work  with  a 
view  to  ihis  end.  Our  present  membership,  according  to  the 
statistics  presented  at  the  Oasses  last  spring,  so  far  as  we  have 
been  able  to  obtain  reports,  show  a  gratifying  gain.  But  we 
deeply  regret  to  state  that  it  is  impossible  to  give  figures  em- 
bracing the  Sunday-school  membership  of  the  entire  Clnirch, 
because  of  the  fact  that  in  some  Classes  not  more  than  one-half 
of  the  schools  have  been  reported.  It  is  unfortunate  that  a 
few  Classes,  by  their  failure  in  this  respect,  prevent  us  from 
knowing  the  facts  as  to  ojir  Sunday-school  membership.  But 
we  are  safe  in  saying  that  there  has  been  a  decided  gain  in 
the  Sunday-school  membership  of  the  Church,  and  some  figures 
on  the  subject  will  be  given  in  the  church  papers  during  the 
next  few  months.  We  hope  that  by  reason  of  the  action  of  the 
late  General  Synod,  our  Sunday-school  statistics  will  become 
so  complete  as  to  make  them  valuable  in  improving  and  ex- 
tending the  Sunday-school  as  an  institution  of  the  Church, 

Above  all.  we  believe  that  the  great  and  imperative  need  is 
prayer.  The  first  duty  of  the  Church  is  intercession.  If  our 
churches  and  schools  could  be  made  to  feel  more  deeply  the  su- 
preme importance  of  prayer  and  intercession,  that  the  Divine 
blessings  may  rest  upon  the  important  work  which  the  Sun- 
day-schools represent,  the  interest  manifested  in  our  Sunday- 
schools  and  their  work  would  be  so  great  that  a  new  era  of 
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prosperity  would  dawn  upon  the  Church.  It  would  be  a  good 
thing  to  set  aside  days  of  intercession  for  our  Sunday-schools. 
At  this  critical  time,  in  the  matter  of  the  religious  educaticm 
of  the  young,  when  the  importance  of  the  Sunday-school  work 
is  being  more  and  more  recognized,  and  when  fresh  eflForts  are 
being  made  to  develop  and  improve  the  Sunday-school  system ; 
at  this  time,  too,  when  the  temptations  were  never  so  great  to 
the  young  to  absent  themselves  from  the  services  of  the  Church : 
surely  the  Wisdom  and  Power  of  God,  the  Holy  Spirit,  should 
be  specially  and  earnestly  invoked,  so  that  the  blessing^  may 
indeed  be  poured  out  from  on  high  for  the  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren, the  Church  and  our  country.

m.^Report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  8nnday-8ohools. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sunday-schools  reported 
Monday  afternoon.  The  report  was  considered  by  items.  The 
items  severally  and  the  report  as  a  whole  wa|  adopted.  It  is 
as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  committee  on  Sunday-schools  re- 
port that  the  following  communications  were  referred  to  us : 

1st.  The  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  Pittsburgh 
Synod. 

2d.  The  triennial  report  of  Sunday-school  Board  of  the 
Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States. 

3d.  The  annual  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of 
the  Reformed  Church  in  the  United  States  to  the  District 
Synods. 

From  these  sources  we  learn  that  the  Sunday-school  work 
of  our  Synod  is  better  organized,  and  is  making  progress  in 
every  way,  especially  in  increasing  membership,  through  the 
inspiration  of  the  Twentieth  Century  Movement,  and  the 
Home  Department. 

The  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  General  Synod 
calls  attention  to  three  new  publications,  viz.,  "The  Heidelberg 
Home  Department  Quarterly/^  "The  Junior  Quarterly,"  and 
the  "Sunday-school  Hymnal."  The  first-named  is  already  is- 
sued and  is  gaining  an  assured  circulation.  The  second,  for 
children  between  the  ages  of  8  and  12  years,  and  containing 
Bible  Lessons,  questions  on  the  Heidelberg  Catechism,  the 
Books  of  the  Bible,  etc.,  to  be  issued  January  i,  1900,  and  the 
Sunday-school  Hymnal  to  be  issued  in  the  near  future. 

It  speaks  encouragingly  of  the   Sunday-school   Mission 
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work,  which  has  grown  beyond  the  limits  of  its  present  means 
of  support,  and  calls  for  increased  liberality,  and  for  prompt- 
ness, in  sending  in  the  offerings  made.  The  Twentielh  Centurii' 
Movement  shows  a  gratifying  gain,  but  owing  to  incomplete 
statistics,  no  definite  numbers  can  be  given. 

Your  committee  present  the  following  for  consideration: 

1.  Resolved.  That  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  Pittsburgh 
Synod  put  forth  special  effort  to  further  the  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury Movement,  and  the  Home  Department  in  every  congrega- 
tion throughout  the  several  Classes. 

2.  That  we  commend  the  "Heidelberg  Home  Department 
Quarterly"  and  the  "Junior  Quarterly,'"  to  attention  and  use  of 
our  people  as  an  excellent  means  of  securing  closer  co-operation 
between  the  school  and  tlie  home,  and  better  instruction  of  the 
children. 

j.  That  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Publication  Board 
now  holds  the  right  to  publish  several  simphlied  forms  of  the 
Heidelberg  Catechism,  we  advise  the  General  Synod  Sunday- 
school  Board  to  designate  the  Catechism  questions  and  answers 
in  the  "Junior  Quarterly,"  instead  of  printing  the  text  thereof. 

4.  That  wf  suggest  to  the  Sunday-school  Board  the  ad- 
visability of  a  separation  of  its  publication  interests  from  those 
of  the  Publication  Board,  as  soon  as  such  a  result  can  be  prop- 
erly effected. 

^.  Tliat  Synod  remind  Sunday-school  officers  of  the  im- 
portance of  complete  statistics,  and  urges  Secretaries  to  make 
correct  returns  to  the  chairman  of  the  Classical  Sunday-school 
Committee.  Respectfully  submitted.

ORPHAN  HOME. 

I    OrphAii 

The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's 
Orphan  Home  was  read  Thursday  afternoon.  The  Lem- 
mata was  so  amended  as  to  create  a  Standing  Committee  on 
Orphan  Home,  and  the  report  was  referred  to  said  committee 
and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  It  is  with  gratitude  to  God  that  we  are 
able  to  report  that  the  work  of  caring  for  the  helpless  orphans 
has  been  carried  on  successfully  during  the  past  year  in  St. 
Paul's  Orphan  Home,  under  the  management  and  upon  the 
same  general  principles  as  during  previous*  years.    The  average 
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number  of  76  children  found  shelter  and  Christian  training 
during  the  year.  Those  having  the  children  of  the  Home  under 
their  supervision  and  government,  deserve  the  commendation  of 
the  Synod,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  arduous  work, 
which  is  often  known  by  Him  alone  who  seeth  in  secret. 

The  health  of  the  inmates  continued  good  with  the  excep- 
tion of  an  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  which  manifested  itself  last 
spring,  during  which  fourteen  of  the  children  were  severely  af- 
flicted for  many  weeks,  during  which  time  every  care  and  at- 
tention possible  was  given  them  and  under  God^s  blessing,  com- 
plete recovery  followed  in  every  case. 

During  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  put  a  new  roof 
upon  the  main  building  and  repaint  the  exterior  wood  work,  at 
an  expense  of  $310.  Much  other  outside  and  inside  painting 
and  papering  was  done  by  the  inmates  of  the  Home,  costing  but 
the  price  of  the  material. 

Since  our  last  report  the  Board,  after  much  consideration, 
made  a  lease  of  the  greater  part  of  our  grounds  to  Mr.  Gibson, 
of  Butler,  for  oil  and  gas.  In  this  transaction  care  was  taken  to 
safeguard  our  interests,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  may  result 
in  a  material  betterment  of  our  financial  condition  in  the  near 
future. 

Without  intending  to  reflect  upon  the  Superintendent,  the 
Board  adopted  a  plan  for  the  purchase  of  supplies  for  the 
Home,  which  places  this  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board,  and  requires  the  approval  of  all  bills 
by  the  Executive  Committee  before  payment  be  made.  Item- 
ized monthly  reports  of  all  supplies  are  to  be  made  to  same 
committee,  and  contribution  of  money  and  supplies  for  the 
Home  are  to  be  acknowledged  monthly  in  the  "Orphans*  Friend 
and  Messenger.^*  Other  details  of  fhe  plan  we  deem  it  need- 
less to  note  in  this  report.  It  is  hoped  the  plan  will  become 
fully  operative  in  the  near  future. 

The  plan  of  a  Women's  Auxiliary  Committee  to  work  as 
an  aid  to  the  Board  and  to  awaken  greater  interest  in  the  Home 
and  develop  larger  activities  in  its  support,  has  not  as  yet  met 
our  expectations,  inasmuch  as  some  of  the  Classes  failed  to  ap- 
point such  persons  and  only  St.  Paul's  Classis  apprised  the 
Board  of  such  appointment.  It  is  hoped  that  Synod  and  the 
Classes  will  speedily  take  such  further  action  as  that  the  plan 
may  not  be  long  delayed  in  its  effective  operation. 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  Home  received  a  more  gen- 
erous support  from  our  own  Synod  and  other  sources,  than 
heretofore.  The  farm  and  garden  products,  so  bountifully  sent 
by  many  of  the  congregations,  proved  a  great  help  and  blessing 
to  the  Home  for  all  of  which  we  are  duly  thankful.  May  we 
not  express  the  hope  that  still  more  of  our  congregations  may 
engage  in  the  noble  and  divine  work  of  thus  feeding  the  desti- 


tute  and  that  all  our  churches  will  increase  their  contrtbtitioiL

The  Standing  Committee  on  Orphan  Home  reported  Mon- 
day afternoon.  The  report  was  considered  by  items,  amended 
and  adopted.    The  report  is  as  follows: 
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To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  From  the  report  of  this  Board- of  Di- 
rectors of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home,  we  learn  that  the  manage- 
ment has  been  carried  on  in  the  same  diligent  and  careful  man- 
ner as  in  former  years.  No  pains  have  been  spared  to  make  it 
the  well-regulated  and  ideal  Christian  home  it  ought  to  be; 
where  the  fatherless  and  the  needy  are  truly  cared  for.  Wc 
are  pained  to  learn  that  the  debt  is  still  increasing,  but  hope  that 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  S)mod  may  see  its  way  clear  to 
wipe  it  all  out.  This  we  hope  may  be  the  outcome  of  the  lease, 
recently  made  by  the  Board.  We  also  learn  that  the  financial 
support  has  not  met  the  requirements ;  the  Church  has  not  done 
her  whole  duty,  even  though  the  oflferings  have  been  steadily 
increasing.  The  Board  renews  its  requests  most  urgently  for 
larger  and  more  liberal  oflferings.  We  also  note  with  pleasure 
a  growing  interest  in  St.  PauFs  day,  feeling  that  it  will  in  time 
result  in  much  good  for  the  Home. 

In  view  of  all  this  we  submit  the  following  for  adoption: 

1.  That  we  commend  the  interests  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home  to  the  prayers  and  liberality  of  our  people  and  ask  that 
larger  oflferings  be  given  to  this  cause.  That  the  Qasses  be  di- 
rected to  bring  this  action  before  the  pastors  and  people  in  such 
a  manner  so  as  to  bring  about  the  largest  possible  income  to 
the  Home. 

2.  That  the  Christmas  oflfering  and  the  Children's*  Day 
offering,  as  heretofore,  be  devoted  to  this  most  worthy  cause, 
and  that  Classes  urge  the  pastors  to  make  special  efforts  in  pre- 
senting this  cause,  by  sermon  or  otherwise,  to  their  people,  so 
as  to  bring  about  a  more  liberal  oflfering  for  the  Home.  • 

3.  That  the  Synod  reaflSrms  its  action  concerning  the  for- 
mation of  a  Ladies'  Auxiliary  Board,  to  be  composed  of  three 
ladies  from  each  Qassis,  who  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the 
regular  Board,  render  such  service  in  the  interest  of  the  Home 
as  may  be  found  necessary.  That  the  Classes  be  instructed  to 
elect  such  a  Board  and  notify  the  regular  Board  of  the  fact. 

4.  We  do  not  deem  it  advisable  to  accede  to  the  overture 
of  Qarion  Classis,  asking  that  the  children  be  sent  to  the  public 
schools  of  Butler. 

5.  That  we  rejoice  in  the  increased  interest  manifested  in 
St.  Paul's  Day,  and  that  Synod  urge  the  Classes,  as  far  as  con- 
venient, to  co-operate  with  the  Board  in  making  the  day  gen- 
eral throughout  the  whole  Synod.

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  SyHod: 

Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren. — Your  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church  begs  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

In  summing  up  the  fruits  of  another  year's  harvest  in  the 
vineyards  of  the  Lord  within  the  bounds  of  the  Pittsbui^ 
Synod,  as  set  forth  in  the  reports  of  the  different  Classes,  we 
have  much  cause  for  joy  and  thankfulness,  and  we  ascribe  all 
honor,  gratitude  and  praise  to  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ,  who 
"from  the  beginning  unto  the  ends  of  the  world  gathers,  de- 
fends, and  preserves  unto  Himself  out  of  the  whole  human 
race,  a  church  chosen  unto  everlasting  life." 

The  prosecution  of  the  regular  work  of  the  Church  has 
been  carried  on  throughout  the  year  with  no  serious  interrup- 
tion. It  is  with  a  grateful  appreciation  of  the  kindness  and  fa- 
vor of  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  we  report  no  serious  illness  or 
death  among  the  ministry  of  Synod,  during  the  past  year.  Yet 
many  of  our  faithful  members  have  been  called  from  the 
church  militant  to  the  church  triumphant,  and  notably  among 
these  are  two  elders,  William  Appel,  a  delegate  to  Synod  last 

year  and  a  member  of  its  Beard  9i  Tmsteeg  of  Theolt^cal 
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Seminary,  and  John  C.  Fox,  a  primarius  delegate  to  Synod 
this  year. 

God  has  crowned  the  earnest  efforts  of  His  obedient  ser- 

4 

vants  with  success.  All  the  Classes  recognize  their  depend- 
ence upon  God,  and  without  exception,  all  express  their 
thanksgiving  to  Him  for  His  blessing  upon  their  efforts. 

There  have  been  difficulties  and  discouragements.  One 
Classis  laments  the  difficulty  of  securing  male  attendance  up- 
on the  services  of  the  sanctuary,  another  is  sorry  that  not  a 
single  charge  reports  any  students  for  the  ministry,  another 
regrets  the  necessity  imposed  \\\x)n  so  many  of  its  members 
of  working  on  the  Lord's  Day,  and  still  another  in  a  regretful 
tone  states  that  no  Sunday-school  conventions  were  held  dur- 
ing the  year.  Yet  we  believe  that  in  general,  the  work  of  the 
Lord  has  prospered  in  our  Synod.  Many  and  strong  evidences 
are  not  wanting  to  show  that,  by  the  operation  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  through  an  increased  consciousness  of  our  pecu- 
liar church  life  and  spirit,  the  work  of  grace  is  steadily  going 
forward  in  our  midst,  bringing  to  light  and  to  practice  the 
true  power  of  godliness,  and  glorifying  the  work  and  the 
church  of  our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ. 

While  there  has  been  a  decrease  of  four  in  the  number  of 
ministers,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  three  in  the  number  of 
congregations.  There  has  been  likewise  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  charges  without  a  pastor.  This  matter  calls  for  considera- 
tion and  renewed  activity,  in  providing  the  flocks  with  faithful 
shepherds,  without  whicli  they  cannot  be  led  by  the  still  waters 
and  in  the  g^een  pastures  of  the  great  Shepherd's  love. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  number  of  members  of  the 
church  and  Sunday-school,  but  it  is  small.  The  amount  con- 
tributed for  congregational  purposes  is  about  the  same  as  that 
of  last  year. '  The  most  noticeable  decrease  in  the  statistics  is 
the  number  of  church  papers  taken.  We  think  it  fitting  to  ex- 
plain, however,  that  this  decrease  is  due  to  the  discontinuance 
of  the  "Reformed  Church  Tidings." 

It  is  with  the  greatest  joy  that  we  report  the  benevolent 
contributions  about  fifty  per  cent,  larger  than  last  year.  This 
is  undoubtedly  evidence  of  a  strong,  healthy  condition  in  the 
churches  of  the  Synod.  To  meet  the  ever-expanding  work  of 
the  cause  of  Christ  in  its  various  departments,  there  must  be 
constant  and  large  increase  in  the  benevolence  of  the  Church 
The  churches  of  our  Synod  have  now  a  work  to  do  for  Chris- 
tian education.  This  work  calls  for  the  benevolences  of  our 
people  in  large  measure.  The  Church  has  the  ability,  and  as 
she  comes  to  realize  her  duty,  privilege  and  responsibility,  will 
she  do  this  work,  and  bring  it  to  a  cheerful  and  speedy  issue. 

We  are  confident  that  there  has  been  marked  progress  in 
all  that  helps  to  build  up  churchly  spirit  and  Christian  charac* 


ter,  the  faithful  preaching  of  the  Gospd  in  its  purity,  the  ear- 
nest attention  given  to  the  instruction  of  the  young  in  the 
Catechetical  class,  and  the  Sunday-school,  the  regular  admin- 
istration of  the  sacraments,  the  influence  exerted  by  the  mis- 
sionary and  other  societies — all  are  indicative  of  the  fact  thai 
our  Church  is  alive  and  progressive,  a  Church  constantly  en- 
deavoring to  fulfill  the  sacred  trust  committed  to  her. 

We  are  truly  thankful  for  the  progress  and  accomplish- 
ments of  the  past.  We  are  truly  thankful  for  the  conditions 
of  the  present.  We  are  confident  that  at  no  time  before,  were 
the  conditions  so  favorable  as  they  are  now,  for  the  future 
progress  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Zion,  Peace  and  har- 
mony prevail  throughout  the  entire  Synod.  Confidence  ex- 
ists in  the  management  of  our  Missionary  and  other  Boards. 
The  organization  and  equipment  of  our  churches  are.  if  not 
perfect  and  complete,  yet  of  such  a  character  as  to  make  them 
able  for  great  and  good  work  in  the  future. 

Let  lis  now  go  forward,  deeply  conscious  of  the  grand  op- 
portunities awaiting  us  in  the  Twentieth  Century,  and  wir 
ability  to  meet  them.  Let  all  our  ministers  and  elders  and 
members  consecrate  themselves  anew  to  Christ  and  Hjs  cause. 
As  a  result  of  this,  the  gifts  and  fruits  of  the  Holy  Spirit  will 
flow  out  upon  the  world,  leading  many  souls  to  a  saving 
knowledge  of  their  Lord  and  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ. 

May  God  continue  to  bless  us.  May  we  continue  faithful  in 
His  work  here  on  the  earth.  And  "not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  not 
unto  us,  but  unto  Thy  name,  give  glory  for  Thy  mercy  and  for 
Thy  truth's  sake."     .Amen,

L — Report  of  tbe  Board  of  Yiaiton. 
Under  Item  ro  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Overtures  was  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  to 
the  Theolc^cal  Seminary.  The  report  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Theolc^cal  Seminary  and  is  as  fol-' 
lows: 

To  the  Synod  of  Pittsburgh,  Reformed  Church  in  the  U.  S.: 

Brethren  :  The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  to  your 
reverend  body  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
the  Theological  Seminary  for  the  year  189^1900, 
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1.  The  work  of  the  Seminary  for  the  year  began  Sept. 
14.  1899,  and  was  continued  without  interruption,  all  the  pro- 
fessors having  been  in  attendance. 

2.  Thirteen  students  were  admitted  to  the  Junior  Class. 
Of  these  one  was  advised  bv  the  Board  to  discontinue  his 
studies.  The  others  were  advanced,  after  having  sustained 
their  examinations,  to  the  Middle  Year.  They  are: 
R.  L.  Bair,  J.  M.  Bean,  P.  J.  Dundore,  E.  N.  Evans,  J.  E.  Guy, 
W.  G.  Haupt,  F.  P.  Miller,  J.  O.  Oswald,  E.  T.  Rhodes,  J.  H. 
Smith,  J.  Von  Holt,  H.  P.  Walter.    Total  12. 

3.  The  Middle  Class  consisted  of  students  who  were 
admitted  into  the  Junior  Class  in  September,  1898,  but  with 
some  changes. 

One,  by  reason  of  long-continued  illness  was  advised  to 
resume  his  studies  with  the  Junior  Class;  one  discontinued 
his  studies  for  the  ministry ;  one  failed  to  report  either  in  per- 
son or  by  letter.  A.  F.  Nace,  a  former  student,  and  F.  W.  Ken- 
nedy were  admitted.  The  latter  accepted  a  professorship  in 
Heidelberg  University,  and  severed  his  connection  with  the 
class  in  April  last.  The  members  of  this  class,  after  having 
sustained  their  examinations  were  advanced  to  the  Senior 
Qass.    Total  24. 

4.  The  Senior  Class  consisted  of  the  following  members : 
J.  W.  Albertson,  J.  P.  Dieflfenderfer,  V.  W.  Dippell,  Ph.D.,  A. 
K.  Faust,  E.  M.  Hartman,  R.  M.  Kern,  I.  S.  Leiby,  C.  B.  Re- 
bert,  J.  E.  Sheetz,  S.  R.  Wagner,  W.  H.  Warner,  C.  E.  Zim- 
merman. Of  the  above  V.  W.  Dippell  and  E.  M.  Hartman 
v^ere  admitted  at  the  beginning  of  the  Academical  year,  and  A. 
K.  Faust  has  been  appointed  by  the  Church  a  missionary  to 
Japan.  These  gentlemen  sustained  approved  examinations  and 
were  granted  the  usual  testimonials.  C.  T.  Isenberger,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  M.  E.  Church,  was  dismissed  during  the  year  on  his 
own  request  to  Drew  Theological  Seminary.    Total  12. 

5.  In  addition  to  their  studies  the  students  have  engaged 
in  practical  religious  work,  in  the  Sunday-school,  pulpit  and 
various  forms  of  missionary  activity.  No  case  of  serious  dis- 
cipline occurred  during  the  year. 

6.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  Tnistees  of  Frank- 
lin and  Marshall  College  to  continue  the  course  in  elocution 
and  oratory  by  the  employment  of  Prof.  Claude  B.  Davis, 
whose  past  instruction  has  been  greatly  appreciated  by  the  stu- 
dents and  commended  by  the  faculty. 

7.  The  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  proposed  to  your  rever- 
end body  one  year  ago,  to  pay  over  twelve  hundred  dollars  of 
accrued  interest  on  the  Swander  Fund,  of  which  he  is  agent, 
said  payment  to  be  made  so  soon  as  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  and 
the  Seminary  Faculty  should  have  made  arrangements  for  its 


use.  The  Pitlsliurgh  Symxi  proposed  ihat  tlic  money  should 
be  used  for  a  teni|K)rary  lectureship  and  requested  the  faculty 
to  appoint  Rev.  J.  1.  Swander  as  the  first  lecturer  on  this  foun- 
dation. The  faculty,  tacking  tlie  power  to  establish  a  lecture- 
ship without  the  joint  action  of  the  three  Synods,  or  to  appoint 
a  lecturer  on  the  foundation  of  the  proposed  lectureship  with- 
out the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Visitors,  referred  tlie  recom- 
mendation of  your  reverend  txxly  to  the  Board  of  \'isitors.  At 
the  same  time  the  faculty  invited  Dr.  Swander  to  deliver  a 
course  of  two  or  three  lectures  before  the  faculty  and  students 
of  the  Theological  Seminary  on  such  subject  and  at  such  time 
35  tniglit  be  agreed  upon  by  himself  and  the  faculty. 

Ilie  following  action  of  the  Board  of  \'isitors  relative  to 
tlie  foregoing  rei-oniniendation  is  respectfully  referred  to  the 
consideration  of  the  three  Synods. 

I.  We  recommend  the  establishment  of  such  a  temporary 
lectureship  as  is  suggested  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod;  that  the 
matter  be  referred  to  the  three  Synods  for  approval;  and  that 
Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  be  chosen  as  the  first  lecturer. 

II.  In  the  event  of  approval  by  the  Synods  the  faculty  in 
conjunction  with  Dr.  J.  I,  Swander  shall  arrange  the  lectures, 
determine  the  subjects,  the  lecturers  and  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  them. 

8.  The  Board  respectfully  overtures  the  three  Synods  re- 
questing that  they  provide  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars 
($6oo.oo)  for  the  year  1900-1901  for  a  teacher  of  elocution  to 
be  divided  as  follows;  Eastern  Synod  $300,  Pittsburgh  Synod 
$100,  Synod  of  the  Potomac  $200.

II.— Report  of  the  Board  of  Traatcc*. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  did  not  have 
their  annual  meeting  till  Oct.  9th,  there  was  no  report  from  the 
Board.    The  Synod,  however,  ordered  the  report  to  be  printed 
in  the  Minutes,    The  report  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  The  annual  report  of  John  B.  Roth, 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Thetrfc^cal  Semi- 
nary was  forwarded  by  the  Treasurer  before  our  October  meet- 
ing, which  was  held  a  few  days  after  the  meeting  of  your  rev- 
erend body.  During  the  past  year,  the  Board  held  one  special 
and  two  regular  meetings.  The  special  meeting  was  held 
March  28th,  1900,  to  authorize  the  sale  of  the  Simmons  prop- 
erty which  the  Board  was  obliged  to  buy  in  1896. 

The  first  regular  meeting  was  held  on  May  loth,  1900, 
when  the  following  officers  were  elected :  President,  Geo.  N. 
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Forney;  Vice-President,  John  D.  Skiles;  Treasurer,  John  B. 
Roth ;  and  Secretary,  Jeremiah  S.  Hess. 

At  this  meeting  the  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  make  a 
deduction  of  $2,000  in  the  Endowment  Fund  to  cover  the  loss 
arising  from  the  sale  of  the  Simmons  property. 

A  communication  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  enclosed) 
was  received  from  Rev.  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander.  agent  of  the  "Sarah 
Ellen  and  Nevin  Anihrose  Swander  Memorial  Fund,"  where- 
upon the  Board  adopted  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Board  and  of  the  church 
are  due  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander  for  this  additional 
exhibition  of  their  noble  beneficence  to  the  Theological  Semi- 
nary, and  that  the  Board  accepts  the  same  with  heartfelt  grat- 
itude upon  terms  and  stipulations  substantially  similar  to  that 
governing  the  $12,000  bequest  already  conveyed. 

The  following  minute  was  adopted  relative  to  the  death 
of  Frank  Geise,  Esq.,  a  brother  member  of  the  Board: 

The  Board  deeply  laments  the  death  of  their  co-laborer, 
and  place  on  record  their  high  appreciation  of  his  services  in 
the  position  he  held  as  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary.  He  was  deeply  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  church  and  of  the  Seminary,  and  was  always  ready  and 
willing  to  make  any  sacrifice  in  their  behalf.  His  Christian 
character  and  gentlemanly  bearing  made  themselves  felt  in  the 
county  in  which  he  lived,  in  the  church  he  loved,  and  in  every 
sphere  in  which  he  was  called  to  labor.  The  Board  feels  sen- 
sible of  the  loss  thev  have  sustained  and  shall  miss  his  wise 
counsel  in  their  deliberations,  and  express  their  sympathy  by 
ordering  this  memorial  to  be  spread  upon  their  minutes. 

The  second  regular  meeting  was  held  October  9th,  1900. 
After  an  examination  of  the  investments  of  the  Endowment 
Fund  and  a  comparison  of  the  income  thereof  with  the  annual 
expenses,  the  Board  passed  the  following  preamble  and  reso- 
lutions : 

WnEREAS,owing  to  reduced  rates  of  interest  received  from 
the  securities  held  by  the  Board,  and  owing  to  the  increased 
expenses,  incurred  annually  since  the  erection  of  the  Seminary 
building,  the  income  from  the  Endowment  Fund  is  not  suffi- 
cient to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  institution,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  attention  of  the  church  be  called  to  the 
fact  that  there  will  be  an  annual  deficit  until  such  time,  when 
said  Endowment  Fund  is  increased  by  will  or  otherwise,  and 

Resolved,  That  the  Syno<ls  be  again  requested  to  appor- 
tion two  thousand  ($2,000)  dollars  towards  the  payment  of  the 
current  expenses  of  the  Seminary  in  the  following  ratio :

The  Standing  Committee  on   Theological  Seminary  re- 
ported oti  Monday.    The  report  was  considered  by  items.    The 
items  severally  and  the  report  as  a  whole  was  adopted.    The  re- 
port is  as  follows :

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Standing  Committee  on  Tlieo- 
log^cal  Seminary  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : 

There  have  been  referred  to  vour  Committee  the  follow- 
ing  papers :  i.  The  report  of  the  Board  of  X'isitors  of  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary.  2.  The  action  of  the  Synod  at  DiiBois  in  re- 
ference to  the  Swander  lectureship.  3.  A  synopsis  of  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Seminary. 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Visitors  we  learn  that  the 
Seminary  has  had  a  prosperous  year  without  any  serious  case 
of  discipline  rising  during  that  time.  Twelve  students  com- 
pleted their  studies  and  stood  approved  examinations. 

In  reference  to  the  Swander  Lectureship  the  Board  of 
Visitors  refers  to  this  Svnod  for  its  consideration  the  follow- 
ing  action:  i.  The  establishment  of  a  temporary  lectureship  as 
is  suggested  by  the  Pittsburgh  Synod;  a  recommendation 
that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  three  Synods  for  approval; 
and  that  the  Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  be  chosen  as  the  first 
lecturer.  2.  In  the  event  of  approval  by  the  Synods  the  Faculty 
in  conjunction  with  Dr.  J.  I.  Swander  shall  arrange  the  lec- 
tures, determining  the  subjects,  the  lecturers,  and  the  compen- 
sation to  be  paid  them. 

The  Synod  will  notice  that  in  the  mind  of  the  Board  of  Vis- 
itors the  lectureship  is  only  temporary  in  its  character,  while 
the  action  of  Synod  a  year  ago,  which  was  referred  to  your 
Committee,  is  based  upon  the  understanding  that  the  lectureship 
was  intended  to  be  a  permanent  institution. 

We  recommend  the  following  for  approval : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  sense  of  this  Synod  the  proposed 
lectureship  should  be  a  permanent  one,  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
intent  of  the  donor. 

Resolved,  That  this  Syno^l  approves  the  appointment  of 
Rev.  J.  I.  Swander,  D.D.,  to  deliver  the  first  course  of  lectures 
in  the  Swander  lectureship,  and  recommends  that  the  subject 
and  number  of  the  lectures,  the  compensation  and  the  time 
during  which  they  are  to  be  delivered,  be  determined  by  the 
Faculty  and  Dr.  Swander. 

Resolved,  That  the  Stated  Clerk  be  instructed  to  communi- 
cate this  action  to  the  Eastern  and  I^otomac  Synods. 

The  Board  of  Visitors  also  overtures  Pittsburgh  Synod 
for  the  sum  of  $100  towards  the  salary  of  a  teacher  of  elocu- 
tion. We  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $100  be  apportioned  for 
the  support  of  a  teacher  of  elocution. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Theological  Seminary  will  not  have 
their  annual  meeting  until  the  9th  inst.  Consequently  no  re- 
port from  the  Trustees  came  into  the  hands  of  your  committee, 
further  than  a  synopsis  of  the  Treasurer's  report.  We  there- 
fore recommend  that  this  synopsis  of  the  Treasurer's  report  be 


spread  iii»n  our  miiuilcs,  together  witli  the  rc|K>rl  of  the  Trus- 
Itcs  when  it  shall  have  been  received.  We  also  recommend  that

MISSIONS. 

L— Report  of  PittabUTgli  Synod's  Board  of  Hissions. 

The  Pittshurgh  Synod's  Board  of  Hwne  Missions  re- 
ported Thursday.  The  report  was  adopted  and  referred  to  rfie 
Standing  Committee  on  Missions  and  is  as  follows: 

Dear  Brethren:  Your  Board  held  two  meetings,  and 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  held  four  meetings  dur- 
ing the  year.  The  reorganization  was  effected  during  the 
meeting  of  Synod  at  Dubois,  by  ce-electing  the  officers  of  Uie 
Board,  Instruction  was  given  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Board  to  attend  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  General  Synod  Board  of  Missions,  and  this 
instruction  was  faithfully  carried  out. 

No  reports  have  been  received  from  the  missions  but  we 
learn  that  thej  are  all  prospering.    There  are  only  two  vacan- 
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cies  at  present,  Pitcaim  and  Apollo.  One  new  mission  has 
been  established,  viz:  the  Hungarian  Reformed  church  at 
Johnstown,  which  was  organized  by  a  committee  of  Westmore- 
land Classis,  on  Sunday,  Sept.  23,  with  125  members.  Rev, 
Csanfordi  has  been  appointed  missionary  and  reports  the  pros- 
pects very  good.  A  church  building  is  to  be  erected  in  the  near 
future. 

The  Missionary  Alliance  of  the  Reformed  churches  in  Pitts- 
burgh  and  vicinity  has  taken  steps  to  organize  a  congregation 
in  Allegheny. 

Our  interests  at  Ford  City  are  being  cared  for  by  the  pas- 
tor of  the  Kittanning  charge.  The  outlook  is  good,  but  the 
time  has  not  yet  come  to  organize  a  congregation  there. 

There  is  a  vacancy  on  the  Board,  occasioned  by  the  re- 
moval from  our  bounds  of  Rev.  Geo.  Limbert;  and  the  term 
of  Rev.  A.  E.  Truxal  exi)ires  with  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

Your  Board  incurred  expenses  in  attending  the  meetings 
of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Board  of  General  Svnod 
amounting  to  $12.

To  the  Rez'ercnd  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  In  compliance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  General  Board  of  Home  Missions,  I  herewith  forward  for 
your  use  copies  of  our  report  with  statistical  table  ending 
March  31st,  1900. 

There  is  nothing  new  since  that  date,  that  would  materially 
change  the  re|x>rt. 

During  the  j)ast  year  llie  meetings  of  the  Board  and  Exec- 
utive Committee  have  been  held  at  the  appointed  times;  the 
meml)ers  have  been  prompt  and  regular  in  attendance;  the 
meetings  have  been  characterized  by  a  spirit  of  harmony  and 
unanimity :  llie  wisest  counsel  has  been  sought  and  the  best 
judgment  exercised  in  the  disposal  of  the  interests  committed 
to  our  care.  The  Board  had  sought  to  execute  its  trust  accord- 
ing to  the  knowledge  at  its  command,  diligently,  faithfully  and 
justly  for  the  best  interests  of  the  church  and  the  glory  of  God. 

The  year  has  been  characterized  by  a  good  measure  of 
success.  Our  missionaries  have  been  loyal  and  faithful.  None 
have  been  called  from  their  labors  by  death. 

All  appropriations  due  them  have  been  paid  as  they  fell 


due,  but  to  do  this  we  have  been  compelled  to  borrow  large 
sums  of  money.  This  would  not  be  necessary,  if  the  amounts 
assumed  had  been  promptly  paid  and  to  continue  to  pay  so 
much  for  interest,  will  prove  ruinous  to  the  cause  of  missions. 

Rev.  Chas.  E.  Creitz,  Financial  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
resigned  the  position  with  the  end  of  his  year,  Aug.  31.  The 
Board  hopes  soon  to  .lecure  a  suitable  successor. 

The  series  of  the  20th  Century  Tracts,  13  in  number,  with 
an  issue  of  50,000  copies  of  each  has  been  printed,  and  is  now 
being  sent  out  for  distribution,  in  accordance  with  a  plan  agreed 
upon.  If  these  tracts  are  properly  distributed  and  our  people 
are  encouraged  to  read  them,  we  may  hope  for  good  results. 

The  cost  ($600)  has  not  been  taken  out  of  the  general  treas- 
ury, but  lias  been  paid  by  five  generous  elders  of  our  Qmrch. 

In  conclusion  let  me  emphasize  a  few  things  in  the  accom- 
panying report  deserving  special  attention, 

i.  To  make  suitable  provision  for  the  observance  of  the 
Day  of  Prayer  during  the  week  of  prayer  in  lyoi. 

2.  To  take  such  action  as  will  give  all  our  people  who 
have  not  already  done  so,  an  opiwrtunity  to  make  a  contribution 
to  the  Memorial  Reformed  Church  of  ii'ashingtoii,  D.  C,  dur- 
ing the  current  year. 

3.  To  carefully  and  prayerfully  consider  the  finances  of 
the  Board  and  to  take  such  action  as  may  seem  best  to  awaken 
pastors  and  people  to  our  present  opportunities  and  the  duty 
that  devolves  upon  us.  If  we  can  secure  the  full  amounts  as- 
sumed by  the  several  Synods  we  can  pay  our  debt  and  do  ag- 
gressive work.  Surely,  it  would  be  neither  <lifficult  nor  burden- 
some to  do  this. 

We  have  a  distinctly  marked  and  promising  field  for  mis- 
sionary effort  and  we  dare  not  be  recreant  to  so  sacred  a  trust. 
We  therefore  hopefully  and  expectantly  commend  the  cause 
to  you  and  pray  God's  blessing  upon  you  in  your  present 
sessions.

ni. — The  Antmal  Report  of  General  Synod'a  Board  of  Home  Hiaaioni. 

Under  Item  i  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
Overtures  the  annual  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of 
Home  Missions  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Missions.    The  following  is  the  report: — 
To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod : — 

Dear  Brethren:  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home 
Missions  hereby  presents  a  brief  statement  for  your  careful 
consideration.  This  Board  is  an  important  fact<x-  in  the  life 
of  the  Church  and  promotes  her  unity. 
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Our  Missions. — Some  of  our  Missions  have  changed 
pastors  since  our  last  report,  and  the  result  has  been  an 
improved  condition  of  the  missions.  There  are  a  few  vacan- 
cies, but  they  are  soon  to  be  filled.  We  have  on  the  roll  98 
Missions.  They  are  in  good  condition.  The  appended  statis- 
tical table  will  show  the  work,  and  to  this  we  call  your  special 
attention. 

Self-support. — It  is  our  policy  to  secure  self-support  as 
soon  as  that  can  be  done  without  injury  to  the  Mission.  Not 
all  fields,  however,  can  bear  the  same  treatment.  Patience  and 
calm  judgment  are  necessary  in  dealing  with  them.  The 
spiritual  life  must  not  be  dwarfed  in  the  struggle  to  exist. 

Day  of  Prayer. — Wednesday  of  the  week  of  prayer, 
1 90 1,  is  set  apart  as  a  day  of  prayer  for  God's  blessing  upon 
our  Home  Missionary  work.  We  hope  for  its  general 
observance. 

Twentieth  Century  Literature. — ^A  series  of  thirteen 
tracts  of  our  Home  Missionary  work  are  in  process  of  publi- 
cation, to  be  furnished  to  the  Church  for  gratuitous  distribu- 
tion, beginning  with  September  next.  The  cost  of  this  litera- 
ture is  not  taken  from  the  general  treasury,  but  has  been 
kindly  provided  by  several  elders  of  the  Church.  We  regret 
that  **Reformed  Church  Tidings"  ceased  to  be  published  with 
January,  1900. 

Church-building  Funds. — Our  list  of  Church-building 
Funds  is  steadily  growing.  Since  last  report  the  John  H.  and 
Anna  M.  Girvin  Fund,  by  will  of  Elder  James  M.  Girvin,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  amount  $500;  the  Martha  M.  Simmons  Fund, 
$500,  from  her  sisters,  of  Frederick,  Md.,  and  the  A.  J.  Brum- 
bach  Fund,  from  A.  J.  Brumbach,  of  Reading,  Pa.,  amount, 
$500,  have  been  created.  A  second  Catechumen  Fund  and 
several  individual  and  classical  Funds  have  been  begun.  This 
help  is  invaluable.    Encourage  the  creating  of  such  funds. 

New  Missions. — The  following  new  Missions  have  been 
enrolled:  Des  Moines,  la.,  Toledo,  O.,  Baltimore,  Md.,  and 
Punxsutawney,  Philadelphia,  Harrisburg,  Packerton  and 
Pitcairn,  Pa.  Other  promising  points  are  pressing  for  enroll- 
ment. Our  opportunities  were  never  greater  or  more  inviting. 
We  indulge  a  justifiable  pride  in  wishing  to  see  our  Church 
take  advantage  of  these  opportunities.  If  we  fail  to  do  this 
now,  others  will  reap  the  fruit  of  our  neglect. 

Debt. — Though  we  assumed  additional  work,  we  have 
received  no  increase  of  funds.  During  the  quarter  ending  last 
December  an  unusually  small  amount  reached  our  Treasury, 
and  to  pay  what  was  then  due  we  had  to  borrow  $14,000;  and 
at  the  April  meeting  we  had  to  borrow  $10,000  for  the  last 
quarter.     It  ought  not  to  have  been  necessary  to  incur  this 
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debt,  and  we  must  not  be  expected  to  carry  it. 

Taii  INCIDENTAL  EXPENSES  of  the  Board  for  the  year 
past ;  that  is,  the  cost  of  travel  and  entertainment  of  the  Board 
for  five  meetings,  the  salary  of  the  Secretary,  the  Treasurer, 
and  a  legal  advisor,  part  of  the  traveling  expenses  of  the  Super- 
intendents, also  postage,  expressage  and  printing  (whidi 
includes  letter  heads,  circular  letters  and  envelopes  for  the 
Easter  offerings) — these  expenses  for  the  year  amount  to 
$2,636. 

New  Church  Buildings. — Since  our  last  report  nine 
Mission  Churches  have  been  completed  and  are  now  occupied. 
Others  are  in  process  of  erection.  Building  lots  have  been 
bought  at  Des  Moines,  la.,  and  Vandergrift,  Pa.,  for  which 
we  have  borrowed  the  money. 

A  Memorial  Reformed  Church  is  to  be  built  at  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  to  cost  not  less  than  $30,000.  The  project  has 
been  approved  by  the  Synods  and  commended  to  pastors  and 
people.  All  money  for  this  purpose  is  to  be  sent  to  Rev.  C.  S. 
Slagle,  Westminster,  Md.,  Treasurer  of  the  Maryland  Qassis, 
who  will  receipt  for  the  same  and  hold  it  subject  to  the  order 
of  the  trustees  of  that  Gassis,  Give  all  our  people  an  oppor- 
tunity to  contribute  to  this  cause. 

Finances. — Careful  estimates  have  been  made  as  to  the 
needs  of  our  work.  The  amounts  have  been  assumed  by  the 
Synods  which  your  delegates  helped  to  constitute.  It  is,  there- 
fore, your  act.  These  amounts  have  been  distributed  among 
the  Classes,  and  are  now  to  be  further  distributed  by  you 
among  the  several  pastoral  charges.  All  these  Classes  should 
assume  their  full  amounts  and  arrange  to  pay  them  into  oar 
Treasury  as  early  as  possible,  that  we  may  do  aggressive  work. 
Give  the  people  facts  and  encourage  them.  They  have  never 
failed  us.  How  can  we  better  show  our  appreciation  of  God's 
special  favors  than  by  increased  efforts  and  enlarged  contri- 
butions to  extend  His  kingdom? 

What  of  the  future?  We  cannot  sacrifice  any  of  the 
work  now  in  hand.  Shall  we  enroll  promising  new  fields  that 
are  knocking  at  our  doors?  We  are  willing  that  the  people 
shall  answer  this  question,  if  you  will  fairly  present  the  matter 
and  encourage  them.  Let  us  try  to  awaken  individual  respon- 
sibility. Service  is  harder  than  sentiment,  but  it  pays  better 
dividends.  Dare  we  longer  contribute  the  smallest  amount 
for  the  greatest  work?  Is  not  "the  penny  collection"  for  Mis- 
sions oftener  an  insult  than  an  offering  to  the  Lord? 

Oh!  that  we  could  in  some  way  reach  the  heart  of  the 
Church  before  these  golden  opportunities  are  past !    How  does 
the  Master  regard  those  who  are  indifferent  to  His  cause?    He 
may  tell  us  sooner,  perhaps,  than  we  now  expect.

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lY. — ^Report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of  Foreign  Miadona. 

Under  Item  2  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures  was  read  the  report  of  General  Synod's  Board  of 
Foreign  Missions.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing 
Committee  on  Missions  and  is  as  follows: — 

To  the  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Ren'erend  and  Dear  Brethren  : — During  the  last  year 
the  steady  progress  of  our  Missionary  work  in  Japan  has  been 
more  or  less  interrupted  by  complications  arising  from  the 
retirement,  absence  and  failure  of  the  health  of  several  of  our 
Missionaries.  The  retirement  of  Mrs.  Gill  (nee  Hollowell), 
the  complete  break-down  of  Miss  Rohrbaugh's  health,  necessi- 
tating her  return  to  this  country,  and  the  but  partial  convales- 
cence of  Miss  Zurfluh  from  a  severe  attack  of  typhoid  fever, 
for  a  time  seriously  threatening  the  efficiency  of  the  Girls 
School.  The  withdrawal  of  Rev.  W.  E.  Hoy  to  go  to  China, 
the  continued  disability  of  Rev.  Dr.  Moore,  who  had  come  to 
America  for  recuperation,  the  recurrence  of  Rev.  H.  K.  Mil- 
ler's furlough,  and  the  engagement  of  Rev.  Snyder  in  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Bible  Societies,  very  seriously  interrupted  the 
onward  flow  of  our  work.  But  in  the  good  Providence  of  God, 
with  all  these  unfavorable  incidents,  our  work  suffered  no 
material  injury.  The  annual  reports,  recently  to  hand,  present 
as  favorable  an  exhibit  as  we  have  had  for  the  preceding  year 
or  two.  Of  course,  our  Missionaries  at  work  were  oppressed 
with  unusual  burdens. 

The  Girls  School  suffered  little  or  no  damage.  The  num- 
ber of  scholars  was  full,  and  with  the  temporary  aid  of  other 
members  of  the  Mission,  accomplished  a  very  successful  year. 
Its  enrollment  during  the  year  was  sixty-three  scholars ;  eleven 
were  graduated,  six  were  baptized  during  the  year,  one  died, 
the  second  since  the  establishment  of  the  school,  and  of  the 
whole  number  thirty-six  were  Christians.  The  majority  of 
the  non-Christians  were  new  scholars. 

The  whole  number  of  students  in  the  Tohoku  Gakuin  for 
the  year  was  168,  average  attendance  121.  These  are  largely 
in  the  lower  classes.  In  consequence  of  the  disabilities  imposed 
by  the  Educational  Department  of  the  Government  upon  the 
students  of  Mission  Schools,  in  the  way  of  liability  to  military 
duty,  and  unfavorable  discrimination  in  appointments  under 
the  Government,  as  the  students  advance,  many  withdraw  and 
enter  the  Government  schools.  This  very  unfavorably  effects 
the  number  entering  the  Theological  Department,  and  cuts  the 
number  of  native  evangelists  short.  There  is  a  deficiency  at 
the  present  time.  The  outlook,  however,  is  that  the  Govern- 
ment will  abate  its  restrictions  and  again  open  the  way  for  a 


:essful  prosecution  of  our  school  work.  Five  stu- 
dents were  baptized  during  the  year,  and  most  of  the  non- 
Christians  are  more  or  less  earnest  inquirers. 

Notwithstanding  the  hindrances  encountered,  the  evan- 
geHstic  work  has  been  encouragingly  prosperous.  With  a 
shortage  in  native  workers,  and  increased  labor  devolving  upon 
the  Missionaries,  the  gathering  in  of  souls  slightly  exceeded 
that  of  the  year  preceding.  The  iiunil>er  of  baptisms  was  219, 
and  the  number  of  Churdi  members  has  nearly  regained  the 
figures  reduced  a  few  years  ago  by  the  great  shrinkage,  so  that 
the  number  now   reported  closely  approximates  2,000. 

During  tlie  year,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
General  Synod,  and  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  tjie  retirement 
of  Mrs.  Gill,  five  new  Missionaries  were  sent  out,  Revs.  W. 
E.  Lampe,  A.  K.  Faust,  both  married,  and  Misses  Sadie  Lea 
Weidner  and  Lucy  M.  Powell,  to  Japan,  and  Rev.  Frederick 
Cromer,  to  the  China  field. 

The  Board  look  steps  to  plant  the  new  Mission  in  Cliina 
as  directed  by  General  Synod.  Rev,  W.  E.  Hoy  proceeded 
to  China  in  advance  of  Rev.  F.  Cromer,  whom  later  he  met 
at  Shanghai.  Together  they  proceeded  to  Hankow,  some  600 
miles  up  the  Yangtsze  River,  and  betook  themselves  to  the 
study  of  the  language.  Together  they  made  an  excursion  into 
the  neighboring  province  of  Hunan,  where  it  is  proposed  to 
plant  the  new  Mission,  and  selected  the  city  of  Yo-chou  as  the 
location,  which  is  about  150  miles  up  the  river  from  Hankow. 
In  the  early  summer  they  returned  to  Japan,  provided  with 
facilhies  for  contiiuiing  the  study  of  the  Chinese  language, 
with  the  expectation  of  returning  to  China  in  Septeml^r. 
Should,  however,  the  present  excited  conditions  in  China  con- 
tinue to  render  it  unsafe  for  them  to  do  so,  they  expect  to  go 
to  Nagasaka,  at  the  southern  extremity  of  Japan,  and  quite 
near  China,  and  there  await  the  time  when  it  will  be  safe  for 
them  to  proceed  to  their  chosen  field. 

The  Hoard  would  beg  to  add,  in  conclusion,  that  it  will 
readily  occur  to  your  Reverend  Body  that  the  advance  steps 
taken  in  our  foreign  work,  in  olwdience  to  the  instructions  of 
General  Synod,  will  require  a  material  increase  in  its  receipts. 
For  this,  that  iMxly,  at  its  last  meeting,  made  provision  by 
increasing  the  amount  of  its  apportionment.  We  would,  there- 
fore, most  respectfully  request  your  Reverend  Body  to  note 
this  fact,  and  to  take  such  action  as  wilt  secure  to  the  Board 
the  amount  of  contributions  which  will  be  necessary  to  enable 
it  to  accomplish  the  sacred  work  committed  to  its  hands;  at 
least,  the  full  sum  of  the  apportionment.

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V. — Report  of  Synod's  Twentieth  Century  Movement  Committee. 

Under  Item  ii  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee 
on  Minutes  of  Synod  the  report  was  read,  adopted  and  referred 
to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Missions.  The  Committee  was 
continued  and  the  report  is  as  follows : — 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  : — Your  Committee  on  the  Twentieth 
Century  Movement  would  respectfully  report  that  we  pre- 
sented the  importance  of  the  movement  to  all  the  classes  and 
the  appointment  of  Committees,  excepting  St.  Paul's  Qassis, 
which  was  presented  by  a  member  of  that  Gassis.  Somerset, 
Allegheny  and  St.  Paul's  Classes  have  complied  with  the  re- 
quest of  Synod  and  plans  of  General  Synod's  Committee. 
Clarion  Classes  appointed  a  Committee,  but  has  not  yet  dis- 
tricted her  territory,  and  Westmoreland  Classis  did  not  appoint 
any  Committee  or  district  its  territory. 

In  order  that  the  plan  of  General  Synod  be  complied  with 
promptly  and  vigorously,  we  recommend, 

1.  That  Westmoreland  appoint  a  Committee  and  district 
its  territory,  and  we  would  remind  all  classical  Committees 
to  have  each  consistory  appoint  a  Committee  of  three  in  each 
congregation. 

2.  That  we  urge  that  all  the  interests  of  the  Church  be  pre- 
sented at  the  conventions,  and  through  the  Committees,  in  such 
a  way  as  may  seem  most  advisable,  and  that  every  member  con- 
secrate himself  devoutly  to  some  specific  form  of  Christian 
service  and  use  every  means  within  his  power  to  win  souls  for 
Christ.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Missions  reported  Monday. 
The  report  was  considered  by  items  and  is  as  follows : — 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren  : — Your  Committee  on  Missions 
respectfully  reports  that  your  papers  were  referred  to  it  for 
consideration. 

1.  The  annual  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of 
Home  Missions. 

2.  The  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod. 


J.  The  animal  rcpciri  of  the  General  Svnixl's  Board  of 
Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions. 

4.  The  Pittsburgli  Synod's  Committee  on  the  Twentieth 
Century  Movement. 

From  the  first  and  second  reports  our  Synod's  attention 
is  directed  to  the  splendid  Missionary  territory  in  Western 
Pennsylvania,  and  to  the  Missionary  territory  in  other  grow- 
ing sections  of  the  United  States,  with  their  101  Missions  and 
147  Missionary  congregations. 

Both  the  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Board  and  the  General 
Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions  characterize  last  year  as 
one  of  measurable  success  in  Home  Missionary  work.  The 
Missionaries  are  all  reported  as  loyal  and  faithful,  and  the 
gratifying  statement  was  made  that  all  appropriations  due  the 
Missionaries  were  promptly  paid,  even  though  this  required 
the  Board  to  borrow  large  sums  of  money. 

From  the  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home 
Missions  it  is  learned  that  a  series  of  Twentieth  Century 
Tracts,  thirteen  in  number,  with  an  issue  of  60,000  each,  has 
been  (irinted,  and  is  now  being  distributed.  And  the  General 
Boani  asks  for  the  co-operation  of  the  Pittsburgh  Synod  in 
laying  the  Home  Missionary  facts  contained  in  these  tracts 
before  the  careful  attention  of  the  members  of  our  congrega- 
tions. 

And  our  Synod  is  asked  to  take  such  action  as  will  give 
-  all  nur  pcn|)le,  \"ho  have  not  alreadv  done  so,  the  opportunity 
lo  make  a  contribution  to  the  Memorial  Reformed  Church  at 
Washington,  D.  C,  during  the  current  year.  The  Synod  is 
also  requested,  carefully  and  prayerfully,  to  consider  the 
finances  of  the  General  Synod's  Board  of  Home  Missions  and 
to  take  such  action  as  may  seem  best  to  awaken  pastors  and 
people  to  our  present  opportunities  and  the  duty  that  devolves 
upon  us. 

The  General  Board  asks  also  that  Wednesday,  the  Week 
of  Prayer  of  1901,  be  observed  by  our  congregations  as  a  "Day 
of  Prayer"  for  God's  Blessing   upon  our   Home    Missionary 

From  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  For- 
eign Missions  we  learn  the  gratifying  fact  that  the  Missionary 
work  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  Japan  has  made  steady  and 
substantial  progress. 

Although  Rev.  Dr.  Moore  and  Rev.  H.  K.  Miller  are  in 
this  country,  the  one  because  of  ill  health,  and  the  other  on  his 
regular  furlough,  and  though  the  Misses  Zurfluh  and  Rohr- 
baugh  have  been  seriously  ill  during  the  year,  the  ingathering 
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of  souls  into  the  Church  of  Christ  through  our  Mission  in  Ja- 
pan exceeded  that  of  the  year  preceding.  The  number  of 
Church  baptisms  was  210,  and  the  communicant  Church  mem- 
bership now  closely  approximates  2,000.  Five  new  Mission- 
aries were  sent  out  during  the  year,  Revs.  W.  E.  Lampe  and 
A.  K.  Faust,  both  married,  and  the  Misses  Sadie  L.  Weidner 
and  Lucy  M.  Powell,  to  Japan,  and  Rev.  Frederick  Cromer,  to 
China.  And  the  Missionary  force  of  workers  consists  now 
of  fifteen  Missionaries  from  America,  eight  ordained  Japanese 
pastors  and  twenty-five  ordained  Japanese  evangelists,  and 
six  Japanese  Bible  women. 

EKiring  the  year  the  new  Mission  was  planted,  as  directed 
by  General  Synod,  in  China,  by  the  transfer  of  the  Rev.  W.  E. 
Hoy  from  Japan  and  Rev.  Frederick  Cromer  being  sent  from 
the  United  States.  After  a  few  months'  residence  in  China 
these  brethren  returned  to  Japan,  and  there  they  will  remain, 
studying  the  Chinese  language  until  the  persent  bitter  opposi- 
tion of  the  Chinese  toward  all  foreigners  in  China  shall  have 
subsided.  And  that  the  growing  work  in  Japan  may  not  be 
retarded  and  that  the  new  work  in  China  may  be  properly  pros- 
ecuted, when  in  the  Providence  of  God  it  shajl  again  be  taken 
up,  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions  respect- 
fully asks  the  Synod  to  assume  at  least  the  amount  apportioned 
it  ft>r  Foreign  Missions  by  General  Synod. 

From  the  report  of  the  Synod's  Committee  on  the  Twen- 
tieth Century  Movement  it  is  learned  that,  in  obedience  to  the 
instruction  of  General  Synod,  all  the  Classes  of  the  Pittsburgh 
Synod,  save  one,  have  appointed  Committees  on  the  Twentieth 
Century  Movement,  and  districted  their  territory.  And  the 
Pittsburgh  Synod's  Committee  urge  that  the  Twentieth  Cen- 
tury District  Conventions  be  arranged  for,  at  which  all  the 
interests  of  the  Church  shall  be  presented  and  the  members  of 
our  congregations  be  enjoined  to  reconsecrate  themselves  and 
take  up  some  practical  form  of  Christian  service,  and,  as  much 
as  in  them  lies,  to  endeavor  to  win  souls  for  Jesus  Christ. 

In  view  of  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  four  reports  submitted 
to  it,  your  Committee  recommend  the  following: — 

Whereas,  the  Missionary  operations  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in  the  United  States  were  never  more  promising  and 
the  calls  to  larger  work  were  never  more  urgent,  and 

•  Whereas,  the  whole  Church  of  Christ,  upon  the  approach 
of  the  Twentieth  Century,  seems  to  be  rising  to  a  higher  sense 
of  its  blessed  privilege  and  responsibility  to  evangelize  the 
whole  world;  therefore, 

Resolved  ( i ) ,  That  Synod's  sympathy  and  love  is  hereby 
pledged  anew  to  the  cause  of  Missions,  which  is  the  glorious 
cause  of  our  Lord.    And  there  is  hereby  also  pledged  Synod's 
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earnest  endeavor  to  awakun  a  deeper  Missionary  interest  iti 
the  hearts  of  all  its  people  tn  the  end  that  there  may  be  brought 
into  the  Lord's  Store  House  such  liberal  offerings  that  the  most 
aggressive  and  efficient  work  possible  may  be  done  and  that  the 
Missionary  Boards  be  not  under  the  necessity,  so  frequently, 
of  borrowing  large  sums  of  money. 

Resolved  {2).  That  Wednesday,  January  9th,  1901,  be  ob- 
5er\xd  as  a  "Day  of  Prayer"  for  God's  blessing  upon  our 
Home  Missionary  work,  and  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary 
he  hereby  instructed  to  so  notify  the  pastors  of  Synod. 

Resolved  (3).  That  on  or  before  Thanksgiving  Day, 
1900,  or  as  near  that  time  as  convenient,  the  congregations,  that 
have  not  already  done  so,  be  given  an  opportunity  to  make  a 
contribution  to  the  Memorial  Reformed  Church  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  and  that  the  Corresponding  Secretary  be  hereby 
instructed  to  notify  pastors  of  said  action. 

Resohed  (4),  That  Classes  be  requested  to  utilize  the 
Twentieth  Century  Movement  to  the  intent  that  the  mem- 
bers of  our  congT^ations  mav  reconsecrate  themselves  to  die 
glory  of  God  and  in  the  service  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ. 

Resolved  {5).  That  we  hail  with  joy  the  advancement 
of  the  Kingdom  of  God  among  heallicn  peoples,  and  declare  our 
faith  in  the  ultimate,  complete  triumph  of  our  Lord,  and  to 
hasten  the  time  when  all  our  Heavenly  Father's  children  may 
learn  of  Him  and  serve  Him,  we  pledge  again  our  prayers,  our 
love  and  means  for  Ihe  spread  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  through- 
out the  world.  And  we  hereby  cordially  accept  the  sum  of 
$2,975,  ^^^  apportionment  of  General  Synod  for  the  specific 
work  in  Japan  and  China.  And  Synod  hereby  as  cheerfully  ac- 
cepts the  General  Synod's  apportionment  for  Home  Missions — 
$4,550 — for  mission  work  among  the  Hungarians,  $600;  for 
mission  work  in  the  Harbor  of  New  York,  $85,  and  for  Church 
Extension  work  the  apportionment  of  six  cents  per  member.

INSTITUTIONS  OF  LEARNING. 
L — ^Report  of  tlie  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institiitioiia. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  reported 
on  Friday.    The  report  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning  and  is  as  follows : — 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  of  Literary  Institutions  would 
report  as  follows: — 

Synod  has  but  one  institution  of  learning  of  which  your 
Board  has  any  oversight,  i.  e.,  Qarion  Collegiate  Institute, 
located  at  Rimersburg,  Pa. 

As  Synod  sustains  only  a  moral  or  advisory  relation  to 
this  School  your  Board  has  made  no  personal  investigation 
into  its  affairs,  but  has  learned  from  the  authorities  in  charge 
that  the  institute  is  having  a  struggle  to  maintain  its  existence, 
but  has  been  bravely  battling  against  adversity,  and,  despite 
discouragement,  has,  up  to  the  present,  kept  its  doors  open 
each  year,  and  has  had  the  service  of  competent  teachers.  So 
reduced,  however,  has  the  School  become  in  its  resources,  both 
as  to  students  and  finances,  that  the  principal  has  been  obliged 
to  take  up  work  in  the  public  schools  of  the  town,  while  still 
looking  after  what  is  left  of  the  institute  work. 

It  seems  most  unfortunate  that  this,  the  only  Reformed 
Church  School  of  its  kind  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod, 
should  not  have  a  more  encouraging  career  than  it  does.  And 
your  Board  regrets  that  it  does  not  have  some  plan  tp  propose 
by  which  this  institution  of  so  many  years  and  struggles  might 
be  put  on  a  more  encouraging  footing. 

There  is  no  doubt  that,  by  some  concerted  effort  on  the 
part  of  all  the  Synod,  this  could  be  dope.  The  School  is  nicely 
located,  with  ample  grounds  and  buildings,  which  could,  with- 
out great  cost,  be  put  in  good  repair. 

Your  Board,  however,  being  without  authority  to  act  in 
any  measure  looking  to  such  end,  can  only  express  the  hope 
that  Synod  may,  in  the  near  future,  be  able  to.  in  some  way, 
aid  in  bettering  the  condition  of  Clarion  Collegiate  Institute.

The  report,  with  the  catalogue,  was  referred  to  the 
Standing  Committee  on  Institutions  of  Learning.  The  follow-

The  President  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  begs  leave 
to  offer  the  following  report : —

'97.  The  honorary  degree  of  D.  D.  was  conferred  on  Rev.  C. 
Elvin  Haupt,  of  Lancaster,  and  Rev.  Nathaniel  Z.  Snyder,  of 
South  Bethlehem. 

The  past  year  was.  one  of  more  than  ordinary  trial  and 
difficulty,  although  we  are  able  to  report  that  the  college  is  in  a 
prosperous  condition  and  that  no  college  interest  has  suffered 
serious  loss.  The  number  of  students  enrolled  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  present  year  is  unusually  large,  making  a  decided 
increase  in  the  whole  number  of  students.  Sixty-six  new  stu- 
dents were  added  tt>  the  college  and  about  fifty  to  the  Academy. 
Of  these  fifty  are  Freshmen  and  Specials,  twelve  Sophomores, 
two  Juniors  and  two  Seniors.  There  are  in  attendance  at  this 
time  forty  Seniors,  thirty-four  Juniors,  forty-four  Sophomores 
and  fifty  Freshmen  and  Specials. 

The  work  of  instruction  was  carried  forward  steadily  in 
the  different  departments  and  the  results  were  generally  satis- 
factory. The  good  order  of  the  college  was  at  times  disturbed, 
and  in  several  cases  there  was  danger  of  serious  trouble,  but 
the  discipline  of  the  institution  was  maintained,  and  it  is  grati- 
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fying  to  report  a  satisfactory  adjustment  of  all  difficulties  and 
a  healthy  morale,  a  spirit  of  loyalty,  harmony  and  hopefulness 
throughout  the  college.  It  was  necessary,  during  the  year,  to 
drop  a  number  of  students  from  the  roll,  sometimes  for  negli- 
gence and  inattention,  and,  in  other  cases,  because  of  miscon- 
duct. It  is  the  policy  of  the  Faculty,  while  exercising  due  cau- 
tion and  patience,  to  see  to  it  that  the  standard  of  excellence  in 
conduct  and  scholarship  is  maintained,  and  if,  at  any  time,  it 
is  found  that  students  are  not  receiving  any  benefit  from  their 
connection  with  the  college  and  become  a  source  of  danger  to 
others,  the  Faculty  does  not  hesitate  to  take  the  action  required 
in  the  premises.  In  accordance  with  the  action  taken  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  course  of  study  has  been  revised  and, 
to  some  extent,  reconstructed,  as  will  appear  from  the  cata- 
logue, which  is  herewith  submitted.  It  is  believed  that  the  new 
arrangement  will  prove  advantageous,  and  that  more  satisfac- 
tory results  and  better  work  will  be  secured.  It  is  too  soon, 
however,  to  speak  confidently  of  the  effects  of  the  change. 

Two  changes  were  made  in  the  Faculty  at  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year.  Rev.  Elmer  E.  Powell,  Ph.D.,  of  Cambridge- 
port,  Mass.,  a  graduate  of  Michigan  State  University,  of  the 
department  of  Theology,  in  Boston  University,  and  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Bonn,  in  Germany,  was  called  to  the  chair  of  Modern 
Languages,  and  Dr.  John  H.  Outland,  late  of  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  was  made  Physical  Instructor  and  Director 
of  Gymnasium.  These  gentlemen  have  made  a  very  favorable 
impression  and  we  look  for  highly  satisfactory  results  from 
their  labors  in  their  respective  departments. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  college  is  better  than  at  the 
close  of  last  year.  There  is  still  an  apparent  deficit  of  about 
$750,  but  there  have  been  extraordinary  expenses  in  repairs 
made  to  the  Library  Building  and  at  the  Academy.  On  the 
other  hand  there  have  been  credited  to  the  income  of  the  present 
year  certain  amounts  which  cannot  be  considered  a  part  of  the 
regular  annual  income.  It  is  therefore,  difficult  to  determine, 
with  accuracy,  the  net  results  of  the  year's  operations.  It  is 
safe  to  say,  however,  that  the  outlook  is  much  more  favorable 
than  it  was  a  year  ago.  As  the  rate  of  interest  on  our  invest- 
ments has  diminished,  and  the  expenses  of  the  college  are 
increasing,  it  is  easy  to  see  that  a  larger  endowment  of  the  col- 
lege is  of  paramount  importance.  The  college  has  recently 
been  the  recipient  of  three  legacies.  The  Hon.  Frank  Geise, 
late  Mayor  of  York,  bequeathed  his  private  library  of  miscel- 
laneous books,  worth  about  $2,000,  to  the  college,  and  he  also 
made  the  college  the  residuary  legatee  of  his  estate  after  other 
bequests  are  paid.  Mr.  Martin  L.  Lerch,  of  Freemansburg, 
Pa.,  made  a  bequest  to  the  college  of  $3,000,  to  become  avail- 
able after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Lerch.    Miss  Catharine  H.  Loi 


recently  deceased,  made  an  unconditional  bequest  of  $2,000 
to  the  eTidowment  fund  of  the  college. 

It  is  a  matter  of  general  congratulation  that  the  New 
Science  Building,  so  ardently  desired  and  so  much  needed,  is 
really  under  way.  The  present  contract  is  only  for  the  erection 
of  the  structure  and  the  completion  of  the  exterior,  so  far  as 
is  necessary,  for  the  protection  of  the  huilding.  but  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  there  will  be  no  suspension  of  operations  until  the 
building  is  finislied  and  ready  for  use.  The  jjledges  and  sub- 
scriptions received  up  to  the  present  time  amount  to  about  $27,- 
000.  and  the  canvass  is  now  m  progress  in  three  charges  of  the 
Kastem  Synod.  It  is  especially  important  that  energetic  efforts 
be  made  and  prompt  action  taken  in  the  three  Synods,  under 
whose  control  the  college  stands,  so  that  the  work  may  be  car- 
ried forward  to  a  speedy  and  successful  completion.

With  reference  to  the  various  matters  represented  in  the 

above  we  recommend  the  following  actions: — 

1.  Resolved,  Tliat  Pittsburgh  Synod  rejoices  in  the  pros- 
perity and  progress  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  increased  number  of  students,  the  enlarged  corps 
of  teachers,  the  new  buildings  erected  from  time  to  time  and 
the  contributions  and  legacies  received  from  its  friends  and 
supporters. 

2.  Resolved,  That  Synod  appreciates  the  many  and  vari- 
ous needs  that  are  constantly  arising  to  make  the  college  strong 
and  efficient  in  all  the  departments  of  its  work  and  to  maintain 
its  position  in  the  front  rank  of  the  educational  institutions  of 
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the  land,  and  hereby  pledges  itself  to  the  cordial  support  of  the 
college  to  the  full  extent  of  its  ability. 

3.  Resolved,  That  in  order  that  the  Scientific  Building,  so 
sorely  needed,  and  now  in  course  of  erection,  may  be  com- 
pleted as  speedily  as  possible,  and  that  the  action  of  Synod 
already  taken  in  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  its  Endowment 
Committee  may  be  carried  into  effect,  the  Synod  hereby 
appoints  Rev.  D.  B.  Lady,  D.D.,  Superintendent  of  the  canvass 
ot  its  congregations,  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Field 
Secretary,  for  the  purpose  of  securiiig  the  balance  of  the  funds 
for  the  erection  of  the  said  building,  and  requests  its  Endow- 
ment Committees,  the  pastors  of  several  charges  and  the  Field 
Secretary  of  Franklin  and  Marshall  College  to  give  him  such 
co-operation  and  assistance  as  he  may  require  with  the  view  of 
bringing  this  work  to  an  early  and  successful  conclusion.

of  every  particular  science  and  technical  art. 

5.  Resolved,  That  Pittsburgh  Synod  sympathizes  with 
Qarion  Collegiate  Institution  in  its  trials  and  recommends  it 
to  the  young  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  this  section  of  the  Church 
as  a  school  where  a  good  preparatory  training  for  college  may 
be  obtained  at  a  comparatively  small  cost. 

6.  Resolved,  That  Allentown  College  for  Women  and 
the  Woman's  College  at  Frederick,  Md.,  be  and  hereby  are 
recommended  to  the  fathers  and  mothers  of  our  Church  as 
institutions  in  which  they  may  secure  a  suitable  education  for 
their  daughters.

To  the  Reverend  Synod  of  Pittsburgh  of  the  Reformed  Church 
in  the  United  States: 
Dear  Fathers  and  Brethren: — Your  Board  of  Bene- 
ficiary Education  would  respectfully  report  as  follows;  The' 
work  entrusted  to  our  oversight  and  care  has  received  the  atten- 
tion it  demands  and  has  been  performed  according  to  the  best 
of  our  ability.     During  the  past  year  the  following  students 
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for  the  ministry  were  under  the  care  and  received  aid  from 
the  Board,  viz.,  H.  H.  Wiant,  B.  K.  Hay,  W.  H.  Kerschner, 
Simon  Sipple,  Perry  C.  Byers  and  J.  S.  Leiby.  All  of  these, 
except  Perry  C.  Byers,  pursued  their  studies  at  Lancaster,  Pa. 
Mr.  Byers  graduated  from  Grove  City  College,  Pa.,  in  June. 
The  following  action  concerning  him  was  taken  by  the  Board 
one  year  ago.  viz.,  **That  he  be  advised,  after  he  graduates 
there,  to  take  the  Senior  year  at  F.  and  M.  College,  if  he  can  see 
his  way  clear  financially.*^  From  a  letter  received  from  him 
a  short  time  ago  he  stated  that  he  expected  to  enter  the  Seminary 
at  the  opening  of  the  present  session. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  William  Rupp,  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Beneficiary  Education  and  professor  in  the  Theologi- 
cal Seminary,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  J.  S.  Leiby,  a  Senior  in  the  col- 
lege there,  was  taken  under  the  care  of  the  Board  January, 
1900,  and  aided  to  the  extent  of  $75.

We  recommend  for  your  consideration  and  adoption  the

5.  Tliat  Synod  requests  the  Seminary  authorities  to  exer- 
cise more  caution  in  admitting  students  for  the  Ministry,  and 
csiJCcially  in  graduating  them,  so  as  not  to  recommend  fcr 
licensure  yotuig  men  not  intellectually  or  otherwise  qualified 
for  the  work.

I. — The  AoDual   Btport  of  the  Board   of   Publication  of  the  Refonned 
Chnrcb  in  tb«  United  State*. 
The  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  was  read  by  the 
Secretary  on  Saturday.    The  report  was  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Publication,  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Eastern,  the  Pittsburgh  and  the  Potomac  Synods: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Your  Board  of  Publication  begs  leave 
to  submit  to  your  Reverend  Bodies  its  Annual  Report  as  fol- 
lows: 

At  a  meeting  in  the  City  of  Lancaster,  October  19th,  1899, 
Mr.  Francis  E.  Heller,  of  Fort  Washington,  Pa'.,  was  elected 
Business  Manager  for  the  Board  at  a  salary  of  sixteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Rev.  C.  R.  Ferncr.  At  this  meeting  the  Board  also,  in 
compliance  with  the  actions  of  the  several  Synods  on  the  sub- 
ject, by  an  action  passed,  relieved  the  Editor  of  the  Messenger 
of  all  business  care  and  responsibility,  and  entrusted  everything 
belonging  to  the  business  department  of  the  concern  to  the 

hands  of  the  Mansger,    The  ^iindaj-school  §9art  through 
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its  representative,  informed  our  Board  that  it  had  consented  to 
this  modification  of  the  agreement  entered  into  between  the  two 
Boards,  May  nth,  1899. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  at  the  publication  rooms, 
Philadelphia,  Januar>-  loth,  1900,  our  Board  entered  into  an 
agreemelit  with  the  representatives  of  the  Sunday-school  Board 
to  carry  on  the  book  business  jointly  with  said  Board.  The 
joint  business  was  to  begin  April  ist,  1900,  but  by  mutual  con- 
sent of  the  Managers,  the  time  for  putting  the  arrangement  in 
operation  was  afterwards  deferred  to  July  ist,  1900.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  Board  held  June  29th,  1900,  after  further  in- 
vestigation and  canvass  of  the  matter,  the  conclusion  was  reach- 
ed that  the  arrangement  agreed  upon  would  not  redound  to  the 
best  interests  of  the  Synods  in  publication  matters  and  there- 
fore the  Board  rescinded  its  action  of  the  January  meeting  with 
reference  to  the  joint  conduct  of  the  book  business.  And  for 
the  purpose  of  avoiding  in  the  future  all  friction  and  misunder- 
standings between  the  representatives  of  the  two  Boards,  our 
Board  passed  the  following  resolution : 

''Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Board  that  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Publication  Board  ought  to  be  conducted  separate 
and  apart  from  the  Sunday-school  Board,  and  therefore  our 
Manager  is  instructed  to  secure  quarters  for  the  conducting  of 
our  business  independent  of  the  Sunday-school  Board;  this 
separation  to  go  into  effect  October  ist,  1900." 

The  condition  of  our  plant  remains  in  general  the  same 
as  it  was  one  year  ago.  For  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  ex- 
penses the  printing  of  the  Messenger  has  been  awarded  to  the 
"Report  Publishing  Co.,"  of  Lebanon,  Pa.,  and  in  order  to 
procure  proper  mailing  privileges,  the  name  Lebanon  had  to  be 
added  to  that  of  Philadelphia  as  the  place  of  publication.  The 
subscription  list  of  the  ^lessenger  is  about  the  same  as  last 
year;  that  of  the  Review  has  been  considerably  increased. 
The  book  business  has  been  remunerative  and  promises  to  be- 
come more  so  in  the  future.  We  bespeak  for  this  branch  of 
our  trade  the  patronage  of  ministers  and  people  of  the  church. 
Favorable  action  was  taken  by  the  Board  at  its  last  meeting  on 
the  request  of  the  Potomac  Synod  that  the  subscription  price 
of  the  Messenger  be  reduced  as  soon  as  practicable.  The 
Manager  has  the  matter  under  consideration. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  plant  is  shown  by  the  fol- 
lowing reports  of  the  Manager,  and  the  Treasurer.

ARTICLE  XXI. 
SUNDAY-SCHOOLS. 
I. — Repoil  of  Pittsburgh  Synod's  Sunday -School  Board. 
Pittsburgh     Sj-nod's     Sunday-school     Board     reported 
Thursday.    The  report  was  adopted  and  referred  to  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Sunday-schools,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  Reverend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Fathers  and  Brethren  :  The  Sunday-school  Board  met 
before  the  close  of  the  last  Synod  and  reorganized  by  electing 
A.  M.  Keifer  president,  D.  N.  Harnish,  secretary,  and  C,  M. 
Hartzel  treasurer.  A  second  meeting  was  held  in  the  Refonned 
Church,  at  Latrobe. 

A  third  meeting  was  held  in  this  church  on  Wednesday, 
October  3d.  At  each  of  these  meetings  the  Sunday-school  work 
of  our  Synod  received  consideration,  but  during  the  year  the 
Board  has  been  unable  to  do  much  in  the  way  of  improving  con- 
ditions. 

From  statistics  gathered  and  reports  received  we  leam 
that  the  Sunday-schools  of  our  Synod  are  hot  perfect.  Indeed 
we  are  almost  persuaded  that  they  are  not  in  as  good  condition 
as  they  ought  to  be.  The  statistics  show  that  the  number  of 
persons  belonging  to  our  Sunday-schools  is  small  when  com- 
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pared  with  the  membership  of  our  churches.  It  appears  -that 
in  only  a  few  of  our  charges  is  the  membership  of  the  Sunday- 
school  as  large  as  that  of  the  congregation.  In  some  cases  it 
is  even  smaller  than  the  baptized  membership  of  the  congrega- 
tion. In  a  majority  of  the  congregations  only  a  small  propor- 
"  tion  ^f  the  confirmed  membership  is  found  in  the  Sunday- 
schools  of  this  Synod,  and  in  a  few  cases  even  the  elders  and 
"  deacons  are  not  found  engaged  in  this  part  of  the  Church's 
work;  From  reports  received  from  a  number  of  pastors  the 
^condition  of  the  Sunday-school  work  is  expressed  in  about 
these  words :  "As  fast  as  we  gather  the  little  ones  into  the  Pri- 
mary Department,  the  adults  take  their  departure.^'  In  some 
cases  complaint  is  made  that  the  best  talent  in  our  congrega- 
tions is  not  always  available  for  work  in  the  Sunday-schools. 

There  is,  however,  another  side  to  this  question.  Your 
Board  is  convinced  that  never  before  has  there  been  better  and 
more  faithful  work  done  in  and  for  the  Sunday-school  than 
during  the  past  year.  Good,  helpful  conventions  were  held  in 
each  ©ne  of  the  Classes  of  this  Synod.  As  a  rule  these  were 
well  attended  by  those  who  were  eager  to  learn  more  about  this 
work.  In  addition  to  this  in  nearly  every  Sunday-school  of  the 
Synod  much  faithful  and  efficient  work  has  beeri  done  for 
Christ  and  His  kingdom. 

ynder  these  circumstances  this  Board  can  only  express  the 
needs  of  this  work  within  the  bounds  of  our  Synod. 

First,  the  membership  of  our  schools  ought  to  be  larger, 
and  include  many  more  of  the  confirmed  members  of  our 
churches. 

Second,  much  of  the  energy  of  Synod,  classes  and  consis- 
tories ought  to  be  expended  in  trying  to  make  our  Sunday- 
schools  more  efficient  in  their  appointed  work. 

Now  is  the  time  to  strengthen  this  work.  "The  Twentieth 
Century  Movement,"  inaugurated  by  General  Synod's  Sunday- 
school  Board,  has  for  its  aim  larger  and  more  efficient  Sunday- 
schools.  It  is  proper,  therefore,  for  this  Synod  to  encourage 
in  every  way  possible  this  movement.

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II.— Seport  of  General  Synod's  S.  8.  Board. 

Under  Item  4  of  the  report  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Overtures,  was  read  the  report  of  the  General  Synod's  Sunday- 
school  Board.  The  report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee on  Sunday-schools  and  is  as  follows; 

Dear  Brethhen  :  We  deem  it  important  to  call  special 
attention  to  the  fact  that  the  work  of  the  Board  comprises  two 
main  departments,  the  Business  and  the  Missionary.  As  in 
other  similar  denominational  Boards,  these  two  departments 
work  together,  but  are  distinct  and  separate  in  their  treasuries 
and  in  their  administration. 

-We  aim, to  conduct  the  Business  Department  on  bfisine^ 
principles.  The  Business  Department  does  not  receive  a  penny 
of  arty  Sunday-school  Missionary  offerings  made  to  the  Board, 
but  on  the  contrary  is  a  large  contributor  out  of  its  annual 
earnings  to  the  Sunday-school  and  Missionary  work  of  the 

Board.  Out  of  the  profits  of  the  past  year,  amomiting  to  $3,- 
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520.91.  the  sum  of  $800  was  appropriated  to  the  Missionary 
Department.  The  balance  has  been  added  to  the  capital  of  the 
Business  Department.  In  this  connection  we  call  your  atten- 
tion to  the  small  capital  of  the  Business  Department  in  com- 
parison with  the  large  amount  of  business  done.  All  this 
capital  has  been  earned  and  created  by  the  Business  Depart- 
ment itself.  It  is  necessary  to  give  credit  to  our  schools  to  the 
amount  of  thousands  of  dollars.  We  must  pay  in  advance  for 
the  paper  and  printing  of  the  periodicals  and  for  supplies.  This 
necessarily  requires  the  creation  of  a  capital  in  the  Business 
Department.  So  also  the  increase  of  the  business  means  the 
employment  of  a  larger  capital.

The  increase  in  the  amount  of  cash  receipts  for  the  present 
year  over  the  previous  year  is  $7,581.57.    The  total  cash  re- 


feipts  liavc  liccii  $^9:6o2.oy.  Tliis  increased  business  of  the 
Board  has  been  done  at  an  additional  expense  of  less  than 
2  per  cent  of  the  cash  receipts. 

The  most  notable  issue  of  the  year  has  been  the  publication 
of  the  Sunday-school  Hymnal.  This  has  been  received  with 
marked  favor,  and  hvindreds  of  schools  are  already  using  the 
book.  We  request  your  reverend  IwKiy  to  commend  this  book, 
through  the  Classes,  to  the  schools  of  the  Church. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  a  continued  increase  in  the  circu- 
lation of  the  Reformed  Lesson  Helps  and  Sunday-school  pa- 
pers, which  is  due  largely  to  the  co-operation  of  pastors,  Sun- 
day-school superintendents,  and  teachers.  Special  efforts  are 
being  made  to  improve  Leaves  of  Light  and  Sunshine.  These 
periodicals  deserve  much  larger  circulation  as  they  are  invalu- 
able in  the  home  in  the  way  of  cultivating  a  taste  for  Church 
literature  on  the  part  of  the  young  as  well  as  in  aiding  parents 
in  the  religious  instruction  of  their  little  ones.

The  work  of  this  department  is  dependent  upon  the  annual 
free-will  offerings  of  the  Sunday-schools  and  the  appropriation 
from  the  earnings  of  the  Business  Department.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  Business  Department  must  create  its  own  capital 
and  has  to  care  for  a  rapidly  growing  business,  it  is  evident 
that  the  Board  must  depend  upon  the  offerings  of  the  schools, 
if  larger  Sunday-school  missionary  work  is  to  be  undertaken. 
Nearly  all  the  denominations  of  the  land  as  well  as  the  Ameri- 
can Sunday-school  Union  are  giving  larger  amounts  yearly  to 
this  most  important  cause,  recognizing  the  growing  need  for 
Sunday-school  mission  work.  There  are  twelve  million  of  chil- 
dren of  school  age  outside  of  all  Sunday-schools.  The  call^to 
the  Board  to  do  pioneer  work  are  so  many  as  well  as  calls  from 
weak  and  needy  schools  to  aid  them  with  grants  of  literature, 
that  there  is  abundant  room  for  this  branch  of  Home  Mission- 
ary work.  We  request  that  the  schools  through  the  classes  be 
made  acquainted  with  the  facts  and  be  given  opportunity  to 
contribute  on  Children's  day  or  at  least  once  a  year  to  this 
worthy  object. 

We  have  come  to  the  closing  months  of  the  Twentieth 
Century  Movement  looking  to  the  increase  of  the  Sunday- 
school  worship.  We  record  with  gratitude  the  fact  that  the 
Church  is  being  aroused  on  this  subject,  and  are  hopeful  that 
through  the  enthusiasm  and  constant  work  of  pastors,  consis- 
tories, and  Sunday-school  officers  and  teachers  as  well  as  schol- 
ars, the  total  enrollment  of  our  Reformed  Sunday-schools  will 
reach  the  three  hundred  thousand  mark  by  April  i,  1901.  It 
is  possible  that  the  enrollment  may  not  reach  that  figure,  but 
we  feel  sure  that  the  activities  set  in  motion  as  a  result  of  the 
agitation  of  this  movement  have  brought  in  thousands  of  new 
scholars  and  have  aided  in  overcoming  the  tremendous  leakage 
that  has  been  going  on  in  our  Sunday-schools  all  over  the  land. 

The  alarming  fact  with  reference  to  our  SUnday-schools 
is  the  apparently  stationary  membership  in  some  of  the  Classes 
of  our  Eastern  Synod  and  a  few  in  the  Potomac  and  Pittsburgh 
Synods. 

A  hopeful  sign  in  relation  to  the  membership  of  our  schools 
is  the  increase  in  the  numl)er  in  the  Home  Department  and  of 
the  additions  to  the  Cradle  Roll.  These  two  agencies  are  based 
upon  the  idea  of  educational  religion.  They  link  the  home 
Bible  school  and  the  public  religious  instruction  of  the  Church 
school  together.  They  emphasize  the  responsibility  of  the 
parental  vows,  while  they  a^ord  an  opportunity  for  their  ful- 
fillment. They  lead  to  co-operation  between  the  home  and 
the  school,  and  when  this  has  been  brought  about  most  fully, 


not  only  will  the  Sunday-sduKsl  hold  iis  young  jjcnple,  but  the 
gTtat  end  and  aim  of  its  work  will  be  accomplished.  We  com- 
mend these  movements  and  the  all-im|x>rtaiit  work  of  the  Sun- 
day-school lo  your  favorable  consideration  with  the  request 
that  the  attention  of  the  classes  be  called  to  the  same.

The  Standing  Committee  on  Sun  day -schools  reported  on 
Monday  evening.    The  report  was  considered  by  items.     The 
report  is  as  follows  : 

To  lite  Rn-crcnd  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  ButrrHREN :  Your  Committee  on  Sunday-schools 
present  the  following  report  for  your  consideration: 

Three  communications  were  referred  to  us,  viz.:  Ttie  an- 
nual report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  Pittsburgh  Synod. 
the  annual  report  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  the  Reformed 
Church  in.  the  U.  S.  to  the  District  Synods,  and  the  return  from 
Oar  ion  Qassis. 

We  fearned  from  these  sources,  in  reference  to  the  Leaves 
of  Light,  that  there  has  been  a  commendable  growth  in  the  in- 
terest of  this  important  work  of  the  Church.  The  Twentieth 
Century  Movement,  and  the  Home  Department  have  already 
eviilenced  their  praclicahtlily  in  the  advancement  of  the  wnrk 
generally.  Successful  conventions  have  been  held  in  all  the 
Classes  and  there  seems  to  be  a  desire  to  realize  a  higher  de- 
gree of  excellence  in  all  our  schools. 

"Numerically,  however,  the  progress  has  not  been, what 
might  be  expected.  In  many  of  our  schools  the  membership  is 
smaller  than  the  membership  of  the  congregation. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  following: 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  commend  the  Sunday'School  Hym- 
nal and  urge  its  adoption  and  use  in  our  Sunday-schools  in 
preference  to  other  similar  books. 

2.  That  Synod  urge  the  Sunday-schools  through  the 
Classes  to  make  an  offering  some  time  during  the  year  for  the 
missionary  work  of  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  General 
Synod. 

3.  That  the  Sunday-school  Board  of  Pittsburgh  Synod 
put  forth  a  special  effort  to  further  the  Twentieth  Century 
Movement,  and  that  the  Board  co-operate  with  the  Twentieth 
Century  Committee  of  Syrtod. 
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4-  That  Synod  recommend,  through  the  Qasses,  the  adop- 
tion of  the  Home  Department  in  every  congregation. 

5.  That  S>'nod  urge  the  various  Qasses,  through  their 
Sunday-school  Committee,  to  make  a  determined  effort  during 
the  year  to  make  the  Sunday-school  membership  equal  to  tha,: 
of  the  congregation  throughout  the  Synod. 

6.  That  Synod  remind  Sunday-school  officers,  through 
the  Classes,  of  the  importance  of  complete  statistics  and  urge 
the  secretaries  of  the  various  Sunday-schools  to  make  correct 
returns  to  the  chairman  of  the  Sunday-school  Committee 
through  the  Qasses.

ARTICLE  XXII. 

ORPHAN  HOME. 
I.— -Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home. 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home  was  read  by  the  President  of  the  Board  Thursday.  The 
report  was  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  Orphan 
Home  and  is  as  follows : 

To  the  Rezfcrend  Pittsburgh  Synod: 

Dear  Brethren  :  It  is  with  feelings  of  profound  grati- 
tude to  the  Father  of  the  fatherless  that  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home,  Butler.  Pa.,  begs  leave  to  present 
to  your  Reverend  Body  so  favorable  a  report  of  last  year's  work. 
For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  have  the  oflFerings  of  the 
friends  of  this  institution  been  sufficient  to  meet  all  of  its  cur- 
rent expenses.  Not  only  were  the  current  expenses  of  last 
year  fully  met,  but  a  remaining  indebtedness  of  the  year  before, 
amounting  to  several  hundred  dollars,  was  likewise  canceled. 
For  the  Christmas  and  the  Children's  Day  services  no  less  than 
47,500  envelopes  were  distributed  throughout  the  Synods  in- 
terested in  the  Home,  and  the  appeal  they  represented  was 
promptly  and  liberally  responded  to.  The  same  method  will 
be  pursued  the  coming  year. 

The  Home  was  the  recipient,  too,  of  several  special  favors, 
each  of  which  was  duly  and  gratefully  acknowledged.  Mr. 
Philip  Daubenspeck  a  near  neighbor  and  close  friend  of  the  in- 
stitution, gave  $5,000  toward  the  liquidation  of  its  indebtedness ; 


Mr.  Hcfk.  of  Ohio,  left  it  a  bequest  of  $250.00;  and,  towards 
tliu  support  of  her  live  children,  now  bereft  of  both  parents,  to 
be  admitted  into  the  bonie.  Mrs.  Orrill  left  a  legacy  of  $1,200. 
Si.  PaiiP-s  Classi.';  having  taken  its  outing  at  Conneaut 
Lake,  ami  VV'eslira)reland,  at  kllewild,  St.  Paul's  day  was  nol 
so  well  attended ;  but  these  Classes  shared  the  profits  of  their 
outings  with  the  Home.  The  donations  last  fall  were  hot  as 
large  as  those  of  the  year  before,  but  in  the  line  of  vegetables 
tiiere  was  a  sufficient  supply,  as  the  products  of  the  fami  were 
unusually  large. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Gibson,  to  whom  a  lease  was  given  for  the  pur- 
pose, put  down  a  well  for  oil  in  one  corner  of  the  woodland.  N'o 
oil,  except  a  mere  trace,  was  found,  but  it  proved  to  be  a  small, 
steady  gas  well.  From  this  well  the  Home  is  now  supplied 
with  all  the  gas  it  needs  for  lighting  and  heating  the  buildings, 
at  the  low  rate  of  six  cents  per  thousand  feet ;  and.  in  addition, 
it  will  receive  a  bonus  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  so 
long  as  the  gas  pressure,  through  a  six  inch  pipe,  is  above  fif- 
teen ]x>un<is  jjcr  minute.  The  pressure  thus  far  has  been  be- 
tween sixteen  and  seventeen  pounds  per  minute.  The  low  rate 
at  which  the  gas  is  furnished,  will  reduce  the  expense  for  li|^t 
and  fuel,  not  less  than  $250.00  per  annum. 

Ten  acres  of  pasture  lands  lying  north  of  the  Home 
grounds,  and  nearly  adjacent  to  them,  were  purchased  for  the 
simi  of  $500.  A  lease  for  oil  previously  given  by  the  former 
owner  to  Mr.  Gibson,  was  also  transferred  to  the  Home  with- 
out reserve  or  consideration.  A  well  was  at  once  put  down  on 
this  tract  also,  which  yields  a  small  quantity  of  gas.  As  soon 
as  this  can  be  sold  the  Home  will  receive  a  bonus  for  it  of  $25.00 
per  annum. 

The  only  important  improvements  of  the  past  year  were 
the  placing  of  a  new  cooking  range,  an  instantaneous  water 
healer,  and  a  small  stove  for  a  large  cooking  vessel  in  the 
kitchen,  and  a  small  stove  in  the  laundry,  all  at  a  cost  of  one 
hundred  dollars.  A  new  board-walk  also  was  put  down,  the 
lumber  for  which  cost  forty-eight  dollars  and  forty-seven  cents. 

The  current  expenses  for  the  year,  to  the  first  of  last  June, 
were  all  promptly  met.  They,  together  with  the  unpaid  bills 
of  the  year  before,  amounted  to  $7,561.04,  being  $267.59  '^^s 
than  the  ej^penses  of  the  previous  year.  Of  this  amoimt,  $2,- 
051.91.  camt  from  pay  children  and  boarders.

The  plan  adopted  a  year  ago  for  the  ptirchase  of  supplies 
has  not  yet  been  put  into  full  operation.  Whether  it  will  prove 
to  be  superior  to  the  one  it  is  intended  to  supersede  can  be  de- 
termined by  experience  only,  and  experimentation  requires 
time. 

Beyond  the  appointment  of  a  day  for  the  organization  of 
the  Women's  Auxiliary  Board,  nothing  has  been  done  to  bring 
this  proposed  arm  of  help  into  active  service.  We  believe  that 
the  plan  is  entirely  feasible,  and  that  the  cause  can  and  will 
be  greatly  encouraged  and  aided  through  the  organized  effort 
and  co-operation  of  our  Women. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that^  throughout  the  year,  re- 
markably good  health  has  reigned  in  the  Home.  No  special 
disease  invaded  it,  nor  did  death  claim  any  of  its  inmates.  The 
moral  and  religious  character  of  the  children,  too.  has  been 
uniformly  good.  They  have  been  obedient  and  industrious. 
The  average  number  of  children  in  the  Home  during  the  year, 
was  about  seventy-five,  twenty-five  of  whom  were  pay-children. 
The  number  at  the  time  to  which  this  report  comes  down,  June 
26,  was  fifty-seven  church  children  and  sixteen  pay-children. 
Of  the  church  children,  twelve  are  from  the  Synod  of  the  Po- 
tomac and  six  from  the  Ohio  Synod.  Five  young  girls,  whose 
ages  range  from  fifteen  to  eighteen  years,  went  out  from  the 
Home  well  qualified  for  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  life; 
better,  indeed,  than  many  who  are  reared  in  homes  of  wealth 
and  luxury. 
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The  Board  bears  testimony  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which 
every  department  has  been  conducted.  We  believe  that  in  this 
institution  we  have  as  near  an  approach  to  tlie  ideal  home,  as 
it  is  possible  to  have  outside  of  the  Christian  family.  The  end 
aimed  at  is,  not  only  to  feed  and  clothe  the  body,  but  carefully 
to  cultivate  the  soul :  so  that  those  who  have  been  entrusted  to 
its  care  may  go  forth  into  the  world  possessed  of  a  sound, 
moral  and  religious  character.  The  friends  of  the  Home  have 
every  reason  for  encouragement  in  this  labor  of  love.  Those 
who  have  gone  out  from  this  Home  have  thus  far  been  an  honor 
to  it ;  and  they  have  in  many  ways  shown  that  they  appreciate 
what  it  did  for  them,  and  that  they  are  grateful.  And  hence, 
too.  we  indulge  the  hope  that  the  years  to  crane  will  find  those 
of  our  people  who  so  willingly  and  generously  contributed  of 
their  means  lo  aid  this  worthy  cause  in  the  year  covered  by  this 
report  continuing  to  remember  it  in  their  prayers  and  to  sup- 
port it  with  their  gifts;  and  that  others,  quickened  and  encour- 
aged by  their  deeds,  will  follow  their  example. 

A  suitable  minute  with  reference  to  the  life,  labors,  and 
recent  entrance  into  his  reward  of  Rev.  C.  A.  Limberg,  was 
unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

Rev,  C.  L.  Alspadi,  having  removed  from  the  bounds  of 
the  Synod,  his  place  as  a  member  of  tlie  Board  was  declared  va- 
cant, and  Rev.  T.  S.  Land  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  terms  of  the  following  members  of  the  Board  expire 
with  this  meeting  of  Synod,  viz,;  Revs.  J.  N.  Bauman,  A.  J. 
Heller,  D.D.,  and  Elder  J.  E.  Kunkle,  The  attention  of  the 
Synod  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  Rev.  Dr.  C  R.  Dieffen- 
bacher,  a  member  of  the  Board,  has  removed  beyond  the  boimds 
of  this  Synod,  thereby  causing  vacancy.

To  Pittsburgh  Synod : 

Brethren  :  The  report  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St. 
Paul's  Orphan  Home  was  the  only  document  referred  to  this 
Committee  for  consideration.  From  this  report  we  learn  that 
the  Home  has  been  in  a  more  prosperous  condition  than  in  for- 
mer years.  In  order  that  this  condition  may  be  continued  and 
that  even  greater  and  better  things  may  be  done  in  this  particu- 
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lar  department  of  Christian  work,  we  recommend  the  foIk>wing 
action : 

1.  That  the  interests  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan  Home  be 
commended  to  the  liberality  of  our  people ;  and  that  the  Classes 
be  directed  to  bring  interests  of  this  Home  to  the  attention  of 
pastors  and  people  in  such  manner  as  will  greatly  increase  the 
gifts  to  the  Home. 

2.  That  the  Classes  be  instructed  to  direct  the  congrega- 
tions to  devote  the  CTiristmas  and  Children's  Day  offerings  to 
the  Orphan  Home  cause. 

3.  That  the  action  of  Synod  concerning  the  formation  of 
a  Woman's  Auxiliary  Board  to  be  composed  of  three  women 
from  each  Classis  be  re-affirmed.      * 

4.  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home,  or  its  Executive  Committee,  be  instructed  to  arrange  at 
an  early  date  for  the  proper  observance  of  St.  Paul's  Orphan 
Home  day.
